Foundation  of  Conjlantinoph. — Political  Syflem  of  Con- 
Jantine,   atid  his  Succejfors^ — Military  Difcipline*—^ 
Tin  Palace^'-^TS*  Fitumfes, 

THE  unfortunate  Lidniut  wu  the  laft  rival  wlio  oppofed  the  chap. 
greatneft,  and  the  laft  capthre  who  adonied  the  triumph,  of  y  _r 
Conftantine.    After  a  tranquil  and  prosperous  re^,  the 
Conquennr  bequeathed  to  his  fimily  the  Inheritance  of  the  Roman 
Enqsire ;  a  new  capital,  a  new  pofiqr,  and  a  new  rdigton ;  and  the 
'innovadons  which  he  eftabliihed  have  been  embraced  and  confe- 
crated  by  fucceeding  generations*    The  age  of  the  great  Conftantine 
and  his  fons  is  filled  with  important  events ;  but  the  hiftorian  muft 
be  opprefTed  by  their  number  and  varier|r,  uaids  he  diligently  fe- 
YojL.  II*  B  parates 
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C  ^  A  P.  parates  from  each  other  the  fcenes  which  are  conneAed  only  by  the 
^  order  of  time.    He  will  defcribe  the  political  inftitutioris  that  gave 

ftrength  and  (T  il>tlity  to  the  empire,  before  he  proceeds  to  relate  tlic 
wars  and  revolutions  which  haftcncJ  its  decline.  He  will  adopt  the 
divilion  unknown  to  the  ancients,  of  civil  and  ccclcfiaflical  affairs: 
the  vidlory  of  the  Chriftians,  and  their  inteftinc  dilcord,  will  I'upply 
copious  and  diftin£l  materials  both  for  edification  and  for  fcandal. 
Defign  of  a  After  the  defeat  and  abdication  of  Licinius,  his  vidlorious  rival 
"a.D.^'jh-  proceeded  to  lay  the  foundations  of  a  city,  deftined  to  reign,  in 
future  times,  the  mUlrcfs  of  the  Eaft,  and  to  furvive  the  empire  and 
religion  of  Conftaniine.  The  motives,  whether  of  pride  or  of  po- 
licy, which  firft  induced  Diocletian  to  withdraw  bimfelf  from  the . 
ancient  feat  of  government,  had  acquired  adtfitional  weight  by  the 
example  of  his  fucceflfois,  and  the  habits  of  forty  years.  Rome  was 
"infedibly  confimnded  with  die  dqiendent  kingdoms  which  had  once 
acknowledged  her  fiqnemacy;  and  die  conniry  of  the  Cae&n  was 
viewed  with  cold  indifibrenoe  by  a  martbl  prince,  bom  intbe  niei^-> 
bbiirhood  of  the  Danube,  educated  in  the  courts  and  amies  of  Afia, 
and  invefted  vtidk  tihe  purpte  by  the  l^oos  of  Britain.  The  Italians, 
*who  had  fecetved  Conftancine  as  their  deliverer,  fubmiffively  obeyed 
the  edids  which  he  fometimes  condefcended  to  addrefs  to  the  fenate 
and  peo^  of  Rome ;  but  they  were  feldom  honoured  with  the  prefencc 
of  thdr  new  ioveretg^  During  the  vigour  of  his  age,  Conftantlnc, 
according  to  the  various  exigencies  of  peace  and  war,  moved  with 
ikyw  dignity,  or  with  adive  diligence,  ahxng  the  frontiers  of  his 
cxtenfive  dominions;  and  was  always  prepared  to  take  die  field 
cither  againft  a  foreign  or  a  domeilic  enemy.  But  as  he  gradually 
leaehed  the  fuinmit  of  profperity  and  the  decline  of  life,  he  began 
-to  meditale  the  defign  of  lixing  in  a  more  permanent  ilation  the 
-ftrength  aa  well  as  majefty  of  the  throne.  In  the  choice  of  an  ad^ 
¥antageous  fituation,  lie  prefisrred  the  confines  of  Europe  and  Afia ; 
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to  cuib,  with  a  powerful  arm^  the  barbarians  who  dwelt  between  C  HA  p, 
^  Danube  and  the  Taiuus;  to  watch  with  an  eye  of  jealoufy  the  ^ 
eondudl  of  the  Perfian  monarch,  who  indignantty  fupported  the 
yoke  of  an  ignominious  treaty.    With  thefe  views,  Diocletian  had 
feledtcd  arid  embellifhed  the  rcfidcncc  of  Nicomedia :  but  the  me- 
mory of  Diocletian  was  juflly  abhorred  by  the  prote(flor  of  the  church  j 
and  Conftantinc  was  not  infcnlible  to  the  ambition  of  founding  a 
citv  which  mighr  per{)ctuatc  tlie  glory  of  his  own  name.  During 
tVic  late  operations  of  the  war  againft  Llcinius,  he  had  fufficient  op- 
portunity to  contemplate,  both  as  a  foldier  and  as  a  ftatefnian,  the 
incomparable  pofition  of  Byzantium  ;  and  to  obferve  how  ftrongly  Situation  of 
it  was  guarded  by  nature  againil  an  hoftile  attack,  whilft  it  was  accef-  *'™**'™' 
fible  on  every  fide  to  the  benefits  of  commercial  intercourfe.  Many 
ages  before  Conftantine,  one  of  the  mod  judicious  hillorians  of  an- 
tiquity *  had  defixibed  the  advantages  of  \  fituation,  finom  whence  a 
feeble  colony  of  Greeks  derived  the  command  of  the  &a,  and  the 
hoaoors  of  a  flonriflung  and  indqiendent  republic  \ 

If  we  iiirvey  Byzantium  in  the  extent  which  it  acquired  with  tiie  DcfcHpUoa 
auguft  name  of  Conftantinople,  the  figure  of  the  imperial  city  may  ^TifiTTi- 
be  repreCented  under  that  of  an  unequal  triangle.   The  obtufe  poinl^  voru. 
which  advances  towards  tiie  eaft  and  the  Ihcnes  of  Alia,  meets  and  - 
repels  the  wsves  of  tiie  Thradan  B<^orus.   The  northern  fide  of 
the  city  is  bounded  by  the  hazbourj  and  the  ibudiem  is  walhed  by

But  the 
adrairablc  form  and  divilion  of  the  circumjacent  land  and  water 
cannot,  without  a  more  ample  explanation,  be  clearly  or  fuihcicntly 
undcrftood. 

The  Bofpho-  The  winding  channel  through  which  the  waters  of  the  Euxine 
flow  with  a  rapid  and  inceflfant  courfe  towards  the  Mediterranean, 
received  the  appellation  of  Bofphorus,  a  name  not  lefs  celebrated  in 
the  hiftory,  than  in  the  fables,  of  antiquity  '.  A  crowd  of  temples 
and  of  votive  altars,  profufely  fcattered  along  its  fteep  and  woody 
banks,  attefted  the  unflcilfulnefs,  the  terrors,  and  the  devotion  of  the 
Grecian  navigators,  who,  after  the  example  of  the  Argonauts,  ex- 
plored the  dangers  of  the  inhofpitable  Euxine.  On  thefe  banks  tra- 
dition long  prelerv'ed  the  memory  of  the  palace  of  Phineus,  infefted. 
by  the  obfcene  harpies  * ;  ajid  of  the  fylvan  reign  of  Amycus,  wha 
defied  the  fon  of  Leda  to  the  combat  of  the  Ceftus  ^  The  ftreights 
of  the  Bofphorus  are  terminated  by  the  Cyanean  rocks,  which,  ac- 
cording to  the  defcription  of  the  poets,  had  once  floated  on  the  face 
of  the  waters  ;  and  were  dcftincd  by  the  gods  to  protedl  the  entrance, 
of  the  Euxine  againft  the  eye  of  profane  curiofity       From  the  Cy-

The  new  caftles  of  Europe  and  Afia  are  conftnided,.  on  either  con-^ 
tinent,  upon  the  foundations  of  two  cddirated  temples,  of  Sera^ns  and 
of  Jupiter  Urius.  The  «£/  caftles^  a  work  irf*  the  Greek  emperms, 
command  the  narroweft  part  of  the  channd,  in  a  place  where  the 
oppofite  banks  advance  within  five  hundred  paces  of  each  other. 
Thefe  fortrefles  were  reftored  and  flrengthened  by  Mahomet  the 
Second,  when  he  meditated  t!ie  ficge  of  Conftantinople  ' :  but  the 
Turkifh  conqueror  was  moft  probably  ignorant,  that  near  two  thou- 
iand  years  before  his  reign,  Darius  hud  chofcn  the  fame  fituation  to 
conncdl:  the  two  continents  by  a  bridj^c  of  boats  At  a  I'mall  dif- 
tance  from  the  old  caftles  we  difcover  the  little  town  of  Chrylcjuylis, 
or  Scutari,  which  may  aimoft  be  confidercd  as  the  Aliatlc  luhurb  of 
Conftantinople.  The  Bofphorus,  as  it  begins  to  open  into  the  Pro- 
pontis,  pafles  between  Byzantium  and  Chalccdon,  llie  latter  of 
thofe  cities  was  built  by  the  Greeks,  a  few  years  before  tlie  former ; 
and  the  hllndncfs  of  its  founders,  who  ovoilookcd  the  fupciior  ad- 
vantages of  ihc  oppolite  coaft,  has  been  ftigtnatized  by  a  proverbial 
exprpiiion  of  contempt

The 
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C  HA  P.  The  harbour  of  Conftandnople,  which  may  be  confidered  as  an 
<— w— ^  arm  of  the  Bofphorus,  obtained,  in  a  very  remote  period,  the  de- 
nomination  of  the  Golden  Horn.  The  curve  which  it  defcribes  might 
be  compared  to  the  horn  of  a  (lag,  or,  as  it  fliould  feero,  with  more 
propriety,  to  that  of  an  ox  ' '.  TTie  epithet  of  gddcn  was  expreffive 
of  the  riches  which  every  wind  wafted  from  the  moft  diflant  coun- 
tries into  the  fecure  and  capacious  port  of  Conftautinople.  The  river 
Lycus,  fonned  by  the  conflux  of  two  little  llrcams,  pours  into  the 
harbour  a  perpetual  fupply  of  frefli  water,  whicli  rLn-\'cs  to  cleanfe 
the  bottom,  and  to  invite  the  periodical  fhoals  of  filh  to  leek  their 
retreat  in  that  convenient  rcccfs.  As  the  viciifitudes  of  tides  are 
fcarcely  felt  in  thofe  feas,  the  conftant  depth  of  the  harbour  allows 
goods  to  be  landed  oa  the  quays  uilJioul  tlic  jlii!l,'iKe  of  boats ;  and 
it  has  been  obfervctl,  that  in  many  places  the  largcll  veilels  may  reft 
their  prows  againft  the  houfes,  while  their  Herns  arc  floating  in  the 
Water  From  the  mouth  of  the  Lyons  to  that  of  the  harbour, 
this  arm  of  the  Bofphorus  is  more  than  fevcn  miles  in  length.  Tlie 
entrance  is  about  five  hundred  yards  broad,  and  a  flrong  chain  could 
be  occalionally  drawn  acroiii  it,  to  guard  the  port  and  city  from  the 
attack  of  an  holHle  navy

lofe  fight  of  the  lofty  fummit  of  Mount  Olympus,  covered  with 
eternal  fnows  '*.  They  leave  on  the  left  a  deep  gulf,  at  the  hottonk 
of  which  Nicomedia  was  fcatcd,  the  imperial  refidence  of  Diocletian^ 
and  they  pafs  the  fmall  iflands  of  Cyzicus  and  Proconnefus  before  they 
caft  anchor  at  Gallipoli:  where  the  fea,  which  ieparates  Afia  firoiB 
Europe,  ia  ag^in  contrafled  into  a  narrow  channel. 

The  geographers  who,  with  the  moft  fkiiful  accuracy,  have  fur-  The  Htll»> 
veyed  the  form  and  extent  of  rlie  Hcilcfpont,  afTign  about  fixty  miles 
for  the  winding  courfe,  and  about  three  miles  for  the  ordinary 
breadth  of  thofe  celebrated  ftrcights '^  But  the  narrowcft  part  of 
the  channel  is  found  to  the  northward  of  the  old  Turkifh  caftles 
between  the  cities  of  Seftus  and  Abydus.  It  was  here  that  the  ad- 
venturous Leander  braved  the  paflage  of  tJic  flood  for  the  pofreffion  of 
his  miftrcfs  '*.  It  was  here  likewife,  in  a  place  where  the  diftance 
between  the  oppofue  banks  cannot  exceed  five  hundred  paces,  that 
Xerxes  impofed  a  iiupendous  bridge  of  boats,  for  the  purpofe  of  tranf' 
porting  into  Europe  an  handfed  and  feventy  myriadi  of  barb*-

-.moul^  flf  tflMe ,  HdVi^poQt,  wUdi  feaicdy  recdved  an  acceffion  of 
waters  from  thf  ladbute  «f  •thofe  unmortal  rivulets  the  ^mois  and 
Scamander.  The  Gredan  camp  had  ftretched  twelve  aiiles  along 
tto  ihore  fiom.  the  Sigann  to  the  Rl^ean  promontory;  and  the 
flanks  of  the  .army  were  guaxded  by  riie.  braveft  chie&  who  fought 
tmdcr  the  banners  of  Agamemnon.  The  firft  of  thofc  promtAitories 
was  occupied  by  Achilles  with  his  invincible  Myrmidons,  and  the 
dauntiefs  Ajax  pitched  hb  tents  on  the  other.  After  Ajax  had  fallen 
a  facrificc  to  his  difappoiuted  pride,  and  to  the  ingratitude  of  the

fituation  of  Byzantium,  he  had  conceived  the  defign  of  crcding  the 
feat  of  empire  on  this  celebrated  fpot,  from  whence  the  Romans 
derived  their  fabulous  origin.  The  cxtenfive  plain  which  lies  below 
ancient  Troy,  towards  the  Rha:tean  promontory  and  the  tomb  of 
Ajax,  was  firft  cholcn  for  his  new  capital ;  and,  though  the  under- 
taking was  foon  relinquifhedj  the  (lately  remains  of  unfinifhed  walls 
fnd  wwm  attraded  the  notice  of  all  who  fiuled  through  the  llreights 
of  the  Hellclpont 

-  We  arc^t  prefent  qualified  to  -view  the  advantageous  pofition  of

the  centre  and  capital  of  a  great  monarchy.  Situated  in  die  fi>rty- 
firft  degree  of  htitude,  the  Imperial  city  commanded,  from  her  feven 
hiUs  the  oppofite  Ouam  of  Europe  and  Alia ;  the  climate  was 
healdiy  and  temperate,  the  ibil  fertile,  the  harbour  fecure  and  capa- 
dans;  and  the  approach  on  the  fide  of  the  continent  was  of  fmall 
extent  and  eafy  defence.  Tlie  Bosoms  and  the  HdIeQ)ont  may  be 
Gonfidered  as  the  two  gates  of  Conftantinople;  and  the  prince  who 
poffi^e^ll^ofe  impcfftant  paflages  could  always  Ihut  them  a^nft  a 
naval  enemy,  and  q>en  them  to  the  fleets  <^  commerce.

the  preceUnig  age  had  poured  their  armaments  into  the  heart  of  the 
Meditenaiieaiif  foon  defifted  from  the  exercife  of  piracy,  and  de- 
^p^red  of  forcing  this  infiirmountable  baiiier.    When  the  gates  of 
the  HeUeQxmt  and  Bo^honu  were  Aut,  the  ai|ntal  ftiU  enjoyed, 
'within  their  ipacious  indofure,  every  produ^on  which  could  fupply 
die  wants,  or  gratify  the  luxury,  of  its  numerous  inhabitants.  The 
iea-coafls  of  Thrace  and  Bithynia,  whidi  'languifli  under  the  weight 
of  Turldlh  oppreffion,  iUU  exhibit  a  ridi  profpedt  of  vineyards,  of 
gardens,  and  of  plentiful  harvefia ;  and  the  Ptopontis  has  ever  been 
renowned  for  an  inexhauftiUe  ftore     the  moft  exqiulite  filh,  diat 
are  taken  in  their  Aated  ieafoos,  without  fldll,  and  almoft  widiout  U- 
bour  *'.  But  when  the  paflagcs  of  the  Streights  were  thrown  open  for 
trad^  they  alternately  admitted  the  natural  and  artificial  riches  of  the 
north  and  fouth,  of  the  Euxihe  and  of  the  Mediterranean.  What- 
ever rude  commodities  were  colle<fled  in  the  forefts  of  Germany 
and  Scythia,  as  tar  as  the  fourccs  of  the  Tanais  and  the  Boryflhenes ; 
whatlbever  was  manufactured  by  the  fkill  of  Europe  or  Aiia;  the 
corn  of  Egypt,  and  the  gems  and  Ipices  of  the  farthefl:  India,  were 
brought  by  the  varying  winds  into  the  port  of  Cunftantinoplc,  which, 
for  many  ages,  attracted  the  commerce  of  the  ancient  world 
fcMiBdatuHi       "^^^  proipeil  of  beauty,  of  fafcty,  and  of  wcaltli,  united  in  a 
vfdiedijr.    fmgle  fpbt,  was  fufiicieot  to  juftify  the  choice,  of  Conftantine.

and  etema)  decrees  of  divine  wifdom.    Iti  one  of  his  bws  he  has  '  , 

been  careful  to  inftrud  pofterity,  that,  in  obedience  to  the  com- 
mands of  Cod,  he  laid  the  cvcrlaftin;::;  f  i  iic'.uions  of  Conflanti- 
nople  and  thoiiij;h  he  has  not  ci,uuclccndcd  to  relale  in  what 
m.inaci  tlic  cocleftlal  inlpiration  was  communicated  to  his  mind,  the 
defe<fl  of  his  modeft  filence  has  been  liberally  fupplied  by  the  inge- 
nuity of  fucceediag  writers ;  who  defiaibe  tiie  noQinnal  vifion  which 
appeared  to  die  61x7  of  Cofiftaiuiiie,'M  lie  flept  within  the  walh  of 
Byzanttum.  The  tutelar  genius  of  die  dty,  a  venerable  matron 
finldng  under  die  weight  of  years  and  infirmities,  was  fuddenly 
transfimned  into  a  blooming  maid,  whom  his  own  hands  adorned 
with  all  the  fymbds  of  Imperial  greatneft"*  The  monarch  awoke, 
interpreted  die  ani|iidoua  omen,  and  obeyed,  without  hefitadont 
the  will  of  heaven.  The  day  which  gave  birth  to  a  city  or  colony 
was  celebrated  by  the  Romans  with  fuch  ceremonies  as  had  been 
ordained  by  a  generous  fuperftition  *' ;  and  though  Conllantine  -  , 
might  omit  fome  rites  which  favoured  too  ifarongly  of  their  Pagan 
ori^n,  yet  he  was  anxious  to  leave  a  deep  impreffion  of  liope  and 
refpe£l  on  the  minds  of  the  fpeflators.  On  foot,  with  a  lance  in 
his  hand,  the  emperor  himfelf  led  the  folemn  procefiion ;  and  di-

V  >  had  already  exceeded  the  molt  ample  mcafure  of  a  great  city.  "  I 
"  ihall  ftill  advance,"  replied  Conftantine,  "  till  he,  the  invifiWe 
"  guide  who  marches  before  me,  thinks  proper  to  (lop  Without 
prefuming  to  inveftigate  the  nature  or  motives  of  this  extraordinary 
conductor,  we  fhall  content  ourfelves  with  the  more  humble  talk  of 
defcribing  the  extent  and  limits  of  Conftantinopic  '°. 

Extent.  In  the  actual  ftatc  of  tlic  oiry,  tlic  palace  and  gardens  of  the  Se- 

raglio occupy  the  eaftern  promtnitoi  y,  the  firft  of  the  I'cven  hills,  and 
cover  about  one  hundred  and  iifty  acres  of  cur  own  mcafure.  The 
feat  of  Turkifh  jealoufy  and  defpotifm  is  erected  on  llie  foundations' 
of  a  Grecian  republic  :  hut  it  may  be  fuppofcd  that  the  Byzantines 
were  tempted  by  the  convcnicucy  of  the  harbour  to  extend  their  ha- 
bitations on  that  lide  beyond  the  modern  limits  of  the  Seraglio.  The 
new  walls  of  Conftantine  flretched  from  the  port  to  the  Propontis 
acrofs  the  enlarged  breadth  of  the  triangle,  at  the  diftance  of  hfteent 
ftadia  from  the  ancient  fortification ;  and  with  the  city  of  Byzantium 
they  indded  fire  of  the  ieven  hills,  whidi,  to  the  eyes  of  tho&  who 
approach  Conftantinople,  appear  to  rife  above  each  other  in  beautiful 
.  Older  About  a  century  after  die  death  of  the  founder,  the  new* 
buildings,  extending  on  one  fide  up  the  harbour,  and  on  the  other 
along  the  Proponds,  ah«ady  covered  the  narrow  ^ge  of  the  fijcth, 
and  the  broad  fummit  of  the  ieventh  hUL  Tlie  neceffity  of  pro-

It  is  impoffible  to  judify  the 
vain  and  creduloxis  exaj^gerations  of  modern  travellers,  who  have 
fometimes  ftretched  the  limits  of  Conftantinoplc  over  the  adjacent 
villages:  of  the  European,  and  even  of  the  Ailatic  cfxifl:  '*.  But  the 
fuburbs  of  Pera  and  Galata,  though  fuuatc  beyond  tlie  harbour,  may 
deferve  to  be  confidcrcd  as  a  part  of  the  city  "  ;  and  this  addition 
may  perhaps  authorife  the  meafure  of  a  Byzantine  hiftorian,  who 
affigns  lixteen  Greek  (about  fourteen  Roman)  miles  for  the  circum- 
ference ot  his  native  city  Such  an  extent  may  feem  not  unworthy 
of  an  Imperial  refidence.  Yet  Conilantinople  muft  yield  to  Babylon 
iod  ThiAes  *\  to  ancient  Rome,  to  London,  and  even  to  Paris

V>\  his  com- 
mands the  cities  of  CJreece  and  Alia  were  dcfpoiled  c;f  their  mod  va- 
hiabie  ornaments  The  tropliics  of  memorable  wars,  tlic  objeds 
of  religious  vencraii(>n,  the  moll  finillied  flatues  oi  ilie  gods  and 
heroeti,  of  the  fagcs  and  poets  of  ancient  times,  contributed  to  tlie 
Iplendid  triumph  of  Confiantinoplc  ;  and  gave  occafion  to  tlic  remark 
of  the  hirtorian  Cedrenus  \v1k5  obilrves,  with  foine  cnthufiafm, 
that  nothing  feemcd  wanting  except  the  fouls  of  the  illuftrious  men 
whom  ihofc  admis  ablc  monuments  were  intended  to  reprefent.  But 
it  is  not  in  the  city  of  Conftantine,  nor  in  the  declining  period  of 
an  empire,  when  die  human  mind  was  deprefled  hj  civil  and  rd»- 
^out  ilavery,  that  we  Ihoold  &ek  for  the  fools  cS  Homa  and  of 
Demofthenes. 

During  the  iiege  of  Byzandum,  the  conqueror  had  pitched  his  BdiioN. 
tent  on  the  commanding  eminence  of  the  lecond  hill.  To  perpe- 
tuate die  memory  <^  his  fuccefi,  he  dioCt  the  fame  advantageous 
pofitlon  for  the  principal  Forum  ** ;  which  appears  to  have  been  of 
a  drcular,  or  rather  elliptical  form.

On  tlic  lumniir  of  the  pillar,  above  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet 
from  the  gtoinul,  rtood  the  coloflal  ftatue  of  Apollo.  It  was  of 
bronze,  had  been  traidiuirtcd  cither  from  Athens  or  from  a  town  of 
Phr\  gia,  and  was  fuppoled  to  be  the  work  of  Phidias.  The  artift 
had  rcprclented  the  god  of  day,  or,  as  it  was  afterwards  interpreted, 
the  emperor  Conllantine  himfelf,  with  a  fceptre  in  his  right  hand,

aud  fifty-three  private,  baths,  fifty-two  porticoes,  five  granaries, 
eiglit  aqucdu«fts  or  refervoirs  of  water,  four  fpacious  halls  for  the 
meetings  of  the  fenate  or  courts  of  juilice,  fourteen  churches,  four- 
teen palacc<,  aiui  four  thoufind  throe  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
houies,  which,  for  their  h/.e  or  beauty,  deferved  to  be  diftinguiflied 
from  the  multitude  of  plebeian  habitations 

The  populoufncfs  of  his  favoured  city  was  the  next  and  moft 
ferlous  object  of  the  attention  of  its  founder.  In  the  dark  ages 
whicli  fuccceded  the  tranflation  of  the  empire,  the  remote  and  the 
immediate  confequcnccs  of  that  memorable  event  were  ftrangcly 
confounded  by  the  vanity  of  the  Greeks,  and  the  credulity  of  the 
Latins  It  was  affertcd,  and  believed,  that  all  the  noble  families 
of  Rome,  the  fenate,  and  the  cqueftrian  order,  with  their  innu- 
merable attendants,  had  followed  their  emperor  to  the  banks  of  the 
Pjrop0nt£i ;  tJiat  a  fjpurious  race  of  ftrangers  and  plebeians  was  left 
to  poflefi  tBe  iblihide  of  the  ancwnt  capital ;  and  liiat  tke  lands  of 
Utalj,  long  fince  conrerted  into  gardens,  were  at  once  deprived  of 
cttlkiTation  and  inhabitants  In  tihie  courib  o£  diis  hiftory,  fucll 
cxag^rations  "vnll  be  reduced  to  thdr  juft  Taluet  yet,  (ince  the 
growth  of  Conftantinople  cannot  be  afcribed  to  the  general  increafe 
of  mankind  and  of  induftrf,  it  muft  be  admitted,  that  this  arti6cia?

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colonv  was  railed  at  the  cspcnoc  of  the  ancient  cidcs  of  the  empire, 
Ma:n  opulent  Icnators  of  Rome,  and  of  the  Eaftern  provinces,  were 
probably  invited  by  Conftantinc  to  adopt  for  their  country  the 
foriuii.itc  Ipot  which  he  had  chofen  for  his  own  rcfidcncc.  The 
invitations  of  a  maflcr  are  fcarcely  to  be  dillinguillicd  from  com- 
mands ;   and  the  liberality  of  the  emperor  obtained  a  ready  and 
cheerful  obedience.    He  bcftowed  on  his  favourites  the  palaces  which 
he  had  built  in  tlie  feveral  quarters  of  the  city,  ailigned  them  lands 
and  penfions  for  the  fupport  of  dieir  dignity     and  alieaated  the 
demdhei  of  Pontus  and  Aiia,  to  grant  hereditaiy-  eftatet  fay  the  eafy 
tenure  of  maintaining  a  houfe  in  the  capital  *\   But  thele  encou- 
fagements  and  obligations  fooa  became  ftqierfluoii8,.and  were  gra- 
dually aboliihed.   Wherever  die  feat  of  government  b  fixed*  a  con- 
^derabk  part  of  the  public  revenue  will  be  expended  by  die  prince 
himielf,  by  his  mimfters,  by  the  officers  of  juftice,  and  by  die  do- 
.meftics  of  the  palace.   The  moft  wealthy  of  the  pravindals  wilt  be 
^ttraded  by  the  poweiful  motives  of  intereft  and  duty,  of  amufe- 
ment  and  ciiriofity.    A  third  and  more  numerous  clafs  of  inha- 
bitants will  infenlibly  be  formed,  of  fervants,  of  artificers,  and  of 
merchants,  who  derive  their  fubfiftence  from  their  own  labour,  and 
from  the  wants  or  luxury  of  the  fupcrior  ranks.    In  lels  than  a  cen- 
tury, Conftantinople  difputcd  with  Rome  itfclf  the  pre-eminence  of 
riches  and  numbers.

The  frequent  and  regular  dlftributions  of  wine  and  oil,  of  corn  or 
bread,  of  money  or  provifions,  had  alrooft  exempted  the  poorer  ci- 
tizens of  Rome  from  the  necefllty  of  labour.  The  magnificence  of 
the  firft  C^e&n  wis  in  fbme  meafiire  imilAled  by  die  feuoder  of 
ObnilantiDopIe  '* :  but  his  liberality,  however  it  might  exdte  Ae 
aqpplaufe  of  the  people,  has  incmred  the  cenfure  of  poAeritj;  A 
nation  of  le^flaton  and  conquerors  might  aflert  thar  daim  to  the 
harvefta  of  Africa,  vfaich  had  been  purchaied  with  dieir  Mood;  and 
it  was  artfuDj  contriTed  by  Ai^nihi^  diat,  in  the  ei^oyment  of 
plenty,  the  Romans  ihould  lofe  the  memory  of  freedom.  But  the 
prodigality  of  Conftandne  could  not  be  excufed  by  any  ccmfideradon 
dther  of  public  or  private  intereft  j  and  the  annual  tribute  of  corn 
impofed  upon  Egypt  for  die  benefit  of  Ms  new  cap^,  was  applied 
to  feed  a  lazy  and  infolent  populace^  at  the  expenoe  of  the  hiilband- 
men  of  an  induftrioiis  province  Some  other  reguladons  of  this 
emperor  are  Ids  liable  to  blame,  but  they  are  lefi  deferving  of  notice.

I.  — v-~— »  hafty  and  imperfcd  a  manner,  that,  imdcr  the  fucceeding  reign,  they 
were  prefervcd  with  difficulty  from  impending  ruin  But  while 
tliey  difplaycd  the  vigour  and  freflinefs  of  youth,  the  founder  pre- 
pared to  celebrate  the  dedication  of  his  city  Tlic  games  and 
largefles  which  crowned  the  pomp  of  this  memorable  fcftival  may 
cafily  be  fuppofed :  but  there  is  one  circumftancc  of  a  more  fmgular 
and  permanent  nature,  which  ought  not  entirely  to  be  overlooked. 
As  often  as  the  birth-day  of  the  city  returned,  the  ftatuc  ofConftau- 
tine,  framed,  by  his  order,  of  gilt  wood,  and  bearing  in  its  right- 
hand  a  fmall  image  of  the  genius  of  the  place,  was  eredcd  on  a 
triumphal  car.  The  guards,  carrying  white  tapers,  and  clothed 
in  their  richcft  apparel,  accompanied  the  folemn  proceflion  as  it 
moved  through  the  Hippodrome.  When  it  was  oppofite  to  the  throne 
of  the  reigning  emperor,  he  rofe  from  his  feat,  and  with  grateful 
reverence  adored  the  memory  of  liis  predeccflor  At  the  feflival 
of  the  dedication,  an  edi^l,  engraved  on  a  column  of  marble,  bc- 
ftowed  the  title  of  Second  or  New  Rome  on  the  city  of  Conftan- 
tine  But  tlic  name  of  Conftantinople  has  prevailed  over  that 
lionourable  epithet;  and,  after  the  revolution  of  fourteen  centuries, 
ilill  pepetuates  the  fame  of  its  author ' °.

eftabliiliment  of  a  new  form  of  civil  and  military  adminiftration.  \  >  > 

The  diftin^l  TICW  of  the  complicated  fyftem  of  policy,  introduced  ^i^SSieotf**' 
by  Diocletian,  improved  by  Conftantine,  and   completed  by  his 
immediate  fuccelTors,  may  not  only  amufe  the  fiincy  by  the  fingiilar 
picture  of  a  great  empire,  l)ut  will  tend  to  illullratc  the  fecrct  and 
intcrn.il  cauics  of  its  rapid  decay.    In  the  purluit  of  any  remarkable 
inititulion,  \vc  may  be  frequently  led  into  the  more  ea?ly  or  the  more 
recent  time'i  of  the  Roman  hiftory ;  but  the  proper  limits  of  this 
enquiry  will  be  included  within  a  period  of  about  one  hundred  and 
duily  years,  from  the  acceffion  of  Gonftandiie  to  the  publication  o£ 
the  Theodofian  code ;  from  which,  as  well  as  from  the  N^tta  of 
the  eaft  and  weft we  deiwe  the  moft  copious  and  authentic  in- 
fimnation  of  the  ftate  ti  the  empire.

In  this 
divine  hierarchy  (for  fuch  it  is  frequently  ftylcd),  every  rank  was 
marked  witli  the  moft  fcrupulous  exa£^nefs,  and  its  dignity  was  dif- 
played  in  a  variety  of  trilling  and  folemn  ceremonies,  which  it  was 
a  ftudy  to  learn,  and  a  facrilege  to  negled        The  purity  of  the 
Latin  language  was  debafed,  by  adopting,  in  die  intexcourfe  of  pride 
and  flattery,  a  profufion  of  epithets,  ivVA  IMy  would  Icaicely 
have  underftood,  and  whidi  Auguftus  would  have  rejedled  witir 
indignation.

.high  dignity;  the  image  or  portrait  of  the  reigning  emperors;  a  v.  ' 
triumphal  car;  the  book  of  mandates  placed  on  a  table,  covered  with 
a  rich  carpet,  and  illuminated  by  foxxr  tapers ;  the  allegorical  figures 
of  the  provinces  which  they  governed;  or  the  appellations  and 
'ftandardft  o£  ti»  tioopt  whom  ihtf  commanded.  '  Some  of  diefe 
•cffidal  eofigns  were  really  exhibited  in  dicir  hall  of  audience ;  odien 
^preceded  their  pompous  march  whenever  they  appeared  in  public-; 
and  every  drcumftawec  of  lluir  demeanour,  their  drefi,  dieir  oma- 
■menta,  and  their  train,  waa  calculated  to  injure  a  deep  reverence 
for  the  reprefentatives  of  fiipreme  majefty.   By  a  plulol«q)hic  ob* 
lerver,  die  fyftem  of  the  Roman  gpremment  might  have  been 
jouftaken  for  a  fplendid  theatre,  filled  with  players  of  every  chara£ber 
and  degree,  who  repeated  the  language,  and  imitated  the  paflions  of 
iheir  original  model 

All  the  raagidrates  of  iuffident  importance  to  find  a  place  in  the  Three  rukr 
general  ftate  of  the  empire,  were  accurately  divided  into  three 
clalTes.  i.  The  lUuftrious,  2.  The  SpeSlabileSy  or  ReJpeBable :  And 
3.  The  Clarljpm'i ;  whom  wc  may  tranflatc  by  the  word  Honourable. 
lu  the  times  of  Roman  funplicity,  the  laft-mentioncd  epithet  was 
ufcd  only  as  a  vague  exprefTion  of  deference,  till  it  became  at  length 
the  peculiar  and  appropriated  title  of  all  who  were  members  of  the 
fenate  and  confequently  of  all  who,  from  that  venerable  body, 
were  felecled  to  govern  the  provinces.  The  vanity  of  thofe  who, 
from  their  rank  and  office,  might  claim  a  I'uperior  diftinclion  above 
the  reft  of  the  fenatorial  order,  was  long  afterwards  indulged  with

Tiiis  honoui  able 
tank  was  beftowed  on  than  far  fife;  and  as  they  were  ufually  fiiyour- 
ites,  and  miniften  who  had  grown  old  in  the  Imperial  comt,  the  true 
etymology  of  the  word  was  perverted  by  ignorance  and  flattery;  and 
the  Iteiciana  of  Conftantine  were  reverenced  aa-tbe-  adopted  Father*.

The  former^  riling  hj  de- 
gceea  froim  the  rnoft  humble  comtitkm,  were  invefted  with  the  d'dl 
and  milifary  adminiftratkm'  of  the  Roman  wcnU.  From  the  reign; 
cf  Sevenit  to  that  of  Diocletian^  theguacds  and  the  palace,  the  law» 
and  finanrra,  die  armiea  and  the  provinces,  were  entrufted  to 
thdr  fuperintending  care ;  and,  like  the  Vizirs  of  the  Eaft,  thejr 
heU  with  one  hand  the  fcal,  and  with  the  other  the  flandard,  of  the- 
empire.  The  ambition  of  the  pnefieds,  always  formidable  and  fome- 
dmes  fatal  to  the  mailers  whom  they  fer\'ed,  was  fupported  by  the 
ftrengdl  of  the  PrtEtorian  bands;  but  after  thofe  haughty  troops 
had  been  weakened  by  Diocletian,  and  finally  iuppreHTed  by  Con- 
ftantine, the  p'*3?fcifl:^,  who  furvived  their  fall,  were  reduced  without 
difficulty  to  the  Itation  of  ufcful  and  obedient  mlnifters.  When  they 
were  no  longer  reipoailble  for  the  iafety  of  the  emperor's  perfon»

ceafed  to  lead  into  the  field,  under  their  immedi;ctc  orders,  the  flower 
of  the  Roman  troops  ;  and  at  length,  by  a  lingular  revolution,  tlie 
^  captain'j  of  the  guards  were  transformed  into  the  civil  niagiilrate.s  of 
t!ie  provinces.  According  to  the  plan  of  government  inllituted  by 
Diocletian,  the  four  princes  had  each  their  Pra'torian  pra;fe<S ;  and, 
after  the  monarchy  was  once  more  united  in  the  perfon  of  Conftan- 
tine,  he  ftill  continued  to  create  the  fame  number  of  four  PRiE- 
FSCT&,  and  entrufted  to  .their  care  die  (anie  provinces  which  they 
already  adminiftexed.  i.

The  important  ^provinces  of  Fannonia,  Dada,  Macedo- 
ua,  and  Greece,  once  acknowledged  the  authority  of  die  poefed  of 
Ulyricum*  3.  The  power  of  the  praefefk  of  Italy  was  not  confined 
to  the  couBtry  from  whence  he  derived  his  title ;  it  extended  over 
the  addidonal  territory  of  Rhaeda  as  far  as  the  banks  of  the  Danube^ 
over  die  dq>eiident  iilands  of  the  Mediterranean,  and  over  dutt  part 
of  the  condneat  of  Africa  which  lies  between  the  confines  of  Gyrene 
and  thofe  of  Tingitania.

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over  fo  many  i'ubjcdl  nations,  were  adequate  to  the  ambition  and 
abilities  of  the  moll  confummate  miniftcrs.  To  their  wiiUom  was 
committed  tlie  lupremc  adminiftration  of  jiifticc  ai\d  of  the  fmanccs, 
the  two  objcds  which,  in  a  flate  of  peace,  compreliend  almoft  all  the 
reipe&ive  duties  of  the  fovereign  and  of  the  people ;  of  the  former, 
to  prote£k  die  ddzens  ^flio  are  dw^ent  to  the  laws ;  <^  the  ktter, 
to  contribute  the  fhare  of  their  property  which  is  required  for  the 
eiq>eiices  of  the  flate.  The  coin,  the  highways,  the  pods,  the 
H^anaxies,  the  manufaOnres,  whatever  could  intereft  the  public  pro- 
fpaity,  was  moderaM  by  the  authority  c£  the  Praetorian  pnefeds. 
As  the  immediate  reprefentatiTes  of  the  Imperial  majefty,  they  were 
empowered  to  expbun,  to  enf<nce»  and  on  fome  occafions  to  modify, 
the  general  edidts  by  thor^fixedonaryproclamadons.  They  watched 
over  the  conduct  of  the  prbvindal  governors,  removed  die  negligent, 
and  inflidted  puniihments  on  the  guilty.  From  all  the  inferior  ju« 
rifdi^ons,  an  appeal  in  every  matter  of  impcntance,  eidier  civil  or 
criminal,  might  be  biou|^t  before  die  tribunal  of  die  pnefed :  but 
Itti  fentence  was  final  and  abfolute ;  and  the  emperors  themfelves 
refufcd  to  admit  any  complaints  againft  the  judgment  or  the  inte- 
grity of  a  magiftrate  whom  they  honoured  with  fuch  unbounded 
confidence  His  appointments  were  fuitable  to  his  dignity'"} 
and  if  avarice  was  his  ruling  paHlon,  he  enjoyed  frequent  opportu- 
nities of  coIIe«51ing  a  rich  harveft  of  fees,  of  prefents,  and  of  pcrqiii- 
fites.

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'has  dvil  and  <^ainitl  jmifilkUoii  over  the  eqoeftrian  and  nohle  £i<«-  6 
fsiliea  of  Ronw,  Tkc  praetors,  annually  credited  as  the  judges  of  « 
law  wd  equitj^  eould  not  loog  dilpute  th«  poffeffioa  of  the  Forum 
with  a  vigorous  and  permanent  magiftrate,  who  was  ufually  admit- 
ted into  the  confidence  of  the  prince.  Their  courts  were  defertedi 
their  number,  which  had  once  fluduatcd  between  twelve  and 
eighteen  was  gradually  reduced  to  two  or  three,  and  their  im- 
portant fundlions  were  confined  to  the  cxpenfivc  obligation  of 
exhibiting  games  for  the  amufement  of  the  people.  After  the  office 
of  Roman  confuis  iiad  been  changed  into  a  vain  pageant,  which  was 
rarely  difplayed  in  the  capital,  the  prsefcds  afiumcd  their  vacant 
place  in  the  fcnate,  and  were  foon  acknowledged  as  the  ordinary 
prefidents  of  that  venerable  affembly.  Tliey  received  appeals  from 
the  diflancc  of  one  hundred  miles;  and  it  was  allowed  as  a  principle 
of  jurilprudencc,  that  all  municipal  authority  was  derived  from  them 
ilone  In  the  difcharge  of  his  lahoiicnis  employment,  the  go- 
vernor of  Rome  was  affiftcd  by  fifteen  ofllcers,  fonie  of  whom  had 
been  originally  his  equals,  or  even  his  fuperiors.

<  .^mmj  public  works.  Their  vigilance  eniured  the  three  principal  objeds  of 
a  regular  police,  1a£exjt  plenty,  and  deanlinefs ;  and  as  a  proof  of 
the  attention  of  government  to  prefcrre  the  Iplentlour  and  ornament* 
of  the  capital,  a  particular  inrpeftor  was  iqppointed  for  the  ftatucs; 
the  guardian,  as  it  were,  of  that  inanimate  people,  which,  according 
to  the  extravagant  computation  of  an  old  writer,  was  fcarcely  infe- 
rior in  number  to  ilic  living  inhabitants  of  Rome.  About  thirty 
years  after  the  foundation  of  Conftantinoplc,  a  fimilar  magiftrate  was 
^  created  in  that  rifing  metropolis,  for  the  fame  ufcs,  and  with  the 
fame  powers.  A  perfect  equality  was  eflabliflied  between  the  dig- 
nity of  the  iwo  municipal,  and  that  of  the  Jour  prxtorian,  prae-

powers  which  the  fituation  of  the  country,  and  the  temper  of  the 

inhabitants,  h  id  once  made  indifpenfable,  were  dill  continued  to  the 

governor.    The  eleven  rtrvrinhig  diocefes,  of  Afiana,  Pontica,  and 

Thrace  ;  of  Macedonia,  Dnia,  and  Pannonia  or  Weftctn  Illyricum ; 

of  Italy  and  Africa;  ot  Gaul,  Spain,  and  Britain;  were  governed 

by  twelve  v'tciirs^  or  vi'cc-pnrf,'i7s"^^  whole  name  lufTicicntly  cxplaiiis 

the  nature  and  dependence  of  their  office.    It  may  be  added,  that 

the  lieutenant-generals  of  the  Roman  armies,  the  military  counts 

and  dukes,  who  will  be  hcrcaitcr  mentioned,  were  allowed  the  rank 

and  title  of  Rrfpencible. 

As  the  fjiirit  of  jcaloufy  and  oflentation  prevailed  in  the  councils  The  gover-

fiYe  and  fjplenifid  eftablifhment.  Of  thefe,  three  were  governed  by 
procotffidt^  durty-feven  by  aa^tdrt^  five  by  eomSort^  and  ieventy^ 
one  by  fr^Hentt,  The  appelladons  of  thefe  magiftrates  were  di^ 
ferent;  they  ranked  in  fucceflive  order,  the  enfigns  of  their 
dignity  were  curioufly  varied,  and  their  fituation, .  firom  acci-

\m  >  included  in  the  dais  of  /jo/:ourubit'  pcii'ons  ;  and  they  were  alike  en- 
truflcd,  during  the  pleafure  ol  the  prince,  and  under  the  authority 
of  the  pracfcds  or  their  deputies,  with  the  adtniniftration  of  jufticc 
and  the  finances  in  their  rcfpcdivc  dillrids.  The  ponderous  vo- 
lumes of  the  Codes  and  Pandemia  would  furnilh  ample  mate- 
rials for  a  minute  inquiry  into  the  fyftem  of  provincial  govern- 
ment, as  in  the  fpacc  of  fix  centuries  it  was  improved  by  the  wifdom 
of  the  Roman  ftatefmen  and  lawyers.  It  may  be  fiiffident  finr  the 
Idftodaii  to  tdeCt  two  fingular  and  lalutary  proTinons  intended  to 
xeffarain  the  abufe  of  authority,  i.  For  the  prelervation  of  peace  and 
order,  tlie  governors  of  the  provinces  were  armed  widi  the  fword  of 
joftice.  They  infliOed  corpoial  punifliments,  and  they  exerciied. 
In  capital  ofiences^  die  power  d  life  and  death.  But  diey  were  not 
•  authcrifed  to  induce  die  condemned  crinUnal  with  die  choice  of  his 
own  execttdon,  or  to  pronounce  a  fentenoe  of  die  mUdeft  and  moil 
hcmourable  kind  of  exile.  Thefe  prerogadves  were  referred  to  the 
prsefeds,  who  alone  could  impofe  the  heavy  fine  of  fifty  pounds  of 
goid:  thdr  megereofes  were  iimfined  to  the  triBing  wdgitt  of  a  lew 
ounces  This  dlftin^on,  which  feems  to  grant  the  lax|^,  while 
it  denies  the  finaller  degree  of  authority,  was  founded  on  a  very  ra- 
tional motive.  The  fmaller  degree  was  infinitely  more  liable  to  abufe. 
The  paflions  of  a  provincial  magiftrate  might  frequently  provoke  him 
into  a£ls  of  oppreflion,  which  affe^Ud  only  the  freedom  or  the  for- 
tunes of  the  fubjeft ;  though,  from  a  principle  of  prudence,  perhaps 
of  humanity,  he  might  iUU  be  terrified  by  the  guilt  of  innocent  blood.

—»  law.    The  celebrated  Inflitutes of  Tuftinian are addrefled  to  the  youth 

fionoftbe  of  hU  dominions,  who  had  devoted  themfelves  to  the  fludy  of  Ro- 
man jurifprudencej  and  the  fovereign  condefccnds  to  animate  their 
diligence,  by  the  afliirance  that  their  fklll  and  ability  would  in  time 
be  rewarded  by  an  adcciuate  lhare  in  the  government  of  the  repub- 
lic Tlie  rudiments  of  this  lucrative  fcience  were  taught  in  all 
the  confulerablc  cities  of  the  caft  and  wefl:;  l)ut  the  moft  famous 
fchool  was  that  of  Berytus  on  the  coaft  of  Phanicia ;  which 
flourifhed  above  three  centuries  from  the  time  of  Alexander  Sevcrus, 
the  author  perhaps  of  an  inftitution  lo  advantageous  to  his  native  coun- 
try. After  a  regular  courfe  of  education,  which  lafted  five  years, 
the  (ludents  difperfed  themfelves  through  the  provinces,  in  ftarch  of 
fiDTtune  and  hoDours;  nor  could  diey  want  an  inexfaauffiUe  fupply  of 
bufinefs  in  m  great  empire,  already  corrupted  by  the  multiplicity  of 
Jaw«,  of  arts,  and  of  vices.  The  court  of  the  Praetorian  praefed 
of  the  es^  cotdd  alone  iiimifli  employment  for  one  hundred  and  fifty 
advocates,  fixty-four  of  whom  were  diftinguiflied  by  peculiar  {mvi- 
leges,  and  two  were  annually  chofen  with  a  falary  of  lixty  pounds 
of  gold,  to  defend  the  caufes  of  the  treafury.  The  firft  experiment 
was  made  of  their  judicial  talents,  by  af^inting  them  to  adi  occa- 
fionally  as  afleflbrs  to  the  magiftrates;  from  thence  they  were  often 
«tfed  to  prefide  in'  the  tribunals  before  which  they  had  pleaded. 
They  obtained  the  government  of  a  province ;  and,  by  the  aid  of 
merit,  of  rq>utation,  or  of  favour,  they  alcended,  by  fucceflive  fteps,

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fecure  his  tlirone  and  the  public  trinquillity  from  thefe  formidable  ^ 
fervants,  Confluiuitie  rcfolved  to  divide  the  military  from  the  civil  % 
adminiftration  ;  and  to  eftablilh,  as  a  permanent  and  profcffional  di- 
ftin£lion,  a  pra<ftice  which  had  been  adopted  only  as  an  occafional 
expedient.  The  I'uprcme  juriftllcUon  cxcrcifcd  by  tlic  Pi.Ttorian  pra:- 
fe£ls  over  the  armies  of  the  emjiirc,  was  transferred  to  the  tvrm 
najlers general  whom  he  inftituted,  the  one  for  the  cavjlr\\  the  other 
for  the  infantry;  and  though  each  of  thcfc  illi/Jlrious  ofHccrs  waa 
more  pecuUarly  refponfible  lor  the  dikipline  of  thofe  troops  which 
■were  under  his  immediate  infpeclion,  they  both  indifferently  com- 
manded in  the  field  the  fcveral  bodies,  whether  of  horfe  or  foot, 
■which  were  united  in  the  fame  army  Their  number  was  foon 
doubled  by  the  divifion  of  the  eafl  and  wed ;  and  as  feparate  generals 
of  die  fame  rank  and  title  were  appointed  on  the  four  important 
frontiers  of  the  Rhine,  of  the  Upper  and  the  Lower  Danube, 
and  of  the  Eiqduntet,  the  ds&nce  of  the  Roman  empire  was  at 
length  coaunitted  to  e^hc  inaften  gencnd  of  the'  csvalrf  and  in- 
Sumy.  Under  their  orders,  diirty^five  military  commanders  were 
ftationcd  in  die  fnovinces:  three  in  Britain,  fix  in  Gaul,  one  in 
Spain,  one  in  Italy,  five  on  the  Upper,  and  four  on  the  Lower 
Danube }  in  Afia  d^h^  three  in  Egypt,  and  £ntr  in  Africa.  The 
titles  of  mov/x,  and  dukes  by  which  dwy  were  properly  diflin- 
guiflied,  have  obtuned  in  modem  languages  fi>  very  ^fierent  a  fenfe, 
that  the  ule  of  them  may  oocafion  fome  fiixprile.  But  it  fliotdd  be 
recdkded,  that  die  fecond  of  thofe  appdla^ons  is  only  a  cotmpdon 
of  the  Latin  word,  which  was  indifciiminately  qyplied  to  any  mill-

or  cbmpaiuons,  a  tide  of  honour,  or  ladier  of  fittonr,  which  had 
been  recendy  invented  in  the  court  of  Conftandne.  A  gold  bdt  was 
the  enfign  which  diftinguiihed  die  office  of  die  counts  and  dukes  r 
and  bcfides  dieir  pay,  they  zecaved  a  liberal  allowance  fufficicnt  to- 
Budntun  one  hundred  and  ninety  lervants,  and  one  hundred  and- 
fifiy^eig^t  bodes.  They  were*  ftridty  prohibited  from  inteifoing  in* 
any  inatter  whidi  related  to  die  admlniftfation  c£  jufiice  or  die  reve* 
nue;  but  the  command  which  diey  exercUed  over  die  troops  of  didr 
department^  was  independent  of  the  authority  of  the  mag^ftvates. 
About  the  fame  time  that  Conftaatine  gave  a  legal  ianSion  to  the 
ecclefiaftical  order,  he  inflltuted  in  the  Roman  empire  the  nice  ba- 
lance of  the  civil  and  the  military  powers*  The  emulation,  and 
ibmetimes  the  Jlfcurc],  which  reigned  between  two  profi^Hions  of 
oppoiite  tnterefts  andinconqtatible  manners,  was  produdive  of  bene- 
ficial and  of  pernieibus  confequences.  It  was  feldom  to  be  expedled 
that  the  general  and  the  civil  governor  of  a  province  fliould  cither 
confpire  for  the  difturbance,  or  fhould  unite  for  the  fervice,  of  their 
country.  While  the  one  delayed  to  offer  the  afhftancc  which  the 
other  difdalned  to  folicit,  the  troops  very  frequently  remained  with- 
out orders  or  without  fupplics;  the  public  lafcty  was  betrayed,  and 
the  dcfencelefs  fubjefts  were  left  expofed  to  the  fury  of  the  Barba- 
rians. The  divided  adniiniflration,  which  had  been  formed  by  Con— 
fiantine,  relaxed  the  vigour  of  the  ftate,  wlule  it  fecured  the  traor* 
quilUty  of  the  monarch. 
DiOuaion  The  memory  of  Conilantine  has  been  defervedly  cenfured  for  an* 
«rtlMbwi|u.  ^jjjgj.  innovation  which  corrupted  nulitary  difcipline,  and  prepared 
the  rum  of  die  empire*  The  nineteen  years  which  preceded  hi^ 
final  viffcory  over  lidnius,  had  been  a  period  of  ficenle  and  inteftine

world,  had  withdrawn  the  greateft  part  of  their  forces  from  the  guard  ^  xvfl.^* 
of  the  general  frontier;  and  the  principal  cities  which  formed  the 
boundary  of  their  refpeSive  dominions  were  filled  with  foldicrs, 
who  confidercd  their  countrymen  as  their  moil  iniplacahle  enemies. 
After  the  ufe  of  thefe  internal  garriibiift  had  ceafed  with  the  civil 
war,  the  conqueror,  wanted  ddier  wifilom  or  firmne6  to  revive  the 
levere  difcipline  of  IXodetian,  and  to  fuppreft  a  fatal  indulgence, 
which  habit  had  endeared  and  ahnoft  confirmed  to  the  military 
order*    From  the  reign  of  Gonftantine  a  popular  and  even  legal 
diftinflion  vraa  admitted  between  die  PiJaHna  ***  and  the  Bmrdanrsf 
the  troopa  of  die  oourt,  at  diey  were  inqpropeilj  filled,  and  die 
troopa  of  the  fronder.  The  former,  devated  by  the  fuperiority  oF 
their  pay  and  privileges,  werepeniutted,  except  in  die  ezlraoi^Aiiary 
emergpndet  of  w^,  to  occupy  dieir  tranquil  ftadima  in  die  heart  of 
die  provinces.  The  mA  flouiiiHng  dtiies  vrere  opprefled  hj  the*^ 
intoknUe  wdgiht  of  quarters^  The  feldieia  inftnfifaly  forgot  the* 
viituea  of  didr  prafeffion,  and  contiaAcd  only  die  prices  of  dvil  life. 
Hi^  were  other  degraded  by  die  induflry  of  mfrhanic  trades,  or 
enervated  by  die  luxury  of  hatha  and  theatres.   They  jbon  became 
careiefs  of  their  martial  exerdfes,  curious  in  their  diet  and  apparel; 
and  wWle  they  infpired  terror  to  the  fubjeds  of  the  empire,  they 
trembled  at  the  hoftile  approach  of  the  Barbarians        The  chain 
of  fortifications  which  Diocletian  and  hi»  colleagues  had  extended* 
along  the  banks  of  the  great  rivers,  was  no  longer  maintuned  viithc 
the  £une  car^  mr  defended  with  the  feme  v^ilance.   The  niunben-

jnight  be  fuffident  for  the  ordinary  de£ence.    But  their  ipirit  was 


degraded  by  die  humiliadng  reflection',  that  tbey  who  were  ezpofcd 
to  the  hardThips  and  dangers  of  a  perpetual  warfiure,  were  rewarded 
«nly  with  about  two-thirds  of  the  pay  and  emoluments  which 
^ere  laviflied  on  the  troops  of  the  cotirt.  Even  the  bands  or 
legions  that  were  raifed  the  nearefl:  tx>  the  level  of  thofe  unworthy 
favourites,  were  in  fome  meafure  diigraced  by  the  title  of  honour 
which  they  were  allowed  to  afTumc.  It  wa<  in  vain  that  Con- 
ftantinc  repeated  the  moll  dreadful  menaces  of  fire  arid  fword  againft 
the  Borderers  who  fhould  dare  to  dcfert  their  colours,  to  connive  at 
the  inroads  of  the  Barbarians,  or  to  participate  in  the  fpoil  Tlie 
mifchiefs  which  flow  from  injudicious  counfels  are  feldom  removed 
by  the  application  of  partial  fcveritics:  and  though  fucceeding  princes 
laboured  to  reftore  the  ftrcngth  and  numbers  of  the  frontier  garrifons, 
the  empire,  tiU  the  lad  moment  of  its  diflblution,  continued  to  lan- 
guilh  under  the  mortal  wound  which  had  been  fo  raihly  or  fo  weakly 
infiided  by  the  hand  of  Conftandne. 
fieduaioner  The  fame  tiniid  policy,  of  dividing  whatever  is  united,  of  re- 
ikel^iaM.  du^g  whatever  b  eminent,  of  dreading  every  a£dve  power,  and 
of  expecting  that  the  moft  feeble  will  prove  the  moil  obedient, 
feems  to.  pervade  die  inftitutions  of  ieveral  princes,  and  pardcularly 
duBfe  of  Conftantine.  The  mardal  pride  of  the  legions,  whofe  vic- 
torious camps  had  fo  often  been  the  fcene  of  rd)eIlion,  was  nourilhed 
by  the  memory  of  dieir  paft  e]q>ldts,  and  die  confidoufncis  of  their 
Afiual  ftrengdu  As  loi^  as  diey  nudouuned  their  antient  eftablilh^ 
meat  of  fix  thoufand  men,  they  fubfift«!,  under  die  leign  of  Diode- 
tian,  each  of  tliem  fmgly,  a  infible  and  important  objed  in  die 
flulitary  hiftory  of  th^  Roman  emi»re>  A  fiew  years  afierwardi^

hundred  men        The  confpiracy  of  (b  lu^ny  ieparate  detachments, 
each  t&  which  was  awed  hj  the  fenfe  of  its  own  weakncfs,  could 
eafily  be  diecked ;  and  the  fucccffors  of  Gonftantine  might  indulge 
thdr  love  of  oftentation,  by  ifluing  their  orders  to  one  hundred  and 
durtT-two  legions,  inlcribed  on  die  mufter^oll  of  dieir  numerous 
The  lenuunder  of  thdr  troops  was  diftributed  into  feyera^ 
hundred  cohoita  of  infimtry,  and  iquadrons  of  cavafay.   Their  anns^ 
Hid  dides,  and  en%ns,  were  calculated  to  infpire  terrw^  and  to  dif- 
plaj  die  vaiietT'  of  nadons  who  maxdied  under  die  Imperud  ftandard. 
And  not  a  vefiige  was  left  of  that  fevere  fimplicity,  which,  in  the 
ages  of  freedom  and  viAory,  had  diffinguiihed  the  line  of  batde     9t . 
Roman  army  from  the  confufed  hoft  of  an  Aiiatic  monarch  i]}.  A 
more  pordcnlar  enumeration,  drawn  from  the  Nottim^  might  exec^ 
dfe  the  diligence  of  an  antiquary ;  but  the  hiftorian  will  content 
fatmfelf  indi  difenring,  that  the  number  of  permanent  ftadons  or

An  efibrt  lb 
prodigious  ibrpail'ed  the  wants  of  a  more  antient,  and  the  ^unities 
of  a  later,  period. 

JDtfficaltyof      In  the  various  dates  of  fociety,  armies  are  recruited  from  very 
different  motives.    Barbarians  arc  urged  by  the  love  of  war ;  the 
citizens  of  a  free  repubUc  maybe  prompted  by  a  principle  of  duty  ; 
the  fubjedls^  or  at  leaft  the  nobles  of  a  monarchy,  are  animated  by  a 
fentimcnt  of  honour ;  but  the  timid  and  luxurious  inhabitants  of  a 
xleclining  empire  muft  be  allured  into  the  fervice  by  the  hopes  of 
profit,  or  compelled  by  the  dread  of  punifhment.    The  refources  of 
the  Roman  treafury  were  exhauAed  by  the  encreafe  of  pay,  by  the 
r^edtioii  of  donatives,  and  by  the  invention  of  new  emoluments  and 
indo^enoes,  iniuch,  in  the  qpinion  of  the  proidiidal  youth,  might 
<ompeniate  the  hanUhipe  an4.^*Qgw      military  life.  Ye^  aldunigh 
the  ftatore  was  lowered  *^<,  although  flaves*  at  leail  by  a  tadt 
connivaaoe,  were  iiufifcriiiuiiatdy  received  into  tlw  nnks,  the  infiir- 
mountable  difficulty  of  procuring  a  regular  and  adequate  fupply  of 
-vohmteers,  obliged  the  emperora  to  adopt  more  efieftiial  and  coercive 
^methods.   The  lands  beftowed  on  the  veterani,  aa  the  firee  reward 
«of  thdr  Talour,  were  henceforwards  granted  under  a  condition,  whidi . 
contains  the  firft  rudiments  of  the  feudal  tenures ;  that  their  fons,  who 
fucceeded  to  the  inheritance,  (hould  devote  themfelves  to  the  profcf- 
fion  of  arms,  as  foon  aa  they  attained  the  age  of  manhood ;  and

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^  ? '  M '^'"'^  Jannf:^  of  the  Scnhians,  of  tlic  Goth;,  and  of  the  Germans, 
who  delighted  in  war,  and  who  found  it  more  profitable  to  defend 
than  to  ravage  iFic  provinces,  were  enrolled,  not  only  in  the  auxilia- 
ries of  their  refpedlive  nations,  but  in  the  legions  themJelves,  and 
among  the  moll  dilHnguilhed  of  the  Palatine  troops.  As  they  freely 
min^:!;led  with  the  fubje<lls  of  the  empire,  they  gradually  learned  to 
dclj  ifc  their  manners,  and  to  imitate  their  arts.  They  abjured  the 
implicic  reverence  which  the  pride  of  Rome  had  exa^ed  from  their 
ignorance,  while  they  acquired  the  knowledge  and  poiTeinon  of  thoib 
advantages  by  wluch  alone  flie  fup|KMted  her  deefining  greatnels* 
The  BirlHuiaik  Ibldien  who  difplayed  any  nultUry  taleott,  were 
sdranced,  wkhotK  txsep&oa^  to  the  mcA  important  commaads ;  and 
die  names  of  the  tribunes^  of  die  counts  and  dukei,  and  of  dio 
generals  chemiHyes,  betray  a  foreiga  ori^n^whidi  diey  no  longer  con-^ 
defcended  to  diigiuie.  Theywere  often  entnifted  with  the  coodn£t 
of  a  war  againft  thdr  cQimtrymoot;  and  dxKigh  nioft  of  the^ 
£»red  die  des  of  aOcg^anoe  tDthofe  of  blood,  diey  did  not  alwa^ 
avoid  the  guilt,  or  at  leaft  the  iiifpidon,  of  holdii^  a  treafimable  cor- 
despondence  with  the  enemy,  of  in\nting  hisinvaficn,  or  of  fparing 
his  retreat.  The  camps,  and  the  palace  of  the  fon  of  Conftantine, 
were  governed  by  the  powerful  fidion  of  the  Franks, who  preferved 
the  ftridcft  ronnedion  with  each  other,  and  with  their  country, 
and  who  refented  every  perfonal  affront  as  a  national  indignity 
When  the  t)Tant  Caligula  was  fufj^eded  of  ;in  intention  to  invert  a 
very  extraordinary  candidate  with  the  confular  robes,  the  facrilcgious 
profanation  would  have  fcarccly  excited  lefa  aftonilLment,  if,  in(Uad 
of  a  horfe,  the  oobleil  chieftain  of  Germany  or  Britain  had  been 
the  objed  of  his  choice.  The  icvolutioa  of  three  centuries  had  pro- 
duced fo  remarkable  a  change  in  die  prejudices  of  the  people,  that,.

among  the  firft  of  the  Romans  »♦»,    But  a*  thefe  hardy  veteran*, 
who  had  been  educated  in  the  ignorance  or  contempt  of  the  laws, 
were  incapable  of  exercifing  any  civil  offices,  the  powers  of  the 
human  mind  were  contrafted  by  tlie  irreconcileablc  Icparation  of 
talents  as  well  as  of  profefllons.    The  accompliflicd  citizens  of  the 
Greek  and  Roman  republics,  whofe  characters  could  adapt  themfelves 
to  the  bar,  the  fenate,  the  camp,   or  the  fchools,  had  learned  to 
write,  to  fpeak,  and  to       with  tlie  fame  Ipirit,  and  with  equal  abi* 
litics. 

IV.  Befides  the  magidrates  aiid  generals,  who  at  a  di(bince  hem.  JjJ^^J^* 

the  court  diffufed  their  ddc^ated  authority  over  the  provinces  and  paiM* 

annies,  the  emperor  oonfierrcd  the  tank  of  IBuftrkiu  on  ieven  di  hit 

more  immediate  iervanta,  to  whole  fidelity  he  entnited  his  iafety, 

or  Ids  f^oun&b,  or  his  tresihits.    i.  The  private  apartments  of  the 

palace  were  governed  hj  a  fiitomite  eumich,  itdio^  In  the  language 

of  that  age,  was  ftfled  the  fr^pofihu  or  piaefed  of  the  (acred  bed-  J^f,;^,^' 

diamber.  His  duty  was  to  attend  the  emperor  in  his  houn  of  ftate, 

or  in  thofe  of  amuiement,  and  to  perform  about  hb  perlbn  all  diofe 

menial  fervice^  iriUch  can  only  derive  .th«r  fplendor  from  the  in* 

flueAce  of  royalty.   Under  a  prince  who  deferved  to  rdgn,  die 

great  chamberlain  (for  fuch  we  may  call  him)  was  an  ufeful  and 

humble  domeftic ;  but  an  artful  domedic,  who  improves  every  oc- 

caiion  of  unguarded  confidence,  will  infenfibly  acquire  over  a  feeble 

mind  that  aicendant  which  harfli  wifdom  and  uncomplying  virtue

The  principal  adminiftration  of  public  affairs  was  com- 
the  offices.     j^ijtgj  to  ti^e  diligence  and  abilities  of  the  mijler  of  the  offices  He 
was  the  fupreme  magiftrate  of  the  palace,  infpcfted  the  difcipline  of 
the  civil  and  military  fcbools,  and  received  appeals  from  all  parts  of 
the  empire  ;  in  the  caufes  which  related  to  that  numerous  anny  of 
privileged  perfons,  who,  as  the  fer^'ants  of  the  court,  had  obtained, 
for  themfelves  and  families,  a  right  to  decline  the  authority  of  the 
ordinary  judges.    The  correfpondence  between  the  prince  and  his 
fubjetts  was  managed  by  the  four fcriu'ia^  or  offices  of  this  miniftcr 
of  ftate.    The  firft  was  appropriated  to  memorials,  the  fccond  to 
^  epiftl|^  the  third  to  petitions,  and  the  foui^  to  papers  and  orders  of

firom  the  iwofelfion  of  the  law,  on  account  of  the  variety  of  abftra£b'  ^ 
of  reports  and  references  which  frequently  occurred  in  the  exercife  *.    ^  _r 
of  their  feveral  fundtions.    From  a  condcfccnfion,  which  in  formw 
ages  would  have  been  cftccmed  imwortliy  of  the  Roman  majefty,  a 
particular  fecretary  was  allowed  for  the  Greek  language ;  and  in- 
terpreters were  appointed  to  receive  the  ambafladors  of  the  Barba- 
rians :   but  the  department  of  foreign  affairs,  which  conftitiitcs  fo 
ciTential  a  part  of  modern  policy,  fcldom  diverted  the  attention  of 
the  mafter  of  the  offices.    His  mind  was  more  ferionfly  engaged 
by  the  general  dirciflion  of  the  poRs  and  arfenals  of  the  empire. 
There  were  thirty-four  cities,  fifteen  in  the  eaft,  and  nineteen  in  the 
weft,  in  which  regular  companies  of  workmen  were  perpetually 
employed  in  fabric.iiing  dcfenfive  armour,  ofFenfive  weapons  of  all 
forts,  and  military  engines,  which  were  depofited  in  the  arlenals,  and 
occafionally  delivered  for  the  fervice  of  the  troops.    3.  In  tlie  courfe  Tbc^a^cflor. 
of  nine  centuries,  the  office  of  quujlor  had  experienced  a  very  fin- 
gular  revoludom.   Ih  the  infimcy  of  Rome,  two  taferior  mi^ftrates' 
were  annually  dedked  by  the  people,  to  relieve  the  confiils  from  the 
invidious  management  of  tl^public  treafure      a  fimUar  afliftantwas 
granted  to  every  proconfiil,  and  to  every  praetor,  who  exerciied  a  mili- 
tary or  pro-nodal  command;  with  the  extent  of  conqucft,  the  two 
quaeftors  were  graduaHy  multiplied  to  the  number  of  lour,  of  dght,  of 
twenty,  and,  for  a  ihort  dme,  perhaps  of  forty    ;  and  the  nobleft 
citizens  ambitioully  Ibllcitcd  an  ofHce  v  hich  gave  them  a  ieat  in  the 
ienate,  and  a  juft  hope  of  obtaining  the  honours  of  the  republic.

In  fomc  refpc<fl9,  the  ofhce  of  the  Imperial  quxltor  may  be  compared 
with  that  of  a  modern  chancellor;  but  the  ufe  of  a  great  feal,  which 
feems  to  have  been  adopted  by  the  iUlterate  Barbarians,  was  never 
introduced  to  attclt  the  public  ads  of  the  emperors.    4.  The  extra-  Tie  poblic 
ordinary  title  of  conn/  of  the  facrcd  largejjes^  was  beftowed  on  the 
treafurer-gencral  of  the  revenue,  with  the  intention  perhaps  of  in- 
culcating, that  every  payment  flowed  from  the  voluntary  bounty  of 
the  monarch.    To  conceiye  the  almoft  infinite  detail  of  the  annual 
and  daily  expence  of  the  civil  and  military  adminiftration  in  every 
part  of  a  great  empire,  would  exceed  the  powers  of  the  moft  vigo- 
rous imae^iiadiMii.   The  tJdcaaX  account  employed  femal  hundred 
perfons,  diftributed  into  eleven  ^^ent  offices^  which  were  artfully 
contrived  to  wramine  and  controul  thdr  refpe£tive  opentiom.  The 
multitude  of  thefe  agents  had  a  natural  tendency  to  encreafe  s  and  k 
waa  more  dum  once  dunight  expedient  to  difinift  to  thdr  nadve 
homes,  the  ufielels  fiipcmumcmies,  who,  delating  didr  honeft 
hours,  had  prefied  with  too  much  eagemeft  into  the  htcrative  pro- 
feffion  of  dbe  finances*^.    Twenty-nine  provincial  receivers,  of 
whom  eighteen  were  honoured  with  the  title  of  count,  corresponded 
with  the  treafurer;  and  he  extended  hw  jurifdidion  over  the  mines 
from  whence  the  precious  metals  were  ezCra&ed,  over  the  mints,  in 
which  they  were  converted  into  the  current  coin,  and  over  the 
public  trcailirlts  of  the  moft  important  cities,  where  they  were  dc* 
posited  for  the  lervice  of  the  Ibte.

Tft(priv«ie  alkiwed  tar  the  induftrious  provinces  of  the  eaft'^.  5.  Belides  the 
public  revenue,  whidi  an  abfolute  monarch  might  levy  and  expend 
according  to  his  pleafure,  the  emperors,  in  the  capacity  of  opulent 
ddzens,  poflelied  a  very  extenftve  property,  which  was  adminiftered 
1^  the  county  or  treafurpr  of  t&e  private  efioe.  Some  part  had 
perhq»-  been  die  anient  demefnes  of  Idn^  and  republics;  fome 
acceflions  might  be  derived  firom  the  £unilies  vrhich  were  fiiooelEvdy 
invefted  vrith  the  purple ;  but  the  moft  confiderable  portion  flowed 
from  die  impure  Iburoe  of  confiications  and  farfeitures.  Tlic  Impe-

to  the  Armenians.  Whenever,  on  publie  ceremonies,  they  were  drawn 
tip  in  the  courts  and  pcntioos  of  the  palace,  thdr  lofty  ftature,  filent 
Older,  and  Iplendid  arms  of  (ilver  and  gold,  dUfplayed  a  martial 
pomp,  not  unworthy  of  the  Roman  majefty'^.  From  the  feven 
fidiools  two  companies  of  horfe  and  foot  were  fele&ed,  of  the  pra- 
te&ert,  whofe  advantageous  i^ation  was  the  hope  and  reward  of  the 
the  moft  defcrving  foldiers.

Under  the  warm  influence  of  a  feeUe  rdgn»  diey  multiplied  to  the-. 
inoediUe  number  of  ten  dtoufand,  dtfduned  the  mild  dioug^  fre- 
quent admonitions  of  the  laws,  and  exercifed  in  the-  profitable  ma-^ 
nagement  of  the  pods  a  rapadous  and  infolent  oppreflion.  Thefe 
official  fpics,  who  regukrly  cocrelponded  with  the  palaoe,  were  en- 
couraged, by  favour  and  reward,  anxiouily  to  watch  the  progrefs  ot 
every  treafonablc  dcOgn,  from  the  faint  and  latent  fymptoms  of  dif- 
afFe£lion,  to  the  adual  pi  eparacion  of  an  open  revolt.    Their  carelefs 
or  criminal  violation  of  truth  and  juftice  was  covered  by  the  confe- 
crated  maflc  of  zeal ;   and  tbey  might  fccurcly  aim  their  poifoned 
arrows  at  the  brcall  cither  of  the  guilty  or  the  innocent,  who  had 
provoked  their  relentnicnt,  ur  rcluied  to  purchalc  their  lilence.  A.

orclinar)*  adminiftratioii  was  condiivTlcd  hy  thofe  methods  which  ex- 
treme ncceffity  can  alone  palliate  ;  and  the  defers  of  evldeuce  were 
dilipcntiv  iuppiic'tl  hy  the  ufe  ol  torture 

The  dcctiilui  and  dangerous  experiment  of  the  criminal  quaftion^  ureoftor* 
as  it  is  emphatically  ftyled,  was  admitted,  rather  than  approved,  ia 
the  jurifprudence  of  the  Romans.  They  applied  this  fangulnary 
mode  of  examination  only  to  fer\'ile  bodies,  whofe  fufFerings  were 
ieldom  weiglicd  by  thofe  haughty  republicans  in  the  fcalc  of  juftice 
or  I^umaiucjr :  but  they  would  never  coofent  to  vioble  dw  iacit4 
perToQ  of  a  citizen,  till  they  poflieflcd  the  cleareft  evidemoe  of  hif 
guilt  '**.  The  annak  of  tfnumy,  firom  the  reign  of  Hbcrius  to 
that  of  Domitian,  circwnftantially  relate  die  executiona  of  manj 
innocent  vi£tinu;  but,  as  long  aa  the  fiinteft  remenibnuice  wa» 
Alive  of  the.  national  fireedom  and  honour,  the  kft  houia  of  a 
Roman  were  iecure  fiwn  the  danger  of  ignonuaioua  lorture  **\ 
The  condttft  of  the  provindal  mag^ftratea  waa  not,  hofranrer,  fegu<* 
iated  hj  the  praQice  of  the  citj,  or  die  'Ibi^  maziaa  of  die  dti* 
lians.  They  found  the  ufe  of  torture  cftaUiihed  not  only  among 
the  flaves  of  oriental  defpotifios,  but  among  the  Macedonians,  who

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^XVn  ^    liy  the  liberty  of  commerce;  and  even  among  the  fage  Atheniang^ 
who  had  aflerted  and  adorned  the  dignity  of  buoua  kind  Thit' 
acquiefcence  of  the  provincials  encouraged  therr  governors  to  acquire^ 
or  perhaps  to  ufurp,  a  difcrctionar)'  power  of  employing  the  rack, 
to  extort  from  vagrants  or  plebeian  ciiniin:ils  the  confeinon  of  their 
guilt,   till  they  inlenlibly  proceeded  to  confound  the  dillincflions  of 
rank,  and  to  dilVepard  the  privileges  of  Ronun  citizens.    The  ap- 
prchcnfion';  of  the  lubjccnus  urged  them  to  folieit,  and  the  intercR  of 
the  lovereign  engaged  him  to  grant,  a  variety  of  fpecial  exemptions;, 
which  tacitly  allowed,  and  even  authorifed,  the  general  ufe  of  tor- 
ture.

Hut  fiibdety  of  lawyen  could  derive  from  an  h^/Kle  itaemthu  towards 
die  prince  or  republic       all  privil^es  were  fufpended,  and  alt 
conditions  were  reduced  to  the  iarae  ignominious  level.    As  die 
iafety  of  the  emperor  was  avowedly  prdfened  to  every  confideration 
of  juffice  or  humanity,  the  dignity  of  age,  and  die  tendemefs  of 
youdr,  were  alike  cxpofcd  to  the  moft  cruel  tortures  ;  and  the  temMt 
of  a  malicious  information,  which  might  feled  them  as  the  accom*^ 
pfices,  or  even  as  the  witnelles,  perbq)s,  of  an  imaginary  cxime,

Thefe  evils,  however  terrible  they  may  appear,  were  confined  to  Fimbcw, 
thc  fmaller  number  of  Roman  fubjefts,  whofc  dangerous  Jituation 
was  in  feme  degree  compcnlated  by  the  enjoyment  of  tliofe  ad- 
vantages, either  of  nature  or  of  fortune,  which  expofcd  them  to  the 
jealoufy  of  the  monarch.  The  obfcure  millions  of  a  great  empire 
have  much  lefs  to  dread  from  the  cruelty  than  from  the  avarice  of 
their  mailers  ;  and  their  humble  Ii.ippinels  is  principariy  affctled  by 
the  grievance  of  cxcefTive  taxes,  which  gently  prefTmg  on  the  wealthy, 
dciceud  with  accelerated  weight  on  the  meaner  and  more  indigent 
clafles  of  focicty.  An  ingenious  philofopher  '**  has  calculated  the  * 
univerlkl  meafure  of  the  pubKc  impofitbns  by  the  degrees  of  free- 
dom and  fervittide }  woA  ventures  to  afiert,  that,  aecocding  to  an 
inTaiiable  law  of  nature,  it  muft  alwayv  incrade  widi  the  fimner^ 
and  diminHh  in  a  juft  proportioii  to  die  latter.  But  tfus  nSkSSxM, 
wUch  would  tend  to  alleviate  die  mileries  de^iotiini,  u  contra* 
dl£ted  at  leaft  by  die  hiftory  of  the  Roman  enqpite ;  which  accufes 
the  iame  princes  of  defptnling  die  fenate  of  its  authority*  and  the 
.  provincesof  their  wealth.  Without  abdiflungatt  the  various  cuAoms 
and  dudes  on  merchandizes,  which  are  imperoeptibry  difchai;ged  by  the 
apparent  dtdce  of  the  purehafer,  t&e  policy  of  Conftantine  and  lus 
fucceflbrs  preferred  a  fimple  and  ^Ered  mode  of  taxadoo«  more  con*- 
genial  to  the  fpirit  of  an  arbttnury  government  ***•■

This  general  citiinate  of  the  fupplics  was 
proportioned  to  the  real  and  imaginary  wants  of  tlic  ftatc  ;  hut  as 
often  as  tlie  expence  exceeded  the  revenue,  or  tlie  revenue  fell  fl\ort 
of  the  computation,  an  additional  tax,  under  the  name  oi  fupcr^ 
indi^liott,  was  impofed  on  the  people,  and  the  moft  valuable  attri- 
bute of  fiyvereignty  wai  communicated  to  the  Piraetoriaii  pisefe^ 
who,  oa  fome  occaiions,  -were  permitted  to  provide,  for  the  unfore- 
Jeen  and  extraor4inary  exigencies  of  the  pulUic  lervice.  The  exe-

hy  the  fame  hands  round  the  circle  of  its  yearly  revolution.    Wfiat-L . 
ever  was  honourable  or  imporunt  in  the  adminiftration  of  the 
venue,  was  commuted  to  the  wifdom  of  the  prsdfe^^  and  their  pro- 
vincial rcprefcntativcs ;   the  lucrative  functions  were  claimed  by  a 
crowd  of  fubordinate  ofliccrs,  fome  of  whom  depended  on  the  trea- 
llircr,  others  on  the  governor  of  the  province  ;  anil  who,  in  the  in- 
e\  itable  conflidls  of  a  pei^plcxed  jurildlclioii,  !iad  frctjucnt  opportu- 
nities of  difpnting  witii  each  other  the  Ipoils  of  the  people.

^  "^r-  — »  tuted  an  eflential  part  of  the  report ;  an  oath  was  adminiftcrcd  to  the 
proprietors,  which  bound  them  to  dilclofe  the  true  ftatc  of  their 
affairs  ;  and  their  attempts  to  prevaricate,  or  chide  the  intention  of 
tho  leginator,  were  feverely  watched,  anil  puniflied  as  a  capital  crime, 
which  included  the  double  guilt  of  trcafoti  and  facrilege  A 
large  portion  of  the  tribute  was  paid  in  inonev  ;  and  of  the  current 
coin  of  the  empire,  gold  alone  could  be  legally  accepted  Tlic  re- 
mainder of  the  taxes,  according  to  the  propurlions  dc'.ernitneil  by 
the  annual  indi6lion,  was  furnilhed  in  a  manner  ftlll  more  dirc«ft, 
and  ftill  more  opprefhve.  According  to  the  different  nature  of  lands, 
their  real  produce,  in  tlic  various  articles  of  wine  or  oil,  corn  or 
barley,  wood  or  iron,  was  tranlported  by  the  labour  or  at  the  ex- 
pence  of  die  provincials  to  the  Imperial  magazines,  from  whence 
diey  were  odcafionaHy  diftiibutcd,  for  the  ufe  of  the  court,  of  the 
.army,  and  of  the  two  capitals,  R<nsie  and  Conftanttnople.  The 
commiffioners  of  the  revenue  were  to  fiequently  obliged  to  make 
confidence  purchaies,  that  diey  were  ftri^ly  prohibited  ftom  al- 
lowing any  compenfation,  or  from  recdving  in  money  the  value  of 
thole  fupplics  which  were  exaded  in  kind.  In  the  primiti've  ftm- 
plicity  of  finall  communities,  this  mediod  may  be  well  adiqited  to 
coHefb  the  almoft  voluntary  oi&rings  of  die  people;  but  it  is  at  once

dkkween  the  power  of  ofspreflioa  and  die  arts  of  fiaud  The 
agrictdture  of  Roman  provincea  waa  infenfibly  ruined,  and,  in  u  mj 
the  progiefi  of  defpotirm,  which  tenda  to  dUappoint  its  own  purpofe, 
the  emperors  were  obliged  to  derive  fome  merit  from  the  foigtveneft 
of  debts,  or  the  rcmiflion  of  tributes,  which  their  fubje^ts  were  ut- 
terly incapable  of  paying.  According  to  the  new  dtvifion  of  Italy, 
the  fertile  and  happy  province  of  Campania,  tlic  fccne  of  the  early 
vi^ries  and  of  the  delicious  retirements  of  the  citizens  of  Rome, 
extended  between  the  fea  and  the  Apennine  from  the  Tyber  to  the 
SiJanu.  Within  fixty  years  after  the  death  of  Conftantine,  and  on 
the  evidence  of  an  a£l:ual  furvcy,  an  exemption  was  granted  in  fa- 
vour of  three  hundred  and  tlurty  thoufand  Englilh  acres  ol"  dcfcrt 
and  uncultivated  land  ;  which  amoinitcd  to  one-clglith  of  the  whole 
furfacc  of  the  province.  As  the  footftcps  of  the  Barbarians  had  not 
yet  been  fccu  in  Italy,  the  caufc  of  this  amazing  dcrolallon,  which 
is  recorded  in  the  laws,  can  be  afcribed  only  to  the  adminillration,  of 
the  Roman  emperors 

Either  from  defigu  or  from  accident,   the   mode  of  alTelTment  AffeAed  in 
fcemed  to  unite  the  fubftance  of  a  land-tax  with  the  forms  of  a  ^lUil^^jf^ 
opitatlon  '■*.

L  It  is  obTunui  thai;  as.  long  as  the  immutiible  conRltutloa 
<^  human  nature  produces  and  maintains  To  unequal  a  Uivifion 
property,  the  moft  numerous  part  pf  tlie  community  would 
be  deprived  of  their  fuhfiftence,  by  the  equal  alieflinent  of  a  tax 
from  which  the  fovereign  would  derive  a  v«y  trifling  revenue. 
Such  indeed  might  be  the  tlieory  of  the  Roman  capitation}  but  in 
the  pratfbice,  this  unjuft  equality  was  no  longer  felt,  as  the  tributo^ 
was  colleded  on  the  principle  of  a  rro/,  not  of  a perjunal  impofition. 
Several  indigent  dtizcns  contributed  to  compoie  a  fingie  bcad^  or 
ihareof  taxation;  while  the  wealthy  pro\indal,  in  proportion  to  his 
Ibitune,  alone  reprefcnted  fevcral  of  thofe  imaginary  beings.  In  a 
poetical  lequeA,  addrefledto  one  of  the  lad  and  mod  defennng  of  the 
Roman  Princes  who  reigned  in  Gaul,  Sidonius  ApoUinaris  peribni' 
fics  )us  tribute  under  the  figure  of  a  triple  monfter,  the  Geryon  of 
the  Grecian  fables,  and  intreats  the  new  Hercules  that  he  would 
mod  gracioufly  be  plcafed  to  lave  his  life  by  cutting  off  three  of  Jiis 
heads"*'.  The  fortune  of  Sidonius  far  exceeded  the  cuftoniary 
wealth  of  a  poet;  but  if  he  had  purfued  the  allufion,  he  mud  have 
painted  many  of  the  Gallic  nobles  witli  the  hundred  heads  of  the 
deadly  Hydra,  fprcading  over  the  face  of  the  countr)',  and  devour- 
ing the  fubdance  of  an  hundred  families.

The  taxes  of  France  cannot  be  magni- 
fied, rithcr  by  fiear  or  by  flattery^  beyond  the  annual  amount  of 
eighteen  millions  fterltng,  which  ought  perhaps  to  be  fliared  among 
Ibtir  and  twenty  millions  of  inhalntants  "V  Seven  millions  of 
thefe,  in  the  capacity  of  fathers,  or  brothers,  or  hufbands,  may 
^fcliargc  the  obUgadons  of  the  remaining  multitude  of  women 
and  children  ;  yet  the  equal  proportion  of  each  tributar}-  ru1)iea. 
win  fcarcely  rife  above  fifty  fhiUings  of  our  money,  infiiead  of  a 
proportion  aimed  fotir  times  as  confiderable,  which  was  regu- 
larly impofed  on  their  Gallic  anceftors.  The  reafon  of  this  dif- 
ference may  be  found,  not  fa  much  In  the  rcbtive  fcarcity  or 
plenty  of  gold  and  filver,  as  in  the  different  flate  of  fociety  in 
ancient  Gaul  and  in  modern  France.  In  a  country  where  per-^ 
fonal  freedom  is  the  privilege  of  every  fubjeiH:,  the  whole  mafs  of 
taxes,  whether  they  arc  levied  on  property  or  on  confumption, 
may  be  fairly  divided  among  the  whole  body  of  the  nation.

tribute  were  6Ued  only-  with  the  names  of  thofe  citizens  who  po^ 
S^kd  the  means  of  an  honourable,  or  at  leaft  of  a  decent  fubfiftence, 
the  comparative  fmailneis  of  their  numbers  explains  and  juftifies  the 
high  rate  of  their  capitation.  The  truth  of  this  aifertion  may  be 
iUuftrated  by  the  following  example :  The  ^dui,  one  of  the  moft 
powerful  and  civilized  tribes  or  ci/ies  of  Gaul,  occupied  an  extent  of 
territory,  which  now  contains  above  five  hundred  thoufand  inhabitant;^, 
in  the  two  ccclefiaflical  diocel'es  of  Autun  and  Ncvers  and  with  .

Jndaftrx.  fuffered  a  rich  and  numerous  clafs  of  free  citizens  to  efcape.  With 
the  view  of  lliaring  that  fpecics  of  wealth  which  is  derived  from  art 
or  labour,  and  which  cxifts  in  money  or  in  merchandife,  the  em- 
perors impofcd  a  dillindt  and  perfonal  tribute  on  the  trading  part  of 
their  fubjedls  "Some  exemptions,  very  llricTily  confined  botli  in 
time  and  place,  were  allowed  to  the  proprietors  who  difpofcd  of  the 
produce  of  their  own  cftatcs.  Some  indulgence  was  granted  to  the 
profeflion  of  the  liberal  arts :  but  every  other  branch  of  commercial 
induflry  was  afieded  by  the  Severity  of  the  law.  The  honourable 
■  «iercliant  of  Alexandria,  who  imported  the  gemtf  and  ^nces  of  India 
iar  the  uie  of  the  welUrn  world;  the  ufurer,  who  derived  from  the 
intereft  of  money  a  lilent  and  ignominious  profit ;  the  ingenioua 
manufikQurer,  the  diligent  mechanic,  and  even  die  moft  oUcuie  re* 
tailer  of  a  iequeftered  inllage,  were  obliged  to  admit  die  officers  of 
the  revenue  into  the  partnerfliqp  of  dieir  gain :  and  the  fovereign  of

As  this^  general 
tax  upon  indtiftry  wu  coUeded  eveiy  fourth  Tear,  it  vras  itiled-  «■  ' 
the  Jjifiral  QmtributioH:  and  the  hlRorian  Zofimus  "'  laments 
that  the  approach  of  the  fatal  period  was  announced  by  tKe. 
tears  and  terrors  of  the  citizens,  vrho  were  often  compelled  .by 
the  impending  fcourge  DO  embrace  the  mofl  abhonsd  and  un- 
■atttial  methods  of  procuring  the  fum  at  which,  their  poverty  had 
been  aflelfed.  The  teftimony  of  Zofnnus  cannot  indeed  be  juf- 
tified  from  the  charge  of  pafHon  and  prejudice,  but,  from  the 
nature  of  tiiis  tribute,  it  lecms  rcalonable  to  conclude  that  it  was 
arbitrary  in  the  diilributlon,  and  extremely  rigorous  In  the  mode  of 
coUeding.  The  fecret  wealth  of  commerce,  and  the  precarious 
profits  of  art  or  labour,  are  fufccptible  only  of  a  dilcretionary  va- 
hiation,  %vhich  is  feldom  dlfadvantagcous  to  the  intereft  of  the 
treafury ;  and  as  the  perfon  of  the  trader  fuppllcs  the  want  of  a 
vifible  and  permanent  fecurity,  the  payment  of  the  impoiitlon, 
which,  in  tlie  cafe  of  a  land-tax,  may  be  obtained  by  the  ki/urc  of 
property,  can  rarely  be  extorted  by  any  otlicr  meaivs  than  thofc  cf 
coiporal  punifhmcnts.  The  cruel  treatmcut  of  tlie  infolveru  debtors 
ef  die  ftate,  is  Att«fted,  and  was  perhaps  mitigated  by  a  very 
hunuae  cdift  of  Confiantine,  who,  diftlaiming  the  ufe  of  racks 
and  oficouiiges,  allots  a  ^ptcsous  uclairy  prlfonjfor  the  place  of  their 
eonfinement 

Thefe  genenl  taxes  were  impofed  and  levied  by  the  abfolute  Free  gifw.

■»       «ven  the  cities  of  Italy,  who  admired  the  virtues  of  their  viQorioits 
general,  adorned  the  pomp  of  his  triumph  by  Aeir  Yotuntary  gifts 

of  crowns  of  gold,  which,  after  die  ceremony,  were  confccratcd 
in  the  temple  of  Jupiter,  to  remain  a  tailing  monument  of  his  glory 
to  future  ages.    The  progrcfs  of  7cal  and  flattery  foon  multiplied  the 
number,  and  increafed  the  fize,  of  thel'e  popular  donations ;  and  the 
triumph  of  Ca'far  was  enriched  with  two  thouland  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-two  mafTy  crown?,  whofc  weiglit  amounted  to  twenty 
thouland  four  hundred  and  fourteen  pounds  of  gold.    1  ul.:  trcai'urc 
was  immediately  melted  down  by  the  prudent  dictator,  who  was 
fatislied  that  it  would  be  more  I'crviceable  to  his  foldiers  than  to  the 
gods  :    his  cxamj;lc  was   imitated  by   his   rucecHcrs  ;    and  the 
cuftom  was  introduced,    of  exchanging  thcfe  fjilendid  ornaments 
for  the  more  acceptable  prelent  of  the  current  gold  coin  of  the 
empire  '".    The  fpontancous  ofiering  was  at  length  cxacled  as  the 
debt  of  duty ;  and  inflead  of  being  confined  to  the  occafion  of  a 
triumph,  it  was  fuppofed  to  be  granted  by  die  feveral  dtks  and 
proinnces  of  the  monarchy,  as  often  as  the  empercnr  condeJcended 
to  announce  his  araeflion,  his  confullhip,  die  birth  of  a  Ton,  die 
Creadon  of  a  C^lar,  a  vidory  over  the  Baifaarians,  or  any  odier  real 
or  imaginary  eveM  which  graced  the  annals  d£  his  rogn.  He 
pccutiar  free  gift  of  the  ienate  of  Rome  was  fixed  by  cuftom  at 
iixteen  hundred  pounds  of  gold,  or  about  (ixty-four  thouland  potmds 
fterling.   The  opprefled  fubjeds  celebrated  didr  own  felidty,  that 
their  forereign  fliould  gradoufly  confent  to  accept  this  leeble  but 
voluntary  teftimony  of  thdr  loyalty  and  gratitude

Hfied  to  form  a  juft  eftimate  of  their  a^ual  iitiiation.   Tlie  fubje&s 
of  Conftantine  were  incapable  of  difccrnlng  the  decline  of  genius 
and  manl)r  virtue,  which  fo  far  degraded  them  below  the  dignity  of 
.  their  ancedors ;  but  they  could  feel  and  lament  the  rage  of  tyranny, 
the  relaxation  of  difcipline,  and  the  encrcafe  of  taxes.    The  impar- 
tial hiftorian,  who  acknowledges  the  jufticc  of  their  complaints,  will 
obferve  fome  favourable  circumftances  which  tended  to  alleviate  the 
mifery  of  their  condition.    The  threatening  tcnipeft  of  Barbarians, 
which  fo  foon  fubvcrted  the  foundations  of  Roman  greatnefs,  was 
ftill  repelled,  or  fufpcndcd,  on  the  frontiers.    The  arts  of  luxury  and 
literature  were   cultivated,   and  the  elegant  ple.ifures  of  fociety 
were  enjoyed  by  the  inhabitants  of  a  confiderable  portion  of  the 
globe.    The  forms,  the  pomp,  and  the  expcncc  of  the  civil  admi- 
niftration  contributed  to  rcftrain  the  irregular  licence  of  the  foldiers ; 
and  although  the  laws  were  violated  by  power,  or  perverted  by  fub- 
tlety,  the  lage  principles  of  the  Roman  jurifprudence  preferved  a 
ienfe  of  order  and  equity,  unknown  to  the  defpotic  governments  of 
the  eaft    The  rights  of  manldnd  might  derive  fome  protection 
fiom  religioo  and  philofbphy;  and  the  name  of  fireedom,  which 
4BOu]d  no  longer  ahurm,  might  Ibmetimei  admonilh,  the  fttoceflbtB  of 
Auguftus,  that  diey  did  not  rrign  over  a  nation  ci  Slaves  or  Baiba-

^xvm/'  '"T^HE  chaniarr  of  the  pvtace  wiio  itmoved  the  ieit  of  em- 
^j^^^^"^  X  pz^  «iMt  iotrodaced  fuck  iiqKntaiit  dunges  into  the  ciTil'ind 
c«yiaadiis.  re%kMM  cftaftitntioR  of  his  couotiy,  hat.  fixed  die  ettentioo,  and  di- 
ridedthe  oiuntoaay  of  mankind.  By  the  grateful  zeal  of  the  Chrif- 
daOBn  the  deliverer  of  the  church  has  been  decorated  with  every  at-^ 
tribute  of  a  hero,  and  even  of  a  faint }  while  the  dlfcontent  of  the 
TanquUhcd  party  has  compared  Conftantine  to  the  mod  abhorred  of 
ihoie  tycanlBy  who,  by  their  vice  and  weaknefs,  diHionoured  the  Im* 
p^rial'  purple.  The  fame  paffions  have  in  fome  degree  been  per- 
pttnated  to  fucceeding  generations,  and  the  charadler  of  Condantinc 
U  confidered,  even  in  the  prcfent  age,  as  an  objc6h  either  of  fatirc  or 
of  panegyric.  By  the  impartial  union  of  thofe  dcfeds  which  are- 
«onfefled  by  his  warmeft  ud rnirers,  and  of  thofc  virtues  which  are 
acknowledged  by  his  moft  implacable  enemies,  we  might  liope  to 
delineate  a  juft  portrait  of  that  extraordinary  man,  which  the  truth 
and  candour  of  hillory  Hiould  adopt  without  a  bluih But  it  would

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loon  appetr,  that  the  vain  attempt  to  blend  fuch  di&ofdant  colonrs,  ^ 
and  to  reoondle  fucli  inconfiftent  qua&ties,  muft  produce  a  figure  <— ■  w  ' 
mooflroiM  rather  than  human,  unleis  it  is  viewed  in  iti  proper  and 
4fiAinft  lights,  by  a  careful  iqparation  of  the  £flferent  periods  of  Ae 
T^gA  of  ConAan^e* 

The  perfon,  as  well  as  the  mind  of  Conftantine,  had  been  en-  Hb  viitswr  . 
richcd  by  natore  with  her  choiceft  endowments.    His  ftature  was 
lofty,  his  countenance  majeOic,  his  deportment  graceful;  his  ftrength 
and  adivity  were  dUj>U7ed  in  c%'ery  manly  exercife,  and  from  his 
carlieft  youth,  to  a  very  advanced  fcafon  of  life,  he  prcfervcd  the 
vigour  of  his  conftitution  by  a  ftridl  adherence  to  the  domcftic  vir- 
tues of  chaflity  and  temperance.    He  delighted  in  the  focial  iiiter- 
courfe  of  familiar  convcrlalion  ;  and  though  he  miglit  lometimes 
indulge  his  dirpolition  to  raillery  with  lei's  refcrve  than  was  required 
by  the  fevere  dignity  of  his  ftation,  the  courtefy  and  liberality  of  his 
manners  gained  the  hearts  of  all  who  approached  liim.    The  Hn- 
cerity  of  his  friendfhip  has  been  fufpedtcd  ;  yet  he  fhewcd,  on  fomc 
occafions,  that  he  was  not  incapable  of  a  warm  and  lafting  attach- 
ment.   Tlie  difadvantagc  of  an  illiterate  education  had  not  prevented 
him  from  forming  a  juft  effimme  of  the  vahie  of  learning;  and  the 
svta  and  fiSences  derived  fiime  enooumgement  firom  the  munificent 
protcdion  of  Conftantinc.  'In  the  dl^ialdi  of  bufineft,  his  diSgence 
•waM  indefiiligable ;  and  the  a€dve  powers  of  his  mind  were  almoft 
continually  cxerdfed  in  reading,  writing,  or  meifitating,  in  giving 
audience  to  ambafladors,  and  in  examining  ikt  coo^bmts  of  his 
fubjeas.   Even  thofe  vriio  ceoibred  the  ptopfiety  of  hii  nttaliiies 
were  omqwOed  to  adcnowledge,  diat  he  pc^fefled  magnanimity  to 
conceive,  and  patience  to  execute,  tiie  moft  arduous  defigns,  without 

aad  Zolilinn  term  indeed  the  two  extremes   rharaAcr  or  (ituation  varionfly  tempttcd  dM 
4t  lattety  md  iavc^ve.   Tlie  intermediate  influence  of  their  itligioui  zeal. 
iMdes  we  snqpnftd  by  dMrfk  tmtan* 
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^XVm  ^  t>elng  checked  cither  by  the  prejudices  of  education,  or  by  the  cla- 
^'  ■  'M '  >  mours  of  the  multitude.  In  the  field,  he  infufcd  his  own  intrepid 
fpirit  into  the  troops,  whom  he  conducted  with  the  talents  of  a  con- 
fummatc  general  ;  and  to  his  abilities,  rather  than  to  his  fortune, 
wc  may  afcribe  the  fignal  vicflorics  which  he  obtained  over  the 
foreign  and  domcflic  foes  of  the  republic.  Ho  loved  glorv,  as  the 
reward,  perhaps  as  the  motive,  of  his  labours.  The  bouiidlefs  am- 
bition, which,  firom  the  moment  of  his  accepting  the  purple  at  York,, 
appears  a«  the  niliiig  paffion  of  bis  fiml,  may  be  jullified  by  the 
dangers  of  bis  own  fituation,  by  tbe  cbaradter  of  his  rivals,  by  the 
ttmlaoufiieis  of  iiiperior  merit,  and  by  the  proi'ped  that  hb  fucceis 
would  enable  him  to  reOore  peace  and  order  to  the  diftraded  em]»re» 
In  his  civil  wars  agunft  N&xenlius  and  Ucinius,  he  had  engaged 
on  his  fide  the  indioatioiis  of  the  people,  who  compared  the  undi^ 
femUed  vices  of  thofe  Qnnnts,  with  the  Qiirit  of  wi£lom  and  julUce 
wluch  (eemed  tO'direft  the  general  tenor  of  the  adminifiration  of 
Conftantine  *. 

Hii  TkM.  Had  Conftantine  fallen  on  the  banks  of  the  Tyber,  or  even  in  the 
plains  of  Hadrianople,  fuch  is  the  charaQer  winch,  with  a  £ew 
exceptions,  he  might  have  tranfmitted  to  pofterity.  But  the  con- 
dufion  of  bis  reign  (according  to  the  moderate  and  indeed  tender 
fentence  of  a  writer  of  the  fame  age)  degraded  him  from  the  rank 
which  he  had  acquired  among  the  moft  deferving  of  the  Roman 
princes In  the  life  of  Augufius,  we  behold  the  tyrant  of  the

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rqmUic,  converted,  almoft  by  impeicepdbte  degrees,  into  file  &tlier  ^^^j^ 
of  his  country  and  of  human  kind.    In  that  of  Conftantine,  we  ^■^■v'^ 
may  contemplate  a  hero,  who  had  fo  long  infpircd  his  iubje£ts  with 
love,  and  his  enemies  with  terror,  degenerating  into  a  cruel  ^nd  dil^ 
folate  monarch,  corrupted  by  his  fortune,  or  rai&d  by  conquefl: 
above  the  neceflity  of  diilimulatiou*   The  general  pcice  which  he 
maintained  during  the  laft  fourteen  years  of  liis  reign,  was  a  period  A.D. 
of  apparent  fplendor  rather  tlian  of  real  profperity  ;  and  the  old  age 
of  Coaftantlnc  was  difgraced  by  the  oppofitc  yet  rcconcileable  vices 
of  rapacioufnefs  and  prodigaRty.    The  accumulated  trcalurcs  found 
in  the  palaces  of  Maxentius  and  Licinlus,  were  laviflily  confumed  y 
the  various  innovations  introduced  by  the  conqueror,  were  attended 
with  an  cncrcallng  cxpcncc  ;  the  coft  of  his  buildings,  his  court,  and 
hb  fellivals,  required  an  immediate  and  plentiful  fupply  ;  and  the 
opprefFion  of  ihc  people  was  the  only  fund  wliich  could  fupport  '  v 

the  magnificence  of  the  fovereign*.  His  unwortliy  favourites,  en- 
riched by  the  boundlefs  liberality  of  their  mailer,  ufurpcd  with 
impunity  die  privilege  of  rapine  and  corruption'.  A  Iccret  but 
onivaial  decay  was  fielt  in  fnry  part  of  the  public  adminiftratiom 
and  the  emperor  himfel^  though  he  fSSL  retained  the  obedience, 
gradually  h>ft  the  efteem,  of  his  fiibjeQs;  The  drefi  and  manners, 
wluch,  towards  the  dedine  of  life,  he  chofe  to  afied,  ferved  only  to 
degrade  him  in  die  eyes  of  numtind.  The  Afiatic  pomp,  which 
had  been  adopted  by  the  pride  of  IXodetian,  afliimed  an  air  of 
ibftnefi  and  e&minacy  in  the  perfon  of  Conftantihe..  He  is  repre- 
finted  widi  fidfe  hsdr  of'Tarious  colours,  l^xmoudy  arranged  by  the

lets,  and  a  varic^ted  flowing  robe  of  filk,  moft  curiouIl7  cmbroidaed 
with  flowers  of  gold.    In  fuch  apparel,  Scarcely  to  be  •excnfedbj 
die  youth  and  foUy  of  FJagiibalw,  we  are  at  a  left  to  diicover  die 
wiidoai  of  an  aged  monareh,  and  the  fimpUcity  of  a  Roman^eran^ 
A  mind  dius  reUaed  by  jfoifytaty  and  indulgence,  was  incapable 
of  rifing  to  diat  magnanimity  which  difilains  fu^dibn,  and  dares  to 
forgive.   The  deaths  of  Maximian  and  Lidnius  may  peihaps  he 
juftified  by  the  maxima  of  pdiey,  as  diey  are  taught  in  die  £:hoda 
.  of  tyrants  I  but  an  impartial  nartadTe  of  die  execudons,  vit  radier 
murders,  which  fuUied  the  decUning  age  of  Conftanttne,  will  fuggeft 
to  our  moft  candid  thoughts,  the  idea  of  a  prince,  who  could  lacrifice 
without  reludance  the  laws  of  juflke,  and  the fiselings  (^nature,  to 
«die  didates  either  <^  his  paffioos  or  <^  His  intereft. 
.13m  ftauly.      The  iame  fortune,  which  fo  intariably  followed  die  ftandard  <^ 
Conftantme,  feaoaed  to  iiscure  the  hopes  and  comforts  of  his  do- 
■meftic  life.   Thofe  among  his  predeoeflbxa  who  had  enjoyed  die 
longeft  and  moft  profperous  reigns,  Auguftus,  Trajan,  and  Diode- 
-tian,  had  been  difappointed  of  pofterity ;  and  the  frequent  revolu- 
dons  had  never  allowed  fufiicient  time  for  any  Imperial  family  to 
'grow  lip  ;incl  multiply  under  the  fhade  of  the  purple.    But  the 
royalty  of  the  Flavian  line,  which  had  been  firft  ennobled  by  the 
Gothic  Claudius,  defccnded  through  fevcral  generations;  and  Con- 
ftantinc  himlelf  derived  from  his  royal  father  the  hereditary  honours 
which  he  tranfmitted  to  his  children.    The  emperor  had  hecn  twice 
married.    Miaervina,  the  obfcurc  but  lawful  obje^  of  his  youthful

flttadmieiil^  liad  left  him  only  one  Ibn,  who  was  called  Cki^p«B»  By 
Faufta,  the  daughter  of  Maximian,  he  had  three  daughters,  and  three 
ions  known,  by  the  Idndred  names  of  Conftantine,  Conftandus,  Aod 
Gonftans.   The  unamlntioiis  brothers  of  the  great  Conftantine,  Ju- 
fius  Conftantius,  Dalmatius,.  and  Hannibalknus  *,  were  permitted  to  • 
enjoy  the  moft  honourable  rank,  and  the  moft  affluent  fortune,  that 
could  be  confiftent  with  a  private  ftation.   The  youngeft  of  die  three 
fived  without  a  name,  and  died  vnthout  pofterity.   His  two  elder 
brothers  obtained  in  marriage  the  daughters  of  wealthy  fenators, 
and  propagated  new  branches  of  the  Imperial  race.   Gafius  and 
Julian  afterwards  became  the  moft  illuftrious  of  the  children  of 
Julius  Conftantius,  the  PatrmoH*   The  two  fons  si  Balmatius, . 
who  had  been  decorated  with  the  vain  tide  of  Cenfor^ ,  were 
named  Dalmatius  and  Hannibaliamifc    The  two  fifters  of  the 
great  Conftantine^  Anaftafia  and  Eutropia,  were  beftowed  on  Op* 
latus  and  Nepodanus,  two  <enators  of  noble  bhrtfa  and  of  confnlar  * 
dignity.   His  third  fitter,  Ckmftantia,  was  ^^guiihed  by  her  pre- 
eminence of  greatneis  and  c£  mifery.    She  remained  the  widow 
<^  die  vanquifhed  Licinius  ;  and  it  was  by  her  entreades,  duit  an 
innocent  boy,  die  oflipring  of  then:  marriage,  preferved  for  (bme 
dme,  his  fife,  the  dde  of  Cadar,  and  a  precarious  hope  of  the  fuc- 
ceffibn..  Befides  die  females,  and  the  allies  of  the  Flavian  houfe,  ten 
or  twdve  males,  to  whom  the  language  of  modem  courts  would 
apply  the  tide  of  princes  o£  the  blood,  feemed,  according  to  the  - 
order  of  their  birth,  to  be  deffijued  dther  to  inherit  or  to  fupport  the 
dirone  of  Gooftantine.   But  in  lels  than  thirty  years,  this  numerous

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c^H^A^F.  and  eacreafmg  family  was  reduced  to  the  perfons  d  Confiantlos 
and  Julian,  who  alone  had  furvilred  a  ieries  of  crimes  and  calanuties* 
fuch  as  the  tragic  poets  have  dqplored  in  the  devoted  lines  of  Pelops 
and  of  Cadmus. 

Virtues  of  Gri^us,  the  ddeft  fon  of  .Ccmftantine,  and  the  prefumptive  heir 
of  die  empire,  is  reprefented  by  impartial  hiftorians  as  an  amiable 
and  acoompliihed  youth.  The  care  of  his  education,  or  at  leaft  of 
his  ftudies,  was  entrufied  to  Ladandus,  the  moft  eloquent  of  the 
Chidftians  ;  a  prseceptor  admirably  qualified  to  form  the  taflie,  and  to 
excite  the  virtues,  of  his  illuftrious  difeiple  *.  At  the  age  of  ieven- 
teen,  Grii^us  was  invefted  with  the  dtle  of  Cadar,  and  die  admini- 
ftradon  o£  the  Gallic  provinces,  where  the  inroads  of  the  Grermans 
^ve  him  an  early  occafion  of  iignalizing  his  nulitary  prowefi. 
In  the  ctvil  war  which  broke  out  foon  afterwards,  th^  father  and  fon 
divided  thdr  powers ;  and  this  hiftory  has  already  cdebrated  the 
valour  as  well  as  conduit  difplayed  by  the  latter,  ,  in  -forcing  the 
ftrd^^ts  of  the  HelleQxmt,  fo  obftinat^  defended  by  the  fiqierior 
£eet  of  Licinius.  This  naval  vidory  contributed  to  determine  the. 
event  of  the  war ;  and  the  names  of  Conftantlne  and  of  Crifpus 
were  united  in  the  joyful  acclamations  of  their  eaftern  fubje^: 
who  loudly  proclaimed,  that  the  world  had  been  fubdued,  and  was 
now  governed,  by  an  emperor  endowed  with  every  virtue  ;  and  by 
his  illuftrious  fon,  a  prince  beloved  of  heaven,  and  the  lively  image 
of  lus  father's  perfcdions.  The  public  £ivour,  which  feldom  ac- 
companies old-age,  diffufed  its  luftre  over  the  youth  of  Crifpus. 
He  defcrved  the  efteem,  and  he  engaged  the  affedions,  of  the  court, 
the  army,  and  the  people.  The  experienced  merit  of  a  reigning 
monarch  is  acknowledged  by  his  fubje^ts  with  rdudance,  and  fre^

This  dangerous  popularity  foon  excited  the  attention  of  Conftan-  Jealoufyof 
tine,  who,  both  as  a  father  and  as  a  king,  was  impatient  of  an  A?D!^a*5** 
equal.    Inftead  of  attempting  to  fecure  the  allegiance  of  his  fon,  by 
die  generous  ties  of  confidence  and  gratitude,  he  refolved  to  prevent 
the  mifchiefs  which  might  be  apprehended  from  dilTatisfied  ambition. 
Crifpus  foon  had  rcafon  to  complain,  that  while  his  infant  brother 
Conftantius  was  lent,  with  the  title  of  Ciefar,  to  reign  over  his  pe- 
culiar department  of  the  Gallic  provinces",  Jbe^  a  prince  of  mature 
years,  who  had  performed  fuch  recent  and  fignal  fervices,  inftead  of 
being  raifed  to  the  fuperior  rank  of  Auguftus,  was  confined  almoft 
a  prifoner  to  his  father's  court;  and  cxpofed,  without  power  or  de- 
fence, to  every  calumny  which  the  malice  of  his  enemies  could  fug- 
geft.    Under  fuch  painful  circumftanccs,  the  royal  youth  might  not 
always  be  able  to  compofe  his  behaviour,  or  fupprefs  his  difcontcnt ; 
and  we  may  be  afTured,  that  he  was  encompafled  by  a  train  of 
indifcreet    or    perfidious   followers,  who    afliduoufly  ftudicd  to 
inflame,  and  who  were   perhaps  inftruded  to  betray,  the  un- 
guarded warmth  of  his  refentment.    An  edi€t  of  Conllantine,  pub-  315* 
lifhed  about  this  time,  manlfcftly  indicates  his  real  or  affcded 
fufpicions,  that  a  fccret  conipiracy  had  been  formed  againft  his  pcr- 
fon  and  government.    By  all  the  allurements  of  honours  and  rewards, 
he  invites  informers  of  every  degree  to  accufe  without  exception  his 
magiftratcs  or  miniftcrs,  liis  friends  or  his  moft  intimate  favourites,

her  fim  NotwiUifianding  the  pofitiTe  teftimony  of  feveral  writers 
fof  the  Pagan  as  weH  as  of  the  Chrlftian  religion,  there  may  ftill  re- 
ibme  reafon  to  believe,  or  at  lead  to  fufpe£t,  that  Fauda  efcaped 
idie  blind  and  iiiQndous  cruelty  of  her  huiband.

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motives  of  the  emperor,  when  he  endangered  the  fafcty  both  of  hl3    ^j^j^  ^' 
family  and  of  his  people,  by  the  unneceflary  elevation  of  his  two  »  i  y  '  » 
nephews,  Dalmatius  and  Hannibalianiis.    The  fonncr  was  raifcd, 
by  the  title  of  Crtfar,  to  an  equality  with  his  confins.    In  favour  of 
the  latter,  Conftanthie  invented  the  new  and  flngular  appellation  of 
NobU'tJftmus     ;   to  which  he  annexed  the  flattering  dlftindliun  of  x 
robe  of  purple  and  gold.

The  ufe  of  fuch  a  title,  even  as  it  appears  under  the  reign  cf  Con- 
ftantine,  is  a  ftrange  and  uuconnedled  fa£V,  which  can  fcarccly  be 
admitted  on  the  joitit  authority  of  Imperial  medalt>  and  contempo- 
rary writers 

The  whole  empire  was  deeply  intcrefted  in  the  education  of  thefe  Their edu««^ 
five  youths,  tlic  acknowledged  fucceflbrs  of  Conftaniine.  Tlie  cxer- 
cifes  of  the  body  prepared  them  for  the  fatigues  of  war,  and  the 
duties  of  adive  life.  Thofe  who  occanonally  mention  the  education 
or  talents  of  Conilantiu!:,  allow  that  lie  ezcdled  in  tlie  gymnaftic  arts 
•f  leaping  and  running  ;  that  he  was  a  dextnmt  ardier,  a  fkilful 
koifenan,  and  a  mafter  of  all  the  ififtrent  weqKmt  u£id  in  the  fer-

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c  H  A  P.  itfoft  cdefarited  pirofi^on  of  the  Chriftian  fidth,  of  the  Giecian  phi- 
<     »     >  lofophy,  and  of  the  Roman  juri^midoKe,  were  invited  hy  die  fi- 
berality  of  the  emperor,  who  referred  for  himfdf  the  important  talk 
of  inftruding  the  royal  youths  io  the  fiience  of  goverament,  and  the 
knowledge  of  mankind.    But  the  genius  of  Conftantine  himfelf  had 
been  formed  by  adverfity  and  ejqperience.    In  the  free  intercourfe  of 
private  Ufe,  andamidil  the  dangers  of  the  court  o£  Gakrius,  he  had 
learned  to  command  his  own  pafTions,  to  encounter  thole  of  his 
equals,  and  to  depend  for  his  prefent  fafety  and  future  greatnefs  on 
the  prudence  and  firmnefs  of  his  perfonal  condudt.    Plis  deftined 
fiicoelfon  had  the  misfortune  of  being  born  and  educated  in  the  Inw 
penal  purple.     Inceflantly  furrounded  with  a  train  of  flatterers, 
they  pafTed  their  youth  in  the  enjoyment  of  luxury  and  the  expecta- 
tion of  a  throne ;  nor  would  the  dignity  of  their  rank  permit  them 
to  defcend  from  that  elevated  ftation  from  whence  the  various  cha- 
racters of  human  nature  appear  to  wear  a  fmooth  and  uniform  afpetfL 
The  indulgence  of  Conftantine  admitted  them,  at  a  very  tender  age, 
to  (hare  the  adminiftration  of  the  empire  ;  and  they  ftudied  the  art 
of  reigning  at  the  expence  of  the  people  entrufted  to  their  care.  The 
younger  Conftantine  was  appointed  to  hold  his  court  in  Gaul ;  and 
bis  brother  Conftantius  exchanged  that  department,  the  ancient  pa- 
trimony of  their  father,  for  the  more  opulent,  but  lels  martial,  coun- 
tries of  the  EaiL    Italy,  the  Weftern  Illyricum,  and  Africa,  were 
accuftomcd  to  revere  Conftans,  the  third  of  his  fons,  as  the  reprc- 
fcntative  of  the  great  Conftantine.    He  fixed  Dalmatius  on  the 
Gotiiic  frontier,  to  which  he  annexed  the  government  of  Thrace, 
Macedonia,  and  Greece.    The  city  of  Caslkrea  was  chofen  for  the 
refidence  of  Hannibalianus ;  and  the  provinces  of  Pontus,  Cappa- 
docia,  and  the  Lefler  Armenia,  were  defigned  to  form  the  extent  of 
his  new  kingdom.    For  each  of  thefe  princes  a  fuitable  eftabliih- 
ment  was  provided.    A  juft  proportion  of  guards,  of  legions,  and 
of  auxiliaries,  was  allotted  for  their  relpe^ve  dignity  and  defence. 
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Hie  nuniflfen  and  gencnls,  wlio  wen  pttced  about  tfaek  perfont,  ^* 
were  fuofi  as  Gonftantiiie  covM  tnift  to  affift,  and  even  to  control,  ■» 
AeTe  youdiib]  Ibvocigiis  in  the  excfdle  of  dwir  delegated  power* 
Ab  diey  advanced  in  yean  and  experience,  die  limits  of  thdr  audio- 
ffily  were  infcnfibly  enlarged :  Init  die  emperor  sdways  referved  for 
idmielf  the  dde  of  Auguftus;  and  while  he  fliewed  the  Ctefart  to 
the  armies  and  provinces,  lie  maintained  every  part  of  die  empire  in 
equal  obedience  to  Its  fuineme  head  **.   The  tranqidllity  of  die  laft 
foarteen  ytan  of  his  reign  was  fearcdy  inteinqpted  by  the  con- 
InnpdUe  infimeOkm  of  a  camd-driver  in  the  ifland  of  Cyprus 
or  by  the>adive  part  winch  the  policy  of  Conftandne  engaged  lum 
to  aflume  in  the  wars  of  the  Godis  and  Sarmadans.

the  wounds  which  diey  infiidled,  is  alone  fufficient  to  prove  the  moft 
lavage  manners ;  fmce  a  people  impreifed  with  a  fenfe  of  humanity 
would  have  abhorred  fo  cruel  a  pradice,  and  a  nation  fkilled  in  the 
arts  of  war  would  have  difdained  fo  impotent  a  refource  When- 
ever thefe  Barbarians  iflucd  from  their  deferts  in  queft  of  prey,  their 
Aaggy  beards,  uncombed  locks,  the  furs  with  which  they  were 
covered  £rom  head  to  foot^  and  their  Herce  countenances,  which 
fecmcd  to  exprefs  the  innate  cruelty  of  thdr  minds,  inl|>ired  the  more 
ci^lized  provindals  of  Rome  vrith  horror  and  dilmay.

Ifthis  pathetic,  but  fiunetimes  unmanly  lamentations**,  he  defcribes 
in  the  moft  livdy  colours,  the  diels  and  manners,  the  arms  and 
inroads  of  the  Getse  and  Sarmatians,  who  were  aflbciated  fiw  the 
pwpofes  of  deftrudion ;  and  fiom  die  accountt  of  hiftory,  there  is  ■ 
fomereaibn  to  believe  that  thefe  Sarmatians  were  the  Jazygae,  one  of 
the  moft  numerous  and  warlike  tribes  of  the  nation.    The  allium-  ■ 
ments  of  plenty  engaged  them  to  feek  a  permanent  eftabliihment  on 
the  frontiers  of  the  empire.    Soon  after  the  reign  of  Auguftus,  they 
obliged  the  Dacians,  who  fubftfted  by  fifhing  on  the  banks  of  the  ■ 
river  Teyfs  or  Tibifcus,  to  retire  into  the  hilly  country,  and  to  aban- 
don to  the  viflorious  Sarmatians  the  fertile  plains  of  the  Upper 
Hungary,  which  are  bounded  by  the  courfe  of  the  Danube  and  the 
iemi-circular  inclofure  of  the  Carpathian  mountains  **,    In  this 
advanta^ous  potition,  they  watched  or  fuijpended  the  moment  of - 
attack,  as  they  were  provoked  by  injuries  or  appeafed  by  preients ; 
they  gradually  acquired  the  (kill  of  uling  more  dangerous  wea- 
pons; and  although  the  Sarmatians  did  not  illuftratc  their  name  by 
any  memorable  exploits,  they  occafionally  ailifted  their  eaftern  and

^XVUI.^'  ^^'^^'"'^  neighbours,  the  Goths  and  the  Germans,  with  a  fcnnidabre 
body  of  cavalry.  They  lived  under  tlie  irregular  arillocracy  of  their 
chieftains  ;  but  after  tliey  had  received  into  their  bofom  the  fugi- 
tive Vandals,  \vho  yielded  to  the  preflure  of  the  Gothic  power, 
they  feem  to  have  chofen  a  king  from  that  nation,  and  from  the 
iUuIhrious  race  of  the  Aftmgi,  who  had  fonnoriy  dwelt  on  the 
Ihores  of  the  Northern  ocean  *\ 

Tbu  motive  of  enmity  muft  have  inflamed  the  fubjeds  of  con- 
te&tiony  which  perpetually  arife  on  the  confines  of  warlike  and  inde- 
pendent natidns.  The  Vandal  princes  were  Simulated  by  fear  and 
revenge,  the  Gothic  kings  afpired  to  extend  their  dominion  firom  the 
Euxinc  to  the  frontiers  of  Germany  ;  and  the  waters  of  the  Maros, 
a  fmall  river  which  falls  into  the  Teyfs,  were  ilained  with  the  blood 
of  the  contending  Barbarians.  After  ibme  experience  of  the  fupe- 
nor  Hrength  and  numbers  of  their  adver(aries,  the  Sarmatians 
implored  the  protection  of  the  Roman  Monarch,  who  beheld  with 
plcafurc  the  difcord  of  tlie  nations,  but  who  was  juftly  alarmed  by 
the  progrels  of  the  Gothic  arms.  As  foon  as  Conftantine  had 
declared  hiuifelf  in  favour  of  the  vxakcr  party,  the  hauglity  Araric, 
king  of  the  Goihs,  inflead  of  expelling  tlie  attack  of  the  Ler^ions, 
holJly  pafled  the  Danube,  and  Iprcad  terror  and  dcvaftatlon  through 
the  province  of  Mrcfia.  To  oppoie  the  inroad  of  this  deflroving 
hoft,  the  aged  emperor  took  the  ileld  in  pcrfon  ;  but  on  this  occalion 
cither  his  condud  or  his  fortune  betrayed  the  glory  which  he  had 
acquired  in  fo  many  foreign  and  domcilic  wars.    He  had  the  morti-

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fication  of  feeing  his  troops  fly  before  aii  inconfidcrable  detachment  C^I^^  P. 
of  the  Barbarians,  who  purfued  them  to  the  edge  of  their  IbrtiBed  "l,  -  j-  j* 
camp,  and  obliged  him  to  confuh  his  fafcty  by  a  precipitate  and 
ignomialous  retreat.    The  event  of  a  fecond  and  more  fucceftfui 
adion  retrieved  the  honour  of  the  Roman  name ;  and  the  powers 
of  art  and  difcipline  prevaiied,  after  an  obftinate  conteft,  over  the 
efforts  of  irregular  valour.    The  broken  army  of  the  Goths  aban- 
doned the  field  of  battle,  the  wafted  province,  and  the  paifage  of  the 
Danube:  and  although  the  ddeft  of  the  fons  of  Conftantine  was 
permitted  to  iiipply  the  place  of  his  father,  the  merit  of  the  vi^ory,  A.  p.  ]}s^ 
which  diffiifed  unlverfal  joy;  WM  aibdbed  to  the  au^padotis  oounieU  ^^^'^ 
ef  the  emperor  himfelf. 

He  contributed,  at  leaft,  to  improve  this  advantage,  by  his  nego- 
clations  with  tlie  free  and  warlike  people  of  Cherfonefus  **,  whofo 
capital,  fituate  on  the  welleru  coaft  of  the  Tauric  or  Crimxan  pe- 
ninfula,  ftill  retained  ibme  veliigca  of  a  Grecian  colony,  and  was 
governed  by  a  pcrpeiuai  niaglftrate,  aflifted  by  a  council  of  fenators, 
cmpliatically  ftyled  the  l  athers  of  the  City,  I'iie  Chcrfonites  were 
animated  againil  the  Goths,  by  the  memory  of  the  wurs  which,  in 
the  preceding  century,  they  had  niaiutaincd  with  unequal  forcesJ 
againfl  the  invaders  ct  their  country.  They  were  coiuiceled  with 
the  Romans  by  the  mutual  benefits  of  commerce;  as  they  were  fup- 
plied  from  the  provinces  of  Afia  with  corn  and  manufadlurcs,  which 
tliey  purchaled  with  t!ieir  only  ]  roduilions,  fait,  wax,  and  hides.

C  H  A  P.  eondud  of  didr  magiftrtte  Diogenes,  a  confidenble  army,  of  wluch 
V  -M"  the  prindpal  ftreogdi  ccofifted  in  crofi^bowB  and  military  chariots* 
The  fyeoAj  maxch  and  intrepid  attack  of  die  Cherfonites,  by  divert- 
ii^  the  attention  of  die  Godis,  affifted  die  operations  of  die  Impe- 
rial generals.  The  Goths,  vanquiHied  on  every  fide^  were  driven 
into  the  mountains,  where,  in  the  courie  c£  a  fevere  campaign, 
above  an  hundred  diouiand  were  computed  to  have  peri(hed  by  cold 
and  hunger.  Peace  was  at  length  granted  to  their  humble  fupplica* 
tions;  the  eldeft  fon  of  Araric  was  accepted  as  the  moK^  valuaUe 
hoftage;  and  Conflantine  endeavoured  to  convince  tlieir  chiefs,  by  a 
liberal  diftribution  of  honours  and  rewards,  how  far  the*  fiieodihip 
of  the  Romans  was  preferable  to  their  enmity.  In  the  eiqNneffiont 
his  gratitude  towards  the  faithful  Cherfonites,  the  emperor  was 
ftiU  more  magnificent.  The  pride  of  the  nation  was  gratified  by  the 
Splendid  and  aJmoft  royal  decorations  beftowed  on  their  ma^ilrate 
and  his  fucceflbiis.  A  perpetual  exemption  from  all  duties  was  flipu- 
lated  for  their  veflels  which  traded  to  the  ports  of  the  Black  Sea.  A 
regujar  fubfidy  was  promifed,  of  iron,  com,  oil,  and  of  every  fupply 
which  could  be  ufefiil  either  in  peace  or  war.  But  it  was  thou^ 
that  the  Sarmatiana  vrere  fufiidently  rewarded  by  their  deliverance 
£rom  impending  ruin  ;  and  the  emperor,  perhaps  with  too  ttn&  an 
oeconomy,  deducted  fome  part  of  the  estpences  of  the  vrar  from 
the  cuftmnary  gratifications  which  were  allowed  to  that  turbulent 
nation* 

EtfMoo  ti  Exafperated  by  this  apparent  negled,  the  Sarmatians  foon  forgot, 
t!!mf,*Ti*b.  with  the  levity  of  Barbarians,  the  ferviccs  which  they  had  fo  lately 
received,  and  the  dangers  which  ftill  threatened  their  fafety.  Their 
inroads  on  the  Territory  of  the  empire  provoked  the  indignation  of 
Conftantlnc  to  leave  them  to  their  fate ;  and  he  no  longer  oppofcd 
the  ambition  of  Geberic,  a  raiowned  warrior,  who  had  recently 
afcendcd  the  Gothic  throne.    Wifumar,  the  Vandal  king,  whiift 

alone 
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atone  tad  unaiBAed,  he  defended  hit  domSniosu  with  uodanmcd  C 
coun^  WM  vanqmfhed  and  flain  in  a  decifive  hattle  wfaidi  fwept 
Mmf  the  flovrer  of  the  Samatian  yoath.  The  lemainder  of  the 
natiao  embraced  the  defperate  ei^edient  of  amiag  their  flaves^.  a 
hardj  race  of  hunters  and  herdfinen,  by  whole  tiunnltnary  aid  they 
RTenged  their  de&at,  and  expelled  the  invader  firom  their  confines. 
But  they  ibon  diftovered  that  th^  lud  exchanged  a  fiiccq;n  for  a 
domeftic  enemy,  more  dangeroos  and  more  impf>cab1e«  Enraged 
by  didr  former  (ervkude,  dated  by  thdr  fveient  glory,  die  flsTea^ 
.under  the-  name  of  Limi^tes^  daimed  and  ufurped  the  pofleffion  of 
the  county  which  Acy  had  fired.  Thdr  maften,.  wttUe*  to  with* 
ftand  the  ungoveraed^  fury  of  die.  populace^  preferced-the  hardfliipa 
of  exile^  to  die  tyranny  of  their  fervants.  Some  <^  die  fuptire 
Ssrmatians  foliated  a  left  ignominious  dependence,  under  the  hoftile 
ftsndarji  of  the  Goths.  A  more  numerous  band  retired  brfond  the 
Caipadiian  mountains,  among  the  Qusdl,  thdr  German  aUics,  and 
were  eafUy  admitted'  to  ihare  a  fupexfluous  wafte  of  unculdvated 
land.  But  die  fiir  greater  part  of  the  diftrefled  nation  turned  thdr 
eyes  towards  die  fimitfiil  provinces  of  Rome.  Imploring  die  protec- 
tion and  fiMrgiveods  of  the  emperor,  diey  fidemnly  promiled,  as 
futge^  in  peace,  and  as  foWera  in  war,  die  moft  inviobUe  fidelity 
to  the  empire  which  ihould  gracioully  lecdve  diem  into  its  bofom» 
Accofding  to  the  maxhns  adopted  by  Prdbus  and  his  fucceflbrs,.  the 
aStm  of  diis  Barbarian  colony  were  eagerly  accepted;  and  a  comjpe* 
tent  pordon  of  lands  in  the  provinces  of  Pannonia,  Thrace,  Mace^ 
doma,  and'  Italy,  were  immediately  a/Tigned  for  the  habitadon  and* 
fubfiftence  of  three,  hundred  tbouiand  Sarmadans

had  been  permitted  to  cdebrate.    Conftantiue  furvived  that  fo- 
lemn  feftivai  about  ten  months ;  and,  at  the  mature  age  of  fixty*- 
ftur,  after  «  ihort  iUnefi,  he  ended  his  memorable  life  at  die 
A.  D.  ii7,   palace  of  Aquyrion,  in  the  fiiburbs      Nicomedia,  whither  he 
had  retired  for  the  benefit  of  the  au-,  and  ^>nth  the  hope  of 
recruiting  his  ediai^ed  ftrength  by  the  ufe  of  the  warm  baths. 
The  exceflive  demoiiftrations  of  grief,  or  at  leaft  of  mourning, 
fuxpaH^  whatever  had  been  pradtiTed  on  any  former  oecafion. 
Notwithftanding  the  chums  of  the  ienate  and  people  of  ancient 
Rome,  the  corpTe  of  the  deceafed  emperor,  according  to  his  laft 
requeft,  was  tnuifported  to  the  city,  which  was  defHned  to  preierve 
the  name  and  memory  of  its  founder.    The  body  of  Gonftantine, 
adorned  with  the  vain  iymbols  of  greatneis,  the  purple  and  dia- 
dem, was  depofited  on  a  golden  bed  in  one  of  the  apartments  of  the 
palace,  which  for  that  purpofe  had  been  ^lendidly  iumiflted  and

the  army,  and  the  houfeholdr  approaching  the  perioQ  of  their  fove- 
reign  \vith  bended  knees  and  a  compofed  countenance,  offered  their 
reQ>e^ul  homage  as  ferioufly  as  if  he  had  been  Aill  alive.  From  aaor 
tlves  of  policy,  this  theatrical  reprefentation  was  for  ibme  time  con- 
tinued; nor  could  flattery  negleft  the  opportunity  of  remarking  that 
Conflantine  alone,  by  the  pectdiar  indulgence  of  heaven,  had  reigiied 
after  his  death 

But  this  reign  could  fubfift  only  in  empty  pageantry;  and  it  was  FadUonsof 
/bon  difcovered  that  the  will  of  the  moft  abfolute  monarch  is  fcldom  ' 
f>£><jyed,  when  his  fubjeds  have  no  longer  any  thing  to  hope  from 
Mmm.-^  favour,  or  to  dread  from  his  refentment.    The  (ame  minifters

Dahnatias,  whowasmi&ediddi  his  collateral  rdadons  by  the  ties  of 
finendfliip  and  intereft^  is  allowed  to  have  inherited  a  confiderablc 
Ihare  of  die  abifities  of  die  great  Cbnftantine:  but,  on  this  oceafion^ 
he  doea  not  appear  to  have  concerted  any  meafures  for  iiipporting,.

derived  from  the  liberality  of  their  uncle.  Aflonifhed  and  over- 
whelmed by  the  tide  of  popular  fury,  they  feem  to  have  remained 
Vfithout  the  power  of  flight  or  of  refiftance,  in  the  hands  of  their 
implacable  enemies.  Their  fate  was  fufpetided  tiH  the  arrival  of 
Condantius,  the  feccmd**,  and  perhaps  the  moft  fiivoured,  of  the- 
fons  of  Conftantine. 

Maflaocof  The  voice  of  the  dying  emperor  had  recommended  the  care  of  his-

was  left  to  fuftain  the  weight  of  the  Perfian  war*   At  the  deceafe  of 
Conftantine»  the  throne  of  the  eaft  was  filled  by  Sapor,  fon  of  Hor- 
mouz,  or  Hwrnifdas,  and  grandfon  of  Narles,  who,  after  thevidory 
of  Galerius,  had  hiunUy  confefled  the  fuperiority  of  the  Roman 
power*    Although  Sapor  was  in  the  thirtieth  year  of  his  long  ft%n,. 
he  was  (till  in  the  vigour  of  youth,  as  the  date  of  his  aoceflion,  by  » 
.  Tery  ftrange  fiitality,  had  preceded  that  of  his  birth*   The  wife  <^ 
Honnouz  remsuned  pr^;nant  at  the  time  of  her  hu(band*s  death 
and  the  tmcertainty  of  the  fex,  as  wdt  as  of  the  event,  excited  the 
ambitxotts  lu^ies  of  the  princes  of  the  houle  of  Saflan.   The  iq^pre- 
henfions  of  dvil  war  were  at  length  removed,  by  the  pofitive  afliir- 
anoe  of  the  Mag^  diat  the  widow  of  Hormouz  had  conceived,  and 
would  ia&ly  produce,  a  fon.

1  the  people,  and  by  the  extraordinary  dusadon  of  hU  mgo,  we  muft 

admire,  not  only  the  fortune,  but  the  geiuaMS  of  Siqpor.    In  the  £o& 
^eq|(ieftered  education  of  a  Perfian  haram,  the  wyal  youth  could 
difcover  the  importance  of  exercifing  the  vigour  of  hia  mind  and 
body ;  and,  by  his  perfonal  merit,  deCerved  a  throne,  on  which 
;he  had  been  featecl,  while  he  was  yet  unconfcious  of  the  duties  and 
temptations  of  abfolute  power.    His  minority  was  expofed  to  the 
■^moft  inevitable  calamities  of  domcftic  dlTcord  j   his  capital  was 
furprifed  and  plundered  by  Thair,  a  powerful  king  of  Yemen,  or 
Arabia  ;  and  the  majefty  of  the  royal  family  was  degraded  by  the 
captivitv  of  a  princefs,  the  fiftcr  of  the  deccafed  king.    But  as  foon 
as  Sapor  attained  the  age  of  manhood,  the  prefumptuous  Thair,  his 
.nation,  and  his  country,  fell  beneath  the  firft  efibrt  of  the  younj^ 
warrior  ;  who  ufcd  his  victory  with  fo  judicious  a  mixture  of  rigour 
and  clemency,  that  he  obtained  from  the  fears  and  gratitude  of  the^ 
Arabs,  the  title  of  Dboulacnafy  or  protcdtor  of  the  nation 
Stare  of  Me-      "^^^  ambition  of  the  Pcrfian,  to  whom  his  enemies  afcribe  the 
amT'itopc     '^^''^^^^      ^  foldier  and  a  ftatcfman,  was  animated  by  the  dcfne  of 
Bu.  revenging  the  difgrace  of  his  fathers,  ;uid  of  wrefting  from  the  hands 

of  tlie  Romans  the  five  provinces  beyond  the  Tigris.  The  military 
fame  of  Confiantine,  and  the  real  or  apparent  ftrength  of  his  go- 
vernment, fuf}  ended  the  attack  ;  and  while  the  hoftile  conduct  dt 
iSapor  provoked  the  reicntracnt,  his  artful  ne^oeiations  amufcd  the 
patience  of  the  Imperial  court.  Tlie  death  of  Conftantine  was  the 
fignal  of  war"',  and  the  adlual  condition  of  the  Syrian  and  Arme- 
nian frontier,  fcemed  to  encourage  the  Perliuns  by  the  profpedt  of  a

traopa  of  the  eaft,  lAio  were     longer  retrained  by  their  habits  of 
obedience  to  a  veieitn  commander.   By  the  prudence  of  Conftan* 
tliia»  whot  from  the  interview  with  hia  brothers  in  Pannonia,  imme^ 
diately  haftened  to  the  biinks  of  die  Euphrates,  the  legions  were 
gmduaUy  reftoced  to  a  fenie  of  duty  and  diTcii^ine ;  but  the  leafon  of 
anarchy  had  permitted  Sapor  to  form  the  ficge  of  Nifibis,  and'  to 
occupy  fevcral  of  the  moft  imprntant  fortrefles  of  Mefopotamn**:  In 
Armenia,  tfatf  renowned  Tiridates  had  long  enjoyed  the  peace  and 
ghvy  which  he  delenred  by  his  Taloor  and  6deKty  to  die  caule  of 
Rome.   The  firm  alliance  whi^  he  maintained  with  Conftantine, 
was  piodttdive  of  ^nritual  as  well  as  of  temporal  benefits:  by  th^ 
converfionof  Tiridates^  the  charader  of  aiiunt  was  applied  to  that  of 
A  hero,  die  Oiriftian  fiudi  was  preached  and  cftaUifhed  from  di* 
Euphrates  to  the  fliores  d  the  Cafpian,  and  Armema  was  attached  t6 
die  enqnre  by  the  double  ties  of  policy  and  of  religioik   But  as 
many  of  the  Armenian  nobles  ftiU  refilled  to  abandon  the  plurality  of 
didr  gods  and  of  dieir  wires,  the  public  tnmqnfllity  was  diilmiied 
by  a  difcontented  &dion,  which  inliilted  die  feeble  age  of  thdr  fo- 
▼ereign,  and  impatiendy  expeded  the  hour  of  hb  deadu   He  died 
At  length  after  a  rrign  of  iifiy-fix  years,  and  die  fortune  of  the  A.  D.  54s. 
Armenian  monarchy  expired  with  Tiridates.   His  kwful  heir  was 
driren  into  exile^tfae  Chriftian  priefls  were  either  murdered  or  ex- 
pelled from  thdr  churches,  the  barbarous  tribes  of  Albania  were  Ibli- 
cited  to  deicend  from  their  mountains ;  and  two  of  Ae  moft  powerful 
gDvemors,  ufurping  the  enfigns  as  die  powers  of  rv^alty,  implored  the 
afliftance  of  &por,  and  opened  the  gates  of  didr  cities  to  die  Perfian 
ganifbns.   The.ChiifUan  party,  under  the  guidance  of  the  archfailhop

After  the  trottbles  had  conti- 
nued about  three  Tears,  Andochus,  one  of  the  offioera  of  the.  houle- 
hold,  executed  with  fucceTs  the  Imperial  commiffioa  <^  reftoring 
Chofroes,  the  fon  of  Uridates,.  to  the  throne  of  hb  fitthers,  of 
diAribudng  honours  and  rewardi  among  the  fiuthfiil  fervants  of  die 
houie  of  Arfacet,  and  of  proclaiming  a  general  amnefty,  which  was 
accq>ted  by  the  greater  part  of  the  rebellious  Satraps.  But  the  Romans 
derived  more  honour  than  advantage  from  this  revolution.  Chofroes 
was  a  prince  of  apunyftaturc,  and  a  pufiilunimous  fpirit.  Unequal 
to  the  fatigues  of  war,  averfe  to  the  fociety  of  mankind,  he  withdrew 
from  his  capital  to  a  retired  palace,  which  he  built  on  the  banks  of 
the  river  Eleutherus,  and  in  the  centre  of  a  fhady  gi  ovej  where  he 
confumed  his  vacant  hours  in  the  rural  fports  of  hunting  and  hawk- 
ing. To  fccurc  this  inglorious  eafe,  he  fubmitted  to  the  conditions 
of  peace  which  Sapor  condefcended  to  impofc ;  the  payment  of  an 
annual  tribute,  and  the  reftitution  of  the  fertile  province  of  Atropatene, 
which  the  courage  of  Tiridates,  and  the  vidorious  arms  of  Galerius, 
had  annexed  to  the  Armenian  monarchy  ". 
ThePer^  During  the  long  period  of  the  reign  of  Conftantius,  the  provinces 
337—360.*  of  the  caft  were  afBided  by  the  calamities  of  the  Pcrfian  war.  The 
irregular  incurfions  of  the  light  troops  alternately  fpread  terror  and 
devaftation  beyond  the  Tigris,  and  beyond  the  Euphrates,  from  the 
gates  of  Ctefiphon  to  thole  of  Antioch  ;  and  this  adive  fervice  was 
performed  by  the  Arabs  of  the  dcfert,  who  were  divided  in  their 
intereft  and  alfedions  ;  fome  of  their  independent  chiefs  being 
enliftcd  in  the  party  of  Sapor,  whilft  others  had  engaged  their  doubt-

of  Rome  and  Perfia  encooniered  each  other  in  nine  Woody  fields,  ... 
two  of  which  Gonftantiiu  himfelf  commanded  in  perfon  ^.  The  Battleof  Sih- 
event  of  the  day  was  moft  commonly  adverfe  to  the  Romans,  but  in  a.  d,  348. 
the  bttde  of  Singan,  thdr  unprudent  valour  had  ahnoft  atchieved  a 
iignalanddecifiveviaory;  The  ftationarjr  troops  of  Singara  retired 
on  the  approach  of  Sapor^  who  pafled  the  Tigris  over  three  bridges, 
•nd  occupied  near  the  1^  of  HSMi  an  advantageous  camp, 
which,  by  the  labour  of  hit  numerous  fnoneers,  he  furrounded  in 
one  day  with  a  deep  ditch,  and  a  lofty  rampait.  His  formidable 
hoft,  when  it  was  dnwn  out  in  order  of  battle,  covered  the  banks  of 
the  river,  the  adjacent  heights,  and  the  whole  extent  of  a  plain  of 
above  twelve  miles,  which  feparated  the  two  armies.  Both  were  alike 
impatient  to  engage  j  but  the  BariMrians,  after  a  flight  refiftance,  fled 
in  difixder;  unable  to  lefift,  or  delirous  to  weary,  the  ftrcngth  of  the 
heavy  legions,  who,  fiuntmg  with  heat  and  thirft,  purfued  them 
aciols  the  plam,  and  cut  in  pieces  a  line  of  cavalry,  clothed  in 
complete  armour,  which  had  been  pofted  before  the  gates  of  the 
camp  to  ptotea  their  retreat  Conftantius,  who  was  hurried  along 
in  the  purfuit,  attempted,  without  eflfed,  to  reftrain  the  ardour  of  his

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troopty  hy  reprefenting  to  them  the  dangers  of  the  appnnching  nighty 
and  the  certaioty  of  completiiig  their  fucceft  with  the  return  of  day. 
As  they  depended  much  more  on  their  own  valour,  than  on  the  expe- 
rience or  the  alnlitiet  of  thdr  etuef,  diey  filenced  hj  their  damoun 
his  timid  remonftrances ;  and  rufliing  with  fiiry  to  the  chatge,  filled 
up  the  ditdi,  InrolQe  down  die  rampart^  and  difperfed  themielves 
through  the  tents*  to  recruit  thdr  exhaufted  ftrength,  and  to  enjoy  tbe 
rich  harveft  of  their  labours.   But  the  prudent  Sapor  had  watdied 
the  moment  of  vldory.   His  army,  of  which  the  greater  part,  ie- 
curcly  pofted  on  the  heights,  had  been  ipedators  of  the  adion, 
.  advanced  in  (ilence,  and  under  the  (hadow  of  the  night ;  and  his 
.  Perfian  archers,  guided  by  the  illumination  of  the  camp,  poured  a 
fhower  of  arrows  on  a  diiarmed  and  licentious  crowd.   The  Hnce- 
rity  of  hiftcny*'  declares,  that  the  Romans  were  vanquiihed  with  a 
dreadful  flaughter,  and  that  the  flying  remnant  of  the  legions  was 
expofed  to  the  moft  intolerable  hardfhips.    Even  the  tendemefs  of 
panegyric,  confefling  that  the  glory  of  the  emper(Mr  was  fidlied 
the  diibbedience  of  his  lbbfiers»  duifes  to  draw  a  veil  over  the  dr- 
.  cumftances  of  this  meland&oly  retreat.  Yet  one  of  thofe  venal  ora- 
tors, fo  jealous  of  the  fame  of  Conftantius,  relates  with  amazing 
coohiefs,  an  ad  of  fiich  incredible  cruelty,  as,  in  the  judgment  cf 
pofterity,  taaSt  imprint  a  far  deeper  fbin  on  the  honour  of  the  Im- 
poial  name.   The  fon  of  Sapor,  the  heur  of  lus  crown,  had  been 
made  a  captive  in  the  Perfian  camp.   The  unhappy  youth,  who 
might  have  excited  the  compaffion  of  the  moA  Divage  enemy,  was 
fcourged,  tortured,  and  pubficly  executed  by  the  inhuman  Ko^ 
mans**.

of  his  valour  and  ooodud,  be  could  not  hope  to  lucceed  in  the  .^e-  fifau. 
ctttion  c£  his  deligns,  while  the  fortified  towns  of  Mefopotamia,  and 
above  all,  the  ftrong  and  antient  city  of  Nifibis,  remained  in  the 
pofleflion  of  the  Romans.   In  the  (pace  of  twelve  years,  Nifibis, 
which,  finoe  the  time  of  LucuUus,  had  been  defervedty  efteemed  the 
bulwark  of  the  eaft,  fuftained  three'  memorable  fieges  againft  the  A.  D.  331. 
power  of  Sapor ;  and  the  difqipointed  monarch,  after  urging  hb  ^ 
attacks  above  fixty,  eighty,  and  an  hundred  days,  was  dirice .  re- 
puUed  with  lofs  and  ignominy This  large  and  populous  city 
was  fituate  about  two  days  journey  firom  the  Tigris,  in  the  midft 
of  a  plealant  and  fertile  pUun  at  the  fisot  of  mount  Mafius.  A 
treble  indofure  of  brick  walls  was  defended  by  a  deep  ditch   ;  and 
tile  intre|nd  rdiflance  of  CSount  Ludlianus,  and  his  garrilbn,  was 
feccmded  by  the  defperate  coun^  of  die  people.  The  dtizens  of 
Nifibb  were  animated  by  the  exhortadons  of  thdr  bifliop  ^\  inured  to 
arms  by  die  .prefence  of  danger,  and  convinced  of  the  intendons 
of  Sapor  to  plant  a  Ferfian  colony  in  their  room,  and  to  lead  them 
away  into  diftant  and  barbarous  captivity.    The  event  of  the  two 
former  fieges  elated  their  confidence  $  and  exafperated  the  haughty 
ipirit  of  the  Great  King,  who  advanced  a  third  time  towards  Nifibis,

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vm  ^  ^  the  united  forces  of  Perfia  and  India.  The  ocdinar7 
w  ■»  machioeB,  invented  to  batter  or  undermine  the  waBa,  were  rendered 
inefiedhia!  by  the  i'uperior  ikill  <^  the  Romans ;  and  many  days  had 
▼unly  elapfed,  when  Sapor  emlHraced  a  refolution  worthy  of  an 
eailem  monarch,  who  believed  that  the  dements  diemfelves  were 
iubjed  to  his  power.  At  the  ftated,feafon  of  the  mehing  c£  the 
fiiows  in  Armenia,  the  river  Mygdonius,  which  divides  the  plain 
and  die  dty  of  Nifibis,  forms,  like  the  NUe",  an  inundation  over 
the  adjacent  country;  By  die  labour -of  die  Perliaus,  the  courfe  of 
iht  river  was  ^qiped  bdow  the  town,  and  the  waters  were  con> 
fined  on  every  fide  by  folid  moundsof  earth.  On  this  ardfidallake, 
a  fleet  of  armed  veflfels,  filled  with  ibidiers,  and  with  engines  which 
difchaiged  ftones  of  five  hundred  pounds  wdght,advanced  In  order  of 
battle,  and  engaged,  almoft  upon  a  levd^the  troops  which  defended 
the  ramparts.  The  tnefi(UbIe  fixce  of  the  waters  was  altematdy 
fatsi  to  the  contending  parties,  till  at  length  a  portion  of  the  walls, 
unable  to  fuftdn  the  accumulated  prefliare,  gave  way  at  once^  and 
expaied  an  ample  breach  o£  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  The  Perfians 
were  inftandy  driven  to  the  afiault,  and  the  fiite  of  Nifibb  depended 
on  the  event  of  the  day..  The  heavynumed  cavalry,,  who  led  the 
van  of  a  deep  cdumi^  were  embanafled  in  the  mud,  and  great 
numbers  were  drowned  in  the  unfeen  holes  whicb  had  been  filled  by 
die  Tufhing  waters.  The  elephants,  made  fiirious  by  dieir  wounds,, 
encreafed  the  diforder,  and  trampled  dowa  thoufimds  of  the  Perfiaa 
archers.  The  Great  King,  who  from  an^exahed  dinme  bdidd  the 
misfortunes  of  his  arms,,  founded,  with  relu6bmt  indignadbn,  die 
fignal  of  the  retreat,,  and  fulpaided  fear  fbme  hours  the  profecutioni

the  night ;  and  the  return  of  day  difcovercd  a  new  wall  of  fix  feet  ^ 
in  height,  rifing  every  moment  to  HI!  up  the  interval  of  the  breach. 
Notwithftanding  the  difappointment  of  his  hopes,  and  the  lofs  of 
more  than  twenty  thoufand  men,  Sapor  ftil!  prcfTed  the  redudion  of 
Nifibis  with  an  obftinate  firmnels,  which  could  have  yielded  only  to 
the  neceflity  of  defending  the  eaftern  provinces  of  Pcrlia  againft  a 
formidable  invafioa  of  the  MafT.igct:!: Alarmed  by  this  intelli- 
gence, he  haflily  relinquifhed  the  fiegc,  and  marched  with  rapid 
diligence  from  the  banks  of  the  Tigris  to  thofe  of  the  Oxus.  The 
danger  and  diflicultics  of  the  Scythian  war  engaged  him  foon  after- 
wards to  conclude,  or  at  Icaft  to  obferve,  a  truce  with  the  Roman 
emperor,  which  was  cciualiy  grateful  to  both  princes  ;  as  Conftantius 
himfelf,  after  the  deaths  of  his  two  brothers,  was  involved,  by  the 
rcvolutioub  of  the  wcfl,  in  a  civil  conteft,  which  required  and  fccmcd 
to  exceed  the  moft  vigorous  exertion  of  his  undivided  ftrcngth.

that  they  were  incap.ible  of  contenting  themlelves  with  the  domi-  March, 
nions  which  they  were  unfiuulificd  to  govern.  The  cldcft  of  thofe 
princes  foon  comp<lained,  that  he  was  defrauded  of  his  juft  propor- 
tion of  the  fpoils  of  their  murdered  kinfmen  ;  and  though  lie  might 
yield  to  the  fupcrior  guilt  and  merit  of  Conftantius,  he  exaded 
from  Conftans  the  ceihon  of  the  African  provinces,  as  an  equivalent 
for  the  rich  countries  of  Macedonia  and  Greece,  which  his  brother 
had  acquired  by  the  death  of  Dalmatius.  The  want  of  fincerirj', 
which  Conllantine  experienced  in  a  tedious  and  Iruitlefs  negoeiation, 
exalperated  the  derceneifi  of  his  temper  j  and  he  eagerly  liilened  to

w^i^w  his  intereft,  was  conoenied  in  the  profecution  of  the  quarrel  At 

the  head  of  a  tumultuary  band,  fuited  for  rapine  rather  than  for 

conqueft,  he  iuddenly  broke  into  the  dominions  of  Gonftans,  by  die 

way  ci  the  Julian  Alps,  and  the  country  round  Aqtdlda  felt  the  firft 

efieds  of  his  refentment.   The  meafures  of  Gonftans,  who  then  re- 

Aded  in  Dada,  were  direOed  with  more  prudence  and  ability.  On 

the  news  of  his  brodaer^s  invafion,  he  detached  a  fdeft  and  dildplined 

body  of  his  lUynan  troops,  proponng  to  follow  them  in  perfbn  with 

the  remainder  of  Ids  forces.    But  the  condud  of  his  lieutenants  foon 

terminated  the  unnatural  conteft.    By  the  artful  appearances  of 

flight,  Conftantine  was  betrayed  into  an  ambufcade,  which  had  been 

concealed  in  a  wood,  where  the  rafli  youth,  with  a  few  attendant^ 

was  furprifed,  furrounded,  and  (lain.    His  body,  after  it  had  been 

found  in  the  cibfcure  ftream  of  the  Alia,  obtained  the  honours  of  an 

Impeiial  iispulchrc  ;  but  his  provinces  transferred  their  allegiance  tO 

the  fionquefor,  who,  refilling  to  admit  his  elder  brother  Conftantius 

to  any  {hare  in  thefe  new  acquifitions,  maintained  the  uqdifputed 

pofleffion  of  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  Roman  empire". 

The  fate  of  Conftans  himfelf  was  delayed  about  ten  years  loi^eTi 

and  the  revenge  of  his  brother's  death  was  referA-cd  for  the  more 

ignoble  hand  of  a  domeflic  traitor-    The  pernicious  tendency  of 

the  fyllem  introduced  by  Conftantine,  was  difplayed  in  the  feeble 

adminiflration  of  his  fons ;  who,  by  their  vices  and  weaknefs,  foon 

loft  the  efteem  and  afl'cdions  of  their  people.    Tlie  pride  aftiimcd 

by  Conftans,  from  the  unmerited  fuccefs  of  his  arms,  was  rendered 

more  contemptible  by  liis  want  of  abilities  and  application.  His 

fond  }iartiality  towards  fome  German  captives,  diftlnguifhcd  only  by

Magnendus,  an  ambitious  fiildier,  ynho  was  himfelf  of  Baibariaa  ex*  ■  '_f 
tiaftion,  waa  eocottraged  by  the  public  diicontent  to  afleit  the  honour 
of  the  Roman  name'*.  The  dio&n  bands  of  Jorians  and  Hercib- 
lians,  iwho  acknowledged  Magnentius  as  their  leader,  maintained  the 
ffloft  refpedable  and  important  ftadon  in  the  Imperial  camp.  The 
fiiendflkip  of  MarcdlUnus,  count  of  the  iacred  laigefles,  fiipplied 
with  a  liberal  hand  the  means  of  iedu£ti<m.  The  ic^iers  were 
convinced  by  the  moft  fpedous  aipmients,  that  the  republic  fum- 
moned  them  to  break  the  bonds  of  hereditary  (ervitude ;  and,  by  the  - 
duMce  of  an  adive  and  vigUant  prince,  to  reward  the  iame  ▼irtuea 
whidi  had  raiifed  the  anoeftors  of  the  degenerate  Ccmftans  from  a 
private  ccmdition  to  the  throne  of  the  world.  As  foon  as  the  coiw 
^racy  was  ripe  for  executicm,  Marcellinus,  under  the  pretence  of 
celebrating  his  fon*8  birth-day,  gave  a  fplendid  entertainment  to  the 
ilh^rimu  and  bauouroMe  perfons  of  the  court  of  Gaul,  which  dien 
refided  in  the  city  of  Autun.  The  intemperance  of  the  feaft  was- 
tttfully  protrafted  till  a  very  late  hour  of  the  night ;  and  the  un- 
fuQieding  guefts  were  tempted  to  indulge  themfelves  in  a  dangerous 
and  giuhy  fireedom  of  converiation.  On  a  fudden  the  doors  were 
thrown  open,  and  M^entius,  who  had  retired  for  a  few^  moments, 
returned  into  the  apartment,  invefted  with  the  diadem  and  purple. 
The  confpiratars  infbntly  fainted  him  with  the  titles  of  Auguftus  and 
Emperor.   The  furprife,  the  terror,  the  intoxication,  die  ambitious

'  K  '  them  to  join  their  voices  to  the  general  acclamation.  The  guards 
haftened  to  take  the  oath  of  fidelity ;  the  gates  of  the  town  were 
ihut ;  and  before  the  dawn  of  day,  Magnentius  became  mafter  of  the 
troops  and  treafure  of  the  palace  and  city  of  Autun.  By  his  fe- 
crecy  and  diligence  he  entertained  fome  hopes  of  furprifing  the 
perfon  of  Conftans,  who  was  purfuing  in  the  adjacent  foreft  his  fa- 
vourite amufemcnt  of  hunting,  or  perhaps  fome  pleafures  of  a  more 
private  and  criminal  nature.  The  rapid  progreli  of  fame  allowed 
him,  however,  an  inftant  for  flight,  though  the  dcfcrtion  of  his  I'ol- 
dicrs  and  fubje»fts  deprived  him  of  the  power  ot  rciiiiancc.  Before 
he  could  reach  a  fea-port  in  Spain,  where  he  intended  to  embark, 
he  was  overtaken  near  Helena  at  the  foot  of  the  Pyrenees,  by  a 
party  of  light  cavalry,  whole  chief,  regardlcfs  of  tlie  fandlity  of  a 
temple,  executed  his  commilliou  by  the  murder  of  the  fon  of  Con7

The  martial  countries  of  Illyricum,  from  tlic  Danube  to  the  extre- 
mity of  Greece,  had  long  obeyed  the  government  of  Vetranio,  an 
Aged  general,  beloved  for  the  fimpUcity  of  his  manners,  and  who  had

Attached  by  habit,  by  duty,  and  by  gratitude,  to  the  houfe  of  Coa-  iwi 

ftantine,  he  immediately  gave  the  ftrongeft  afluranccs  to  the  only 
furviving  fon  of  his  late  mailer,  that  he  would  expofe,  with  unfliakeQ 

fidelity,  his  pcrfon  and  his  troops,  to  inflidt  a  juft  revenge  on  the 
tnxton  of  Gaul.  But  the  legions  of  Vetranio  were  feduced,  rather 
than  proToked,  by  the  example  of  rebellion ;  their  leader  foon  be- 
trayed a  want  of  firmnefa,  or  a  want  of  fmcerity  ;  and  his  ambition 

derived  a  fpecious  pretence  from  the  approbation  of  the  princeft 
G>nftantina.  That  cruel  and  afpiring  woman,  who  had  obtained 
from  the  great  Conftantine  licr  father  the  rank  of  Augttjla^  placed  the 
diadem  with  her  own  hands  on  the  head  of  the  Illyrian  general;  and 
feemed  to  cxpcdt  from  his  viclor)',  the  accomplifhment  of  thofe  un- 
bounded hopes,  of  which  llie  had  been  difappointed  liy  the  death  of 
her  hufband  Haiuiibalianus.  Perhaps  it  was  without  the  confent  of 
Conftantina,  that  the  new  emperor  formed  a  nccellary,  though  dilho- 
nourable,  alliance  with  the  ulurper  of  the  weft,  whofe  puiple  was  ib 
recently  ftalned  with  her  brother's  blood'*. 

The  iiUcHigence  of  thefc  important  events,  which  fo  deeply  affedted  ConSantiiu 
the  honour  and  fafety  of  the  Imperial  houfe,  recalled  the  arms  of  Con-  t^tT** 
ftantius  from  the  inglorious  profecution  of  the  Perlian  war.     He  ^-^'SSO' 
recommended  the  care  of  the  eaft  to  his  lieutenants,  and  afterwards 
to  his  coufin  Gallus,  whom  he  raifed  from  a  prifon  to  a  throne;  and 
marched  towards  Europe,  with  a  mind  agitated  by  the  conflift  of 
hope  and  fear,  of  grief  and  indignation.    On  his  arrival  at  Heraclca 
in  Tluracc,  the  emperor  gave  audience  to  the  ambalTadors  of  Mag-

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C^H  A^P.  iientius  and  Vctrlirao.  The  firft  ai^or  of  the  confpiracv,  Marcd- 
Unus,  vrho  in  forae  meifure  had  beftowed  the  purple  on  his  new 
maftcr,  boldly  accepted  this  dangcrtms  commiilion  ;  and  his  three 
colleagues  were  fele£bed  from  tlie  illuftrious  perfonages  of  the  ftate 
ftnd  army.  Thefe  deputies  were  inftnafted  to  foothe  the  rdent- 
inent,  atid  to  alarm  the  fears,  of  Conftantitu.  They  were  empowered 
to  offer  him  the  friendfhip  and  alliance  of  the  weftem  prince*,  to 
cement  their  union  by  a  double  marriage  ;  of  Conlbiatius  with  the 
daughter  of  Maguentius,  and  of  Magnentius  hiiniclf  with  the  ambi> 
lious  Conftantina ;  and  to  acknowledge  in  the  treaty  the  pre-eminence 
of  rank,  which  might  juftly  be  claimed  by  the  emperor  of  the  eaft. 
Should  pride  and  miftakea  piety  ur^  him  to  refiife  thcfe  equitable 
conditions,  the  ambafl'adors  were  ordered  to  expatiate  on  the  inevi- 
table ruin  which  muft  attend  his  ralhnefs,  if  he  ventured  to  provoke 
the  fovcrcigns  of  the  weft  to  exert  their  fuperior  ftrength ;  and  to 
employ  againft  him  that  valour,  thofe  abilities,  and  tliofc  legions,  to 
which  the  houfe  of  Confkantine  had  been  indebted  for  fo  many 
triumphs.  Such  propofitions  and  fuch  argumeutB  appeared  to  de- 
ferv'c  tlie  moft  ferious  attention  ;  the  anfwcr  of  Conftantius  was 
deferred  till  ihe  next  day }  and  as  he  had  rcflcded  on  the  importance 
of  juftifying  a  oMI  wMr  la  the  opifidoa  of  tbe  people,  he  thus  addreP> 
icd  Ua  council,  who  lifiaied  wnthical  or  ft^ded  cfedaUty.  **  Laft

Such  was  die  Qandiift,  and  fuch  perhaps  was  the  duty,  of  the  Depofcj  Ve- 
Wadier  of  CoafitM  tomnds  tlis  peifidioM  nfurper  of  GauL  The  T'o'iso* 
fitnadM  and  diandcr«fVedraoioadiBdtted  of  milder  meafiirec;  and  ^*^'S^ 
tbe  poikf  of  the  eafiern  enperor  tn*  direded  to  difunite  his  anta-* 
gontfts,  aad  to  feparate  the  forces  of  IHyncum  from  the  caufe  of 
lebelUon.  It  was  an  eafy  taik  to  deeeive  the  frankne(s  and  nmplicity 
Off  Vetranio,  who,  fluctuating  fome  time  between  the  oppofite  views 
of  honour  and  intereft,  difplayed  to  the  world  the  infincerity  of  his 
temper,  and  was  infenfibly  engaged  in  the  fnares  of  an  artful  nego- 
ciation.  Conftantius  acknowledged  him  as  a  legitimate  and  equal 
colleague  in  the  empire,  on  condition  that  he  would  renounce  his 
difgraccful  alUance  with  Magnentius,  and  appoint  a  place  of  Inter- 
view on  the  frontiers  of  their  refpedive  province*;  where  they  might 
pledge  their  friendHtip  by  mutual  vowt  of  fidelity,  and  regulate  by 
conient  the  ftmire  openulons  <^  tfie  civil  war.  In  oonie^ 
^ieaeet)f  this  agreement,  Vetranio  advanecd  to  the  city  of  Sardica^,

 I  were  commanded  to  ailcmblc  in  a  large  plain  near  the  city.    In  the 

centre,  according  to  the  rules  ol  ancient  difcipline,  a  military  tii- 
bupoil,  or  rather  fcaftbld,  was  crefted,  from  whence  the  emperors 
were  accuftomcd,  on  folemn  and  important. occafions,  to  harangue 
the  troops.    The  well-ordered  ranks  of  Romans  and  Barbarians, 
w  ith  drawn  fwords,  or  with  eroded  fpears,  the  fquadroiit  of  cavalry, 
and  the  cohorts  of  infantry,  diftinguifhed  by  the  rmieHj  of  their 
arms  and  enfigns,  formed  an  immenlb  axdn  rouiid  the  tribunal; 
and  the  attentive  liknce  which  they  prcferved  was  fometimes  inter- 
nipted  by  loud  boffls  of  clamour  or  of  applaufe.   In  the  prcfcnce  of 
this  formidable  aflembly,  the  two  emperors  were  called  upon,  to  es- 
phun  the  lltuation  of  public  affipis:  the  precedency  of  rank  VraSi 
yielded  to  the  royal  birth  of  Conftantius ;  and  though  he  was  indif- 
ferently mUed  in  .the  arts  .Df  rhetoric,  he  acqiutted  himfel^  under 
diefe  dKffieult  drcnmftances,  widi  fimmds,  dexterity,  and  doquenoe* 
Hie  firft  part  of  Us  otatkii  leaned  to  be  pointed  only  againft  the 
tyrant  of  GfojX ;  *  but  -while  he  tragically  lamented  the  cruel  murder 
of  Cooftans,  he  infinuated,  that  none,  except  a  brother^  could  daioL 
a  xig^  to  the  fuoceffion  of  bis  brotber.   He  difplayed,  with  feme 
^omj^acency,  the  glories  of  lus  Imperial  race;  and  recalled  to  die 
memory  of  the  troops,  the  valour,  the  triumphs,  the  liberality  of 
the  great  Cnnftantine,  to  whole  fons  they  had  engaged  their  al- 
legumce  by  an  oatJi  of  fideU^,  which  ibe  iiqpratitude  of  his  mxA 
^voured  fervants  had  tempted  them  to  violate.   The  officers,  who 
Ibnounded  the  tribunal,  and  were  inftruded  to  aft  thrir  parts  in 
dus  eictraordinary  Icene,  confined  the  irrefifiible  power  of  reafim 
and  eloquence,  by  iaiuting  the  emperor  Conftantius  as  thrir  lawful

fe^on  of  his  fellowen,  in.  anxious  and  filent  fiiTpence.  Inftead  of 
cnibracing  die  laft  refuge  of  generous  despair,  he  tamely  fubmittedi 
to  hia  fiue  \  and  takmg  the  diadem  from  his  head;  in  the  view  of* 
•  both  armies^  fell  pioftrate  at  the  feet  of  his  conqueran  Ck»nfiantiu8 
ufed  his  vi^ry  with  prudence  and  modqration ;  and  raifing  firom 
the  ground  .  the  aged  fuppliant,  whom  he  affe^^ed  to  ftyle  by  the 
endearing  name  of  Fadier,  he  gave  him  his  hand  to  deicend  from 
the  throne*  Tlie  city  of  Prulk  was  affigned  for  the  exile  or  retire- 
ment of  die  abdicated  monarchy  wha  liired  fix  years  in  the  enjoys 
ment  of  eale  and  affluence.

The  fiBrtUepiimi*' of  die  Lower  AmiuMua, 
between  the  Drave»  the  Save,  and  tlie  Danube,  prefinited  a  ^^out 
theatre  j  and  the  operations  of  the  ci^  war  were  pratiaAed  daring 
the  fummer  montba  by  the  ikUl  or  timidity  of  ^  oambatants 
Gonftamtus  had  declared  his  intentioa  of  deciding  tlie  quanrel  ia  the 
fields  of  Cibalis,  a  name  tiiat  would  aninaie  Ids  troops  by  the  le* 
membrance  of  the  vidory  whidi,  on  the  fitme  avi^icious  ground^ 
had  been  obtained  by  the  awns  of  Ids  father  Cowftsntine.  Yet,  by 
the  impregnable  fortifications  wiA  which  die  enyeror  cnoonqNdKd 
his  camp,  he  appeared  to  decline,  rather  than  lo  invite,  a  geneni 
engagement.  It  was  the  objed  of  Magneittias  10  tempt  or  to  com- 
pel his  advcrfar)^  to  rdinqutih  this  adTanfageoos  portion;  and  ha 
employed,  with  that  view,  the  various  marches,  evolutions,  and 
ftratagems,  wiuch  the  knowiedge  of  the  art  of  war  could  fuggeft  to 
aa  eiqierienocd  <dker.

light;  while  thdr  left,  either  from  die  nature  of  thdr  dii|)ofition,  or 
from  the  fuperiority  of  thdr  cavalry,  extended  he  beyond  the  right 
flank  of  Magnendus      The  troops  on  both  iides  remuned  under 
arms  in  anxious  e3q>e£kation  during  the  greateft  part  of  the  morn- 
ing ;  and  the  fon  of  Conftantine,  after  animating  his  foldiers  by  an 
eloquent  fpeech,  redred  into  a  diurch  at  iinne  diftance  firom  the  fidd 
of  batde,  and  committed  to  his  generals  the  conduct  of  tins  dedfive 
day  *\   They  deferved  his  confidence  hy  the  valour  and  miUtaiy 
ikill  which  diey  exerted.   They  wifely  began  die  a£don  upon  the 
left  J  and  advancing  their  whole  wing  of  cavalry  in  an  oblique  line^ 
diey  fuddenly  wheeled  It  on  the  right  flank  of  die  enemy,  which  was 
unprepared  to  refift  die  impetuolity  of  their  charge.   But  the  Ro- 
mans of  the  Weft  foon  rallied,  by  the  habits  of  difdpline  $  and  the 
Bariiarians  of  Germany  fupported  the  renown  of  thdr  nadonal 
bravery.

the  Gallic  legions.  As  foon  a,s  the  legions  gave  way,  the  lighter  and  *  w  '  ^ 
more  active  lijuadrons  of  the  fccond  line  rode  fword  in  hand  into, the  • 
intervals,  and  completed  the  diforder.  In  the  mean  while,  the  huge 
bodies  ui  the  Geruians  were  cxpofed  almoft  naked  to  the  dexterity  of 
the  oriental  archers ;  and  whole  troops  of  thofe  barbarians  were  urged 
by  anguifh  and  del  pair  to  precipitate  tlicmfelves  into  the  broad  and 
rapid  ftreatn  of  the  Drave".  Tlie  niunber  of  the  ilain  was  computed 
at  fifty-foin-  thoufand  men,  and  the  llaughter  of  the  conquerors  was 
more  confiderable  than  that  of  tlie  vanquiihed  ;  a  clrcumflance 
which  proves  the  obftinacy  of  the  contcfV,  and  juftifics  the  ohlcrva- 
tion  of  an  ancient  writer,  that  the  forces  of  the  empire  were  con- 
sumed in  the  fatal  battle  of  Murfa,  by  the  lofs  of  a  veteran  army, 
fufficient  to  ilefend  the  frontiers,  or  to  add  new  triumphs  to 
the  glor)'  of  Rome  *'.  Notwiihiiinding  the  invedlivcs  of  a  fervilc 
orator,  there  is  not  the  leaft  reafon  to  believe  that  tlie  tyrant  deferted 
his  own  flandard  in  the  beginning  of  the  engagement.  He  feems 
to  have  difplayed  the  virtues  of  a  general  and  of  a  foldier  till  the  day 
was  irrecoverably  loft,  and  his  camp  in  the  polTeflion  of  the  enemy. 
Magncntius  then  confulted  his  fafety,  and  throwing  away  the  Im- 
perial ornaments,  efcaped  with  fome  difficulty  from  the  puriuit  of

Conqueft  of      The  apptoach  of  winter  fupplied  the  indolence  of  Conflantius  with 
iti*.  35«.    fyeciam  reafons  for  deferring  the  profecution  of  the  war  till  the  enfuing 
^ng.    Magnentius  had  fixed  his  refidence  in  the  city  of  Aquileia, 
tnd  (hewed  a  fceming  refolution  to  difpute  the  pafllige  of  the  mountains 
and  morafles  which  fortified  the  confines  of  the  Venetian  province. 
The  furprifal  of  a  caftle  in  the  Alps  by  the  fecret  march  of  the  Im- 
periatifts,  could  fcarcely  have  determined  him  to  relinquifh  the  pof- 
feflion  of  Italy,  if  the  inclinations  of  the  people  had  fupported  the 
caufe  of  their  tyrant  **.    But  the  memory  of  the  cruelties  excrcifed 
by  hU  minifters,  after  the  unfucccfsful  revolt  of  Nepotian,  had  left 
a  deep  impreihon  of  horror  and  relcntment  on  the  minds  of  the  Ro- 
maiU.    That  rafli  youth,  the  Ion  of  the  princefs  Eutropia,  and  the 
nephew  of  Conflantine,  had  ken  with  indignation  the  fccptre  of  the 
Weft  uluiyed  by  a  perfidious  barbarian.    Arming  a  delpcrate  troop 
of  flaves  and  gladiators,  he  overpowered  the  feeble  guard  of  the  do- 
meftic  tranquillity  of  Rome,  received  the  homage  of  the  fenate,  and 
afluming  the  title  of  Auguftus,  prccarioufly  reigned  during  a  tumult 
of  twenty-ciglu  days.    'Ilie  march  of  fome  regular  forces  put  an  end 
to  his  ambitioas  hopes  :  the  reheUion  was  cxtinguiihcd  in  the  blood 
of  Nepotian,  of  his  mother  Eutropia,  and  of  his  adherents ;  and  the 
profcription  was  extended  to  all  who  had  contradcd  a  fatal  aUiance 
with  the  name  and  family  of  Conllantine       But  as  foon  as  Con-

Dalmada,  a  band  of  noble  enle*,  wbo  had  Tcntured  to  ct^uip  a  fleet  -j*; 
in  fonie  harbour  of  the  Hadriadc,  fiwght  proled^n  and  revenge  in 
his  vidoriotts  camp.  B7  tbdr  fecret  intelligence  with  their  country- 
men, Rome  and  the  Italian  cities  were  jietfiiaded  to  dffpiay  the 
banners  of  Cooftantius  on  thdr  wills.  The  grateful  vAdrans,  en- 
riched by  the  liberality  of  the  father,  figoalized  their  gratitude  and 
loyalty  to  the  fon.  The  cavalry,  the  legions,  and  the  aujdliaries  of 
Italy,  renewed  thdr  oath  oi  allegiance  to  Conftanttus;  and  the 
ufuiper,  alarmed  by  die  general  defertion,  was  compelled,  with  the 
remains  of  his  fiiithful  troopS,  to  retire  beyond  the  Alps  into  the 
provinces  of  GauL  The  detachments,  however,  which  were  or- 
dered either  to  i»els  or  to  intercept  the  flight  of  Magnentius,  con- 
duced them&lves  with  die  ufiial  imprudence  of  fuocefs;  and  al- 
lowed him,  in  the]duns  of  Pavia,  an  (^iportunity  of  turmng  on  his 
purfiiers,  and  of  gratif^nuig  his  defpair  by  the  carnage  of  a  uftleft 

The  pride  of  Magnentius  was  reduced,  by  rqieated  misfi>rtunes,  laft  dereat 
to  fue,  and  to  fue  in  vain,  fior  peace.   He  iirft  di^atched  a  fenator,  Mltend^ 


in  whofis  abilities  he  confided,  and  afterwards  feveral  bilhops,  whofe  A^^^^o' 
holy  charafler  might  obtain  a  more  favourable' audience,  with  the 
offer  of  refigning  the  purple,  and  the  promife  of  devoting  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life  to  the  iiervioe  of  the  emperor.  But  GonftanUus, 
though  he  granted  fair  terms  of  pardon  and  recmiciliation  to  all  who 
abandoned  die  ftmdard  of  rdidtion  **,  avowed  lus  inflexible  refolu-

An  ImperUd  fleet  acquired  the  eafy  pofleflion  of  Afirica 
and  Spain,  confirmed  die  wayering  &ith  of  die  Moocifh  nations,, 
and  landed  a  confiderable  force,  which  pafled  the  I^nrenees,  and 
advanced  towards  Lyons,  the  laft  and  ikta^  ftadcm  of  Magnendus 
The  temper  of  the  tyrant,  which  was  never  ihdined  to  clemency, 
was  urged  by  diftvefi  to  exercife  every  ad  of  oppreffion  which  could 
extort  an  immediate  fupply  £rom  the  cides  of  Gaul  **.  Their  pa- 
tience was  at  lengdi  exhaufted;  and  Treves,  the  (eat  of  Plvtorian 
govenunent,  gave  the  fignal  of  revolt,  by  fliutdng  her  gates  i^nft 
Decentios,  who  had  been  railed  by  his  brother  to  the  rank  dther  of 
Caebr  or  of  Augdhis".  From  Treves,  Decendus  was  obliged  to 
retire  to  Sens,,  where  he  was  £ooa  ftmoonddl  by  an-  army  of  Gec^ 
mana,  m^iom  the  pernicious  arts  of  Conftantius  had  introduced' into 
dw'  dyil  diffimfions  of  Rome  In  the  mean  time,  the  Impenat 
troops  £asced  the  paflages  of  the  Cotdan  Alps,,  and  in  the  bloody 
combat  of  Mount  Sefeucus  irrevocably  fixed  the  title  of  Rebels  on- 
the  party  of  Magnendus  He  was  unable  to  bring  another  amy 
into  the  field ;  the  fidelity  d  his  guards  was  corrupted ;  and  when- 
he  appeared  in  public  to  animate  them  by  his  exfaottationa^  he  wa»i

(lantius !"  The  tyrant,  who  perceived  that  they  were  preparing  v_  .—  / 
to  deferv'e  pardon  and  rewards  by  the  facrifice  of  the  moft  obnoxious 
criminal,  prevented  their  defip;n  by  falling  on  his  fword  "  ;  a  death 
more  eafy  and  more  honourable  than  he  could  hope  to  obtain  from 
the  hands  of  an  eaemy,  whofe  revenge  would  have  been  coloured  with 
the  fpecious  pretence  of  juftice  and  fraternal  piety.  The  example 
of  filicide  was  imitated  by  Decentius,  who  flrangled  himfelf  on  the 
news  of  his  brother's  death.  The  author  of  the  confpiracv,  Mar- 
cellinus,  had  long  fince  dilappeared  in  the  battle  of  Murfa  '\  and  the 
pubHc  tfanquillity  was  con&med  by  the  execution  of  the  furviving 
leaden  of  a  guilty  and  unfucceisful  &aion.  A  fcvcre  inquifition 
was  extended  over  all  who,  either  from  choke- or -from  compulHon, 
had  been  uivohred  m  the  caufe  of  rebdiiom  PruI^  fumamed  Catena 
from  his  iiipeiior  fldll  in  die  judidal  exerdie  of  tyranny,  was  fent  to 
explore  the  latent  remains  of  the  confpiracy  in  the  remote  province  of 
ftitadn.  The  honeft  indignation  exprefled  by  Martin,  vice-przfe£t 
of  die  ilhmd^  was  interpreted  as  an  e^dence  of  hu  own  guilt ;  and 
the  governor  was  urged  to  the  neeeffity  of  turning  againft  Us  bxeafr 
die  Iword  widi  which  fie  had  been  provoked  to  wound  die  Imperial 
ounifter.  The  moft  Shnocentfubje^of  the  Weft  were  eaqpoledrto 
exile  and  confiication,.  to  deadt  and  tdrture;  and  as  the  timid' are 
always  cruel,  the  mind  of  Ctinftandiis  was  inacceffible  to  mercy  •

clicrifhcd  l)y  the  pride  of  Diocletian,  reduced  to  an  humble  iUtion 
by  the  prudence  of  Conilantinc they  multiplied  in  the  palaces  of 
his  degenerate  fens,  and  infenfibly  acquired  the  knowledge,  and  at 
length  the  diredion,  of  the  fecrct  councils  of  Conftantlus.  The 
averfion  and  contempt  which  mankind  has  fo  uniformly  entertained 
for  that  imperfed  fpecies,  appears  to  have  degraded  their  charader, 
and  to  have  rendered  them  almoft  as  incapable  as  they  were  fuppo- 
fed  to  be,  of  conceiving  any  generous  fcntiment,  or  of  performing 
any  worthy  adion'.  But  the  eunuclis  were  (killed  in  the  arts  of 
flattery  and  intrigue;  and  they  alternately  governed  the  mind  of 
Condantius  by  his  fears,  his  indolence,  and  his  vanity*.  Whilft  he 
viewed  in  a  deceitful  mirror  the  fair  appearance  of  public  profperity, 
he  fupincly  perniitted  them  to  intercept  the  complaints  of  the  injured

be  of  a  liddy  conftitution,  they  obtained  with  the  left  difficuhy  a 
precarious  and  dependent  fife,  from  the  afieded  pity  of  Gonfiandus, 
who  was  fcnfible  that' the  execudon  of  thefe  hdplefs  orphans  would 
have  been  eftcemed,  by  aH  mankind,  «n  ad  of  the  moft  deliberate 
cruelty".

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Gselarca.  The  treatment  wliidi  they  experienced  during  a  fix  yean  ^  !J,^ 
confinement,  was  partly  fiich  as  diey  could  hope  firom  a  careful  guar-  ^if^* 
dian,  and  partly  fiich  as  they  might  dread  from  a  fu^icious  tyrant". 
Their  prifon  was  an  ancient  palace,  the  refidence  of  the  Idngs  of 
Cappadoda;  the  fituation  was  plealant,  the  buildinf^s  (lately,  the  in- 
dofure  ^ndous.  They  purfued  their  ftudies,  and  pradifed  their 
exerciies  under  the  tuition  of  themoft  Ikiliul  mafiers ;  and  the  nume'* 
rous  houfehold  aj^inted  to  attend,  or  rather  to  guard,  the  nephews 
of  Gonftantine,  was  not  unworthy  of  the  dignity  of  their  birth. 
But  they  could  not  difguife  to  themfelves  that  they  were  deprived  of 
fortune,  of  fivedom,  and  of  fiifety ;  (ecluded  from  the  fbcicty  of  all 
whom  they  could  trufl:  or  efteem,  and  condemned  to  pafs  their  me- 
lancholy hours  in  the  company  of  fiaves,  devc^ed  to  die  commandc 
of  a  tyrant,  who  had  already  injured  them  beyond  the  hope  of  re- 
conciliaiion.  At  length,  however,  the  eniergencies  of  the  ftate 
compelled  the  emperor,  or  rather  his  eunuchs,  to  inyeft  Cal- 
lus, in  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  his  age,  with  the  title  of  Ca-far,  Galluided*.

executions;  and  was  fometimes  diigutfed  by  the  abuie  of  law,  and  <  »  '  * 
the  forms  of  judicial  proceedings.  Hie  private  houfes  of  Antioch^ 
and  the  places  of  public  refort,  were  befieged  by  fpies  and  informers; 
and  the  Caefar  himfelf,  concealed  in  a  plebeian  halnt,  very  fi«quently 
condefcended  to  aflfume  that  odious  character.  Every  apartment  of 
the  palace  was  adorned  with  tlie  inftruments  of  death  and  torture, 
and  a  general  conftemadon  was  difHifed  through  the  capital  of  Syria. 
The  Prince  of  the  Eaft,  as  if  he  had  been  conicious  how  much  he 
had  to  fear,  and  how  little  he  deferved  to  rdgn,  ieleded  for  the 
objefis  of  his  reientment,  the  provincials  accufed  of  Tome  ima^aiy 
trcafon,  and  his  own  courtiers,  whom  with  more  rcaibn  he  fuipeded 
of  inceniing,  by  their  fecret  conre^poodence,  the  rimid  and  fufpidous 
mind  of  Conftantius.  But  he  forgot  that  he  was  deprivmg  himielf 
of  his  only  fupport,  the  affedion  of  the  people;  whilft  he  fumiihed 
malice  of  ^s  enemies  with  the  arms  of  truth,  and  afforded  ibt 
emperor  the  latreft  pretence  of  exading  the  forfeit  of  his  purple,  and 
ofhislifo". 

As  long  as  the  dvil  war  fui^pended  die  £ite  of  riie  Roman  world,  M.ifTacre  or 
Conftandus  dil&mbled  lus  knowledge  c£  the  weak  and  crud  admioi- 
yZration  to  which  hb  choice  had  fulgeaed  the  Eaft ;  and  the  difcoveiy  ^  ^' 
4>f  ibme  aflaflins»  iecretly  diijuitched  to  Antioch  by  the  tyrant  of 
^A-ul,  was  employed  to  convince  die  puUic,  diat  the  empennr  and 
r/ae   Czfar  were  united  by  the  iame  interdl,  and  purfued  by  die  fame 
^x^enies  **.    But  when  the  vidory  was  decided  in  £ivonr  of  Con-

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ftantius,  lus  dependent  colleague  became  left  v&£ij1  and  left  fonnid-' 
able.  Eveiy  drcamftance  of  his  condud  was  ieverely  and  fu^[»- 
ciooflj  examined,  and  it  was  privately  refolved,  other  to  deprive 
Galliu  of  the  purple,  or  at  leaft  to  remove  him  from  the  indolent 
luxury  of  Afia  to  the  hardfliips  and  dangers  of  a  German  war.  The 
death  of  Theoj^us,  confular  <^  the  province  of  Syria,  who  in  a 
time  of  fcarcity  had  been  maflacred  by  the  people  of  Antioch,  with 
the  connivance,  and  almoft  at  the  inltigation,  of  Callus,  was  juftly 
leiented,  not  only  as  an  a£i:  of  wanton*  cruelty,  but  as  a  dangerous  in* 
fult  on  die  fupreme  majefty  of  Conftantius.  Two  miniflers  c£ 
illuftriqus  rank,  Domitian,  the  Oriental  praefed,  and  Montius,  quzftor 
of  the  palace,  were  empowered  by  a  ipecial  commiffion  to  "rifit  and 
refbnn  the  ftate  of  the  Eaft.  They  were  inftrudted  to  behave  towards 
Callus  with  moderation  and  reaped,  and,  by  the  gentleft  arts  of  per- 
fusion, to  engage  him  to  comply  with  the  invitation  of  his  brother 
and  colleague.  The  raflmeft  of  the  praefeA  diiappointed  xhdk 
prudent  meafures,  and  haftened  his  own  ruin,  as  well  as  that  of 
his  enemy.  On  lus  arrival  at  Antioch,  Domitian  pafled  difdainfiilly 
before  the  g^tes  of  the  palace,  and  alleging  a  flig^  pretence  of  in- 
di^fition,  continued  ieveral  days  in  fiiUen  retirement,  to  prepare  an 
inflammatory  memorial,  which  he  tianimitted  to  the  Imperial  court. 
Yidding  at  length  to  the  preffing  foUcitadons  of  CaUus,  the  praefeft 
condelcended  to  take  his  &at  in  council ;  but  his  firft  ftep  was  to 
%aify  a  concife  and  haughty  m^andate,  importing  that  the  Csb&t 
fliould  immediately  repair  to  Italy,  and  dueatening  that  he  himfelf 
would  punifh  his  delay  or  hefitation,  by  fuipendlng  the  ufual  allow- 
ance of  his  houfehold.  The  nephew  and  dai^hter  of  Conflantine, 
who  could  ill  brook  the  infolence  of  a  fubje^  expr^Ekd  dieir  refent- 
ment  by  inftandy  delivering  Domitian  to  the  cuftody  <^  a  guard. 
The  quarrel  ftili  admitted  of  fome  terms  of  accommodation.  They 
were  rendered  impradicable  by  the  imprudent  bdumour  of  Montius,

a  ftatdman,  whofe  art  and  e:q>erience  were  frequently  betzaTed  by  ^ 

d&e  levity  of  hU  difpoTition      The  quaeftor  reproached  Gallus  in  <    »  ^. 

haughty  Iai^;uage,  that  a  prince,  who  was  fcaicely  audiorifed 

to  remove  a  munidpal  magiftrate,  ihould  prefume  to  imprifon 

a  Praetorian  praefed ;  convoked  a  meeting  of  the  civil  and  military 

officers;  and  required  them,  in  the  name  of  their  foverdgn,  to  defend 

the  perfon  and  dignity  of  his  reprefentatives.  By  this  lafli  declaration 

of  war,  the  impatient,  temper  of  Gallus  was  provoked  to  embraee- 

the  moft  de^rate  counfels.   He  c»dered  his  guards  to  ftand  to  thfnr 

arms,  allembled  the  populace  of  Antioch,  and  recommended  to  th«r 

zeal  the  care  of  his  fafety  and  revenge.    His  commands  were  too 

&tally  obeyed.   They  rudely  feized  the  pnefeik  and  the  quaeiimr, 

and  tying  their  legs  tog^her  with  ropes,  they  dragged  them- through 

the  ftreets  of  the  city,  infli^ed  a  thouiand  infults  and  a  thouland' 

wounds  on  thefe  unhappy  vidims,  and  at  laft  precipitated  their 

mangled  and  lifeliefs  bodies  into  the  flream  of  die  Orontes  **. 

After  fuch  a  deed,  whatever  might  have  b^n  the  dedgns  of  Gallus,  Dangrroas 
it  was  only  in  a  field  of  battle  that  he  could  aflert  his  innocence  with  q^^^  °^ 
any  hope  of  iuccefk.  But  the  mind  of  that  prince  was  formed  of  an 
equal'  mixture  of  vidence  and  weaknefs.  Inflead  of  afluming  the 
title  «^  Auguflus,  inflead'  of  employing  in  his  defence  die  troops 
and  treafures  of  the  Eaft,  he  fufl^d  himfUf  to*  be  decdved  by  the 
afieded'  tranquEfity  of  Conftantius,  who,  leaving  him  the  vain  pa^^- 
geantry  of  a  court,  imperceptibly  recalled  the  veteran  legions  from

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C  H^A  P.  the  provinces  of  Afia.  But  as  it  ftill  appcarc!.!  dangerous  to  arrcft 
u-  ■  Gallus  in  liis  c.ipita),  the  flow  and  lafcr  arts  of  dilTimulation  were 
pradilcd  with  lucccl's.  The  frequent  and  prciTiri;r  e{)iil!e3  of  Ck>nftan- 
tiuswerc  filled  withprofcfllons  of  confidence  and  fricndlliip;  exhorting 
the  C  vfar  to  tliichargc  the  duties  of  his  high  Hatirj!!,  to  relieve  his 
colleague  from  a  part  of  the  public  cares,  and  to  allill  the  Well  hy 
his  prciencc,  his  counlcls,  and  his  arms.  After  fo  nianv  reciprocal 
ii.jurics,  Ci;ilhis  had  rcafon  to  fear  and  to  dillrull.  But  he  had  nc- 
j^lecfted  the  opportiuiities  of  Right  nnd  of  refill.uice  ;  lie  v.-a:  fediiccJ 
hy  the  flattering  afliirances  of  the  tribune  Sciuliln,  who,  \indcr  tJie 
Icniblance  of  a  rough  ioldicr,  difguiled  the  nioil  ariiid  ini;:uiaiiur. ; 
and  he  depended  on  the  credit  of  his  wife  Conftantina,  till  the  un- 
fcafonable  death  of  that  princefs  completed  the  ruin  in  which  he 
had  been  involved  by  her  impetuous  palhons". 

H'l:  difgrace       After  a  long  delay,  the  reluclant  Cxfar  fet  forwards  on  his  journey 

and  death,  .  '  , 

A.D.tj4,  to  the  Imperial  court.  rr:);n  Anlloch  to  I  ladrianople,  he  traverfed 
the  wide  extent  of  his  dominions  with  a  nuraerous  and  ftately  train; 
and  as  he  laboured  to  conceal  his  apprehcnfions  from  the  world,  artd 
perhaps  from  hiinfelf,  he  entertained  the  people  of  Conftantinople 
with  an  exhibition  of  the  games  of  the  circus.  The  progrefs  of  the 
journey  naight,  hpwever,  have  warned  him  of  the  impending  danger. 
In  all  the  principal  cities  he  was  met  by  miniflers  of  confidence, 
commifTioned  to  fei/e  the  offices  of  government,  to  oblcrve  his 
motions,  and  to  prevent  the  hafly  fallies  of  his  defpair.  The  perfons 
difpatched  to  fecure  the  provinces  which  he  left  behind,  palTed  hinx 
with  cold  falutations,  or  affeded  difdain ;  and  the  troops,  whole 
ftation  lay  along  the  public  road,  were  iludioufly  removed  ou  his 
approach,  left  Hicj  miglu  be  tempted  to  offer  their  fwords  for  the 

"  Sb«  had  preceded  her  hulband  ;  bnt  died  of  a  fe?er  on  the  road,  at  a  little  place  in 
Bithjniit  called  Canmm  GallicanaiL 
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&nnce  of  a  civil  war  **.  After  Gallus  had  been  permitted  to  repoie 
himfelf  a  few  days  at  Hadrianople,  he  received  a  mandate,  exprelled 
in  the  moft  haughty  and  abfolute  ftyle,  that  hjis  fplendid  retinue 
Jhould  halt  in  that  city,  while  the  Caeiar  himrelf,  with  only  tea  poft* 
carriages,  (hould  haften  to  the  Imperial  refidence  at  Milan.  In  this 
rapid  journey,  the  profound  reijped  which  was  due  to  the  brother 
and  colfeague  of  Conftantius,  was  infenfibly  changcil  into  rude  fami- 
fiaiity;  and  Gallus,  who  di&overed  in  the  countenances  of  the 
attendants  that  they  already  conHdered  themfelTes  as  his  guards,  and 
aught  foon  ht  employed  as  his  executioners,  began  to  accufe  his 
faul  raflineis,  and  to  recoUedt  with  terror  and  remorfe  the  conduct 
by  which  he  had  provoked  his  late.  The  diffimulation  which  had 
hitherto  been  preferred,  was  laid  aHde  at  Petovio  in  Pnnnonla.  He 
was  conduced  to  a  palace  in  the  fuburbs,  where  the  general  H;ir1)a- 
tio,  with  a  fele€l  band  of  Ibliliers,  who  could  neither  be  moved  by 
j  ity,  nor  corrupted  by  rewardt:,  expcdcd  the  arriv  al  cf  liis  ilhiib-ioiis 
vidim.  In  the  dole  of  the  evening  he  was  arrcllcil,  i^l'.0!n!nicu^v 
ftripped  of"  the  enfi{j:ns  of  Cxiar,  and  hurried  away  to  Tola  in 
lAria,  a  fequeftcrcd  prilon,  which  had  been  fo  recently  polluted  with 
royal  blood.  The  horror  which  he  kit,  wa-^  iVi*  ]i  cncrcalld  bv  tho 
appearance  of  lils  implacable  enemy  the  eunuch  Kulcbius,  who,  wi^li 
the  ailiftance  of  a  notary  and  a  tribune,  proceeded  to  interro;Tau- 
him  concerning  the  aihninillration  of  the  F.afl:.  The  C;i;l"ar  funk 
under  the  weight  of  lhaine  and  guilt,  confcllcd  all  the  criminal- 
aclions,  and  all  tiie  trealunable  defigns  with  which  he  was  ciiarged  j 
and  by  imputing  them  to  tlie  advice  of  his  wife,  exafpcratcd  the

that  his  own  iafety  was  incompatible  with  the  life  of  his  coufin : 
the  ientence  of  death  was  figncd,  diipatched,  and  executed  ;  and  the 
nqphew  (tf  Confiantine,  with  his  hands  tied  behind  his  bade,  was 
beheaded  in  prifon  like  the  vileft  male&dor  **.  .  Thofe  who  are 
inclined  to  palliate  the  cruelties  of  Conftantius,  afTert  that  he  foon 
relented,  and  endeavoured  to  recall  the  bloody  mandate;  but  that 
the  fMond  m^fia^er  entruAed  with  the  reprieve,  was  detained  by 
the  eunuchs,  who  dreaded  the  unforgiving  temper  <^  Gallusj  and 
Were  defirous  of  re-uniting  to  tbdr  empire  the  wealthy  ]}rovince8  of 
theEaft". 

The  danger  Befidcs  the  reigning  emperor,  Julian  alone  furvived,  of  all  the 
numerous  pdlerity  of  Conftantius  Gilorus.  The  misfortune  of  his 
royal  birth  involved  him  in  the  dilgrace  of  Gallus.  From  his  retire- 
ment in  the  happy  counir}'  of  Ionia,  he  Was  conveyed  under  a  ftrong 
guard  to  the  court  of  Milan;  where  he  langiuihed  above  feven 
months,  in  the  continual  apprehenflon  of  fufiering  the  iame  ignomi- 
nious death,  which  was  daily  inflided,  ahnoft  before  his  eyes,  on 
the  friends  and  adherents  of  his  perfecutcd  family.  His  looks,  his 
geflures,  his  filence,  were  fcrutinized  with  malignant  curiofity,  and 
he  was  perpetually  aflaulted  by  enemies,  whom  he  had  never  of- 
fended, and  by  arts  to  which  he  was  a  ftranger  **.    But  in  the  ichocd

of  adverfity,  Julian  Infcnllbly  acauircd  the  virtues  of  firmnefj  and  ^  H  A  P. 
difcretion.    He  defended  his  honour,  as  well  as  his  life,  againft  the  c.-^.— 1^ 
•cnfnaring  fubtletics  of  the  euniichs,  who  endeavoured  to  extort  feme 
declaration  of  his  fentiments:  and  whild  he  cautioufly  fuppreiled 
his  grief  aiul  refentment,  he  nobly  difduincd  to  flatter  the  tyrant,  by 
any  fceming  approbation  of  his  brother's  murder.    Julian  mod  de- 
voutly afcrlbcs  his  miraculous  deUverance  to  the  prote^on  of  the 
Gods,  who  had  exempted  his  ianocence  from  tbe  fentencc  of  de- 
ftrudlion  pronounced  by  their  juftice  againft  the  impious  houie 
of  Ck>nilantine       As  the  mofl:  elfedual  inflrument  of  their  pro- 
vidence, he  gratefully  acknowledges  the  fteady  arid  generous 
^riendfliip  of  the  cmprefs  Eufcbia      a  woman  of  beauty  and  merit, 
XV bo,  by  the  afccndant  which  flie  had  gained  over  the  mind  of  her 
liuiband,  counterbalanced,  in  fome  meafure,  the  powerful  confpi- 
racy  of  the  eunuchs.    IK'  the  Interceflion  of  his  patronefs,  Julian 
"KiTM  admitted  into  the  Imperial  prcicnce :  he  pleaded  his  caufe  with 
a  decent  freedom,  he  was  heard  with  favour ;  and,  notwithdanding 
the  efibrts  of  h'^  enemies,  who  urged  the  danger  of  fparing  an 
avenger  of  tlie  blood  of  Callus,  the  milder  fenttment  of  Eufebia 
prevailed  in  the  council.    But  the  efie^  of  a  fccond  interview  were 
dreaded  by  the  eunuchs  ;  and  Julian  was  advifed  to  withdraw  for  a 
while  into  the  neighbourhood  of  Milan,  till  the  emperor  thought  Hcbfeatw 
proper  to  afTi  rn  the  city  of  Athens  for  the  place  of  his  honourable  a.  d.  355, 
exile.

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C  H  A  P.  the  religion  of  the  Greeks,  he  obeyed  with  jileafurc  an  order  Co 
^  ■»  -/  agreeable  to  hU  vdlhes.  Far  from,  the  tumult  of  arras,  and  the 
treachery  of  courts,  he  Ijpent  fix  months  amidft  the  groves  of  tJic 
academy,  in  a  free  intercourfe  with  the  philofophers  of  the 
age,  who  ftudied  to  cultivate  the  genius,  to  encourage  the  va- 
nity, and  to  inBame  the  devotion  of  their  royal  pupih  Their 
labours  were  not  unfucceisful ;  and  JuHan  inviolahly  preferved 
for  Athens  that  tender  regard,  which  fcldom  fails  to  arife  in 
a  liberal  mind,  from  the  recolledion  of  the  place  where  it  has 
difcovered  and  cxercifed  its  grouing  powers.  The  gentlcncrs  and 
afflibilit)'  of  manners,  which  his  temper  fuggcftcd  and  his  fituation 
impoicc!,  infotifibly  engaged  the  afTedlions  of  the  ftrangers,  as  well 
as  citizens,  with  whom  he  converfcd.  Some  of  his  fellow-ftudents 
might  perhaps  examine  his  behaviour  with  an  eye  of  prejudice  and 
averfion  ;  but  Julian  cftabliflied,  in  the  fchools  of  Atlicns,  a  general 
prcpcfleflion  In  favour  of  his  virtues  and  talents,  wliich  was  foon 
difi'ufed  over  the  Roman  world 
Recalled  to  Whilft  his  hours  were  paffed  in  ftudious  retirement,  the  em- 
*  prefs,  refoiute  to  atchievc  the  generous  deilgn  whicli  ihe  had  under- 
taken, was  not  unmindful  of  the  care  of  his  fortune.  The  death  of  the 
late  Cxfar  had  left  Conftnntlus  invcfled  with  the  fole  command,  and 
opprelTcd  by  tlie  accumulated  weight  of  a  miglity  empire.  Before  the 
wounds  of  civil  diicord  could  l)c  b.caled,  the  provinces  of  Gaul  were 
overwhelmed  by  a  deluge  of  Barbarians.  The  Sarmatian.s  no  lonj^cr 
refpeded  the  barrier  of  the  Danube.  The  impimity  of  rapine 
had  increafed  the  boldnefs  and  numbers  of  the  wild  liauriaus ;

Na&i- 

and  the  fymptoms,  which  he  fi>  tragically  anxcDt  Ontiiv.  p*  121,  tti>)« 
deftribeab  of  the  foture  wickednefs  of  the 

tliofe 
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^ofe  robbers  defcended  horn  thdr  craggy  mottntadns  to  ravage  the 
adjacent  country,  and  had  even  prefumed,  though  without  Aicceis, 
to.befiege  the  impcntant  dty  of  Seleuda,  which  was  defended  by  a 
garrifon  of  three  Roman  legions.  Above  all,  the  Perfian  monardi, 
elated  by  vi^ory,  again  threatened  the  peace  of  Aiia,  and  the  pre- 
fence  of  the  emperor  was  indifpenfably  required,  both  in  the  Weft, 
and  in  the  Eaft.  For  the  firfl:  time,  Conftantius  fincerety  acknow- 
ledged, that  his  fingle  ftrength  was  unequal  to  fuch  an  extent  of 
care  and  of  dominion  Inlenfible  to  the  voice  of  flattery,  which 
aiTured  him  that  his  all-powerful  virtue,  and  celeftial  fortune,  would 
itill  continue  to  triumph  over  every  obftade,  he  Uftened  with  com- 
placency to  the  advice  of  Eufebia,  which  gratified  his  indolence, 
\nthout  offending  his  fufpidous  prides  As  ihe  perceived  that  the 
remembrance  of  Gallus  dwelt  on  the  emperor's  mind,  ihe  artfully 
turned  his  attention  to  the  oppotite  characters  of  the  two  brothers, 
which  from  their  in&ncy  had  been  compared  to  thofe  of  Domitian 
and  of  Titus  She  accuflomed  her  huiband  to  confider  Julian  as  a 
youth  of  a  mild  unamlntious  dii^oAtion,  whofe  allegiance  and  gra- 
titude might  be  fecured  by  the  of  the  purple,  and  who  was 
qualified  to  fill,  with  honour,  a  fubordinate  flation,  without  afpiring 
to  difpute  the  commands,  or  to  fhade  the  glories,  of  his  fovereign 
and  benefador.  After  an  obflinate,  though  fecret  ftmggle,  the  op- 
pofition  of  the  favourite  eunuchs  fubmitted  to  the  afcendency  of  the 
emprefs ;  and  it  was  refolved  that  Julian,  after  celebrating  his  nup- 
tials with  Hdena,  fifter  of  Conftantius,  fhould  be  appointed,  with 
the  title  of  Cslar,  to  reign  over  die  countries  beyond  the  Alps

^  «■  accompanied  hj  fome  intimation  of  his  approaching  greatnefi,  he 
appeals  to  the  people  of  Athens  to  witnels  his  tears  of  undiflembled 
fbiiDw,  when  he  was  reludantly  torn  away  firom  his  beloved  retire- 
ment He  trembled  for  his  life,  for  his  fame,  and  even  for  his 
virtue ;  and  his  fole  confidence  was  derived  from  Ae  perfuafion^  that 
Minerva  inipired  all  his  adions,  and  that  he  was  protefked  by  an . 
invifible  guard  of  angels,  whom  for  that  purpofe  fhe  had  borrowed 
firom  the  Sun  and  Moon.  He  approached,  with  horror,  the  palace 
of  Milan ;  nor  could  the  ingenuous  youth  conceal  his  indignation* 
when  he  found  lumfSeif  accofted  with  falfe  and  fervile  refpedt  by  the 
aflailins  of  his  fiumly.  Eiifebia,  rejoicing  in  the  Aiccefs  of  her  be- 
nevolent ichemes,  embraced  him  with  the  tendernels  of  a  fifter;  and 
endeavoured,  by  the  moft  foothing  carefles,  to  difpel  his  terrors,  and 
recon^e  Mm  to  hi^  fintune.  But  the  ceremony  of  fhaving  hk 
beard,  and  his  a:v^cward  demeanour,  when  he  firft  exchanged  die 
doak  of  a  Greek  philofcpher  for  the  military  habit  of  a  Roman 
|>rince,  amufed,  during  a  few  days,  the  levity  of  die  Imperial 
court'*. 

The  emperors  of  the  age  of  Conftantine  no  longer  deigned  to 
confult  with  the  fenate  in  the  choice  of  a  colleague }  but  they  were 
an»0U8  that  thqjr  nonunation  fhould  be  ratified  by  the  confent  of  the 
army.  On  this  folemn  occafion,  the  goard^  with  the  odier  troops 
wh<^e  ibtions  were  in  the  neighbourhood  <^  Milan,  appeared  under  • 
arms ;  and  Conflandus  afcended  his  lo&y  tribunal,  hddin|;  by  the 
hand  his  coufln  Julian,  who  entered  the  fame  day  into  the  twenty-

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fifth  year  of  his  age  ".   lo  a  ftudied  Qieech,  concaved  and  deUrered  ^  ^- 
with  dignity,  the  emperor  reprefented  the  Tarious  dangers  wluch  ^■■■^  ^ 
dureatened  the  profperity  of  the  republic,  the  necelGty  of  naming  a 
Caefar  for  die  adminiftration  of  die  Weft,  and  his  own  intention,  if 
it  was  agreeable  to  thdr  vriflies,  of  rewarding  vntfa  die  honours  of 
die  ptitpie,  die  promifing  virtues  of  die  nephew  of  Conftantine. 
The  approbadon  of  the  foldiers  was  te^ed  by  a  reQ>edful  mur- 
mur: they  gazed  on  the  manly  countenance  of  Julian,  smdobferved 
with  pleaiiiTe,  that  the  fire  whidi  prided  in  his  eyes  was  tempered 
by  a  modeft  Uuih,  on  being  thus  expded,  for  the  fixft  dme,  to  the 
public  view  of  mankind.   As  foon  as  die  ceremony  of  lus  investiture 
had  been  pexfiDrmed,  Conftandus  addiefled  him  with  the  tone  of 
aUdiority,  which  his  fuperior  age  and  ftation  permitted  him  to 
afliime  s  and  exhorting  the  new  Caelar  to  deferve,  hy  heroic 
deeds,  diat  fiKred  and  immortal  name,  the  emperor  gave  his  col- 
league the  ftrongeft  aflurances  of  a  fiiendihip  which  ihould  never  be 
impaired  by  dme,  nor  interrupted  by  their  feparation  into  the  moft 
diftant  climates.    As  Toon  as  the  fpccch  was  ended,  the  troops,  as  a 
token  of  applaufc,  claflied  their  fliields  againfl  their  knees  while, 
the  officers  who  furroundcd  the  tribunal  exprelTcd,  with  decent  re^ 
ferve,  their  lenfe  of  the  merits  of  the  reprcfcntativc  of  Conflantius. 

The  two  princes  returned  to  the  palace  in  the  fame  chariot ;  and  and  declared

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CHAP.  Milan  after  his  invcftiture,  and  the  fiift  month*  of  MsGalUc  reign, 
X.    .     •  were  devoted  to  a  fplendid,  but  fevwre  captivity;  nor  could  the 
acquilition  of  honour  compcnlatc  for  the  lofs  of  freedom".  His 

flops  were  watched,  his  correfpondence  was  intercepted ;  and  he 
wa>  obliged,  by  prudence,  to  decline  the  vilits  of  his  moll  intimate 
friends.  Of  his  former  domcflics,  four  only  were  permitted  to 
attend  him  ;  two  pages,  his  ph)  hciai!,  and  hi  ;  librarian  ;  the  laft  of 
whom  vv-as  employed  in  the  care  of  a  v.i!ua'jle  collcdign  of  books, 
the  "ift  of  the  cmprefs,  who  fluditJ  ihc  inclinations  as  well  as  the 
intereft  of  her  friend.  In  the  room  of  thefe  faithful  fcrvants,  an 
houfehold  was  formed,  fuch  indeed  as  became  the  dignity  of  aCxiar: 
but  it  was  filled  with  a  crowd  of  Haves,  deflitute,  and  perhaps  inca- 
pable of  any  attachment  for  their  new  maRer,  to  whom,  for  the 
niofl:  part,  they  were  either  unknown  or  fuliicded.  His  want  of 
experience  might  require  the  affiflancc  of  a  wife  council;  but  the 
minute  inftruclions  which  regulated  the  fer\ice  of  his  table,  and  tlie 
diftribution  of  his  hours,  were  adapted  to  a  youth  fiill  under  the 
difcipline  (jf  his  pr.Tceptors,  rather  than  to  tlie  fituation  of  a  prince 
cntrufted  witl\  the  condu(ft  of  an  important  war.  If  lie  afpired  to 
defcrve  the  cftccm  of  liis  llibjed:.s,  lie  was  checked  by  tlic  fear  of 
difpleafnig  liis  fovereign  ;  and  even  tlic  fruits  of  his  marriage-bed 
were  blailcd  by  tlic  jealous  ardliccs  of  Eufcbia  "  herfclf,  who,  on

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this  occalion  alone,  feems  to  have  been  unmindlul  of  the  tendome^  C  H^A  P. 
of  her  fez,  and  the  genexofity  of  her  charader.   Hie  memory  of  . — ^ 
his  father  and  of  his  brothers  rendnded  Julian  6f  his  own  danger, 
and  his  ap^Mrehenfioas  were  encreaied  by  the  recent  and  unworthy 
£ite  of  Sylvanus.    In  the  iiimmer  which  preceded  his  own  elevation,  F.itai  end  of 
that  general  had  been  chofen  to  ddiver  Gaul  from  the  tyranny  of  A.D.y,;, 
theBaxbaiians;  but  Sylvanus  foon  difcoveredthathe  had  left  his  moft  ^^f^™'^'^* 
dangerous  enemies  in  the  Imperial  court.   A  dexterous  informer, 
countenanced  by  feveral  of  the  principal  mtnifters,  procured  from 
him  ibme  recommendatory  letters ;  and  crazing  the  whole  of  the 
contents,  except  the  fignature,  filled 'up  the  vacant  parchment  with, 
matters  of  high  and  treafonable  import.   By  the  induftry  and  cou— 
lage  of  his  friends,  the  fraud  was  however  deleted,  and  in  a  great 
council  of  the  dvil  and  military  officers,  held  in  the  pretence  of  the 
emperor  htmielf,  the  innocence      Sylvanus  was  publicly  acknow-* 
ledged.   But  the  cUfoovery  came  too  late ;  die  rq)ort  of  the  calumny,  , 
and  the  hafty  feizure  of  his  eftate,  had  already  provoked  the  indig- 
nant chief  to  the  rebellion  of  which  he  was  fo  unjuftly  aocufed.  He 
afliuned  the  purple  at  lus  head-quarters  of  Cologne,  and  his  a^ve 
powers  appeared  to  menace  Italy  with  an  invafion,  and  Milan  with 
afiege.   In  this  emergency,  Urficinus,  a  general  of  equal  rank,  re^ 
gained,  by  an  a.€t  of  treachery,  the  frvour  which  he  had  loft  by  his 
eminent  iervices  in  the  Eaft.    Exafperated,  as  he  might  fpecioufly 
allege,  by  injuries  of  a  fimilar  nature,  he  haftened  with  a  feW; 
followers  to  join  the  ftandard,  and  to  betray  the  confidence,  of  his  too- 
credulous  friend.

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c  A  P.  nus  was  aflaffinated :  the  foldien  who,  without  any  criminal  inten- 
<  u  *  tion,  had  blindly  followed  the  example  of  thdr  leader,  immediately 
returned  to  their  alleg^nce ;  and  the  flatterers  of  Conftantius  cele- 
brated the  wifdom  and  f^icity  d  the  monarch  who  had  exdnguiihed 
a  civil  war  without  die  hazard  of  a  battle  ^. 
Comiandiu  The  protcdion  of  the  Rhaedan  frontier,  and  the  perfecudon  of 
A.  D.  357,'  the  Catholic  Church,  detained  Conftandus  in  Italy  above  eighteen 
April  z9.  u^onths  after  the  departure  of  Julian.  Bt£on  the  emperor  returned 
into  the  Eaft,  he  indulged  his  pride  and  curiofity  in  a  vifit  to  the 
ancient  capital  He  proceeded  from  Milan  to  Rome  along  die 
iEmilian  and  Flaminian  ways ;  and  as  foon  as  he  approached  widiin 
forty  miles  of  the  city,  the  march  of  a  prince  who  had  never 
vanquilhed  a  foreign  enemy,  aflfumed  the  appearance  dS  a  triumphal 
proceflion.  His  ^lendid  trun  was  compofed  of  all  the  minifters  of 
luxury ;  but  in  a  time  of  profound  peace,  he  was  encompaffcd  by 
die  glittering  arms  of  the  numerous  fquadrons  of  his  guards  and 
cuirafliers.  Thdr  ftreaming  banners  of  filk,  embofled  with  gdd, 
and  fhaped  in  the  form  of  dragons,  waved  round  the  perfon  of  the 
emperor.  Conftandus.iat  alone  in  a  lofry  car  re^lendent  with  gold 
and  predous  gems ;  and,  except  when  he  bowed  his  head  to  pafs 
under  the  gates  of  the  ddes,  he  affeded  a  ftately  demeanour  of 
inflexible,  and,  as  it  might  ieem,  of  inieniible  gravity.  The  ieveie 
difdpline  of  the  Perfian  youth  had  been  introduced  by  die  eunuchs  into 
the  Imperial  palace;  and  fuch  were  the  habits  of  padence  which  they 
had  inculcated,  that,  during  a  flow  and  fultry  march,  he  was  never 
feen  to  move  his  hand  towards  hb  face,  or  to  turn  hb  eyes  dther 
to  the  rig^t  or  to  die  left.   He  was  received  by  the  mag^firates  and

The  ftreets  ware  fined  with  an  innumerable  multitude.    Their  re- 

lieated  acdamadona  exfnefled  their  joy  at  beholding,  after  an  abfence 

of  thirty-two  years,  the  iacred  perfon  of  their  fovereign ;  and  Con- 

ftantius  himfelf  cxprcfled,  with  fonic  plcailiini  \  ,  his  alll-clcd  lurpiire 

that  the  human  race  Ihould  thus  fuddcnly  be  coHcdcJ  on  the  lame  Ipot. 

The  fon  of  Conftantine  was  lodged  in  the  ancient  palace  of  Auguftus : 

he  prefided  in  the  fenate,  harangued  the  people  from  the  tribunal  which 

Cicero  had  fo  often  afcended,  aflifled  with  uni\l'ual  courtciy  at  tlic  games 

•of  the  Circus,  and  accepted  the  crowns  of  gold,  as  wdl  as  the  pane- 

-gyrics  which  had  been  prepared  for  this  ceremony  by  tlic  deputies  of 

the  principal  cities*    His  fhort  vifit  of  thirty  days  was  employed  in 

laewing  the  monuments  of  art  and  power,  which  were  fcattered  over 

die  fcven  hills  and  the  interjacent  vaHies.    He  admired  tlie  awful 

majefty  of  the  capitol,  the  vail  extent  of  the  baths  of  Caracaila  and 

Diocletian,  tlio  Icvcrc  fimplicity  of  the  Pantheon,  the  mafly  greatnefs 

of  the  amphitheatre  of  Titus,  the  elegant  architedkure  of  the  theatre 

of  Pompey  and  the  Temple  of  Peace,  and,  above  all,  the  ftately 

fl:ru<5lure  of  the  Forum  and  column  of  Trajan ;  acknowledging,  that 

the  voice  of  lame,  lb  prone  to  invent  and  to  magnify,  had  made  an 

inadequate  report  of  the  metropolis  of  the  world.     The  traveller, 

who  has  contemplated  the  ruins  of  ancient  Rome,  may  conceive 

fome  imperfed  idea  of  the  fentiments  which  they  mufl  have  in- 

fpired  when  tliey  reared  their  heads  in  the  fplendour  of  unl'ullicd 

beauty. 

TTie  fatisfadlon  which  Conftantius  had  received  from  this  journey  Anewobe- 

cccircd  him  to  t!ie  generous  emulation  of  bcfl owing  on  the  Romans 
in;ne  memorial  of  his  own  gratitude  and  munificence.  His  firil  idea 
was  to  imitate  the  cqucftrian  and  colulTal  ftatue  wliich  he  had 
iccn  in  the  Forum  of  Trajan ;  but  when  he  had  maturely  weighed 
Vol.  II.

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Uflied  age,  which  ieems  to  have  preceded  the  inyention  of  alphabe- 
tical writing)  a  great  number  of  thefe  obdiiks  had  been  ere£Ud,  in 
the  cides  of  Thebes  and  Hdiq^lis,  by  the  ancient  iorereigna  of 
£g}'pt,  in  a  juft  confidence  that  the  lunplicity  of  their  form,  and  the 
hardnefi  of  thdr  fubftance,  would  refift  the  injuries  of  time  and 
violence^.  Sereral  of  thefe  extraordinary  columns  had  been  tranf- 
ported  to  Rome  by  Auguihu  and  his  fucceflbrs,  as  the  moft  durable: 
monuments  of  their  power  and  ytStory  ** ;  but  there  remained  one 
obeKik,  which,  from  its  fixe  or  landlity,  e&q>ed  for  a  long  time  the 
rapacious  vanity  of  the  conquerors.  It  was  defigned  by  Conflantine 
to  adorn  his  new  dty  ;  and,  after  being  removed  by  his  order  firom: 
the  pedcdal  where  it  flood  before  the  TemjJe  of  the  Sun  at  Helio-> 
poHs,  was  floated  down  the  Nile  to  Alexandria.  The  death  of  Con— 
ftantine  (ufpended  the  execution  ci  his  puq^ofe,  and  this  obeUfk  was 
deftined  by  his  Ton  to  the  ancient  capital  of  the  empire..  A  veflel  of 
uncommon  ilrength  and  capacioulhefs  was  provided  to  convey  this 
enormous  weight  of  granite,  at  leaft  an  hundred  and  fifteen  feet  in. 
length,  from  the  banks  of  the  Nile  to  tliofe  of  the  Tybcr.  The 
obeliflc  of  Conftantiui  was  landed  aboiit  tlu^ec  miles  from  tlie  city,

The  departure  of  Conflantius  from  Rome  was  haflened  by  the  The  Qua- 
alarming  intelligence  of  die  diftreis  and  danger  of  the  lUjTiau  pro- 


ni.it;an  war, 

viiKXi.  The  diftradtions  of  dvil  war,  and  titmt  irreparable  lofs  which  ^jg^'j^^"' 
the  Romaa  lemons  had  fuftsdned  in  the  battle  of  Murfa,  cxpoled 
thofe  countries,  almoft  without  defence,  to  the  light  cavaliy  of  the 
Barbarians ;  and  particularly  to  the  inroads  of  the  Quadi,  a  fierce 
and  powerful  nation,  who  feem  to  have  exchanged  the  inflitutions 
of  Germany  for  the  arms  and  military  arts  of  thdr  Sairmatian  allies  *\ 
The  garrifons  of  the  frontier  were  infuffident  to  check  their  pro- 
grcfs ;  and  the  indolent  monarch  was  at  length  compelled  to  alTemble, 
from  die  extremities  his  dominions,  the  flower  of  the  Palatine 
troops,  to  take  the  field  in  pcrfon,  and  to  employ  a  whole  campaign, 
vdth  the  preceding  s^utunm  and  the  enfuing  ^ring^  in  the  ferious  pro- 
iectttion  oi  the  war.  The  emperor  paiTed  the  Danube  on  a  bridge 
of  boats,  cut  in  piecei  all  that  encountered  his  march,  penetrated 
into  the  heart  of  the  country  of  the  Quadi,  and  feverely  retaliated 
die  calamities  which  they  had  inflided  on  the  Roman  province.  The 
diimayed  Barbarians  were  fooa  reduced  to  fue  for  peace :  they  ofiered 
die  reftitution  of  his  captive  fubjeds,  as  an  atonement  for  die  paft, 
and  the  nobleft  hoibges  as  a  pledge  of  thor  friture  conduct  The 
^^enerotts  courtefy  whidi  was  (hewn  to  the  firft  among  their  chief- 
tains who  implored  the  clemency  of  Conftantius,  encouraged  die 
more  timid,  or  the  more  obitinate^  to  imitate  their  example ; 
die  Imperial  camp  was  crowded  widi  the  princes  and  ambafladors  of 
die  moft  diftant  tribes,  who  occupied  the  plains  of  the  Lefler  Poland,

DiiTurt&uon  is  dedicated  to  pope  Sixtus  V.  10.  xvii.  la,  ij.  xix. -14. 
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c  P.  and  who  m^t  have  deemed  themfelves  ieaae  behind  the  lofty  ridjge 
%  ^'  »  of  the  Carpathian  mountains.  While  Conflantius  gave  law»  to  the 
Barbariam  beyond  die  Danube,  he  diftinguiflied  vridi  -i^pecious  com- 
paflion  theSannatian  exUes,  who  had  been  expelled  from  their  native 
country  by  the  rebellion  of  didr  Haves,  and  who  formed  a  very  coa- 
iidefable  accelfion  to  the  power  of  the  Quadi.  The  emperor,  em— 
iMracing  a  generous  but  artful  fyftem  of  policy,  releafisd  the  Sarma- 
tians  from  the  bands  this  humiliating  dependence,  and  reftored 
them,  by  a  feparate  treaty,  to  the  dignity  of  a  nation  muted  under 
the  government  of  a  king,  the  friend  and  aHy  of  the  republic  He 
declared  his  relbkition  of  aflerting  the  juftice  of  thnr  caufe,  and  of 
fecuring  the  peace  the  provinces  by  the  extirpation,  or  at  leaft  the 
banifliment,  of  the  Limigances,  whole  manners  were  ftill  infeded 
with  the  ifices  of  their  fenrale  origin.  The  execution  of  this  defign 
was  attended,  with  more  difficulty  than  glory.  The  territory  of  the 
Limigantes  was  proteded  againft  the  Romans  by  die  Danube,  againft 
the  hoftile  Barbaritos  by  the  Teyfs.  The  marfliy  lands  which  lay 
between  thofe  rivers^  and  were  often  covered  by  dieir  inundations, 
formed  an  intricate  wHdernefs,  pennous  only  to  the  inhabitants,  wlio 
were  acquainted  with  its  fecret  paths  and  inacceffible  fortrefles.  On 
die  approach  of  Conftandus,  die  Limigantes  tried  the  efficacy  of 
prayers,  of  fraud,  and  of  arms  \  but  he  fternly  rejedted  their  fup- 
pUcations,  defeated  their  rude  llratagems,  and  repelled  with  ikiU  and 
firmnefs  the  efiurts  of  their  irregular  valour.  One  of  thdr  moft 
warlike  tribes,  eftablilhed  in  a  fmall  ifland  towards  die  conffaix  of 
the  Teyfs  and  the  Danube,  confented  to  pals  the  river  with  the  in- 
tendon  of  furpridng  die  emperor  during  .the  fecuiit)  of  an  amif^yie 
conference.  They  loon  became  the  vi^ms  of  the  perfidy  which; 
they  meditated.  Encompafled  on  every  fide,  trampled  down  by  the 
cavalry,  llaughtered  by  the  fwords  of  the  legions,  they  difdained  to 
alk  for  mercy  j  and  with  an  undaunted  countenance  ftill  grafped  their 

3  weapons 
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weapons  in  the  agonies  of  death.  After  this  vidory  a  confiderable  ^  "  ^  P. 
body  of  Romans  was  landed  on  the  oppofite  banks  of  the  Danube ;  ^  ^ 
the  Taifalse,  a  Gothic  tribe  engaged  in  the  fervice  of  the  empire, 
invaded  the  Limigantes  on  Ae  fide  of  the  Teyfs ;  and  their  former 
maftert,  the  free  Sarmatians,  animated  by  hope  and  revenge,  pene-* 
trated  through  the  hilly  country  into  the  heart  of  their  andent  pofTef- 
fions.  A  general  confl^^tion  revealed  the  huts  of  die  BaThaiiana, 
which  were  feated  in  the  depth  of  the  wildemefs ;  and  die  fddter 
fought  with  confidence  on  marfliy  ground,  which  it  was  dangerous  for 
lum  to  tread.  In  this  extremity  the  braveft  of  the  Limigantes  were  re- 
folved  to  die  in  arms,  rather  than  to  yield :  but  the  milder  fendmenr, 
enfoKced  by  the  authority  of  thor  dders,  at  length  prevailed ;  and 
the  fuppliant  growd,  followed  by  dieir  wives  and  children,  repaired 
to  the  Imperial  camp,  to  learn  their  fate  fircun  the  mouth  tiS.  the  con- 
queror. After  cdebrating  his  own  clemency,  which  was  ftill  in- 
clined to  pardon  their  repeated  crimes,  and  to  fpare  the  remnant  of 
a  guilty  nation,  Conftantius  affigncd  for  the  place  of  their  exile  a 
remote  countr)',  where  they  might  enjoy  a  fafc  and  honourable  re- 
-  pofe.  The  Limigantes  obeyed  with  reludlance;  but  before  they 
could  reach,  at  leaft  before  they  could  occupy,  their  deftined  habita- 
tions, they  returned  to  the  banks  of  the  Danube,  exaggerating  the 
hardihips  of  their  fituation,  and  requeAing,  with  fervent  profef- 
fions  of  fidelity,  that  the  emperor  would  grant  them  an  im- 
difturbed  fettlement  within  the  limits  of  the  Roman  provmces.  In- 
ftead  of  confulting  his  own  experience  of  didr  incioable  perfidy, 
Conftantius  Kftened  to  his  flatterers,  who  were  ready  to  reprefent  the 
honour  and  advantage  of  accepting  a  colony  of  ibldiers,  at  a  time 
when  it  was  much  eafier  to  obtain  die  pecuidary  contributions,  than' 
die  nulttary  fervke  of  the  fubjeds  of  the  empire.  The  Limigantes 
were  permitted  to  pais  the  Danube ;  and  the  emperor  gave  audience 
to  the  multitude  in  a  large  plain  near  the  modem  city  of  Buda.

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C  ^  A  P-  TFhey  rurromuied  the  tribunal,  and  feemed  to  hear  with  refpefl  an 
<     ,     f  'Oration  full  of  mildnefi  ^nd  dignity ;  when  one  of  the  Barbarians, 
*cafting  his  flioe  into  the  air,  exchdmed  with  a  loud  voice,  Marba ! 
Marba !  a  word  of  defiance,  which  was  received  as  the  fi^ul 
'  <tfae  tumult.    They  ruflied  with  fury  to  feize  the  peribn  of  the  em- 
peror; his  royal  throne  aiod  golden  couch  were  pillaged  by  thefe 
rude  hands  ;  but  the  faithful  defence  of  his  guards,  who  died  at  his 
feet,  allowed  him  a  moment  to  mount  a  fleet  horle,  and  to  eicape 
firom  the  confufion.    The  di%race  which  had  been  incurred  by  a 
treacherous  fiirprife  was  foon  retrieved  by  the  numbers  and  dilcipline 
-cS  die  Komans ;  and  the  combat  was  mily  terminated  by  the  eac- 
irtindtion  of  the  name  and  nation  of  the  Llmlgantes.   The  free  Sar-. 
matians  were  reinftated  in  the  pofleiTion  of  thdr  ancient  (eats ;  and 
although  Conftantius  diftrufted  tlie  levity  of  their  charader,  he  en- 
tertained fome  hopes  that  a  fenfe  of  gratitude  might  influence  their 
future  condudl.    He  had  remarked  the  lofty  Aature  and  obfequious 
demeanour  of  Zi/ais,  one  of  the  nobleft  of  their  chiefs.    He  con- 
'fered  on  him  the  title  of  Kingj  and  Zizais  proved  that  he  was  not 
unworthy  to  reign,  by  a  fmcere  and  Lifting  attachment  to  the  in- 
^ecefl:  of  his  benefadlor,  who,  after  this  fplendid  fuccefs,  received 
the  name  of  Sarmaticiu  firom  the  acclamations  of  his  vi^orioui 
army  **. 

The  Perfian  "While  the  Roman  emperor  and  the  Pcrfian  monarch,  at  the  dif-

A.  D.  J58.  tance  of  three  thoufand  miles,  defended  their  extreme  limits  againft 
the  Barbarians  of  the  Danube  and  of  the  Oxus,  their  intermediate 
frontier  experienced  the  viciilitudes  of  a  languid  war,  and  a  preca' 
lieus  truce.  Two  of  the  eaftern  minifters  of  Conftantius,  the  Prae- 
torian praefed  Mufiasian,  whoifis  abilides  were  di%niced  by  the  want

and  veteran  foldicr,   opened  a  fecret  ncgociailon  with  the  Satrap  ^— 

Tamfapor       Thefe  overtures  of  peace,  tranilatcd  into  the  fervile 

and  flattering  language  of  Afia,  were  traniinlttcd  to  the  camp  of  the 

Great  King;  who  rclblvcd  to  llgnify,  by  an  ambafTador,  the  terms 

which  he  was  inclined  to  graiit  to  the  fuppliant  Romans.  Narfes, 

whom  he  invcdcd  with  that  character,  was  hoiiourably  received  in 

his  paflage  through  Antioch  and  Conllantinople :   he  reached  Sir- 

niiuni  after  a  long  journey,  and,  at  his  hrft  audience,  rerpe<Q;fully 

unfolded  tiie  hlkcn  veil  which  covered  the  haughty  epiftle  of  his 

fovcrcign.     Sapor,  King  of  Kings,  and  Brother  of  tlie  SuJi  and^ 

Moon  (fuch  were  the  lofty  titles  affecled  by  Oriental  vanity),  ex- 

prefled  his  fatisfadUon  that  his  brother,'  Conftantius  Ca'far,  had  been 

taught  wildom  by  advcrfity.     As  the  lawful  fucccfTor  of  Darius 

Hyftafpes,  Sapor  alfcrtcd,  tl\at  the  river  Str^'mon  in  Macedonia  was 

tlie  true  and  ancient  boundary  of  his  empire ;  declaring,  however^ 

that  as  an  evidence  of  his  moderation,  he  would  content  himfelf 

with  the  provinces  of  Armenia  and  Mefopotamia,  which  had  been 

fraudulently  extorted  from  his  anceftors.    He  alleged,  that,  without 

the  reilitution  of  thefe  difputed  countries,  it  was  ImpofFible  to  efla- 

blilh  any  treaty  on  a  folid  and  permanent  bafis  ;  and  he  arrogantly 

tlireatened,  that  if  his  ambaflador  returned  in  vain,  he  was  prcjxired 

to  take  the  field  in  the  fpring,  and  to  ru])port  the  juflice  of  his  caule 

by  the  ftrengtli  of  his  invincible  arms.    Narfes,  who  was  endowed 

with  the  moft  polite  and  amiable  manners,  endeavoured,  as  far  as 

was   confident  with  his  duty,  to   foften  the  harihnefs  of  the

<^  anfwer :  "  Conftantius  had  a  right  to  difdaim  the  officioufiiefs  c£ 

^  his  miniften,  who  had  aded  vdthout  any  i|>ecific  oideis  from 

the  throne:  he  was  not,  however,  airerle  to  an  equal  and  ho- 
**  nourable  treaty;  but  it  was  highly  indecent,  as  well  as  abfurd,  to 
"  propoie  to  the  fole  and  vid<nious  emperor  of  the  Roman  world, 
'*  the  fane  conditions  of  peace  which  he  had  indignantly  njefted  at 
**  the  time  when  his  power  was  contraded  within  the  narrow  limits 

of  the  Eaft :  the  chance  of  arms  was  uncertun ;  and  Sapor  (hould 
**  recoiled,  that  if  the  Romans  had  fomedmes  been  vanquilhed  in 
**  battle,  they  had  almoft  always  been  fuccefsfiil  in  die  event  of  the 
'*  war.**  A  few  days  after  the  departure  of  Narfes,  thvee  ambafiadors 
were  ient  to  the  court  of  Sapor,  who  was  already  returned  from  the 
Scydiian  expedition  to  his  ordinary  refidence  of  Gtefiphon.  A  count, 
a  notary,  and  a  ibphift,  had  been  fdeiEfced  for  this  important  com- 
miifion;  and  Conftantius,  who  was  fecredy  anxious  for  the  condu- 
fion  of  the  peace,  entertained  Qmt  hopes  that  the  d^ni^  of  the 
firft  of  thefe  minifters,  the  dexterity  of  the  fecond,  and  the  rhetoric 
of  the  third  would  perfuade  die  Perfian  monarch  to  abate  of  the 
rigour  of  his  demands.  But  the  progreis  of  tbdr  negodation  was 
oppofed  and  defeated  by  the  h<^b  arts  of  Antoninus  a  Roman 
fubje£k  of  Syria,  who  had  fled  from  oppreflion,  and  was  admitted 
into  the  coundls  of  Sapor,  and  even  to  the  royal  table,  where,  ac- 
cording to  the  cuftom  of  the  Perfians,  the  moft  important  bufinels

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was  ffcquentlv  diicafled  The  dexterous  fogMive  promoted  hb  in«  ^  ^' 
tereft  by  the  fiune  condud  which  gratified  lus  revenge^  He  incef-  <  \  ' 
ikntly  urged  the  ambidon  of  his  new  mailer,  to  emlMrace  the  favour- 
able opportunity  when  the  bravefl:  of  the  Palatine  troops  were  em- 
ployed with  the  emperor  in  a  diftant  war  on  the  Danube.  He 
prefled  Sapor  to  invade  the  exhaufted  and  defenceleis  provinces  of 
the  Eafty  with  the  numerous  anmes  of  Peilia,  now  fortified  by  die 
alliance  and  acceffion  of  the  fioceft  Barbarians.  The  ambafladors  of 
Rome  retired  without  fucceis,  and  a  iecond  embafly,  of  a  ftill  more 
honourable  rank,  was  detained  in  ftriA  confinement,  and  threatened 
ather  with  death  or  exile. 

The  military  hiftorian**,  who  was  hhnftlf  di^atcfaed  to  obferve  inranonor 
the  army  of  the  Perfians,  as  they  were  preparing  to  conftruQ  a  111  bjsljw, 
bridge  of  boats  over  the  Hgris,  behdd  fiom  an  eminence  die  pbin  a*  ^'359' 
of  Aflyria,  as  fiur  as  the  edge  of  die  horizon,  covered  with  men,  « 
with  horfes,  and  widi  arms.   Sapor  appeared  in  the  front,  conlpi- 
cuoDS  by  the  Vendor  of  his  purple.   On  his  left  hand,  the  place  of 
honour  among  the  Orientals,  Grumbates,  Idng  of  die  CSiionites, 
difpiayed  die  ftem  countenance  of  an  aged  and  renowned  warrior. 
The  monarch  had  re&rved  a  fimilar  place  on  his  right  hand  for  the 
king  of  the  Albanians,  who  led  his  independent  tribes  from  the 
fiiores  of  the  Cafpian.   The  (atraps  and  generals  were  diftributed 
according  to  their  feveral  ranks,  and  the  whole  army,  befides  the 
numerous  train  <j£  Oriental  luxury,  confifted  of  more  than  one  . 
hundred  thouland  effedive  men,  inured  to  fiitigue,  and  feleded  fiiom 
the  bravefl  nations  of  Afia,   The  Roman  deferter,  who  in  fome 
meafure  guided  die  councils  of  Sapor,  had  prudendy  adviied,  that,

<  — »-       Hiould  march  diredly  to  the  Fujjhratcf:,  and  prefs  forwards  without 
dchty  to  fei/.c  tiic  tcchlc  and  wcahhy  metropolis  of  Syria.    But  the 
Tcrfjans  were  no  looncr  ad\anccd  into  the  plains  of  Mefopotamia, 
tiiau  they  difcovered  that  every  precaution  had  been  uled  wliieh 
could  retard  their  progrcfs,  or  defeat  their  defign.    The  inhahitants> 
with  their  cattle,  were  fecurcd  in  places  of  ftrength,  the  j^rccn  for.'.f:;c 
throughout  the  country  was  fet  on  fire,  the  fords  of  the  river  were 
fortilied  by  lliarp  flakes  ;  military  engines  were  planied  on  tlic  op- 
poiuc  banks,  and  a  fcalbnable  fwell  of  the  waters  of  the  Eupluatcu 
deterred  the  Barbarians  from  attempting  the  ordinary  paflage  of  the 
bridge  of  Thapfacus.    Hidr  ikilful  guide,  changing  his  plan  of 
operations,  then  condufted  the  army  by  a  longer  circuit,  but  through 
a  fertile  territory,  towards  the  head  of  the  Euphmtes,  where  the 
iofiuit  river  is  reduced,  to  a  {hallow  and  acceflible  ftream.  Sapor 
ornfooked,  with  prudent  di£lua»  the  ftrength  of  Nilibis  $  but  as  he 
paiTed  under  the  walls  of  Amida,  he  xefolved  to  try  whether  die 
majcily  of  his  px&ace  would  not  awe  tfie  garrifoa  infio  immediate 
fttbmiffiott.    The  (acrUegious  infult  of  a  random  dart,  which  glanced 
againft  the  royal  tiara^  convinced  lum  of  his  error ;  aad  the  indig- 
nant monarch  lifteoed  with  impatience  to  the  advice  of  his 
minifters,  who  conjured  him,  not  to  faoifice  the  fuccefe  of  his  am- 
bition to  the  gratification  of  his  refentment   The  following  day 
*  Grumbates  advanced  towards  the  gates  with  a  feled  body  of  troops, 
and  required  the  inllant  furrender  of  the  dty,  as  die  only  atonemcot 
wUch  could  be  accepted  for  fuch  an  a£k  of  raihneis  and  iniolence. 
His  propolak  were  anfwered  by  a  general  di£^arge,.  and  his  only

Theantient  city  of  Amid  or  Amida",  which  fometimes  afliimes  Sie^  of 
die  provincial  appellation  of  XMarbekur",  is  advantageoufly  fitiiate  in 
a  ferdle  plain,  watered  by  the  natural  and  artificial  channeb  of  the 
Tigria,  of  which  the  leaft  inconfiderable  ftream  bends  in  a  icmicir^ 
cular  form  round  the  eaftem  part  of  the  dty.  The  emperor  Con- 
ftantius  had  recently  conferred  on  Amida  die  honour  of  hb  own 
name,  and  the  additional  fortifications  of  ftrong  walls  and  lofty 
towers.  It  was'  provided  with  an  arfenal  of  military  engines,  and  the 
ordinary  garrifon  had  been  reinforced  to  the  amount  of  fcven  le- 
gions, when  the  place  was  invefted  by  the  arms  of  Sapor".  His 
firft  and  mod  fanguinc  hopes  dqpeaded  on  the  fuccefi  of  a  general 
afTauh.  To  the  lieveral  nations  which  followed  his  ftandaid  their 
refpedlive  pofts  were  afllgned  ;  the  fouth  to  the  VertSB,  the  nordi  to 
the  Albanians,  the  caft  to  the  Chionites,  inflamed  with  grief  and  in-

w  .^-  '^  iafety,  dUplayed  in  the  profecution  of  the  fiege*  the  ardor  of  a  youth- 
ful foldier.  After  an  obftinate  combat  the  Baxbariana  were  rcpulfed ; 
they  inceflantly  returned  to  the  charge ;  they  were  again  driven  back 
with  a  dreadful  (laughter,  and  two  rebd  legions  Gaub,  who  had 
been  banifhed  into  the  Eaft^fignalized  their  undiiciplined  courage  by 
a  nb6himal  ially  into  the  heart  of  the  Perfian  campw  In  one  of  the 
iterceft  of  thefe  repeated  aflaults,  Amida  was  betrayed  by  the  trea- 
chery of  a  deferter,  who  indicated  to  the  Barbarians  a^  feeret  and 
negteded  (burcafe,  (cooped  out  of  the  rock  that  hangs  over  the  (beam 
of  tibe  Hgris.  Seventy  chofen  archers  of  the  royal  guard  afcended 
in  (Uence  to  tibie  diird  fiory  of  a  lofty  tower  which  commanded  the 
precifnce;  they  elevated  on  l^h  the  Periian  banner,  the  fignal  of 
confidence  to  die  aflailanta,  and  of  difmay  to  the  befieged ;  and  if 
tiiis  devoted  band  could  have  maintained  their  poft  a  few  minutes 
longer,  the  reduiflion  of  the  place  might  have  been  purchafed  by  die 
(acrifice  of  their  lives.  After  Sapor  had  tried,  without  fuccefs,  the 
efficacy  of  force  and  of  ibntagem,  he  had  recourfe  to  the  (lower  but 
mom  certain  operations  of  n  regular  fiege,  in  the  condud  of  which 
he  was  inftru£ted  by  the  fkill  of  the  Roman  deferters.  The  trenchea 
were  opened  at  a  convenient  diflance,  and  the  troops  deftined  for  that 
fervice  advanced  under  the  ponable  cover  of  ftrong  hurdles,  to  Gil 
Up  the  ditch,  and  undermine  the  foundations  of  the  walls.  Woodett 
towers  were  at  the  fame  time  conibuded,  and  moved  forwards  on 
wheels,  till  the  foldiers,  who  were  provided  with  every  fpecies  of 
mifTile  weapons,  could  engage  almoft  on  level  ground  with  the  troops 
who  defended  the  rampart.  Every  mode  of  reHftance  which  art 
could  fuggei^,  or  courage  could  execute,  was  employed  in  the  defenco 
of  Amida,  and  the  works  of  Sapor  were  more  than  once  deftroyed 
by  the  fire  of  the  Romans.  But  the  refources  of  a  be(i^ed 
dty  may  be  exhauilcd.    The  Perlkos  repaired  their  lodes,  and 

puflied 
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puflied  their  approadies;  a  large  breach  was  made  hj  the  battering  ^ 

nxOf  and  the  ftrcngth  of  the  garrifon,  wafted  by  the  iword  and  by  t^.  ■w  -# 

di&aie,  yielded  to  the  fuiy  of  the  aflault.   The  fddien,  the  citizens, 

thdr  wives,  their  children,  all  who  had  not  time  to  e&ape  through 

die  oppofite  gate,  were  involved  by  the  cooquows  in  a  promifcuous 

maflacre. 

But  the  ruin  of  Amida  was  the  iafety  of  the  Roman  pnmnces.  Of  Sb^gira^ 
As  foon  as  the  firft  tranijports  of  vidory  had  fubfided,  Sapor  was  at  A.D.  3C0. 
leifure  to  reflect,  that  to  chailife  a  diibbeAent  city,  he  had  loft  die 
flower  of  his  troops,  and  the  moft  &vourable  feafon  for  conqueft"^ 
Thirty  thoufiind  of  his  veterans  had  fidlen  under  the  waOs  of  Amid?, 
during  the  continuance  of  a  fiege  which  lafted  fcventy-three  days ; 
and  the  difappointed  monarch  returned  to  his  capital  with  affected 
triumph  and  fecret  mortification.  It  is  more  than  probable,  that  the 
incoiiftancy  of  his  Ikirb.irian  allies  was  tempted  to  rdiiu^iilili  a  war 
in  which  they  had  encountered  fuch  uncxpcd;cd  dilficultics ;  and  that 
the  aged  king  of  the  Chionites,  fatiated  with  revenge,  turned  away 
with  horror  firom  a  fcene  of  adion  where  he  had  been  deprived  of 
the  hope  of  lus  family  and  nation*  The  ftrength  as  well  as  fpirit 
of  the  army  irith  wiuch  Sapor  toolt  the  field  in  the  enfuing  fpring, 
was  no  long^  equal  to  theunbounded  views  of  his  ambftfon.  Inftead 
of  afpiring  to  the  eooqueft  of  the  Eaff,  he  was  obliged  to  content 
himidf  with  the  redudion  of  two-  fortified  cities  of  Mefopotamia^

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CHAT,  siiigara  and  Bezabde*";  the  one  (ituate  in  the  midft  of  a  iandf 
•defert,  the  other  in  a  fmall  peoinfula,  furrounded  almoft  on  twaj 
fide  by  the  deep  and  rapid  ftream  of  the  Hgria.  Five  Roman 
legions,  of  the  diminutive  fize,  to  which  they  had  been  reduced  in 
the  age  of  Conftantine,  were  made  prifoners,  and  ient  into  remote 
captivity  on  the  extreme  confinea  of  Peiiia.  After  difinantling  die 
walls  Singara;  the  conqueror  abandoned  that  folitary  and  feque^ 
tered  place ;  but  he  carefully  reftored  the  fortifications  of  Bezabde^ 
and  fixed  in  that  important  poft  a  garrifon  oc  colony  of  vetenuu ; 
amply  fupplied  with  every  means  of  defence,  and  animated  by  higjh 
fentiments  of  honour  and  fidelity.  Towards  the  clofe  of  the  cam- 
pai^,  the  arms  of  Sapor  incurred  fome  difgrace  by  an  unfuccefsful 
enteiprize  againft  Virtha,  or  Tecrit,  a  ftrong^  or,  as  it  was  univer- 
fidly  efteemed  dll  the  age  of  Tamerlane,  an  impregnable  ibrtrda  of 
the  independent  Arabs'*. 

The  defence  of  the  Eaft  agunft  the  arms  of  Sapor,  required  and 
would  have  exercifed  the  abiltdes  of  the  moft  confummate  general; 
and  it  feemed  fortunate  for  the  ftate,  that  it  was  the  adfaial  province 
of  die  brave  Urficiniis,  vrbo  alone  delerved  the  confidence  of  the 
foldiers  and  people^  In  the  hour  oS  danger,  Urfidhus**  was  removed 
firom  his  ftadon  by  the  intrigues  of  the  eunuchs  $  and  the  military 
command  of  the  Eaft  was  beftowed,  by  the  lame  influence,  on  Sain- 
man,  a  weaUhy  and  fubde  veteran,  who  had  attained  the  infirmides, 
without  acqiuring  the  erqperience,  of  age.  By  a  fecond  order,  which 
ifliied  from  die  fiune  jealous  and  inconftant  counfels,  Urfidnus  was

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a^^n  diipatcfaed  to  the  frontier  of  Mdopotamia,  and  condemned  to  ^  ^^^^  p. 
fuftain  the  labours  of  a  war,  the  honours  of  wluch  had  been  trani^  «  -j-'  _r 
ferred  to  hb  unworthy  rival.  Sabinian  fixed  his  indecent  ftadon 
under  the  walls  of  Edefla,  and  while  he  amufed  himfelf  with  the 
idle  parade  of  military  exerdfe,  and  moved  to  the  found  <^  flutes 
in  the  Pyrrhic  dance,  the  public  defence  was  abandoned  to  the  bold^ 
neis  and  diligence  of  the  former  general  of  the  Eaf%.  But  whenever 
Uriicinns  recommended  any  vigorous  plan  of  operations;  when  he- 
propofed,  at  the  head  of  a  light  and  adive  army,  to  wheel  rounds 
the  foot  of  the  mountains,  to  intercept  the  convoys  of  the  enemy,  to: 
harafs  the  wide  extent  of  the  PerHan  lines,  and  to  rdieve  the 
diftrefs  of  Amida;  the  timid  and  envious  commander  alleged, 
that  he  was  reftratned  by  his  pofitive  orders  from  endangering  the. 
fafety  of  the  troops.  Amida  was  at  length  taken;  its  braveft  de^- 
fenders,  who  had  efcaped  the  fword  of  the  Barbarians,  died  in  the 
Roman  camp  by  the  hand  of  the  executioner ;  and  Uriicinus  himfelf, 
after  fi^jpcMting  the  difgrace  of  a  partial  enquiry,  vras  punifhed  for  the 
miicoodud  of  Sabinian  by  the  lois  of  his  military  rank.  But  Con- 
ftantius  fbon  experienced  the  truth  of  the  prediAion  which  honeft 
in^nai^on  had  extorted  from  his  ii^ured  lieutenant,  that  as  long  as  - 
fiidi  masdms  of  government  were  fufiered  to  pevail;  the  emperor 
himfelf  would  find  it  no  eafy  tafk  to  defend  his  eaftem  dominions 
from  the  invafion  <^  a  foragn  enemy.  When  he  had  fubdued  or 
pacified  theBaibarians  of  the  Danube,  Conflantius  proceeded  by  flow 
marches  into  the  Eaft;  Mid  after  he  had  wept  over  the  fmoktng 
ruins  of  Amidi,  he  formed,  widi  a  powerful  army,  the  fiege  of  Be- 
zabde.  The  waUs  were  fhaken-  by  the  roterated  efforts  of  the  moft 
enormous  <^  die  battering-rams ;  the  town  wa»  reduced  to  the  lafl* 
extremity ;  but  it  was  fiill  defended  by  the  patient  and  intrepid  valour 
of  the  garriibn^  till  the  approach  of  the  runy  feafon  obliged  the 
emperor  to  raife  the  liege,  and  ioglorioufly  to  retreat  into  hia  winter- 
quarters. 

The  pride  of  Gmftandus,  and  die  ingenuity 
c  ^  of  his  courtiers,  were  at  a  loft  to  diicoyer  any  materials  for  panegyric 
in  the  events  of  the  Perfian  war;  while  the  glory  of  his  coufin 
Julian,  to  whole  military  command  he  had  entrufted  the  |>roTinces 
of  Gaul,  was  proclaimed  to  the  world  in  the  fimple  and  cooctfe  nar- 
rative of  his  exploits. 
invaAon  of  ^  \XaA  fiiTy  of  civil  difcord,  Conftantius  had  abandoned  to 

Germau ''^  the  Bari>arians  of  Germany  the  countries  of  Gaul,  which  ftill  ac- 
knowledged the  authority  of  his  rival  A  numerous  fwarm  of 
Franks  and  Alemanni  were  invited  to  croft  the  Rhine  by  prefents 
and  promifes,  by  the  hopes  of  fpcnl,  and  by  a  perpetual  grant  of  all 
the  territories  which  they  fhould  be  able  to  fubdue**.  But  the 
emperor,  who  for  a  temporary  fervice  had  thus  imprudently  pro- 
voked the  rapadoua  Spirit  of  the  Barbariam,  foon  diicovered  and 
lamented  the  difficulty  of  dUhufGng  thefe  formidable  allies,  after  tiiey 
had  tafted  the  richnefs  of  the  Roman  foil.  R^^ardlefe  of  the  nice 
diftinAion  of  loyalty  and  rebellion,  diefe  undilciplined  robbers 
treated  as  thor  natural  enemies  all  the  fubje^  of  the  empire,  who 
poflefled  any  property  which  they  were  defirous  of  acquiring.  Forty- 
five  flouriflung  cities,  Tongres,  Cologne,  Treves,  Worms,  Spites, 
Stndbuigh,  &c. '  befides  a  £ur  greater  number  of  towns  and  villages, 
were  pillaged,  and  for  the  moft  part  reduced  to  afhes.  Hie  Bar- 
barians of  Germany,  (till  faithful  to  the  maxims  of  thdr  ancef^ 
tors,  abhorred  the  confinement  of  walls,  to  which  they  applied  the 
odious  names  of  prilbns  and  fepulchres  ;  and  fixing  theit  indqiend- 
ent  habitations  on  the  banks  of  rivers,  the  Rhine,  the  Molelle,  and

Gallii:  monarchy**.   From  the  (burces,  to  die  mouth,  of  die  Rhine, 
the  oonquefts  of  the  Germans  extended  above  forty  miks  to  die 
weft  of  that  river,  over  a  country  peopled  by  colonies  of  their  own 
name  and  nation ;  and  the  icene  of  didr  devaftadons  was  three  dmes 
more  exteniive  than  tliat  <^  tfadr  conquefis.   At  a  ftill  greater  dis-

*'  plicr  !**  Yet  even  this  fpeculative  philofiiphy,  which  men  of 
buimcfs  are  too  apt  to  dcfpife,  had  filled  the  mind  of  Julian  witb 
tlic  nobleft  precepts,  and  the  moft  Ihining  examples  j  had  animated 
him  with  the  love  of  virtue,  the  dcfire  of  feme,  and  the  contempt  of 
death.  The  habits  of  temperance  recommended  in  the  ichools,  are 
ftill  more  eflential  in  the  ferere  difcipline  of  a  camp.  Hie  fimpie 
wants  of  nature  regulated  the  meafiue  of  hia  food  and  flecp.  Re- 
jcdking  with  diiaain  Ae  ddicadea  provided  for  hi»  table,  he  latiafied 
his  appetite  vnth  Ae  coaifc  and  common  fiwe  which  was  allotted  to 
jhemeaneftlbh&rs.  Durmg  the  ligonr  of  a  GalHc  vrinter,  he  never 
furred  a  fire  in  hia  bed-<chamberi  and  after  a  fiu>rt  and  intemipted 
number,  he  fitequently  rofe  in  the  middle  of  the  nigfac  fiom  a  caxpet 
Qoead  on  the  floor,  to  difpatch  any  uigentbufinda,  to  vifit  his  rounds,, 
or  to  fteal  a  few  momenta  for  the  proiecution  of  his  fiivourite  ftu- 
'dies".  The  precepts  of  eloquence,  which  he  had  hitherto  pradifed 
on  fimcied  topics  of  dedamattoo,  were  more  ufefuUy  applied  to- 
excite  or  to  afliiage  the  paJBons  of  an  armed  multitude :  and  althougb 
Julian,  from  his  early  habits  of  converfation  and  literature,  waa 
mote  fimifiarly  acquainted  with  the  beauties  of  the  Greek  language^, 
he  had  attained  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  Latin  tongue  Since 
Julian  was  not  originally  defigned  for  the  charader  of  a  legiilatar,,

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or  a  judg^  it  ia  probable  diat  the  civil  jurisprudence  of  the  Romans  ^  y.y  ^* 
had  not  engaged  any  confidenible  lhare  of  his  attention :  but  he 
derived  from  his  philofi)phic  ftudies  an  inflexiUe  regard  for  jultice, 
tempered  by  a  di^^tion  to  demency ;  the  knowkdge  of  the  general 
principles  of  equity  and  evidence,  and  die  faculty  of  patiently  invef- 
tilting  the  moft  intricate  and  tedious  queAiona  vrhich  could  be  pn>- 
poled  lor  hia  difcuffion.  The  meafures  of  policy,  and  the  operations 
of  war,  muft  fubmit  to  the  various  accidents  of  circumilance  and 
charaQer,  and  the  unpradifed  ftudent  vrill  often  be  perplexed  in  the 
^plication  of  the  moft  perfe^  theory.  But  in  the  acquifition  of 
Ais  important  fdence,  Julian  was  affifted  by  the  active  vigour  of 
his  tsviw  gcaiiis>  as  well  as  by  the  wifiiom  and  eiqperienoe  of  Salluil» 
an  officer  of  rank,  who  foon  concdved  a  fincere  attachment  fer  a 
prince  fo  worthy  of  his  fiiendfliip ;  and  whofe  incamiptiUe  inte- 
grity was  adorned  by  the  talent  of  infimiating  the  hariheft  truths, 
without  wounding  the  delicacy  of  a  royal  ear**. 

bunediately  after  Julian  had  ftodved  the  purple  at  Milan,  he  ^^g^t"'*' 
was  £ent  into  Gaul,  with  a  feeble  retinue  of  three  hundred  and  ^ad, 
fixty  foldters.  At  Vienna,  where  he  pafled  a  painful  and  anxious 
vrint^r,  in  the  hands  of  thofe  minifters  to  whom  Conftantius  had 
entrufted  the  direction  of  4ii8  eondud,  the  Caelar  was  informed  of 
the  ficge  and  deliverance  of  Autun.  That  large  and-  andent  city, 
proted^ed  only  by  a  rdned  wall  and  pufiUaniaious  {^rrifon,  was 
faved  by  the  generous  refiduticm  of  a  few  veterans,  who  rcAimed 
thdr  arms  fbr  the  defence  of  thdr  country.  In  his  march  from 
Autun,  through  the  heart  of  the  Gallic  provinces,  Julian  .embraced 
with  ardour  the  earlieft  opportunity  of  fignalizing  his  couragev  At

w  the  ihorter  but  the  more  dangerous  of  two  roada;  and  fometimes  dud- 

ing,  and  fometimes  reiifting,  the  att&cks  of  the  Barbarians,  who  were 
mailers  of  the  iidd,  he  arrived  ^th  honour  and  lafcty  at  the  camp 
near  Rheints,  where  the  Roman  troops  had  been  ordered  to  aflem- 
ble.  -  The  sS^eCt  o£  thdr  young  prince  revived  the  drooping  fpirit 
of  the  idlers,  and  they  mardied  firom  Rhdms  in  fearch  of  the 
enemy,  with  a  confidence  which  had  almoft  proved  fiital  to  dienir 
The  Akmannl,  £imtliarized  to  the  knowledge  of  the  country,  fe- 
cretly  coUedked  their  fcattered  forces,  and  fdzing  the  opportunity  of 
a  dark  and  rainy  day,  poured  with  unexpeded  fury  on  the  rear- 
guard of  die  Romans.   Before  the  inevitable  diicnrder  could  be 
lemedied,  two  legions  were  deftroyed;  and  Julian  was  taught  by 
experience,  that  caution  and  vigilance  are  the  moft  important  leilbna 
of  the  art  of  war.    In  a  fecond  and  more  fuccefsful  adtion,  he 
recovered  and  eftabliflied  Ids  military  fame;  but  as  the  agility  of  the 
Barbarians  iaved  them  bom  the  purfuit,  his  vidory  was  addwr 
bloody  nor  deeifive^   He  advanced,  however,  to  die  banks  of  die 
Rhine,  furveyed  the  ruins  of  Ck)logne,  convinced  himfelf  of  the  di& 
Acuities  of  the  war,  and  retreated  on  the  approach  of  winter,  dilV 
contented  widi  the  court,  with  his  army,  -and  with  lus  own  fuccefi***  . 
The  power  of  the  enemy  was  yet  unbroken ;  and  the  Caeiar  had  no 
foouer  ieparated  his  troops,  and  fixed  hb  own  quarters  at  Sens,  in 
die  centre  of  Gaul,  than  he  was  fuirounded  and  befieged  by  a  nu- 
merous hoft  of  Germans.   Reduced  in  this  extremity  to  the  refources 
c^his  own  mind,  he  difjplayed  a  prudent  intrepidity  which  com— 
pedated  fw  all  the  defidencies  of  the  phue  and  garrifon ;  and'  die 
Barbarians,  at  the  end  of  tlurty  days,  were  obliged  to  retire  widk 
dtlappointed  lage.

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The  confcious  pride  of  Julian,  who  was  indebted  only  to  his   C  H  A  F.

that  he  was  abandoned,  betrayed,  and  perhaps  devoted  to  deftruftionj  campaign, 
by  thofe  who  were  bound  to  aflift  him  by  every  tie  of  honour  and  ^"  ' 
fidelity.    Marcellus,  mafter-general  of  the  cavalry  in  Gaul,  inter- 
preting too  ftridly  the  jealous  orders  of  the  court,  behdd  with  fupine 
indiSerence  the  diftreft  of  Julian,  and  had  reftrained  the  troops  under 
his  cmnmand  (rom  inarching  to  the  rdief  of  Sens.    If  the  Caefar 
had  dilTembled  in  filence  fb  dangerous  an  infult,  hU  perfon  and 
authority  would  have  been  expofed  to  the  contempt  of  the  world ; 
and  if  an  adion  fo  criminal  had  been  fufiered  to  pais  with  impunity, 
the  emperor  would  have  confirmed  the  fu^icions,  which  recdved 
a  very  fpecious  colour  from  his  paft  condud  towards  the  princes  of 
the  Flavian  fiunily.   Marcelius  was  recalled,  and  gently  difinifled 
firom  his  office".   In  his  room  Severus  was  appointed  general  of 
the  cavalry;  an  experienced  foldier,  of  approved  courage  and  fide- 
lity, who  could  adviie  with  refpcd,  and  execute  with  zeal.;  and 
who  fubmitted,  without  rduQance^  to  the  fupreme  command  which 
Julian,  by  the  intereft  of  his  patronefe  Eufebia,  at  length  obtained 
'over  the  armies  of  Gaid      A  very  judicious  plan  of  operations  was 
adopted  for  the  approaching  campaign.   Julian  himfelf,  at  the  head 
of  the  remuns  of  the  veteran  bands,  and  of  fome.new  levies  which 
he  had  been  permitted  to  fc»m,  bcrfdly  penetrated  into  the  centre  of' 
the  German  cantonments,  and  carefully  re-eftabliihed  the  fcwtifica— 
tions  of  Saveme,  in  an  advantageous  poft,.  which  would  either  check 
the  incuriions,  or  intercept  the  retreat,  of  the  enemy..  At  the  iame-

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^  viv  ^'  Barbatio,  general  of  the  infmtry,  advanced  from  Milan  with 
<  »'  *  an  army  of  thirty  thoufand  men,  ;!nd  palling  the  mountaiu'^^,  pre- 
pared to  throw  a  bridge  over  the  Rhine,  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Eafil.  It  was  reafonable  to  expect  that  the  Alcmanni,  prefled  on 
either  fide  by  the  Roman  arms,  would  foon  be  forced  to  evacuate  the 
provinces  of  Gaul,  and  to  haden  to  the  defence  of  their  native 
country.  But  the  hopes  of  the  campaign  were  defeated  by  the 
incapacity,  or  the  envy,  or  the  lecret  inftrudlions,  of  Barbatio  ;  who 
acled  as  if  he  had  been  the  enemy  f^'f  the  Cx'far,  and  the  fecret  ally 
of  the  Barbarians.  The  negligence  with  which  he  permitted  a  troop 
of  pillagers  freely  to  pafs,  and  to  return  almod  before  the  gates  of 
his  camp,  may  be  imputed  to  his  want  of  abilities ;  but  the  treafon- 
able  SL^t  of  burning  a  number  of  boats,  and  a  fuperfluous  ftock  of 
provifionS)  which  would  have  been  of  the  moft  clTcntial  fervice  to 
the  army  of  Gaul,  was  an  evidence  of  his  hoilile  and  criminal  in- 
tentions. The  Germans  dcfpifed  an  enemy  who  appeared  deiVitute 
other  of  power  or  of  inclination  to  offend  them  ;  and  the  ignomi' 
nious  retreat  of  Barbatio  deprived  Julian  (jf  the  expelled  fupportj 
and  left  him  to  extricate  himfelf  from  a  hazardous  fituation,  where 
he  could  neither  remain  with  fafety,  nor  retire  with  honour 
As  foon  as  they  were  delivered  from  the  fears  of  invafion,  the 
A  D.  35/,  Alemanni  prepared  to  chaftife  the  Roman  youth,  who  prefumcd  to 
Aufuft.  difpme  the  pofleffion  of  that  country,  which  they  claimed  as  their 
own  by  the  right  of  conquefl  and  of  treaties.  They  em|rfoyed  tfuree 
days,  and  as  many  nights,  in  tranfporting  over  the  Rhine  thdr 
military  powers.  The  fierce  Chiiodom.ar,  fliaking  the  ponderous 
javelin,  which  he  had  vidtorioully  wielded  againfl  the  brother  of 
Magnentiuti^  led  the  van  of  the  Barbariana»  and  moderated  by  his

was  Mowed  by  Cjc  other  idiigs,  by  tea  princte  of  Mga!  extrac- 
tion, by  a  long  tnin  of  high-^irited  noUea^  and  by  thiity-five 
thoulknd  of  the  hnvt&  wanrion  of  the  tribes  of  Germany.  The 
confidence  derived  fiom  the  view  of  their  own  ftrength,  was  en- 
creaied  by  the  intdligeoce  which  thqr  received  from  a  deferter,  that 
tiie  Caefar,  with  a  feeble  army  of  thirteen  thouiaiid  men,  occupied  « 
poft  about  one  and  twenty  miles  from  their  camp  of  Stnlburgh. 
With  this  inadequate  force,  Julian  rdblved  to  ieek  and  to  encounter 
die  Barbarian  hofr;  and  the  chance  of  a  general  a^n  was  preferred 
to  the  tedKous  and  uncertain  operation,  of.  ieparately  engaging  the 
diipetfed  parties  of  the  AlemannL  The  Romans  marched  in  dofe- 
order,  and  in  two  columns,  the  cavalry  on  the  rig^t,  the  infantry 
on  the  left  }  and  Hmt  day  vras  So  6a  fyeat  when  tiiey  appeared  in- 
fight  of  the  enemy,  that  Julian  was  definnis  of  deferring  the  balttUs- 
till  die  next  morning,  and  of  aflowii^  his  troops  to  recruit  th^- 
eadiauAed  ftrength  by  the  necefliuy  refrefliments  of  ileep  and  food» 
Yieldii^,  however,  widi  fome  reludance,  to  the  damours  of  the  fol^ 
Acrs,  and  even  to  the  opinion  of  his  coundl,  he  exhorted  them  ta 
jnffify  by  dieir  valour  the  eager  impatience,  which,,  in  cafe  of  a  de- 
feat, would  be  univerfaBy  branded  with  tike  epithets  oi"  raihnefr  and 
prefumption.  The  trumpeta  founded,  the  military  ihout  was  heard' 
dirougfa  the  fidd,  and  the  two  armies  ruihed  with  equal  friry  to  the- 
duuge.  The  Csfar;  who  conduced  in  perlbn  his  right  wing,, 
depended  on  the  dexterity  of  his  archers,  and  the  vrdght  of  lus  cui— 
raffiers.  But  his  ranks  were  inftandy  broken  by  an  irr^lar  mixturer 
«f  light-horfe  and  of  ligfat-in&ntry,  and  he  had  the  mortification-

The  fugitiTes  were  ftopped  and  ralBed  by  the  pivfence 
and  authority  of  Julian,  who,  carelefs  of  his  own  lafety,  threw  him- 
iHf  befbie  them,  and  ur^ng  every  motive  of  lhame  and  honour,  led 
them  back  againft  the  vi^rious  enemy.  The  confltd  between  the 
two  lines  of  infantry  was  obftinate  and  bloody.  The  Germans  pof- 
*  fefled  the  fiiperioxity  of  ftrength  and  ftature,  the  Romans  that  of 
diiopline  and  temper;  and  as  the  Barbarians,  who  ferved  under  the 
ftandard  of  the  eminre,  united  the  refpe^ve  advantages  of  both 
parties,  their  ftrenuous  eflRnts,  guided  by  a  (kilful  leader,  at  lengdi 
determined  the  event  of  the  day.  The  Romans  loft  four  tribunes, 
and  two  hundred  and  forty-diree  folders,  in  tlus  memorable  battle 
of  Stralburgh,  fo  glorious  to  the  Caelar'',  and  fi>  ialutary  to  the 
a£Bided  provinces  of  GauL  Six  thoufand  of  the  Alemanni  were  flain 
in  the  field,  without  including  Uiofe  who  were  drowned  in  the 
Rhine,  or  transfixed  with  darts  whilft  they  attempted  to  Iwim  acrofr 
the  river  Chnodomar  himfelf  was  furrounded  and  taken  prifoner> 
with  three  of  hb  brave  companions,  who  had  devoted  themmves 
to  follow  in  life  or  death  tfie  fate  of  their  dueftain.  Julian  received 
him  with  military  pomp  in  the  council  of  his  officers;  and  eaqweffing 
a  generous  pity  for  the  fidlen  ftate,  difTembled  his  inward  contempt

After  Julian  had  rqniUed  the  Alemanni  from  the  proWnccs  of  Julian  Aib. 
the  Upper  Rhine,  he  turned  his  arms  ^ainft  the  Franks,  who  were  FrMk^f 
ieated  nearer  to  the  ocean  on  die  confines  of  Gaul  and  Germany;  ^*  ^' 
and  who^  from  didr  numberB,  and  ftill  more  from  thdr  intrepid 
-valour,  had  ever  been  efteemed  die  moft  formidable  of  the  Barbae 
tians  Although  diey  were  ftrongly  aOuated  by  the  alhireroenti 
of  rapine,  they  pcofefled  a  difinterefted  love  of  war;  whidi  they 
ofmfidered  as  die  fiqweme  honour  and  feliidly  of  human  nature; 
and  didr  minds  and  bodies  were  fi>  completely  hardened  by  peqpe* 
toal  adion,  that,  according  to  the  lively  espieiGoa  of  an  orator,  the 
fiiows  of  winter  were  as  pleafimt  to  them  as  the  flowers  of  firing. 
In  the  month  of  December,  which  fidlowed  the  batde  of  Scraiburgh, 
Julian  attacked  a  body  of  fix  hundred  Franks,  who  had  throwa 
themfelves  into  two  caftles  on  the  Meufe  *\  In  the  inidft  of  that 
fevere  feafon  they  fuftained,  with  inflexible  conftancy,  a  fiege  of 
fifty-four  days;  till  at  length,  exhaufted  by  hunger,  and  fatisficd 
that  the  ^^ikmce  of  the  enemy  in  breaking  the  ice  of  the  river,  left 
diem  no  hopes  of  efcape,  the  Franks  confimted,  for  the  firft  time, 
to  di^penfe  with  the  ancient  law  which  commanded  them  to  «mqaer

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CHAP,  or  to  die.  The  Cadkr  imme^atdy  fent  his  capdves  to  the  couR  of 
«■  4  »  Conftantius,  who  accepting  them  as  a  valuaUe  pre&nt rejcnced  in 
the  opportuoity  of  adding  §o  many  heroes  to  the  choiceft  troops  of 
his  domeftic  guards.  The  obiHnate  refiAanoe  of  tlus  handful  of 
Franks,  apprifed  Julian  of  die  difficulties  of  the  esqiediticMi  which 
he  meditated  for  the  enAiing  fyring,  againft  the  whde  body  of  the 
nation.  H»  rapid  diligence  furpri&d  and  aftoni&ed  the  %.€&fe  Bar^ 
harians.  Ozdeiing  his  foldiers  to  provide  diemielTes  with  bifcuat 
lor  twenty  days,  he  fuddenly  pitched  lus  camp  near  Tongres,  while 
the  enemy  ftill  fuppoled  lum  in  his  winter-quarters  of  Paris,  expeQ- 
ing  the  flow  arrival  of  lus  convoys  from  Aquitain.  Without  aHow-^ 
ing  the  Franks  to  unite  or  to  deliberate,  he  flulfully  ^read  his  legions 
from  Ck>logne  to^  the  ocean ;  and  by  Uie  tenor,  as  wdl  as  by  die 
fuocefs  of  lus  arms,  ibon  reduced  the  fiippliant  tribes  to  imphwe  the 
clemency,  and  to  obey  the  commands,  of  thev  conqueror..  The 
€3ianiavianfr  liibaiiffively  retired  to  dieb  former  habiladons  beyond 
the  Rhine  i  but  the  SaMans  were  permitted  to  jpofleis  their  sew  efta- 
blifliment  of  Toxandiia,  as  the  fubjedts  and  auxifiaiies  of  the  Ro" 
man  en^pire'%  The  treaty  was  ratUied  by  fi>lenm  oadis;  and 
perpetual  in^^edors  were  appointed  to  refide  among  the  Franks,  with 
the  authority  of  enforcing  the  HbnSt  obfervanee  of  the  conditions. 
An  incident  is  related,  interefting  enough  in  itfdf,  and  by  no  means 
repugnant  to  the  diarader  of  Julian,  who  higemouily  contrived

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both  tlie  plot  and  the  cataftrophe  of  the  tngedy.   When  the  Cha-  chap. 
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maviaiu  fued  for  peace,  he  required  the  fon  of  their  king,  as  the  onlf 
hoftage  on  whom  he  could  rdy.  A  moumlul  filence,  interrupted 
hy  tears  and  groans,  declared  the  fad  perplexity-  of  the  Baibamns ; 
^d  their  aged  chief  lamented  in  pathetic  language,  that  his  private  I0& 
was  now  embittered  by  a  lenfc  of  the  public  calamity.  While  the 
Chamavians  lay  proftratc  at  tlie  foot  of  hb  throne,  the  royal  captive, 
whom  they  believed  to  have  been  (lain,  unexpediedly  appeared  be- 
fore their  eyes ;  and  as  foon  as  tlie  tumult  of  joy  was  hufhed  into 
attention,  the  Cxfar  addrefled  the  aflembly  in  the  following  terms : 
"  Behold  the  fon,  the  prince,  vv'hom  you  wept.  You  had  loft. him 
"  by  your  fault.  God  and  the  Romans  have  reftored  him  to  you. 
"  I  ihall  ftill  preferve  and  educate  the  youth,  rather  as  a  monument 
"  of  my  own  virtue,  than  as  a  pledge  of  your  fmcerity.  Should 
"  you  prelume  to  violate  the  fiiith  which  you  have  fwom,  the  arms 
"  of  the  republic  will  avenge  the  perfidy,  not  on  the  innocent,  but 
*'  on  the  guilty."  The  Barbarians  withdrew  from  his  prefenoe, 
impreifed  with  the  wanndt  ieatiments  isf .  gratitude  and  admirse 
tion  . 

It  was  not  cnougli  for  Julian  to  have  delivered  the  provinces  of  Makes  thnc 
Gaul  from  the  Barbarians  of  Germany.    He  afpircd  to  emulate  the  ^*^j*°h* 
glory  of  the  firft  and  moft  illuftrious  of  the  emperors;  after  whofc  Rh'nc.^A.D. 
example,  he  compolcd  his  own  commentaries  of  the  Gallic  war'*.  359. 
Cs:far  has  related,  with  confcious  pride,  the  manner  in  which  he 
twice  palTed  the  Rhine.    Juliau  could  boall,  that  before  he  alTumed

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c^^A  P.  title  of  Augudus,  he  hxd  carried  tiie  Roman  Eagles  beyond  Halt 
^  -p^.  '  great  river  iatiree  fucceTsfiil  expedttbiis''.  The  confternation  of 
the  Germaiu,  after  the  battle  of  Stralburgh,  encouraged  lum  to  the 
firft  attempt ;  and  the  rdadance  of  the  troops  foon  yielded  to  the 
perfuafive  eloquence  of  a  leader,  who  fhared  the  fatigues  and  dangers 
^ich  he  iinpofed  on  the  meaneft  of  the  (bldiers.  The  villages  on 
dther  (ide  of  the  Meyn,  which  were  plendfully  ftored  with  com 
and  catde,  fdt  the  ravages  of  an  invading  army*  The  prindpal 
houfes,  conftnified  with  ibme  imitation  of  Roman  degance^  were 
confumed  by  die  flames ;  and  die  Caeiar  boldly  advanced  about  ten 
miles,  till  his  jMrogrefs  was  flopped  by  a  dark  and  impenetrable  finefty 
imdermined  by  fubterraneous  palla^es,  whidi  threatened,  widi  fecret 
fiuures  and  ambulh,  every  ftqp  of  the  aflailant.  The  ground  was 
afaready  covered  vridi  fnow;  and  Julian,  after  xepdring  an  andent 
caftle  which  had  tieen  eredled  by  Trajan,  granted  a  truce  of  tea 
mondu  to  die  fiibnuilfive  Barbarians.  At  the  ezpiradon  of  the  truce» 
JuUan  undertook  a  (econd  ezpeditioii  beyimd  the  Rhine,  to  homble- 
the  pride  of  Surmar  and  Hortaire,  two  of  the  kings  of  the  Ale- 
man  ni,  who  had  been  prefent  at  the  batde  of  Straiburgh.  They 
promifed  to  reftore  all  the  Roman  capdves  who  yet  remained  alive ; 
and  as  the  Cxfar  had  procured  an  exad  account  from  the  cities  and 
villages  .of  Gaul,  of  the  inhabitants  whom  they  had  loA,  he  deteded 
every  attempt  to  deceive  him  with  a  degree  of  readineis  and  acctt* 
racy,  which  almoft  eftabliflied  the  belief  of  his  fupematural  know- 
ledge. His  third  expedition  was  fliill  more  fplcndid  and  important 
than  the  two  former.  The  Germans  had  colledled  their  military 
powers,  and  moved  along  the  oppofite  banks  of  the  river,  with  a 
defign  of  deftroying  the  bridge,  and  of  preventing  the  pailage  of 
the  RomanSr  But  this  jui&ious  plan  of  defence  was  dilboncerted. by

•were  detached  in  forty  Imall  boats,  to  tall  down  the  ftream  in   ■  _  -.  _t 
iilcnce,  and  to  land  at  fume  diftance  from  the  polls  of  the  enemy. 
Thev  executed  their  orders  with  jo  mxich  boldnefs  and  celerity,  that 
they  had  almoll  fnrprifed  the  Barbarian  chiefs,  who  returned  in  the 
fearlefs  confidence  of  intoxication  from  one  of  their  nodiurnal  felli- 
vals.    Without  repeating  the  uniform  and  difgulling  tale  of  Ilaughtcr 
and  devaftation,  it  is  fufficicnt  to  obferve,  that  Julian  diftated  his 
own  conditions  of  peace  to  fix  of  the  haughticft  kings  of  the  Alc- 
manni,  three  of  whom  were  permitted  to  view  the  fevere  dilcipline 
and  martial  pomp  of  a  Roman  camp.    Followed  by  twenty  thou- 
£and  captives,  whoan  he  had  refcued  from  the  chains  of  the  Barba- 
riiiu,  the  Caefiur  fqnffid  the  Rhine,,  after  terminating  a  ^var,  the 
fuccdfl  of  which  has  been  compared  to  the  ancient  glories  of  the 
Punic  and  Gmbric  ▼intones* 

As  ibon  as  the  valour  and  condu£k  of  Julian  had  fccured  an  Inter-  RcUorc*  the 
val  of  peace,  he  applied  himfelf  to  a  work  more  congenial  to  his  cauj."' 
humane  and  philofophic  temper.  The  cities  of  Gaul,  wliich  had 
fuffered  from  the  inroads  of  the  Barbarians,,  he  diligently  repaired; 
and  fe>'en  important  pofts,  between  Mentz  and  the  mouth  of  the 
Rhine,  are  particularly  mendoned,  as  having  been  rebuilt  and  fortified: 
bj  the  order  of  Julian  The  vanquiflied  Germans  had  fubmitted 
to  the  jttft  bat  hnnuliating  condition  of  preparing  and  conveying  the 
neceflary  materials.  The  adive  zeal  of  Julian  urged  the  proiecudon' 
of  the  w(»*kj  and  fiich  was  the  ifuiit  which  he  had  difiuied  among 
the  troops,  that  the  auxiliaries  themfetves,  waving  dieir  exemption

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W  A  P.   from  anv  duties  of  fatigue,  contended  in  the  inoll  lervlle  labours 
<>- u   witli  tlic  diligence  of  tlie  Roman  loldiers.    It  was  incumbent  on  the 
-Ca4ar  to  provide  for  tiie  fubliftence,  as  well  as  tor  the  fafetv,  of  the 
inhabitants  and  of  the  garrifons.    The  defertion  of  the  former,  and 
the  mutiny  of  the  latter,  muft  have  been  the  hXsX  and  inevitable 
confequence9  of  famine.   The  tilbge  of  die  jttorinces  of  Gaul  had 
■been  inteiruptcd  by  the  calaimdes  of  war;  but  the  Icanty  harvefts 
die  condnent  were  fupplicd,  by  his  paternal  care,  firom  the  plenty  of 
die  adjacent  ifland.   Six  hundred  large  barks,  framed  in  die  foreft  of 
the  Ardennes,  made  feveral  voyages  to  the  coaft  of  Britain ;  and 
returning  from  thence  laden  with  corn,  failed  up  the  Rhine,  and 
diftributed  didr  cargoes  to  the  fcveral  towns  and  fortrefles  dong 
llie  banks  of  the  river        The  arms  of  Julian  had  reftored  a 
.free  and  feciire  navigation,  which  Conftandus  had  ofiered  to  pur- 
chafe  at  die  /expence  of  his  dignity,  and  of  a  tributary  prefent  <^ 
two  dioufand  pounds  <&  iilver.   The  emperor  parfimonioully  re- 
f ufed  to  his  ibldiers  the  fums  wluch  be  granted  with  a  kivifli  and 
trembling  hand  to  die  Barbarians.   The  dexterity,  as  wdl  as  the 
firmnefs  of  Julian,  was  put  to  a  fev«re  trial,  when  he  took  the  field

Before  he  took  the  field,  he  devolved  on  the  provindat  goveraois^ 
moft  of  the  public  and  private  caofes  whidi  had  been  referred  to 
his  tribunal ;  but,  on  his  zeturn,  he  carefully  revifed  their  proceeding 
mitigated  the  rigour  €i  the  law,  and  pronounced  a  fecond  judgment 
on  the  judges  themfdves.  $i]^>eiior  to  the  laft  temptation  of  vir^ 
tuous  minds,  an  indifcreet  and  inten^perate  zeal  for  jufiice,  he 
leftrained,  with  calmneis  and  dignity,  the  warmth  of  an  advocate 
who  profecuted,  for  extortion,  die  prefident  of  the  Narbonneft 
province.  Who  vrill  ever  be  found  giulty,**  ezchuined  the  vehe^ 
ment  Del|^£u8,  if  it  be  enough  to  deny?**  **  and  who^**  replied 
Julian,  **  wiU  ever  be  innocent,  if  it  is  fu£Bcient  to  affirm?**  In  the 
general  adminiftsatton  <tf  peace  and  war,  the  intereft  of  the  foverdgn 
is  commonly  the  lame  as  that  of  his  people;  but  Conftandus  would 
have  thought  himl^  deeply  injured,  if  the  virtues  of  Julian  had 
defrauded  him  of  any  part  of  the  tribute  which  he  extorted  from  an 
^prefled  and  exhauiled  country.  The  prince  who  was  invefted 
with  the  enfigns  of  royalty,  might  ibmetimes  prefume  to  corre&die^ 
vapadous infolence  of  the  inferior  agents;  to  expofe  their  corrupt 
ails,  and  to  introduce  an  equal  and  eafier  mode  of  colledtion.  But 
the  management  <^  the  finances  was  more  iafidy  cntnifted  to  flo— 
rentius.  Praetorian  pzaefed  of  Gaul,  an  eflfeminate  tyrantj  incapable  ^ 
of  pity  or  remorfe ;  and  the  haughty  minifter  complained  of  the 
moft  decent  and  gentle  oppofition,  while  Julian  himfelf  was  rather 
inclined  to  cenfure  the  weaknda  of  his  own  behaviour.  The  Csefiur 
had.sejc^led  vrith  abhorrence,  a  mandate  for  the  levy  of  an  extra- 
ordinary tax  ;  a  new  fuperdidion,  which  the  pTxfcO:  had  offered 
for  his  fignature;  and  the  faithful  pldure  of  the  public  mifcry,  by 
which  he  had  been  obliged  to  juftify  his  refufal,  offended  the  court 
•f  Cooftantius.  We  may  enjoy  the  gleafure  of  reading  the  fenti- 
^  ments- 
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CHAP,  mcntt  df  Julian,  as  he  exprclTes  them  with  warmth  and  freedom  in 
«;  ^  '  '  a  letter  to  <me  of  his  mod  intimate  friends.  After  dating  his  own 
condud,  he  proceeds  in  the  following  terms:  "  Was  it  pofTible  for 
**  the  difciple  of  Plato  and  Ariftotle  to  ad  otherwife  than  I  hare 

done?  Could  I  abandon  the  unhappy  fubjedls  cntrufted  to  my 
•*  care?  Was  I  not  calLtl  ujjon  to  defend  them  from  the  repeated 
**  injuries  of  thcfc  unfeeling  robbers?  A  tribune  who  deferts  his 
"  pod  is  punilhed  with  death,  and  deprived  of  the  honours  of  bu- 
"  rial.  With  what  juftice  could  I  pronounce  bis  fentencc,  if,  in  the 
"  hour  oi  danger,  I  myfelf  negledcd  a  duty  far  more  facred  and 
**■  Su  more  important?  God  has  placed  me  in  this  elevated  pod;  liis 

providence  will  guard  and  fupport  me.  Should  X  be  condemned 
•*  to  fufier,  1  ihail  denve  comfort  from  the  tcdimony  of  a  pure  and 
•*  upright  confcience.  Would  to  heaven,  that  I  dill  podefTed  a 
**  counfellor  like  Sallud  !  If  they  think  proper  to  fend  me  a  fucceflbr, 
"  I  fliall  fubmit  without  rcludance  ;  and  had  much  rather  improve 
**  the  d\ort  opportunity  of  doing  good,  than  enjoy  a  long  and  lading 
*'  impunity  of  evil ' Tlic  precarious  and  dependent  fituation  of 
Julian  difplayed  his  virtues,  and  concealed  his  defers.  The  young 
hero  who  fupported,  in  Gaul,  the  throne  of  Condantius,  was  not 
permitted  to  reform  the  vices  of  the  government ;  but  he  had  cou- 
rage to  alleviate  or  to  pity  the  didrefs  of  tlic  people.  Ualcfs  he  had 
been  able  tn  revive  the  martial  fpirit  oi  the  Romany,  or  to  introduce 
the  arts  ot"  iadallry  and  refinement  among  their  favage  enemies,  he 
could  not  entertain  any  rational  hopes  of  fecuring  the  public  tran- 
quillity, either  by  the  peace  or  conqued  of  Germany.  Yet  the 
vldories  of  Julian  lufpended,  for  a  Ihort  time,  the  uiroads  of  the 
Barbarians,  and  delayed  the  ruin  of  the  Weftem  Empire.

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His  ialutary  influence  rcftorcd  die  cities  of  Gaul,  which  had  been  ^ 
lb  long  expofed  to  the  evils  of  civil  difcwd.  Barbarian  war,  and  / 
domeftic  tyranny ;  and  the  Ipirit  of  induftry  was  revived  with  the  StmsT* 
hopes    enjoyment.  Agriculture,  manu&^res  and  commerce  again 
flouriflied  under  the  protedion  of  the  laws ;  and  the  curiae  or  civil 
cmporattons,  were  agun  filled  vrith  ufeful  and  refpe£Uble  members: 
the  youth  were  no  longer  appreheniive  of  marriage  i  and  mairied 
perfoQswere  no  longer  appreheniive  of  pofterity:  the  public  and 
private  feftivak  were  cdebnted  with  cuftomary  pomp ;  and  the  fre- 
quent and  fecure  intercourie  of  the  provinces  di^layed  the  image  of 
national  proiperity      A  mind  like  diat  of  Julian,  muft  have  felt  the 
general  hapjunefi  of  which  he  was  the  author;  but  he  viewed,  with 
peculiar  latisfa^tion  and  complacency,  the  city  of  Paris ;  the  feat  of 
his  winter  relidence,  and  the  objed  even  of  his  partial  affeAion  '*. 
That  fylendid  capital,  which  now  embraces  an  ample  tetritory  on 
cither  fide  of  the  Seine,  was  originally  confined  to  the  fmall  iiland 
in  the  midft       the  river,  firom  whence  the  inhabitants  derived  a 
fupply  of  pUre  and  faiubrious  water.    The  river  bathed  the  foot  of 
the  walls  ;  and  the  town  was  acce/Tible  only  by  two  wooden  bridges. 
A  foreft  overfpread  the  northern  fide  of  the  Seine  ;  but  on  the  fouth, 
the  ground,  which  now  bears  the  narrte  of  the  Univerfity,  was  infen- 
fibly  covered  with  houfes,  and  adorned  with  a  palace  and  amphithe- 
atre, baths,  an  aquedudt,  and  a  field  of  Mars  for  the  exercife  of  the 
Roman  troops.    The  fevcrity  of  the  climate  was  tempered  by  the 
ndghbourhood  of  the  ocean  ;  and  with  feme  precautions,  which  ex- 
perience had  taught,  the  vine  and  fig-tree  were  fucceisfuily  cultivated. 

Libanius,  Orat.  Parental,  in  Imp.  Ju-  brother  Hadrian  Valcfius,  or  de  Valois,  and

72fe  Motives^  Progre/sy  and  EffeEls  of  the  Converfan  of 
Conflantine, — l^al  MfiabUfbment  ^nd  Confiitution  of 

THE  public  eftabHrtiment  of  Cliriftianity  maybe  confidered  as  c  H  A  P. 
one  of  thole  important  and  domcllic  revolutions  wliich  excite  .  . 
the  moll  lively  curiofity,  and  aflbrd  the  inoft  valuable  inllrudion. 
The  victories  and  the  civil  policy  of  Conllantine  no  longer  influence 
the  llatc  of  Europe ;  but  a  confiderable  j>ortion  of  the  globe  ftill  re- 
tains the  imprefTion  which  it  received  from  the  converiion  of  that 
monarch  ;  and  the  ccclcfialVical  inftitutions  of  liis  reign  are  ftill  con- 
netted,  by  an  indilToluble  chain,  with  the  opinions,  the  paifions, 
and  the  interefls  of  tlie  prcfont  c;t"ner;ition. 

In  the  confideration  of  a  fubjedl  which  may  be  examined  with  Daiepfti,g 
imparti:ility,   but  cannot  be  viewed  with  indllTercncc,   a  difficulty 
immediately  arifcs  of  a  very  imexpetSted  nature  ;  that  of  afcertaining 
the  real  and  precife  dale  of  the  converfion  of  Conftantine.

almoft  imperceptible  gradations  by  which  the  monarch  declared  him-  c.-y  ^ 
feif  the  proteAor,  and  at  length. the  i»ofelyte,  of  the  church.  It 
was  an  arduous  tafk  to  eradicate  the  habits  and  prejudices  of  lus 
education,  to  acknowledge  the  diidne  power  of  Chrift,  and  to  un- 
derftand  that  the  truth  of  bis  revdation  was  incompatible  with  the 
wcHrflkip  of  the  gods.  The  obftades  which  he  had  probably  expe* 
rienced  in  his  own  mind,  inftru^ked  him  to  proceed  with  caution  in 
the  momentous  change  of  a  national  xdigton ;  and  be  infenfibly  dii^ 
covered  his  new  opinions,  as  fiur  as  he  could  enforce  them  with  fafety 
and  with  e^dL  During  the  whole  courfe  of  his  reign,  the  ftream 
of  ChrilUanlty  flowed  with  a  gentle,  though  accelerated,  motion :  but 
its  general  diredion  was  fometimes  checked,  and  fometimes  diverted, 
by  the  aoddental  drcimiftances  of  the  times,  and  by  the  prudence, 
or  polBbly  by  the  caprice,  of  the  monaidu  His  minifters  were  pcrr 
mitted  to  lignify  the  intentions  of  thdr  mafter  in  the  various  lan- 
guage wluch  was  bdft  adapted  to  their  re^pe^dve  principles ' ;  and 
he  artfully  balanced  the  hopes  and  fears  of  his  fubjeds,  by  publilh- 
ing  in  the  iame  year  two  edidte ;  the  firft  of  which  ei^mned  die  fo-  A.D.  5x1* 
lemn  obiervance  of  Sunday  \  and  the  fecond  directed  the  r^^uks 
confultation  of  the  Arufpices  °.  While  this  important  revolution 
yet  remained  in  fufpence,  the  Chriftians  and  the  Pagans  watched  the

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C  P.  oppofite  fentimcnts.  The  fonner  were  prompted  by  every  motive 
w  of  zeil,  u  well  as  vanity,  to  exaggenfte  tlie  maxia  of  his  favour, 

and  die  evidences  of  his  £uth.  The  ktter,  till  dior  juft  apprehen- 
lions  were  changed  into  despair  and  refentment,  attemptied  to  con- 
ceal from  the  world,  and  from  themfelves,  that  the  gods  Rome 
could  no  longer  reckon  the  emperor  in  the  number  of  their  votaries. 
The  iame  |wffions  and  prejudices  have  engaged  the  partial  writers 
of  the  times  to  connect  the  public  profeifion  of  Chriftianity  vrith  the 
moft  glorious  or  the  moft  ignominious  asra  of  the  reign  of  Con« 
fiantine. 

HU  P^pn  Whatever  fymptoms  of  Ghiiftian  piety  might  tranfpire  in  the 
difcourfes  or  a^ons  of  Conffantine,  he  perfevered  till  he  was  near 
forty  years  of  age  in  the  pra£tice  of  the  eftabfiihed  religion  " ;  and 
the  fame  condudl  which  in  the  court  of  Nicomedia  might  be  im- 
puted to  his  fear,  could  be  alczibed  cmly  to  the  inclination  or  policy 
of  the  fovercign  of  GauL  His  liberality  reftored  and  enriched  the 
temples  of  the  gods :  the  medals  which  ifliied  from  his  Imperial  mint 
are  imprefled  with  the  figures  and  attributes  of  Jupiter  and  Apollo, 
of  Man  and  Hercules ;  and  his  filial  piety  increaied  die  council  of 
Olympus  by  the  folemn  apotheofis  of  his  frther  Conftantius  ".  But 
the  devofion  of  Gonftantine  was  more  peculiariy  direAed  to  the  ge- 
nius c£  the  Sun,  the  Apollo  of  Greek  and  Roman  mythology; 
and  he  was  pleafed  to  be  reprelented  with  the  fymbols  of  the 
God  of  Li^  and  Poetry.  The  unerring  ihafiss  of  that  deity,  the 
•brightnefi  of  lus  eyes,  his  laurel  wreath,  immortal  beauty,  and  ele- 
•gant  acoompliihments,  feem  to  point  him  out  as  the  patron  of  a

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young  hero.  The  altars  of  Apollo  were  crowned  with  the  votive  ^  ^* 
offerings  of  Conflantine  ;  and  the  crcJuious  nmkltudc  were  taught  ^- 
to  believe,  that  the  emperor  was  permitted  to  behold  with  niorlal 
eyes  the  vlliblc  inajctiy  of  their  lutclar  deity ;  and  diat,  either  waking 
or  in  a  vifion,  he  was  bleffed  with  the  aofpicious  omens  of  a 
long  and  vidlorious  reign.  The  Sun  was  univerlally  celebrated  as  the 
invincible  guide  and  proteGor  of  Cotiftantine  and  the  Pagans  might 
xeafonably  expe<::l  that  the  iiifultcd  god  would  purfue  with  unrelcut- 
iiig  vengeance  the  inipic-ty  ui  his  ungrateftil  favourite '\ 

As  long  as  C(Miiiantine  exerciled  a  limited  fovereignty  over  the  Ilcprwea* 
provinces  of  Gaul,  his  Chriftiaii  fubjedls  were  j)ruteded  by  the  au-  tfans^of*'* 
thority,  and  perhaps  by  the  laws,  of  a  prince,  who  wifely  left  to  the  ^^"j^'^ 
gpd»  the  care  of  vindicating  their  own  honour..  If  we  may  credit  3**> 
the  aflertioa  of  Conflantine  himfelf^  he  had  been  an  indignant  ipec- 
tator  of  the  lavage  ctudlies  which-  were  inffided,.  by  the  handa  of 
Roman  foldieis,  oa  thofis  dtizena  whofe  reUgioa  wa»  their  only 
crime      In  the  Eaft  uid  in  the  Weft^,  he  had  ieen  die  difibrent  e^ 
&€U  of  leverity  and  indulgence ;  and  as  the  fimner  was  rendered  fiiU 
more  odious  by  the  example  of  Galerius^.  his  implacaUe  enemy,  the 
latter  was  recommended  to  his  indtation  by  the  authority  and  advice 
of  a  dying  father.   The  fon  of  Conflantiua  immediately  lui'pended 
or  repealed  the  edi^  of  perfecution,  and  granted  the  free  exercife 
of  thdr  religious  ceremonies  to  all  thofe  who  had  already  profdied

A.D.  31J,       About  five  months  after  the  conqueft  of  Italy,  the  emperor  made 
Edia  of  Mi-  a  folemn  and  authentic  declaration  of  his  fentiments,  by  the  cele- 
^         heated  edia  of  Milan,  which  reftored  peace  to  the  Catholic  church. 

In  the  perfonal  interview  of  the  two  wefiern  princes,  Conftandne, 
by  the  aioendant  of  genius  and  power,  obtained  the  ready  con- 
currence of  hi8  colleague  lAdsam ;  the  union  thdr  names  and 
authority  diianned  the  fiiry  Maximin;  and,  after  the  death  of 
the  tyrant  of  the  Eaft,  the  edtd  of  Mikn  was  recdved  as  a  general 
and  fundamenial  law  of  the  Roman  wwld  ".  The  wifilom  of  the 
emperors  provided  for  the  refBtution  of  all  die  civil  and  religious 
rights  of  which  the  Chriftians  had  been  lb  unjuftly  deprived.  It 
was  cnadcd,  that  the  places  of  worfhip,  and  public  lands,  which  had 
been  confircatcd,  (hould  be  reftored  to  the  church,  without  difpute, 
witlunit  delay,  and  without  expcncc  :  and  this  fcvere  injundion  was 
accompanied  with  a  gracious  promifc,  that  it  any  of  the  purchalcrs 
liad  paid  a  fair  and  adequate  price,  they  fhould  be  indemnified  iroin 
the  Imperial  trcaiury.  The  Jalutary  regulations  which  guard  the 
future  trancjuillity  of  the  faithful,  are  framed  on  the  princij>les  of 
enlarged  and  ccpial  toleration  ;  and  fuch  an  equality  muft  have  been 
interpreted  by  a  recent  ledl  as  an  advantageous  and  honourable  dil- 
tindion.  The  two  emperors  proclaim  to  the  world,  that  they  have 
granted  a  free  and  abfolute  power  to  the  Chriftians,  and  to  all  others, 
of  following  the  religion  wliich  each  individual  thinks  proper  to 
prefer,  to  which  he  has  addicied  his  mind,  and  which  lie  may  deem

biguous  word,  remove  every  exception,  and  exad  from  the  go- 
vcrnors  of  the  provinces  a  flricl  obedience  to  the  true  and  fimpic 
meaning  of  an  cdidt,  which  was  dcfigned  to  eftablifh  and  fecure> 
without  any  limitation,  the  claims  of  religious  liberty.  They  con- 
defcend  to  aflign  two  weighty  reafons  which  have  induced  them  to 
allow  this  uaivcrfal  toleration :  the  humane  intention  of  confulting 
the  peace  and  happinefs  of  their  people ;  and  the  pious  hope,  that, 
by  Inch  a  condud,  they  fhall  appeafe  and  propitiate  the  Dat)\  whofc 
Icat  is  in  heaven.  They  gratefully  acknowledge  the  many  fignal 
proofs  which  they  have  received  of  the  divine  favour ;  and  they 
truft  that  the  fame  Providence  will  for  ever  continue  to  proteift  the 
prolperity  of  the  prince  and  people.  From  thcfc  vague  and  inde- 
liniro  cxprcffions  of  jncty,  three  fuppofitionr,  m.iv  he  ilcduccd,  of  a 
different,  but  not  of  an  incompatible,  nature.  The  mind  nf  Con- 
ftantine  might  fluctuate  between  the  Pagan  and  the  Chrillian  reli- 
gions. According  to  the  loofe  and  complying  notions  of  polytheifm» 
he  might  acknowledge  the  God  of  the  Chriftians  as  one  of  the  many 
deities  who  compofed  the  hierarchy  of  heaven.  Or  perhaps  he  * 
might  embrace  the  philofophic  and  pleafmg  idea,  that,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  variety  of  names,  of  rites,  and  of  opinions,  all  the 
feds  and  all  the  nations  of  mankind  are  united  ia  the  worlhip  of  the 
common  Father  and  Creator  of  the  univerfe 

But  the  counfels  of  princes  are  more  frequently  influenced  by  ufe  and 
views  of  temporal  advantage,  than  by  coniiderations  of  abflrad  and  ori'iKm^ 

moraiii)'.

The  panUl  and  increafiiig  hraor  of  Conftantuiir 
V— may  naturally  be  Fefeired  to  the  efteem  which  he  entertained  for  the 
moral  chuader  of  the  Chriftiana ;  and  to  a  perfuafion,  that  die  pRK 
potion  of  the  gofpel  would  inculcate  .the  pradice  of  private 
and  public  -nrtue*  Whatever  latitude  an  abiirfute  monarch  may 
aflume  in  his  own.  condudi  whatever  indulgence  he  may  daim 
for  hi»  own  paiTions,  it  is  undoubtedly  his  intereft  that  all  his 
fubjeds  ihould  reaped  the  natural  and  civil  d^igadona  of  tbd^f, 
But  the  cpeifaticm  of  ' the  wlieft  laws  is  imperfed  and  precarious. 
They  feldom  inspire  virtue,  they  cannot  always  reftrun  vice» 
Their  power  is  loiRiflictent  to  prohibit  all  that  they  condemn^ 
nor  (Ssn  they  always  puntfli  the  adions  which  they  prohibit. 
The  legiflaters  of  antiquity  had  Hunmoned  to  thdr  aid  the  powers 
of  education  and  of  Opinion*  But  every  principle  wlddi  had 
once  maintained  the  vigour  and  purity  of  Rom;  and  Sparta^ 
was  long  fmee  exdnguiihed  in  a  declining  and  despotic  ea^wew 
Philofophy  Aill  exercifed  her  temperate  fway  oveir  the  human 
mind,  but  the  eaufe  of  virtue  derived  very  feeble  fupport  from 
the  influence  of  the  Pagan  fuperftition.  Under  thefe  difcouraging 
circumihiiices,  a  prudent  magiitrate  m)g;ht  obferve  with  pleafure 
the  progrefe  of  a  rcligiun  which  difTufcd  among  the  people  a 
pure,  benevolent,  and  univcrlal  lyltcm  oi  ethics,  adapted  to  every 
duty  and  ever)'  condition  of  life  ;  rccoininended  as  the  will 
and  reafon  of  the  Supreme  Deity^  and  enforced  by  tlic  landion 
of  eternal  rewards  or  punidimcnts.  The  experience  of  Greek 
and  Roman  hiftory  could  not  inform  the  world  how  far  the 
fyftem  of  natiunal  manners  might  be  reformed  and  improved 
by  the  precepts  of  a  divine  -evelation ;  and  Conftantine  might 
Hflen  with  fome  confidence  to  the  flattering,  and  indeed  reafonable^ 
aiiuraaces  of  La^^antius.   The  doqueot  apoiogiii  feemed  fmnly  to

gofyd  I  and  that  the  magiftrates  might  Iheath  the  fword  of  juftioft  ' 
among  a  people  who  would  be  uniVerfidly  aduatcd  by  the  fentimentt 
of  truth  and  piety,  of  equity  and  moderation,  of  hamony  and 
univcfial  love 

The  paffive  and  unrefifting  obedience,  ^diich  bows  under  the  yoke  Theory  and 
of  aathoiity,  or  even  of  opptdfioo,  muft  have  appearad,  in  the  eyet  pci^ebe* 
of  an  abibhite  monarch,  the  moft  conijpicuous  and  u&ful  of  the 
evangelic  virtues'*.  The'prinudve  Chiiftiai^  dtrived  the  inftitution 
of  civil  government^  not  from  the  oonibnt  of  the  people,  butfrom 
the  decrees  of  hnven.  The  rdgmng  emperor,  though  he  had 
ufuiped  the  ic^tre  by  trealbn  and  murder,  immediately  aflSimed  the 
fiifcred  charate  of  vicegerent  of  the  Deity.  To  the  D«ty  akme  htt 
was  aooountaUe  for  the  abuTe  of  his  povireri  and  his  fubje£ts  were 
indiflblubly  bound,  by  thdr  oath  of  fiddity,  to  a  tyrant,  who  had 
>noiated  every  law  of  nature  and  fedety.  The  humble  Ghriftians 
were  fent  into  the  world  as  (heep  among  wdves ;  and  fince  they 
were  not  permitted  to  employ  finoe,  even  in  the  defence  c£  thdr  re* 
ligion,  they  ffaould  be  tSXL  more  ciimind  if  they  were  tempted  to 
(bed  the  blood  of  thdr  fisUoW'-creatures,  in  dieting  the  vain  prlvi* 
leges,  or  die  ibnfidpoflclfions,  of  this  tranfitory  lift.   Faithful  to  the

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c  H^A  P.  dodrine  of  die  apoftle^  who  in  the  reign  of  Nero  had  preached  the 
\^  2^,lmmJ  duQr  of  unconditional  fubmiffion,  the  Chri^ans  the  three  firft 
centuries  preferred  their  confcience  pure  and  innocent  of  the  guilt 
ieciet  conipiracy,  or  open  rebellion.  While  they  experienced  the 
rigour  of  perfiscution,  diey  were  never  provoked  either  to  meet  thdr 
tTiantft  m  the  field,  or  indignantly  to  withdraw  themfehres  into  fome 
remote  and  fequeftered  corner  of  the  globe".  The  proteftants  of 
France,  of  Germany,  and  of  Britain,  who  aflerted  nhih  fuch  intrepid 
courage  thdr  dvil  and  rdig^ous  freedom,  have  been  infuhed  by  the 
invidioua  comparifon  between  the  eonduA  of  die  primidve  and  of 
the  reformed  Gmftians*%  Perhaps,  inftead  of  cenfure,  ibme  ap- 
plaufe  may  be  due  to  the  fuperior  fenfe  and  fyint  of  our  anceftorsj 
who  had  convinced  themfelves  that  reli^on  cannot  aboliih  the 
unalienable  rights  human  nature".  Perhaps  the  patience  of  the 
primitive  church  may  be  aloibed  to  its  wesknefs,  as  wdl  as  to  its 
virtue.  A  feA  of  unwarlike  plebdans,  vrithout  leaders,  without 
arms,  without  fwtifications,  muft  have  encountered  inevitable  de- 
ftrudion  in  a  rafli  and  firuitlefs  refiftance  to  the  mafter  o£  the  Roman 
legions.  But  the  Chziftians,  when  they  deprecated  the  wrath  of 
Diocletian,  or  fblicited  the  favour  of  Coaftantine,  could  allege, 
with  truth  and  confidence^  that  they  hdd  the  prindple  of  paffive 
obedience,  and  that,  in  thelpace  of  three  centuries,  their  con*

They  might  ^ 
add,  that  the  throne  of  the  emperon  would  be  efUUiified  on  a  fixed  <  >n^»'  mi 
and  permanent  bafis,  if  all  their  fubjeds  embradng  die '  Chrilliau 
dodrine^  ihotdd  learn  to  fu£fer  and  to' obey. 

In  the  general  ofder  of  Providence,  princes  and  tyrants  are  con«  DWiMrighr 
iidered  as  the  miniftera  of  Heaven,  appointed  to  rule  or  to  chaftiier  tint 
the  nadona  of  the  earth.  But  iacred  hiftmy  affixrds  many  ilhillrious 
eicamples  of  the  more  immediate  interpoftdon  of  die  Deity  in  die 
^vemment  of  hb  diofen  people.  The  Iceptre  and  die  IWord  were 
committed  to  the  hands  of  MoTes,  of  Jofhua,  of  Gideon,  of  David, 
of  the  Maccabees ;  die  virtues  of  thofe  heroes  were  die  motive  or 
the  cflfed  of  the  Divine  fiivour,  the  fuocels  of  their  arms  was  deftined 
to  atdueve  die  deliverance  or  the  triumph  of  the  chnrdi.  If  die 
jiu%es  of  liirad  were  occafional  and  temporary  magtftrates,  die 
Idngs  of  Judah  derived  from  die  royal  undtion  of  their  great 
anceftor,  an  hereditary  and  indefisafible  right^  wluch  could  not  be 
forfeited  by  their  own  vices,  nor  recalled  by  die  caprice  of  their 
fubjeOs.  The  lame  extraordinary  providence,  which  was  no  longer 
confined  to  the  Jewilh  people,  might  eleft  Conftandne  and  his 
family  as  die  protedors  of  die  Chriftian  world ;  and  the  devout 
Ladandus  announces,  in  a  prqthedc  tone,  the  fiiture  glories 
of  his  long  and  univerial  rdgn".  Galerius  and  Maximin,  Max- 
endus  and  Licinius,  were  die  rivals  who  fliared  widi  the  fiivou- 
rite  of  heaven  the  provinces  of  the  empire.  The  tra^  deaths 
'of  Galerius  and  Maximin  foon  gratified  the  refentment,  and  ful- 
filled the  fimgttine  expedations,-  of  the  Chriftiana.  The  fuccela 
of  Conftantine  agsunft  Maxmdus  and  Lidnius,  removed  the  two 
fofmidable. competitors  who  ftill  oppofed  the  triumph  of  the  ie^ 
cond  David,  and  his  caufe  might  feem  to  chum  the  peculiar  inter-

Us  precarious  &TOur,  they  were  expo&df  inib.  the  xeft  of  his  fubjeds, 
to  the  effisds  of  Ids  wanton  and  eapridons  cnidty;  The  cpndii£k  of 
Lkiiuus  £90ri  betrayed  the  reludance  with  wliidi  he  had  conTeitted 
to  tihe  wife  and  humane  regulations  of  the  cdi&  of  Milan.  The 
copTOcation  of  provincial  fynods  wis  prohibited  in  his  domi- 
nions }  his  Cliriffian  ofiicen  were  ignominioufly  difmifled ;  and 
if  he  avdded  die  guilt,  or  rather  danger,  of  a  general  perfe- 
cudon,  lus  partial  oppreffions  were  rendered  tdU  more  odions, 
by  the  vidadon  of  a  fokinn  and  voluntary  engagement  **•  While 
die  Eaft,  according  to  the  livdy  exprdfion  of  Eufebius,  was  inToired 
in  the  ihades  of  infernal  darknefi,  the  au^ndous  rays  of  odeflial 
^it  warmed  and  illuminated  die  provinces  (tf  the  Weft.  Thepietyof 
Gonftantine  was  admitted  as  an  uMxcepdonable  proof  of  the  jufliaB  of 
hU  arms ;  and  his  ufe  of  Tidory  confirmed  the  opinion  of  theCSixifiianr, 
diat  their  hero  was  injured,  and  conduded,  by  the  Lord  of  Hofts. 
The  conqueft  of  Italy  produced  a  general  edidt  of  toleration:  and  as 
ibon  as  the  de^  of  lidnius  had  invefted  Gonftantine  with  the

bare  impuCed  to  interefted  motives  the  alliance  which  he  infenfibly 
contra£ked  with  the  Catholic  church,  and  which  apparently  contri- 
butes to  the  fuoceis  of  his  amlntion.  In  the  banning  of  the  fourth 
century,  the  Gbri^ns  ftiS  bore  a  very  inadequate  proportion  to  the 
inhalMtants  of  the  empire;  but  among  a  degenerate  people,  who 
"mewed  the  change  of  mafters  wiA  the  indifference  of  flaves,  the  fpirit 
and  union  of  a  rdi^ons  party  might  aiEft  the  popidar  leader,  to 
wKofe  fernctf  from  a  pt  iuciple  of  omiciencc,  they  had  devoted  their 
lives  and  fortunes**.  The  example  of  his  &dier  had  inftru^ed  Con« 
ftantine  to  efteem  and  to  reward  the  merit  of  the  Chriftians;  and  in 
the  diftribution  of  pubfic  offices,  he  had  the  advantage  of  ftrengthen- 
ing  his  govcmirent,  by  the  choice  of  minifters  or  generals,  in  whofe 
fidelity  lie  could  repofe  a  juft  and  unrcfervcd  confidence.  By  the 
influence  of  thefe  dignified  miflionaries,  the  profelytes  of  the  new 
faitli  vn\il\  have  niultiphed  in  the  court  and  army  ;  the  BarUariansi 
(<f  C  -  rtmny,  who  filled  the  ranks  of  the  Ici^ons,  were  of  a  carelcfs 
temper,  which  acciuiclced  without  relilhmce  in  the  religion  of  tlieir 
commander  ;  and  when  they  pailed  the  Alps,  it  may  fairly  Ix:  pre- 
fumcd,  that  a  great  number  tif  the  Ibldiers  had  already  confecrated^ 
their  fwords  to  the  fervice  of  Chrift  and  of  Conftantinc The

-V-  ~J  the  ChriRiaas;  and  in  tlic  councils  which  were  aflembled  under  the 
gracious  protciflion  ot  Conftantinc,  ilic  aulhoriiy  of  the  bilhops  was 
feafonahly  employed  to  ratify  the  obligation  of  the  military  oath,  and 
to  inflii£l  the  penalty  of  excommunication  on  thofc  Idldicrs  who 
threw  away  their  arms  darin;_^  the  peace  of  the  church  While 
Conftantinc,  in  his  own  dominions,  encreafed  the  number  and  zeal 
of  his  faithful  adherents,  he  could  depend  on  the  ruj>port  of  a 
powerful  faClion  in  thofe  provinces,  which  were  flill  polfefled  or 
uliirpcd  by  his  rivals.  A  fecrct  dififiedion  was  difiufcd  among  the 
Chriftian  fubjcdls  of  Maxentius  and  T.icinius  ;  and  the  rcfcntment 
which  the  latter  did  not  attempt  to  conceal,  lerved  only  to  engage 
them  ftill  more  deeply  in  the  intereft  of  his  competitor.  The  regu- 
lar correfpondcncc  which  connedted  the  bilhops  of  the  moft  diftant 
provinces,  enabled  them  freely  to  communicate  their  wifhes  and 
their  defigns,  and  to  tranln-iit  without  danger  any  uieiul  intelligence, 
or  any  pious  contributions,  which  might  promote  the  fervice  of  Con- 
flantine,  who  publicly  declared  that  he  had  taken  up  arras  for  the 
deliverance  of  the  church",

M  '  loldien  of  Gonftantine;  the  crois  glittered  oo  their  hdmet,  waa 
engraved  on  thdr  lhteld<»  waa  interworen  into  their  banners ;  and 
the  confecrated  emblema  which  adorned  the  peribn  of  the  emperor 
himfilf,  were  diftii^jnifiied  only  by  richer  materials  and  more  eacqvd- 
lite  WCTrkmanihip  But  the  principal  ftandard  which  difplayed  the 
triumph  of  the  crois  was  ftiled  the  Laharum an  ob(ciae  though  cele- 
brated name,  which  has  been  vunly  derived  from  almoft  all  die 
knguages  of  the  world.  It  is  defcribed  as  a  long  pike  interieded 
by  a  txanfverial  beam.  The  filken  vdl  which  hung  down  from  the 
beanif  was  curioufly  enwroug^t  with  the  images  of  the  reigning 
monarch  and  his  children.  The  fummit  of  the  pUce  fupported  a 
crown  of  gcM  which  indofed  the  myfterioua  monogram,  at 
once  expreffive  of  the  figure  of  the  crofs,  and  the  initial  lectera 
of  the  name  of  Chrift  The  fiiety  of  the  labarum  was  entrufted 
to  fifty  guards,  of  approved  valour  and  fidelity;  their  ftation  was

foon  introduced  an  opinion,  that  as  long  as  the  guards  of  the  labarum  •_  /  _r 
were  engaged  in  the  execution  of  their  office,  they  were  fecure  and 
invulnerable  amidft  the  darts  of  the  enemy.  In  the  iecond  civil  war 
Licinius  felt  and  dreaded  the  povpcr  of  this  confccratcd  banner,  the 
fight  ofvsrhich,  in  the  dlllrcfs  of  battle,  animated  the  foldiers  of  Con- 
ftantinc  with  an  invincible  enthufiafm,  and  fcattered  terror  and  difmay 
through  the  ranks  of  the  adverfe  legions  The  Chriftian  empe- 
rors, who  refpedted  the  example  of  Conftantine,  difplayed  in  all 
their  military  expeditions  the  ftandard  of  the  crofs;  but  when  the 
degenerate  fucccfTors  of  Thcodofuis  had  ceafed  to  appear  in  peribn 
at  the  head  of  their  armies,  the  labarum  was  depofited  as  a  venerable 
but  ufelefs  relic  in  the  palace  of  Conftantinoplc  Its  honours  are 
Hill  preferv'cd  on  the  medals  of  the  Flavian  family.  TTieir  grateful 
devotion  has  placed  the  monogram  of  Chrift  in  the  midft  of  the 
cnfigns  of  Rome.  The  folemn  epithets  of,  fafety  of  the  republic, 
glory  of  the  army,  reftoration  of  public  happinefs,  are  equally  ap- 
plied to  the  religious  and  military  trophies  ;  and  there  is  ftili  extant 
a  medal  of  the  emperor  Ck)nftantius,  where  the  ftandard  of  the 
labarum  is  accompanied  with  thefe  memorable  words.  By  this  sign

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CHAP,  the  crols,  which  they  ufed,  in  all  their  ecclefiaflicail  rites,  in  all  the 
V— V— w  daily  occurrences  of  life,  as  an  infallible  prefervative  a^inft  every 
fpecies  of  fpiritual  or  temporal  evil  Tlie  autliority  of  the  church 
might  alone  have  had  rufFicicnt  weight  to  juftify  tlie  devotion  of 
Conftantinc,  who  in  the  iliine  prudent  and  gradual  prcgrels  ac- 
knowledged the  truth,  and  aflumcd  the  fymbol,  of  Chrillianity^ 
But  the  teftimony  of  a  contemporary  writer,  who  in  a  formal  trea- 
tife  has  avenged  the  caui'e  of  religion,  beftovro  on  the  piety  of  the 
«mperor  a  more  awful  and  fublime  character.  He  affirms  mkh  the* 
moft  perfed  confidence,  that  in  the  night  which  preceded  the  lafl 
battle  againft  Maxentius,  Conftantii:^  was  acfanonilhed  in  a  dream 
to  iniicribe  the  (hields  of  his  ibldiers  with  die  eehjlial  ftgn  of  GoJ^ 
die  fined  monegram  of  the  name  of  Chrift  y  that  be  executed  the 
commandfl  of  heaven,  and  that  his  valour  and  obedience  were  re- 
warded by  the  dccifive  vldory  of  the  Mllvian  bridge.  Some  COn—

approbation  of  the  emperor  himfelf;  who  might  Uften  without  in-  t — 
dignation  to  a  marvellous  talc,  which  exalted  his  fame,  and  promoted 
his  defigns.  In  favour  of  LiciniuR,  who  ilill  diflcinhled  his  animofity 
to  the  Chviilians,  the  fame  author  has  provided  a  Inuilar  vifion,  of  a 
form  of  prayer,  which  was  commur.icatcd  by  an  an^^el,  and  repeated 
by  the  whole  army  before  they  engaged  the  legions  of  the  tyrant 
'  Maximln.  The  frequent  repetition  of  miracles  ferA'es  m  provoke, 
where  it  does  not  fubdue,  the  reaibn  of  mankind*' ;  but  if  ihc  dream 
cf  Conllantine  is  feparately  confidcred,  it  may  be  naturally  explained 
either  by  the  policy  or  the  enthufiafm  of  the  emperor.  Whilft  liis 
anxiety  for  the  approaching  day,  which  muft  decide  the  fate  of  the 
empire,  was  fufpended  by  a  fliort  and  interrupted  fl umber,  the  vene- 
rable form  of  Chrift,  and  the  well-known  fymbol  of  his  religion,  miglit 
forcibly  ofTer  themfelves  to  the  adive  fancy  of  a  prince  who  reverenced 
the  name,  and  had  perhaps  fecretly  implored  the  power,  of  the  God 
of  the  Chriftuuu*  Ai  xeauHly  might  a  con&mnuUe  ftatefiiun  indulge 
himfelf  in  the  ufe  one  of  thofe  military  ftratagems,  one  of  thofe 
pious  frauds,  which  Philip  and  Sertorius  had  employed  with  fuch

^  '•>^'  Coaftaatine  could  be  difproved  only  by  the  e^ent ;  and  die  intrqild 
liero  who  had  pafled  the  Alps  and  the  Apenmne,  might  view  with 
caieleis  defpair  the  confequences  of  a  defeat  under  the  walk  of 
Rome.  The  fenate  and  people,  exulting  in  didr  own  deliTerance 
from  an  odious  tyrant,  acknowledged  .that  the  viAory  of  Cooftan- 
tine  furpofled  die  powen  of  man^  widiont  daring  to  infinuate  that 
it  had  been  obtuned  by  the  prote^cm  of  die  Godt,  The  triumphal 
arch,  which  was  ereded  about  three  years  ai^  the  erent,  pro- 
cbdms,  in  ambiguous  language,  that,  by  the  greatnefi  of  his  own 
mind,  and  by  an  infiinS  at  impulfe  of  the  Divinity,  he  had  (aved 
and  avenged  the  Roman  republic  **.  The  Pagan  orator,  who  had 
l«zed  an  earlier  opportunity  of  cdebradng  the  virtues  of  the  con- 
queror, iuppofes  that  he  alone  enjoyed  a  iecret  and  intimate  com- 
merce with  die  Supreme  Being,  who  delegated  the  care  of  mortals 
to  his  fubordinate  deities ;  and  thus  ailigns  a  very  plauliblc  reafon 
why  the  fubjeds  of  Conftandne  (hould  not  prefiime  to  embrace  the 
new  religion  of  their  foverdgn  **, 
o/'Va^]n  philofopher,  who  with  calm  fufpidon  examines  die 

tbtftjr.  dreams  and  omens,  the  miiades  and  prodigies,  of  profane  or  even 
of  ecdefiaftical  biftory,  will  jnnbably  conclude,  diat  if  the  eyes  of 
die  fpedators  have  fometimes  been  deceived  by  fraud,  the  under- 
ftanding  of  the  readers  has  much  more  frequently  been  infulted 
by  fi^on«  Every  event,  or  appearance,  or  accident,  which  Teems 
to  deviate  frt)m  the  ordinary  courfe  of  nature,  has  been  ralhly 
afinribed  to  the  immediate  aftion  of  the  Deity;  and  the  aftonifh-

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language  and  motion,  to  the  fleeting  but  uncommon  meteors  of  the  CHAP, 
air  .  Nazanus  and  Ilukbius  are  the  two  moft  celebrated  orators,  V  "  ' 
who  in  ftudled  panegyrics  have  hiboured  to  exalt  the  glory  of  Con- 
ftantine.  Nine  years  after  the  Roman  viOory,  Nazarius**  defcribes  A.D.  311. 
an  army  of  divit\e  warriors,  who  feemed  to  fall  from  the  fky  :  he 
marks  their  beauty,  their  fpirit,  their  gigantic  forms,  the  ftream 
of  light  wliich  beamed  from  their  celeftial  armour,  their  patience  in 
fuifcrliig  theinrclvcR  to  be  heard,  as  well  as  lecn,  by  mortals;  and 
their  declaration  that  they  were  fent,  that  they  flew,  to  the  afliftance 
of  the  great  C'onftantine.  For  the  truth  of  this  prodigy,  the  Pagan 
orator  appeals  to  the  wliole  Gallic  nation,  in  whole  prefcnce  he  was 
then  fpcaking ;  and  fcems  to  hope  that  the  ancient  apparitions** 
would  n;:.'.  obtain  credit  froni  this  recent  and  public  event.  The 
Chriiliun  fable  of  I'-ulebius,  which,  in  the  fpace  of  twcnty-lix  years,  A.D. 
might  arife  from  the  original  dream,  is  call  in  a  much  more  corredl 
and  elegant  mould.  In  one  of  the  marches  of  Conftantine,  he  is 
reported  to  have  feen  with  his  own  eyes  the  luminous  trophy  of  the 
crofs,  placed  above  the  meridian  fun,  and  infcribed  with  the  follow- 
ing words :  By  this,  conquer.  This  amazing  objed  in  the  Iky 
aftonilhed  the  whole  army,  as  well  as  the  emperor  himielf,  who  w-as 
yet  undetermined  in  the  choice  of  a  religion  ;  but  his  aflonifhment 
was  converted  into  faith  by  the  vifion  of  the  enfuing  night.  Chrift 
appe:ired  before  his  eyes  ;  and  difplaying  the  fame  celeftial  fign  of  the 
crois,  he  dircded  Conftantine  to  frame  a  fimilar  ilaudard,  and  to

^  -.-  ■  eneniies^.  The  learned  bilhop  of  Caelarea  appeaia  to  be  fenfible, 
that  the  lecent  difcovery  of  this  marvellous  anecdote  would  exdte 
fome  furprile  and  dBftruft  among  the  mod  pious  of  his  readers.  Yet, 
inftead  of  afoertaining  the  precife  circumftances  of  time  and  place, 
which  always  ferve  to  dcted  falfchood,  or  cflablifh  truth*';  inftead 
of  coUe^ing  and  recording  the  evidence  of  fo  many  living  witnefles, 
who  muft  have  been  fpe£tators  of  this  ftupcndous  miracle Eufe- 
bius  contents  himfelf  with  alleging  a  very  fugular  tefttmony ;  that  of 
the  deceafed  €k>nilantine,  who,  many  years  after  the  event,  in  the 
freedom  of  converfation,  had  related  to  him  this  extraordinary  inci- 
dent of  his  own  life,  and  had  attefted  the  tnith  of  it  by  a  folemn  oath. 
The  prudence  and  gratitude  of  the  learned  prelate  forbade  him  to 
£u£poQt  the  veracity  of  his  vidVorious  maftcr ;  but  he  plainly  inti- 
foates,  that,  in  a  {»&  of  fuch  a  nature,  he  Ihould  have  refufed  his 
aflent  to  any  meaner  authority.  Tins  motive  of  credibility  could

The  Proteftant  and  philofophic  readers  of  the  prefent  age  will  in-  The  coBver« 
clitie  to  believe,  that,  in  the  account  of  his  own  converlion,  Con-  (lint?f/^ 
ftantine  attcfted  a  wilful  falfchood  by  a  folemn  and  deliberate  perjury. 
They  may  not  hefitatc  to  pronounce,  that,  in  the  choice  of  a  reli- 
gion, his  mind  was  determined  only  by  a  lenfe  of  intereft  j  and  that 
(according  to  the  exprcfTion  of  a  profane  poet  '*)  he  ufed  the 
altars  of  the  church  as  a  convenient  footftool  to  the  throne  of  the 
empire.  A  conclufion  fo  harfli  and  fo  abfolute  is  not,  however, 
warranted  by  our  knowledge  of  human  nature,  of  Conftantine,  or 
of  Chriftlanity.  In  an  age  of  religious  fervour,  the  moft  artful 
ftatcfmcn  arc  obfervcd  to  feel  fome  part  of  the  cnthufiafm  which  they 
inipire  ;  and  the  moft  orthodox  faints  aflumc  the  dangerous  privi- 
lege of  defending  the  caufe  of  truth  by  the  arms  of  deceit  and 
fall'ehood.    Perfonal  intereft  is  often  the  llandard  of  our  belief,  as

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CHAP,  well  as  of  our  pradice ;  and  the  fame  motives  of  temporal  advan- 
1  L  *  r  tage  which  might  inllucncc  the  public  conduifl  and  profefllons  of 
Conftantine,  would  infenfibly  diipolc  his  mind  to  embrace  a  religion 
fo  propitious  to  his  fame  and  fortunes.  His  vanity  was  jriatitied  by 
the  flattering  aflurance,  that  be  had  been  chofen  by  Heaven  to  reign 
over  the  earth ;  fucccfs  had  jullificd  his  divine  title  to  the  throne,  and 
that  title  was  founded  on  the  truth  of  the  Chriftian  revelation,  A» 
real  virtue  is  ibmetimes  excited  by  undeferved  applaufe,  the  fpecious 
piety  of  Conftantine,  if  at  firft  it  was  only  fpecious,  might  gradually, 
by  the  influence  of  praife,  of  habit,  and  of  example,  be  matured 
into  Icrious  faith  and  fervent  devotion.  The  bifliops  and  teachen 
of  the  new  fcQ,  whofe  drefs  and  manners  had  not  qualified  them 
for  the  refidence  of  a  court,  were  admitted  to  the  Imperial  tahle ; 
they  accompanied  the  monarch  in  his  expeditions ;  and  the  aicend- 
ant  which  one  of  diem,  an  Egyptian  or  a  Spaniard  acquired  over 
his  mind,  was  imputed  by  the  Pagans  to  the  eflfeA  of  ma^c 
Ladantius,  who  has  adorned  the  precepts  of  the  gofpel  with  the  elo-^ 
quence  of  Gcero  *' ;  and  Eufebiiu,  who  has  confecrated  the  learning 
tuod  plulofophy  of  the  Greeks  to  the  fernoe  (tf  reti^on  were  both 
recdved  into  die  firiendflup  and  fiunifi^ty  of  thdr  ibrereign :  and 
diofe  able  mafters  of  controverfy  could  patiendy  watch  the  foft  and 
yiel^g  moments  of  peifuafion,  and  dextenmfly  apply  die  arguments^ 
wluch  were  the  beft  adapted  to  his  charafier  and  underftanding*.

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Whatever  advantages  might  be  derived  from  the  acquifition  of  an  ^  ^' 
Imperial  profelyte,  he  was  diftinguiflied  hy  the  fplendottr  of  his  w  i,-^^ 
purple,  rather  than  by  the  fuperiority  of  wifdom  or  virtue,  from  the 
many  thoufands  of  his  fubjedls  who  had  embraced  the  do<ftrines  of 
Chxiftiaiuty.    Nor  can  it  be  deemed  incredible,  that  the,  mind  of  an 
unlettered  fiddler  flioiild  hare  yielded  to  the  weight  of  e^dence, 
>  widch,  in  a  more  enlightened  age,  las  iatisfied  or  fubdued  the  reafon 
of  a  Grotius,  a  Pafcal,  or  a  I«odce.   In  the  midft  of  the  inoeflant 
labours  of  lus  great  office,  this  Ibldier  employed,  or  afieQed  to  em- 
ploy, the  hours  of  the  night  in  the  diligent  ftudy  of  the  Scriptures, 
and  the  compofition  of  theolo^cal  difix>urfes ;  which  he  afterwards 
Iffonotinced  in  the  preience  of  a  numerous  and  applauding  audience* 
In  a  very  long  difcourfe,  which  is  ftill  extant»  the  royal  preachor 
e^qpatiates  on  the  various  prooft  of  religion ;  but  he  dwells  with  pe- 
culiar complacency  on  the  Sybilline  vedes  *%  and  the  fourth  eclogue  The  foarth 
of  VirgU^    Forty  years  before  the  birth  of  Chtift,  the  Mantuan  *^ 
bard,  as  if  incited  by  the  cdeftial  mufe  of  Iluah,  had  celebfwted, 
with  all  the  pomp  of  Oriental  metaphor,  the  return  of  the  Virgin, 
die  fall  of  the  feipent,  ^e  apj^xiadiing  Inrth  of  a  godlike  child,  die 
offspring  of  the  great  Jupiter,  who  fhould  expiate  the  guilt  of  hu- 
man kind,  and  govern  die  peaceful  univerfe  with  the  virtues  of  his 
father ;  the  rife  and  appearance  of  an  heavenly  race,  a  primitive  na- 
tion throughout  the  world ;  and  the  gradual  reftoration  of  the  inno- 
cence and  felicity  of  the  golden  age.    The  poet  was  perhaps  uncon-

In 
his  laft  vifit  to  Rome,  he  pioully  difclaiined  and  infulted  the  fuper^- 
ftition  of  his  anccftors,  by  refufmg  to  lead  the  military  procefTion  of 
the  equeftrian  order,  and  to  offer  the  public  vows  to  the  Jupiter  of 
the  Capitoline  Hill  Many  years  before  his  baptifm  and  deatii« 
Conftantine  had  prodaiined  to  the  world,  that  neither  his  perfon  nor 
his  image  fhoidd  ever  more  be  feen  within  the  walls  of  an  idolatrous 
temple;  while  he  diftributcd  through  the  provinces  a  variety  of 
medals  and  pi^res,  which  reprefented  the  emperor  in  an  humble 
and  fuppQant  poftuxe-of  CbriiUan  devodon". 

Hie  pride  of  Conftantine^  who  tefnfed  the  privileges  of  a  Cate*  Dclav  of  hir 
c&men,  cannot  eafily  he  explained  or  eaccufcd  \  but  the  delay  of  his  ilT^pp^ff^ 
iM^Mifin  may  be  jufttfied  by  the  maxims  and  the  pradice  of  ecdefi- 
aftical  antiquity.   The  lacramenc  of  baptifin**  was  regularly  admi- 
mftered  by  die  KiLop  him{Uf>  urith  his  afliftant  cletgy,  in  the  ca« 
thedial  church  of  the  diocefe,  dining  tlie  fifty  days  between  thie  Ji>- 
lemn  £^vals  of  Eafter  and  Penleooft ;  and  ^s  holy  term  admitted

Among  the  profelytes  of  Chriftianity*  there  were  many 
Who  judged  It  imprudent  to  predpitate  a  iaiutary  rite,  which  could 
not  be  repeated;  to  throw  away  an  ineftimable  privilege,  which 
could  never  be  recovered.  By  the4day  of  tiidr  baptifin,  th^  could 
venture  firefly  to  indulge  their  paJfions  in  tihe  ' enjoyment  of  this 
world,  while  they  ftill  retained  in  their  own  lumds  the  means  of  a 
fure  and  eafy  abfi>lution*\  The  fublime  Cheory  -of  the  goQiel  had 
made  «  much  fiunter  impreflion  on  the  heart  than  on  the  underftand- 
ing  of  Confiantine  lumfel£  He  purfued  the  great  objeft  of  his 
ambition  through  the  dark  and  bloody  paths  of  war  and  policy ; 
and,  after  the  vi^ry,  he  abandoned  lumielf,  without  modenttifM], 
to  the  abufe  .of  his  fortune.  Inftead  of  aflerting  his  juft  fiiperiority 
nbove  the  imperfed  lierdfm  and  {mfime  philofi>phy  of  Trajan  and 
the  Antonines,  the  mature  age  of  Conftantine  fotfiated  the  re- 
putation which  he  had  acquired  in  his  youth.  As  he  gradually 
advanced  in  the  knowledge  of  truth,  he  proportionably  declined

At  the 
time  of  the  death  of  Crifpus,  the  emperor  could  no  longer  hefi- 
tate  in  the  choice  of  a  religion  ;  he  could  no  longer  be  ignorant  that 
the  church  was  pofTefTed  of  an  infallible  remedy,  though  he  chofe  to 
defer  the  application  of  it,  till  the  approach  of  death  had  removed 
the  temptation  and  danger  of  a  relapfe.  The  bifliops,  whom  he 
fummoned,  in  his  laft  illnefs,  to  the  palace  of  NIcomcdia,  were  edi- 
fied by  the  fervour  with  which  he  requeftcd  and  received  the  facra- 
ment  of  baptifm,  by  the  folemn  proteftation  that  the  remainder  of 
his  life  ihould  be  worthy  of  a  difciplc  of  Chrlft,  and  by  his  humble 
refufal  to  wear  the  Imperial  pui"ple  :dter  he  had  been  clothed  in  the 
white  garment  of  a  Neophyte.  The  example  and  reputation  of  Con- 
ftantine  feemcd  to  countenance  the  delay  of  baptifm  Future 
t)Tants  were  encouraged  to  believe,  that  the  innocent  blood  which 
they  might  flied  in  a  long  reign  would  inftantly  be  waflied  away  in 
the  waters  of  regeneration  ;  and  the  abufc  of  religion  dangcroully 
undermined  the  foundations  of  moral  virtue. 

The  gratitude  of  the  church  has  exalted  the  virtues  and  cxcufed  Propagadont 
the  failings  of  a  generous  patron,  who  feated  Chriflianity  on  the  lity, 
throne  of  the  Roman  world  ;  and  the  Greeks,  wlio  celebrate  the 
fdiival  of  the  Imperial  faint,  fclUom  mention  the  name  of  Conilan-

if  the  parallel  is  confined  to  the  extent  and  number  of  thdr  evangelic 
victories,  the  fuccefs  of  ConiUntine  might  perhaps  equal  diit  of  dw 
Apoftles  themfelves.  By  tht  edids  of  toleration,  he  removed  die 
temporal  difadvantages  which  had  hitherto  retarded  the  progrefs  of 
Chriftianity ;  and  its  adive  and  numerous  minifters  reodved  a  free 
permifTion,  a  liberal  encouragement,  to  recommend  the  (alutary  truths 
of  revelal^  by  every  argument  wMch  could  a£Ssd  die  rolba  or 
piety  of  manttlnfL  The  exad  balance  of  the  two  relig^ooi  condaved 
but  a  moment ;  and  the  |nercing  eye  of  ambition  and  avarice  foon 
difi^vered,  that  the  profi^on  of  Cliriftianity  might  contribute  to  die 
intereft  of  the  prefent,  as  well  as  of  a  future,  life  The  hopes  of 
wealdi  and  honours^  die  example  of  an  emperor,  hit  czbcfftadoiiay 
Us  irrefiftible  finiles,  diffufed  convi6kion  amoi^  the  venal  and  obfe- 
quious  crowds  wfaich  ufually  fill  the  apartments  of  a  palace.  The 
dties  which  fignalized  a  forward  zeaT,  by  the  voluntary  deftniCdon 
•  of  their  temples,  were  diftinguifhed  by  mnnicipal  privileges,  and  re- 

warded with  pqiular  donadves ;  and  the  new  capital  of  the  £aft 
gloried  in  the  lingular  advantage,  that  ConftanHnople  was  never- 
profaned  by  the  wcnihip  <^  idols".   As  die  lower  ranks  <^  fociety 
are  governed  by  imitation,  the  converlion  of  thofe  who  poflefled  any

.  he  beftowed  on  his  ions  and  nephews,  (ecured  to  the  empire  a  race  of 
princes,  whofe  hoAi  wa^  Dill  mwe  lively  and  fmcere,  as  they  im- 

'bibed,  in  dieir  earlieft  iofiuicy,  the  fpit  ir,  or  at  leafi  the  dodrine,  of 
Chriftianity.  War  and  commerce  had  iprcad  the  knowledge 
of  die  gofpcl  beyond  the  confines  of  the  Roman  provinces ;  and 
the  Barbarians,  who  had  difdsuned  an  humble  and  proscribed 
fe6t,  foon  learned  to  eAeem  a  religion  wliidi  had  been  fo  ktdiy 
embraced  by  the  greateft  monarch  and  the  moft  dvilized  nation 
of  die  ^obe**.  The  Godis  and  Germans,  who  enlifted  under

Armenia  worihii^)ed  the  God  of  thdr  protedor ;  and  their  futye^ 
who  have  invariably  preferred  the  name  of  Chiifttans,  foon  formed 
a  iacred  and  peipctual  connexion  with  their  Roman  brethren.  The 
Cbrifiians  of  Perfia  were  fiifpeAed,  in  time  of  war,  of  preferring 
thdr  religion  to  their  country;  but  as  long  as  peace  fiibfifted 
between  the  two  empires,  the  periecutii^f  fjurit-of  the  Mag^  waa 
efie&ually  reftiained  by  the  intetpofition  of  Conftantine The- 
raya  of  die  gofpd  illuminated  the  coaft  of  India.  Hie  colo- 
nies of  Jews,  who  had  pendnted  into  Arabia  and  iEtfaio- 
pia'V  oppolisd  the  progrefs  of  Ghxifiianity ;  but  the  labour  of  die 
miflionaries  was  in  ibme  meafure  &cilitated  by  a  previous  knowledge 
of  die  Molaic  revebtion  {  and  Abyflinia  ftUl  reveres  the  memory  of 
Frumendus,  who»  in  die  time  of  Cnnftantinc,  devoted  lus  life  to  the 
converfion  of  diole  fequeftered  r^ons.  Under  die  of  his  (ba 
Gonftantius,  Theoplulus**,  who  was  himfelf  of  Indian  exSKidfiooi 
was  invefted  with  die  double  character  of  amhaffador  and  biihop.

Hie  irrefilKble  power  of  the  Roman  emperan  wu  di^jed  in  charge  or 
lihe  impcMtant  and  dangerous  chai^  of  the  national  rdig^on.  The  leUgio"!"^ 
toron  of  a  railitary  force  filenced  the  £unt  and  unfuppoited  mur- 
mim  of  the  Pagans,  and  there  was  reafon  to  exped,  diat  the  cheer- 
ful fidnniflion  of  the  Chriftian  clergy,  as  well  as  people,  would  be 
^  refult  of  coolbience  and  gratitude.  It  was  long  finoe  eftabliflied, 
«s  a  fundamental  maxim  of  the  Roman  conftitution,  dut  every 
rank  o£  citizens  were  alike  fubjeft  to  the  laws,  and  that  the  care  of 
reli^on  was  the  right  as  wdl  as  duty  d  the  civil  mag^ftrate. 
Gonftandne  and  his  focceflfors  could  not  eafily  periiiade  themlUves 
that  they  had  forfdted,  hy  thdr  oonveriion,  any  branch  of  the  Im" 
perial  prero^idves,  or  that  they  were  inciqiable  of  giving  hw»  to 
a  religion  wluch  Aey  had  proteded  and  embraced.  The  empeiors 
ftill  continued  to  ocerdie  a  fupreme  jurifi li^on  over  die  ecdefialBcal

But  in  the 
ChriiUan  church,  which  entrufts  die  fervice  of  the  dtar  to  a  perpe- 
tual fucceffion  of  confecrated  minifters,  the  monarch,  whofe  Ipiritual 
rank  is  \t&  honourable  dian  diat  of  the  meaneft  deacon,  was 
ieated  below  the  rails  of  die  fanduarj,  and  confounded  with  die  reft 
of  the  fiutlifut  muldtude".  The  emperor  nught  be  (aluted  as  the

origin  the  temporal  power  and  poircfTions  which  they  had  acquired.  j*. 
Thefe  venerable  inllitutions  had  gradually  aflimilated  themfelves  to 
the  manners  and  government  of  their  refpective  countries  "  ;  but  the 
oppofition  or  contempt  of  the  civil  power  ferved  to  cement  the 
dilcipline  of  the  primitive  church.  The  Clu-iflians  had  been  obliged 
to  elecl  their  own  magidrates,  to  raife  and  diftribute  a  peculiar 
revenue,  and  to  regulate  the  internal  policy  of  their  republic  by  a 
code  of  laws,  which  were  ratified  by  the  confent  of  the  people, 
and  the  praclice  of  three  hundred  years.  When  Conflantine  en^braced 
the  faith  of  the  Chriftians,  he  feemed  to  contract  a  perpetual  al- 
liance with  a  diftindl  and  independent  fociety ;  and  the  privi- 
leges granted  or  confirmed  by  that  emperor,  or  by  his  fucccf- 
foi"s,  were  accepted,  not  as  the  precarious  favours  of  the  court,  but 
as  the  juft  and  inalienable  rights  of  the  ecclefiaftical  order.

As  foon  as  a 
bifliop  had  clofed  his  eyes,  the  metropolitan  ifTued  a  commiflion  to 
one  of  his  fuffragans  to  adminifter  the  vacant  fee,  and  prepare, 
within  a  limited  time,  the  future  eledion.  The  right  of  voting 
was  verted  in  the  inferior  clergy,  who  were  heft  qualified  to  judge 
of  the  merit  of  the  candidates ;  in  the  fenators  or  nobles  of  the  city, 
all  thofe  who  were  diftinguiflied  by  their  rank  or  property ;  and 
finally  in  the  whole  body  of  the  people,  who,  on  the  appointed  day.

of  realbn,  and  the  laws  of  dilcipline.  Thefe  acdanutions  mi^t 
acddentatty  fix  on  the  head  of  the  moft  defenring  competitor ;  of  frme 
andent  prefbyter,  ibme  holy  monk,  or  fome  layman,  ooofpicuous  ' 
for  his  zeal  and  piety.  But  the  epi&opal  chair  was  foltcited,  efpe* 
dally  in  the  great  and  opulent  dties  of  the  empire,  as  a  temporal, 
rather  than  as.a  fplritual  dignity.  The  interefted  views,  the  fdfiJh 
and  angry  pafTiona,  the  arts  of  perfidy  and  dUfimuUttion,  the  &cnt 
corruption,  the  open  and  even  bloody  violence  which  had  fbcmerly 
difgraced  the  freedom  of  eledion  in  the  commonwealths  of  Greece 
and  Rome,  too  often  influenced  the  choice  of  the  fuoceflbrs  of  the 
apoIUes.  While  one  of  the  candidates  boafted  the  honours  of  his  £l« 
mily,  a  fecond  allured  hia  judges  by  the  ddicades  of  a  plentiful 
table,  and  a  third,  more  guilty  than  his  rivals,  offered  to  (hare  the 
plunder  of  the  church  among  the  accomplices  of  his  fafrilfgioua 
hopes The  civil  as  well  as  ecdefiaftical  lawa  attempted  to  exclude 
die  populace  from  this  folemn  and  important  traniadlion.  TI19 
canons  of  ancient  difcipline,  by  requiring  feveral  epiicopal  qualifica- 
tions of  age,  ftation,  &c  reftrained  in  fome  meafure  the  indilcri- 
minate  caprice  of  the  eledlors.  The  authority  of  the  provincial 
bifliops,  who  were  aflenibled  in  the  vacant  church  to  oonfecrate  die 
choice  of  the  peo})le,  was  interpofcd  to  moderate  their  paffions,  and 
to  coneGt  their  midakcs.  The  bilhops  could  refufe  to  oidain  an 
unworthy  candidate,  and  the  rage  of  contending  fadions  ibmetimes 
accepted  their  impartial  mediation.  The  fubmifficm,  or  the  refiftance

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C  HA  P.  of  the  dtxgf^  and  people,  on  Tariou*  occafions,  affiirded  difierent 
<■  —V— ^  precedents,  which  were  infendbly  conTerted  into  pofitiTe  laws,  and 
provincial  cuftoms  *' :  but  it  was  every  where  admitted,  as  a  fiin- 
damental  maxim  of  rdigious  pdicy,  that  no  >ilhop  could  be 
Impoled  <m  an  orthodox  church,  without  the  confent  of  its  mem- 
bers. The  emperors,  as  the  guar<!Uant  of  the  public  peace^  and  as 
die  firft  dtizens  of  Rome  and  Conftantinople,  might  efie^ually  de- 
clare their  wifhes  in  the  choice  of  a  primate :  but  thofc  abfolute 
monarchs  refpedted  the  freedom  of  ecdcfiaftical  eledions ;  and  while 
they  diftributed  and  refumed  the  honours  of  the  ftate  and  army,  they. 
allowed  eighteen  hundred  perpetual  magiftrates  to  receive  their  im- 
portant offices  from  the  free  fuffrages  of  the  people  It  was 
agreeable  to  the  didates  of  judice,  that  thefe  maglihates  fhould  not 
defert  an  honourable  flation  from  which  they  could  not  be  re- 
moved ;  but  the  wifdom  of  councils  endeavoured,  without  much 
fuccefs,  to  enforce  the  refidence,  and  to  pre%'ent  the  tranflation 
of  bilhops.  The  difcipline  of  the  Weft  was  indeed  lefs  relaxed 
than  that  of  the  Eaft  ;  but  the  fame  paflions  which  made  thofe  regu- 
lations neccflary,  rendered  them  ineffciJtual.  Tlic  reproaclies  which 
angry  prelates  have  fo  vehemently  urged  againft  each  other,  ferve 
only  to  exp<?fe  their  common  guilt,  and  their  mutual  indifcre- 
tion.

fliop  acquired  an  abfolute  and  indefieafible  r^ht  to  tibe  perpetual 
obedience  of  die  derk  tiiiom  ht  orduned:  the  clergy  of  eadi  ejn^ 
copal  churchy  widi  its  dependent  parifl&es,  formed  a  regular  and 
permanent  fodety ;  and  the  cathedrals  of  jConftantinople  *'  and  Car- 
thage" maintuned  dieir  peculiar  eftabliihment  <^  fire  hundred  ec* 
clefiallica]  minifters.  Their  ranks  **  and  numbers  were  inienfibly 
multiplied  by  tiie  fuperftition  of  the  times,  which  introduced  into 
the  dirndl  die  ^lendid  ceremonies  of  a  Jewiih  or  Pagan  temple ; 
and  a  long  train  of  prie^,  deacons,  lub-deacons,  acolythes,  exoicifts, 
readers,  fingers,  and  door-keepers,  contributed,  in  did^  refpe^ive 
ftations,  to  iwell  the  pomp  and  harmony  of  religious  worfhip.  The 
clerical  name  and  privilege  were  extended  to  many  pious  frater- 
nities, who  devoutly  fupported  the ecdefiaftical  throne"*.  Six  hun- 
dred parabolani,  or  adventurers,  vilited  the  fick  at  Alexandria ;  eleven 
huuired  copiata^  or  grave-diggers,  buried  the  dead  at  Conftantino- 
plc ;  and  the  ftvarms  of  monks,  who  arofe  from  tlie  Nile,  overfpread 
and  darkened  the  face  of  die  Chriftian  woiMl

■of  the  church  The  ClirilUans  not  only  recovered  the  lands  and 
houfes  of  which  they  had  been  ftripped  bv  the  perfeciuing  laws  of  Ill-Pfop*"/, 
Diocletian,  but  they  acquired  a  pcrfedl  title  to  all  the  pnircfTions 
which  they  had  hitherto  enjoyed  by  the  connivance  of  the  niagiflratc. 
As  foon  as  Chrilliaiuty  became  the  religion  of  the  emperor  and  the 
empire,  the  national  clergy  might  claim  a  decent  and  honourable 
maintenance:  and  the  payment  of  an  annual  tax  might  have  deli- 
vered the  people  from  the  more  opprcfhve  tribute,  which  Aiperftition 
impofes  on  her  votaries.  But  as  the  wants  and  expences  of  the  church 
encreafed  with  her  profperity,  the  eccleliaflical  order  was  flili  Aip- 
portcd  and  enriched  by  the  voluntary  oblations  of  the  faithful, 
tight  years  after  the  edict  of  Milan,  Conflantinc  granted  to  all  his  A.O.  jtu 
fubjefls  the  free  and  univerfal  permifTion  of  bcqik'athing  their  for- 
tunes to  the  holy  Catholic  church'";  and  their  devout  liberality, 
which  during  their  lives  was  checked  by  luxury  or  avarice,  flowed 
with  a  profufe  ftrcam  at  the  hour  of  their  death.  The  wealthy 
Chriflians  were  encouraged  by  the  example  of  their  fovereign.  An 
abfolute  monarch,  who  is  rich  without  patrimony,  may  be  charitable 
without  merit;  and  Conftantinc  too  eafdy  believed  rliat  he  fhould 
purchafe  the  favour  of  heaven,  if  he  maintained  the  idle  at  the  ex- 
pence  of  the  induflrious ;  and  diftributed  among  the  iaiiUs  the . 
wealtTi  of  the  republic.  The  fame  mcflenger  who  carried  over  to 
Africa  the  head  of  Maxentius,  might  bc  entnifted  with  an  cpiftle  to 
CaeoUan^  bilhop  of  Carthage.

The  ChrilHan  tempks  of  Antiodh,  Alexandria,  Jeroft-' 
lem,  Conftantinople,  &cc.  difplayed  the  oftentatious  piety  of  a  prince, 
ambidous  in  a  declining  age  to  equal  the  pei&d  labontt  of  and- 
quity'"*'.  The  tbna  of  thefe  reli^oiis  edifices  tnw  fin^e  and 
oblong;  thou^  they  might  fomcdmet  ^ell  into  die  Aape  of  a. 
denie»  and  fomedmes  branch  into  the  figure  of  a  croft.  The  dm- 
bers  were  fi:amed  for  die  moft  p«rt  <^  cedars  cf  Libanus ;  the  roof 
was  covered  with  tiles,  perhaps  of  gilt  brafs;  and  the  walk,  the  co- 
himns,  the  pavement,  were  incrufted  with  variq;^ted  marbles.  The 
moft  precious  oraametts  of  gold  and  filver,  of  lilk  and  gems,  were 
profuiely'  dedicated  to  the  fervioe  of  the  idtar ;  and  thia  4>cciouft 
magnificence  was  fupported  on  the  fofid  and  perpetual  bafis  of 
landed  property.  In  die  ^pace  of  two  centuries,  from  the  reign  of 
Conftandne  to  that  of  Juftinian,  the  ei^teen  hundred  churdies  of 
die  empire  were  enriched  by  the  fivqueat  and  unafienabk  gifts  of 
die  prince  and  people.  An'amiual  income  of  fix  hundred  pounds

IV.  TheLatia  cleigj,  who  ereded  their  tribunal  on  the  ruins  06 
die  civil  and  common  law,  hare  modeffly  accepted  as  the  gift  of 
Conftantine"*,  the  independent  juri£liAion  which  was  the  firuit  of 
time,  of  accident,  and  of  their  own  anduftry.  But  the  liberality  of 
the  GhriAian  emperors  had  afhiaUy  endowed  them  imdi  fome  I^id 
prerogatives,  which  fecured  and  dignified  the  iacerdotal  chara&er 
I .  Under  a  defpotic  government,  die  lufhops  alone  enjoyed  and  aflerted 
the  ineMmable  privilege  of  bdng  tried  only  by  their  purs ;  and  even  in 
a  ca|Mtal  acculaidon,  a  fynod  of  thdr  brethren  were  die  itkt  judges  of 
their  guilt  or  innocence.  Such  a  tribunal,  uidefi  it  was  inflamed  by 
peifonal  relentment  <nr  religious  difcord,  nught  be  finrourable,  or  even 
parrial  to  the  facerdotal  order :  but  Conftantine  was  fatisfied  "\  that 
iecret  impunity  would  be  lefs  pernicious  than  public  fcandal :  and

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the  Nicene  council  was  edified  by  his  public  declaration,  that  if  he  ^  ^  * 
furprifed  a  bilhop  in  the  adl  of  adultery,  he  fliould  caft  his  Imperial  ^  ' 
mantle  over  the  epifcopal  linncr.  a.  The  domeilic  iurijdid'uni  of 
the  bifhops  was  at  once  a  privilege  and  a  reftraint  of  ilie  ccclciivii- 
tical  order,  whofe  civil  caufes  were  decently  withdrawn  from  the 
cognizance  of  a  iecular  judge.  Their  venial  offences  were  not 
expofed  to  the  (hatneof  a  public  trial' or  punilhment ;  and  the  gentle 
corre€kionj  which  the  tendernds  of  youth  may  endure  from  its  pa** 
rents  or  inftrudors,  was  inflided  hy  the  temperate  feverity  of  the 
bilhops.  But  if  the  clergy  were  guilty  of  any  crime  which  could 
not  be  fijfficieatly  expiated  by  their  degradation  fircm  an  honourable 
and  beneficial  profeffion,  the  Roman  magiilrate  drew  the  Arwd 
of  judice,  without  any  regard  to  eoilefiaftical  immunitia.  3.  The 
arbitration  of  the  bifhops  was  ratified  by  a  pofirive  kw ;  and  the 
judges  were  tnflruded  to  execute,  without  appeal  or  dday,  the 
epifcopal  decrees,  whc^  validity  had  Mtherto  depended  on  the  con- 
fent  of  the  parties.  The  converiion  ci  the  mj^ftrates  diemftlves, 
and  of  the  whole  empire,  might  gradually  remove  the  fears  and 
fcruples  of  the  ChrifBans.  But  they  itill  reforted  to  the  tribunal  of 
the  biftiops,  whofe  alriHties  and  mtegrity  they  efteemed ;  and  the 
venerable  Auflin  enjoyed  the  fatisfiidion  of  compfauning  that  his 
ipiritual  fuadlions  were  perpetually  interrupted  by  the  invidious  la- 
bour of  deciding  the  chdm  or  the  pf^eflion  of  filver  and  gold,  of 
lands  and  cattle.  4.  The  ancient  privilege  of  fimduary  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Chriftian  temples,  and  extended,  by  the  liberal 
piety  of  the  younger  TiicoJofius,  to  the  precindls  of  confecrated 
ground  "'.  The  fugitive,  and  even  guilty,  fuppliants,  were  permitted

V.  Spiritual      V.  The  biihop  was  the  perpetual  cenfor  of  the  morals  of  his 
txuiwti.      -people,    xhe  difcipline  of  penance  was  digefted  into  a  fyftcm  of 
canonical  juii^rudencc  "\  which  accurately  defined  the  duty  of 
private  or  public  coiifcIRonf  the  rules  of  evidence,  the  degrees  of 
guilt,  and  the  mcafurc  of  punlfhmcnt.    It  was  impoffible  to  execute 
this  fpiritual  cenfurc,  ii"  tlic  Chriftian  pontiff',  who  punifhed  the  ob- 
fcure  fins  of  the  multitude,  refpeded  the  confpicuous  vices  and 
dcRrudlivc  crimes  of  the  magiftratc:  bvit  ir  was  inipoillblc  to  arraign 
•the  condud  of  the  magiftratc,  without  coiitrouling  the  adminiftra- 
tion  of  civil  government.    Some  conlidcrations  ol  religion,  or  loyalty, 
or  fear,  protected  the  facrcd  pcrfons  of  the  emperors  from  the  zeal 
or  relcntmeiit  of  the  hiiliopsj  but  they  boldly  cenfured  and  excom- 
municated the  fubordinate  tyrants,  who  were  not  InvcfteJ  with  the 
majefty  of  the  purple.    St.  Athanafius  excommunicated  one  of  the 
minifters  of  Egypt;  and  the  interdidl  which  he  pronounced,  of  fure 
and  water,  was  folemnly  tranfmitted  to  the  churches  of  Cappadocia

church  of  Ptolemais,  obfcure  and  contemptible  as  Ihe  may  ap- 
pear, addreifcs  this  decbration  to  all  her  fifter  churches  of  the 
world ;  and  the  profane  who  reje«£l  her  decrees,  will  be  in- 
volved in  the  guilt  and  punilhment  of  Andronicus  and  his  im- 
pious followers.  Thefe  fpiritual  terrors  were  enforced  by  a  dex- 
terous application  to  the  Byzantine  court;  the  trembling  prefident 
implored  the  mercy  of  the  church ;  and  the  defcendant  of  Hercules 
enjoyed  the  fatisfadion  of  raifing  a  proftratc  tyrant  from  the 
ground  '".  Such  principles  and  fuch  examples  infenfibly  prepared 
ilie  triumph  of  the  Roman  pontiffs,  who  have  trampled  on  the 
necks  of  kings. 

VI.  Freedom  VI.  Every  popular  government  has  experienced  the  effcds  of 
pmching.  rude  or  artificial  eloquence.  The  coldeft:  nature  is  animated,  the 
firmeft  reafon  is  moved,  by  the  rapid  communication  of  the  prevail- 
ing impulfe;  and  each  hearer  is  affeded  by  his  own  paffions,  and 
by  thofe  of  the  furrounding  multitude.  The  ruin  of  civil  liberty 
had  hlcnccd  the  demagogues  of  Athens,  and  the  tribunes  of  Rome ; 
the  cuftom  of  preaching,  which  feems  to  conftitute  a  confiderable 
part  of  Chriflian  devotion,  had  not  been  introduced  into  the 
temples  of  antiquity  ;  and  the  cars  of  monarchs  were  never  invaded 
by  the  harfli  found  of  popular  eloquence,  till  the  pulpits  of  the 
empire  were  filled  with  facred  orators,  wlio  poflefTed  lomc  advantages 
unknown  to  their  profane  prcdcccffors  "\  I'he  argumcms  and  rhe- 
toric of  the  tribune  were  inllantly  oppofed,  with  equal  anns,  by 
ikilful  and  refolute  antagonifts ;  and  the  caufe  of  truth  and  reafon

iioiis.   The  bifhop,  or  fome  diftinguifhed  prefbyter,  to  whom  he  >>-  ■-'^-i  ^ 
cautiouily  delegated  the  powen  of  preaching,  harangued,  mtfaout 
the  danger  of  interruption  or  reply,  a  fubmiffive  multitude  vrhofe 
minds  had  been  prepared  and  fubdued  liy  the  awflil  ceremonies  of 
rdi^on.   Such  was  the  ftrid.  fubordinatioa  of  the  catholic  churchy 
duit  the  fiune  concerted  fomids  might  ifliie  at  once  from  an  hundred 
pulpits  of  Italy  or  Egypt,  if  they  were  tuned    by  the  mafter  hand 
of  the  Roman  or  Alexandrian  primate.   The  defign  of  dus  infiitu- 
.faaa.  waa  laudably  but  the  fruits  were  not  always  falutary..  The 
.preadien  recommended  die  pcaOioe  of  the  focial  duties;  but-  diey 
ottltad  die  petfiedion  of  monalBc  virtue,  whidi  is  p«unfiil  to  the 
individual  and  uielels  to  manldnd.   Their  charitable  exhortations 
betrayed  a  lecret  wifh,  that  the  clergy  might  be  permitted  to  manage 
•difrwealdi  of  die  fiudiful,  fiar  die  benefit  of  the  poor.   The  moft 
^obtime  reprefentations  of  die  attributes  and  Uws  of  the  Deity  were 
.fuISed  by  an  idle  mixture  <^  metaphyfical  fiibdedes,  puerile  rites, 
and  iididous  miracles :  and  they  expatiated,  widi  the  moft  fervent 
•zeal,  on  the  rdi^ous  merit  of  hating  the  adveriaries,  and  obejdng  the 
miniften,  of  the  diurch.   When  the  public  peace  was  diftraOed  1^ 
herefy  and  JcUfrs,  dieikcred  ofatois  (bunded  die  trumpet,  of  difcord 
and,  perhaps  cH  fedition.    The  underftandings  of  their  congrega- 
draa  were  perplexed  by  myftery,  their  paflions  were  inflamed  by 
.'inve£lives:  and  they  ruflied  from  the  Chriftian  temples  of  Andoch 
or  Alexandria,  prepared  cither  to  fiifier  or  to  .inffid*  martyrdmn.    .  - 
The  corruption  of  tafte  and  language  is  ftrongly  marked  in  the  vehe- 
.ment  declamations  of  the  Ladn  iMihops;  but  the  compofidons  of

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celebrated  i£Eem\Ay  was  conyened  at  Nice  in  Bitbynk,  to  extingulfli, 
fay  didr  final  fentence,  the  fubde  dilutes  which  luid  arilen  in  Egypt 
■OQ  the  fubjed  of  the  Trinily.  Three  hundred  and  eighteen  bilhops 
obeyed  the  fummons  of  their  indulgent  matter ;  the  ecclefiaftics  of 
every  rank,  and  (cCty  and  denomination,  have  been  computed  at  two 
thoufand  and  forty-eight  perfons  '** ;  the  Greeks  appeared  in  perfon  ; 
and  the  confent  of  the  Latins  was  expreifed  by  the  legates  of  the 
Roman  pontiff.  The  fefiion,  which  lafted  about  two  months,  was 
frequently  honoured  by  the  prefence  of  the  emperor.  Leaving  his 
guards  at  the  doOT,  he  iieated  himfeif  (with  the  pcrmifllon  of  the 
council)  on  a  low  llool  in  tlie  mldft  of  the  hall.  Conftantinc  liftencd 
with  patience,  and  l^ioke  with  modefty :  and  while  he  influenced 
the  debates,  he  humbly  profeflod  that  he  was  the  miniftcr,  not  the 
judge,  of  tlie  fucceffors  of  the  apoftles,  who  had  been  cftablilhed  as 
priefts  and  as  gods  upon  earth  Such  profound  reverence  of  an 
abfolute  monarch  towards  a  feeble  and  unarmed  affembly  of  his  own 
fubjcdts,  can  only  be  compared  to  the  refpedt  with  which  the  fenate 
had  been  treated  by  the  Roman  princes  who  adopted  the  policy  of 
Auguftus.  Within  the  fpacc  of  fifty  years,  a  philofophic  fped-ator 
of  the  viciflitudes  of  human  affairs  might  have  contemplated  Tacitus 
in  the  fenate  of  Rome,  and  Conftantine  in  the  council  of  Nice.  The 
fathers  of  the  capitol  and  thofe  of  the  church  had  alike  degenerated 
from  the  virtues  of  their  founders;  but  as  the  biihops  were  more 
deeply  rooted  in  the  public  opinion,  they  fuftained  their  dignity  with 
more  decent  pride,  and  fometimes  oppofed,  with  a  manly  fpirit, 
the  wilhes  of  their  fovereign.    The  progrefs  of  time  and  fuperftition

THE  grateful  applaufe  of  the  clergy  has  confecrated  the  me-  c  H  A  F. 
mory  of  a  prince  who  indulged  their  paflions  and  promoted  .  j> 
their  intereft.  Conilantine  gave  them  fecurity,  wealth,  honours, 
and  revenge  :  and  the  fupport  of  the  <^rthodox  faith  was  confidered 
as  the  mofl  facred  and  important  duty  of  the  civil  magiflrate.  The 
cdia  of  Milan,  the  great  charter  of  toieration,  had  confirmed  toead) 
individual  of  the  Roman  world,  the  privilege  of  chufmg  and  pro^ 
feflmg  his  own  religion.  But  this  ineflimable  privilege  was  fooa 
violated:  vrith  the  knowledge  of  truth,  the  emperor  imbibed  the 
maxims  of  perfecution  ;  and  the  fedfcs  which  diffented  from  the  Ca- 
tholic church,  were  afflided  and  opprefled  by  the  triumph  of 
Chriftianity.  Conflantine  eatily  believed  that  the  Heretici^  who 
prellimed  to  difpute  bh  opinions,  or  to  oppoie  hit  commands,  were 
guilty  of  the  mod  abfurd  and  criminal  obftinacy ;  and  that  a  feaibnr 
able  application  of  moderate  feverities  might  ikve  thofe  unhappy  mea 
from  the  danger  of  an  everlailing  condemnation.  Not  a  moment 
was  loft  in  excluding  the  niinidera  and  teachers  of  the-  feparatcd 
congregations  from  any  (hare  of  the  rewards  and  immunities  which 
the  emperor  had  fo  liberally  bellowed  on  the  orthodox  clergy. 
But  as  the  fe£taries  might  ftill  exift  under  the  cloud  of  royal

C  P.  diigrace,  the  conqueft  of  the  Eaft  was  immediately  followed  by 
<  M  »  an  edi£t  which  announced  their  total  delbiidion'.  After  a 
preamble  filled  with  paflion  and  reproach,  Conftantine  abfolutely 
{urohibits  the  alTemblies  of  the  Heretics,  and  coniifcates  their  public 
property  to  the  ufe  either  of  the  revenue  or  of  the  Catholic  church. 
The  feds  againil  whom  the  Imperial  feverity  was  direfted,  appear  to 
liave  been  the  adttierentt  of  Paul  of  SamoTata^  the  Mootanifts  of 
Fhrygia,  who  nkuntained  an  enthnfuftScfiicceffioa  of  prophecy;  the 
Novatians,  who  ftemly  rejeded  die  teo^toial  efficacy  of  cq>enlanoe; 
die  Mandonites  kad  Valendnians,  under  whole  leading  bannen  die 
various  Gnoflics  of  Afia  and  Egypt  had  mfenfibly  rallied ;  and  perhaps 
the  Maniehaeaaa,  who  had  xeeendy  imported  from  Peiiia  a  more 
artful  oompofidon  of  Oriemal  and  Ckriftian  theology**  The 
defign  of  exdrpating  die  name,  or  at  leaft  of  reftraimi^  the  pio- 
grefi  of  diefeodiomHeredcs,  was  proiecuted  with  vigour  and  efled. 
Some  of  die  penal  ngcdadons  were  copied  from  die  edids  of  Dio- 
cletian ;  and  diis  method  of  converfion  was  applauded  by  die  fame 
Inihops  who  had  felt  die  hand  ci  oppidRtn^  and  had  pleaded, 
tat  the  rights  of  humanity.  Two  immaterial  ctrcumifauiMS  may 
ienre,  however,  to  prove  that  the  mind  of  Conftantine  was  not 
endrdy  corrupted  by  die  ^niit  of  zeal  and  bigotry.  Beftne  he  con^ 
\  demned  die  Mamchaeans  and  (hdr  kindred  fisQs,  he  reiblved  to 

make  an  accurate  enquiry  into  die  nature  of  their  religious  princi- 
ples. As  if  he  diftruAed  the  impartiality  of  his  ecdefiaftical  coun- 
iellors,  this  ddicate  commiifion  was  entrufted  to  a  avil  magiftrate; 
whole  learning  and  moderation  he  juftly  efteemed;  and  of  whofe

bilhop  Acefivts  to  the  conndl  of  Nice;  and  gently  ricBculed  die  nar- 
nyw  tenets  of  his  (eGt,  by  a  familiar  jeft ;  which,  from  the  mouth  <^ a 
fbvereign,  muft  have  been  recdved  with  applaufe  and  graHtude'. 
-  The  complaints  and  mutual  accufations  which  aflailed  the  throne  Afikaa 
of  Gonftandne,  as  ibon  as  the  death  of  Maxentins  had  fubmitted  aTdTj^^' 
A£nck  to  hsi  vitfitorious  arms,  were  ill  adapted  to  edify  an  imperfieft 
profelyte.

Diodedan.  From  their  mutual  rqiroaches,  as  wdl  as  from  the. 
ftory  of  ibis  dark  tranfafiion,  it  may  juftly  be  infrtred,  .that  the  late 
periecudon  had  emMttered  the  zeal,  without  reforming  the  manners, 
of  the  African  Chriftians.  That  divided  church,  was  incapable  of, 
idfiMrding  an  impartial  judicature ;  the  controveriy  waa  iblemnly  tried, 
in  five  fiicccffive  tribunals,  which  were  appointed  by  the  emperor.;

caufe  of  Capcilian;  and  he  was  unammoafly  ackncndedgcd  by  the  <  w  ' 
dvil  and  ecclieliaftical  powen,  as  the  true  and  kwfut  primate  o£ 
Africa.  The  honours  and  eftates  of  the  church  were  attributed  to 
iu  fufiiragan  bilhops,  and  U  was  not  without  difficulty,  that  Con- 
fiantine  was  iatisfied  with  infli^g  the  ponifimient  of  exile  on  the 
principal  leaden  of  the  Donatift  fa^on.  As  their  caufe  was  exa- 
mined with  attention,  perhaps  it  was  determined  with  juftice.  Per- 
lu^  didr  complaint  was  not  without  feundatifm,  that  the  credulity 
of  die  emperor  had  been  abufcd  by  the  infidiotts  arts  of  his  fa- 
vourite Ofius.  The  influence  of  fiiUehood  and  comqpiion  might 
procure  the  condemnation  of  the  innocent,  or  aggraTate  the  lentence 
of  the  guilty.  Such  an  a£b,  however,  <rf  injuftice,  if  it  ^nduded 
«n  importunate  difpute,  might  be  numbered  among  the  tranlient 
■evils  of  a  defpotic  adminiftration,  which  aie  neither  &k  nor  remem- 
bered by  pofterity. 

•B'ut-dus  incident,  fo  inconfideraUe  that  it  (carcely  deferves  a  place 
in  hSflory,  was  produ£tiTe  of  a  memorable  fchifin;  which  afflided  a.d.  315. ' 
-die  provinces  of  Africa  above  three  hundred  years,  and  was  exdn- 
^uifhed  only  with  Chriftlanity  itielf.  The  inflexible  zeal  of  fireedom 
and  &nadcilm  ammated  the  Bonatifts  to  reliiie  obedience  to  the 
Tifurpers,  whofe  eledion  they  difjputed,  andwhde  Ipiritual  powoi 
they  denied.  Excluded  from  the  civil  and  religious  communion  of 
mankind,  they  boldly  excommunicated  the  reflt  of  mankind,  who  . 
had  embraced  the  impious  party  of  Caecilian,  and  die  Traifitms, 
from  whom  he  derived  his  pretended  ordinadon.  They  alTcrted 
with  confidence,  and  ahnoft  with  exultadon,  that  die  Apoftdical 
(iicceffion  was  interrupted }  diat  alt  the  bifhopa  of  Europe  and  Afia 
-were  inflected  by  the  conti^n  of  guilt  and  fidiifin  $  and  that  the  pre- 
TOgadves  of  the  Catholic  chuidi  were  confined  to  the  chofen  pwdon

^>  by  the  mod  uncharitable  coudmH:.  Whenever  they  acquired  a  profe- 
lyte,  even  from  the  diiUnt  provinces  of  the  Eaft,  they  carefully 
repeated  the  facred  rites  of  baptifm  *  and  ordination ;  as  they  reje^ed 
the  validity  of  thofe  which  he  had  already  received  from  the  hands  of 
heretics  or  fchifmatics.  Bifhops,  virgins,  aAd  evbn  fpotl^  in&nta, 
weiCL  fubjeded  to  the  difgrace  of  a  public  penance,  before  ihey- 
could  be  .  admits  to  the  commuiuoii  of  the  Doiiatifts.  If  they 
obtained  pofleflion  of  a  church  which  had  been  uled  by  their  CathoUe 
adveiikries,  they  purified  the  unhallowed  building  with  the  fame, 
jealous  care  which  a  temple  Idols  might  have  required.  They 
waihed  the  pavement,  fcraped  the  walls,  burnt  the  altar,  whidi  was. 
commonly  of  wood,  melted  the  coniecmted  plato,  and  caft  the  H0I7 
Eucharift  to  die  dogs,  with  every  drcumftance  of  ignominy  which 
could  provoke  and  perpetuate  the  animofity  of  rdig^ous  faOions*. 
Notwithftan^g  this  irreconcilable  averfion,  the  two  parties,  who 
were  mixed  and  ieparated  in  all  the  cities  of  Africa,  had  the(ame 
language  and  manners,  the  fame  zeal  and  Icarnin<^,  the  fame  faith 
and  worfliip.  Profcribed  by  the  civil  and  ccclcfiallical  powers  of  the 
empire,  the  Donatifts  ftill  maintained  in  fome  provinces,  partlci:Iarly 
in  Numidia,  their  fuperior  numbers;  and  four  hundred  billiops 
acknowledged  the  jurifdidion  of  their  primate.  But  the  invincible 
^Urit  of  the  fed  fometimes  preyed  on  its  own  vitals  ;  and  the  bofom 
of  their  fchifmatical  church  was  torn  by  intcfline  divifions.  A  fourth 
part  of  the  Dooatift  bUh^ts  followed  die  independent  ftandard  of  the 
lyiaximianifts.

The  fchifm  of  the  Donadfts  was  confined  to  Afiica:  the  more  TheTrini. 
difiufive  mifchief  of  the  Trinitarian  contiwrerfx  fucceffivel/  pcne-  uoZfyT' 
trated  into  every  part  of  the  Chriftian  world.   The  former  was  an 
accidental  quarrel,  occafioned  bj  the  abufe  of  fireedom ;  the  latter 
was  a  high  and  myfterious  aigument,  derived  from  the  abufe  of 
pUIoic^hy.    From  the  age  of  Gonftantine  to  that  of  Ckms  and- 
Theodoric,  the  temporal  interefts  both  of  the  Romans  and  Barba* 
fians  were  deeply  involved  in  the  theological  difputes  of  Ariantfia. 
The  hiftorian  may  therefore  be  permitted  relpedfuUy  to  withdraw 
the  veil  of  the  Ikoduary ;  and  to  deduce  the  progrefs  of  reafon  and 
£uth,  of  error  and  paifion,  firom  the  ichool  of  Plato  to  the  declme 
and  fiJl  of  the  empire. 

The  genius  of  Plato,  informed  by  his  own  meditation,  or  by  the  Tht  fyUm 
traditional  knowledge  of  the  priefts  of  Egypt ",  had  ventured  to  B^lc"civiii 
e3q>k>re  the  mylWious  nature  of  the  Deity.   When  he  had  elevated 
his  mind  to  the  fuUime  contemplation  of  the  firft  fielf-exiftenf,  ne- 
ceflary  cauie  of  the  univerfe,  the  Adienian  fage  vras  incapable  of

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Jefiis  as  the  greatcft  of  the  prophets,  endowed  with  fupernatural  v*ir-  ^ 
tue  and  power.  Tlicy  afcribed  to  Iils  pcrfon  and  to  his  future  reign  < 
all  the  prcdidions  of  the  Hebrew  oracles  which  relate  to  the  fpiritual 
and  everlafling  kingdom  of  the  promifed  Meffiah  **.  Some  of  them 
might  confefs  that  he  was  bom  of  a  virgin  ;  but  they  obftinately  re- 
jected the  preceding  exiftence  and  divine  perfedions  of  the  Logcs,  or 
Son  of  God,  which  are  fo  clearly  defined  in  the  Gofpel  of  St.  Jolin. 
About  lifty  years  aftervvards,  the  Ebionites,  whole  errors  are  men- 
tioned by  Juftiii  Martyr  with  lc6  feverity  than  they  fcem  to  de- 
ferre  **,  foirmed  a  very  inconTiderable  portion  of  the  Chriftian  name, 
fl.  The  Gnoftics,  who  were  diftingaUhed  by  the  epithet  of  Docetes, 
deviated  into  die  contnuyeztieme;  and  betrayed  the  human,  while 
they  aflerted  the  divine,  nature  of  CSirift.  Educated  in  the  ichool 
of  Plato,  accuAomed  to  the  iiiblime  idea  of  die  Logos^  they  readily 
^ononved  that  the  brighteft  JEnm^  or  EmanaHon  of  the  Deity,  might 
«flumc  the  outward  tbxpt  and  -nfible  appearances  of  a  mortal  ;  but 
they  vainly  pretended,  that  the  imper&^ons  of  matter  are  inomn* 
-patiUe  with  the  purity  of  a  cdeftial  fubftance.  While  the  blood  of 
Chrift  yet  finolnd  on  Mount  Calvary,  the  Docetes  invented  the

with  the  fcience  of  words.  But  the  moft  fagadous  the  Ghrif-  ^  ..^i  ^ 
tian  theologians,  the  great  Athanafius  himfdl^  has  candidly  con* 
feflred'%  diat  whenever  he  forced  lus  undefftan<iing  to  meditate 
on  the  divinity  of  the  Zio^,  lus  toiUbme  and  unavailing  eflbrts  tf 
ocnled  cm  themielves ;  that  &e  mote  he  thought*  the  lefi  he  compre-^ 
hended  \  and  the  more  he  wrote,  the  lefi  capable  was  he  of  expreffing 
his  thoughts.  In  every  ftep  of  the  enquiry,  we  are  compelled  to 
6el  and  acknowledge  the  Immeaiurable  diipr6porti<Mi  between  the 
fize  of  the  obje£):  and  the  capacity  of  the  human  mind.  We  may 
ftrive  to  abftraft  the  notions  of  time,  of  ^[Mc^  and  of  matter,  which 
lb  clofidy  adhere  to  all  the  perceptions  of  our  experimental  know- 
ledge. But  as  ibon  as  vre  prefume  to  reafim  of  infinite  fiibftance,  of 
^iiitual  generation ;  as  olten  as  vre  deduce  any  pofitive  conduficms 
from  a  <negative  idea,  we  are  involved  in  daiknefs,  peqilesdty,  and 
inevitable  contraiUdion.  As  thefe  difBculties.  arife  firom  the  nature 
of  the  ibliged,  they  oppiefi,  with  the  lame  infupetable  weight,  die 
phUoTcphic  and  the  theological  di^utant  $  but  we  may  obTerve  two 
cflendal  and  peculiar  drcumftances,  whtdi  diicriminated  the  dodrines 
of  die  Qidiolic  diurdi  £rom  the  qjunions  of  the  Hatonic  Ichod. 

I.  A  cholen  fodety  of  philofophers,  men  of  a  libeni  education  zcai  of  the 
and  curious  difpofition,  mig^t  iil^tly  meditate,  and  temperatdy  dif^ 
cofs,  in  the  gardens  of  Athens  or  the  library  of  Alexandria,  the 
abfimie  queltions  of  meti^yfical  Icienoe.  Hie  lofty  ^pecidadons, 
which  odther  convioced  the  underftanding,  nor  agitated  ^  paffions, 
of  the  Platonifts  themfelves,  were  carelefsly  overlooked  by  the  idle, 
the  bufy,  and  even  the  lludious  part  of  mankind      But  after  the

was  emlMraced  by  a  numerous  and  increafing  multitude  in  every  pro— 
-mnce  of  the  Roman  worid.  Thofe  perlbns  who,  from  their  age,  or 
fex,  or  occupations,  were  the  leaft  qualified  to  judges  who  were  die* 
leaft  czerdfed  in  the  habits  of  abftra£k  reafoning;  afpired  to  contem- 
plate the  ceconomy  of  the  IX^ne  Nature :  and  it  is  the  boaft  of 
TertuIUan**,  that  a  Qiriffian  mechanic  could  readily  anfwer  fuch 
queftiotts  as  had  perplexed  the  wifeft  cf  die  Grecian  (ages.  Where 
the  fttbjeA  lies  fo  ftr  beymd  our  reach>  the  di^renoe  between  the 
h^^ieft  and  the  loweft  of  human  underllandings  may  indeed  be  cal- 
culated as  infinitely  finall ;  yet  the  degree  of  weakne&  may  perhaps 
be  raeafinred  by  tbe  degree  ctf  obftinacy  and  dogmatic  confidence. 
Thefe  i^peculations^  tnftead  of  bdng  treated  as  die  amufisment  of 
vacant  hour,  became  the  moft  ferious  bufineft  of  the  prefent,  and  dicr 
moft  uiefid  prqparadoa  for  a  future,  life^  A  theology,  which  it  waa 
incumbent  to  bdseve,  which  it  was  impious  to  doubt,  and  which  it 
mig^t  be  dangerous,  and  even  fittal,  to  miftalK,  became  the  fiuniliar 
topic  of  private  meditadon  and  popuhr  difiourfe.  The  cdd  indif- 
ference of  philolbphy  was  inflamed  by  the  fiarvent  Qsiiit  of  devodons 
and  even  die  metaphors  of  coomion  lai^^m^  fuggefted  the  fiiUadous 
in^wSces  of  fenfe  and  eaqperience.  The  Chriftians,  w1k>  aUior- 
led  die  groft  and  injure  generati<m  of  die  Gredc  mydidogy'% 
were  tempted  to  aigue  firom  die  fiuniliar  analogy  of  the  fiUal  and 
paternal  relations.

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tatX  fubordinadon  to  the  ▼oluntary  author  of  his  ejdftence  "  |  bur  as  ^  ^' 
the  aft  of  generatioQ,  in  the  moft  Q>iritual  and  abftradled  fenfe^  '^> 
muft  be  Ibppofed  to  tranfimt  the  properties  of  a  common  nature*',- 
they  durft  not  prefume  to  drcumicribe  the  powers  or  the  duration 
oi  die  Son  of  an  eternal  «nd  omnipotent  Father.   Fourscore  years 
after  die  death  of  CSirift,  the  Chriitians  of  Bidiynia  declared  before- 
the  tribunal  of  Pliny,  that  they  invoked  him  as  a  gpd  :  and  his- 
divine  honours  have  been  perpetuated  in  every  age  and  country, 
by  the  various  feds  who  afliime.  the  name  of  his  difcifdes  *"•- 
Thdr  tender  reverence  for  the  memcny  of  Chrift,  and  thdr 
horror  for  the  profime  worihip  of  any  created  bdng,  would  have; 
engaged  them  to  aflert  die  equal  and  abfolute  (fivinity  of  the 
Ufgotf  if  thdr  rapid  albent  towards  the  throne  of  heaven  had  nob 
been  impercqfitibly  checked  by  the  apprdienfion  of  violating  tho 
unity  and  fiile.  fupcemacy  of  the  great  Father  of  Chiift  and  of  the 
Umverfe   The  fufpenie  and  flu6biadon  produced  in  the  minds  off 
jdie  Cbiiftians  by  thefe  oppdite  tendencies,  may  be  obferved  in  die 
writings  of  the  theologians  who  fiouriihed  after  the  end  of  the  qM)-^ 
ikilic  age^.  and  bcfioe  th»  origin-of  the  Arian  controverly.  Theb 
ftiffiage  is  dumed,  with  equal  confidence,  by  the  (nthodox  and  by 
the  heretical  parties  i  and  the  moft  inquifidve  cridcs  have  fiurly  al- 
lowed, diat  if  thty  had  die  good  fortune  of  poffeffii^  die  GadioUo

— — '  diftinguiflied  the  Ghriftians  from  the  Piatonifts:  the  fecond  was  the 
^^chiu2i.^  authority  of  the  church.  The  difdples  of  philofophy  aflerted  the 
rights  of  intelledual  freedom,  and  their  refped  for  the  fendments  of 
their  teachers  was  a  liberal  and  voluntary  tribute,  which  they  ofl^red 
to  fuperior  reafon.  But  the  Chriftians  formed  a  numerous  and  diici- 
plined  fociety ;  and  the  jurifdidion  of  thdr  laws  and  mag^ftmtes  was 
&nCt\j  exercifed  ova*  the  minds  of  the  £uthful.  The  lode  wander- 
ings of  the  imag^tion  were  gradually  confined  by  creeds  and  con- 
feflions^;  the  freedom  of  private  judgment  fubmitted  to  die  puUic 
wifJom  of  fynods ;  the  authority  of  a  theologian  was  detemuned  by 
his  ecdefiaftical  rank;  and  the  epifcopal  fucceflocs  of  the  apoAIes 
inflided  the  cenfures  of  the  church  on  thofe  who  deviated  from  the 
Ofthodoz  belief.  But  in  an  age  of  religious  eontrovetfy,  every  aft 
of  opprdfion  adds  new  force  to  the  clafiic  vigour  of  die  nund;  and 
die  zeal  or  obftina<^  of  a  Spiritual  rebel  was  fomedmee  Emulated  by 
iecret  modves  of  amUdon  or  avarice.  A  metaphyfical  aigiiment 
became  the  caufe  or  pretence  of  polidcal  oontefts;  the  fufatkdes  of 
die  Platonic  fchodi  were  ufisd  as  the  bad^  of  popular  fiidions,  and 
die  diftance  which  ftparated  didr  re^pedive  tenett  vm  eniaiged  or 
magmfied  by  die  acrimony  of  dispute.  As  long  as  the  dark  here* 
fies  of  Praxeaa  and  Sabeilius  laboured  to  confound  the  FaAer  widk 
the  Son  the  ordiodox  party  might  be  excufed  if  they  adhered  more 
ftridly  and  more  earnefUy  to  the  djfiimSiott^  than  to  die  tqiuiU^  of 
die  divine  perfons.

terror  to  the  churches  of  Rome,  of  Africa,  or  of  Egypt ;  the  tide  of  ^ 
theological  opinion  began  to  flow  with  a  gentle  but  ftcady  motion 
toward  tiie  contrary  extreme ;  and  the  mnft  oiihodox  dodlors  al- 
lowed thcrafelvcs  the  ufe  of  the  terms  and  definitions  which  had  been 
cenlured  in  the  mouth  of  the  leclarics        After  the  edict  of  tC'Icration 
had  reftored  peace  and  leifure  to  the  Chrillians,  the  Trinitarian  eon— 
-  troverfy  was  revived  in  the  ancient  feat  of  Platonifm,  the  learned, 
the  opulent,  tibe  tumultuous  atj  of  Alexandria;  and  the  flame  of 
religious  difcord  was  rapidly  communicated  from  the  fchools,  to  the 
clergy,  the  people,  the  province,  and  the  Eaft.    The  abftrufe  quefBoa 
of  the  eternity  of  the  Logat  was  agitated  in  ecdefiaftic  conferences, 
and  popular  fermons ;  and  the  heterodox  opinions  of  Arius^  were  Arimi* 
loon  made  public  by  lua  own  zeal,  and  hj  that  of  fak  adveiiaiies. 
His  moSt,  implaciWe  adverfiuies  have  acknowledged  the  learnii^  and 
yaim*.Ufi  life  c£  that  eminent  prcibyter ;  who,  in  a  former  dledimi» 
had  dedared,  and  perhaps  generoully  declined,  lus  pretenfions  to  the 
fpiicopal  throne  **•   His  competitor  Alexander  afliuned  die  office  c£ 
his  judge.

generation  id  the  l£^.   On  this  only  begotten  Son  the  Almighty  . 
Father  had  transfiifed  his  ample  ^irit,  and  imprefled  the  efiulgence 
of  his  glory.   Vifible  im^  of  invifible  per&dion,  he  (aw,  at  an 
immeafurable  diftance  beneath  his  feet,  the  thrones  of  the  brighteft 
archangels :  yet  he  (hone  only  iidth  a  reflefted  Ught,  and,  tike  die 
ions  of  the  Roman  emperctfs,  who  were  invefted  with  the  tides  of 
Csdar  or  Augnftus  **,  he  governed  the  univerie  in  obedience  to  ^e 
tnll  of  his  Father  and  Monarch.   IL  In  the  iecond  hypothefis,  the  Tridiiifih 
L^ot  poflefled  all  the  inherent,  incommunicable  iierfedions,  which 
velig^on  and  philoibphy  apptopriate  to  the  Supreme  God.  Three 
diftinft  and  infinite  minds  or  fubftances,  three  co-equal  and  oo-etemal 
beings,  oompofed  the  IXvine  Eflence'* ;  and  it  would  hare  implied 
contradidion,  that  any  of  Uiem  ihould  not  have  exifted,  or  that  they 
&ould  ever  ceaie  to  cxift  **.  The  advocates  of  a  fyftem  which  feemed 
to  eftabliih  three  independent  Ddties,  attempted  to  pre(erve  die  unity

The 

Arians  fooa  perceived  the  datigci"  of  ihcir  fituation,  and  prudently 

aflumed  thofc  modcf\  virtues,  whit)?,  iiuhc  fury  of  civil  and  religious 

diifentions,  are  Iclo       praclifcJ,   or  even  prailcd,  except  hy  the 

weaker  party.    'I'iuy  rcunni'/iciulcci  the  exercife  of  C^liriflian  clia- 

rity  and  modefaiion  ;  ur^ed  the  incomiirehenliblc  iLiturc  of  tlic 

conlroveriV;  diiclalinctl  the  ulc  of  any  terms  or  deimitions  whicli 

could  not  be  found  la  ilic  ici'lpiLitcs  ;  and  offered,  by  very  liberal 

eoncedions,  to  iatisly  tlielr  adverlaries,  \vitbout  renouncing  the  in*- 

tegrity  of  their  own  principles.

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•  unanimouflyxeceived  as  a  faodameotal  article  of  the-  Clififtlan  hSsh, 

*  by  the  conient  of  the  Greek,  the  Latin,  the  Qrienta],  and  the  Pro-' 
teftant  churches.  But  if  the  fame  word  had  not  finrved  to  ftigmatize 
the  heretics,  and  to  unite  the  Catholics,  it  would  have  Been  inad- 
equate to  the  purpofe  of  die  majority,  by  whrai  k  was  introduced 
into  the  ordiodox,  creed.  This  majority  was  divided  into*  two  par- 
ties, diftinguiflied  by  a  contrary  tendency  to  the  ientiments  of  the 
Tritheifts  and  of  the  Sabdlians.  But  a^  thofe  oppofite  extremes 
feemed  to  oyerthrow  the  foundations  eiAer  of  natund,  or  revealed, 
rdigion,  they  mutually  agreed  to  qualify  the  r%our  of  thdr  prin- 
ciples': and  to  difavow  the  juft,  but  invidious,  coniequences,  which 
might  be  urged  by  their  antagonifts»  The  intereft  of  the  common 
■caufe  inclined  them^to  jcun  didr  numbers,  and  to  conceal  thdr  dif- 
ferences ;  their  animofity  was  fi)ftened  by  the  heading  couniels  of 
toleration,  and  their  difjputes  were  fuipended  by  the  uie  of  the  myi- 
terious  Hmmtpon^  wluch  other  party  was  free  t&  interjMrec  accord*- 
•ing  to  thdr  peculiar  tenets.  The  Sabdlian  fenfe,  whidi^  about 
fijEty  years  before,  had  obliged  the  council  of  Antioch  "  to  prohibit 
this  odebcated  term,  had  endeared  it  to  Uiple  theologians  who  enter- 
tdned  a  iecret  but  partial  aflSsdifm  for  a  nominal  Trinity.  But  the 
more  faihionable  liunts  of  the  Arian  times,  the  intre|»d  Athanafius, 
the  learned  Gregory  Nazianzen,  and  the  other  pUIank  of  the  church, 
who  fupported  with  alnlity  and  fuccefs  the  Nicene  dodiinc,:appeared 
to  conlider  the  eiqweffion  of  finance.,  as  if  it  had  been  fynraimoos 
with  that  of  natttre  \  and  tibey  ventured  to  illuftrate  thdr  meanings 
by  affirming  that  three  men,  as  they  belong  to  the  fame  commoa 
fpedes,  are  conTubftantial  or  homooufian  to  each  other      This  pure

divine  perlbns " ;  and  on  the  other,  by  the  pre-eminence  of  die 
Father,  whidi  was  acknowledged  as  £ir  as  it  is  compatn)le  with  the- 
independence  of  the  Son  **.  Within  thefe  limits  the  ahnoft  invifible 
and  tremulous  hall  of  orthodoxy  was  allowed  fecurely  to  ^biate; 
On  either  fide,  beyond  this  coniecrated  ground,  the  heretics  and  the 
daemons  lurked  in  ambufh  to  furprife  and  devour  the  unhappy  wan- 
derer. But  as  the  degrees  of  theological  hatred  depend  on  the  ^iiit 
of  the  war,  rather  than  on  the  importance  of  the  controreriy,  the 
heretics  who  degraded,  were  treated  with  more  feverity  than  thofe- 
whp  anzuhilated,  the  perfon  <^  the  Son.  The  life  of  Athanafius  was 
'c<»rumed  in  irreconcileable  oppofiticm  to  the  impious  madmfs  of  the 
Arians^ ;  hut  he  defended  above  twenty  years  the  Sabdlianifm  of 
Marcellus  Ancyra  \  and  when  at  laft  he  was  compelled  to  with- 
draw htmfelf  firom  his  communion,  he  continued  to  mend<m,  with 
an  amhiguom  finile,  the  venial  errors     faisielpedtable  firinid'%.

. -  *  their  fuccefs  have  dcllrvccl  and  obtained  the  title  of  Catholics,  glo- 
fied  in  the  rimpHclty  and  fleadinels  of  their  own  cfeed,  and  infulted 
the  repeated  variatlo:is  of  their  adverfaries,  who  were  deftitute  c£ 
any  certain  rule  of  faitli.  The  fmcerity  or  the  cunning  of  Che  Ariaa 
chiefs,  the  fear  of  the  laws  or  of  the  peojile,  their  reverence  for 
Chrill,  their  hatred  of  Athanafius,  all  tl-o  caufcs,  human  and  divine^ 
that  influence  and  diflurb  the  counfcls  of  a  theological  faction,  intro- 
duced among  the  fcctaries  a  fpSrit  of  dlfcord  and  inconftancy,  which, 
'  in  the  courfe  of  a  few  years,  erc^lcd  eighteen  di  He  rent  models  of 
religion  and  avenged  the  violated  dignity  of  the  church.  The 
zealous  Hilary  who,  from  the  peculiar  hardfliips  of  his  fituation^ 
was  inclined  to  extenuate  rather  than  to  aggravate  the  errors  of  the 
Oriental  clergy,  declares,  that  in  the  wide  extent  of  the  ten  pro- 
vinces of  Alia,  to  which  he  had  been  banilhed,  there  could  be  found 
very  few  prelates  who  had  preferred  the  knowledge  of  the  true 
C  Jod".  The  oppreflion  which  he  had  felt,  the  difordcrs  of  which 
he  was  the  fpedator  and  the  vidim,  appealed,  during  a  fhort  inter- 
val, the  angry  paffions  of  his  foul ;  and  in  the  following  paflage,  of 
which  I  (hall  tranfcribe  a  few  lines,  the  bilhop  of  Poitiers  unwarily

»  -.-  _j  tures.  This  obvious  confequcncc  \v::s  maintained  by  iEtius  on 
\rhom  tKe  zeal  of  his  advei-farics  bcftow  cd  the  furname  of  the  Atheift. 
His  rcftlefs  and  afpiring  fpirit  urged  him  to  try  almoft  every  pro- 
feflion  of  human  life.  He  was  fucceflively  a  (lave,  or  at  leaft  a. 
hufbandman,  a  travelling  tinker,  a  goldfmith,  a  phylician,  a  fehocd- 
mailer,  a  theologian,  and  at  iaft  the  apoftle  of  a  new  church,  which 
was  propagated  by  the  abilities  of  his  difdple  Eunomius  **.  Armed 
with  texts  of  fcripture,  and  with  captious  fyllogifms  from  the  logic 
of  AxiAode,  die  fiibtle  iEtius  had  acquired  the  fame  of  an  iovincible 
difputant,  whom  it  was  impoflible  either  to  {House  or  to  convince. 
Such  talents  engaged  tkt  friendfhip  of  the  Arian  bifliops,  till  they 
were  forced  to  renounce,  and  even  to  perfecute,  a  dangerous  ally,  ■ 
who,  by  the  accuracy  of  his  lealfoning,  had  prejudiced  thdr  cauie  in 
the  popular  opinion,  and  offended  the  piety  of  their  moft  devoted, 
followers,  a.  The  omnipotence  of  the  Ccu^  fuggcllcd  a  fpecious 
and  refpedfttl  folution  of  die  Meaefs  of  the  Father  and  die  Son ; 
and  faith  might  humbly  reccK'c  wliat  reafon  could  not  prefume  to 
deny,  that  the  Supreme  God  might  communicate  his  infinite  per^

They 
detcftcd,  perliaps  with  feme  affectation,  the  impiety  of  ^liltius  ;  they 
profcilod  to  believe,  cither  without  rcferve,  or  according  to  {\w  Icrip- 
tures,  that  the  Son  was  dificrent  froai  all  oib^r  creatures,  and  ilniilar 
only  to  the  Father.  But  they  denicil,  thai  lie  was  cither  of  the  lame, 
or  of  a  fnnilar  fubdance  ;  fometimes  boldly  juilifying  their  dilTent, 
and  lometimes  objecling  to  the  ule  of  the  word  fdbllanee,  which 
feems  to  imply  an  adequate,  or  at  leaft  a  diflin^t,  notion  of  the  nature 
of  the  Deity.  3.  The  fed:  whicli  alTcrtcd  ihc  dodrine  of  a  fimilar 
fubftance,  wafi  llie  moil  numerovks,  at  leaft  in  tlie  provinces  of  Alia  ; 
anil  when  the  leaders  of  both  parties  were  allembled  in  the  council 
of  Seleucia'\  l/jeir  opinion  would  have  prevailed  by  a  majority  of 
one  hundred  and  five  to  forty-three  bifliops.  The  Greek  word, 
which  wavS  chofcn  to  exprefs  this  myfterious  refemblancc,  bears  fo 
clofe  an  affinity  to  the  orthodox  fymbol,  that  the  profane  of  every 
age  have  derided  the  furious  contefts  which  the  difference  of  a  lingle 
diphthong  excited  between  the  Ilomooulians  and  the  Homoioufians. 
As  it  freti uen'.ly  happcnn,  that  the  founds  and  charadlcrs  which  ap- 
prtiach  the  ncareff  to  each  other,  accidentally  reprefent  the  mofl: 
opj>olite  ideas,  the  obfervation  would  be  itfelf  ridiculous,  if  it  were 
poflible  to  mark  any  real  and  fenfible  ditenSion  between  the  dodrine 
of  the  ScHH-Arians,  a»  they  were  improperly  ft y led,  and  that  of  the 
Catholics  themfelves.  The  bifhop  of  Poitiers,  who  in  his  Phrygian 
exile  very  wifely  aimed  at  a  coalition  of  parties,  endeavours  to  prove 
that,  by  a  pious  and  faitliful  interpretation  ^\  the  Homoioujion  may 

Sabi.ius  (ap.

Arian  contvoverfy.  The  fiuniliar  ftudy  'of  the  Platonic  fyflem,  a 
vain  and  argumentative  difpofition,  a  copious  and  flexible  idiom, 
Supplied  the  clergy  and  people  ci  tint  Eaft  virith  an  iaexhauftible  flow 
of  words  and  diitin£tion84  and,  in  the  midft  of  their  fierce -conten- 
■ticms,  they  eafily  forgot  die  doubt  which  is  decommended  by  philo* 
Ibphy,  and  the  fubmiflion  which  is  enjoined  by  rel^on.  The  in^ 
habitants  of  the  Weft  were  cf  a  leis  inquifitive  ipiiit ;  their  «pafliont 
"woe  not  &  flarcibly  moved  by  inviflble  objeds ;  tbdr  minds  wece 
ie&  fireqpiendy  cxerdfed  "by  the  habits  of  difpnte ;  .and  fucKwas  the 
Jiappy  ignorance  of  the  Galilean  church,  that  Hilary  himlel^  above 
ihirty  years  after  the  fitft  general  coundl,  was  Aill  a  ftrang^  to  the 
Nicene  creed  The  Latins  had  lecoved  the  jays  of  divine  know- 
ledge dirov^  the  dark  and  doubttul  medium  of  a  .tiwifladon*  The 
pover^  and  ftubbomneis  .of  thdr  native  tongue,  was  not  always  ca-

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wcftcrn  provincials  had  the  good  fortune  of  deriving  tlicir  religion  CHAP, 
from  an  orthodox  foiircc,  they  prcfcrA'cd  with  ftcadincfs  the  doclrine   ■     1.  r 
tN'hichthey  had  accepted  with  docility  ;  and  when  the  Avian  pellilence 
approached  their  frontier^;,  they  were  iupplicd  with  the  I'cafonable 
prefervative  of  the  Honiooulion,  by  the  paternal  care  of  the  Roman 
jKj-.itiff.    Their  ienlinients  and  their  temper  were  dilplayed  in  the  Council  of . 
memorable  fynod  of  Rimini,  which  iiirputicd  in  numbers  the  council  A.xJl'jd* 
of  Nice,  fince  it  was  compofed  of  above  four  hundred  bilhops  of 
Italy,  Africa,  Spain,  Gaul,  Britain,  and  Ulyricum.    From  the  firft 
debates  it  appeared,  that  onlv  fourfcore  prelates  adhered  to  the  party, 
though  thry  affcdled  to  anathcmatife  the  name  and  memory',  of  Arius. 
But  this  inferiority  was  compenfatcd  by  the  advantages  of  fkill,  of 
experience,  and  of  dilcipline  ;  and  the  minority  was  condu«ilcd  by 
.Valens  and  Uriaclus,  two  bilhops  of  Ulyricum,  who  had  fpent  their 
lives  in  the  intrigues  of  courts  and  councUs,  and  who  liad  been 
trained  under  the  Eufebian  banner,  in  the  reUgious  wars  of  the 
Eaft.    By  their  arguments  and  ncgociations,  they  embarrailed,  they 
confounded,  they  at  laft  deceived,  the  honcft  fimpliclty  of  the  Latin 
bifhops  ;  who  fuffered  the  palladium  of  the  faith  to  be  extorted  from 
their  hands  by  fraud  and  importunity,  rather  than  by  open  violence. 
Tlie  council  of  Rimini  was  not  allowed  to  feparatc,  till  the  members 
had  imprudently  fubfcribed  a  captious  creed,  in  which  fome  exprcf- 
fions,  fufceptihle  of  an  heretical  fcnfe,  were  inferted  in  the  room  of 
the  Homooulion.    It  was  on  this  occafion,  that,  according  to  Jerom, 
the  world  was  fuq-yrifed  to  find  iticlf  Arian  ''.    But  the  bilhops  of  the 
Latin  provinces  hud  no  fooner  reached  their  refpcdive  diocefes, 
than  they  dilcovered  their  miftake,  and  repented  of  their  weaknefs. 
The  ignominious  c.ipitulation  was  rcjcclcd  with  difdain  and  abhor- 
rence :  and  the  Homooufian  ilandard,  which  had  been  fl.akcn  but

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DOC  overthrown,  was  more  firmly  replanted  in  aU  die  dundm  oT 
thcWeft**. 

Siidi  w»8  die  rife  and  progrefs,  and  fuch  were  tlie  natural  revolu^ 
tions  of  thofe  theological  difputes,  wluch  difturbed  die  peace  of 
Chriftianity  under  die  leigoa  of  Conftandne  and  of  hb  ions.  But  aa 
thofe  princes  prefumed  to  extend  their  ^^oliiin  over  the  iaith,  as 
well  as  over  the  lives  and  fortunes,  of  thdr  fiibjeds  $  the  weight  of 
their  fufirage  fomedmes  inclined  the  eodeltaftical  balance :  and  the 
prerogatives  of  the  King  of  Heaven  were  (etded,  or  changed,  or 
modified,  in  the  catnnet  of  an  earthly  mmiarch. 

The  unhappy  fpirit  of  difcord  which  pervaded  die  provinces  of  die 
Eaft,  interrupted  the  triumph  of  Conftantine;  but  die  emperor 
continued  for  (bme  dme  to  view,  with  cool  and  cardefi  indifierencCik 
the  objed  of  the  difpute.  As  he  was  yet  ignorant  of  die  di£kulqr 
of  appealing  die  quarrela  of  theologians,  be  addrefled  to  die  con- 
tending parties,  to  Alexander  and  to  Arius,  a  moderating  epiftle 
wluch  may  be  a£ciibed,  with  hr  greater  reafon,  to  die  ontotored 
fenfe  of  a  loldier  and  ftatefinan,  than  to  the  dilates  of  any  of  his 
epifcopal  counfellors.  He  attributes  the  origin  of  the  whole  con- 
troverfy  to  a  trifling  and  fubde  queftion,  concemii^  an  incompv^ 
henfible  point  of  the  law,  which  ^as  fboUihly  aiked  by  the  biihop,, 
and  imprudendy  refolved  by  the  prefbyter.  He  laments  that  die: 
Chriftian  people,  who  had  the  iame  God,  die  fame  religion,  and  the 
fame  worihip,  ihould  be  divided  by  fuch  inconfiderable  diftin^ona; 
and  he  ferioufly  reoommenda  to  the  clergy  of  Alexandria  the  ex-

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ample  of  the  Greek  phiiofophers  ;  who  could  maintain  their  argu-  ^ 
ments  without  lofing  their  temper,  and  aiTert  their  freedom  without  ^ 
violating  their  friendlhip.    Tlie  indifference  and  contempt  of  the  fo- 
vereign  would  have  been,  perhaps,  the  mofl;  effectual  method  of 
fdencing  the  difpute  :  if  the  popular  current  had  hcen  lefs  rapid  and 
impetuous  ;  and  if  Conftantine  himfelf,  in  the  midft  of  fadion  and 
fanaticifm,  could  have  prelerved  the  calm  poffeffion  of  his  own 
mind.    But  his  ccclefiallical  minifters  foon  contrived  to  feduce  the 
impartiality  of  the  magiftrate,  and  to  awaken  the  zeal  of  the  profe-  ^"d^j,^ 
lyte.    He  was  provoked  by  the  infults  which  had  been  offered  to 
his  llatues  ;  he  was  alarmed  by  the  real,  as  well  as  the  imaginary, 
magnitude  of  the  fpreading  mifchief ;  and  lie  cxtinguiflied  the  hope 
of  peace  and  toleration,  from  the  moment  that  he  ailembled  three 
hundred  bilhops  within  the  walls  of  the  fame  palace.    The  prefence 
of  the  monarch  fwelled  the  importance  of  the  debate  ;  his  attention 
muhiplied  the  arguments ;  and  he  expofed  his  perion  with  a  patient 
intrepidity,  which  animated  the  valour  of  the  combatants.  Not- 
with/landing  the  applaufe  which  has  been  bcftowed  on  the  eloquence 
and  fagadty  of  Conftantine  "  ;  a  Rom  in  ;%neral,  whofe  religion  might 
be  (till  a  fubjed  of  doubt,  and  whofe  mind  had  not  been  enlightened' 
either  by  ftudy  or  by  inipiration,  was  indifferently  qualified  to  dif- 
ciifs,  in  the  Greek  language,  a  metaphyfical  queftion,  or  an  article  of 
faith.  But  the  credit  of  his  favourite  Ofius,  who  appears  to  have  pre- 
fided  in  the  council  of  Nice,  might  difpofe  the  emperor  in  favour 
of  the  orthcdiix  party  ;  and  a  well-timed  infmuation,  that  the  fame 
Euiebius  of  Nicomedia,  who  now  proteded  the  heretic,  had  lately 
aflifted  the  tyrant",  might  exafperate  him  againft  thdr  adveriarieSi.

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Tlie  Nlcene  creed  was  ratified  by  Conftantinc  ;  and  his  lirm  decla- 
ration, that  thofc  who  refiftcd  the  divine  judn;mcnt  of  the  lynod,  miift 
prepare  themielves  for  an  immediate  exile,  annihilated  tlic  murmurs 
of  a  feeble  oppofition  ;  which  from  fevcnteen,  was  almoft  Inftantly 
reduced  to  two,  protcRing  hllhop?.  Kufehius  of  Ca:flirea  yielded  a 
rcludant  and  ambiguous  conlent  to  the  HomoouJion  *" ;  and  the  wa- 
vcrincr  conduift  of  the  Nicomedian  Eufebins  ferved  onlv  to  delay, 
about  three  montlis,  his  difgrace  and  exile  ".  The  impious  Arius 
was  baniflicd  into  one  of  the  remote  proyinces  of  lllyricum  ;  hi« 
perfon  and  difciples  were  branded  by  law,  with  the  otlious  name 
of  Porphyrians ;  his  writings  were  condemned  to  the  flames;  and  a 
capital  punifliment  was  denounced  agalnfl  thofc  in  whofe  pofleHion 
they  fliould  be  found.  The  emperor  had  now  imbibed  the  fpirit  of 
controverfy,  and  the  angry  farcaftic  ftyle  of  his  edi^  was  defigned 
to  infpirc  his  fubjeds  with  the  hatred  which  he  had  conceited 
againfl  the  enemies  of  Chrift  **. 

But  as  if  the  conduct  of  the  emperor  had  been  guided  by  paiTioa 
inftead  of  principle,  three  years  from  the  council  of  Nice  were 
fcarcely  elapfed,  before  he  dllcoyered  fome  fymptoms  of  mercy,  and 
even  of  indulgence,  towards  the  profcribed  feet,  which  was  fccretly 
protected  by  his  favourite  fifter.  The  exiles  were  recalled  ;  and 
Eufebius,  wlio  gradually  refumcd  his  influence  over  the  mind  of 
Conftantlne,  was  rctlorcd  to  the  epilcopal  throne,  from  which  he  had 
beeii  ignominiouily  degraded.    Alius  himfeif  was  treated  by  the

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whole  court  with  the  refpeft  which  would  have  been  due  to  ^ 
an  innocent  and  opprefl'ed  man.  His  failli  was  approved  by  u 
the  f)Tiod  of  Jerufaiem  j  and  the  emperor  Teemed  impatient  to 
repair  his  injuftice,  by  ifliiing  an  abiolute  command,  that  he 
fhould  be  folcmnlv  admitted  to  the  communion  in  the  cathe- 
dral  of  Conftantinople.  On  the  fame  day,  wliich  had  been  fixed 
for  the  triumph  of  Arius,  he  expired  ; — and  the  ftrange  and 
horrid  clrcum (lances  of  his  de.ith  might  excite  a  Aifpicion,  that 
the  orthodox  faints  had  contributed,  more  efficacioufly  than  by  their 
prayers,  to  deliver  the  church  from  the  rnofl  formidable  of  her 
enemies  The  three  principal  leaders  of  the  Catholics,  Athanafius 
of  Alexandria,  Euftathius  of  Antinch,  and  Paul  of  Condantinoplcy 
were  depofed  dn  various  accufations,  by  tlie  fenteuce  of  numerous 
councils ;  and  were  afterwards  bani(hed  into  diilant  provinces  by  the 
firft  of  the  Chriftian  emperors,  who,  in  the  laft  moments  of  his  life, 
received  the  rites  of  baptiftn  from  the  Arian  bifliop  of  Nicomedia. 
The  eccleiiallical  govcrnmetit  of  Conftantine  cannot  be  juftified  from 
the  reproach  of  levity  and  weaknefs.  But  the  creduloas  monarch, 
unilulled  in  the  ftratagems  of  theological  warfare,  might  be  de- 
ceived by  the  inodeft  and  fpecious  profeffions  of  die  heretics,  whofe 
fentiments  he  never  perfe^y  underftood ;  and  while  he  protedled 
Alius,  and  perfecuted  Athanafius,  he  ftiU  confidered  the  council  dT 
Nice  as  the  bulwark  of  the  Chriftian  £dth,  and  the  peculiar  gloiy  of 
his  own  reign'*'*

(Untius  i  who  inherited  the  provinces  of  the  Eaft,  and  acquired  the 
pofleffion  of  the  whole  empire.  The  Arian  prefbyter  or  bifhop, 
who  had  fecxeted  for  Ins  ufe  the  teftament  of  the  deceafed  emperor, 
improved  the  fortunate  occafion  which  had  introduced  lum  to  the 
famiUarity  of  a  prince,  whofe  public  counfeb  were  always  fwayed 
bj  his  domeftic&vourites.  The  eunuchs  and  Haves  diffufed  the  fpi- 
ritual  poilbn  through  the  palace,  and  the  dangerous  infe^on  was 
■communicated  by  the  female  attendants  to  the  guards,  and  by  the  em- 
preft  to  her  unTulpicious  hufband  **.  The  partiality  which  Conftantius 
always  exprefled  towards  the  £urd>ian  faction,  was  infenfibly  fortified 
by  the  dexterous  management  of  thdr  leaders;  and  his  victory  over 
the  tyrant  Magnentius  encreafed  his  inclination,  as  well  as  ability,  to 
employ  die  arms  of  power  in  the  caufe  of  Arianifm*  While  the  two 
armies  were  engaged  in  the  pluns  of  Miufa,  and  the  fate  of  the 
two  rivals  dq>ended  on  the  chance  of  war,  die  fbn  of  Conftandne 
paiTed  the  anxious  moments  in  a  church  of  the  martyrs,  under  the 
walls  of  the  city.  Hb  ^[Mritual  comforter,  Valens,  the  Arian  blfhop 
of  the  -diocefe,  «mployed  the  moft  artful  precautions  to  dbtain  fuch 
early  intdHgence  as  might  fecure  either  his  favour  or 'his  efcape.  A 
fecret  chain  of  fmh  and  trufty  meflcngers  informed  him  of  the  yi-

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dflitiides  of  the  battle;  and  while  the  courtiers  ftood  trembling  found  <^  ha  p. 
their  affiighted  matter,  Valens  afllired  him  that  the  Gallic  legions  u  -n—  -» 
gave  way;  and  infinuated  with  fome  i^efence  of  mind,  that  the 
glorious  event  had  been  revealed  to  him  by  an  angel.  The  grateful 
emperor  afcribed  lus  fuccefs  to  the  merits  and  intorceflion  of  the 
biihop  of  Murla,  whofe  £uth  had  deferred  the  public  and  miraculous 
approbation  of  Heaven".  The  Aiians,  who  coniidered  as  didr 
own  the  vidory  of  .Gonfiantius,  preferred  his  glory  to  that  of 
hu  Father Cyril,  bifliop  of  Jerulalem,  immediately  compofed 
the  defoipdon  of  a  celeHtial  cn^  encircled  widi  a  ^lendid  nun- 
bow;  which  during  the  feftival  of  Pditecoft,  about  the  third 
hour  of  die  day,  had  appeared  over  the  Mount  of  Olives,  to  the 
edification  of  -die  devout  pilgrims,  and  die  people  of  the  holy 
city  '*.  The  fize  of  die  meteor  was  gradually  magnified  ;  and  the 
Arian  hiftorian  has  ventured  to  affirm,  that  it  was  confpicuous  to 
the  two  armies  in  the  plains  of  Pannonia  ;  and  that  the  tyrant,  who 
is  purpofely  repcefented  as  an  idolater,  fled  before  the  aufpicious  fign 
of  orthodox  Chriftianky**. 

The  fendments  of  a  judicious  ftranger,  who  has  impartially  con-  Arincoaa*

tran&di(m»  of  (he  reign  of  Conftanthis,  would  fumiih  an  ample  ' 
commentary  on  this  remarfcable  pafl&ge;  which  joftifies  the  rationat 
apprehcnfions  of  Athanafiusylhat  the  refliels  a&ivity  of  the  clergy, 
who  wandered  round  the  empire  In  feaidt  of  Ae  true  fiuth,  would 
cjKite  the  contempt  ftod  lau^^ter  of  the  unbdiering  worid  **.  A» 
foon  as  tibe  emperor  was  relieved  fiomtibe  tetrors  of  die  civil  war,  he 
devoted  the  leifiire  of  his  winter-qtiatters  at  Aries,  Milan,  Sirmium,. 
and  Gonftantinoplc,  to  the  amnlement  or  toils  of  controverTy :  the 
fword  of  die  magiftraie,^  and  even  of  the  tyrant,  was  unflkeathed,. 
to  enforce  the  reafims  of  the  theologian;  and  as  he  oppofed  the  or- 
thodox fiuth  of  Nice,  it  is  readily  confefle^  that  his  incapacity  and 
ignorance  were  equal  to  his  prefiiQq)tion*%   The  eunuchs^  the  wo- 
men, and  the  "biihops,  who  ^yvemed  the  vain  and  feeUc  mind  o£ 
the  emperor,  had  inQ;nred  him  with  an-  infuperable  diilike  to  the-

Homooufion ;  but  his  timid  confclcace  was  alarmed  hy  the  impiety 
of  iEdus.  The  guilt  of  that  athcift  was  aggravated  by  the  fufpicious 
favour  of  the  unfortunate  Gallus ;  and  even  the  deaths  of  the  Impe- 
Tidl  minifters,  who  had  been  mafiacred  at  Antioch,  were  imputed  to 
*the  fuggellions  of  that  dangerous  f(^hift.  The  mind  of  Con{lan«» 
tius,  which  could  neither  be  moderated  by  reafon,  nor  fixed  by  faith, 
was  blindly  impelled  to  either  fide  of  the  dark  and  empty  abyfs,  by 
Jiis  horror  of  the  oppoiite  extreme:  lie  alternately  embraced  and 
condemned  the  fentiments,  he  fuccefFively  baniihcd  and  recalled  the 
leaders,  of  the  Arian  and  Semi-Arian  fadions  During  the  ieaiba 
of  public  bufmefs  or  feftivity,  he  employed  whole  days,  and  even 
nig^S,  in  feleding  the  words,  and  weighing  the  fyllables,  which 
compofed  his  fludluating  creeds.  The  fubjcd:  of  his  meditations  ftill 
imrfued  and  occupied  his  11  umbers  ;  the  incoherent  dreams  of  tha 
<mpcror  were  received  as  celcfiui!  villons  ;  and  he  accepted  with  com- 
placency the  lofty  title  of  hilhop  of  bifhops,  from  thofe  ecclefuiflics 
who  forgot  the  intercll  oi  ihcir  order  for  the  gratification  of  their 
pafiions.  The  defign  of  efbblilhing  an  uniformity  of  dottrine,  which 
had  engaged  him  to  convene  fo  many  fynods  in  Gaul,  Italy,  Illyricum^ 
and  Afia,  was  repeatedly  baffled  by  his  own  levity,  by  the  divifions 
of  the  Arians,  and  by  the  refiftance  of  the  catliollcs ;  and  he  r^olved, 
as  the  laft  and  decifive  effort,  imperioufly  to  didate  the  decrees  of  a 
general  council.  Tli^  deftru£Uve  earthquake  of  Nicomedia,  the.d^ 
ficulty  of  finding  a  convenient  place,  and  perhaps  fome  fecret  mo- 
tives of  policy,  produced  an  ajtcntion  in  the  fummons.  The  biihofife 
•of  the  £aft  were  direded  to  meet  at  Seleucia,  in  Ifauria ;  while  thofe 
of  the  W<ft  held  their  deUberations  at  RinxLni,  on  the  coaft  of

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C  ^  A  P.  Hadriatic  ;  and,  xnAead  of  two  or  three  deputies  from  each  pro^nce^r 
c-  —>  the  whole  epifcopal  body  was  ordered  to  march.  The  Eaftcm  coua- 
dl,  after  confuming  four  days  in  fierce  and  unavailing  debate,  feparated 
without  any  definitive  conclufion.  The  council  of  the  Weft  was  pro- 
tra£ted  till  the  feventh  month.  Taurus,  the  Prxtorian  prxfect,  waa  in- 
ftrudlcd  not  to  difmifs  the  prelates  till  they  fliould  all  be  united  in  the 
(ame  opinion ;  and  his  efibrts  were  fupported  by  a  power  of  banifliing 
fifteen  of  the  moft  refradory,  and  a  promife  of  die  confullhip  if  he 
A.  D.  360.  atchieved  fo  difficult  an  adventure.  His  prayers  and  threats,  the* 
authority  of  the  fovercign,  the  fophiftry  of  Valens  and  Urfacius,  the 
diftrefs  of  cold  and  hunger,  and  the  tedious  melancholy  of  a  hopelefs 
exile,  at  length  extorted  the  relu^nt  confent  tiae  bifhops  of  Rimint.- 
The  deputies  of  the  Eaft  and  of  the  Weft  attended  the  emperor  in  the' 
palace  of  Conftandnople,  and  he  enjoyed  the  iatia&fiion  of  impofing 
on  the  world  a  pfofeffion  of  £itth  which  eftalnihed  the  Ukenefii 
widiout  exprefling  the  confubjlantiallty^  of  the  Son  God  **.  But  ther 
txhimph  of  Arhuiifixi  had  been  preceded  by  the  removal  of  the 
oithodox  dergy,  whom  it  was  impoJfible  either  to  intimidate  or  to 
corrupt ;  and  the  rngn  of  Conftantius  was  difgraccd  by  the  unjuib 
and  ineflSsAual  perfecution  of  the  great  Athanafius: 
Charaaer  fcldom-  an  Opportunity  of  obferving,  either  m  ^Sm  or

We  may  regret  that  Gregory  Natian-  Socrates  (i.  ii.  c.  who  publidtcd  the  firi? 
sen  compored  a  panegyric  inflrad  of  I  life  etKttbn  of  hi*  Kftory  wtthoot  giving  Wmfclf 
of  Aihanafius  ;  bin  \vc  fhould  enjoy  and  im-  rhe  trouble  to  roiifult  thr  writings  of  Atha- 
prore  the  advantage  of  drawing  our  moft   naftus.   Vet  cren  Socratc5,  the  more  cuiioDX 
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the  Triiuty,  to  vrhofe  defence  he  confecrated  every  moment  and  ^  ^^^^ 
every  faculty  of  his  being.    £dacated  in  the  £iQuly  of  Alexander,  %>— y^-^ 
he  had  vigoroufly  oppofed  the  early  progrefe  of  the  Arian  herefy : 
he  exercifed  the  important  fundtons  of  fecretary  under  the  aged  pre'' 
late;  and  the  fathers  of  the  Ntcene  council  beheld  with  fiurpriie  and 
refped,  the  rifing  virtues  of  the  young  deacon.    In  a  time  of 
public  danger,  the  dull  claims  of  age  and  of  rank  are  fometimes  fu* 
pcrfedied;:  and  within  five  months  after  hts'  return  from  Nice,  the 
deacon  Athanalius  was  feated  on  the  archiepifcopal  throne  of  Egypt: 
He  filled  thai  eminent  ftation  above  forty-fix  years,  and  his  long  A;D.3s6^ 
adminiftration  was  (pent  in  a  perpetual  combat  againft  the  powers  of  ''^* 
Arianifm.   Five  times  was  Athanafius  expelled  from  his  thionej 
twenty  years  he  pafled  as  an  exile  or  a  fugitive;  and  almdt  everjr 
province  of  the  Roman  empire  was  fuocefiively  witnefi  to  his  merits 
and  his  fu£^n^  in  the  caufe  of  the  Homooufion,  which  he  con- 
fidesed  as  the  fole  jdeafure  and  bufineft,  as  the  duty,  and  as  the  gidry, 
of  his  life.    Amidft  the  ftorms  of  perfecution,  the  archbifhop  of 
Alexandria  was  patient  of  labour,  jealous  of  fam^  carelefi  Jafety;. 
and  althou^  his  mind  was  tainted  by  the  contagion  of  fimadcifin^ 
Athanafius  difplayed  a  fiipeiiority  of  diarafter  and  aUlides,  which 
wodd  have  qualified  him,  £u  better  dian  the  degenerate  fons  of 
Gonfbntfaie,  for  the  government  of  a  great  monarchy.   Ifis  learning 
was  much  lefs  profound  and  extenfive  than  tihat  of  Eufduus  oi 
Gadarea,  and  his  rude  eloquence  could  n6t  be  compared  widi  the 
poliihed  oratory  of  Gregory  or  Bafil ;  but  whenever  the  primate  of 
Egypt  was  called  upon  to  juftify  his  fentiments  or  his  condud,  his 
unpremeditated' i[b]fle,  either  of  {peaking  or  writing,  was  dear,  for-*  - 
rible,  and  perfiufive.-  He .  has  always  been  revered  in  the  orthodox'

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^XXI^  ^  A-'hooI,  as  one  of  the  mod  accurate  mailers  of  the  ChriAian  theology^ 
and  he  was  fuppofed  to  pofTefs  two  profane  fciences,  lefs  adapted  to 
the  epifcopal  charader;  the  knowledge  of  jurifprudencc*',  and  that 
.pf  d!vin:i  fion  Some  fortunate  conjectures  of  future  events,  which 
impartial  reaibners  might  afcribe  to  the  experience  and  judgment  of 
AthanaHus,  were  attributed  by  his  friends  to  heavenly  infpiration, 
and  imputed  by  his  enemies  to  infernal  magic. 

J3ut  as  Athanafius  was  continually  engaged  with  the  prgudicet 
and  paiHons  <^  every  order  of  men  from  the  monk  to  the  emperor, 
the  knowledge  of  human  nature  was  his  firft  and  moft  important 
&ience.   He  preferred  a  diftin£t  and  unbroken  view  of  a  fixne 
which  was  inceflimlly  Ihifiing;  and  never  failed  to  improve  thofe 
decifive  moments  iriiich  are  irrecoverably  paft  befinre  diey  are  per» 
.edved  by  a  common  eye.   The  archbifliop  of  Alexandria  was  capa-i 
ble  of  diffingtuihing  how  far  he  might  boldly  commaod,  and  where 
hit  muft  dextroufly  infinuate;  how  long  he  might  contend  with 
power,  and  when  he  muft  withdraw  firom  perTecution ;  and  while 
he  dired^  the  thunders  of  the  church  againft  herefy  and  rebdlioa, 
he  could  aflume,  in  the  bblbm  of  his  own  party,  the  flexible  and 
indulgent  temper  of  a  prudent  leader.   Th^  dedion  of  Athanafius 
has  not  elc^ped  the  reproach'  of  irregularis  and  precipitation*'; 
but  the  proprie^  of  his  behaviour  condliated  the  aflfcdfcions  both  of 
.the  clergy  and  d  the  people.   The  Alexandrians  were  in^ntient  to

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rife  In  arms  for  the  defence  of  an  elocjucnt  and  liberal  paflor.    In   ^  P. 
his  diftreft  he  always  derived  fupport,  or  at  Icaft  confolation,  from  <^  j 
the  faithful  attachment  of  his  parochial  clergy;  and  the  hundred 
bifliops  of  Egypt  adhered,  with  unfliaken  zeal,  to  the  calife  of 
AthanaHus.'   In  the  modeft  equipage,  which  pride  and  policy  would 
afied,  he  frequently  performed  the  eptfcopal  vifitation  of  his  pro- 
vinces, from  the  moutb  of  the  Nile  to  the  confines  of  ^Ethiopia; 
fimifiarly  converfing  with  ths  meaneft  of  the  populace,  and  humbly 
&liiting  the  iaints  and  hermits  of  the  defert***.   Nor  was  it  odty 
in  ecdefiafticai  aflfembHes,  among  men  whde  education  and  man- 
ners vrtre  fimtlar  to  his  ewh,  that  Atlianafius  displayed  the  afcend^ 
ancy  of  his  genius.   He  appeared  with  eafy  and  rcfpedtfiil  finhnels 
in  the  courts  of  princes ;  and  in  the  various  tnhis  of  his  profperous 
and  adverfe  fortune,  he  never  loft  the  confidence  of  his  friends,  or' 
the  effeem  of  hit  enemies. 

In  lus  youth,  ^e  primate  of  Egypt  rcfifted  the  great  Conftantine,  PeifecutioA 
who  had  repeatedly  iignified  his  will,,  that  Arius  (hould  be  reftbred 
to  the  Ckthofic  communion  **.

pou'cr,  to  perfecute  thofe  odious  feftaries  j  that  he  had  facrilegioufly 
broken  a  clulicc  in  ont-  of  their  churches  of  Marjeotis;  that  he  had 
^vliippcd  or  impriloncd  iix  of  their  bifliops  ;  and  that  Arfenius,  a 
fevcnth  bifliop  of  the  fame  party,  had  been  nimdcred,  or  at  lead 
mutilated,  by  tlie  cruel  hand  of  the  primate  Thefe  charges, 
■which  aficclcd  his  honour  and  his  life,  vv'ere  referred  by  Conftantine 
to  his  brotJicr  Dahnatius  the  Cenfor,  who  refided  at  Antioch ;  the 
fynods  of  Cajfarca  and  Tyre  were  fuccefTively  convened  ;  and 
the  biihops  of  the  Kaft  were  inftru(J^cd  to  judge  the  can fc  of 
Athanafms,  before  they  proceeded  to  confecrate  the  new  churcli 
of  the  Reiun-etlion  at  Jerulaicni.  The  primate  might  be  con- 
fcioui,  of  his  innocence ;  but  lie  was  fenfible,  that  the  fame  impla- 
cable fpirit  which  had  dictated  the  accufation,  would  diredt  the  pro- 
ceeding, and  pronounce  the  fentence.  He  prudently  declined  the 
tribunal  of  his  enemies,  defpiled  the  fummons  of  the  fynod  of  C:c- 
farea ;  and,  after  a  long  and  artful  delay,  fubmitted  to  the  peremp- 
tory commands  of  the  emperor,  who  threatened  to  punifh  his  cri- 
minal difohedience  if  he  refufed  to  appear  in  the  council  of  Tyre 
A.D.  335.

The  fynod  ciTjrt  was  con- 
doAed  hy  Eulelnus  of  CsBfaiea,  with  more  paflion^  and  with  left  art, 
than  his  learning  and  experience  might  promife ;  his  numerous  Ac- 
tion rq>eated  the  names  of  homidde  and  tyrant ;  and  their  clamours 
were  encouraged  liy  the  feeming  patience  of  Athanafius}  who  ex- 
peded  the  dedfive  moment  to  produce  Arfenius  alive  and  unhurt 
in  the  nudft  of  the  aflembly.  The  nature  of  the  other  charges  dad 
not  admit  of  fiicfa  dear  and  iatis&^toTy  r^ies  $  yet  the  archbifliop 
was  able  to  prove,  that,  in  the  village  where  he  was  aocufed  of 
brealdng  a  confecrated  dialice,  neitlier  church  nor  altar  nor  dialice 
could  really  tsaSL  The  Axians,  vrho  had  iecretly  determined  the  guilt 
and  condemnation  of  thdr  enemy,  attempted,  however,  to  dilguifedietr 
injuftice  ^y  the  imitation  of  judidal  forms :  the  fynod  appointed  an 
'  cpifixypaloommiQionoffixddegates  to  oolleA  evidence  on  die  Ipot;  and 
thUmesTure,  which  was  vigoroofly  oppofed  by  the  Egyptian  Infliopst 
opened  new  icenes  of  violence  and  perjury*'.  After  the  return  of 
the  deputies  from  Alexandria,  the  majority  of  the  coundl  pronounced 
the  final  fentence  of  d^adation  and  exile  againft  the  primate  of 
Egypt.  The  decree,  eaqirefled  in  the  fieroeft  language  of  malice  and 
revenge,  was  communicated  to  the  emperor  and  the  catholic  church; 
and  the  biihops  immediately  refumed  a  mild  and  devout  afpc^V,  fuch 
as  became  their  holy  pilgrimage  to  the  Sepulchre  of  Chrift

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C  P.  (totence  could  be  pronounced  at  Tyre,  the  intrepid  primate  threw 
<  1  f  hiniTelf  into  a  bark,  which  was  ready  to  hoift  fail  for  the  Imperiat 
city.  The  requeft  of  a  formal  audience  might  have  been  oppofed 
or  eluded ;  but  Athanafius  concealed  his  arrival ;  watched  the  moment 
of  Conftantlne's  return  from  aa  adjacent  vjlia,  and  boldly  encountered 
his  angry  fovercign  as  he  paffed  on  horfeback  through  the  principal 
ftreet  of  Conftantlnople.  So  ftrangc  an  apparition  excited  his  furprifc 
and  indignation;  and  the  guards  were  ordered  to  remove  the  importu- 
nate fuitor ;  but  his  refentmcnt  was  fubducd  by  involuntary  lefpeQ; 
and  the  l\aughty  fpirit  of  the  emperor  was  awed  by  the  cour.igc  and 
eloquence  of  a  bifliop,  who  implored  his  jufticc  ami  awakened  liis 
coni'cience  Ct)nll:aiitine  liftened  to  the  complaintb  of  Athanafius 
with  impartial  and  even  gracious  aitcntion  ;  the  members  of  the 
fynod  of  Tyre  were  fummoncd  to  iuftify  tlicir  proceedings  ;  and  the 
arts  of  the  Eufcbian  fadion  would  h<tvc  been  confounded ;  if  they 
had  not  aggravated  the  guilt  of  the  primate  by  the  dexterous  luppo-

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AthanaHus  palTed  about  twenty-eight  months.    The  death  of  die  CHAP, 
•emperor  changed  the  face  of  public  affairs;  and,  amidu  the  general  <     .    t  » 
indulgence  of  a  young  reign,  the  primate  was  ttStanA  to  Ids  cottntry  cim,  a.D. 
Jiy  an  honourable  edid  of  the  younger  Conftantine,  who  expidKd 
a  deep  fenfe  of  the  innocence  and  merit  of  his  venerable  goeft 

The  deatli  of  that  prince  cxpofed  Athanafius  to  a  fecond  pcrfecu-  His  fccond 
tion  ;  and  the  feeble  Conftantius,  the  fovcrcign  of  the  Eaft,  foon  V'^^' 
became  the  fecret  accomplice  of  the  Eufebian.s.  Ninety  bifhops  of 
that  fed  or  fadion  aflembled  at  Antioch,  under  tlie  fpccious  pretence 
}>£  dedicating  the  cathedral.  They  compofed  an  ambiguous  creed* 
whidi  b  ^ntly  ting^  mdi  the  colours  of  Scmi-Arianifm,  and 
twency*^ve  canons,  which  ftill  f^;iilate  ibe  diicipline  c£  the  ortho- 
dox Gtecks  '"*.  It  was  decided,  wilb  fome  appearance  of  equity, 
diat  a  Infhop,  deprived  by  a  fynod,  fhould  not  refume  his  eplcopal 
.fundions,  till  he  had  been  abfoWed  by  the  judgment  of  an  equal 
fynod;  the  law  was  immediately  applied  to  the  cafe  of  Athanafius; 
the  coundl  of  Att^)ch  pronounced,  or  rather  confirmed,  his  degrada- 
don:  a  ftranger  named  Gregory,  was  feated  on  his  throne ;  andHiila- 
grius  the  praefiod  of  Egypt,  was  ii^ni€ted  to  fupport  the  newprimate

After  every  iatisfadion  and  (ecurity  had  been  given,  which 
juftice  or  even  ddic^y  could  require,  the  primate  proceeded,  by  flow 
journeys,  through  die  provinces  of  Thrace,  ATia,  and  Syria ;  and 
liis  progreis  was  marked  by  die  abjed  homage  <^  die  Oriental 
■bifliops,  who  exdted  hu  contempt  without  deceiving  his  penetra- 
tion At  Antioch  he  iaw  the  emperor  Conftandus;  fuftained, 
with  modeft  firmnefs,  the  embraces  and  proteftadons  of  his  maftec, 
and  eluded  the  propofid  of  allowing  the  Arians  a  fingle  church  at 
Alexandria,  by  cldming,  in  the  other  dties  of  the  empire,  a  fimilar 
toleration  fisr  his  -own  party ;  a  reply  which  might  have  appeared 
juft  and  moderate  in  the  mouth  of  an  independent  prince.  The 
entrance  of  the  arehlnihop  into  his  capital  was  a  triumphal  procef- 
fion;  abfience  and  peiieciition  had  endeared  him  to  the  Alexandriansi

eftaUiflwd;  and  his  fiime  was  difiuTed  fiom  ^tfaiDpa  t«  Briaal^  ovec  % 
the  whole  extent  of  the  Chriffian  world 

But  the  fubjeft  who  has  reduced  his  prince  to  the  neeeffity  of  Rerentment 
diflembling,  can  never  exped:  a  fincere  and  lafiing  for ^venefi ;  and  tius.  a.  dT 
the  tragic  £ite  of  Conftans  fooa  deprived  Athanafius  of  a  poweiful 
and  generous  protedor.-  Hie  civil  war  between  the  aflaiSn  and  the 
only  furviving  brother  of  Conftans,  whidi  afflided  the  empke  above 
duree  years,  fecured  an  interval  <^  repoTe  to  the  Catholic  diurch  ^ 
and  the  two  contendiiig  parties  were  defirowa  t0  con^iate  the 
fiiendfhip  of  a  bffliop,  who,  by  the  weight  of  his  pcrfbnal  autho* 
xity,  might  determine  the  fluduating  refolutions  of  an  important 
province.  He  gave  audience  to  die  ambafladors  of  the  tyrant,  with 
whom  he  was  afterwards  accufed  of  holding  a  fecret  correfpond<» 
ence***}  and  the  emperor  Conflantius  repeatedly  aflured  his  deaieft 
father,  the  mpft  reverend  Athanafius,  that,  notwithftanding  the  ma* 
licicus  rumours  which  were  circulated  by  their  common  enemies,  he 
had  inherited  the  fentiments,  as  well  as  the  throne,  of  his  deceafed 
brother  "\  Gratitude  and  humanity  would  have  difpoled  the  pri*' 
mate  of  Egypt  to  deplore  the  untimely  fate  of  Conftans ;  and  to 
abhor  the  guilt  of  Magnentius}  but  as  he  clearly  underftood  that  the" 
^ypreheofions  of  Conftantius  were  his  only  fafeguard,  the  fervour 
of  his  prayers  for  the  iucceis  of  the  ri^teous  caufe  might  perhaps  be 
fiunewlut  abated.  The  rmn  of  Athanafius  was  no  longer  contrived- 
.  by  the  ob&ure  mafice  of  a  few  bigotted  or  angry  Inihops,  who

MEoi  the  audioiity  of  a  creduloua  monarch.   The  mooarch  htmiHf 
avowed  the  relblution,  wUch  he  hadfo  long  fupprdKdt  of  avenging 
his  private  injuries      and  the  firft  winter  after  his  vi^ry,  vrhaxStk 
he  pafled  at  Aries,  was  employed  againft  an  enemy  more  odious  to 
him  than  the  vanquiflied  tyrant  of  GauL  ^ 
If  the  emperor  luul  capricioufly  decreed  the  deadi  of  the  moft  emi- 
Miian,  A.D.  neut and virtttous citizou  of  the  rqmhlic,  die  cruel  order  would  have 
iS JS5>  executed  without  hefitation,  by  the  mimfters  of  open  violence  or 

of  fpcdous  injuftice.  The  caution,  the  ilday,  die  difficulty  with  which 
he  proceeded  in  the  condemnation  and  punilhment  of  a  popular  bilhop^ 
di(covered  to  the  vrorld  diat  the  i»rivil^es  of  die  chorch  had  already 
revived  a  ienfe  of  order  and  freedom  in  the  Roman  government.  The 
faitence  which  was  pronounced  in  die  fynod  of  Tyre,  and  fubicribed 
by  a  large  majority  of  the  eaftem  bifhops,  had  never  been  exprefily 
repealed;  and  as  Adianafius  had  been  once  degraded  from  hu  epif- 
copal  dignity  by  the  judgment  of  his  brethren,  every  fublequent  9& 
might  be  confidered  as  irregular,  and  even  criminal.  But  the  me- 
mory of  die  firm  and  effisAual  fupport  which  die  piimate  of  Egypt 
had  derived  from  the  attachment  of  die  weftem  church,  cn^ged 
Gonftantius  to  fulpend  die  execution  of  the  fentence,  dU  he  had  ob- 
tained the  concurrence  of  the  Ladn  bifliops.  T^  yean  were  con- 
Turned  in  ecdefiaffical  n^odadons;  and  the  impcHtant  caule  between 
the  emperor  and  one  of  his  fiibjeds  was  Iblemnly  debated,  firft  in  the 
fynod  <if  Aries,  and  afterwards  in  the  great  council  of  Milan  *'*,  which 
coniifted  of  above  three  hundred  biihops.  Their  integrity  was  gra- 
dually undermined  by  the  arguments  of  the  Arians,  the  dexterity  at

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the  eunuchs,  ;uid  the  prclTing  ((^citations  of  a  pnncc,  who  f^radfied  ^ 
his  revenge  at  the  cxpcnce  of  his  dignity;  and  expofcd  his  own  _r 
pailions,  whilll  he  inllucnccd  thofc  of  the  clergy.  Corruption,  the 
moft  infallible  f/mptom  of  conftitutional  hbcrty,  was  fucccfiifully 
pra£lifed;  honours,  gifts,  and  immunities  were  offered  and  accepted 
as  the  price  of  an  epifcopal  vote  "* ;  and  the  condemnation  of  the 
Alexandrian  primate  was  artfully  reprefcnted,  as  the  only  mcafure 
which  could  reflore  the  peace  and  union  of  the  Catholic  church. 
The  fiiends  of  Athanafms  were  not,  however,  wanting  to  their 
leader,  or  to  their  caufe.  With  a  manly  fpirit,  which  the  fandity  of 
their  charadier  rendered  lefs  dangerous,  they  maintained,  in  public 
debate,  and  in  private  conference  with  the  emperor,  tlie  eternal  ob- 
ligation of  religion  and  juftice.  They  declared,  that  neither  the  hope 
of  his  favour,  nor  the  fear  of  his  difpleafure,  (hould  prevail  on  them 
to  join  in  the  condemnation  of  an  abfent,  an  innocent,  a  refpedable 
IjTodier**.  They  affirmed,  with  apparent  reafon,  that  the  illegal 
and  obfolete  decrees  of  the  council  of  Tyre  had  long  fince  been  ta- 
rtly abdiflied  by  the  Imperial  edids,  the  honourable  rc-eftablifh- 
mcnt  of  the  wdibiihop  of  AklCindxia,  and  the  filence  or  recantation  ' 
of  his  tuA  dtmofwu  wlforfiaiet.  They  alleged,  that  his  innocence 
had  been  atteAed  hf  the  unaJiimous  Ufl^qps  of  Egypt,  and  had  been 
acknowledged  in  the  coundb  of  Rome  and  StT^ca***,  by  the  im-

They  deplored  the  latd 
w  ,  *  »  condition  of  Athaoafius,  who,  after  enjoying  fo  many  years  his  featy 
his  reputation,  and  the  feeming  confidence  of  his  (oTerelgn,  wig 
{^ain  called  upon  to  confute  the  mod  groundlefi  and  extravagant 
acGufations.    Their  language  was  fpeciousj  thdr  condu&  was  ho- 
nourable: but  in  this  long  and  obftinate  conteft,  which  fixed  the  eye» 
of  the  whole  empire  on  a  Angle  Ufliop,  the  ecckfiaitical  factions 
were  prepared  to  fiioifice  trudi  and  juftice,  to  the  more  intereftir^ 
objedl:  of  defending,  or  removing,  the  intrepid  chaminon  of  the 
Nicene  £uth.   The  Arians  ftiU  thought  it  prudent  to  difguife  in 
ambiguous  language,  their,  real  fentiinents  and  defigns :  but  the 
CMTthodox  biihops,  armed  v/ith  the  favour  of  the  people,  and  the 
decrees  of  a  general  council,  infilled  on  every  occafion,  and  particu- 
larly at  Milan,  that  their  adverfaries  fhould  purge  themfelves  froin 
the  fufpicion  of  herefy,'  before  they  prefiiroed  to  arraign  the  condu^ 
of  the  great  Alhanafius'". 
Cmdearaa-      But  the  Yoice  of  realbn  (if  rea&n  was  indeed  cm  the  fide  of  Atha- 
na£iu,  A.  D.  nafius)  was  filenced  by  the  clamours  of  a  fadious  or  Venal  majority; 
^^'*         and  the  councils  of  Artea  and  Mikn  were  not  diflblved  till  the  arch- 
biihop  of  ' Alexandria  had'  been  fi>lemnly  condemned  and  depofed  hy 
the  judgmeitt'  of  the  Weftem,  as  wdS  as  of  the  Eallem,  church.  The 
lufliops  who  had  oppofcd,  were  required  to  fubfcrtbe,  the  fentenccf 
and  to  unite  in  religious  commumon  with  the  llifpc^fled  leaders  of 
the  adverfe  party.   A  formulary  of  confent  was  tranfinitted  by  the 
nielTengers  of  fiate  to  the  abfent  biihops:  and.  all  thofe  vrho  refufed 
to  fubnut  their  private  opinion  to  the  public  and  infpired  wifdom 
of  the  councils  of  Atles  and  Milan,  were  immediately  baniihed  by 
the  emperor,  who  aflcded  to  execute  the  decrees  of  the  Catholic 
church.   Among  thofe  prdates  who  led  the  honourable  band  of

fiantine,  and  the  father  of  Ae  Nicene  futh;  placed  thofe  prelates  at 
the  head  of  the  Latin  church  ^  and  their  example,  either  of  fubmif- 
iion  or  refifbnce,  would  probably  be  imitated  by  the  epiicopal  crowd 
fiut  the  repeated  attempts  of  the  emperor  to  feduce  or  to  intimidate  the 
biihops  of  Rome  and  Cordova,  were  (or  fome  time  inefie&uaL  The 
Spaniard  declared  himfelf  ready  to  fuflfer  under  Conftandus,  as  he 
had  fufiercd  threefixire  years  before  under  his  grandfather  Maxtmian. 
The  Roman,  in  the  pidence  of  his  fovereign,  aflerted  the  innocence 
of  Athanafius,  and  his  own  freedom.  When  he  was  baniihed  to  Be- 
rsea  in  Thsace,  lie  ient  back  a  large  fiua  which  had  been  oflfered  foe 
the  aca)mmodati0n  <^  his  journey  $  and  infulted  the  court  of  Mikui 
by  the  haughty  remaik,  that  the  emperor  and  his  eunuchs  'might 
want  that  gold  to  pay  their  foldiers  and  their  bifhops  "\  The  refolu- 
tion  of  Ltberius  and  Oiius  was  at  length  iubducd  by  the  hardHiips  of 
«xMe  and  confinement*  The  Roman  pontifF  purchafed  his  return 
by  feme  criminal  compliances ;  and  afterwards  eaqnated  his  guilt  by 
a  feafonable  repentance.  Pcrluafion  and  violence  were  employed  to 
«xtort  the  reluctant  fignature  of  the  decrepid  biihop  of  Cordova,  whofe  . 
ftrcngth  was  broken,  and  whofe  faculties  were  perhaps  impaired,  by 
the  weight  of  an  hunilrcd  years;  and  the  infolent  triumph  of  the 
Arians  provoked  Ibme  of  the  orthodox  party  to  treat  with  inhuman 
feverity  the  chara^ei-,  or  rather  the  memory,  of  an  unfortunate  old

Their  confoladon  was  derived  fimn  die  ooofooufiieft  of  ie£titudfc

The  diig^ace  and  exile  of  the  ordiodox  luihqw  of  die  Weft  were  Third  oc- 
defigned  as  to  many  preparatory  flcps  to  the  ruin  of  Athanafius  him-  S"thln°  Has 
ielf Six  and  twenty  mondu  had  dapfed,  during  which  die  Im-  ^^^-^y'"" 
penal'  court  fisczedy  laboured,  by  die  moft  infidious  an%  to  remove  A*''*  3S^ 
him  fiom  Alexandria,  and  to  wididraw  die  allowance  which  iiip- 
plied  hb  popular  libenfity.  But  w;hen  the  primate  of  Egypt,  de- 
Icrted  and  proicribed  by  the  Latin  church,  waa  left  deftitute  of  ai^ 
fior^in  fuppmt,  Gonflandus  diijiatdied  two  of  his  fecretaries  with  a 
verbal  commiiEon  to  announce  and  execute  the  order  of  his  baniih-^ 
ment.  As  die  juffine  of  die  fenleace  was  publidty  avowed  by  the- 
whole  party,  the  only  motive  wtadu  could  reftrain  Conftandus  firom 
living  his  meflengers  die  fimdion  of  a  written  mandate,  muft  be 
imputed  to  his  doubt  of  the  event;  and  to  a  fenfe  of  the  dai^^  to* 
which  he  mig|it  e:q>ofe  the  fecond  city,  and  die  moft  fertile  province 
fif  the  empire,  if  the  people  ihould  periift  in  the  refolution  of  de- 
fending, by  force  of  arms,  the  innocence  of  their  fpiritual  fether.^ 
Such  extreme  caudcxi  affinded  Adianafius  a  fpecious  pretence  r^ 
Ipedfiilly  to  dilute  the  truth  of  an  order,  which  he  could  not 
reconcile,  eidier  with  the  equity,  or  with  the  former  declarations,  of 
his  gradouB  im^er*.  The  civil  powers  of  Egypt  found  themfelves* 
inadequate  to  tbe.tafk  of  perTuading  or  compelling  the  primate  to* 
•bAcate  bis  epifcopaf  throne ;  and  they  were  obliged  to  conclude: 
a  treaty  wkh  the  popular  leaders  of  Alexandria,  by  wlucfa.  it  wav

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C  XXI  ^  Aipulated,  that  all  proceedings  and  all  hoftilities  Ihotdd  be  Aiipended 
«  M  »  till  the  emperor^s  pleafure  had  been  more  diftinAly  aicertained.  By 
this  (eeming  moderation,  the  Catholics  were  deceived  into  a  ^Ue  and 
&tal  fecurity ;  while  the  legions  of  the  Upper  Egypt,  and  of  Libya, 
advanced,  by  iecret  orders  and  hafty  marches,  to  bcfiege,  or  rather 
•to  furprife,  a  capitaJ,  habituated  to  fedition,  and  inflamed  by  religious 
zeal  The  pofition  of  Alexandria,  between  the  fea  and  the  lake 
Mareotis,  facilitated  the  approach  and  landing  of  the  troops;  who 
were  introduced  into  the  heart  of  the  city,  before  any  effedual  mea- 
fures  could  be  taken,  either  to  ihut  the  gates,  or  to  occupy  the  im* 
portant  polls  of  defence.  At  the  hour  of  midnight,  twenty-three 
days  after  the  fignature  of  the  treaty,  Syrianus  duke  of  Egypt,  at 
the  head  of  five  thoufand  foldiers,  armed  and  prepared  for  an  aflault, 
unexpededly  invefted-  the  chuoch  of  St.  Theonas,  where  the  arch- 
bifliop,  with  «  part  of  his  cleigy  and  people,  peifbrmed  thdr  noc- 
turnal devotions.  The  doors  of  lhe>  (acred  edifice  yielded  to  the 
impetuofity  of  the  attadc,  which  was  accompanied  with  every  horrid 
circumftance  of  tumult  and  bloodlhed ;  but,  as  the  bodies  of  the  (Iain, 
and  the  fragments  of  military  weapons,  remained  the  next  day  an 
unexceptionable  evidence  in  the  pofleflion  of  the  Catholics,  the  oi- 
terprijfe  of  Syrianus  may  be  confidered  as  a  fuccefitfiil  irruption, 
rather  than  as  an  a1)foIute  conqueft.  The  other  churches  of  the  dty 
were  profane'dby  limilar  outrages ;  and,  during  at  lea|l  four  months, 
Alexandria  was  expofed  to  the  infults  of  a  licentious  army,  (timu- 
iated  by  the  ecdefiafties  of  an  hoftile  £idton.  Many  of  the  faithful 
were  killed  $  who  may  deierve  the  name  of  martyrs,  if  their  deaths 
were  neither  provoked  nor  revenged ;  bifliops  and  prefbyters  were 
tieated  with  cruel  ignominy;  confecrated  virgins  were  fhipped  nalrad,

private  refentment,  were  gratified  with  impunity,  and  even  with 
applaufe.    The  Pagans  of  Alexandria,  who  ftill  formed  a  numerous 
and  difcontented  party,  were  eafily  perTuaded  to  defert  a  bifliop 
whom  they  feared  and  efteemed.    The  hopes  of  fomc  peculiar  fa- 
vours, and  the  apprefaenfion  of  bong  involved  in  the  general  penal- 
ties of  rebellion,  engaged  them  to  promife  their  fupport  to  the- 
deftined  fucceflbr  of  Athanafius,  the  fiimous  George  of  Cappadocia* 
The  ufurper,  after  receiving  Uie  confecration  of  an  Ariaa  fynod, 
was  placed  on  t5e  cpifcc^  throne  by  the  arms  of  Sebaftiaa,  who- 
had  been  appointed  Count  of  Egypt  for  the  execution  of  that  im* 
portant  defign«    la  the  ufe,  as  well  as  in  die  acquifition,.  of  power,, 
the  tyrant  George  £(ipegarded  the  la^vs  of  religion,  of  juftice,  and  < 
of  humanity ;  and  the  fame  fcenes  of  violence  and  icandal  which, 
bad  been  exhibited  in  the  capital,  were  repeated  in  more  than  ninety 
cpiicopal  cities  of  l^ypt^    F.ncouragcd  by  fuccefs,  Gonllantius  ven- 
ttired  to  approve  the  condud  of  his  minifters.    By  a  public  and  paf-^ 
fionatc  epiftlc,  the  emperw  congratulates  the  deliverance  of  Alex- 
andria from  a  popular  tyrant,  who  deluded  his  blitul  ^  otaries  by- 
the  magic  of  Iiis  eltj(]\icTK  c ;  expatiates  on  the  virtues  and  piety  of  the- 
mod  reverend  George,  the  cleded  bifliop  ;  and  afpires  as  the  patroa 
and  bencfador  of  the  city,  to  furpaCs  the  fame  of  Alexander 
himfelf.    But  he  folcmnly  declares  his  unalterable  refolution  to  pur- 
Aie  with  fire  : ind  fword  the  fcditious  adherents  of  the  wicked  Atha- 
nafius,  who,  by  flying  from  jufticc,  has  confclTed  his  guilt,  and. 
efcaped  the  ignominiou  <  death  which  he  had  fo  often  delervcd

death.    Whik  the  public  derotioii  was  interrupted  by  fhouts  of  rage, 
and  dies  of  tenor,  he  animated  his  trembling  congregation  to  ex- 
prefi  their  rdigious  confidence,  ,  by  dianting  one  of  the  i^ms  of 
David,  which  cdebrates  the  triumph  of  the  God  of  Kind  over  the 
haughty  and  impious  tyrant  of  Egypt    The  doors  were  at  length 
burft  open ;  a  cloud  of  arrows  yn»  difchaiged  among  die  people ; 
the  fiddlers,  with  drawn  fwofds,  rulhed  forwards  into  the  (anduaiy ; 
and  the  dreadful  g^eam  of  their  armour  was  refleded  by  die 
holy  lununaries  which  burnt  round  die  akar       Adumafius  fiiU 
rejeded  the  {uous  importunity  of  die  Monks  and  Prefbyters,  who 
were  attached  to  his  per(bn$  and  noUy  refilled  to  defot  his 
^ifcopal  ftadon,  till  he  had  ^fimiied  in  fkfety  the  laft  of  the  con- 
gr^tion.    Hie  darknefs  and  tumult  of  die  lught  favoured  the  re- 
treat of  the  archbifhop  ;  and  though  he  was  opprefled  by  the  waves 
of  an  i^tated  multitude,  thoii^h  he  was  thrown  to  the  ground,  and 
Idk  without  fenfe  or  motion,  he  flill  recovered  his  ui\daunted  cou- 
rage; and  eluded  the  eager  fearch  of  the  foldiers,  who  were  in- 
ftnided  by  their  Arian  guides,  that  die  head  of  Athanafiiis  would  be 
the  moft  acceptable  prefent  to  the  emperor.    From  that  moment  the 
primate  of  Egypt  diiappeared  from  the  eyes  of  hu  enemies,  and 
remained  above  lix  years  concealed  in  impenetrable  obfcurity 
Hi*  retreat.      The  deipodc  power  of  his  implacable  enemy  filled  die  whole  extent

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pia,  to  exclude  Athanafirs  from  the  moft  remote  and  fcqucflered  C 
regions  of  the  earth.  Counts,  pr.-cfcdls,  tribunes,  whole  armies, 
were  fucceflively  employed  to  purfuc  a  hifliop  and  a  fugitive  ;  the 
vigilance  of  the  civil  and  military  povvxrs  was  excited  by  tlie  Imperial 
edids ;  liberal  rewards  were  promifed  to  the  man  who  ihould  produce 
Athanafius,  either  alive  or  dead  ;  and  the  moft  fevcrc  penalties  were 
denounced  ngainft  thofe  who  fliould  dare  to  protect:  the  public  ene- 
my'".  But  tlic  defcrts  of  ThebaYs  were  now  peopled  by  a  race  of 
wild,  yet  fubmiflive  fanatics,  who  preferred  the  commands  of  their 
abbot  to  the  laws  of  their  iovcreign.  The  numerous  difciples  of 
Antony  and  Pachomius  received  the  fugitive  primate  as  their  father, 
admired  the  patience  and  humility  with  which  he  conformed  to  their 
flridcft  inllitution<?,  coUedbed  ever)'  word  which  dropt  from  his  lips 
as  tlie  genuine  cffufions  of  infpired  wifdom  ;  and  pcrfuaded  thera- 
felves,  that  their  prayers,  their  fafls,  and  their  vigils,  were  icfs  me- 
ritorious than  the  zeal  which  they  expreflcd,  and  the  dangers  which 
they  braved,  in  the  defence  of  truth  and  innocence  "\  The  mo- 
nafteries  of  Egypt  w^erc  feated  in  lonely  and  defolate  places,  on  the 
fummlt  of  mountains,  or  in  the  iflands  of  the  Nile ;  and  the  facred 
horn  or  trumpet  of  Tabenne  was  the  well-known  fignal  which  aflcm- 
bled  feveral  thoufand  robufl  and  determined  Monks,  who,  for  the  moft 
part,  had  been  the  peafants  of  the  adjacent  country.  When  their 
.dark  retreats  were  invaded  by  a  military  force,  which  it  was  impof- 
fible  to  refift,  they  filently  ftretchcd  out  their  necks  to  the  execu- 
tioner; and  fupported  their  national  tliaraClcr,  that  tortures  could 
never  wrcft  from  an  Egyptian  ilie  confeilion  of  a  fecret  which  he

^.m^M^  whofe  iafetjr  they  eagerly  devoted  thdr  lives,  was  loft  among  a  uoi- 
form  and  wdll-di£aplined  middtude ;  a^d  on  the  nearer  approodi  of 
danger^  he  was  MfAy  lemoved^  by  their  offieioi)8  hands^  from  one 
pboe  of  concealment  to  another,  till  he  reached  the  fiVBudaUe  delerti» 
which  the  gloomy  and  credidous  temper  of  fiqieriKtlon  had  peopled 
with  dsemona  and  lavage  monfters.  The  retirement  c£  Adifnafiua* 
which  ended  only  with  the  life  of  Confttntitn,  was  ^pen^  i^r  dw 
ffloft  put,  in  the  fociety  of  the  Monks,,  who  i^thfuUy  &rved  him 
as  guards,  as  fecretaries,  and  as  meflengers ;  but  the  importaike  of 
maintSAtting  a  more  intimate  connexion  with  the  Catholic  party, 
tempted  him,  whenever  the  diligence  of  the  purfuit  was  abated,  to 
emerge  from  the  defert,.  to  introduce  himfclf  into  Alexandria,  and 
to  truft  his  perfon  to  the  diicretion  of  his  friends  and  adherents.  Hia 
varioos  adventures  might  have  fiimiflied  die  fubjedl  of  a  very  enter* 
talning  romance.  He  was  once  fecreted  in  a  dry  diftem^  which  he 
had  fcarcely  left  before  he  was  betrayed  by  the  treachery  of  a  female 
flave  ;  and  he  was  once  concealed  in  a  (till  more  extraordinary 
afyhim,  the  houfe  of  a  virgin,  only  twenty  years  of  age,  «ul  who 
was  celebrated  in  the  whole  city  for  her  exquifilc  bcaoty.  At  the 
hour  of  midnight,  as  fhe  related  the  ftory  many  years  afterwardsi^ 
Ihe  was  furprifed  hy  the  appearance  of  the  archbiflu^  tOv  a  loofe 
nndrefs,  who,  advancing  with  hafty  fteps,  conjured  her  to-  affim^ 
him  the  prote^ion  which  he  had  been  directed  by  a  '•^HHsl  vifkxir 
to  leek  under  her  hofpitable  roo£  The  pions  maid  accepted  and^ 
preferved  the  facred  pledge  which  was  entruAed  to  herprudenoe  and! 
courage.  Without  imparting  the  fecret  to  any  one,  Ihe  tnftantly 
"  conda£fc«d  Athanafius  into  her  Bioft  iecret  chamber,  and:  watched

f)ver  his  fafety  with  the  tenderncfs  of  a  friend  and  the  affiduity  of  a  C 
l'er\'ant.  As  long  as  the  danger  continued,  flie  regularly  fupplied 
him  with  books  and  pioviiions,  wafhed  his  feet,  managed  his  corrc- 
fpondencc,  and  dexteroufly  concealed  from  the  eye  of  fuipicion,  this 
familiar  and  folitary  intercourfe  between  a  faint  whofc  character  re- 
quired the  moft  unblemifhed  chaftity,  and  a  female  whofe  charms 
might  excite  the  moft  dangerous  emotions During  the  fix  years 
of  perfecution  and  exile,  Athanafius  repeated  bis  vlfits  to  his  fair  and 
faithful  companion ;  and  the  formal  declaration,  that  he  faiv  the 
councils  of  Rimini  and  Scleucia  "',  forces  us  to  believe  that  he  was 
fecretly  prefcnt  at  the  time  and  place  of  their  convocation.  The 
advantage  of  perfonally  negociating  with  his  friends,  and  of  obferving 
and  improving  the  divifions  of  his  enemies,  might  juftify,  in  a  pru- 
dent ftatefman,  fo  bold  and  dangerous  an  enterjirife :  and  Alexandria 
was  connedted  by  trade  and  navigation  with  every  fea-port  of  the 
Mediterranean.  From  the  depth  of  his  inaccefTible  retreat,  the  in- 
trepid primate  waged  an  inceflant  and  offenfive  war  agaiuft  the  pro- 
tedor  of  the  Arians ;  and  his  feafonable  writings,  which  w^ere  dili- 
gently circulated,  and  eagerly  perufed,  contributed  to  unite  and 
animate  the  orthodox  party.  In  his  public  apologies,  which  he  ad- 
drcffed  to  the  emperor  himfelf,  he  iometimcs  affcded  the  praife  of 
moderation ;  whilft  at  the  fame  time,  in  fecret  and  vehement  invcdives, 
he  cxpolcd  Conftantius  as  a  weak  and  wicked  j^rince,  the  executioner 
of  his  family,  the  tyrant  of  the  republic,  and  the  anticlirift  of  the  church. 
In  the  height  of  his  profperity,  the  vidtorious  monarch,  who  had  chaf- 
tifcd  the  raihnefs  of  Gallus,  and  fupprcfled  tlie  revolt  of  Sylvanus,  who

Ariu  U-  The  periecution  of  Athanafius,  and  of  lb  many  refpe^Uble  bifliops, 
who  fuffered  for  the  truth  of  theur  opinions,  or  at  leaft  for  the  inte- 
grity of  thdr  con&ience,  was  a  juft  fubjed  of  indignadon  and  dif- 
content  to  all  CSiriftians,  except  thofe  who  weie  blindly  devoted  to 
the  Arian  fa£don.  The  pec^le  regretted  the  lois  of  dieir  fiuthful 
pallors,  whole  banifhment  was  ufually  followed  by  the  intrufion  of  a 
frrangor*^  into  the  epifcqnl  chair ;  and  loudly  complained,  that  the 
right  of  de£don  was  violated,  and  that  they  were  condemned  to 
obey  a  mercenary  ufurper,  whole  perfon  was  unknown,  and  whole 
principles  were  fu^fteded.  The  Catholics  mig^t  jnove  to  the  world, 
that  they  were  not  involved  in  ihe  guilt  and  herefy  <^  their  ecdefi- 

lUvifiou.  aftical  govomor,  by  publicly  teltifying  thdr  diflent,  or  by  tociUy 
ftparating  themfelves  from  his  communion.  The  firfl  of  thefe  me- 
diods  was  invented  at  Andoch,  and  pradifed  with  fuch  fuccefs,  that 
it  was  foon  diffufed  over  the  Chriftian  world.  Tlie  doxology,  or 
iacred  hymn,  which  cdebrates  \ht  glory  of  the  Trinity,  is  fufceptiUe

more  regular  pfalmody  '*\  were  introduced  into  the  public  fervice  by  i  _f 
Flavianus  and  Diodorus,  two  devout  and  a^ve  laymen,  who  were 
attached  to  the  Niceite  faith*  Under  didr  drndud^  a  fwann  of 
Monks  ifltied  from  the  adjacent  defert,  bands  of  well-diTdplined 
imgen  were  ftationed  in  the  cathedral  of  Antioch,  the  Glory  to  the 
Father,  akd  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghdl'^,  was  triumphantly 
chanted  by  a  full  chorus  of  voices ;  and  the  Cathofics  infiihed,  by  the 
purity  of  their  dofbrine,  the  Arian  prelate,  who  had  ufurped  the 
throne  of  the  venerable  Euftathius.  The  fiune  zeal  which  infpired 
th«r  fongs,  prompted  the  more  fcnipulous  members  of  the  orthodox 
party  to  form  feparate  aflemblies,  which  were  governed  by  the  pref- 
hyters,  till  the  death  of  their  exiled  bilhop  allowed  die  dedion  and 
confecraidon  of  a  new  epiTcopal  pallor'*'.  The  revdutions  of  the 
court  muldplied  the  number  of  pretenders ;  and  the  lame  city  was 
often  difputed,  under  the  rdgn  of  Conftantius,  by  two,  or  diree,  or 
even  four  biOiops,  who  exercifiid  their  fpiritual  jurifdidion  over  thor 
refpedive  followers,  and  altematdy  loft  and  regained  die  temporal 
pofleiEons  cf  the  church.  The  abulis  of  Chriltianity  introduced  into 
Che  Roman  government  new  caufes  of  tyranny  and  fedidon;  the 
bands  of  civil  fodety  were  torn  afunder  by  the  fury  of  religious  fac- 
tions j  and -the  obfcure  citizen,  who^  might  calmly  have  furveyed  the

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CHAP.  deva6oa  and  fidl  of  fucceffive  emperors,  imaf^ned  and  experienced, 
i_    . '  '  that  his  own  lifis  and  fortune  woe  conneded  with  theinterefts  of  a 
popuhir  ecdefiaftic.   The  example  of  the  two  capkalsi  Rome  and 
ConftantiDople,  may  ienre  to  reprdent  the  ftate  of  the  empire,  and 
the  temper  of  mankind,  under  the  rdgn  of  the  font  of  Confiantineb 
EoM.  L  The- Roman  pontifi^  aa  long  as  he  maintained  hia  ftadon  and 

his  principles,  was  guarded  by  the  warm  attachment  of  a  great 
people ;  and  could  rejeft  with  (com  the  prayers,  the  menaces,  and 
the  oblations  of  an  heretical  princew  When  the  ^nucfas  had  fecretly 
*  pronounced  the  exile  of  Liberius,  the  weHr-grounded  appreheniion 
of  a  tumiilt  engaged  them  to  ufe  the  utmoft  precautiona  in  die  exe- 
cution Uie  ientence.  The  capital  was  invefted  on  every  Gdt,  and 
the  Fne&d  was  commanded  to  fisize  the  perfon  of  the  biihop,  ddier 
by  ftratag^m  or  by  open  force.  The  <M;der  was  obeyed ;  and  Libe> 
rius,  with  the  greateft  difficulty,  at  the  hour  of  midnight,  was  iwi^ 
conveyed  beyond  the  reach  of  the  Roman  people,  before  their  con- 
ftemation  was  turned  into  rage>  As  fomi  aa  diey  were  informed  of 
lus  banifhment  into  Thrace,  a  general  aflembly  was  convened,  and 
the  clergy  of  Rome  bound  dMmielves,  by  a  pubHc  and  folemn  oath, 
never  to  dei^rt  their  biJhop,  never  to  acknowledge  the  ufurper  Fzlix; 
who,  by  the  influence  of  the  eunuch^  had  been  irregularly  chofen 
and  confecrated  widiin  the  walls  of  a  profime  palace.  At  die  end 
of  two  years,  their  {mous  obffinacy  fubfifted  entire  and  unfliaken; 
and  when  Gonflantius  viHted  Rome,  he  was  affiuled  by  the  impor- 
tunate folicltations  of  a  people,  who  had  prefervcd,  as  the  laft  rem- 
nant of  their  ancient  freedom,  the  right  of  treating  their  fovereign 
with  ^miliar  infiilenoe.  The  wives  of  many  of  the  ienatofs  and 
moft  honourable  citizens,  after  preffing  thdr  huibands  to  interce^ 
in  fovour  of  laberhis,  were  adviied  to  underti^  a  comrniflion, 
which,  in  their,  hands,  would  be  lefi  dai^erous,  and  might  prove 
mone  fuccefsfuL  The  emperor  recdved  with  politenefi  dic&  fomale 
2  deputies, 
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dqiiutiea,  whofe  wealth  tad  dignity  wefe  ^^layed  in  the  magnifi-  ^ 
cence  of  dieir  drefi  and  oroaments :  he  admired  thdr  inflexible  refo-  <■  ^ 
hition  of  foUowiog  their  bdored  paftor  «>  the  moft  diftaint  legions  o£ 
the  earth  $  and  confented  that  the  two  bifhopa,  Lilieriiu  and  FsUx,. 
ihould  govern  in  peace  their  refye€&ve  congregations. .  But  die  idea» 
of  toleration  were  fi>  repugnant  to  the  pradice,  and  even  to  die  ien- 
timent$,  of  thoTe  times,  diat  when  die  aniwer  of  CoaftantiiiB  wa» 
publicly  read  in  the  Cireas  of  Rome,  To  reaibnable  a  projed  of  ac- 
comibodation  was  rejeded  with  contempt  and  ridicule.  The  eager  , 
vehemence  which  animated  the  fpedators  in  the  deciflte  m'oment  of 
a  horie-race,  was  now  dire^d  towards  a  diflhrent  objed ;  and  the 
Grcus  refininded  widi  the  ihont  of  thoufimds,  who  rqieatedly  ex- 
claimed,  **  One  Ood,  One  Cairift^  One  Ftihop.**  The  zeal  of  the 
Roman  pe<^le  in  the  caufe  of  Liberius,  was  not  confined  to  words 
alone;  and  die. dangerous  and  bloody  fedidon  wluch  they  excited 
foon  after  the  departure  of  Conftantius,  determined  that  prince  to 
accept  the  fiihmillion  of  the  exiled  prdate^  and  to  reAcne  hhn  to  die 
undivided  dominion  of  the  cafdtaL  After  fome  ineflfedual  refiftance^ 
his  rival  was  expdled  from  the  city  by  the  permiffion  of  the  emperor^ 
and  the  power  of  the  oppofite  £idion ;  the  adherents  of  Faefix  were 
iBhumanly  anrdered  in  the  ftrcets,  in  the  puUie  places,  in  the 
baths,  and  even  in  the  chmrches  j  and  die  &ce  of  Rome,  upon  the* 
Mira  of  a  Chr^an  iMfliop,  renewed  the  horrid  image  of  the  maffir 
crea  of  Marios,  and  the  proferiptions  (tf  Sylla

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CHAP.  Infidels,  who  en\'ied  the  profpcrity,  and  who  ridiculed,  even  OO  their 
t     ,  '   ■  theatres,  the  theological  dii'putes  of  the  church.    ConiUatinople  alone 
enjoyed  the  advantage  of  being  born  and  educated  in  the  bofom  of 

tlic  faith.    The  capital  of  the  Eaft  had  never  been  polluted  by  the 
wonirip  of  Idols;   and  the  whole  body  of  the  people  had  deeply 
imbibed  the  opinions,  tlie  virtues,  and  the  paflTions,  which  diftin- 
guiflied  the  ChriiVums  of  tliat  age  from  the  reft  of  mankind.  After 
the  death  of  Alexander,  the  cpifcopal  throne  was  difputcd  by  Paul 
and  Maccdoniu<5.    By  their  /cal  and  abilities  they  both  deferved  the 
eminent  ftaiion  to  which  they  afpircd  ;  and  if  the  moral  charaiftcr  of 
Macedonius  was  Icfs  exceptionable,  his  competitor  had  the  advantage 
of  a  prior  cledion  and  a  more  orthodox  dodlrine.  His  firm  attachment 
to  the  Nicene  creed,  which  has  given  Paul  a  place  in  the  Calendar  among 
faints  and  martyrs,  cxpofed  him  to  the  refentment  of  the  Arians.  In 
the  fpace  of  fourteen  years  he  was  five  times  driven  from  his  throne ; 
to  which  he  waa  more  frequently  rcftored  by  the  violence  of  the  people, 
than  by  the  permiffion  of  the  prince  ;  and  the  power  of  Macedonius 
could  be  fecured  only  by  the  death  of  his  rival.    The  unfortunate 
Paul  was  dragged  in  chains  from  the  fandy  deferts  of  Mefopotamia 
to  the  moft  defolate  places  of  Mount  Taurus  '*',  confined  in  a  dark 
and  narrow  dungeon,  left  fix  days  without  food,  and  at  length 
Urangled,  by  the  order  of  Philip,  one  of  the  principal  minillers  of 
the  emperor  Conftantius       The  firft  blood  which  ftaincd  the  new

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capital  was  fpUt  in  this  ccclefiaftical  conteft ;  and  many  perfons  were  C  H  A  P. 
ilain  on  both  fides,  in  the  furious  and  obftinate  feditions  of  the  people.  ^-  _f 
Thecommiflion  of  enforcing  a  fcntencc  of  baniihment  againft  Paul, 
had  been  entrufted  to  Hcrmogenes,  the  mafter-general  of  the  cavalry  j 
but  the  execution  of  it  was  fatal  to  himfclf.  The  Cathvjlics  rofe  In  tlie 
defence  of  their  bifliop  ;  the  palace  of  Hcrmogenes  was  confumcd  ;  the 
^^ri\  milhary  ofTiccr  of  the  cmjiirc  \va5  dragged  by  the  heels  through 
the  ftrects  of  (iDnftantiiiopIc,  ainl,  af^er  he  cxpirctl,  ins  lifclcfs  corpfe 
was  expofcd  to  their  wanton  inlults  The  fate  of  Hcrmogenes  In- 
ftruded  Philip,  the  Praetorian  pracfc<ft,  to  a£l  with  more  precaution  on 
a  iimilar  occafion.  In  the  moft  gentle  and  honourable  terms,  he  re- 
quired the  attendance  of  Paul  in  the  baths  of  Zcuxijjpus,  which  had  a 
private  communication  with  the  palace  and  the  fea.  A  veflel,  which 
lay  ready  at  the  gardea-ftaira,  imme^atelyhoifted  fail;  and,  while  the 
people  were  ftiU  igaomnt  of  the  meditated  facrilegc,  their  bilhop  was 
already  embarked  on  bb  voyage  to  Theflalonica.  Tluj  foon  beheld, 
with  furprife  and  indignation,  the  gates  of  die  palace  thrown  open,  and 
the  ufurper  Macedonius  (eated  by  the  Gdt  oi  the  prsefe€t  on  a  lofty 
chariot,  which  was  fiirrottnded  by  troops  of  guards  with  drawn 
^oids.  The  military  proceflkm  advanced  towards  the  cathedral ; 
the  Allans  and  the  Catholics  e^erly  nifhed  to  occupy  that  important 
pod ;  and  three  thouiand  one  hundred  and  fifty  perfons  lofl  thdr 
lives  in  the  confufion  of  the  tumult.  Macedonius,  who  was  fup- 
ported  by  a  regular  force,  obtained  a  deciiive  "ndory ;  but  his  rdlgn' 
was  difturbed  by  clamour  md  fedidon ;  and  the  caules  wliidi  ap- 
peared the  leaft  conneded  with  the  fubjefl  of  difpute,  weTe  fuffident 
to  nourifh  and  to  kindle  die  flame  of  civil  diicordt  As  die  chapd  in 
which  the  body  of  the  great  Ck>nftantine  had  been  dqxifited  was  in  a 
rninous  condition,  the  bifhop  tranfported  tfaoie  venerable  lemaint

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c  H  A  P.  into  the  church  of  St.  Acacius.  This  prudent  and  even  pious  mea- 
lure  was  reprelented  as  a  wicked  profanation  by  the  whole  partjr 
which  adhered  to  the  Homooufian  do^lrine.  The  fa^ons  imme~ 
diately  flew  to  arms,  the  confecrated  ground  was  ufed  as  their  field 
of  battle  ;  and  one  of  the  eccleiiailical  hiftorians  has  obferved,  as  a 
real  fa^,  not  as  a  figure  of  rhetoric,  that  the  well  before  the  church 
overflowed  with  a  ftream  of  blood,  which  filled  the  porticoes  and 
the  adjacent  courts.  The  writer  who  lliould  impute  thefe  tumidts 
iblely  to  a  religicus  principle,  would  betray  a  very  imperfeO:  know-, 
ledge  of  human  nature;  yet  it  muft  be  confefled,  that  the  motive 
wliich  niiflcd  the  finccrity  of  zeal,  and  the  pretence  which  ^«<gniifed 
the  liceniioufnefs  of  pafiion,  fuppreflfed  the  rcmorfe  which,  in  ano- 
ther caufe,  would  have  fucceeded  to  the  rage  of  the  Chrift;^t>^  of. 
Confl:antinople  '**. 

The  cruel  and  arbitrary  dirpofuion  of  Conftantius,  which  did  not 
always  require  the  provocations  of  guilt  and  rclillance,  was  juftly 
exafperated  by  the  tumults  of  liis  capital,  and  the  criminal  behaviour 
of  a  fadion^  which  opposed  the  authority  and  religion  of  their  fo- 
vereign.  The  ordinary  punifluncnts  of  death,  exile,  and  confikation 
were  infli^Ud  with  partial  rigour;  and  the  Greeks iliU  revere  the 
holy  memory  of  two  clerks,  a  reader  and  a  fub-dcacon,  who  were 
accufed  of  the  murder  of  Hermogenes,  and  beheaded  at  the  gates  of 
Conllantinople.  By  an  edlft  of  Conflantius  againfl:  the  Catholics, 
which  has  not  been  judged  worthy  of  a  place  in  the  Thcodofian 
code,  thofe  who  refulld  to  communicate  with  the  Arian  bifhops,, 
and  particularly  with  Macedonius,  were  deprived  of  the  immunities 
of  eodefiaftics,  and  of  the  rights  of  CSuriftians;  they  w^  compelled

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to  rclinquifli  the  poffcflion  of  the  churches ;  and  were  ft:n£lly  prohl-  CHAP, 
bitcd  from  holding  their  affemblies  witliin  the  walls  of  the  city.  The  i__  , 
execution  of  this  unjuft  law,  in  the  provinces  of  Thrace  and  Afia 
Minor,  was  committed  to  the  2Cal  of  Macedonius ;  tlie  civil  and  mi- 
litary powers  were  dirc£led  to  obey  his  commands ;  and  the  cruelties 
cxercifedby  this  Seim-Arian  tyrant  in  the  fupport  of  the  Homoloufton^ 
exceeded  the  commiffion,  and  difgraced  the  reign,  of  Conftantius.  The 
facraments  of  the  church  were  adminiftered  to  the  reluftant  viflims, 
who  denied  the  vocation,  and  abhorred  the  principles,  of  Macedo- 
nius. The  rites  of  haptifm  were  conferred  on  women  and  children, 
who,  for  that  purpofc,  had  been  torn  from  the  arms  of  their  frlend-i 
and  parents ;  the  mouths  of  the  communicants  were  held  open, 
by  a  wooden  engine,  while  the  confecrated  bread  was  forced  down 
their  throat;  the  breafts  of  tender  virgins  were  either  burnt  with 
red-hot  egg-fliells,  or  inhumanly  comprcn'cd  between  (harp  and 
heavy  boards The  Novatians  of  Conftantlnoplc,  and  the  adjacent 
countrv,  by  their  firm  attachment  to  the  Homooufian  llandard,  dc- 
fervcd  to  be  confounded  with  the  Catholics  thcnifclves.  Maccdo- 
niu5  was  informed,  that  a  large  dlllritfl  of  Papldagonia  was  almoft 
entirely  inhabited  by  thofe  feClaries.  He  refolved  either  to  convert  or 
to  extirpate  them;  and  as  he  diftrufted,  on  this  occafion,  the  efficacy 
of  an  ecclefiadical  miflion,  he  commanded  a  body  of  four  thoufand 
legionaries  to  marcli  againfl:  the  rebels,  and  to  reduce  the  territory 
of  Mantinlum  under  his  fpiritual  doiuinion.    The  Novatian  peafants,

of  mutual  hatred,  which  had  firft  occafioned  the  feparadon ;  and  the 
methods  of  force  and  comipdon  employed  by  the  two  Imperial 
commiflioners,  Paul  and  Macarius,  furniflied  the  fchiiinadcs  with  a

were  imperfeAly  converted  to  the  Chriftian  £iith ;  but  who  were 
aduated  by  a  blind  and  furious  cnthufiafin  in  the  canfe  of  their 
Donatift  teachers.  They  indignantly  iiipported  the  exile  of  their 
.bilhqps,  the  demolition  their  diurches,  and  the  intemtpdon  of 
.thdr  fecret  aflemblies.  The  violence  of  the  officers  of  ju(tioe,  who 
were  ufually  fuftained  by  a  military  guard,  was  (bmetimes  repelled 
^th  equal  violence;  and  the  blood  of  fome  popular  ecdefiaftics, which 
had  been  ihed  in  the  quaird,  inflamed  their  rude  followers  widi  an 
eager  defire  of  revenging  the  death  thefe  holy  martyrs.  By  thdr 
own  cruelty  and  raflineA,  the  minifters  of  periecution  ibmetimes  pro- 
voked thdr  fate;  and  the  guilt  of  an  acddental  tumult  ]nedi»tated 
the  crinunals  into  ddpair  and  rdidUoa.  IMvcn  &om  their  native 
.viDages,  the  Donatift  peaiants  affembled  in  formidable  gangs  on  die 
edge  of  the  Getulian  dcfert ;  and  readily  exchanged  the  habits  of 
labour  for  a  life  of  idlenefs  and  rapine,  which  was  consented  by^ 
the  name  of  religion,  and  faintly  condemned  by  the  dodors  of  tihe 
fed.  The  leaders  of  the  Clrcumcdlions  afiumed  the  title  captains 
,of  the  faints ;  their  principnl  weapon,  as  they  were  indifferently 
provided  with  fwords  and  ipears,  was  a  huge  and  weighty  dub,

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CHAP,  whidi  they  termed  oa  fraeUte  \  and  llie  wdl-known  found  of 
i_  _f  «  Ptaife  be  to  God,**  which  they  ufed  as  theu:  cry  of  war,  difio&d 
conftemation  over  the  unarmed  provinces  of  Africa.  At  firft  thdr 
de^wedadons  were  coloured  by  the  plea  of  necefllty ;  but  they  loon 
eaneeded  the  meafiure  of  fuUiftence,  indulged  without  controid 
their  intemperance  and  avarice,  burnt  the  villages  wluch  they  had 
pillaged,  and  r^gned  the  licentious  tjmnts  of  die  open  country. 
The  occupations  of  hufbandry,  and  die  adnunifiration  of  juflice, 
were  mterrupted  ;  and  as  the  Qrcumcdlimis  pretended  to  reftoie  the 
primitive  ^qw^ry  of  mankind,  and  to  reform  the  abufes  of  civil 
fodety,  diey  opened  a  fecure  afylum  (at  the  Haves  and  debtors,  who 
flocked  in  crowds  to  didr  holy  ftandard.  When  they  were  not  re- 
lifted,  they  ufually  contented  themTdves  ynsh.  plunder,  but  the  llighteft 
oppolition  provoked  them  to  a£b  of  violence  and  murder;  and  fome 
Catholic  priefts,  who  had  imprudently  iignalized  their  zeal,  vrere  tot^ 
tured  by  the  fitnadcs  vndi  the  moft  refined  and  wanton  barban^. 
The  ^poiit  of  the  Grcumcellions  was  not  always  exerted  ag^unft  didr 
defencdeft«iemie8 ;  they  engi^^ed,  and  fometimes  defeated,  the  troops 
of  the  province ;  and  in  die  Moody  affion  of  Bagai,  they  attadced 
in  the  open  field,  but  with  unfuccefsful  valour,  an  advanced  guard 
of  the  Imperial  cavalry.  The  Donatifts  who  were  taken  in  arms, 
recdved,  and  they  fiion  deferved,  the  fame  treatment  which  might 
have  been  fliewn  to  the  wild  beafts  of  the  defert  The  captives  died, 
without  a  murmur,  dther  by  the  fword,  the  axe,  or  the  and 
die  mealures  of  retaliation  were  multiplied  in  a  rapid  proporticm, 
wluch  aggravated  the  horrors  of  rebdKon,  and  excluded  the  hope  of 
mutual  forgivenefs.  In  the  beginning  of  the  prelent  centur}-,  the 
example  of  the  Circumcdlions  has  been  renewed  in  the  pcrfecution, 
the  boldnefs,  the  crimes,  and  the  entliufiafm  of  the  Camifards ;  and 
if  the  fanatics  of  Languedoc  fuipafled  thole  of  Numtdia,  by  their 
'6  military 
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military  atduerements,  die  Africans  maintained  thdr  fierce  independ-  ^  • 
ence  widi  more  resolution  and  perfeireiance '**.  ^~  ^ 

Such  dUbrden  are  the  natural  effeds  of  religious  tyranny;  but  the  '^^''^^M'^ 
rage  <u  the  Donatifts  was  inflamed  fay  a  firenzy  of  a  very  extraor- 
dinary land ;  and  which,  if  it  really  prev^ed  among  them  in  fo, 
extravagant  a  degree,  cannot  furely  be  paralleled  in  any  country, 
or  in  any  age.   Many  of  thefe  ianadcs  were  poflelled  widi  the 
horror  of  tife,  and  the  defire  of  martyrdom ;  and  they  deemed  it  of 
little  moment  by  vdat  means,  or  by  what  hands,  they  periQied,  if 
their  condud  was  fandified  by  the  intention  of  devoting  themfelves 
to  the  glory  trf"  the  true  faith,  and  the  hope  of  eternal  happincfs  '". 
Sometimes  they  rudely  diftrurbed  the  fcftivals,  and  profaned  the 
temples  of  paganifm,  with  the  dcllgn  of  cxclthig  the  nuAl  zealous 
of  the  idolaters  to  revenge  the  infulted  honour  of  their  gods.  They 
fometimes  forced  their  way  into  the  courts  of  juflice,  and  compelled 
the  affrighted  judge  to  give  orders  for  their  immediate  execution. 
They  frequently  flopped  travellers  on  the  public  highways,  and 
obliged  them  to  indiO.  the  ftroke  of  martyrdom,  by  the  promife  of 
•a  reward,  if  they  confented,  and  by  the  threat  of  inftant  death,  if 
they  refufcd  to  grant  fo  very  fingular  a  favour.    When  they  were 
difappointed  of  every  other  refource,  they  announced  the  day  on 
which,  in  the  prefence  of  their  friends  and  brethren,  they  fliould 
cail  themfelves  headlong  from  fome  lofty  rode ;  and  many  prccipi>  . 
ces  were  (hewn,  which  had  acquired  £ime  by  die  number  of  reli- 
gious fuicides.    In  the  aOions  of  thtk  defperate  enthuHafls,  who 
were  admired  by  one  party  as  the  martyrs  of  God,  and  abhorred  by 
the  other,  as  the  vidtims  of  Satan,  an  impartial  philofopher  may  dif- 
cover  the  influence  and  the  laft  abufe  of  that  inflexible  r})lr".t,  which-

ChrlftLan'^*^  thc  pcacc,  and  diflionoured  the  triumph,  of  the  church,  will  confinn- 
311-361?"         remark  of  a  pagan  hiftorian,  and  juftify  the  complaint  of  A 
venerable  bifhop.  The  experience  of  Ammianus  had  convinced  bim^ 
that  thc  enmity  of  the  Chriftian*  towards  each  other,  furpafled  the 

fury  of  favagc  beafls  againft  man  ;  and  Gregory  Nazianzen  moft 
pathetically  laments,  that  the  kingdom  of  heaven  was  converted,  by 
dlfcord,  into  thc  image  of  chaos,  of  a  noiflurnal  tcmpcft,  and  of  hell 
itfclf '".  The  fierce  and  partial  writers  of  thc  times,  afcribing  all 
virtue  to  thcmfclves,  and  imputing  all  guilt  to  their  adverfaries, 
have  painted  thc  battle  of  the  angels  and  darmons.  Our  calmer 
reafon  will  rcjed  fuch  pure  and  perfect  monfters  of  vice  or  fanGiry, 
and  will  Impute  an  equal,  or  at  Icall  an  iiulilcruninate,  incalure  of  good 
and  evil  to  thc  hollile  leclaries,  who  allumed  and  beftowed  tlie  ap- 
pellations of  ortliodox  and  heretics.  They  had  been  educated  in 
the  fame  religion,  and  the  fame  civil  fociety.  Their  hopes  and  fears 
in  the  prefcnt,  or  in  a  future,  life,  were  balanced  in  the  fame  pro- 
portion. On  either  fide,  thc  error  might  be  innocent,  the  faith  fin- 
cere,  the  practice  meritorious  or  corrupt.  Their  paflions  were  excited 
by  fnnilar  ohjeds  ;  and  they  might  akcrn  itily  ahufe  the  favour  of 
thc  court,  or  of  the  people.  The  metnpliyfical  opinions  of  thc  Atha- 
nafians  and  tlic  Arians,  could  not  influence  their  moral  charadcr  ; 
V  and  they  were  alike  a<fluated  by  the  intolerant  fpirit,  which  has 
been  extraQcd  from  thc  pure  and  funjilc  maxims  of  the  gofpel. 
Toleration  of  A  modern  writer,  who,  with  ajuil  conlidence,  has  prefixed  to  his 
own  hlilory  the  honourable  epithets  of  political  and  philofopiiical  ,

rate,  among  tlie  caufes  of  the  decline  of  the  empire,  a  hiw  of  Con-  v  _f 
ftantine,  hy  which  the  exercife  of  the  pagan  worlliip  was  abfo-  , 
lutely  fupprefTed,  and  a  confiderable  part  of  his  fiil)iecls  was  left 
dcllitute  of  priefts,  of  temples,  and  of  any  public  religion.  The  zeal 
of  the  pliilolbphic  hlllori.m  for  the  rights  of  mankind,  has  induced  him 
to  acquicfce  in  the  andiiguous  tcftimony  of  thole  ecclcfiallics,  who 
liavc  too  lightly  afcrihcd  to  their  favourite  hero  the  merit  of  a  ge- 
neral perfecution  Inllead  of  alleging  this  imaginary  law,  which 
would  have  blazed  in  the  front  of  the  Imperial  codes,  we  may 
fafely  appeal  to  the  original  epiftle,  which  Conftantinc  addrcfTed  to 
the  followers  of  the  ancient  religion ;  at  a  time  when  he  no  lonjrcr 
dilguifcd  his  convcrfion,  nor  dreaded  the  rivals  of  his  throne.  lie 
invites  and  exhorts,  in  the  molt  prcfTmg  terms,  the  fubjciSls  of  the 

Roman  empire  to  imitate  the  example  of  their  mailer  ;  hut  he  de-  by  Conftan- 

tine* 

flares,  that  thole  who  ftill  retule  to  open  their  eyes  to  the  celeflial 
light,  may  freely  enjoy  their  temples,  and  their  fancied  gods.  A 
report,  that  the  ceremonies  of  paganilm  were  fupprclTed,  is  formally 
contradided  by  the  emperor  himfelf,  who  wiicly  afligns,  as  the 
principle  of  his  moderation,  the  invincible  force  of  habit,  of  prcju- 
<Hcc,  and  of  fuperflltlon  "\  Without  Aiohititig  the  fanctity  of  his 
promil'e,  without  alarming  the  fears  of  the  pagans,  the  artful  monarch 
advanced,  by  flow  and  cautious  Heps,  to  undermine  the  irregular 
and  decayed  fabric  of  poiytheifm.  The  partial  aOs  of  fcverity  which

An  ignomioiovs  fileuee  was  iaq»ded  oa  Ae  oiacles^ 
which  had  beeiv  publicly  convided  of  fraud  and  £dfdbood ;  Hnc  e&» 
minate  priefts.  q£       Mle  were  aboIUhed ; .  and  Conftantioc  dii^ 
charged  the  duties  of  «  Roman  cenftr,  when  he  gave  osdm  £ot-  the 
demolition  of  ieveral  temples  of  Phoenicia ;  in  idddk  every  mode 
of  proffitudon  was  devoutly  pradired  in  the  fiice  of  day,  and  to  die 
honour  of  Venus        The  Imperial  city  of  Conftantinople  was,  in 
feme  meafure,  raifed  at  the  expencc,  and  was  adorned  with  the 
fpoils,  of  the  opulent  temples  of  Greece  and  Aiia  ;  the  facrcd  pro- 
perty was  confifcated  ;  the  ftatucs  of  gods  and  heroes  were  tranf- 
ported,  with  rude  familiarity,  among  a  people  who  confidercd  them 
as  ohjeds,  not  of  adoration,  but  of  curiofity :  the  gold  and  filver 
were  reflored  to  circulation  ;  and  the  mngiftrates,  the  hifhops,  and 
the  cunuclis,  improved  the  fortunate  occafion  of  gratifying,  at  once, 
their  zeal,  their  avarice,  and  their  refentment.    But  thcfe  depreda- 
tions were  confined  to  a  final]  part  of  the  Roman  world  ;  and  the 
provinces  had  been  long  fincc  accuRomed  to  endure  the  fame  fa- 
crilcgious  rapine,  from  the  tyranny  of  princes  aiul  proconfuls,  who 
could  not  be  fufpe<SI:ed  of  any  defigfi  to  fubvert  tlie  eilabliihed  reli— 
gion  •

more  zeal,  and  with  Ids  difcrction.  TIic  pretences  of  rapine  and  -.—  _« 
opprcfTioii  were  infcniibly  multiplied  ;  every  indulgence  w^as 
(hewn  to  the  illegal  behaviour  of  the  Chriflians ;  every  dou!)t  was 
explained  to  the  dil'advantage  of  paganifm  ;  and  tlic  doinolition  of 
the  temples  was  celebrated  as  one  of  tlie  aufpicious  events  of 
the  reign  of  Conflans  and  Conftantius The  n.Lir.t  of  Con- 
flantius  is  prefixed  to  a  concilc  law,  which  might  have  fiiper- 
fcded  the  neceflity  of  any  future  prohibition?.  "  It  is  our  plea- 
fure,  that  in  all  places,  and  in  all  cities,  the  temples  be  immc- 
"  diately  Ihut,  and  carefully  guarded,  that  none  may  have  the  power 
*'  of  oRending.  It  is  likcwife  our  pleafure,  that  all  our  fubjccls

bang  executed.  The  evidence  of  fads,'  and  the  monuments 
which  are  ftiU  eactant  of  brafi  and  marble,  continue  to  prove  the 
public  exercife  of  the  pagan  wodhip  during  the  whole  reign  of 
the  ions  of  G>nftanttne.  In  the  Eaft,  as  well  as  in  the  Weft,  in 
ddes,  as  well  as  in  the  country,  a  great  number  of  temples  were 
re^iCled,  or  at  leaft  were  ijpared;  and- the  devout  multitude  ftiU 
enjoyed  the  luxury  of  (acrifices,  of  feftivals,  and  <^  proceflions,  by 
the  permiifion,  or  by  the  connivance,  of  the  civil  government.  About 
four  years  after  the  fuppofed  date  of  his  bloody  edid,.  Gonftantius 
vifited  the  temples  of  Rome  j  and  the  decency  of  his  behaidour  is 
recommended  by  a  pag^  orator  as  an  example  wonhy  of  the  inu<> 
tation  <^  fuGceeding  princes.  '*  That  emperor,**,  fays  Symmachus, 
fuflfered  die  privileges  of  the  veftal  vir;g^s  to  remun  inviolate ; 
he  beftowed  the  facerdotal  dignities  on  the  nobles  of  Rome,  granted 
the  cuftomary  allowance  to  defiray  die  expences  of  the.  public 
"  rites  and  facriiices :  and,  though  he  had  embraced  a  diflferent  re- 
**  ligion,  he  never  attempted  to  deprive  the  empire  of  tibe  iaoed 
worlhip  of  antiquity*^.**  The  fenate  ftill  prefumed  to  confe- 
crate,  by  folemn  decrees,  the  ^vine  memcny  c£  thdr  foverngns; 
and  Conftantine  himfelf  wasaflbciated,  after  his  death,  to  thofe  gods 
whom  he  had  renounced  and  infulted  during  his  Ii&.  The  dtle,  the 
enftgns,  the  prerogatives  of  sovbksign  pontiff,  .which  had  been 
inltituted  by  Numa,  and  aflumed  by  Auguftus,  were  accqpted,  mth-> 
out  heHtation,  by  feven  Chriftian  emperors  {  who  were  invefted  with, 
a  more  abfolute  authority  over  the  religion  which  they  had  deferted, 
than  over  that  which  diey  profefled

and  the  holy  \v.ir  ag.iiru^  the  infidels  was  Icfs  vigoroufly  proft-cutcd  v. 
by  princes  and  bifl\ops,  who  were  more  immediately  alarmed  by 
the  guilt  and  danger  of  domeftic  rel>enion.    The  extirpation  of 
idolatry     might  have  been  juftified  by  the  eftablilhed  principles  of 
intolerance  :  but  the  hollile  feds,  which  altenutely  reigned  in  the

***  In  the  pnic  language  oT  lonia  and 
Athens,  F..\?,  i  and  a.-<t--.  ,  were  ancient  and 
tainiliar  wor  s.  The  former  expreiTed  a 
likenefi»  aa  apparition  (Homer.  OdyC  xi. 
6oi.),  a  reprefentation,  an  imagt,  created 
either  by  fancy  or  art.  The  latter  denoted 
any  fort  of  yrr-v/c/ or  flavery.  The  Jews  of 
Egypt*  who  tranflated  the  Hebrew  icripuues,  . 
reCnincd  the  oft  of  thefe  words  (Exod.  xx.  4, 
J.)  to  the  religious  worfiMp  of  an  imag^.  The 
peculiar  idiom  of  the  HeileniAs,  or  Grecian  -

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C  H  VI  P.  Imperial  court,  were  mutually  apprcheufive  of  alienating,  and  per- 
V  L  haps  exaiperating,  the  minds  of  a  poweriul,  though  declining  fac- 
tion. B'very  motive  of  autliorlty  and  fafl^lon,  of  intercft  and  reafon, 
now  militated  on  the  fide  of  Chriftianlty ;  hut  two  or  three  gene- 
rations clapfcd,  before  their  vldorious  influence  was  univerfally  felt. 
The  religion  which  had  fo  long  and  fo  lately  been  cftabliilicd  in  the 
Roman  empire  was  flill  revered  by  a  numerous  people,  lefs  attached 
indeed  to  fpeculative  opinion,  than  to  ancient  cuftom.  Tlie  honours 
of  the  ftate  and  army  were  indiflerently  bcflowcd  on  all  the  fuhjecli 
of  Conftantinc  and  Conftantius  ;  and  a  confiderahle  portion  of  know- 
ledge and  wealth  and  valour  was  flill  engaged  in  the  fervicc  of 
polytheifm.  The  fuperflition  of  the  fenator  and  of  the  peafant,  of 
the  poet  and  the  philolbpher,  was  derived  from  very  different  caufes, 
but  they  met  with  equal  devotion  in  the  temples  of  the  gods.  Tlicir 
zeal  was  infenfiljly  provoked  by  the  infulting  triumph  of  a  pro- 
fcribed  fc£t ;  and  their  hopes  were  revived  by  the  well-grounded 
confidence,  that  the  prefumptive  heir  of  the  empire,  a  young  and 
valiant  hero,  who  had  delivered  Gaul  from  the  arms  of  the  Barbar- 
rians,  bad  fecretly  embraced  the  religion  of  bis  anceltors.

HILE  the   Romans  lanzulihed  under  the  ijrnomiuious  C  H  A  77 

-  Wll. 
tyranny  of  eunuchs  and  bilhops,  the  praifes  of  Julian  were  ^ 

fcpcatcd  wiA  traafport  in  every  part  of  the  empire,  except  in  the  ^''conftwi-' 

palace  of  Conftantius.    The  Barbarians  of  Germany  had  felt,  and  p'.^'g^ 

flill  dreaded,  the  arms  of  the  young  Cxfar ;  his  foldiers  were  the 

companions  of  his  viftory ;  the  grateful  provincials  enjoyed  the 
bleirmgs  of  his  reign;  but  the  favourites,  who  had  oppoicd  his  ele- 
vation, were  offended  by  his  virtues  ;  and  they  juftly  coiiiidered 
the  friend  of  the  people  as  the  enemy  of  the  court.  As  long  as  the 
fame  of  Julian  was  doubtful,  the  buffoons  of  the  paiacc,  who  were 
(killed  in  the  language  of  latire,  tried  the  efficacy  of  thofe  arts 
which  they  had  l"o  often  pradlifed  with  fucccfs.  They  eafily  dif- 
covcrcd,  that  his  liraplicily  was  not  exempt  from  affedtation  :  the 
ridiculous  epithets  of  an  hairy  favagc,  of  an*  ape  inveftcd  with  the 
purple,  were  applied  to  the  drefs  and  perfon  of  die  philofophic  war- 
rior ;  and  his  niodcft  difpatclxes  were  iligmatized  as  the  vain  and 
elaborate  fidions  of  a  loquacious  Greek,  a  fpeculative  foldier,  who 
Jiad  lludied  the  art  of  war  amidft  the  groves  of  the  academy  The

'be  painted  as  an  objed  of  contempt ;  and  die  monarch  faimfelf  W9» 
meanly  ambitious  of  ftealing  from  his  lieutenant  the  honourable  re- 
ward of  his  labours.  In  the  letters  crowned  with  laurel,  which, 
acconling  to  ancient  cuftom,  were  addrefled  to  the  provinces,  the 
name  of  Julian  was  omitted.  Conftandus  had  made  lus  diQ)oli- 
'*  tions  in  peifon;  he  had  fignalized  his  valour  in  the  foremoft 
ranks ;  bis  military  condud  had  fecured  the  vidory ;  and  the  cap- 
dve  king  of  the  Barbarians  was  prefented  to  him  on  the  fidd  of 
'*  battle,"  from  which  he  was  at  that  time  diftant  above  ibity  days 
journey !.  So  extravagant  a  &ble  was  incapable,  however,  of  de- 
caving  the  public  credulity,  or.  even  of  ikdsfying  the  pride  of  the 
emperor  himfdf.  Secredy  confdous  that  die  appUuie  and  fiivour  of 
the  Romans  accompanied  die  rifing  fiartunes  of  Julian,  his  <Ufi:ofitented 
mind  was  prepared  to  receive  die  fubde  poifim  of  diofe  artful  fyco- 
phants,  who  coloured  tfadr  miidiievous  defigns  vridi  die  falreft  ap- 
pearances of  truth  and  candour Inftead  of  dcpredadng  die  merits 
of  Julian,  they  acknowledged,  and  even  exaggerated,  his  popular  ' 
fiune,  fuperior  ttients,  and  important  fervices.  But  diey  daricly  in- 
iinuated,  that  the  virtues  of  the  Gaelar  might  inftandy  be  converted

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into  the  moft  dangerous  crimes;  if  the  incooitant  multitude  (hould  ^^jjj^'* 
prefer  their  inclinations  to  tlicir  duty;  or  if  the  general  of  a  vidorioua  ^ 
army  fliould  be  tempted  from  his  allegiance  by  the  hopes  of  revengei 
and  independent  'greatnefs.    The  perfonal  fears  of  Conftantius  were  Fears  and 
interpreted  by  his  council  as  a  laudable  anxiety  for  the  public  fafety ;  ConAuiiu,' 
vrhWa  in  private,  and  perhaps  in  his  own  breaft,  he  difguifed,  under 
the  Icfs  odious  appellation  of  fear,  the  fentiments  of  hatred  and  envy, 
-which  he  had  (ecretly  conceiTed  for  the  inimitable  virtues  of  Ju- 
■  lian. 

The  apparent  tranquillity  of  Gaul,  and  the  imminent  danger  of  Theio^k  ns 
<he  eaftcm  provinces,  offered  a  fpecious  pretence  for  tlie  dcfign  ordered  to" 
which  was  artfully  concerted  by  the  Imperial  minifters.  They  re-  [he  lUft,"'* 
folved  to  difarm  the  Cxfar;  to  recall  thofe  faithful  troops  who  J^"*^ 

.guarded  his  perfon  and  dignity ;  and  tO  employ  in  a  didant  war 
againft  ihePerfl  in  monarch,  the  hardy  veterans  who  had  vanquifhed, 
on  the  banks  of  the  Rhine,  the  fierccft  nations  of  Germany.  While 
Julian  ufed  the  laborious  hours  of  his  winter-quarters  at  Fiuris  in  the 
adminiflration  of  power,  which,  in  his  hands,  was  the  exeidife  of 
virtue,  he  was  furprifcd  by  the  hafty  arrival  of  a  tribune  and  a  no- 
tary ;  with  poluive  ordcr^i  from  tlic  emperor,  which  /liey  were  di- 
rcdied  to  execute,  and  I/e  was  commanded  not  to  oppofc.  Conftan- 
tius fignificd  his  pleafure,  that  four  entire  k^gions,  tlie  Cclt.r,  and 
Pctulants,  the  Hcruli,  and  the  Batavians,  fliould  be  feparated  from 
the  ftandard  of  Julian,  under  which  they  had  ac(juircd  their  fame 
ajid  difcipline;  that  in  each  of  ^hc  remaining  bands,  three  hundred 
of  the  braveft  youths  fhould  be  feletftcd  ;  and  that  this  numerous 
detachment,  the  Arength  of  the  GalHc  army,  fhould  inftantly  begin 
their  march,  and  exert  their  utmoft  diHgcnce  to  arrive,  before  the 
opening  of  the  campaign,  on  the  frontiers  of  Fcrfia  *.    The  Caviar

iw  \U  of  the  auxiliaries,  irho  engaged  their  voluntary  fervice,  had  'ftq[n»- 
lated,  that  they  ihould  never  be  oyiged'to  pafs  the  Alps.  The 
public  faith  of  Rome^  and  the  perfonal  honour  of  Julian,  had  been 
pledged  for  the  obfervance  of  .this  condition.  Such  an  adt  of  -trea- 
chery and  oppreffion  would  deftroy  the  confidence,  and  excite  the 
refentment,  of  the  independent  'warriors  of  Germany,  who  conii- 
dered' truth  as  the  nobleft  of  their  virtues,  and  freedom  as  the  moft 
valuable  of  their  pofleflions.  The  legionaries,  who  enjoyed  the 
title  and  privileges  of  Romans,  were  enlifled  for  the  general  defence 
of  the  republic ;  but  thofe  mercenary  troops  heard  vrith  cold  indif- 
'  ference  the  antiquated  names  of  the  republic  and  of  Rome.  At- 

tached, eidier  from  birth  or  long  haUt,  to  the  climate  and  manncn 
•of  Gaul,  they  loved  and  admired  Julian ;  they  de^ed,  and  per- 
haps hated,  the  emperor;  they  dreaded  the  labcoious  march,  the 
Perfian  arrows,  and  die  burning  deferts  \iS  Mm,  They  claimed,  as 
their  own,  the  country  which  they  had  faved ;  and  excuTed  didr 
want  of  ipirit,  by  pleading  the  facred  and  more  immediate  duty  of 
proteding  their  fiimilies  and  firiends»  The  apprehenfions  of  the 
Gauls  were  ^derived  from  the  Imowledge  <^  the  impending  and  in- 
evitable danger.  As  fbon  as  the  produces  were  exhaufted  of  their 
military  ftrength,  die  Germans  would  violate  a  treaty  which  had 
been  impofed  on  their  fears  j  and  notwithfbnding  the  abilities  and 
valour  of  Julian,  the  general  a  nominal  army,  to  whom  the 
public  calamities  would  be  imputed,  muft  find  himfelf,  after  a  vain- 
flefifbnce,  other  a  prifbner  in  die  camp  of  die  Barbarians,  or  a 
aiminal  in  the  palace  d  Conftantius.

fulal  was  an  atl  of  rebellion,  and  a  declaration  of  war.    The  ia-  Ci— v-— 
exorable  jealoufy  of  the  emperor,  the  peremptory,  and  perhaps 
infidious,  nature  of  his  commands,  left  not  any  room  for  a  fair 
apolocrv,  or  candid  interpretation ;  and  the  dependent  flation  of  the 
Cxfar  fcarcely  allowed  lum  to  paufe  or  to  deliberate.  Solitude 
encreafed  the  perplexity  of  Julian  ;  he  could  no  longer  apply  to  the 
faithful  counfcls  of  Sallufl,  who  had  been  removed  from  his  office 
by  the  judicious  malice  of  the  euauchs :  he  could  not  even  enforce 
his  reprefentations  by  the  concurrence  of  the  minifter<?,  who  would 
have  been  afraid,  or  afhamed,  to  approve  the  ruin  of  Gaul.  The 
moment  had  been  chofen,  when  Lupicinus',  the  general  of  the 
cavalry,  was  difpat^hcd  into  Britain,  to  repulfe  the  inroads  of  the 
Scots  and  Pids  ;  and  Fiorentius  was  occupied  at  Vienna  by  the  ai^ 
fcfTment  of  the  tribute.    The  latter,  a  crafty  and  corrupt  ftate/inan, 
declining  to  aifttme  a  refponGblc  part  on  this  dangerous  occafion^ 
eluded  the  prcfling  and  repeated  invitations  of  Julian,  who  rcpre- 
fented  to  him,  that  in  every  important  meafure,  the  prefence  of  the 
pra:fe£l  was  indifpenfable  in  the  council  of  the  prince.    In  the 
mean  while  the  Caifar  was  oppreflTed  by  the  rude  and  importunate 
folicitatioas  of  the  Imperial  melTengers,  who  prefumed  to  fuggeft, 
that  if  he  exjjeiSlcd  the  return  of  his  minifters,  he  would  cliargc 
hlmfclf  with  the  guilt  of  the  delay,  and  referve  for  them  the  merit  • 
of  the  execution.    Unable  to  refift,  unwilling  to  comply,  Julian  cx- 
preHed,  in  the  moft  ferious  terms,  his  wilh,  and  even  his  Intention, 
of  reflgnin-i;  the  purple,  which  he  could  not  preferve  with  honour, 
hut  which  he  could  not  abdicate  with  fafety.

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^  XXII  ^'  ^  pftinful  conflid,  Julian  was  compelled  to  acknowledge 

^  that  obedience  was  the  virtue  of  the  moft  eminent  fubjed,  and  dur 
the  ibverdgn  alone  was  entided  to  judge  <^  the  public  wdfine. 
He  ifliied  the  neceffiurjr  orders  for  carry  ing  into  executbn  the  com- 
mands of  Conftantius ;  a  part  of  the  troops  began  their  march  for 
the  Alps ;  and  the  detachment  from  the  feveral  garrifons  moved 
towards  thdr  re^e^ve  places  of  aflembty.  They  advanced  with 
difficulty  through  the  trembling  and  affiighted  crowds  of  provincials; 
who  attempted  to  excite  their  pity  by  filent  defpair,  or  loud  lament- 
ations  $  while  the  wives  of  the  foldiers,  holding  their  infants  in  their 
arms,  accused  the  defertion  of  their  hulbands  in  the  mixed  language 
of  grief,  of  tendemefi,  and  of  indignation.  This  (bene  of  generaf 
diftreft  afflided  the  humamty  of  the  Caefar ;  he  granted  a  fuffident 
number  of  poft-^aggons  to  tranfport  the  wives  and  families  of  die 
ibldiers  %  endeavoured  to  alleviate  die  hardfhips  which  he  was  ctm^ 
ftrained  to  iofli£t,  and  encreafed,  by  the  moft  laudable  arts,  his  own 
pc^pularity,  and  the  diibontent  of  the  exiled  troops.  The  grief  of  an 
armed  muMtude  is  foon  converted  into  ra^i  their  licentious  mur- 
murs, which  every  hour  were  communicated  from  tent  to  tent  with  • 
more  boldneft  and  <e%d,  prepared  thdr  minds  for  the  moft  daring- 
a^  of  {edition ;  and  by  the  connivance  of  thor  tribunes,  a  feafon- 
able  libel  was  fecretly  difperied,  which  painted,  in  lively  colours, 
die  diigrace  of  the  Gae&r,  the  oppreflion  of  the  Gallic  army,  and 
the  feeble  vices  of  the  tyrant  <^  Afia*  The  fervants  of  Conftantius 
were  aftoniihed  and  alarmed  by  the  progrefs  of  this  dangerous  (pirit. 
They  prefled  the  Caelar  to  haften  the  departure  of  the  troops ;  but 
they  imprudently  rejeded  the  honeft  and  judicious  advice  of  Ju- 
lian ;  who  propofed  that  they  Ihould  not  march  through  Paris,  and 
fuggcfted  the  danger  and  temptation  of  a  laft  interview.

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As  foon  as  the  approach  of  the   troops  was  announced,  the  CHAP. 
Cnefar  went  out  to  meet  them,  and  afcended  his  tribunal,  which        ,  '  _r 
had  been  creeled  in  a  plain  before  the  gates  of  the  city.    After  daimjuliw 
diftinguiftiing  tlie  officers  and  foldicrs,  who  by  their   rank  or  ""f^* 
merit  deferved  a  peculiar  attention,  JuHan  addrclled  himfelf  In  a 
ftudicd  oratii^n  to  the  furroundiiig  multitude  :  he  celebrated  then: 
exploits  with  pr.Treful  applaufc ;  encouraged  them  to  accept,  with 
alacrity,  the  honour  of  fcrving  under  the  eyes  of  a  powerful  and 
liberal  monarch;  and  admoniftied  them,  that  the  commands  of  Au— ' 
guftus  required  an  inftant  and  cheerful  obedience.    The  foldiers^ 
who  were  apprehenlive  of  offentling  their  general  by  an  indecent 
clamour,  or  of  belying  their  fentiments  by  falfe  and  venal  acclama- 
tions, maintained  an  obiUnate  fiJence  ;  and,  after  a  Ihortpaufe,  were 
d^fmifled  to  their  quarters.    The  principal  officers  were  entertained 
by  the  Cxfar,  who  profefled,  in  the  warmeft  language  of  friendHiip^ 
his  defire  and  his  inability  to  reward,  according  to  their  deferts,  the 
brave  companions  of  his  vit^toriefs.    They  retired  from  the  feaft,  full 
of  grief  and  perplexity  ;  and  lamented  the  hardthip  of  their  fate, 
vrhich  tore  them  from  their  beloved  general  and  their  native  country. 
The  only  expedient  which  could  prevent  their  feparation  was  boldly 
agitated  and  approved ;    the   popular   refentmcnt   was  infenfibly 
moulded  into  a  regular  confplracy  ;  their  juft  reafons  of  complaint 
were  heightened  by  pallion,  and  their  pafTions  were  inflamed  by. 
wine  ;  as  on  the  eve  of  their  departure,  tiie  troops  were  indulged  ia 
licentious  feftivity.    At  the  hour  of  midnight,  the  impetuous  multi- 
tude, with  fwords,  and  bowls,  and  torches,  in  their  hands,  rulhed  into 
the  fuburbs  i  encompafled  the  palace ' and,  careiels.  of  future  dan—

TI^  prince,  whpie  aiuuoiu  (iiQ)cace  wu  interrapced  hy,- 
didr  difonterty  acclaina6ofU|  fecured  the  doore-againft  their  intni- 
fion ;  and,  as  long  as  k  was  in  his  power,  lediided  his  perfon  and 
dignity  from  the  accidents  oC  a  no^himal  tumult.   At  the  dawn  a£ 
day,  the  ibidieis,  whoTe  zeal  was  irritated  by  oppofition,  forcibly 
entered  the  palace,  fmed,  with  refpedfol  violence,  the  objea  o£ 
their  choice,  guarded  Julian  with  4]rawn  fwords  through  the  ftxeet« 
of  Paris,  placed  him  on  the  tribunal,  and  with  repeated  (houts  la- 
luted  him  as  their  emperor.   Prudence,  as  well  as  loyalty,  inculcated 
the  propriety  of  refifting  their  treafonable  defigns;  and  of  preparing 
for  his  oppreflTcd  virtue,  the  ezcufe  of  violence.   Addrefling  himfclf 
by  turns  to  the  multitude  and  to  individuals,  he  foxnetimes  implored 
their  mercy,  and  fometimes  e3q>refled  his  indignation  j  conjured 
them  not  to  fully  the  fiune  of  their  immortal  vidories  j  and  ven- 
tured to  promilc,  that  if  they  vrould  immediately  return  to  their 
allegiance,  he  would  undertake  to  obtain  from  the  emperor,  not 
only  ;i  f:  cc  and  gradous  pardon,  but  even  the  revocation  of  the 
orders,  which  had  exdtcd  thchr  refentment.    But  the  foldiers,  who 
Averc  cnnleious  of  their  ^,uilt,  chofe  rather  to  depend  on  the  g^tucKe 
of  Juli.ui,  than  on  the  clemency  of  Ae  emperor.    Their  zeal  was 
anfcnfibly  turned  into  impatience,  and  their  impatience  into -rage. 
Tlie  uiflcxible  Caefar  fuftained  till  the  third  hour  of  the  day,  their 
prayers,  their  reproaehcs,  and  their  menaces;  ncMT  did  he  yield,  till 
he  had  been  repeatedly  alTurcd,  that  if  he  wilhcd.  to  Eve,  he  ttuxA

collar,  "^hich  wiis^ofiered  by  chance,  'fnpplled  (he  wi'nt  of  a  diadem*; 
tlie  ceremony  vas  conchided  hj  the  pr6miife  of  a  moderate  dona- 
tive*; and  the  new  emperor,  overwhehned  with  real  or  aStCted 
grief,  reiired  iiito  tHe  'moft  iecret  recefles  of  his  apartment'*** 

The  grief  of  Julian  could  proceed  onl)r  'finm  his  innocence;  But  HIspmtella. 
his  innocence  muft  app  -ar  extremely  doubtful  **  in 'the  eyes  of  thofe  kmc/^'^'^ 
who  have  learned  to  fufpeA  the  motiTes  and  the  'profeflions  of  prnices. 
His  livdy  and  adive  mind  was  fufcepfible  of  the  various  tmprdlions 

hope  and  fear,  of  gratitude  and  revenge,  of  duty  and  of  ambirion, 
of  the  love  of  fame  and  o£  the  fear  of  reproach.  But  it  is  imp'olfible 
for  us  to  calculate  the  refpedlive  weight  and  operation  of  thefe  Tenti- 
ments ;  or  to  afcertiiin  the  principles  of  adion,  which  might  efcape 
the  oblervadon,  while  Uiey  guided,  or  rather  'im^jeOed,  the  fteps 
of  Julian  himii^f.  The  dilcontent  of  the  troojps  was  produced  Vy 
the  malice  of  his  enen^;  their  tumult  was  the  natural  tSeiSt 
of  intereft  and  of  palfion;  and  if  Julian  had  tried  to  conceal 
a  deep  defigh  under  the  api^earaiices  of  chance,  he  ihuft  have  em- 
ployed the  moft  confummate  ardfice  vnthout  neceifity,  and  probably 
without  luccefs.   Efe  felemnly  tlechires,  in  the  prelence  of  Jupiter,.

J  lili  tlie  clofc  of  the  evening  which  preceded  his  elevation,  he  vrai 
utterly  ignorant  of  the  defigns  of  the  foldiers  and  it  may  feem 
ungenerous  to  diftruft  the  honour  of  a  hero,  and  the  truth  of  a  phi- 
lofopher.  Yet  the  fuperllitious  confidence  that  Conftantius  was  the 
«nemy,  and  that  lie  htmfelf  was  the  favourite,  of  the  gods,  might 
prompt  him  to  defire,  to  folicit,  and  even  to  haften  the  aufpiciou$ 
inoment  of  his  reign,  \\  liich  was  predeftined  to  reftore  the  ancient 
religion  of  mankind.  When  Julian  had  received  the  intelligence  of 
the  confpira  y,  he  refigncd  hinifclf  to  a  fliort  fluml>er;  And  after- 
wards related  to  his  friends,  tliat  he  had  feen  the  Genius  of  the  empire 
wsuting  with  fome  impatience  at  his  doer,  j^refllng  for  admittance, 
and  reproaching  his  want  of  ^^t  and  ambition  AAoniihed  and 
perplexed,  he  addreffed  his  prayers  to  the  great  Jupiter  ;  who  imme- 
diately iignified,  by  a  clear  and  manifcft  omen,  that  he  fliould  fub- 
mit  to  the  will  of  heavM  and  of  the  army.  .  The  condud  which 
difclaims  the  ordinary  maxims  of  reafon,  excites  our  fufpicion  and 
dudes  our  enquiry.  Whenerer  the  ^irit  of  fanaticifm,  at  once  fo 
credulous  and  fo  crafty,  lias  inflnuatcd  itfelf  into  a  nohle  mind,  it 
Infenfibly  corrodes  the  vital  principles  of  virtue  and  veracity. 
Uh  rmbafly  To  moderate  the  zeal  of  his  party,  to  jHToted  the  perfons  of  his

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Hit  firft  days  <rf'tfae  reign  of  the  new  Emperor.   Although  he  was  ^  l^^^ 
firmly  refolved  to  maintaiin  the  ftation  wfaidi  he  had  aflumed,  he  was  s» 
ftill  defiroiu  of  faving  lus  country  from  the  calamities  of  dvil  war^ 
of  declining  a  conteft  with  the  fuperior  forces  of  Conftantius,  and  of  ' 
preferving  his  own  chara&er  finm  the  reproach  of  peifidy  and  ingra* 
titude.   Adorned  with  the  enfigns  of  miKtary  and  Imperial  pomp, 
Julian  fliewed  him&lf  In  the  &dd  of  Mars  to. the  fddiers,  who 
glowed  with  ardent  enthufiafin  in  the  caufe  of  their  pupH,  tfa^ 
leader,  and  their  friend.   He  rec^ntulated  ihdr  vidoiies,  lamented 
didr  fufl^ngSy  applauded  their  refdution,  animated  thdr  hopes^ 
and  checked  their  impetuoHty;  nor  did  he  difinifi  the  aflembly,  till 
he  had  obtained  a  folemn  prcwuie  from  fht  troops,  that  if  the  em- 
peror of  the  Eaft  would  fubicribe  an  equitable  treaty,  diey  would 
renounce  any  views  <^  conqueft,  and  latiafy  diemi^Tes  with  the 
tranquil  pofleffion  of  die  Gallic  pnmnces.   On  this  foundation  he 
competed,  in  lus  own  name^  and  in  diat  <^  die  army,  a  ^[»ecious  and 
moderate  epifUe     which  was  deliTered  to  Pentadius,  his  matter  of 
dieoflkca,  andtohischambeilBinEtttheriusj  two  ambafladon  whom 
he  appointed  to  lecoTe  die  anfrrer,  and  ohTerve  the  diipofitions  of 
Conftandtts.   This  epifile  is  idcribed  with  the  modeft  appdladott 
of  Cadar;  but  Julian  fdicits  in  a  peremptory,  though  refpe£t£nl 
manner,  die  confirmation  of  the  title  of  Auguftus.    He  acknow- 
ledges  the  irregularity  of  his  own  eleCBon,  wlule  he  juftifies,  in 
ibme  meafure,  the  refentment  and  .violence  dE  die  troops  whidi  had 
cstofted  his  .rehi&ant  confent    He  allows  the  fiipremacy  of  lus 
brother  Gonftandus ;  and  engages  to  fend  him  an  annual  prefent  of 
Spanilh  hcnrfo,  to  recruit  .his  army  with  a  fele£t  number  of  Barba- 
rian youths,  and  to  accept  from  his  choice  a  Fkaetorian  praefed  of

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C  H  A  P.  approved  difcredon  and  fidelity.  But  he  referves  for  himfelf  the 
^  — nomination  of  lus  other  civil  and  military  officers,  with  the  troops, 
the  revenue,  and  the  ibvereignty  of  the  provinces  beyond  the  Alps. 
He  admonifhes  the  emperor  to  coniult  the  £d»tea  of  juftice ;  to 
diftruft  the  arts  of  ila&  reaui  flfttteren,  who  fiihfift  only  by  the  ^ 
cord  of  pitnces ;  and  to  embrace  the  offer  of  a  hit  and  honourable 
treaty^  equally  advantageous  to  the  rqpubUc,  and  to  the  hou(e  of 
Gonftantine.  In  this  ncgociatum  JuHan  chimed  no  more  than  he 
already  poflfefled*  The  delated  withority  which  he  had  kmg  exep- 
ciied  over  the  provinces  of  Ganl,  Spain,  and  Britaun,  was  ftill 
obeyed  under  a  name  more  independent  and  auguft.  Hie  ibldiera 
and  the  peopfe  rejoiced  in  a  revdudon  which  was  not  ftained  even 
widi  die  blood  of  die  guilty.  Horentiiis  was  a  fiigidve ;  Lupidnuii 
a  {Mrifoner.  The  perlbns  who  were  difa&ded  to  the  new  govern^ 
ment  were  dHitfmed  and  fecured';  and  the  vacant  offices  were  di(^ 
tributed,  according  to  the  recommendadon  of  merit,  by  a  prince^ 
who  defpifed  the  intrigues  of  die  palace^  and  die  damours  of  die 
fbldiers'*.

this  enterprize,  coniifted  in  a  laborious  march ;  and  Jidian  Jiad  ooQi- 
qtiered,  as  ibon  as  he  could  penetrate  into  a  country,  wluch  fenner 
princes  had  confidered  as  inacceffibJe.  After  he  had  g^ven  pesce  to 
the  Barbarians,  the  emperor  carefully  vifited  the  fordficadmis  along 
die  Rhine  fiom  Cleves  to  Bafil;  fiureyed,  with  peci^ar  attendoli, 
the  territories  which  he  had'  recoircred  from  the  hands  of  rite  Ale- 
manni,  pailed  dirough  Bcfan9on  which  had  feverely  fuffered  from 
their  lury,  and  fixed  his  hcatl-quartcrs  at  Vienna  for  the  enfuing  ^ 
■winter.  The  harrier  of  Gaul  was  Improved  and  ftrengthencd  with  ad- 
ditional fortifications;  and  Julian  Luteitaiued  fome  hopes,  that  the  Ger- 
mans, whom  he  had  fo  often  vanquilLcd,  might,  in  his  abfcnce,  be  re-  . 
ftrained,  by  the  terror  of  his  name.  Vadomair  '*  was  the  only  prince 
of  the  Alemanni,  whom  he  efteemed  or  feared  ;  and  while  the  fubtle 
Barbarian  affeded  to  ohferve  the  faith  of  treaties,  the  progrefs  of  his 
arms  threatened  the  (late  with  an  unfeafonabie  and  dangerous  war. 
The  policy  of  Julian  condefccnded  to  furprife  the  prince  of  the  Ale- 
manni by  his  own  arts ;  and  Vadomair,  who,  in  the  chara£lcr  of  a 
friend,  had  incautiouily  accepted  an  invitation  from  the  Roman  go-

Before  the  Barbarians  were  re* 
conrered.finam  thev  amazement,  the  emperar  appeared  in  arms  on  tlie 
banks  of  die  Rlune,  and,  once  more  crofling  this  riyer,  renewed  the 
deep  impreffions  of  terror  and  reaped  wluch  had  been  already  made 
by  four  preceding  expedidons 

The  ambafladoBS  of  Julian  had  been  inftruded  to  execute,,  with 
the  utmoft  diligence,  dieir  important  comnuflion. .  But,  in  thdr  pai^ 
fage  diroug^  Italy  and  Illyxicum,  they  were  detained  by  die  tedious 
apd  afield  delays  of  the  provincial  governors } '  they  were  conduced 
by  ilow  joumies  from  Gonftandnople  to  Caeiarea  in  Cappadoda ; 
and  when  at  lengdi  they  were  admitted  to  die  preienoe  of  Conftan- 
tius,  they  found  that  he  had  already  conceived,  fiom'  die  (fiQMtchcs 
of  hb  own  officers,  the  ma&  un&vourable  ofunion  of  the  conduA  of 
Julian,  and  of  the  Gallic  army.  The  letters  we^  heard  with  im- 
patience i  die  trembling  meflengexs  were  difmiiled  with  indignation 
and  contempt ;  and  the  looks,  the  geftures,  the  furious  language  of 
the  monarch,  otprdled  die  diforder  of  his  foul.  The  domeftic  con- 
ne6li<m,  which  might  have  reconriled  die  bcodier  and  the  huftand 
of  Helena,  was  recently  diflblved  by  die  death  of  diat  princefs,  vdiofe 
pregnancy  had  been  feveral  dmes  fruitlels,  and  was  at  laft  fatal  to 
herfelf  **•  The  emprds  Euiefaia  had  preferved  to  the  laft  moment  of 
her  Hfo  the  warm,  and  even  jealous,  afiedion  which  (he  had  con- 
ceived for  JuKan ;  and  her  mild  influence  might  have  moderated  the

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reTentment  of  a  prince,  who,  fince  her  death,  was  abandoned  to  his  ^  ^* 
own  palfions,  and  to  the  arts  of  his  eunuchs.  But  die  terror  of  a  / 
foreign  invafion  obtiged  him  to  fu^pend  die  puniflunent  of  a  private 
enemy;  he  continued  his  inarch  towards  the  confines  of  Ferfia,  and 
thought  it  fiifficient  to  iignify  the  conditions  which  might  entitle 
Julian  and  his  guilty  f(dIowers  to  the  demency  of  their  offended  fo- 
verdgn.  He  required,  that  the  prefumptuous  Cxfar  fliould  exprefsly 
lenounce  the  appellation  and  rank  of  Auguftus,  which  he  had  ac- 
cepted from  the  rebels ;  that  he  ihould  defcend  to  his  former  ilation 
of  a  limited  and  dependent  minifter ;  that  he  (hould  veft  the  powers 
of  the  ftate  and  army  in  the  hands  of  tlu^e  officers  who  were  a^^inted 
by  the  Imperial  court ;  and  that  he  ihould  truft'  lus  iafety  to  die  aiV 
iiirances  of  pardon,  which  were  announced  by  Epidetus,  a  Gallic  < 
luihoi^  and  one  of  die  Arian  &Tourite8  of  Conftantius.  Several 
months  were  ineflSidually  conitimed  in  a  treaty  which  was  nego* 
dated  at  the  diftance  duee  thottfimd  miles  between  Fans  and 
Antioch ;  and,  as  tooa  as  Julian  percdved  diat  his  moderate  and 
fpe&ful  behaviour  lerved  only  to  irritate  the  pride  of  an  imjdacable 
adverfary,  he  boldly  rdblved  to  commit  his  life  and  fortune  to  the 
chance  <^  a  dvil  war.  He  g^ve  a  public  and  military  audience  to 
the  quasftor  Leonas :  the  haughty  ejuftle  of  G>nftantius  was  read  to 
the  attentive  multitude;  and  Julian  protefted,  wtdi  the  moft  flatter- 
ing deference,  that  he  was  ready  to  refign  the  tide  of  Auguftus,. if 
he  could  obtain  die  conient  of  diofe  whom  he  acknowledged  as  the 
authors  of  his  elevation.  The  fidnt  propofal  was  impetuoufly  filenced ; 
and  the  acclamations  of  **  Julian  Auguftus,  continue  to  reign,  by  the 
**  authority  of  the  army,  of  the  people,  of  the  repubUc,  which  you 
'*  have  iaved,**  diundered  at  once  from  every  part  of  the  field,  and 
terrified  the  pale  ambaflador  €)£  Conftantius.  A  part  of  the  letter 
was  afterwards  read,  in  which  the  emperor  arraigned  the  ingratitude 
of  Julian,  whom  he  had  invefted  with  die  honours  of  the  purple ;

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Thio  pofidoo  of  two  magaxiiMB,  one  of  them  colleAed  on  the  banks  ^ 
of  the  lake  of  G>nftance,  the  other  formed  at  the  foot  of  the  Gottian  <-  j 
Alpti  feemed  to  indicate  the  march  of  two  armies ;  and  die  fize  of 
diofe  mag^nes,  each  of  which  confifted  of  fix  hundred  thoufand 
quaitezs  of  wheat,  or  rather  flour**,  was  a  threatening  evidence  of 
die  ftrength  and  numbers  of  the  enemy,  who  prepared  to  furroimd 
him.  But  die  Imperial  legions  were  (till  in  their  diftant  quarters  of 
Afia ;  die  Danube  was  feeUy  guarded  $  and  if  Jtdian  ooidd  occupy,, 
by  a  fodden  incurfion,  die  impoitant  provinces  of  Dlyricum,  he- 
might  exped  diat  a  people  of  ibk&n  would  refert  to  his  ftandard,. 
and  diat  the  rich  mines  of  gold  and  filrer  would  contribute  to  the 
expences  of  the  civil  war.  He  propoied  this  bold  enterprise  to  die

4  more  difficult  and  extraordinary  part.  He  fdeCted  three  diouiand 
brave  aild  adiive  volunteerB,  refolved,  like  thdr  leader,  to  cafi  bdund 
them  every  hope  of  a  retreats  at  die  head  of  diis  &ithful  band,  he 
feailefsly  plunged  into  the  recefles  of  the  Mardan,  or  black  fbreft, 
which  conceals  die  fources  of  the  Danube**;  and,  for  many  days, 
the  fate  of  Julian  was  unknown  to  die  world.  The  fecrecy  of  his. 
march,  his  diligence,  and  vigour,  iiiimounted  every  obftacle;  he 
forced  lus  way  over  mountains  and  morafles,  occui)ied  the  bridges  or 
iWam  the  rivers,  purfiied  hb  dired  courje  without  lefleOing  whe-

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C  H^P.  at  anchor;  fecured  a  fupply  of  coarfe  provifions  fufficieot  to  ijK 
c  ,  ■ tisfy  the  indelicate,  but  voracious,  appetite  of  a  Gallic  army ;  and 
boldly  comnritted  himfelf  to  the  flream  of  the  Danube.  The  labour 
of  his  mariners,  who  plied  their  oars  with  inceilant  diKgence,  and 
the  fteady  continuance  of  a  favourable  wind,  carried  his  fleet  above 
feven  hundred  miles  in  eleven  days  " ;  and  he  had  already  difem- 
barked  his  troops  at  Bononia,  only  nineteen  miles  from  Sirmium^ 
•  before  his  enemies  could  receive  any  certain  intelligence  that  he  had 
left  the  banks  of  the  Rhine.  In  the  courfe  of  this  long  and  rapid 
navigation,  the  mind  of  Julian  was  fixed  on  the  objedl  of  his  en- 
tcrprifc  ;  and  though  he  accepted  the  deputations  of  feme  cities, 
which  haftened  to  claim  the  merit  cf  an  early  fubmiflion,  he  paflcd 
before  the  hoflile  Nations,  wliich  were  jilactd  along  the  river,  with- 
out indulging  the  temptation  of  fignalizing  an  ulclefs  and  ill-timed 
valour.  The  banks  of  the  Danube  were  crowded  on  cither  fide  with 
fpedtators,  who  gazed  on  the  military  pomp,  anticipated  the  im- 
portance of  the  event,  and  dlfTufcd  through  the  adjacent  countr)'  the 
fame  of  a  young  hero,  wlio  advanced  witli  more  than  mortal  fpecd 
at  the  head  of  the  innumerable  fcnxes  of  the  Weft.  Lucilian,  who, 
with  the  rank  of  general  of  the  cavalry,  commanded  the  military 
powers  of  Illyricum,  was  alarmed  and  perplexed  by  the  doubtful  re- 
ports, which  he  could  neither  rcjed  nor  believe.  He  had  taken  fouic 
flow  and  irrcfolute  meafures  for  the  puqiofe  of  collecting  his  troops ; 
when  he  was  furprifed  bv  Dagalaiplius,  an  a<nive  ofiicer,  whom  Ju- 
'lian,  as  foon  as  he  landed  at  Bononia,  had  pulhed  forwards  with 
feme  light  infantry.  The  captive  general,  uncertain  of  his  life  or 
death,  was  haftily  thrown  upon  a  horfc,  and  conduced  to  the  pre- 
fence  of  Julian ;  who  kindly  raifcd  him  from  the  ground,  and  dif-

ties. But  Lucilian  had  no  fooner  recovercil  his  fpirits,  than  he 
betrayed  his  want  of  difcretion,  by  prcfuming  to  admonilh  his  con- 
queror, that  he  had  ralhlv  ventured,  with  a  handful  of  men,  to  ex- 
pofe  his  pcrfon  in  the  niidft  of  his  enemies.  "  Refer\''e  for  your 
"  mafter  Conftantius  thefe  timid  remonflranccs,"  replied  Juli.ui,  with 
a  fmKe  of  contempt  j  *'  when  I  gave  you  my  purple  to  kifs,  I  rc- 
**  ccived  you  not  as  a  counfcllor,  but  as  a  fuppfiant."  Confcious  that 
fuccefs  alone  could  juftify  his  attempt,  and  that  boldnefb  only  could 
command  fuccefs,  he  inftantly  advanced,  at  the  head  of  three  thou- 
fand  foldicrs,  to  attack  the  ftrongeft  and  moft  populous  city  of  the 
lilyrian  provinces.  As  he  entered  the  long  fuburb  of  Sirmium,  he 
was  received  by  the  joyful  acclamations  of  the  army  and  people ; 
who,  crowned  with  flowers,  and  holding  lighted  tapers  in  their 
hands,  conduced  their  acknowledged  fovereign  to  his  Imperial  refl- 
dence.  Two  days  were  deroted  to  the  public  joy,  which  was  cele- 
brated by  the  games  of  the  Circus ;  but,  early  on  the  morning  of 
the  third  day,  Julian  marched  to  occupy  the  narrow  pafs  of  Succi,  in 
the  defiles  of  Mount  Haiuus ;  which,  almoft  in  the  mid-way  be- 
tween Sirmium  and  Couftantino])le,  Icparates  the  provinces  of  Thrace 
and  Dacia,  by  an  abrupt  delcent  towards  the  former,  and  a  gentle 
declivity  on  the  fide  of  the  latter".  The  defence  of  this  important 
poll  was  entrufted  to  the  brave  Nevitta  ;  who,  as  well  as  the  generals 
of  the  Italian  divifion,  fucccfsfully  executed  the  plan  of  tlie  march 
and  jundtioQ  which  their  mafter  bad  fo  ably  conceived  '\

The  prafccliires  of  Italy  and  Ulyricum  were  admi- 
nillcrcd  by  Taurus  aud  1  lorentius,  who  united  that  important  office 
with  the  vain  honours  of  the  confulfhip ;  and  as  thofe  magiftrate* 
had  retired  with  precipitation  to  the  court  of  Afia,  Julian,  who  could' 
not  always  rellrain  the  levity  of  his  temper,  ftigmatized  th«r  flight* 
I      by  adding,  in  all  the  Ads  of  the  Year,  the  epithet  of fugitive  to  the 
names  of  the  two  confuls.    The  provtacoB  wiiich  had' been  deferted* 
by  their  Hrft  magiflrates  acknowledged  die  autiiority  of  an  emperor, 
who,  conciliating  the  qualities  of  a  foldier  whli  diofe  of  a.  pbilofi^- 
.  phcr,  was  equally  admired  in  the  camps  of  the  Danube,  and  in  die 
cities  of  Greece.    From  his  palace,  or,  more  properly,  from  his- 
bead-quarters  of  Srmium  and  NailTus,  he  diftrftuted  to  the  principal' 
cjties  of  the  empure,  a  laboured  apology  &r  his  own  condad ;  pub-- 
liflied  the  (eciet  cUi^atches  of  Conflandus ;  and  iblidited  die  judgment: 
of  mankind  between  two  cofnpetitors,  the  one.  of  whom  had  ex- 
pelled, and  the  other,  had  invited,  the  Barbarians'*.    Julian,  whole 
mind  was  deeply  wounded  by  the  reproach  of  ingratitude,  afpired  to 
mawtain,  by  argument  as  well  as  by  arms,,  the  foperior  merits  of 
his  caufe;  and  to  <;zcel,  not  only  in  die  arts  of  war,'  but  in  thofe  of 
compofidcHi.

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to  have  been  dilated  by  an  elegant  enthufiafm  ;  which  prompted  C  P. 
iMin  to  fubmtt  his  adlions  and  his  motives  to  the  degenerate  Athenians 
of  his  own  times,  with  the  fame  humble  deference,  as  if  he  had  been 
pleading,  in  the  days  of  Ariftides,  before  the  tribunal  of  tlie  Areo- 
pagus. His  application  to  the  fenate  of  Rome,  which  was  Aill  per- 
mitted to  beftow  the  titles  of  Imperial  power,  was  agreeable  to  the 
forms  of  the  expiring  republic.  An  aflembly  was  fummoncd  by 
Tertullus,  praefedt  of  the  city;  the  epiftle  of  Julian  was  read;  and 
as  he  appeared  to  be  mailer  of  Italy,  his  claims  were  admitted  with- 
out a  diflenting  voice.  His  oblique  cenfiire  of  the  innovations  of 
Gonftantine,  and  his  paffionate  invedive  ^inft  the  vices  of  Conf* 
ftantius,  were  heard  with  ielk  fiitia&dioB ;  and  the  fenate,  as  if  Ju- 
lian had  been  prefent,  unanimoufly  ezdaimed,  **  Kcii  cQ,  we  be— 
**  leech  you,  the  author  of  your  own  fortune  ".**  An  artful, 
expieffion,  which,  according  to  the  chance  of  war,  might  be  differ- 
ently explained ;  as  a  manly  reproof  of  the  ingratitude  of  the  ufurper, 
or  as  a  flattoing  confefficm,  that  a  lingle  aA  of  fucfa  benefit  to  the. 
ftate  ought  to  atone  for  all  die  fiulingt  of  Conftantius.- 

The  intdfigence  of  the  march  and  rapid  progrefs  of  Julian  was  Hoiuicpre- 
fpcedily  traniinitted  to  his  rival,,  who,  by  the  retreat  of  Sapor,  had  P""^* 
obtained  £bme  refpite  fimn  the  Perfian  war.  Dirguifuig  the  angui(h. 
of  his  foul  under  the  lemblance  of  contempt,  Conftantius  profefled 
hb  intention  of  retumiii^^  into  Europe,  and  of  giving  chace  to  Ju- 
lian;  for.  he  never  fpoke  of  this  military  expedition  in  any  other 
light  than  that  of  a  hunting  party  In  the  camp  of  Hierapoiis,  in 
Syria,  he  communicated  th^s  delign  talusi army;  11  igluiy  mentioned 
the  guilt  and  rafhnefs  of  the  Gefar;  and  ventured  to  ailure  them, 
that  if  the  muiiueers  of  Gaul  prefumed  to  meet  them  in  the  field,

was  received  with  military  applaufc,  and  TheodcMiu,  the  prelidenc 
of  the  council  of  Hierapolis,  requefled,  with  tears  of  adi^tion,  that 
bis  city  might  be  adorned  with  the  head  of  the  vanquilhed  rebel  ^. 
A  chofen  detadiment  was  diipached  away  in  pofl-waggons,  to  ie- 
cure,  if  it  were  yet  poflible,  the  pafs  of  Sttcci;  the  lecruits,  Ae 
horlL.<,  the  arms,  and  the  maj^azines  which  had  been  prepared  againft 
Sapor,  were  appropriated  to  the  fervice  of  the  civil  war  ;  and  the 
clomeflic  victories  of  Conftantius  infpired  his  partiians  witli  the  moft: 
fanguine  aliurances  of  fucccls.  The  notar)-^  Gaiidentius  had  occU" 
pied  in  his  name  the  provinces  of  Africa;  the  fubfiftence  of  Rome  was 
intercepted  ;  and  the  diilrefs  of  Julian  was  incrcafed,  by  an  unexpeded 
event,  which  might  have  been  productive  of  fatal  confequences.  Julian 
had  received  the  fubmiflion  of  two  legions  and  a  cohort  of  archers,  who 
were  ftationed  at  Sirmium;  but  he  fufpedied,  with  reafon,  the  fide- 
Kty  of  thofe  troops,  which  had  been  diftinguiflied  by  the  emperor ;. 
and  it  was  thought  expedient,  under  the  pretence  of  the  expofcd 
/late  of  the  GalKc  fiocmtier,  to  difmifs  them  firom  the  moft  important 
fcene  of  ziQaoti,  They  advanced,  with  rduftance,  a»  fiur  as  the 
confines  of  Italy;  but  as  they  dreaded  the  length  of  the  way,  and 
the  ixvvgi  fierceneis  of  the  Germans,  they  reiblved,  by  the  inftiga- 
tion  of  one  of  thdr  tiibunes^  to  Wt  at  Aqnilda,  and  to  isred  the 
banners  of  Conftantius  on  the  walls  of  diat  impregnaUe  city.  The 
vigilance  of  Julian  perceived  at  once  the  extent  of  the  miichief,  and 
the  neoelfity  of  applying  an  immediate  remedy.  By  his  order,  Jo<^ 
vinus  led  bade  a  part  jof  the  aimy  into  Italy  $  and  the  fiege  of  Aqui« 
Ida  was  foarmc4  with  diligence^  and  prolecuted  with  ^gour.  But

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the  l^onaries,  who  ieemed  to  hare  rgeded  die  yoke  d  diiapline,  ^ 
oonduded  the  defence  of  the  place  with  Ikill  and  perfevenmce;  u-^^ 
imdted  the  reft  of  Italy  to  mutate  the  example  of  their  courage^and 
loyalty;  and  threatened  the  retreat  of  Julian,  if  he  ihould  be  forced 
to  yield  to  the  fiiperior  numbers  of  the  armies  <^  the  Eaft  ^* 

But  the  humanity  of  Julian  was  preferved  from  the  cmd  altoma-  and  death  ef 
ttve,  which  he  pathetically  laments,  <^  deftroying,  or  of  being  him-  a?]x"«Si' 
felf  deftroyed :  and  the  feaTonable  death  of  Conftantins  delivered  the  3* 
Roman  empire  from  die  calamities  of  GivU  war.   The  approach  of ' 
winter  could  not  detain  die  monarch  at  Andoch ;  and  his  fitvouritea 
durft  not  oppofe  his  impatient  defire  of  revenge.   A  flight  fever, 
which  was  perhaps  occafioned  by  the 'agitadon  of  his  ^iiits,  was 
cncreafed  hy  the  fetigues  of  the  journey;  and  Conftandus.  waa 
obliged  to  halt  at  the  litde  town  of  MopAicirne,  twdve  miles  be- 
yond Tarfus,  where  he  exfSxtdj  after  a  Ihort  illnefi,  in  the  forty- 
fifth  year  of  his  age,  and  the  twenty-fourth  of  his  rdgn^.  .  His 
gaiuine  dbarader,  which  was  compofed  of  pride  and  weaknefs,  of 
luperftition  and  cruelty,  has  beei^  fully  di^layed  in  the  prece&ig 
narradve  of  dvil  and  ecdefiafiical  events.   The  long  abu&  of  power 
rendered  him  a  confiderable  objeft  in  the  eyes  of  lus  contemporaries  ; 
but  as  perfonal  merit  can  alone  deferve  the  notice  of  poftoity,  the 
laft  of  the  fons  of  Conftantine  may  be  difmifled  from  the  world  with

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CHAP,  the  remark,  that  he  inherited  the  defers,  without  the  abilities,  of 
«_  ^-  '_r  his  father.  Before  ConfUatius  expired,  he  is  faid  to  liave  named 
Julianfor  his  AicccfTor;  nor  does  it  fcem  improbable,  that  his  anxious 
concera  for  the  fate  of  a  young  and  tender  wife,  whom  he  left  with 
child,  may  have  prevailed,  in  his  laft  momentP,  over  the  harfher- 
palTtons  of  hatred  and  revenge.  Eufebius,  and  his  guilty  aflbciates, 
made  a  faint  attempt  to  prolong  the  reign  of  .the  eunuchf:,  by  the 
elcdion  of  another  emperor :  but  their  intrigues  were  rcjcdcd  with 
difdain  by  an  army  which  now  abhorred  the  thouglit  ot  civil  dif- 
cord  ;  and  two  officers  of  rank  were  inftantly  dilpatciicd,  to  afTurc 
Jfiiian,  tliat  cveiy  fword  in  the  empire  would  be  drawn  for  his  fer- 
.  \  \  ice.  The  military  defigns  of  that  prince,  who  had  formed  three 
difierent  attacks  againll  Thrace,  were  prevented  by  this  fortunate 
event.  Without  flicdding  the  blood  of  his  fellow-citizens,  he  eicaped' 
the  dangers  of  a  doubtful  confli<^,  and  acquired  the  advantages  of  a 
complete  vidory.  Impatient  to  vifit  the  place  of  his  birth,  and  the 
new  capital  of  the  empire,  he  advanced  from  NailTus  through  the 
mountains  of  H;rmus,  and  the  cities  of  Thrace.  When  he  reached 
Heraclca,  at  the  diflance  of  fixty  miles,  all  Conflantinople  was 
h>]\^n  enters  poured  forth  to  receive  him;  and  he  made  his  triumphal  entry, 
coniUnuDo-  ^  dutiful  acclamations  of  the  foldieiB,  the  people,  and  die

traverfcd,  in  a  fuccefsful  career,  the  whole  continent  of  Europe,  from

hummity  of  their  fovcrcign.  On  foot,  witliout  his  diadem,  and 
clothed  in  a  mournin;^  habit,  he  accompanied  the  funeral  as  far  as 
the  church  of  the  Holy  Apoftles,  where  the  body  was  depolited  : 
and  if  theie  mark*;  of  refpetfl:  may  be  interpreted  as  a  fellifli  tribute 
to  the  birth  and  digniiv  of  lii.  Imperial  kinfman,  the  tears  of  Julian 
profefTcd  to  the  world,  tliat  he  had  forgot  the  injuries,  and  remem- 
bered only  the  obli;rations,  which  he  had  received  from  Conftantius**. 
As  foon  as  the  legions  of  Aquileia  were  afiured  of  the  death  of 
the  emperor,  they  opened  the  gates  of  the  city,  and,  by  the  facrifice 
of  their  guilty  leaders,  obtained  an  eafy  pardon  from  the  prudence  ^^^-^^ 
or  lenity  of  Julian  ;  who,  in  the  thirty-fecond  year  of  his  age,  ac- 
quired  the  undifputed  pofleflion  of  the  Roman  empire  empire.- 

Pbilofophy  had  inftru<Sed  Julian  to  compare  the  advantages  His  civi!  go- 
of »aioii  and  retifWienC  j  but  the  elevation  of  his  birth,  and  I^d  pallic 
the  aoddents  of  his  life,  never  allowed  him  the  freedom  of 
choice.  He  might  perhaps  fince-ely  have  preferred  the  groves  of 
the  academy,  and  the  fbdety  of  Athens  ;  but  he  was  conRraincd, 
at  firft  by  the  will,  and  afterwards  by  the  injuftice,  of  Conftantius, 
to  expofe  his  peifon  and  fame  to  llie  dangers  of  Imperial  greatnefs ; 
and  to  make  himielf  accountaUe  to  the  woild,  and  to  pofterity,  for 
the  happinefs  of  millions  ^.

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C  HA  P.  £arn^n  of  his  mailer  Plato*',  diftt  tbe  government  of  our  flocbt 
and  herds  is  always  committed  to  beinp  of  a  fuperior  ^pedes ;  and 
that  the  condiidt  of  nadons.requires  uid  deferres  the  celeftial  powers 
of  the  Gods  or  of  die  GeniL  From  this  principle  he  juftly  con- 
cluded, that  die  man  who  prefumes  to  rdgn,  fliould  a^nre  to  the 
perfe^on  of  the  divine  nature ;  diat  he  ihould  purify  his  foul  froiik 
her  mortal  and  terreftrial  part ;  that  he  (hould  extinguifli  his  appe^ 
tites,  enfighten  lus  underftandiug,  regulate  his  pafSons,  and  fubdue 
the  wild  beaft,  whidi^  aooordii^  to  th^  lively  metaphor  of  Ariibde**» 
j^dom  fiuls  to  aicend  the  throne  of  a  defyct^  The  throne  of  Julian^ 
which  the  death  of  Conftandus  fixed  on  an  indqpendent  bafis,  waa 
die  feat  o£  reafon,  of  virtue,  and  pediaps  of  vaiuty.  He  defpiftd 
die  honours^  renounced  the  pleaiiires,  and  difcharged  with  .incef* 
£uit  diligence  the  duties,  of  hu  exalted  ftation;  and  there  were  few 
amcmg  lus  fubjefts  who  would  have  con&nted  to  relieve  him  from 
the  weight  of  the  diadem^  had  they  been  obliged  ta  (ubmit  thdr 
time  and  their  actions  to  the  rigorous  laws  which  their  philofophic 
emperor  impofed  on  himfelf.

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l)er  of  letters  to  his  generals,  h'ls  civil  magidratcs,  liis  private  friends,  ^  H  A  P. 
and  the  different  cities  of  \ns  dominions.  He  lifteiicd  to  tlio  me-  *  ._r 
inorials  -which  had  heen  received,  confidercd  the  fubjeift  of  tlic  pcti- 
tioir;,  and  llgnified  his  intentions  more  rapidly  than  they  could  he 
taken  in  lliort-hand  hy  the  diligence  of  his  fccretaries.  lie  pofleired 
fuch  ficxibiliiv  of  thought,  and  fuch  lirmnefs  of  attention,  that  hc 
could  employ  his  hand  to  write,  his  ear  to  lillen,  and  his  voice  to 
diclatc  ;  and  purfue  at  once  three  feveral  trains  of  ideas,  with- 
out lielitation,  and  without  error.  While  his  minifters  rcpufed,  the 
prince  flew  with  agility  from  one  labour  to  another,  and,  after  a  hally 
dinner,  retired  into  his  library,  till  the  public  bufincfs,  which  hc  had 
appointed  for  the  evening,  fummoned  him  to  interrupt  the  profeciv- 
tion  of  his  iludies.  The  ftipper  of  die  emperor  was  flill  lefs  fub-> 
ilantial  than  the  fonner  meal ;  lus  fleq>  was  never  douded  by  the 
fumes  of  indigeftion  ;  and,  except  inthelhort  interval  of  a  marriage, 
which  was  the  effe£t  of  policy  rather  than  love,  the  chafte  Julian 
never  Ihared  hit  bed  vfhk  a  female  ccmipamoa*".  He  fijon 
awakened  by  the  eatranoe  of  frefli'  iecretaxies,  vho  had  Hept  the 
preceding  day ;  and  his  fervants  were  obliged  to  wait  alternately, 
while  their  inde&ti^le  matter  allowed  himlelf  fiarcely  any  other 
refrefhment  than  the  change  of  occupations.  The  predeceflbn  of 
Julian,  his  uncle,  his  brodier,  and  his  coufin,  indulged  their  puerile 
tafte  for  the  games  of  die  curcus,  under  the  ijpecious  pretence  of 
complying  with  the  inclinations  of  the  people ;  and  diey  frequently 
xemnned  the  greateft  part  of  the  day,  as  idle  fpedatots,  and  as  a

<  V  f  £oar  races  **  was  completely  finiflied.  On  iblemn  fefttvals,  Jih 
lian,  who  fdt  and  profefled  an  un&fluonable  dillike  to  diele 
firivolous  amufements,  condefcended  to  appear  in  the  circus;  and 
after  beftoinng  a  carelels  glance  on  five  or  fix  of  the  races,  he  hafiily 
withdrew,  with  the  impadence  of  a  phil(^opher,  who  crafidercd 
every  moment  as  loft,  that  was  not  devoted  to  the  advantage  of  the 
public,  or  the  improvement  of  his  own  mind  By  this  avarice 
of  time,  he  ieemed  to  protrad  the  (hort  duration  of  his  r^;n ;  and 
if  the  dates  were  lefs  fecurely  afcertainedj.  we  fhould  reftife  to  he^ 
Ueve,  that  only  fixteen  months  elapied  between  the  deadi  of  Con- 
A?Dr]6 ftantius  and  the  departure  of  his  fucceflbr  for  the  Perfian  war.  The 
Mirch,  A.D.  actions  of  Julian  can  only  be  preferved  by  the  care  of  die  hiftoriab  s 
but  the  portion  of  lus  voluminous  wridng^  wluch  is  ftitt  extent,  re- 
mains as  a  monument  of  the  application,  as  wdl  as  of  the  genius, 
of  the  emperor.  The  Mifbpogon,  the  Caefars,  feveral  of  hia  onr 
tions,  and  his  elaborate  woik  againft  the  Chriftian  religion,  were 
compofed  in  the  long  mghts  of  the  two  mnters,  the  f<»rmer  of  ^n^iich 
he  pafled  at  Conftantinople,  and  the  latter  at  Antioch.

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cntranfic  into  the  pakce  of  Conftantinople,  he  had  occafion  for  the 
ieryice  of  a  barber.  An  officer,  magnificently  drefled,  'immediately 
prefented  himfelf.  It  ia  a  barber,**  exclaimed  the  prince,  vnth 
a£^ed  (urprifc,  *'diatl  want,  and  not  a  receivex^eneral  of  the 
**  finances  **."  He  queftioned  the  man  concerning  the  profits  of  his 
employment;  and  was  informed,  that  befides  a  laige  fiibry,  and 
fome  ▼aluable  perquifites,  he  enjoyed  a  daily  allowance  for  twenty 
.fervants,  and  as  many  horfes.  A  thoufand  barbers,  a  thoufand 
eup-beaiers,  a  thoufand  cooks,  were  diftributed  in  the  feveral  offices 
of  luxury;  and  die  number  of  eunuchs  could  be  compared  only  with' 
the  infeds  of  a  fummer*s  day  The  monarch  who  refigned  to 
bis  fubjedte  the  fuperiority  of  merit  and  virtue,  was  diftinguilhed 
by  the  oppreffive  magnificence  of  his  drels,  his  table,-  his  buildings, 
and  his  train.  The  ftately  palaces  ereded  by  Conftantine  and  his 
£>ns,  were  decorated  with  many  colbured  marbles,  and  ornaments  of 
mafly  gold.  The  moft  exquifite  daindes  were  procured,  to  gratiiy- 
thdr  pride,  rather  than  their  tafte ;  birds  of  the  moft  diftant  cli- 
mates, fifli  firom  the  moft  remote  feas,  fruits  out  of  their  natural 
fisafbn,  winter  roies,  and  fummer  fiiows  The  domeftic  crowd  of 
die  palace  furpafled  the  expence  of  the  legions ;  yet  the  fmalleft  part 
of  this  coftly  multitude  was  fubfervient  to  the  ufe,  or  even  to  the 
d^lendor,  of  the  throne.  The  monarch  was  difgraced,  and  the  peo- 
ple was  injured,  by  the  creadon  and  fide  of  an  infinite  number  of 
oUcure,  and  even  titular  employments ;  and  the  moft  worthlds  of

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c  H  A  p,  maiiKind  might  purchafe  the  privilege  of  being  matntamed,  withont 
^  the  neceiHty  of  bbour,  from  the  p  ublic  revenue.  The  wafte  of  an 
enormous  houfehold,  the  encreafe  of  fees  and  perquiHtes,  which 
•were  foon  churned  as  a  lawful  debt,  and  the  bribes  which  they  ex- 
torted firom  thofe  who  feared  their  enmity,  or  folicited  their  lavour> 
fuddenly  enriched  thcfe  haughty  menials.  They  abufed  thdr  fortune, 
mthout  ccmfidering  their  pad,  or  their  future,  condition ;  and  dieir 
rapine  and  venality  could  be  equalled  only  by  the  extravagance 
of  their  diflipadons.  Their  filken  robes  were  embroidered  with 
gold,  their  tables  were  ferved  with  delicacy  and  profufion ;  the  houfes 
which  they  built  for  their  ovKn  uie,  would  have  covered  the  form 
of  an  ancient  conful;  and  the  moft  honourable  dtizens  were  obliged 
•to  ^finount  from  their  horfes,  and  refpefifully  to  falute  an  eunnch 
whom  they  met  on  the  public  highway.  The  luxury  of  the  palace 
exdted  the  contempt  and  Indignation  of  Julian,  who  ufually  flept 
on  the  ground,  who  yielded  with  relu6ance  to  the  indiipenfable  calls 
of  nature ;  and  who  placed  his  vanity,  not  in  emulating,  but  in 
defpiniig,  the  pomp  of  royalty.  By  the  total  extirpation  of 
a  mifchief  wluch  was  magnified  even  beyond  its  real  extent,  he 
was  impatient  to  relieve  the  diftrefs,  and  to  appeafe  the  murmurs,  of 
the  people  ;  who  lupport  with  left  uneaftnefi  the  weight  of  taxes,  if 
they  arc  convinced  that  the  firuits  of  thdr  induftry  are  appropriated 
to  the  fervice  of  the  ftate.  But  in  the  execution  of  this  falutary 
work,  Julian  is  accufed  of  proceeding  with  too  .much  hafte  and  in- 
confiderate  ieverity.  By  a  (ingle  edidt,  he  reduced  the  palace  of 
Conftantinople  to  an  immeniie  delert,  and  difinifled  with  Ignominy 
the  whole  trun  of  Haves  and  dependents without  providing  any

the  povqty,  of  the  &ithful  domeftics  of  the  Imperial  haulj.   Such  '  .    n  ' 
.  indeed  was  die  temper  of  Julian,  who  feldom  recolle^d  the  fun*- 
damental  maxim  of  Ariftotle,  that  true  virtue  is  placed  at  an  equals 
diftance  between  the  oppofite  vices.   The  Iplendid  and  eflfeminate* 
drefi  of  the  Aiiatics,  the  curls  and  punt,  the  collars  and  bracelets, 
which  had  appeared  fo  ridiculous  in  the  perfpn  of  Gonftantine,  were 
confiftently  rejeAed  by  hit  pluloibphic  fucceflbr.  But  with  the  foppe- 
ries, Julian  aSedled  to  renounce  the  decencies,  of  drds ;  and  feemed 
to  value  himfelf  for  his  negled  of  the  laws  of  cleanlineis.  In  a  iattricaL 
performance,  which  was  defigned  for  the  public  eye,  the  emperos.- 
delcants  with  pleafure,  and  even  with  pride,  on  the  length  of  his 
nails,  and  the  inky  blacknels  of  his  hands ;  protefts,  that  although 
die  greateft.  part  of  his  body  was  covered  with  hair,  the  ufe  of  the 
razor  was  confined  to  his  head  alone;  and  celeluRites^  wtth-vUible 
complacency,  the  (baggy  and  pefiuious"  beard,  which  he  fondly 
cheriflied,  after  die  example  of  the  i^ofophers  of  Greece.  Had 
'  Julian  confulted  the  (imple  didates  of  reafon,  the  firil  ma^ftrate  of 
the  Romans  would  have  icomed  the  affection  of  Diogenes,  as  well: 
as  thm  of  Darius. 

But  the  work  of  public  refiirmadon  would  have  reauuned  imper-  chamber  of 
fe^  if  Julian  had  only  correded  the  abufes,  without  puniihing  the 
crimes,  of  his  predeceflbr's  reign.   ''We  are  now  ddivered," 
iays  he,  in  a  fiuniliar  letter  to  one  of  his  intimate  friends,  "  we  are

urithout  delay,  and  ^thout  appeal.   The  office  of  ftt'efident  %f%rsLa, 
exeiciied  by  the  venerable  pnefedl  of  die  Eaft,  a  fectmd  SalluT^: 
whofe  virtues  conciliated  the  efteem  of  Greek  fophifts,  and  of  Ql^ttLC^ 
tianbifliops.    He  was  aflifted  by  the  eloquent  Mamertinus**,  on^^ 
the  confuls  ele^,  whofe  merit  is  loudly  celebrated  by  the  douW' 
evidence  of  his  own  applaurc.    But  the  civil  wifdom  of  two 
•  jg^ftrates  was  overbalanced  by  the  ferocious  violence  of  four  gene 
Nevitta,  Agilo,  Jovinus,  and  Arbetio.    Arbetio,  whom  the  pi 
would  have  feen  with  lefs  furprife  at  the  bar  than  on  the  bench, 
fupppfed  to  poiTefs  the  fccret  of  the  commiflion ;  the  armed  and  at 
leaders  of  the  Jovian  and  Herculian  bands  encompafled  the  tribu-

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The  chamWhin  Eulebitts,  who  had  fo  long  abtifed  die  hvoat  of  ^  ^^^^ 
Gonftantius,  expiated,  by  an  igaominioiu  death,  the  infolence,  the 


corruption,  and  cruelty  of  his  fervile  reign.    The  executions  of  Paul  of  the  inno- 
and  Apodemios  (the  former  of  whom  was  burnt  alive)  were  accepted  gaity^^  ^ 
as  an  inadequate  atonement  by  the  widows  and  orphans  of  fi)  many 
■  hundred  Romans,  whom  thofe  legal  tyrants  had  betrayed  and  mur- 
dered.  But  Juftice  herlelf  (if  we  may  ufe  the  pathetic  eiqpreflion  of 
Ammianus")  appeared  to  weep  over  the  fate  of  Urfulus,  the  trea- 
furcr  of  the  empire;  and  his  Uood  accufed  the  ingratitude  of 
Julian,  whofe  diftreis  had  been  feafonably  relieved  by  the  intrepid 
liberality  of  that  honeft  minifter.   The  rage  of  die  fddien,  whom 
he  had  provoked  by  his  indilcretion,  was  the  caufe  and  die  excule  of 
his  death ;  and  the  emperor,  deq>ly  wounded  by  his  own  reproaches 
and  thofe     the  public,  offered  fome  conlbladon  to  the  fiimily  of 
Urfiilus,  by  the  re(titution  of  his  coniifcated  fortunes.   Before  die 
end  of  the  year  in  which  diey  had  been  adorned  widi  the  enfigns  of 
the  prefe&ure  and  confuUhip**,  Taurus  and  Florendus  were  reduced 
to  implore  the  clemency  of  the  inexorable  tribunal  of  C3ialcedon. 
The  former  was  baniihed  to  Vercella:  in  Italy,  and  a  fentence  of 
-death  was  pronounced  againft  the  latter.    A  wife  prince  ihould 
have  rewarded  the  crime  of  Taurus:  the  faithful  minifter,  when 
he  was  no  longer  able  to  oppole  the  ptogrefi  of  a  rebel,  had  taken 
lefoge  in  the  court  of  his  benefii£kor  and  his  Uwfol  fovereign. 
But  the  guilt  of  Florentius  juftified  the  feverity  of  die  judges;  and  his 
efcape  ferved  to  di^y  die  magnanimity  of  Julian ;  who  nobly  checked

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^xxn  ^'  ^^'^^^^''^  vnpetched  fagidve  from  his  jaft  xcientment Botae 
w  months  after  the  tribunal  of  Chakedon  had  been  diflt^Ted,  the  prae- 

torian vicegerent  of  Africa,  the  notary  Gaudentius,  and  Artenuus" 
duke  of  Egypt,  were  executed  at  Andoch.  Aitemius  had  rdgned 
the  cruel  and  corrupt  tyrant  of  a  great  province ;  Gaudentius  had 
long  pra£kifed  the  arts  of  calumny  againft  the  innocent,  the  virtuou?, 
and  even  the  peiibn  of  Julian  himi'df.  Yet  tlie  circumflances  of 
thor  trial  and  condemnation  were  fo  unfkilfully  managed,  that  the& 
wicked  men  obtained,  in  the  public  o])inion,  the  glory  of  iuffering 
for  the  obftinate  loyalty  witli  which  they  had  fupported  the  caufe  of 
Conftantius.  The  reft  of  his  fervants  were  proteded  by  a  general 
a£k  of  ohUvIon  ;  and  they  were  left  to  enjoy  with  impunity  the  bribes 
•  which  they  had  accepted,  either  to  defend  the  oppreflcd,  or  to  op- 

preis  the  friendlefs.  This  meafure,  which,  on  the  ibundeft  prin- 
ciples of  policy,  may  dL-lVrve  our  approbation,  was  executed  in  a 
manner  which  fccmed  to  degrade  the  majeliy  of  the  throne.  Julian 
was  tormented  by  the  importunities  of  a  multitude,  particularly  of 
Egyptians,  who  loudly  redemanded  the  gifts  which  they  had  impru- 
dendy  or  illegally  bcOowedj  he  forefaw  the  cndlefs  profecution  of 
vexatious  fuits ;  and  he  cng^;ed  a  promife,  which  ought  always  to 
have  been  iacred,  that  if  they  would  repair  to  Chakedon,  he  would 
meet  them  in  perfon,  to  hear  and  determine  their  complaints.  But 
as  foon  as  they  were  landed,  he  ilTued  an  abfolute  order,  which  pro- 
hibited the  watermen  from  tranrporting  any  Egyptian  to  Conftanti- 
nople  ;  and  thus  detained  his  tiiiappoiated  clients  on  the  Afiatic  fliore, 
till  their  patience  and  money  beiug  utterly  exhaufted,  they  were

The  numerous  army  of  fpies,  of  agents,  and  informers,  enlifted  Clemeocy  of 

by  Conftantius  to  fecure  the  repofe  of  one  man,  and  to  interrupt  that 
of  miilions,  was  immediately  difbanded  by  his  generous  fucceflbr. 
Julian  was  flow  in  his  fufpicions,  and  gentle  in  his  punilbmcnts  ;  and 
his  contempt  of  trcafon  was  the  relult  of  judgment,  of  vanity,  and 
of  courage.  Confcious  of  luperior  merit,  he  was  pcrfuaded  that  feW 
among  his  fuhjedls  would  dare,  to  meet  hinT  in  the  field,  to  attempt 
his  life,  or  even  to  feat  thcmlelves  on  his  vacant  throne.  The  phi- 
lofoplicr  could  excufc  the  haily  fallies  of  Uilcontcnt ;  atid  the  hero 
couUl  cicfnife  the  ambitious  projects,  which  furpalTcd  the  fot  tunc  or 
the  abilities  of  the  ralb  confpirators.  A  citizen  of  Ancyra  iiad  pre- 
pared for  his  own  ufe  a  })urple  garment  ;  and  this  indifcreet  a^^ion, 
which,  uiulcr  the  reign  of  Conftantius,  would  have  been  conlideretl 
as  a  capital  offence  ",  was  reported  to  Julian  by  the  ofhciuus  impor- 
timity  of  a  private  enemy.  The  monarch,  after  making  fome  in- 
quiry into  the  rank  and  character  of  his  rival,  difpatchcd  the  informer 
with  a  prefent  of  a  pair  of  purple  flippers,  to  complete  the  magnifi- 
cence of  his  Imperial  habit.  A  more  dangerous  confpiracy  was 
formed  by  ten  of  the  domeftic  guards,  who  had  rcfolved  to  aflaflinate 
Julian  in  the  lield  of  exercile  near  Antioch.  Their  intemperance  re- 
vealed their  guilt ;  ami  they  were  condutftctl  in  chains  to  the  prelcnce 
of  their  injured  fovereign,  who,  after  a  lively  reprefentatiun  of  the 
wickednefs  and  folly  of  their  entcrprife,  inllead  of  a  death  of  tor- 
ture, which  they  dcfcrvcd  and  expeded,  pronounced  a  fentence  ^of

But  that  youth  was  the  fon  of  Marcellus, 
general  of  cavalry,  who,  in  the  firft  campaign  of  the  Gallic  waty^ 
had  deierted  the  ftandard  of  the  Cxlar,  and  the  republic.  \VitI:k.oxj.^ 
appearing  to  indulge  his  pcrfonal  refentment,  Julian  might 
confound  the  crime  of  the  Ton  and  of  the  father ;  but  he  was  rec* 
tiled  by  the  diftrefs  of  Marcellus,  and  the  liberality  of  the  emp* 
endeavoured  to  heal  the  wound  which  had  been  infli^ed  by  the  1^  Axid 
of  juftice**.

miliating  origin.  The  oflke,  or  rather  the  name,  of  conful,  was 
chcrillied  by  a  prince  who  contemplated  with  reverence  the  ruins  of 
the  repubhc  ;  and  the  fame  behaviour  which  had  been  afliuncd  by 
the  pnidencc  of  Auguftns,  was  adojitcd  by  Julian  from  choice  and 
inclination.  On  the  calends  of  January,  at  break  of  dav,  the  new  A.  D.  363, 
confuls,  Mamcrrniiis  and  Ncvitta,  liaficncd  to  the  palace  to  laluic  the 
emperor.  As  fcon  as  he  was  informed  of  llicir  approach,  he  leaped 
from  his  throne,  eagerly  advanced  to  meet  them,  and  compelled  the 
blulliing  magiftratcs  to  receive  the  demonfirations  of  his  affefted  hu- 
mility. From  the  palace  they  proceeded  lo  the  ienale.  The  emperor, 
on  foot,  marched  before  their  litters  ;  uud  the  gazing  multitude  ad- 
mired the  image  of  ancient  times,  or  fecretly  blamed  a  condudl, 
which,  in  their  eyes,  degraded  the  majefty  of  the  purple  But  the 
behaviour  of  Julian  was  uniformly  fupportcd.  Diu-ing  the  games 
of  the  Qrcus,  he  had,  imprudently  or  defignedly,  performed  the 
mtttuiiuffioii  of  a  flave  in  the  prefence  of  the  conful.  The  moment 
he  was  reminded  that  he  had  trefpafTed  on  the  jurifdidlon  of  another 
magiftrate,  he  condemned  irnnlllf  to  pay  a  fine  of  ten  pounds  of 
gold  ;  and  embraced  this  public  occafion  of  declaring  to  the  world,

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CHAP.   {Iration,  and  his  regard  for  the  place  of  his  nativity,  induced  Julian

<  M  '  to  confer  on  the  fenate  of  Conftantlnnplc,  the  fame  hon(Hirs,  privi- 
leges, and  authority,  which  were  flill  enjoyed  by  the  fenate  of 
ancient  Rome  A  legal  fiction  was  introduced,  atid  gradually 
eftahlilhcd,  that  one  half  of  the  national  council  had  migrated 
into  the  I  .ill:  :  and  the  dcfpotic  fucccfTors  of  Julian,  accepting 
tlic  title  of  Senators,  ackaowlcilged  theiufelvcs  the  members  of  a 
refpcclable  bod),  whieh  was  pcrniitrcd  to  rcprelent  tlic  majcfty 
of  tlie  Roman  nan;c.  From  Conliriiulnople,  the  atteuliou  of  the 
monarch  was  extended  to  the  municij)al  iciuitcs  of  the  provinces. 
He  abolillicd,  by  repeated  edids,  the  unjuft  and  pernicious  ex- 
emptions, which  had  withdrawn  fo  many  idle  citizens  from  the 
Cervfce  X>{  Aeir  country ;  and  by  impofing  an  equal  diftribution 
of  public  duties,  he  rcllored  the  flrength,  the  fplendour,  or,  ac- 
cording to  the  glowing  expreffion  of  Libanius",  the  foul  of  Ac 
Hi*  care  of  expiring  cities  of  his  empire.  The  venerable  age  of  Greece  excited 
the  Grecian  ^j^^  tcndcf  comipoflion  in  the  mind  of  Julian ;  which  kindled 
into  rapture  when  he  recoUeded  the  god« ;  dte  heroes ;  and  the  men, 
fuperior  to  heroes  and  to  gods ;  who  had  beqamthed  to  the  lateft 
^  pofterity  the  monuments  of  their  genius,  or  the  example  <of  their 
virtues.  He  Klieved  the  diftrefs,  and  reftored  the  beauty,  of  the 
cities  of  Epiros  and  P^loponnefus  Athens  acknowledged  him  for 
"her  benefaaor  j  Argos,  for  her  deliverer.  The  pride  of*  Corinth, 
again  riiing  ffom  her  ruins  with  the  honours  of  a  Roman  colony,

fira7ing  the  games  of  the  Ifthmus,  which  were  celebrated  in  the  am-* 
phidieatre  with  the  hunting  of  bean  and  panthers*  From  this  tri- 
bute the  cides  of  Elis,  of  Delphi,  and  of  Argos,  which  had  inhe- 
rited  from  thdr  remote  anceftorB  the  iacred  office  perpetuating  diQ^ 
Oljmpic,  the  Pythian,  and  die  Nemean  games,  claimed  a  juft  ex- 
empdon.  The  immunity  of  Elis  and  Pel{du  was  reQ>e£ted  by  die 
Corinthians ;  but  the  poverty  of  Argos  tempted  the  infolence  of  op- 
preffion ;  and  the  feeble  complaints  of  its  dqpudes  were  filenced  b^ 
the  decree  of  a  provincial  magiftrate,  who  ieems  to  have  confiilted 
only  die  intereft  of  the  capital,  in  which  he  refided.  Seven  years 
after  this  ientoice,  Julian "  allowed  die  caufe  to  be  referred  to  * 
fuperior  tribunal;  and  his  eloquence  was  interpofed,  moft  probably 
with  fucceis,  in  die  defence  of  a  city,  which  bad  been  the  royal  feat 
of  Agamemnon*",  and  had  given  to  Macedonia  a  race  of  kings  and 
conquerors 

The  laborious  adminiftration  of  military  and  civil  affairs,  w  lilch  juijan,  aa 
were  multiplied  in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  the  empire,  cxcrcilcd  ^JJ^j^^ 
the  abilides  of  Julian ;  but  he  frequently  alTumed  the  two  charadtcrs

^-vi>  cultivated  by  the  firft  Cxfars,  were  neglected  by  the  military  igno- 
rance and  Afiatic  pride  of  ihcir  fucccflors  ;  and  if  they  condefcended 
to  harangue  the  foldicrs,  whom  they  feared,  they  treated  with  filent 
difilain  the  icnators,  wliom  tliey  dcfpifed.  The  animMics  of  the 
ienat^  which  Conftanttus  had  avoided^  were  confidered  by  Julian  ai 
the  place  where  he  could  exliibit,  with  the  moft  propriety,  the 
maxims  of  a  republican,  aiu!  tlic  talents  of  a  rhetorician.  He  alter- 
nately pradliied,  as  in  a  fchool  of  declamation,  the  feveral  modes 
of  praifc,  of  cenfure,  of  exhortation;  and  his  friend  Libanius  has 
cemarked,  that  the  ftudy  of  Homer  taught  him  to  imitate  the  fimple, 
concife  ftylc  of  Mcnelaus,  the  copioufncfe  of  Ncftor,  whofc  words 
defcended  like  the  flakes  of  a  winter's  fiiow,  or  the  pathetic  and  for- 
cible eloquence  of  Ulyfics.  The  funftions  of  a  judge,  which  are 
fometimes  incompatible  with  thofe  of  a  prince,  were  excrcifed  by 
Julian,  not  only  as  a  duty,  but  as  an  amufement ;  and  ahliough  he 
might  have  trailed  the  integrity  and  dirccrnment  of  his  Pr.ttorian 
praefe^s,  he  often  i>l:iccd  himfcif  by  tiicir  fide  on  tlic  feat  of  judgj^ 
ment.  The  acute  penetration  of  his  mind  was  agreeably  occupied 
in  detecting  and  defeating  the  chicanery  of  the  advocates,  who  la- 
boured to  difguife  the  truth  of  facls,  and  to  perveit  the  fenfc  of  the 
laws.  He  fometimes  forgot  the  gravity  of  his  ftation,  afked  indif- 
creet  or  unfeafonable  queAions,  and  betrayed,  hy  the  loudncfs  of 
his  voice,  and  the  agitation  of  his  body,  tlic  earncfl  vehemence  w  ith 
which  he  maintained  his  opinion  againft  the  judges,  the  advocates,

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lind  tlu  ir  clients.  But  his  knowledge  of  his  own  temper  promjit-  ^^^^  ^' 
ed  him  to  encourage,  and  evca  to  folicit,  the  reproof  of  his  •  ;  '  _f 
friends  and  minifters ;  and  whenever  they  ventured  to  opjpofc  the 
irregular  Tallies  of  his  pafHons,  the  fpedlators  could  obferve  the 
fliame,  as  well  as  the  gratitude,  of  their  monarch.  The  decrees  of 
Julian  were  almoft  always  founded  on  the  priticiplcs  of  jufticc;  and 
he  had  the  firmnefs  to  refill  the  two  mofl:  dangerous  temptations, 
which  afTault  the  tribunal  of  a  fo  vereign,  under  the  Ipcclous  forms 
of  compafTion  and  equity.  He  decided  the  merits  of  the  caufe  with- 
out weighing  the  circumllances  of  the  parties  ;  and  the  poor,  whom 
he  wifhed  to  relieve,  were  condemned  to  fatisfy  the  juft  demands  of 
a  noble  and  wealthy  adverfary.  He  carefully  diflinguiflied  the  judge 
from  the  Icgiflator and  though  he  meditated  a  neccllliry  reform- 
ation of  the  Roman  jurifpnidence,  he  pronounced  fentence  accord- 
ing to  the  ftri(fl  and  literal  interpretation  of  thofe  laws,  which  the 
magidrates  were  boimd  to  execute,  and  the  fubjedh  to  obey. 

The  generality  of  princes,  if  they  were  dripped  of  their  putple,  His  dune- 
and  call  naked  into  the  world,  would  immediately  fink  to  the  loweft 
Tank  of  ibciety,  without  a  hope  of  emerging  from  their  obfcurity. 
But  the  peribnal  merit  of  Julian  was,  in  fome  meafure,  independent 
of  his  fortune.  Whatever  had  been  his  choice  of  life ;  by  the  force 
of  intrepid  courage,  lively  wit,  and  intenfe  application,  he  would 
have  obtained,  or  at  leaft  he  would  liave  deferred,  die  highefl  ho- 
nours of  his  profelTion ;  and  JuUan  might  have  raifed  himfelf  to  the 
rank  of  minifter,  or  general,  of  the  ftate  in  vASkh  he  waa  bom  a  pri- 
vate dtizeii.  H  the  jealous  caprice  of  power  had  difappointed  his 
expedadonss  if  he  had  pvudently  declmed  the  padis  of  greatnefs.

have  placed,  beyond  the  reach  ol  kings,  his  prefent  happinels  and 
his  immortal  fame.  When  we  iiifpedt,  with  minute,  or  perhaps 
malevolent  attention,  the  portrait  of  Julian,  fomething  kems  want- 
ing to  the  grace  and  perfeaftion  of  the  whole  figure.  His  genius 
was  lefs  powerful  and  fublime  than  that  of  Caefar  j  nor  did  he  poflefs 
the  confummate  prudence  of  Auguftus.  The  virtues  of  Trajan 
appear  more  fteady  and  natural,  and  the  philofophy  of  Marcus  is 
more  fimple  and  confident.  Yet  Julian  fuftained  advcrfity  with 
firmnefs,  and  prolperity  with  moderation.  After  an  interval  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  years  from  the  death  of  Alexander  Severus,  the 
Romans  bdidd  an  emperor  who  made  no  ^ftin^on  between  his 
dutiet  and  his  pleafures ;  who  taboured  to-  rdtere  the  diftrefs,  and  to 
revive  the  Ipiiit,  of  hisfubjc<^si  and  who  endeavoured  always  to 
conneA  authority  with  merit,  and  hapjdneft  with  virtue.  Even 
fiiOion,  and  religious  &dion,.was  conftrained  to  acknowledge  the 
ftq>eriority  of  his  genius,  in  peace  as  well  as  in  war;  and  to  oon- 
•  fels,  with  a  fi^  that  the  apoftate  Julian  was  a  lover  of  his  country, 
and  that  he  deferved  die  empire  of  the  world

TH  E  cbander  of  Apoftate  has  injured  the  reputation  of  Julian ;  chap. 
and  the  enthufiafm  which  douded  lut  virtues,  has  exaggerated  .  xxm.  ^ 
the  real  and  apparent  magnitude  of  his  faults.   Our  partial  ignorance  Rd^m  of 
may  reprefent  him  as  a  philolbphic  monaxch,  who  ftudied  to  proteA, 
widi  an  equal  hand,  the  religious  fiiiQions  of  die  empire;  and 
to  allay  the  thedogical  fever  which  had  inflamed  the  minds  of 
die  people,  from  the  edids  of  Diodedan  to  the  exile  of  Adianaiius. 
A  more  accurate  view  of  the  chaiader  and  ccmdudfc  of  Julian,  will 
remove  tins  fikvonrable  prepoflfeflton  for  a  prince  who  did  not  efcape 
the  general  contagion  of  the  times. .  We  enjoy  the  lingular  advan- 
tage of  comparing  the  pi^res  wluch  have  been  delineated  by  his 
fondeft  admirers,  and  his  implacable  enemies.  The  adions  of  Julian 
are  fidthfully  related  by  a  judicious  and  candid  luftorian,  the  impar- 
tial 4>e^tor  of  hb  life  and  death.   The  unanimous  evidence  of  his 
contemporaries  is  confirmed  by  the  public  and  private  declarations  of 
the  emperor  himiisif  j  and  his  various  wridngs  expreis  the  uniform 
tenor  of  his  rdi^ous  fentiments,  which  policy  would  have  prompted ' 
him  to  diflemble  rather  than  to  affe£b   A  devout  and  fincere  attach- 
ment  for  the  gods  of  Athens  and  Rome,  cpnftituted  the  ruling  paifioo. 
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'xYin''  of  J**l****  *  >      powers  of  an  enlightened  underftanding  Trerebetrn  ycd 
and  corrupted  by  the  influence  of  fuperflitious  preju^ce;  and  the 
phantoms  which  exited  only  in  the  mind  of  the  emperor,  had  a. 
real  and  pernicious  effedt  on  the  government  of  the  empire.  The 
vehement  zeal  of  the  Chi  iftians,  who  defpifed  the  worfliip,  and  ovex^ 
turned  the  altan,  of  thofe  fiibulous  deities,  engaged  their  votary  in 
ftate  of  irrecondlable  hoftility  with  a  very  numerous  party  of  huV  ' 
fuhjeits;  and  he  was  fpmetimes  tempted,  by  the  defire  of  vidory,  oxr 
the  fliame  of  a  repulfe,  to  violate  the  laws  of  prudence,  and  even  o:£" 
jullice.    Tlie  triumph  of  the  party,  which  he  clefcrtt:d  and  oppofed  ^ 
has  fixed  a  ftain  of  infamy  on  the  name  of  Julian  ;  and  ihe  unfuc  — 
cefsful  apollalc  has  been  overwhelmed  with  a  torrent  of  pious  Invcc — — 
tives,  of  which  the  lignaJ  was  given  by  the  fonorous  trumpet  ^  {>■ 
Gregory  Nazianzen  *.    The  intercfting  nature  of  the  events  whitlr^*- 
werc  crowded  into  the  fhort  reign  of  this  active  emperor,  dcfcrve  ^rm-^ 
juft  and  circumftantial  narrative.    His  motives,  his  counlels,  and  hL 
adions,  as  far  as  they  are  connedcd  with  the  hiilqr^,  of  religion,  wi 
be  the  fubjedl  of  the  prefent  chapter.

As  the 
two  princes  advanced  towards  the  years  of  manhood,  they  cUibo* 
veredy  in  their  ndig^ous  fentiments,  the  difiSsrence  of  their  charao 
ters.  The  dull  and  ol^nate  undefftanding;  c£  Gallus  embrsced, 
with  implicit  zeal,  the  dofbines  of  Cauiffiaiilty;  which  never  inp 
fluenced  lus  condud,  or  moderated  his  paflions.  The  mUd  di%o- 
lition  of  the  younger  brother  was  left  repugnant  to  the  precepts  of 
the  Cofpd ;  and  hu  adive  curiofity  n^g^t  have  been  gradfied  by  a. 
theological  fyftem,  which  explains  the  myfterious  eflenoe  of  die 
Deity ;  and  opens  the  boundlefs  profped  of-  invifiUe  and  future 
worlds.  But  the  independent  fpirit  of  Julian  refufed  to  yield  the 
pa0ive  and  unreiifting  obedience  which  was  required,  in  the  name 
of  religion,  by  the  haughty  miniflers  of  the  diurch.  Their  fpecu- 
lative  opinions  were  impoled  as  pofitive  laws,  and  guarded  by  the 
terrors  of  eternal  punifhments ;  but  while  they  prefcribed  the  nffd 
formulary  of  the  thoughts,  the  words,  and  the  actions  of  the  young 
prince;  whilft  they  filenced  his  objcdions,  and  fevcrely  checked  the 
freedom  of  his  enquiries,  they  fecrctly  provoked  his  impadent  genius 
to  difclaim  the  authority  of  his  ccclcfiaftical  guides.  Hc  was  educated 
in  the  LelTer  Afia,  amidft  the  fcandals  of  the  Arian  controVerfy 
The  fierce  contefts  of  the  Eaftem  bifliops,  the  inceflant  alteradons 
of  their  creeds,  and  the  profane  motives  which  appeared  to  aduate 
their  condud,  inrenfibly  (Irengthened  the  prejudice  of  Julian,  that 
they  neither  underftood  nor  believed  the  religion  fta  which  they  {a

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fiercely  contended.  Inftead  of  liftemng  to  the  proofii  of  GhriftUnity  C  h  a  p. 
with  that  favourable  attention  which  adds  weight  to  UiC  moft  re^d-  v  i,  ' 
able  evidence,  he  heard  with  fufpicion,  and  difputed  with  ohftimcy 
and  acutenefs,  the  dodrines  for  which  he  already  entertained  an  invin- 
cible averfion.  Whenever  the  young  princes  were  direded  to  com- 
pofe  declamations  on  the  fubjed  of  the  prevailing  controverfies, 
Julian  always  declared  himfelf  thie  advocate  of  Paganifin  ;  under  the 
fpecious  excufe  that,  in  the  defence  of  the  weaker  caufe,  his  learn- 
ing and  ingenuity  might  be  more  advantageoully  exerctied  and 
difplayed.  .  . 

As  fbon  u  Galliu  vras  invefted  vridi  die  honourt  of  the  purple.  He  enbnce* 
Julian  was  permitted  to  breathe  the  air  of  firerdom,  of  literature,  and  {^jl^fl^ 
of  Paganiim  The  crowd  of  fophifts,  who  were  attraded  by  the 
tafte  and  liberality  of  thdr  royal  pupil,  had  formed  a  (lri£t  alliance 
between  the  learning  and  the  religion  of  Greece;  and  the  poems  of 
Homer,  inftead  of  beSng  admired  as  die  original  produdiims  of 
human  genius,  were  ierioufly  afcribed  to  the  heavenly  infpiration  of 
ApdUo  and  die  mufes.  The  deides  of  Olympus,  as  they  are  painted 
by  the  immcntal  bard,  imprint'  themfelves  on  the  minds  which  are 
the  leaft  addiAed  to  fupofitdbus  credulity*  Our  familiar  knowledge 
of  their  names  and  charaAer8,'dieir  forms  and  attributes,  Jiemi  xo 
beftow  on  diode  ury  beings  a  real  and  fubftandal  exiftence ;  and  the 
pleafing  enchantment  produces  an  imperfed  and  momentary  aflent- 
of  die  imagjuiadon  to  thofe  ^bles,  which  are  the  moft  repugnant  to 
our  reafon  and  ea^>erienoe.  In  die  age  of  Jtdian,  every  drcum- 
ftance  contributed  to  |»dong  and  .fortify  the  illulion;  the  magni- 
ficent temples  of  Oreece  and  Afia;  the  worics  of  thofe  artifts  who 
had  e:qpref&d,  in  painting  or  in  fculpture,  the  divine  conceptions  of 
the  poet;  the  pomp  of  &ftivals  and  facrifices;  the  fuccefsfiil  arts  of.

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CHAP,  divination;  the  popular  traditions  of  orades  and  prodigies;  and 
V  the  ancient  pradtice  of  two  thoufand  years.     The  weaknefs  of 

polytheifm  was,  in  fome  mcafure,  cxcufed  by  the  moderation  of 
its  claims;  and  the  devotion  of  the  Pagans  was  not  incompatible 
with  the  moft  licentious  fccpticifm  Inftead  of  an  indiviiiblc  and 
regular  fyftem,  which  occupies  the  whole  extent  of  the  believing 
mind,  the  mythology  of  the  Greeks  was  compofcd  of  a  thouland 
loofe  and  flexible  parts,  and  the  feivant  of  the  gods  was  at  liberty 
to  define  the  degree  and  meafure  of  his  religious  faith.  The  creed 
which  Julian  adopted  for  his  own  ufe,  was  of  the  largeft  dimenfions; 
and,  by  a  Arange  contradi<iHon,  lie  difdained  the  ialutaiy  yoke  of  the 
Goi]pel,  whilft  he  made  a  voluntary  o&iing  <^  lua  nafoa  on  the 
altars  of  Jupiter  and  Apdlo.  One  of  the  oratioas  of  Julian  ta  con- 
iecrated  to  the  honour  of  Cybele,  the  mother  of  the  gods,  'who  xe- 
quired  from  her  cfibminate  pridll  the  bloody  facrifice,  raihly 
performed  by  the  madncfs  of  the  Phrygian  boy.  The  pious  em- 
peror coodefeencb  to  fidate»  indioot  a  bhiih,  aad^vithoutafmile,  the

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But  the  devout  philofi^lier,  who  fincerd7  embraced,  and  warmly  ^  ^[j;  fi  ^' 
encouraged,  the  fuperiHtion  of  the  people,  referred  for  him&lf  >-  - 
the  privflege  of  a  tiberal  interpretation;  and  (ilently  withdrew  Xv!*^*^ 
Irom  the  foot  of  the.  altars  into  the  fanduary  of  the  temple.  The 
extravagance  of  .the  Gredan  mythology  produmed  with  a  clear  and 
audible  voice,  that  the  pious  enquirer,  inftead  of  bong  fcandalized 
or  fatisfied  with  the  literal  fenfe,  ihould  dihgendy  explore  the  occult 
wifdom,  which  had  been  difguifed,  by  the  prudence  of  antiquity, 
under  the  maik  of  folly  and  of  &ble  '*.  The  plulofophers  of  the 
Platonic  ichool  **,  Flotinus,  Porphyry,  and  the  divine  lamblichus,  were 
admired  as  the  moft  ikilful  mafters  of  this  allegorical  fcience,  wluch 
laboured  to  foften  and  harmonize  the  deformed  features  of  pa^mifin* 
Julian  himielf,  who  was  directed  in  the  myfterious  puriuit  by  iEde- 
lius,  the  venerable  {ucceflbr  of  lambfidius,  afyired  to  the  pofleffion 
of  a  treafure,  which  he  efteemed,  if  we  may  credit  his  folemn  a0eve- 
rations,  fio:  above  the  empire  of  the  worid  It  was  indeed  a  treafure, 
which  derived  its  value  only  from  qpimon ;  and  every  artift,who  flat- 
tered himielf  that  he  had  eztraOed  the  precious  ore  from  thefurround- 
ing  diofi,  clumed  an  equal  ri^t  of  ftamping  the  name  and  figure  the 
moft  j^reeable  to  his  peculiar  fancy.  The  fiible  of  Atys  and  Cybele 
had  been  already  eiqplained  by  Porphyry ;  but  his  labours  fervcd  only

eiTdudogieSy  the  i<deina  trifling,  and  the  impenetmUe  obicurity  of 
thefo  fitges,  who  prof^fed  to  xereal  the  fyftem  of  die  univerfe.  As 
die  tradldona  of  pagan  nr|rthoIog7  were  varioufly  related,  the  faoed 
inteipreters  were  at  liberty  to  fele^tlle  moA  convenient  circumftanoess 
and  a»  they  truiflated'  an  affakrary  cypher,  they  oould  extraftfron 
gKjf  &Ue  Mty  ftiffe  wlu^  was  adapted  to  thdr  &Tourite  fySbem  of 
religion  ahd  pyiofophy.

Bat  as  die 
frith,  which  Is  not  finmdid  on  revelation^  muft  remain  deftttote 
of  any  firm  afiimnce,  die  dilciple  of  Hato  inqmideotfy  rdapfed  into-, 
die  habits  of  vulgar  fuperftition ;  add  the  popular  and  phikxlbphlc 
Bodon  of  the  Peity  feems  to  have  been  confounded  in  die  pra£tice^ 
die  wridogs,  and  even  in  die  mind  of  Julian  **.

to  the  eye*,  ind  inacceffible  to  the  undeiifainding,  of  feeble  moitab. 
The  Supxeme  God  had  creued,  or  rather,  in  the  Platomc  langoaget ' 
had  generated,  die  gradual  focceffion  of  dqiendeitt  '^Irita,  of  gods,  €£ 
daemont,  of  heroes,  and  of  men ;  and  every  being  y/AAch.  derived 
its  exiftence  immediately  from  the  Firft  Caufe,  received  the  tnherAit 
gift  of  Immortalhy.  That  Co  precious  an  advantage  might  not  be 
lavi/hed  upon  nimmthy  oibjeOs,  the  Oeator  had  entrafted  to  the' 
ihill  and  power  of  die  inferior  gods,  the  office  of  forming  the 
human  body,  and  of  arranging  the  beautiful  harmony  of  the  animal, 
the  'vegetable,  and  the  mineral  kingdoms.  To  the  condu£k  diefe 
divme  mimfters  he  delegated  the  temporal  government  6f  thb  lovrer 
world  i  but  their  ioqpafeA  adminiftration  is  not  exempt  from  difcord 
or  orror.  The  earth,  and  its  inhabitants,  are  divided  among  them, 
and  die  diani^iers  of  Mars  o»  Minerva,  of  Mercnry  or  Venus,  may 
be  diftm£dy  traced  in  die  laws  and  manners  of  their  peculiar  votaries. 
As  long  as  our  immortal  fouls  are  ccmfined  in  a  mortal  priibn,  it  is 
our  intereft,  as  well  as  our  duty,  to  fblictt  die  fiivour,  and  to  depre-' 
ctte  die  wrath,  of  the  powers  of  heaven;  whofe  pride  b  gratified 
fay  die  devodon  of  mankind  $  and  whofe  grofler  parts  may  be  fitp- 
pofed  to  derive  fome  nourifliment  firom  die  fumes  of  facrifice**. 
The  inferior  gods  mig^t  fometimes  condefeend  to  ataimate  the  ftatues, 
and  to  inhabit  the  temples,  which  were  detUcated  to  thdr  honour. 
They  mig^t  occaficmally  ^t  the  earth,  but  the  heavens  were  die 
proper  throne  and  fymbol  of  their  g^ory.  The  invariable  order  of 
the  fun,  moon,  and  fbrs,  was  hafHly  admitted  by  Julian,  as  a  proof 
«f  didr  c^rMtf/duradon ;  and  their  eternity  was  a  fuffident  evidence

*  -J-  J*  Omiupotcnt  King.  In  the  fyilem  of  the  Platonills,  the  viiible,  was 
a  type  of  tlie  iavifible,  world.  The  ccleftial  bodies,  as  they  were 
informed  by  a  divine  fpirit,  might  be  confidered  as  the  objects  the 
moft  worthy  of  religious  worfhip.  The  Sun,  whofe  genial  influence 
pervades  and  fuftains  the  univerfe,  juilly  claimed  the  adoration  of 
mankind,  as  tlic  bright  rcprcrentative  of  the  Loc;os,  the  lively,  the 
rational,  the  beneficent  image  of  the  intellednid  Father 
Faaatktfio  I"  every  age,  the  abfence  of  genuine  infpiration  is  fupplied  by  the 
ftrong  illuiions  of  enihuliafm,  and  the  mimic  arts  of  impoflure.  If, 
in  the  time  of  JuUan,  thefe  arts  had  been  pradliled  only  by  the  pa- 
gan prices,  for  the  fupport  of  an  expiring  caufe,  fome  indulgence 
might  perhaps  be  allowed  to  the  intereft  and  habits  of  the  faccrdotal 
chanidlcr.  But  it  may  appear  a  fubjeCl  of  liirprii'e  and  fcandal,  that 
the  philolophers  tliemfelves  Ihould  have  contributed  to  abufc  the 
fuperlliiious  credulity  of  mankind  '"",  and  that  the  Grecian  mj  ilcries 
fliould  have  been  lupported  by  the  magic  or  thcurg>'  of  the  modern 
PlatonilU.  They  arrogantly  pretended  to  controul  tlie  order  of  na- 
ture, to  explore  the  I'ecrets  of  futurity,  to  command  the  ferv  ice  of 
the  inferior  d;tmons,  to  enjoy  the  view  and  converfation  of  the  fu- 
perior  gods,  and,  by  difengaging  the  foul  from  her  material  bands, 
to  reunite  that  immortal  panicle  with  the  Infinite  and  Divine 
Spirit.

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The  devout  and  fearlefs  curiofity  of  Julian  tempted  the  philo*  ^Jl,^,^* 
fophen  with  the  hopes  t>f  an  eafy  conqueft ;  which|  from  the  v...  -.-^  * 
fituation  of  their  young  profelyte,  might  be  produdive  of  the  '^j'f^'^'!^"^. 
moft  inqpoitant  oonfequences       Julian  imbibed  the  firft  nidi-  cjfm  of  jn* 
ments  of  the  Platonic  do^Shines  from  the  mouth  of  JEdefius, 
^ho  had  fixed  at  Peigamus  his  wandering  and  perfecuted 
ibhooL    But  as  the  declining  ftrength  of  that  venerable  fage  wa& 
unequal  to  the  ardour,  the  diligence,  the  rapid  conception  of  his 
pupil,  two     his  moft.  learned  dilciples,  Chryfanthes  and  Eulebius, 
fiippUed,  at  his  .own  defire,  the  place  of  thdr  aged  mafter.  Thefe 
philofiipiiexs  leem  to  have  prepared  and  diftributed  their  refpeOive 
parts ;  and  they  artfully  contrived,,  by  dark  hints,,  and  a£&ded  difV 
puces,  to  exdte  the  impadent  hopes  of  the  aj^rata^  till  they  deli- 
vered him  into  die  hands  of  their  allbdate  Maximus,  the  boldeft  and 
moft  ikilful  mafter  of  the  Theurg^c  fiaence.    By  his  hands,.  Julian 
was  fecretly  initiated  at  Ephefus,  in.  the  twoitieth  year  of  his  age.. 
His  refidence  at.  Athens  confirmed  this  unnatural  alliance  of  philo-- 
fophy  and  fupetftition.   He  obtained  the  privilege  of  a  iblemn> 
initiation  into  the  myfteries  of  Eleufis,  which,  amidft  the  general 
decay  of  the  Grecian,  worihip,  ftill  retained  fbme  veftiges  of  their 
primaeval  fanfiity ;  and  fuch  was  the  zeal  of  Julian,,  that  Ke  afters 
wards  invited  the  Eleufinian  pontiff  to  the  court  of  Gaul,  for  the  fole 
purpofe.of  cDnTummating,.  by  myftic  rttes^  and  iacrificesj  the  great 
work  of  hw  fandificatbn.;   As  thefe  ceremonies  were  performed  in- 
the  dqith  of  caverns,  and  in  the  lilence  of  the  nig|it ;  and  as  the  in?  .

knowledge  broke  unon  him  in  a  bbzc  of  celeftial  light".    In  the 
caverns  of  Jiphelus  ami  Eleufis,  tlic  mind  of  Julian  was  penetrated 
with  Hnceret  deep,  and  unalterable  enthitfiafin ;  though  he  might 
fomctiraes  exiiibit  the  viciffitiulos  of  pious  fraud  and  hypocrify, 
which  may  be  obferved,  or  at  leaft  fiifpedcd,  in  the  charadens 
of  the  moft  confcientious  fanatics.    T'rom  that  moment  he  con- 
fecratcd  his  life  to  the  fervice  of  the  gods  ;  and  while  the  occu- 
pations of  war,  of  j^ovcrnment,  and  of  ftudy,  feemcd  to  claim  the 
whole  mcafurc  of  his  ti nu%  a  Rated  portion  of  the  hours  of  tJie 
night  was  invariably  referved  for  the  cxercife  of  private  devo- 
tion* The  temperance  which  adorned  the  fevere  manners  of  the  Ibl- 
dier  and  tlic  ]i]ii!ofopher,  was  conne<tled  with  fome  ftrid:  and  frivo- 
lous rules  of  religious  abftinence ;  and  it  WM  in  honour  of 
or  Mercury,  of  Hecate  or  Tfis,   that  Julian,   on  particular  day>> 
denied  himfelf  the  ufe  of  fome  particular  food,  which  might  have 
been  offenfive  to  his  tutelar  deities.    By  th^d:  voluntary  fefts,  he 
prepared  his  fenfes  and  his  undcrftandlng  for  the  frequent  and  fc- 
miliar  vifits  with  which  he  was  honoured  by  the  celeftial  powers, 
Notwithftanding  the  modefl:  filence  of  Julian  himfelf,  we  may  learn 
from  his  faithful  friend,  the  orator  Libanius,  that  he  lived  in  a 
perpetual  intercourfe  with  the  gods  and  goddeffes  ;  that  they  defcend- 
ed  upon  earth,  to  enjoy  the  converfation  of  their  favourite  hqro; 
that  they  gently  interrupted  his  (lumbers,  by  touching  his  hand  or

ciilet**.   Thefc  flBeping  or  waking  vifions,  the  oidinaxy  effeds  of 
aUtiaeoce  and  fimaticifiny  WHild  almc^  degrade  the  empcmr  to  the 
level  of  an  Egyptian  monk.    But  the  u£ele(s  HTet  of  Antony  or 
Pachomius  were  co^Tunicd  in.  thefe  vain  occupations.    JuUan  could  ' 
bncak  fix)tn  the  dream  of  fupcrlHtion  to  arm  hitnfelf  for  battle;  and 
after  vanquiihing  in  the  iield  tfic  enemies  of  Rome,  he  calmly  letived 
into  his  tent,  to  diclate  the  wife  and  Jalutary  laws  of  an  empire,  or 
to  indulge  hia  genius  in  tile  elegant  puifuita  of  literatUM  and  philo- 
iispliy. 

The  io^portant  fecrec  of  the  apoftacy  of  Julian  was  entniftcd  to  iii>  rdieioM 
the  fidelity  of  the  mkiatedy  with  whom  he  was  united  by  the  iacred 
ties  of  friendfliip  and  religion  *^  The  pleafmg  rumour  was  caur 
tiouHy  circulated  among  the  adherents  of  the  ancient  worihip ;  and 
his  future  greatnefs  became  the  objeA  of  the  hope8>  the  prayer8» 
and  the  piadi^ons  of  the  pagans,  in  every  province  of  the  em* 
]Mre.  Ftma  the  zeal  and  virtues  of  their  royal  profelyte,  they 
fondly  expelled  the  cure  of  every  evil,  and  the  reftoration  of 
every  blefllng ;  and  inftead  of  dUkpprovlng  of  the  ardour  of  their 
pious  wiihes,  Julian  ingenuoufly  confeiTed,  that  he  was  ambitious, 
to  attain  a  iituation,  in  which  he  might  be  ufeful  to  liis  country,  and 
to  his  reli^on.   But  tlus  reli^on  was  viewed  with  an  hoftile  eye

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C  ^   P-  by  the  fuoceflbr  of  Cmifiantine,  whofe  capricious  paflioos  alternately 

»  favcd  and  threatened  the  life  of  Julian.  The  arts  of  mag^c  and 
divination  were  ftridly  prohibited  under  a  deTpotic  government, 
whicli  condefccndcd  to  fear  them  ;  and  if  the  pagans  were  reluctantly 
indulged  in  the  exercife  of  their  fuperflition,  the  rank  of  Julian 
would  have  excepted  him  from  the  general  toleration.  The  apoflate 
foon  became  the  prefumptive  heir  of  the  monarchy,  and  his  death 
could  alone  have  appeafed  the  juft  apprehenHons  of  the  Chriftians  **. 
But  the  young  prince,  who  afpired  to  the  glory  of  a  hero  rather 
tiian  of  :i  martyr,  confulted  his  fafety  by  diflcmbling  his  religion ; 
and  the  eal'y  temper  of  polythcifm  permitted  him  to  join  in  the 
public  worihip  of  a  fed:  which  he  inwardly  defpifed.  Libanius 
has  confidered  the  hypocrify  of  his  friend  as  a  fubjeft,  not  of 
cenfure,  but  of  praife.  "  As  the  ftatues  of  the  gods,*'  fays  that  ora- 
tor, **  which  have  been  defiled  with  filth,  are  again  placed  in  a 
"  magnificent  temple ;  fo  the  beauty  of  truth  was  feated  in  the 
"  mind  of  Julian,  after  it  had  been  purified  firom  the  errors  and  fol- 
*'  lies  of  his  education.  His  fentiments  were  changed  ;  but  as  it 
would  have  been  dangerous  to  have  avowed  his  fentiments,  his 
**  condu^  ftill  continued  the  iiime.  Very  different  fi'om  the  aft  in 
*'  M(oY>,  who  diiguifed  himfelf  with  a  lion's  hide,  our  lion  was 
"  obliged  to  conceal  himfelf  under  the  (kin  of  an  afs ;  and,  while 
**  he  embraced  the  di dates  of  reafon,  to  obey  the  laws  of  prudence 
**  and  nccelhty The  dinimuiation  of  Julian  lafted  above  ten 
years,  from  his  fecrct  initiation  at  Ephefus,  to  the  beginning  of  the 
civil  war ;  when  he  declared  himfelf  at  once  the  implacable  enemy 
of  Chrift  and  of  Conftantius.  Tliis  ftatc  of  conHraint  might  con- 
tribute to  (hrengthen  his  devodon ;  and  as  ibon  as  he  had  iatisfied  the

Chfiitians,  Julian  returned,  with  the  impatience  of  a  lover,  to  burn 
his  free  and  voluntary  incenfe  on  the  domeftic  chapels  of  Jupiter 
wid  Mercury.  But  as  every  ad  of  diilimulation  muil  be  painful 
to  an  ingenuous  fpirit,  the  profeflion  of  Chriffianity  encreafed  the 
•  averfion  of  Julian  for  a  religion,  which  opprefled  the  freedom  of  his 
mind,  and  compdled  him  to  hold  a  conduA  repugnant  to  the  nobleft 
attributes  of  human  nature,  fincerity  and  courage. 

The  inclination  of  Julian  might  prefer  the  gods  of  Homer,  and  of  He  write* 
the  Scipios,  to  the  new  £uth,  which  his  uncle  had  eftabliflied  in  the  ch^xiuanit/. 
Homan  empire  ;  and  in  which  he  himfelf  had  been  landified  by  the 
iacrament  of  baptiiin.  But  as  a  philofopher,  it  was  incumbent  on 
him  to  juflify  his  diflenc  from  Chriftianity,  which  was  iiipported 
hy  the  number  of  its  conTerts,  by  the  chain  of  prophecy,  the 
fpleador  of  miracles,  and  the  wdght  of  evidence.  The  elaborate 
work  which  he  compoled  amidft  the  preparations  of  the  Perfian 
war,  contained  the  fubftance  of  thofe  atguments  which  he  had 
long  revolved  in  his  mind.  Some  fragments  have  been  tranfcribed 
and  preferved,  by  lus  advedary,  the  vehement  Cyril  of  Alexandria  " ; 
and  they  exhibit  a  very  fmgular  nuxture  of  wit  and  learning,  of 
fophiftry  and  ianaticifm.  Tlie  elegance  of  die  ftyle,  and  the  rank  of 
the  author,  recommended  his  writings  to  the  public  attention'* ;  and

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^XxiiJL^'  ^  impious  lift  of  the  enemies  of  Chriftiaiiity,  the  cdebnted 
^  »  '  name  of  Porphyry  vraa  efl&ced  by  the  fupcrior  mmt  or  reputation 
of  Julian,  The  minds  of  the  fittthful  were  dither  feduced,  or  Scan- 
dalized, or  alarmed ;  and  the  pagans,  who  fometimes  prefumed  to 
engage  in  the  unequal  difputc,  derived,  from  the  popular  vnxk  of  their 
Imperial  nuffionary,  an  inezhauftible  fupply  of  &lbciou8  objedions. 
But  in  die  affiduous  profecution  of  thefe  theological  ftudies,  the 
emperor  of  the  Romans  imbibed  the  illiberal  prejudices  and  paflions 
of  a  polemic,  divine.  He  contraded  an  irrevocable  obligation,  to 
maintain  and  propagate  lus  rel^ous  opinions ;  and  whilft  he  fecredy 
af^lauded  the  ftrength  and  dexterity  mdi  wluch  he  melded  the 
weapmis  of  controverfy,  he  was  tempted  to  diftruft  the  fincerity,  or 
to  de^iie  the  underilandings,  of  his  antagonifts,  who  could  oytinatdj 
refill  the  force  of  rcalbn  and  doquence. 
kr^adonf  ^  Chriftianfl,  who  beheld  with  horror  and  indignation  the  apof- 

tacy  of  Julian,  had  much  more  to  &ar  firom  his  power  than  fipom 
his  arguments.  The  pagans,  who  were  confeious  of  his  fervent 
zeal,  expeded,  perhaps  widi  impatience,  that  die  flames  of  perlecudoa 
ihould  be  immediatdy  Idndled  againft  the  enemies  of  the  gods ;  and 
that  the  ingenious  malice  of  Julian  would  invent  ibme  crud  refine- 
.  ments  of  death  and  torture,  which  had  been  unknown  to  the  rude  and 
inexperienced  fury  of  his  predecellbrs.  But  the  hopes,  as  well  as  the 
fears,  of  the  religious  factions  were  apparendy  dilappointed,  by  the 
prudent  humanity  of  a  prince",  who  was  careful  <^ his  own  £une,  of 
the  public  peace,  and  of  the  rights  of  mankind.  Inftnided  by  hiftory 
and  refledtion,  Julian  was  perfiiaded,  diat  if  die  difeafes  of  the  body 
may  fomedmes  be  cured  by  falutary  violence,  ndther  fteel  nor  fire

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tan  eradicate  the  emmeous  opinions  of  the  mind.  The  rcludartt  vidlim 
tMj  be  dragged  to  the  foot  of  the  ahar ;  but  the  heart  ftill  abhors  and 
diiclaims  the  iacrilegious  ad  df  the  hand.  Religious  obflinacy  is  hard- 
ened and  exafperated  by  opprclfion ;  and,  as  foon  as  the  pcrfccu- 
tion  fiibfides,  thofe  inrho  have  yielded,  are  reftored  as  pciiiuMits,  and 
thofe  who  have  refifted,  are  honoured  as  faints  and  martyrs.  U  Ju- 
lian adopted  the  unfuccefiful  cruelty  of  Diocletian  and  his  col- 
leagues, he  was^  ienltble  that  he  (hould  ftain  hb  memory  with  the 
name  of  tyrant,  and  add  new^oriea  to  the  Catholic  church,  which 
had  Hkrived  ftrength  and  encreafe  fironi  the  fcverity  of  the  pagan 
raagiftrates.  AAuated  by  thele  motives,  and  apprehenfive  of  difturb- 
ing  the  lepofe  of  an  unfettled  reign,  Julian  furprifed  the  world  by 
an  edia,  wluch  was  not  unworthy  of  a  ftatelman,  or  a  philofopher. 
He  extended  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  Roman  woild,  die  benefits 
of  a  firee  and  equal  toleration;  and  the  only  hardlhip  which  he  in- 
fli^fcod  on  the  Chriftiaiis»  was  to  deprive  them  ci  the  power  of  tor^ 
menting  their  fellow-fubjeAs,  whonithey  (tigmatiled  with  the  odious 
titles  of  idolaters  and  heretics.  The  Pagans  recdved  a  gradous  pet^ 
miflion,  or  rather  an  ea^nreft  order,  to  open  all  their  teriiples  ;  and 
they  were  at  once  deUvered  from  the  oppreflive  laws,  and  arlntrary 
vejuitions,  which  they  had  fuftuned  under  the  rdgn  of  Gonftantine, 
and  of  his  fons.  At  the  fame  time,  the  biihops  and  clergy,  who  had 
been  banidied  by  the  Arian  monarch, were  recalled  from  exile,  and  re- 
ftored to  thdr  refpedive  churches ;  the  Donatifts,  die  Novatians,  the 
Macedonians,  the  Eunomians,  and  dioie  who,  inth  a  more  profperous 
fortune,  adhered  to  the  dodrine  ofdie  coundl  of  Nice.  Julian,  who 
underftood  and  derided  their  dieological  difputes,  invited  to  the 

la  Gteece,  the  templet  of  Mtnem  were  oiant.

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^xxm  ^*  P*'^^^  leaders  of  the  hoiUlc  that  he  might  enjoy  the  agrees 
^  ■'»  — *  able  rpedacle  of  their  furious  encounters.  Tlic  clamour  of  contro- 
verfy  fometimes  provoked  the  emperor  to  exclaim,  "  Hear  me!  the 
"  Franks  have  heard  me,  and  the  Alemanni but  he  foon  difcovered 
that  he  was  now  engaged  with  more  obiiinate  and  implacable  ene* 
snies ;  and  though  he  exerted  the  powers  of  oratory  to  perfuade  them 
to  live  in  concord,  or  at  leaft  in  peace,  he  was  perfedlly  fatisfied» 
before  he  difmifTed  them  from  his  prefence,  that  he  had  nothing  to 
dread  from  the  union  of  the  Chriftians.  The  impartial  Ammianus 
has  afcribed  this  afieded  clemency  to  the  defire  of  fomenting  the  in- 
teftine  divifions  of  the  church  ;  and  the  infidious  dcfign  of  under- 
mining the  foundations  of  Chridianity,  was  infeparably  coane£led 
with  the  zeal,  which  Julian  piofeiled,.  to  xeftore  the  aodent  zdi^n 
of  the  empire". 

Zeatmdife-     As  foon  as  he  afcended  the  throne,  he  aiTumed,  according  to  the 

Totwn  of  Ju-  ^ 

luB  n  ike  cuftom  of  his  predecefibrs,  the  chara<fter  of  fupreme  pontiff ;  not 
only  as  the  moft  honourable  title  of  Imperial  greatneu,  but  as  a 
iacred  and  unpmtant  ciBct  i  the  duties  of  which  he  was  refolved  te 
execute  with  {now  diligence*  As  the  bu£io«&«f  the  Aate  prevented 
the  emperor  from  joihini^  every  day  m  the  public  devotion  of  his 
fubjei^  he  dedicated  a  domeflic  chapel  to  his  tutelar  deity  the  Sun  ; 
his  gardens  were  filled  with  Aatues  and  altars  ci  the^ods;  and  each 
apartment  of  the  palace  difplaycd  the  appearance  of  a  magnificent 
temple.  Every  morning  he  faluted  the  parent  of  light  with  a  facri- 
fice ;  the  blood  of  another  vidim  was  Ihed  at  the  moment  when  the 
Sun  funk  below  die  horizon  i  aod  the>Ioon,  the  Stars,  and  the  Genii  •

the  inde&tigable  derodon  of  Julian.   On  Iblemn  feftivals,  ht  rcgu-  <■ 
laxly  yifited  the  temple  of  the  god  or  goddeis  to  whom  the  day  was 
peculiarly  confecrated,  and  endeavoured  to  excite  the  religion  of  the 
raagiftrates  and  people  by  the  example  of  his  own  zeal.    Inllead  of 
maintaining  the  lofty  ftate  of  a  monarch,  diftinguillicd  by  the  fplen- 
dor  of  his  purj>le,  and  encompafled  by  the  golden  fhields  of  his 
guards,  Julian  folicited,  with  relpedful  eagernefs,  the  meaneft  oflices 
ivhich  contributed'  to  the  worflup  of  the  gods.   Amidft  the  iacred 
Imt  licendous  crowd  of  prieils,  of  inferior  minifters,  and  of  female 
dancers,  who  were  dedicated  to  die  fendce  of  the  temple,  it  was  die 
hufinefi  of  the  emperor  to  bring  the  wood,  to  Mow  the  fire,  to  handle 
die  knife,  to  ilaughter  the  vi£dm,  and  thrufting  his  bloody  hands 
into  the  bowels  of  the  expiring  animal,  to  draw  fcurth  the  heart  or  . 
liyer,  and  to  read,  with  the  confununate  ikill  of  an  harufpex,  the- 
imaginary  figns  of  future  events.   The  vrifeft  of  the  pagans  ceniiir-- 
ed  this  extravagant  fuperlHdon,  which  affeded  to  deQiife  the  re— 
ftnunts  of  prudence  and  decency.   Under  the  rrign  o£  a  prince^, 
who  inadifed  the  rig^  maxims  of  ccconomy,.  the  expence'of  reli— 
l^ous  worihip  coniiimed  a  very  large  portion  of  the  revenue a  con* 
ftant  fupply  of  the  Icarceft  and  mod  beautiful  birds  was  tcan^ported 
horn  diftant  dunu^s,  to  bleed  on  the  altanof.thegods ;  an  hundred' 
oxen  were  frequently  lacrificed  by  Julian  on  one  and  the  fame  day 
and  it  foon  became  a  popular  jeft,  that  if  he  fhould' return  widi 
conqueft  firom  the  Perfian  war,  the  breed  of  homed  cattle  mufl  infel- 
libly  be  exdnguiihed.   Yet  this  expence  may  appear  inconfiderabl^. 
when  it  is  compared  with  the  fplendid  prefeats^  which  were  ofl^red,. 
ntherbythe  hand,  or  by  order,, of  the  emperor,  to  all  the  celebrated 
places  of  devotion  in  the  Roman  world;  and  with  the  fums  allotted 
to  repair  and  decorate  the  ancient  temj^es,  which  had  fufFered  the 
Blent  decay  of  time,  or  the  recent  injuries  of  Chriftian  rapine.

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c  H    P.  Encouraged  by  the  example,  tbe  exhortations,  the  liberality;,  of  thdr 
V  '  -L-O  pious  fovereign,  tlie  cities  and  families  refumed  the  pradtice  of  their 
negle^ed  ceremonies.   "  Every  part  of  the  w(»:ld,**  exclaim*  L9)a- 
nius,  with  devout  tranfport,  **  difplayed  the  triumph  of  religion; 
"  and  the  grateful  profpe£l:  of  flaming  altars,  l)IeeJing  vidinis,  the 
fmoke  of  incenie,  and  a  fdemn  train  of  pricHs  and  prophets,  with- 
out  fear  and  without  danger.    The  found  of  prayer  and  of  muiic 
'*  was  heard  on  the  tops  of  the  higheft  mountain^;  andtlie  fame  OX 
afibrded  a  facrifice  for  the  gods,  and  a  fupper  for  their  joyous

Refarmation  But  the  genius  and  power  of  Julian  were  unequal  to  the  enter- 
ef  Paganiiiii.  pj,jjg  reftoring  a  religion,  which  was  deftitutc  of  theological  prin- 
ciples, of  moral  pren  i  ind  of  ccclefiaftical  difcipline;  which  rapidly 
hailened  to  decay  and  dilPolution,  and  was  not  fufceptibic  of  any 
folid  or  confiftent  reformation.  'Hie  jurifdidlon  of  the  fupreme 
■  pontifF,  more  efpecially  after  that  oflicc  had  been  united  with  die 
Imperial  dignity,  ccMnprchcnded  the  whole  cxtqnt  of  the  Roman 
empire.  Julian  named  for  his  vicars,  in  the  feveral  province?,  the 
priefts  and  philofophers,  whom  he  efleemed  the  bed  qualilicd  to  co> 
operate  in  the  execution  of  liis  great  defign  ;  and  his  paftoral  letters", 
if  we  may  ufe  that  name,  Hill  reprcfent  a  very  curious  (ketch  of  his 
wifhes  and  Intentions.  He  direds,  that  in  every  city  the  faccrdotal 
order  Ihould  be  compofed,  without  any  dillindion  of  birth  or  for-

the  gods,  and  of  men.   "  If  thejr  are  guilty/'  c<Mitinue8  he,  "  of  any 

fcandalous  oflence,  diey  fhould  be  cenfured  or  degraded  by  the 
'*  fuperior  pontiff ;  but,  as  long  as  they  rcuun  their  rank,  they  are 
*'  entitled  to  the  reQ)eA  of  the  ma^ftrates  and  people.  Thnr  hu- 
"  mility  may  be  fhewn  in  the  plainnefi  of  their  domed ic  garb ;  their 
**  dignity,  in  the  pomp  of  holy  veftments.  When  they  are  fummoned 
**  in  thdr  turn  to  offidate  before  the  altar,  they  ought  not,  during 
**  the  appointed  number  of  days,  to  depart  £rom  the  precinds  of  the 
"  temple;  nor  fhould  a  fmgle  day  be  fuffered  to  clapic,  without  the 
"  prayers  and  the  iacrifice,  which  they  are  obliged  to  offer  for  the- 
**  profperity  of  the  ftate,  and  <^  individuals.  The  exerdie  of  their 
"  iacred  fimdions  requires' an  immaculate  purity,  both  of  mind  and 
**  body ;  and  even  when  they  are  difmifled  from  the  temple  to  the 
"  occupations  of  common  life,  it  is  incumbent  on  them  to  excel  in 
*'  decency  and  virtue  die  reft  of  their  feUow-dtizens.  Thepiieft  of 
**  the  gods  Ihould  never  be  feen  in  theatres  or  taverns.   His  con- 

vcriation  ihould  bt  chafte,  his  diet  temperate,  his  friends  lio- 
**  nouiaUe  reputation ;  and,  if  he  fometimes  vifits  the  Forum  or  the

**  with  rdigion.   The  impious  opinions  ci  the  E|Mcurean8  and  Scep- 

tics  deferve  his  abhorrence  and  contempt " ;  but  he  ihould  dili- 
**  gendy  Ihidy  the  fjilems  of  Pythagoras,  of  Plata,  and  of  the  Stoics, 
"  which  unanimoudy  teach  that  there  are  gods ;  diat  the  world  is

'pontiff  inculcates,  in  die  moft  perfuaiive  language,  die  duties  of  be- 
neTolenoe  and  ho^itality ;  exhorts  lua  inferior  clergy'  to  recommend 
the  univeiial  {wa&ice  of  diofe  virtues ;  promiies  to  aifift  their  tn^- 
genoc  fronl  the  public  treafiny ;  and  declares  his  refolution  of  efia- 
Mfliii^  ho^tals  in  erery  dty,  where  the  poor  Ihould  be  recdved 
without  any  invidious  diftinflion  of  country  or  of  religion.  Julian 
4>dield  widi  envy  the  wife  and  humane  regulations  of  the  church  ; 
and  he  very  frankly  confefles  his  intention  to  deprive  the  Chiiftiant 
of  the  applaufe,  as  well  as  advantage,  which  they  had  acquired  by 
the  exduilve  pradice  of  charity  and  beneficence  The  fame  fpirit 
•of  imitation  might  difpofe  the  emperor  to  adopt  feveral  ecdefi-^ 
•amcal  inAitutions,  the  ufe  and  importance  of  which  were  approved 
by  the  fucceis  of  his  enemies.  But  if  thcfe  imaginary  plans  of  re- 
formation had  been  realized,  the  forced  and  imperfe^  copy  would 
have  been  Icfs  beneficial  to  Paganifm,  than  honourable  to  Chriflia- 
nity*°.  The  Gentiles,  who  peaceably  followed  the  cuftoms  of  their 
anceftors,  were  rather  furprifed  than  pleal'ed  with  the  introdudtion 
of  foreign  manners ;  and,  in  the  fliort  period  of  his  reign,  Julian 
had  frequent  occafiona  to  complain  of  the  want  of  fervour  of  hia 
own  party  .

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The  emhiifiaiin  of  Julian  prompted  him  to  embrace  the  fiiends  of  ^  J' ^* 

Jupiter  as  his  pezfoual  biends  and  brethren ;  and  though  he  partially  <  /- — ' 

overlodced  the  merit  of  Qiriftian  conftancyV  Imb  adnured  and  re-  ^kuu^^^^ 
warded  the  noble  perfeverance  of  Uiofe  Gentiles  who  had  jwefarred 
the  &vour  of  the  gods  to  that  of  the  emperor**.  If  they  cultivated 
the  literature,  as  wdl  as  the  relig^n,  of  the  Greeks,  they  acquired 
an  additional  claim  to  the  firiendflup  of  Julian,  who  ranked  the  Mules 
in  the  number  of  his  tutdar  deities.  In  the  religion  which  he  had 
adopted,  piety  and  learning  were  almoft  fynonimous  ;  and  a  crowd 
of  poets,  of  rhetoiidans,  and  of  philolbphers,  haftened  to  the  Im- 
perial court,  to  occupy  the  vacant  plans  of  tiuT  bifliops,  who  had 
(educed  the  credulity  of  Conftantius.  Uh  fuoceflbr  efteemed  die  ties 
of  common  imtiation  as  fiir  more  iacred  than  thofe  of  coniiuig^nity: 
he  chofe  his  fiivourites  among  the  fages,  who  were  deeply  iUUed  in 
the  occult  icienees  of  ma^c  and  lUTination ;  and  every  impoftor, 
-who  pretended  to  reveid  the  fecrets  of  futurity,  was  afliired  of  en- 
joying the  preient  hour  in  honour  and  afBuenoe***  Among  the 
plulofopheis,  Maximus  obtained  die  moft  emment  rank  in  the  friend- 
flitp  d  his  royal  dtifiaple^  who  communicated,  with  unreferved 
confidence,  his  actions,  his  fentiments,  and  his  rdi^ous  dei^s, 
during  tlie  anxious  fuQwnie  of  the  dvU  war*'.  As  foon  as  Julian 
had  taken  pofleflion  of  the  .palace  of  Gonftantinople,  hti  dif* 
patched  an  honourable  and  prefling  invitation  U>  Maximus;  who 
^  tiien  refided  at  Sardes  in  Lydia,  with  Chryikitiuus,  the  aflbciate

1  -.-  r  duus  refufed  to  undertake  a 'journey  which  ihewed  itfelf,  axcoxd^ 
ing  to  the  rules  of  diyinatton,  with  the  moft  threatening  and  ma- 
lignant a^>eA :  but  lus  companion,  wh<^e  fanatidfm  was  of  a  bolder 
caft,  perfifted  in  hia  interrogations,  till  he  had  extorted  firom  die 
gods  a  feeming  conlent  to  his  own  wiflies,  and  thofe  of  the  emperor. 
The  journey  of  Maximus  through  the  dties  of  Afia,  ds^layed  the 
triumph  of  philo(bphic  ranity;  and  the  maj^ftratea  vied  with  each 
other  in  the  honourable  recepti<m  which  they  prepared  for  the  fiiend 
of  their  Ibvereign.  Julian  was  pronouncing  an  oration  before  die 
lenate,  when  he  was  informed  of  the  arrival  of  Maximus.  The 
emperor  imme^tely  interrupted  his  diicourle,  advanced  tt>  mieet  him» 
and,  after  a  tender  embrace,  conduced  lum  by  the  hand  into  the 
midft  of  the  afiembly:  where  he  publicly  acknowledged  the  benefits 
whidi  he  had  derived  fimn  die  mftni^ons  <^  die  plulolbpher. 
Maximus^,  who  fbon  acquired  the  confidence,  and  influenced  die 
coundls,  of  JuUan,  was  tnfenfibly  corrupted  by  dw  temptadons  of  a 
court.  His  drds  became  more  iplen^d,  his  demeanour  more  lofty, 
and  he  was  cjqpoled,  under  a  fucceeding  reign,  to  a  di%racefid  in- 
quiry into  the  means  by  which  dw  difiaple  of  Hato  had  accumulated, 
in  the  fliort  duration  of  his  fiivour,  a  very  fcandalous  proportioa  d 
wealth.  Of  die  odier  pluloib[Aers  and  fophifts,  who  were  navited 
to  the  Imperial  r^dence  by  the  dioice  of  Julian,  or  by  the  fuc- 
eels  of  Manmus,  &w  were  aUe  to  preierve  thdr  innocence,  or 
dieir  reputation      The  liberal  gifts  of  money,  lands,  and  houles,

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were  infuffident  to  iatute  ihm  tapadom  avaiice ;  and  the  iodigiit- 
tion  of  the  people  was  juftly  excited  by  the  xemembfance  of  their 
abje^fc  poverty  and  diiinterefted  prafeffiont.  The  penetration  of 
Julian  could  not  always  be  deceived:  but  he  was  nnwiUing  to  de-' 
fpife  the  charaOers  of  tfaofe  men  wfaofe  talents  defecved  his  eOeens 
he  defired  to  e(cape  the  double  r^roach  of  in^radence  and  ineon* 
ftancy ;  and  he  was  apprehenfive  of  d^jtading,  in  the  eyes  of  die  • 
pro&ne»  the  honour  of  letters  and  of  rdigion^. 

The  £ivour  of  Julian  was  almoft  equally  diidded  between  the  Pa> 
gans,  who  had  firmly  adhered  to  the  worlhq>  of  thdr  anoeftors,  and 
die  Quiftiansi  who  prudently  embraced  the  religion  of  thdr  fiiverdgn. 
The  ac^piifition  of  new  profdytes*  gradfied  die  ruling  paflkns  of 
hb  foul,  fupeiiBtion  and  vanity  $  and  he  was  heard  to  dedaie^  wi& 
die  enthufiafm  of  a  miffimiaiy,  that  if  he  could  render  each  indivi- 
dual richer  dum  Midas,  and  every  dty  greater  dian  Babylon,  he 
fliould  not  efteem  himlelf  die  bene&dor  of  mankind,  onkTs,  at  die 
fame  ume,  he  could  recldm  his  lubjeds  from  didr  impious  revolt 
a^nft  the  immcvtal  gods**.  A  prince,  who  had  ftn^ed  human  na« 
ture,  and  who  poflfeSed  the  treafores  of  the  Roman  empire  could 
adapt  his  arguments,  his  promifes,  and  Ids  rewards,  to  ev«y  order 
of  ChriiBans    and  the  merit  of  a  feaibnable  convexfim  was  allowed

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CHAP.  10  fupply  the  defcds  of  a  candidate,  or  even  to  expiate  the  guilt  of 
i_  -,-  J*  a  criminaL  As  the  army  Is  the  mod  forcible  eng^e  of  abfi^ute 
power,  Julian  applied  htmfdf,  with  peculiar  diligence,  to  cotrv^  the 
religion  of  his  troofM,  ^diout  whofe  hearty  concurrence  every  mea- 
fure  mufl:  be  dangerous  and  uniiicoeAlul;  and  die  natural  temper 
of  foldiers  made  this  conqueft  as  eafy  as  it  was  important.  The 
legions  of  Gaul  devoted  themftlves  to  the  £uth,  as  well  as  to  the 
fortunes^  of  didr  vitoious  leader;  and  even  before  the  death  of 
Gonftantius,  he  had  the  fatis&dion  of  announdng  to  his  fiiends,  diat 
they  aJfiHed  with  fervoit  devotion,  and  voracious  iqppetite^  at  the, 
fiicrifices,  which  were  repeatedly  offered  in  his  camp,  dT  whole  he- 
catombs of  fat  oxen  The  armies  of  the  Eaft,  which  had  been 
tnuned  under  the  ftandard  of  the  crofs,  and  of  Conflantius,  required 
a  more  artful  and  expcnfive  mode  of  perfuadon.  On  the  days  of 
Iblemn  and  public  feflivals,  the  emperor  received  the  homage,  and 
rewarded  the  merit,  of  the  troops.  His  throne  date  was  encircled 
with  the  militiTy  enfigns  of  Rome  and  the  republic  ;  the  holy  name 
c£  Chrift  was  erazed  from  the  Labarnmt  and  the  fymbols  of  war,  of 
Biajefty,  and  of  pagan  fuperftition,  were  fo  dexteroully  blended,  that 
die  faitlifiil  fubje^l:  incurred  the  guilt  of  idolatry,  when  he  refpcdlfully 
fainted  the  perfon  or  image  of  his  fovercign.  The  foldiers  palled 
fuccefTivcly  in  review ;  and  ^ach  of  them,  before  he  received  from 
the  hand  of  Julian  a  liberal  donative,  proportioned  to  his  rank  and 
fcrviccs,  was  required  to  call  a  few  grains  of  inccnfc  into  the  flame 
which  burnt  upon  the  akar.  Some  Chriftian  confcflbrs-might  refift, 
and  otlu^rs  might  repent ;  hut  the  far  greater  number,  allured  by  the 
profpettl.  of  gold,  and  a^ved  by  the  prcfcnce  of  the  emperor,  Qon-

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tra£ked  the  criminal  engagement ;  and  their  future  perfeverance  in  ^j^^'* 
the  worftiip  of  the  gods  was  enforced  by  every  confideration  of  duty  u-  i 
and  of  intereft.  By  the  frequent  repetition  of  thefe  arts,  and  at  the 
expence  of  fums  which  would  have  purchafed  the  fervice  of  half  the 
nadiuu  of  Scythia,  Julian  gradually  acquired  for  his  troops  the  ima- 
ginary protection  of  the  gods,  and  for  himfelf  the  firm  and  efiedual 
fupport  of  the  Roman  legions  It  is  indeed  more  than  probable, 
that  the  reftoradon  and  encouragement  of  Pagan!  fm  reveated  a  mul» 
titude  of  pretended  Chriftians,  who,  from  motives  of  temporal  ad- 
yant^,  had  acquiefced  in  the  religion  of  the  former  reign;-  and 
who  afterwards  returned,  with  the  fame  flexibility  of  con&ience,  to 
the  faith  which  was  profefled  b)r  the  fucceffimi  of  Julian. 

While  the  dbvout  monarch  inceflantly  laboured  to  reftbre  and  Thejcwi^ 
prv^gate  die  rellgioh  of  his  anceftors,  he  embraced  the  extraor- 
dinary defign  of  rebuilding  the  temple  of  Jerufalem.  In  a  public 
epiftle  **  to  the  nation  or  community  of  the  Jews,  di^ierfed  througH 
the  provinces,  he  pities  their  misfortunes,  condemns  thdr  Oppieli- 
ibrs,  praifes  their  conAancy,  declares  himfelf  their  gracious  protec- 
tor, and  expreffea  a  pious  hope,  that  after  his  return  from  the 
Perfian  war,  he  may  be  permitted  to  pay  his  grateful  vows  to  the 
Almighty  in  his  holy  city  of  Jeruialem.  The  blind  fuperitition,  and 
abje£l  flavery,  of  thofe  unfortunate  exiles,  muft  excite  the  contempt 
of  a  i^iilofopbic  emperor ;  but  they  deferred  the  friendfhip  of  Julian^ 
by  fibar  implacable  hatred  of  the  Chriflian  name.  The  .barren  iyna- 
goguc  abhorred  and  envied  the  fecundity  ci  the  rebdUous  church :

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the  power  of  the  Jews  was  not  equal  to  then*  malice;  hut  their 
graveft  rabbis  approved  tlic  private  murder  of  an  apoftate  " ;  and 
their  feditious  clamours  had  often  awakened  the  indolence  oT  the 
pagan  magiftrates.  Under  the  reign  of  Conftantiue,  the  Jews  be- 
came the  fubjtds  of  their  revoked  children,  nor  was  it  long  before 
they  experienced  the  bitternefs  of  domcftic  tyranny.  The  civil 
immunities  wliich  had  been  granted,  or  confirmed,  by  Severus,  were 
gradually  repealed  by  the  Chriflian  princes  ;  and  a  ralh  tumult,  ex- 
cited by  the  Jews  of  Paleftinc Icemed  to  juftify  the  lucrative 
modes  of  opprefTion,  which  were  invented  by  the  bilhops  and  eu- 
nuchs of  the  court  of  Conflantius.  The  Jewilh  patriarch,  who  was 
ftill  permiucd  to  exercife  a  precarious  jurifdidion,  held  his  refidence 
at  'Iihctias";  and  the  neighbouring  cities  of  Paleftine  were  filled 
with  tlie  remains  of  a  peoj)le,  who  fondly  adhered  to  the  promifed 
land.  But  the  edi£l  of  Hadrian  was  renewed  and  enforced  ;  and 
they  viewed  from  afar  the  walls  of  the  holy  city,  which  were  profaned 
In  their  eyes  by  the  triumph  of  the  crofs,  and  tlie  devotion  of  the 
Clu  iftians

The  drcamfereoca 
of  the  ancient  city  (Eufeb.  Prarparat.  Evan, 
^el,  1,  ix.  c.  j6.)  wa*  tweaiy^fevca  ^dia,  or

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town,  and  the  fortrels  of  David,  were  ereded  on  the  lofty  afcent  of  ^  ii.^r'' 
Mount  Sion :  on  the  north  fide,  the  building;  of  the  lower  town  co-  Ui  m-  ^ 
Tcred  the  ^paaous  iiiiiuiiit  of  Mount  Acra ;  and  a  part  of  the  hill, 
diftinguiOied  by  the. name  of  Moriah,  and  levdl^d  by  human  in- 
dufhy,  was  crowned  with  the  ftately  temple  of  the  Jewifh  nation. 
After  the  final  deftru£tion  of  the  temple,  by  the  arms  of  Titus  and 
Hadrian,  a  ploughlliare  was  drawn  over  the  coufccratcd  ground,  as 
a  fign  of  perpetual  interdiclion.    Sion  was  defcrted  :  and  the  vacant 
I'pace  of  the  lower  city  was  filled  with  the  public  ami  private  edi- 
fices of  the  ililian  colony,  which  fpread  themfelves  over  the  adjacent 
hill  of  Calvary.    The  holy  places  were  polluted  with  monuments  'of 
idoUtry;  and,  cither  from  dcfign  or  accident,  a  chapel  was  dedicated 
to  Venus,  on  the  fpot  which  had  been  fandlificd  by  the  death  and 
refurredion  of  Chrift**.    Almoft  three  hundred  yetrs  after  thofe 
ftupendouB  events,  the  profane  chapel  of  Venus  was  demoli&ed  by 
the  order  of  Conftandoe ;  and  die  removal  of  the  earth  and  ftones 
revealed  the  holy  fepulchre  to  (he  eyes  of  mankind.   A  magnificent 
church  wa«  eredcd  on  that  myftic  ground,  by  the  fiift  Chriftian  em*- 
peror;  and  the  effedls  of  his  pious  munificence  were  extended  to 
.  every  ^pot,  which  had  been  cooiecrated  by  the  footfteps  of  patriarchs,, 
of  prophets,  and  of  the  Son  of  God**.

-K-  pie  of  dieemprefs  Helena;  who  appears  to  have  united  the  credu- 
lity of  age  widi  the  warm  fisettngs  of  a  recent  converfion.  Sages 
and  heroes,  who  have  vifited  the  memorable  feenes  of  andent 
wifdom  or  g^ory,  have  confefled  the  inipiration  of  the  genius  of 
the  place  ** ;  and  the  Chriftian,  who  knelt  before  the  holy  fepulchre, 
alcribed  lus  livdy  fiuth,  and  his  fervent  derodon,  to  the  more 
Immediate  influence  of  the  Divine  ^irit.  The  zeal,  perhaps  the 
avarice,  of  the  decgy  of  Jemlaiem,  cherifhed  and  multiplied  thefe  be- 
neficial unfits.  They  fixed,  by  unqueftionable  tradition,  the  Icene  of 
each  memorable  event  They  exhibited  the  inftrunleots  whidi  had 
been  ufed  in  the  paflton  of  CI^ ;  the  nails  and  the  lance  that 
had  pierced  his  hands,  his  feet,  and  his  (ide ;  the  crown  of  dioras 
diat  was  planted  on  his  head;  ^e  jnllar  at  wludi  he  was 
fcourged:  and,  above  all  they  fliewed  die  crols  on  which  he 
fuffered,  and  wUch  was  dt^  out  of  the  earth  in  die  rdgn  of  diofe' 
princes,  who  in^ed  the  fymbol  of  Ghriftianity  in  the  banners  of 
the  Roman  legions**.  Such  miirades,  as  leemed  neceflary  to  account 
for  its  extraordinary  prefervation,  and  feafonaUe  difcovery,  were  • 
gradually  propagated  mthout  oppofidon.

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iify  the  cuiious  dewdon  of  the  pilgrimt,  by  the  gift  of  fmall  pieces,  '  ^'^,fL  ^' 
wfaidi  diey  enchafed  in  gold  or  gems,  and  c^ed  away  in  triumph  u-v— y 
to  their  re^pe£tive  countries.  But  as  diis  gainful  branch  of  commerce 
muft  foon  have  been  annihilated,  it  was  found  conTenient  to  fup- 
pofe,  that  the  marvellous  wood  poffefled  a  fecret  power  of  -vegeta- 
tion; and  that  its  fubftance,  thoi^h  continually  diminUhed,  MQ. 
remained  entire  and  unimpaired  It  might  perhs^  have  been  tt" 
pe^ed,  that  the  influence  of  the  place,  and  the  belief  of  a  perpetual 
niracle,  (hould  have  produced  fome  falutary  eflPedts  on  the  morals, 
as  well  as'on  the  faith,  of  the  people.  Yet  the  mod  re^pedaUe  of 
the  ecdefiaftical  writers  have  been  obliged  to  confefa,  not  only  that' 
the  ftreets  of  Jerufalem  were  filled  with  the  incefTant  tumult  of  bufi- 
nefs  and  pleafure  but  that  every  Ipecies  of  vice  ;  adultery,  thefl:, 
idolatry,  poifoning,  murder,  was  &miliar  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
holy  dty*'.  The  wealth  and  pre-eminence  of  the  church  of  Jem« 
lalem  excited  the  ambition  of  Arian,  as  well  as  orthodox,  candidates; 
and  the  virtues  of  Cyril,  who,  fince  his  death,  has  been  honoured 
with  the  title  of  Saint,  were  dlfplayed  in  the  exerdfe,  rather  than  in

^•idiotit  delay,  on  the  commanding  eminence  of  Moriah,  a  ftatdy 
temple,  wliich  might  ediple  the  fplendcfr  of  the  church  of  the  Refur- 
re€don  oa  the  adjacent  hill  of  Calvary;  to  eftaAilUh  an  order  of 
prtefb,  whole  interefted  zeal  wouM  deted  the  'arts,  abd  refill  the 
ambition,  of  their  Chriftian  rivala ;  and  to  invite  a  numerous  colony 
of  Jews,  whole  ftem  fimaticilm'  would  be  always  pr^awd  to  fecond, 
and  even  to  anticipates  the  hoflile  meafures  of  the  pagan  govern* 
ment.  Among  the  friends  of  the  emperor  (if  the  names  of  empe- 
ror, and  of  frietid,  arc  not  incompatible)  Yhe  fird  place  was  afligned, 
by  Julian  himfel^  to  the  virtuous  and  teamed  Alypius  The  hu^ 
manity  of  Alypius  was  tempered  by  fevcrc  jullice,  and  manly  forti- 
tude; and  while  he  exercifed  his  abilities  in  the  civil  adminiflra- 
tion  of  Britain,  he  imitated,  in  liIs  poetical  compofitions,  the  har- 
mony and  foftnefs  of  the  odes  of  Sappho.  This  minifter,  to  whom 
Julian  communicated,  without  refcrv-e,  his  moft  carclefs  levities,  and 
his  moft  ferious  counfels,  received  an  extraordinary  commifllon  to 
rcftore,  in  its  priftinc  beauty,  the  temple  of  Jcrulalcm  ;  and  the 
diligence  of  Alypius  required  and  obtained  the  lirenucus  fupport  of 
the  governor  of  Paleftinc.  At  the  call  of  their  great  deliverer,  the 
Jews,  from  all  the  provinces  of  the  empire,  aflembled  on  the  holy 
mountain  of  their  fathers  j  and  their  infolcnt  triumph  alarmed  and 
exafperated  the  ChriiVian  inhabitants  of  Jerufalcm,  The  defire  of 
rebuilding  the  temple  has,  in  every  age,  been  the  ruling  paflion  of 
the  children  of  Ifracl,  In  this  propitious  moment  the  men  forgot 
their  avarice,  and  the  women  their  delicacy  ;  fpadcs  and  pickaxes  of 
ivlver  were  provided  by  the  vanity  of  tlie  rich,  and  the  i-ubbifli 
was  tcan^orted  in  maatks  of  filk  and  purple.    Every  purfe  was

Opened  In  Ubdeal  contribittioiu,  every  hftiid  claimed  a  ihare  in  t&er 
pioiu  labour ;  and  tbe  command*  of  a  g^reat  mooardii  were  eaoecuted 
by  the  enthufiafin  of  a  wliok  people''. 

Yet,  on  this  oocafion,  the  joint  eSbrts  of  power  and  endnifiafm.'^ 
were  unfuccefafiil ;  and  the  ground  of  the  Jewiih  temple,  tgHiich  is- 
now  covered  by  a  Mahometan  mofijue     ftOI  continued  to  exhiHt 
the  lame  e^^fing  lpe£bu:te  of  nun  and  delblatioa.   Fo^ps  the 
abfence  and  death  of  the  emperw,  and  the  new  marima  of  a  Chriftian> 
rdgn,  might  explain  the  intemqidon  of  an  arduous  work,  which  was 
attempted  only  in  the  laft  fix  months  of  the  life  of  Julian".  But 
the  Chiiftians  entertained  a  natural  and  pious  expedlation,  that,  in 
this  memorable  contcft,  the  honour  of  religion  would  be  vindicated 
by  fome  fignal  miradew    An  earthquake,  a  whirlwind,  and  a  fiery 
erupdon,  which  overturned  and  fcattered  the  new  foundationsof  the 
temple,  are  attefted,  with  fome  variations,  by  contemporary  and  re— 
fpeOable  evidence  ".    This  public  event  is  described  by  Ambrofe  ^% 
bifhop  of  Milan,  in  an  epiille  to  the  emperor  Theodofius,  whidv 
muft  ^ovokfi  the  fevere  animadverfion  of  the  Jewsf  by  the  eloquent

The  laft  of  thcl'c  writers  has  boldly  declared, 
that  this  prseternatiiral  event  was  not  difputed  by  the  infidels  ;  and 
his  aflertion,  ftrangc  as  it  may  fcem,  is  confirmed  by  the  unexcep- 
tionable teftimony  of  Ammianus  Marccllinus  The  philoluphic 
foldicr,  who  loved  the  virtues,  witlinut  adopting  the  prejudice?,  of  his 
mafler,  has  recorded,  in  his  judicious  and  candid  hirtop»'  of  his  own 
times,  the  extraordinary  obllacles  which  interrupted  the  reftoration 
of  the  temple  of  Jerufalem.  "  Whilll  Alj-jiius,  aflifted  by  the  go^ 
•*  vernor  of  the  province,  urged,  with  vigour  and  diligence,  the 
**  execution  of  the  work,  horrible  balls  of  fire  breaking  out  near  the 
"  foundations,  with  fretjuent  and  reiterated  attacks,  rendered  the 
"  place,  from  time  to  time,  inaccefhble  to  the  fcorched  and  blaftcd 
•*  workmen ;  and  the  vicloricus  clement  continuing  in  this  manner 
•*  obftinatcly  and  refolutely  bent,  as  it  were,  to  drive  them  to  a 
**  diftance,  the  imcLrt, iking  was  abandoned."  Such  authority  Ihould 
lati^y  a  believing,  a;id  mull  aftonillx  an  incredulous,  mind.

juftice,  or  his  demencjr.  He  afieded  to  pity  the  unhappy  Ouit" 
tians,  who  were  miftaken  in  the  moft.  important  ohjeft  of  thdr 
lives;  but  his  pity  was  d^jiaded  by  contempt,  his  contempt 
was  emUttered  by  hatred;  and  the  fentiments  of  Julian  were  ex- 
prefled  in  a  ftyle  of  iarcaftic  wit,  which  inflids  a  deep  and  deadly 
wound,  whenever  it  ifliies  from  die  moudi  of  a  fovereign.  As  be 
was  fenfible  diat  the  Chriftians  g^iied  in  the  name  of  theic  Re* 
deemer,  he  countenanced,  and  perhiqps  enjoined,  the  ufe  of  die  Icfii 
honourable  appellation  of  Galilsans  **.  He  dedared,  that,  by 
die  folly  of  the  Galilaeans,  whom  he  deCciibes  as  a  fed  of  fimadcs, 
contemptible  to  men,  and  odious  to  the  gods,  die  empire  had  been 
reduced  to  the  brink  of  deftrudion;  and  he  infinuates  in  a  public 
edid,  that  a  frantic  patient  might  fometimes  be  cured  by  Alutary.

Such  of  theie  reguladona  as  appeared  neoefljuy  ta  check  the  am- 
bidon  and  avarice  of  the  ecdefia^cs^  were  feoii  afterwards  imitated 
by  die  wifilom  of  an  ortbodcnc  prince.  The  peculiar  d^in€doos

A  jiift  and  ievere  cenfure  has  been  inHided  on  tlie  law  which 
prohibited  the  Chriftians  firom  teadiing  the  arts  c£  grammar  and 
the  thritt-"  rhetoric".    The  motives  aUq;ed  by  die  emperor  to  juftify  this 
tMchfl^     putial  and  oppreffive  meaiure,  might  command,  duxing  his  life-time^ 
fdiooU.      ^  filence  of  Haves  and  the  applaufe  of  flatterers.    Julian  abules  the 
.ambiguous  meaning  of  a  word  which  might  be  indifiierentlj  applied 
to  the  language  and  the  religion  of  the  Greeks  :  he  contemptuodly 
<]bferve$,  that  the  men  who  exalt  the  merit  of  impUdt  ^th  are 
unfit  to  claim  or  to  enjoy  the  advantages  of  fdenoe ;  and  he  vainly 
contends,  that  if  they  refufe  to  adore  the  gods  of  Homer  and 
Demofthenes,  they  ought  to  content  themfdves  vnth  expounding 
Luke  and  Matthew  in  the  churches  of  the  Galilaeans      In  aU  the 
•cities  of  the  Roman  world,  the  education  of  the  youth  was  entrufled 
to  mafters  of  grammar  and  rhetoric ;  who  were  deded  by  the 
tnagiftrates,  maintained  at  die  puUic  expence,  and  diftinguiihed  by 
many  lucrative  and  honourable  privileges.     The  edid  of  Julian 
appears  to  have  induded  the  phyficians,  and  profeflbrs  of  all  the 
liberal  arts;  and  the  emperor,  who  referved  to  himfelf  the  appro- 
bation of  the  candidate^,  was  authorifed  by  the  laws  to  corrupt,  or 
to  punilh,  the  rdigious  condancy  of  the  moft  learned  of  the  Chrift-

invited  the  rifing  generation  to  rclbrt  with  freedom  to  the  jnihlic  ^  •<i-  -f 
fchools,  in  a  juil  confidence,  that  their  tender  minds  would  receive 
the  impreffions  of  literature  and  idolatry.  If  the  greatefl:  part  of  the 
Chriftian  youth  lliould  be  deterred  by  their  own  fcruple.s,  or  by  thofe 
of  their  parents,  from  accepting  this  dangerous  mode  of  inflrudlon, 
they  muft,  at  the  fame  time,  relinquilh  tlic  benefits  of  a  liberal  edu- 
cation. Julian  had  reafon  to  expcdl  that,  in  the  f})acc  of  a  few 
years,  the  church  would  relapfe  into  its  primrcval  fimplicity,  and 
that  the  theologians,  who  polfeffed  an  adecjuate  lhare  of  the  learning 
and  eloquence  of  the  age,  would  he  fucceeded  by  a  generation  of 
hlind  and  Ignorant  fanatics,  incapable  of  defending  the  truth  of  their 
own  principles,  or  of  cxp.ofmg  the  various  follies  of  Polytheifm  **. 

It  was  undoubtedly  the  willi  and  the  dcfien  of  fulian  to  deprive  Difgracetnd

the  Chrlflians  of  the  advantages  of  wealth,  of  knowledge,  and  of  i^e  Chriil-

power  ;  but  the  injuftlce  of  excluding  them  from  all  offices  of 
trufl  and  profit,  feems  to  have  been  the  refult  of  his  general  policy, 
rather  than  the  immediate  confequence  of  any  politive  law  Su- 
perior merit  might  defer\-e,  and  obtain,  fome  extraordinary  exceptions ; 
but  the  greater  part  of  the  Chriftian  officers  w'crc  gradually  removed 
from  their  employments  in  the  ftatc,  the  army,  and  the  provinces. 
The  hopes  of  future  candidates  were  extinguilhcd  by  the  declared 
partiality  of  a  prince,  who  malicioully  reminded  thera,  that  it  was 
unlawful  for  a  Chriftian  to  ufc  the  fword,  either,  of  juftice,  or,  of  war: 
and  who  fludioully  guarded  the  camp  and  the  tribunals  with  the  en-

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C  H^P.  fjprns  of  idolatry.  The  pn'.vers  of  j);ovcrnment  were  entrufted  to 
ill-  Pagans.,  who  profciicd  an  ardciU  zeal  for  the  religion  of  their 
aucellors ;  and  as  the  choice  of  the  emperor  was  often  direfted  bjr 
the  rules  of  divination,  the  favourites  whom  he  preferred  as  the  moft 
agreeable  to  the  gods,  did  not  always  obtain  the  approbation  €£ 
mankind  *\  Under  the  adminiftration  of  their  enemies,  the  Chrift- 
bns  had  much  to  Aiflcr,  and  more  to  aj^prehend.  The  temper  of 
Julian,  was  averfe  to  cruelty  ;  and  the  care  of  his  reputation,  which 
was  expofcd  to  the  eyes  of  the  uruvcrfe,  rcftraiued  the  philofophic 
monarch  from  violating  the  laws  of  jufticfe  and  toleration,  which  he 
Mmfelf  had  fo  recently  cdablifhed.  But  the  provincial  minifters  of 
his  authority^  were  placed  in  a  Ids  con^cuous  ftadonu  In  the  ex- 
crcilb  of  arbitrary  powcr^  they  coniiilted  die  inihes,  rather  than  the 
eonunands,  of  their  foverelgn  }  and  Tentureid  to  exerciie  a  fecret  and 
yexadoQS  tyranny  againft  the  &daries„  on  whom  ffaey  were  not  per-- 
mitted  to  .  confer  the  honours  of  martyrdom.  The  emperor,  who- 
di0embled,  as  long  as  poflible,  his  knowledge  of  die  ifijufBce  that 
was  exercifed  in  his  name,  expreiled  his  real  fenfe  of  the  condud  oT 
his  officers,  by  gentle  reproo6  and  fubftantial  rewards'*.

Mitftorcthe  were  armed,  was  the  law  that  obliged  the  Ouiltians  to  make  full

not  always  expeifted  die  iandion  of  the  public  audiority  j  and  the. 
hifluips^  who  were  fecure  of  impunity,,  had  often  marched,,  at  the. 
head  of  their  congregadons,  to  attack  and  dbmoltih  the  fortrefles  of 
the  prince  of  darknefs.  The  confecrated'liinds,  which  had  encreafed-:

fined,  and  etfilf  ttfUatd*  But  on  thefe  lands,  and  on  (hit  ruins  of  c  "^AjP- 
Pagan  fuperftidon,  the  Chriftians  had  frequcnily  ereded  their  own 
religious  edifices :  and  as  it  was  neceflary  to  remove  the  church  be- 
fore the  temple  could  be  rebuilt,  the  juftice  and  piety  of  the  em- 
peror were  applauded  by  one  party,  while  the  other  deplored  and 
execrated  his  facrileg^ous  ^lence**.  After  the  ground  was  cleared, 
the  reftitution  of  thofe  ftately  ftru£bire«,  which  had  been  levelled 
with  the  duft ;  and  at  the  precioiis  ornaments,  which  had  been  con- 
verted to  Chriffian  ufes ;  fwelled  into  a  very  laige  account  of  da> 
mages  and  debt.  The  authors  of  the  injury  had  ndther  the  ability 
nor  the  inclination  to  diJcharge  this  accumulated  demand :  and  the 
.  impartial  wifdom  of  a  legator  would  have  been  diiplayed  in  ba- 
lancing the  adverfe  claims  and  complaints,  by  an  equitable  and  tem- 
perate arbitration.  But  the  whole  empire,  and  particularly  the  Eaft, 
was  thrown  into  confufion  by  the  rafli  edids  of  Julian ;  and  the 
Pagan  ma^ftrates,  inflamed  by  zeal  and  revenge,  abufed  the  rigorous 
privilege  of  the  Roman  law ;  which  fub^tutes,  in  the  place  of  his 
inadeipiate  property,  the  perfon  of  the  infolvent  debtor.  Under 
the  preceding  reign,  Mark,  bilhop  of  Arethufa",  had  laboured  in  the 
converfion  of  his.  people  with  arms  more  efl^dhial  than  thofe  of  per- 
fuafion  **.  The  magiftratcs  required  the  full  value  of  a  temple  which 
had  been  deftoyed  by  his  intolerant  zeal :  but  as  they  were  iiitisfied

They  apprehended  tbe  aged 
prelate,  they  inhumanly  fcourgcd  him,  they  tore  hb  beard  j  and  his 
naked  body,  anointed  with  honey,  was  fufpended,  in  a  net,  between 
heaven  and  earth,  and  expofed  to  the  ftings  of  infe^  and  the  raya 
of  a  Syrian  fun From  this  lofty  ftation,  Marie  ftill  pcrfifted  to 
glory  in  his  crime,  and  to  infult  the  impotent  rage  of  lus  periectifion. 
He  was  at  length  refcued  from  their  hands,  and  diiinifl«d  to  enjoy 
the  honour  of  his  divine  triumph.  Hus  Aiiana  cddnrateddiie.TittQe.

Julian  (pared  his  life:  but  if  the  bifhop  of  Arethuia 
had  fared  tiie  infancy  of  Julian  pofterity  will  condemn  the  in* 
gratitude,  inftead  of  praifing  the  clemency,  the  emperor.

for  the  fpot  was  ennobled  by  fidion ;  and  the  fancy  of  the  Syrian 
poets  had  tranfported  the  amorous  tale  from  the  banks  of  the  Peneus 
to  thofe  of  die  Orontes.  The  andent  rites  of  Greece  were  imitated 
by  the  royal  colony  of  Antioch.  A  ftream  of  prophecy,  which 
•rivalled  the  truth  and  xeputation  of  the  Delphic  oracle,  flowed  fi:om 
the  C^aSan  fountain  of  Daphne  In  the  adjacent  fields  a  ftadium 
was  built  by  a  Special  privilege  which  had  been  puxchafed  from 
£li8  s  the  Olympic  games  were  cdebrated  at  the  expence  of  the  city ; 
and  a  revenue  of  durty  diouiand  pounds  fterling  was  annually 
applied  to  die  public  pleafiues  '*'.  The  perpetual  rdbrt  of  pilgnms

mileSf  and  formed  in  the  moft  fiiltry  fummers  a  cool  and  impenetrable 
ihade.  A  dioufand  ftreams  of  the  pureft  water,  iffiiing  from  ever7 
hill,  pre(erved  the  verdure  of  the  earth,  and  the  temperature  of  the 
^ir  i  the  ienles  were  gratified  widi  harmonious  founds  and  aromatic 
odours;  and  the  peaceful  grove  was  confecrated  to  health  and  joy, 
to  luxuiy  and  love.  The  vigorous  youth  purfued,  like  Apollo,  the 
objed^of  bis  defires ;  and  the  blufhing  maid  was  warned,  by  the  hue 
nf  Daphne,  to  ihun  the  folly  of  unfeafonable  coyneis.  The  f<^dier 
and  the  philofojiher  wifely  avoided  the  temptation  of  this  fenfual 
paradife  ;  where '  pleafure,  afliiming  die  charafter  of  religion, 
imperceptibly  diflblved  the  firmnefs  of  manly  virtue.  But  the 
groves  of  Daphne  continued  for  many  ages  to  enjoy  the  venera- 
tion of  natives  and  ftrangers;  the  privileges  of  the  holy  ground 
were  enlarged  by  the  munificence  of  fucceeding  eo^ierors;  and 
«very  generation  added  new  ornaments  to  the  fpload(Hr  of  the 
temple  '  -  • 

When  Julian,  on  die  day  of  the  annual  feftival,  haftened  to  adore 
the  Apollo  of  Daphne,  his  devotion  was  raifed  to  the  higheil  pitch 
of  eagemefs  and  impatience.  His  lively  imagination  anticipated  the 
grateful  pomp  of  vidims,  of  libations,  and  of  incenfe ;  a  long  pro- 
ceifion  of  youths  and  viigins,  clothed  in  white  robes,  the  fymbol 
of  their  innocence ;  and  the  tumultuous  concourfe  of  an  innumerable 
.  people.  But  the  zeal  of  Antioch  was  diverted,  fince  the  reign  of 
Chriftianity,  into  a  different  channel.  Inl^ad  of  hecatombs  of  fat 
oxen  facrificed  by  the  tribes  of  a  wealthy  city,  to  thdr  tutelar  deity.

After  Babylas  "'  (a 

bifliop  of  Antioch,  who  died  in  priicm  in  the  perfccution  of  Dccius) 

had  relied  near  a  century  in  his  grave,  his  body,  by  the  order  of  the 

Ca^far  Gallus,  was  tranfportcd-into  the  midft  of  the  grove  of  Daphne. 

A  magniiiccnt  church  was  erc^^led  over  his  remains  ;  a  portion  of 

the  facred  lands  was  ufurped  for  the  maintenance  of  the  clergv,  and 

for  the  burial  of  the  Chriftians  of  Antioch,  wlio  were  amlntious  of 

lying  at  the  feet  of  their  bilhop  ;  and  the  pricfts  of  Apollo  retired,. 

with  their  afirighted  and  indignant  votaries.     As  foon  as  another 

revoUition  fccmcd  to  rcllore  tlie  fortune  of  Paganifm,  the  church  of 

St.  Babvlas  was  demolilhcd,  and  new  buildings  were  added  to  the 

mouldering  edifice  which  had  been  raifcd'  by  the  piety  of  Syrian 

kings.

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C  H^A^P.  The  modeft  behaviour  which  might  have  afluaged  the  jealoufy  of  an 
^  homie  govern nu  nt,  was  negle£l«d  on  this  cccafion  by  the  zeal  of  the 

Chriflians.    The  lofty  car,  that  tranfported  the  relics  of  Babylas, 
was  followed,  and  accompanied,  and  received,  by  an  innumerable 
multitude  ;  who  chanted,  with  thundering  acclamations,  the  Pfalnu 
of  David  the  moft  expreflive  of  their  contempt  for  idols  and  ido- 
laters.   The  return  of  the  faint  was  a  triumph;  and  the  triurnph 
was  an  infult  on  the  religion  of  the  emperor,  who  exerted  his  pride 
to  diflemble  his  rcfcntment.    During  the  iiight  which  terminated 
this  indifcreet  proceflion,  the  temple  of  Daphne  was  in  flames ;  the 
ftatue  of  Apollo  was  coofumed ;  and  the  walls  of  the  Edifice  were  left 
a  naked  and  awful  monument  of  ruin.    The  Chriftians  of  Antioch 
alferted,  with  religious  confidence,  that  the  poweiful  interceflion  of 
St.  Babylas  had  pointed  the  lightnings  of  heaven  againfl:  the  devoted 
roof :  but  as  Julian  was  reduced  to  the  alternative,  of  believing  either 
a  crime  or  a  miracle,  he  chofc,  without  hefitation,  without  evidence^ 
but  with  (bme  colour  of  probability,  to  impute  the  fire  of  Diqpfane 
to  the  revenge  of  the  Galilaeans  "^    Their  ofienge,  had  it  begi 
fufficiently  proved,  might  have  juftified  the  retaliation,  which  was

The  seal  of  the  mintften  of  Julian  Was  inftahtly  chedced  by  the 
frown  of  their  fovcrcigii ;  but  when  the  father  of  his  country  declares 
himfclf  the  leader  of  a  faction,  the  licence  of  popular  fury  cannot 
ealily  be  retrained,  nor  confiftently  puniihed.    Julian,  in  a  public 
compofition,  applauds  the  devotion  and  loyalty  of  the  holy  cities  of 
Syria,  whofe  pious  inhabitants  had  deflroyed,  at  the  firfl  fignnl,  the 
fepulchres  of  the  Galilxans ;  and  faintly  complains,  that  they  had 
revenged  the  injuries  of  the  gods  with  left  moderation  than  he  ihould 
have  recommended"'.   Jbis  imperfed  and  rdudant  confieffion  may 
appear  to  confina  the  eoclefiafticai  narradves ;  that  in  the  dties  of  - 
Gaza,  ATcalon,  Caefarea,  Heliopolis,  &c.  the  Pagans  abufed,  without 
prudence  or  remode,  the  moment  of  their  profperity.   That  the  un-

George  of  George  from  his  parents  or  his  education,  furnamed  the 
Ctfpnloda    (i^^ppjjjycian,  was  born  at  F.jiipliania  in  Cilici.i,  in  a  fuller's  fhop. 

From  this  obfcurc  and  fcrvile  origin  he  railed  himicif  by  the  talents  of 
a  parafitc  :  and  the  patrons,  \vhom  he  affiduoufly  flattered,  procured 
for  their  worthlefs  dependent  a  lucrative  commilfion,  or  contra^,  to 
fupply  the  army  with  b.uon.    His  employment  was  mean:  he  KU- 
dered  it  infamous.    He  accumulated  wealth  by  the  ba&ft  arts  of 
fraud  and  corruption  ;  but  his  malverfations  were  fo  notorious,  that 
George  was  compelled  to  cfcape  from  the  purfuits  of  juftice.  After 
this  difgracc,  in  which  he  ajipears  to  have  faved  his  fortune  at  the 
expencc  of  his  honour,  he  embraced,  with  real  or  affeded  zeal,  the 
profelilon  of  Ariaiiiiin.     I'rom  the  love,  or  the  oftentatlon,  ot  learn- 
•  ing,  he  collcdcd  a  valuable  library  of^  hiftor\',  rhetoric,  phUofophy, 
and  theology     ;  and  the  choice  of  the  prc\  aiHnp;  faction  promoted 
George  of  Cappadocia  to  the  throne  of  Athanaiius.    Tlie  entrance

The  Fa^t^  who  had  been  flattered  with  die 
hopet  of  freedom  and  toleration,  ^^ted  his  devout  aVance  i  and  the 
ridi  ten^ea  of  Alexandria  vere  either  pillaged  or  infiilted  by  the 
haug^^  prelate  who  exclaimed,  in  a  loud  and  threatening  ton^ 
How  loi^  will  thefe  fepulchrcs  be  permitted  to  ftand  7**  Under 
the  rdgia  of  Conftandus,  he  wat  expelled  by  die  fury,  or  rather  by 
the  juftice,  of  the  people ;  and  it  wat  not  widiout  a  violent  flniggle, 
diat  the  dvit  and  military  powers  of  the  ffcate  could  xeftove  hb  au- 
thority,'and  gratify  his  revenge.   The  meflenger  who  procUimed 
at  Alexandria  the  acoeffion  of  Julian,  announced  the  downfid  of  the  ' 
aichbilhep.   George,  with  two  of  hit  obfequious  minifters,  count  a.  d.  361, 
Diodorus,  and  Dracondut,  mafter  of  the  mint,  were'tgnominiouffy 
dragged  in  chaip*  to  the  public  prifon.   At  die  end  of  twenty-four  h?  is  m^c- 
days,  the  prilbn  wat  forced  open  by  die  rag^  of  a  fopexiBdout  mul-  ^^H^^' 
dtude,  impatient  of  the  tedious  forms  of  judicial  proceedings.    The  December 
enemies  ^of  gods  and  men  expired  under  their  cruel  infults ;  the  . 
lifeleft  bodies  of  the  arohbilhop  and  his  aflbciates  were  carried  in 
triunq)h  through  the  ftreets  on  the  back  of  a  camel ;  and  the  inafti- 
vity  of  die  Athanafian  party     was  eAeemed  a  fhining  example  of 
evangelical  patience   The  remains  of  thefe  guilty  wretches  were

opi»effi6n  was  a^ravated  by  the  moft  ungenerous  irony.  I  ihew 
**  myfelf,"  lays  Julian,  die  true  finend  of  the  Galilasans.  Their 
**•  admrahle  law  has  promifcd  the  Idngdom  of  heaven  to  the  poor; 

and  they  -vnll  advance  widi  more  ^ligence  in  the  paths  of  virtue 
*^  and  iaivationy  when  they  art  relieved  by  my  affiftance  from  the 
**  load  of  temporal  polleffions.  Take  care,**  purAied  die  monaidn 
tn  a  more  ierious  t<Mie,  **  take  ca^  how  you  provoke  my  patience 
**  and  humanity.  If  thefe  diforders  continue^  I  will  revenge  on  the 
'  •*  magiftrates  the  crimes  of  die  people  $  and  you  will  have  reafon  to 

dread,  not  only  confifcadon  and  exile,  but  fire  and  the  fword..** . 
The  tumults  of  Alexandria  were  doubdels  of  a  more  bloody  and  dan- 
gerous-nature :  but  a  Quiitian'biihop  had  fiUlen  by  the  bands  of  die 
Pagans;  and  the  pubfic  qNide  Julian  affiwds  a  very  lively  proof 
of  the  partial  ^irit  of  his  adminiftradon.  IBs  reproaches  to  the  cid* 
*  2ens  of  Alexandria  are  mingled  with  expreffions  of  efteem  and  teo- 
demeft;  and  he  laments,  diat,  on  diis  occafion,  they  fliould  have 
departed  firom  the  gende  and  generous  manners  which  attefted  dieir 
Gredan  extradion.  He  gravdy  cenfures  the  oBeact  which  they 
had  committed  againft  the  laws  of  juftice  and  humamty  $  but  he  rer 
capkulatesi  with  vifible  ctmiplacency,  die  intoleraltle  provocadiMqa 
wluch  diey  had  ib  long  andured  firom  the  impious  tyranny  of  Georgp 
of  Cappadoda.  Julian  admits  the  principle,  that  a,  wife  and  'ri- 
gorous government  (hould  chaftife  the  tnfolence  of  the  pec^le :  yet,, 
in  cbniideradon  of  thrir  founder  Alexander,  and  of  Serapis  dirir 
tutdar  deity,  he  grants  a  free  and  gracious  pardon  to  the  guilty  dty^ 
for  which  he  agun  feds  the  afieiUon  of  a  brodier  '**.

* — — '  die  public  acclamations,  (bated  bim^  on  die  ffanme  from  whence 
of  Atkaaa.    his  unworthy  compedtor  had  been  .pfecipitated :  and  as  the  zeal  of 
a!  D.  36s,    the  azchbifliop  was  tempered  with  diiferedon,  the  exerdfe  of  his  au- 
Fcbraarjrsi.  ^^^^y  tended  not  to  inflame,  but  to  recondle,  the  minds  of  the 
people.   His  paftoral  labours  were  not  confined  to  the  narrow  limits' 
of  J^iTpt.   Hie  ftate  of  the  Giriftian  world  was  prefent  to  his  adive 
and  capadous  mind ;  and  the  age,  the  merit,  the  reputadon  of  Atha* 
nafius,  enabled  him  to  afiiime,  in  a  moment  of  danger,  the  oflSce  of 
Ecdefiaftical  Didator Three  years  were  not  yet  dapled  (ince  the 
majority  of  the  biihops  of  the  Weft  had  ignosandy,  or  reludandy, 
fublcribed,  the  Gon&ffioa  of  RiminL   They  repented,  they  bdiered, 
but  diey  dreaded  the  unleafonable  rigour  of  their  orthodox  breduenj 
and  if  their  .pride  was  ftronger  than  thrir  faith,  they  might  throw 
■diemfelTes  into  the  arms  of  the  Aiians,  to  escape  die  indig^^  of  a 
puUic  penance,  which  muft  degrade  them  to  die  condition  bf  ob- 
jure laymen.   At  die  lame  time,  the  domeftic  diftrences  concerning 
the  union  and  diitinffion  of  the  divine  peribns,  were  ablated  with 
iome  heat  among  the  Cathdic  dodors ;  and  die  pcogrds  of  diis  me- 
taphyfical>controverfy  feemed  to  threaten  a  public  and  lafting  divilion 
of  the  Greek  and  Ladn  churches.    By  die  wifdom  of  a  feled  fynod, 
to  which  the  name  and  prefence  of  Athanafius  gave  the  audiority  of 
a  general  council,  the  bifliops,  who  had  unwarily  derated  into  error, 
were  admitted  to  the  communion  of  the  church,  on  the  eafy  con- 
dition of  fubfcribing  the  Nicene  Creed ;  without  any  formal  acknow- 
ledgment of  their  paft  fault,  or  any  minute  definition  of  thdr  fcho- 
laftic  opinions.   The  advice  of  the  primate  of  Egypt  had  already 
prepared  the  clergy  of  Gaul  and  Spain,  of  Italy  and  Greece,  for  the

The  Ikill  and  difi^nce  of  die  primate  of  Egypt  had  impfOTed  the  He  !•  perfe^ 
feafba  of  tianquiUity,  bcfcoe  k  waa  internipted  by  the  hoftfle  cdi&  ^IM  bjr  j«- 
of  the  emperor       Julian,  who  defpiled  the  Chriflians,  honoured  a  "d.  j^x* 
Athanafius  with  hiaiincere  and  peculiar  hatted.   For  hia  lake  alone, 
he  introduced  an  acbitraxy  di^dtion,  xepugnaot,  at  }eaft  to.  the 
fyirit,  of  Ida  £»mer  dedarationi.  He  maintained,  that  the  GaHlaeans, 
whom  he  had  recalled  from  exilr,  wjere  not  vefloicd,  by  that  general 
indulgence,  to  the  pofleffion  of  tfadr  xd^effire  churches  t  and  he 
exprefled  his  aAonifKment,  that  a  criminal,  who  had  been  repeatedly 
condemned  by  the  judgment  of  the  emperan,  Ihould  dare  to  infult 
the  majefty  of  the  laws,  and  infolently  ufurp  the  archicpifcopal  throne 
of  Alexandria,  without  expe£king  the  orders  of  his  fovereign.  Aa 
a  piini£hment  for  the  imaginary  offence,  he  again  banifhed  Athana- 
(jus  from  the  city ;  and  he  was  pleafed  to  fuppofe,  that  this  nCt  of 
jnftice  would  be  highly  agreeable  to  his  pious  fubje^    Tlie  prelling 
feEcitetions  of  the  people  foon  omvinced  him,  that  the  majority  of 
die  Alexandrians  were  Ghiiftians;  and  that  the  greateft  part  of  the 
Chriftians  were  firmly  attached  to  the  caufe  of  their  opprcned  pri- 
mate.

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^YYm  ^'  recall  his  decree,  provoked  him  to  extend  to  all  Egypt  the 

i_  --,  -  _r  term  of  the  exile  of  Athanalius.  The  zeal  of  the  multitude  rendered 
Julian  fli!l  ir  le  inexorable:  he  was  akrmed  by  the  danger  of  leav- 
ing at  the  head  of  a  tumultuous  city,  a  daring  and  popular  leader  ; 
and  the  language  of  his  leTentmcnt  difcovers  the  opinion  which  he 
entertained  of  the  courage  and  abilities  of  Athanafius.  The  execu- 
tion of  the  fentencc  was  ftill  delayed,  by  the  caution  or  negligence  of 
Ecdicius,  praefe^  of  Egypt,  who  was  at  length  awakened  from  his 
lethargy  by  a  ferere  reprimand.  "  Though  you  ncglcd,"  fays  Julian, 
"  to  write  to  me  on  any  other  fubjedl,  at  Icafl  it  is  your  duty  to  in- 
form  me  of  •  your  condudk  towards  Athanafius,  the  enemy  of  the 
"  gods.    My  intentions  have  been  long  fmce  communicated  to  you. 

I  fwear  by  the  great  Serapis,  that  unlefs,  on  the  calends  of  Decem- 
"  !)er,  Athanafius  has  departed  from  Alexandria,  nay  from  Egypt, 
"  the  officers  of  your  government  ihali  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred 
"  pounds  of  gold.  You  know  my  temper:  I  am  flow  to  condemn, 
"  but  I  am  ftill  flower  to  forgive."  This  epiftle  was  enforced  by  a 
{hort  poftfcript,  written  with  the  emperor's  own  hand.  "  The  con- 
**  tempt  that  is  (hewn  for  all  the  gods  fills  me  with  grief  and  indig- 
"  nation.  There  is  nothing  that  I  fhould  fee,  nothing  that  I  fliould 
"  hear,  v^'ith  more  pleafurc,  than  the  expulfion  of  Athanafius  fi'om 
"  all  Egypt.  The  abominable  wretch  !  Under  my  reign,  the  bap- 
"  tifin  of  feveral  Grecian  ladies  of  the  higheft  rank  has  been  the  ef- 
"  feft  of  his  perfecutions The  death  of  Athanafius  was  not 
exprefsly  commanded ;  but  the  praefed  of  Egypt  underftood,  that  it 
was  lafcr  for  him  to  exceed,  than  to  ncglcdt,  the  orders  of  an  irritated 
ra.ifter.  The  archbifhop  prudently  retired  to  the  monafteries  of  the 
Defert:  eluded,  with  his  ufual  dexterity,  the  fnares  of  the  enemy  ; 
and  lived  to  triumph  over  the  aihes  of  a  prince,  who,  in  words  of

I  have  endeavoured  faithfidly  to  reprefent  the  artfid  fy^m  by  Zeal  and  im» 
which  Julian  propped  to  obtain  the  efl&ds,  without  incurring  the  £ 
giult,  or  reproadi,  of  periecuHon.  But  if  the  deadly  fpirit  of  £1- 
natidfm  perverted  the  heart  and  underftanding  of  a  viituona  |ffmce» 
it  muft,  at  die  (ame  time,  be  confelfed,  that  the  real  fufieiing^  die 
Chfiftians  were  inflamed  and  magnified  by  human  paffions  and  rcU- 
giotts  enduifiafin.  The  meeknefi  and  refignadon  which  had  diflan- 
giu(hed  the  pnmidve  dilciples  of  die  go^I,  was  the  obje£fc  of  the 
applaufe,  rather  dian  of  the  imitadon,  of  didr  fiiceeflfors.  The 
Qiriftiaas,  who  had  now  poflefled  above  forty  years  die  anl  and 
ecclefiaftical  government  of  die  entire,  had  contraded  the  infolenc 
vices  of  inro^perity'",  and  the  habit  of  bdieving,  that  the  iaints  aloiie 
were  endtled  to  reign  over  die  earth.  As  ibon  as  the  enmity  of 
Julian  deprived  the  clergy  of  the  privileges  which  had  been  eon- 
ferred  by  the  favour  of  Conflandne,  they  complained  of  the  moft 
cruel-  qppreffion ;  and  the  fiiee  toleration  of  idolaters  and  heredcs  was 
a  fiibjeft  of  grief  and  Icandal  tp  the  ordiodoz  party  The  ads  of 
violence,  which  were  no  longer  countenanced  by  the  magiftrates^ 
•were  ftill  committed  by  the  zeal  of  the  peoples  At  Peflinus,  the  altar 
of  Cybde  was  overturned  almoft  in  the  prefence  of  the  emperor ; 
and  in  die  city  of  Caslarea  Hi  Cappadoda,  the  temple  of  FOTtune,  the 
(ble  place  of  w<»ifaip  which  had  been  left  to  the  Pagans,  was  de- 
ftroyed  by  the  rage  of  a  popular  tumidt.

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C  H  A  P.  Y,  ]\o  felt  for  the  honour  of  die  gods,  wu  not'di^^o^  tolntcnuipt  Ae 
'u  \  '  '  (  ourfe  of  juftice;  and  his  mind  was  flail  more  deeply  exafperated, 
\v  hen  he  found,  that  the  fanatics,  who  had  deferred  and  fufiered  the 
puniniment  of  incendiaries,  were  lewarded  with  the  honours  of 
mart  yrdom  '".  The  Chriftian  fubjeOs  of  Julian  were  aflured  of  the 
liollile  dellgns  of  their  fovercign  ;  and,  to  their  jealous  apprehenfimi, 
every  clrcumftance  o£  his  government  might  aflford  fome  grounda 
of  difcontent  and  fufpicion.  In  the  ordinary  adminiftradon  of  the 
law;i,  the  Ciuiilians,  who  formed  fo  large  a  part  of  the  people, 
muft  frequently  be  condemned :  but  their  indulgent  brethren, 
without  examining  the  merits  of  the  caufe,  prefumed  their  inno-  " 
cence,  allowed  their  claims,  and  imputed  the  fevrnty  of  their  judge 
to  the  partial  malice  of  religious  perfecution •  Thefe  prefent  hard- 
fhips,  intolerable  as  they  might  appear,  were  leprdented  as  a  flight 
prelude  of  the  impending  calamities.  The  Chriffiana  confidered  Ju- 
lian as  a  cruel  and  crafty  tyrant ;  who  fufpended  the  execution  of  his 
revenge,  till  he  Ihould  return  vidorious  from  the  Perfian  war.  They 
expcded,  that  as  foon  as  he  had  triumphed  over  the  foreign  enemies 
of  Rome,  he  would  lay  afide  the  irkfome  ma{k  of  diffimulation  ;  that 
ihf  aiii[);uihc:iires  would  llrcam  with  the  blood  of  Iiermit:^  andbilhops;

Befidence  of  Julian  at  Antioch. — •His  fuccefsfui  Expe- 
dition againft  the  Perfians^—Pajfc^e  of  tb§  Tigris,—' 
7U  Retreat  and  Death  of  Julian, — EieSUon  of 
Jovian, — He  feves  the  Roman  Army  by  a  difgraceftd 
Treaty* 

THE  philofophical  faWe  which  JuUaa  compofed  under  the 
name  of  the  CLijsars",  is  one  of  the  mod:  agreeable  and  in- 
ftnidivc  productions  of  ancient  wit  During  the  freedom  and 
cquaUty  oi  tht'  days  of  tlic  SaturnaUa,  Romulus  prepared  a  fcaft  for 
the  deities  of  Olympus,  who  had  adopted  him  as  a  worthy  affo- 
ciaie,  and  for  ihe  Roman  princes,  who  had  reigned  over  his  martial 
people,  and  the  vanquilhed  nations  of  the  earth.  The  immortals 
were  placed  in  juft  order  on  their  thrones  of  ftate,  and  the  tabic  of 
the  Cacfars  was  fpread  below  the  Moon,  in  the  upper  region  of  the 
air.    The  tyrants,  who  would  have  difgraced  the  focicty  of  gods

But  the  Cxfan  of  Juliaa 
are  of  fach  ■■  «ri|pii«l  cad.  that  (he  critic  is 
perplexed  <o  vAiA  difi  Jm  inald  tfiiib* 
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amJ  men,  were  thrown  headlong,  hy  the  inexorable  Nemefis,  into  C 
the  Tartarean  abyfs.    The  reft  of  the  Carfars  fucceflively  advanced  ^ 
to  their  feats ;  and,  as  they  paflcd,  the  vices,  the  defefts,  the  ble- 
mifhes  of  their  rcfpcdlive  charadlers,  were  malicioufly  noticed  by 
old  Silenus,  a  laughing  moralift,  who  difguifed  tlie  wifdom  of  a  phj- 
lofopher  under  the  mafk  of  a  Bacchanal As  foon  as  the  feaft  was 
ended,  the  voice  of  Mercury  proclaimed  the  will  of  Jupiter,  that  a 
ccleftial  crown  fliould  be  the  reward  of  fuperior  merit.  Julius 
Cxfar,  Auguftus,  Trajan,  and  Marcus  Antoninus,  were  feleded  at 
the  moft  illuftrious  candidates  ;  the  effeminate  Conftantine  *  was  not 
excluded  from  this  honourable  competition,  and  the  great  Alexander 
was  invited  to  difputc  the  prize  of  glory  \^ith  the  Roman  heroes. 
Each  of  the  candidates  was  allowed  to  difplay  the  merit  of  his  own 
exploits;   but,  in  the  judgment  of  the  gods,  the  inodeft  filcnce 
of  Marcus  pleaded  more  powerfinlly  than  the  elaborate  orations 
of  his  haughty  rivals.     When  the  judges  of  this  awful  conteft 
proceeded  to  examine  the  heart,  and  to  fcrutinize  the  fprings  of 
adion  ;   the  fupcriority  of  the  Imperial  Stoic  appeared  ftill  more 
decifive  and  coufpicuous Alexander  and  Ci-far,  Auguftus,  Trajan, 
and  Conftantine,  acknowledged  with  a  blufti,  that  fame,  or  power, 
or  pleafure,  had  been  the  important  ohjed;  of  their  labours :  but  the 
gods  themlclves  beheld,  with  reverence  and  love,  a  virtuous  mortal, 
who  had  pradlilcd  on  the  throne  the  leflbns  of  philofophy;  and 
who,  in  a  ftate  of  human  imperfedion,  bad  aipired  to  imitate  the

In  die  fisafon 
of  life,  when  the  powers  of  die  nund  and  body  enjoy  the  moft  adive 
vigour,  the  emperor,  who  was  inftruded  by  the  eacpexience,  and 
aiunurted  by  the  fiiccefs,  of  the  German  war,^  refolved  to  fignalize 
his  reign  by  fisme  more  ^endid  andmcmwable  a^iievemenc  The 
amibafladorB  of  the  Eaft,  from  the  continent  of  India,  and  the  ifle 
of  Ceylon had  refpedfiilly  lahited  the  Roman  purple*^  The  na- 
tions of  the  Weft  efteemed  and  dreaded  die  perfonal  virtues  of 
Julian,  both  in  peace  and  war.

artful,  or  perhaps  finceref,  overtures,  towards  a  negodation  of  peaceb 
But  the  pride  df  Sapor  was  aftonlfhed  by  the  fitmods  of  Julian  { 
who  ftemly  declared,  that  he  would  never  confent  to  hold  a  peacefid 
conference  among  the  flames  and  ruins  of  the  cities  of  Mcfopota** 
mia ;  and  who  added,  with  a  fiooile.of  contempt,  that  it  vras  needlels 
to  treat  by  ambaflauors,  aa  he  himielf  had  detenninedtovifit  speedily 
the  court  of  Perfia.  The  impatience  of  the  emperor  vacgtd  the  di* 
%enoe  of  the  nulitary  preparadons.  The  generals  were  named ;  a 
fcmnidable  army  was  deftined  Ibr  this  impoftamt  fervioe ;  and  Julian^ 
marching  from  Conftantinople  through  the  provinces  of  AGa  Minor^ 
arrived  at  Antioch  about  ^ht  months  after  the  death  of  his  prede* 
ceflbr.  His  ardent  defire  to  march  into  the  heart  of  Perfia,  *wat 
checked  by  the  indifpenfiiUe  duty  of  regulating  ibe  ftate  of  the  em* 
pirc ;  by  his  zeal  to  revive  the  woillup  of  the  gods ;  and  by  the  ad» 
Tioe  of  his  wifeft  fiiends;  who  rqnrefented  the  neceflity  of  allowing 
the  falutary  interval  c£  winter-quarterB,  to  reftore,  the  eathaufUd  J^^'^^p'''^ 
ftrength  of  the  legions  of  Gaul,  and  the  dilcipliDe  and  fpirit  of  the  Conftaiiune-

the^o^leof  the  capital  of  the  Eait  would  be  produdtive  of  mutual  fatistaclion  to 
the  prince  and  people,  he  made  a  very  tallc  ellimate  of  his  own 
charader,  and  of  the  manners  of  Antioch  ".  Tiic  warmth  of  the 
climate  difpofed  the  natives  to  the  raoft  intemperate  enjoyment  of 
tranquillity  and  opulence  ;  and  the  lively  liccnriourncls  of  the  Greeks 
was  blended  with  the  hereditary  ioitnei's  of  the  Syrians.  Falhion 
was  the  only  law,  pleaiurc  the  only  purluit,  and  the  fplendour  of 
drcls  and  turuiturc  was  the  only  diftindion  of  the  citizens  of  An- 
tioch. The  arts  of  luxury  were  honoured  ;  tlie  ferious  and  manly 
virtues  were  the  fubjed  of  ridicule  j  and  the  contempt  for  female 
modefty,  and  reverent  age,  announced  the  univerfal  corruption  of 
the  capital  of  the  Eaft.  The  love  of  fpedlacles  was  the  tafte,  or  ra- 
ther paffion,  of  the  Syrians  :  tlie  moft  (kiiful  artifts  were  procured 
from  the  adjacent  cities  "  ;  a  confiderablc  fliare  of  the  revenue  was 
devoted  to  the  public  amuiements  ;  and  the  magnilicence  of  the 
games  of  the  theatre  and  circus  was,  coniidcrcd  as  the  happinefs, 
and  as  the  glor)'',  of  Antioch.  Tlie  ruftic  manners  of  a  prince  who 
difdaiiK'd  luch  glory,  and  was  inienlible  of  fuch  happincfs,  foon  dif- 
gurtcd  the  delicacy  of  his  fLd)jedls  ;  and  the  effeminate  Orientals 
could  neither  imitate,  nor  admire,  the  fevcre  fimplicity  which  Julian 
always  maintained,  and  fometimcs  affeded.    The  days  of  fcftivity,

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Confect-ated,  by  ancient  cuftom,  to  the  honour  of  the  gods,  were  the  c  1;^  ^P- 
only  occafions  in  which  Julian  relaxed  his  pbiloibphic  fevcrity  j  and       k  ' 
thoie  fcftivals  were  the  only  days  in  which  the  Syrians  of  Antioch 
could  rejed  the  allurements  of  pleafure.    The  majority  of  the  people 
fupported  the  glor)^  of  th*  Chriftian  name,  which  had  been  firft  in- 
vented by  their  anccftors'*:  they  contented  themfelves  with  difobeying 
the  moral  precepts,  but  they  were  icrupuloully  attached  to  the  ^ecu- 
lative  do^brines,  of  their  religion.  The  church  of  Antioch  was  diftraded  . 
by  herefy  and  fchifm;  but  the  Arians  and  the  Athanaiians,  the  fol- 
lowers of  Meletius  and  thofe  of  Paulinus  '%  were  actuated  by  the 
iamc  pious  liatred  of  thdr-  common  adver(aiy> 

The  ftrOngcft  prejudice  waa  entertained  againft  the  chara£l«r  of  "^'^J^^ 
an  apoftate,  the  enemy  and  fuccelTor  of  a  prince  who  Jiad  engaged 
the  affections  of  a  very  numerous  fed  ;  and  the  removal  of  St.  Baby- 
las  excited  an  implacable  oppofition  to  the  perfon  of  Julian.  Hit 
fubjefb  complained,  with  fuperftitious  indignation,  that  limine  had 
purfucd  tlie  emperor's  ftcps  from  Conftantinople  to  Antioch  :  and 
tp.c  dill  iiitenl  of  a  hun^n,-  people  was  exafperated  by  the  injudicious 
aneni'j  r  n>  relieve  their  dUlrcfs.    The  inclemency  of  the  fcafon  Scarciiyof

com.   But  the  £dr  and  reafonable  proportion  was  (bon  isolated 
'     •       by  the  rapacious  arts  of  monopoly.    In  this  unequal  conteft,  in 
which  the  produce  of  the  land  is  daimed  hj  one  party,  as  his  exclu- 
fivc  property ;  is  ttfed  by  another  as  a  lucrative  objcd  ef  trade  i 
and  is  required  by  a  third,  for  the  daily  and  neceflary  fupport  of  life  ; 
all  the  profits  of  the  intermediate  agents  are  accumulated  on  the 
head  of  the  defenceleis  confumers.   The  hardfliips  of  their  fituation 
were  exaggerated  and  encreafed  by  their  own  impatience  and  anxiety ; 
and  the  apprehenfion  of  a  fcarcity  gradually  ]Mroduced  die  appear- 
ances of  a  fanune.   When  the  luxurious  citizens  of  Antioch  com- 
plained of  the  high  price  of  poultry  ^nd  fifli,  Julian  publicly  declared^ 
that  a  frugal  city  ought  to  be  latisfied  with  a  regular  fupply  of  wine» 
(mI,  and  bread ;  but  he  acknowledged  that  it  was  the  duty  of  a  foTe* 
tdign  to  provide  for  the  fubiiftence  of  his  people.    With  this  iahi- 
tary  view,  the  emperor  ventured  on  a  very  dangerous  and  doubtful 
ftep,  of  fixing,  by  legal  authority,  the  value  of  corn.  He  enaded,  that 
m  a  time  of  icarcity,  it  fhould  be  fold  at  a  price  whidi  hi^  HMom 
been  known  in  the  moft  plentiful  years ;  and  that  his  own  example 
might  flrengthen  his  laws,  he  fent  into  the  madcet  four  hundred  and 
twentywtwo  dionland  mo^,  or  meafures,  which  were  drawn,  by  his- 
order,  from  tihe  granaries  of  Hierapolis,  of  Clialcis,  and  evra  <^ 
Egypt.   The  confequences  might  have  been  foreleeni  and  were  foon 
felt.   The  Imperial  wheat  was  purchafisd  by  the  ridi  merduints;  the 
proprietors  of  laod»  or  oi  cwn,  withhdd  from  the  dty  the  accuibmed 
fupply ;  and  tihe  finall  quantities  that  appeared  in  the  market,  were 
fecretly  ibid  at  an  advanced  and  illegal  price.    Julian  ftill  continued 
to  applaud  lus  own  policy,  treated  the  complaints  of  the  people  a* 
a  vun  and  ungrateful  murmur,  and  o>nvinced  Antioch,  that  he  had 
inherited  the  obftinacy,  though  not  the  cruelty,  of  his  brother  Gal-

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his**.  The  remooftfances  of  the  muiuci]^  fenate  femd  only  to  ^xxiv^* 
exaiperate  hia  inflexible  mind.    He   was  periuaded,  perhaps  * 
with  tnidiy  that  the  fenaton  of  Antiodi  who  poflefled  lands,  or 
were  concerned  in  trade,  had  diemielves  ccHitributed  to  the  calaio»- 
ties  of  thdr  country ;  and  he  imputed  the  difrefpedful  boldneft 
which  they  afliimed,  to  the  fenfe,  not  of  public  duty,  but  of  private 
ioterelt   The  whole  body,  confifting  of  two  hundred  of  the  moft 
'  noble  and  wealthy  citizens,  were  fent,  under  a  guard,  from  the  palace 
to  die  prifon;  and  though  they  were  permitted,  befote  the  dofe  of 
evening,  to  return  to  their  refpe^ve  houfes     the  emperor  himfelf 
could  not  obtain  the  forgivenels  which  he  had  fo  eafily  granted. 
The  finie  giievances  were  IHll  the  fubjedk  of  the  feme  complaints, 
which  were  induftrioufly  circulated  by  the  wit  and  levity  of  ihc  Sy*- 
rian  Greeks.    During  the  licentious  days  of  die  Saturnalia,  the 
(Ircets  of  the  city  refbunded  witih  infident  fongs,  vdiich  derided 
the  laws,  the  religion,  the  peribnal  condud,  and  even  the  beard 
of  the  emperor ;  and  the  fpirit  of  Antioch  was  manifefted  by 
the  connivance  of  the  magiftrates,  and  the  apf^ufe  of  the  multi- 
tude".   The  difciple  of  Socrates  was  too  deeply  affeded  by  thefc 
popular  infults }  but  the  monarch,  endowed  with  quick  fenfibility, 
atid  poflefTcd  of  abfiilute  power,  refufed  hb  paffions  the  gratification 
of  revenge.    A  tyrant  might  have  proicribed,  without  diftindion, 
the  Eves  and  fortunes  of  die  cidzens  of  Andoch;  and  the  unwarlike 
Syrians  muft  have  patiently  fubmitted  to  the  luft,  the  rapacioufnefs^

Antioch.  This  Imperial  reply  was  publicly  expofcd  befim  the  gates 
t>f  the  palace  j  and  the  MisopoooN  ftill  remains  a  fingular  mo- 
nument of  the  refcntment,  the  wit,  the  humanity,  and  the  indilcre- 
tion  tS.

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Tet  Aadoch  poflefled  one  citizen,  whofe  genius  and  Tirtues  might  ^  j^^^^* 

atone,  in  the  opinion  of  Julian,  for  the  vice  and  folly  of  his  coun-  ' 

try.  The  fophift  Libonius  wa«  bom  in  the  capital  of  the  Eaft ;  he  SbwhS?*^ 
publicly  profefled  the  arts  of  rhetoric  and  declamadon  at  Nice, 
Nicomedia,  Conftantinople,  Athens,  and,  during  the  remainder  of 
his  life,  at  Antioch.  Hb  (chool  was  afllduoufly  frequented  by  the 
Grecian  youth}  his  dilciples,  who  ibmetimes  exceeded  the  number 
eighty,  celebrated  thdr  incomparable  mafter ;  and  the  jealouiy  of  his 
rivals,  who  perfccuted  him  from  one  city  to  another,  confirmed  the 
£tvourable  opinion  which  Libanius  oftentadoufly  difplaycd  of  his 
fitperior  merit.  The  pneceptors  of  Julian  had  extorted  a  rafh  but 
folemn  aflurance,  that  he  would  never  attend  the  ledures  of  their 
adveriary :  the  curioiity  of  the  royal  youth  was  checked  and  in- 
flamed: he  iecretly  procured  the  wridngs  of  this  dangerous  fophift, 
and  gradually  furpafled,  in  theper&fl:  imitation  <^  his  ftyleit  the  moft 
laborious  of  his  domeftic  pupils  When  Julian  afcended  the 
throne,  he  declared  his  impatient  to  embrace  and  reward  the  Syrian 
fophift,  who  had  preferved,  in  a  degenerate  age,  the  Grecian  purity 
of  tafte,  of  manners,  and  of  idigion.  The  emperor  s  prepofleflion 
was  encreaied  and  juftificd  by  the  difcrcet  pride  of  his  favotuite.. 
Inftead  of  preffing,  with  the  foremoft  of  the  crowd,  into  the  pa- 
lace of  Conftantinople,  Libanius  calmly  expeded  Ids  arrival  at  An- 
doch  ;  withdrew  from  court  on  the  firft  fymptoms  of  coldnefs  and 
indifference ;  required  a  formal  invitation  for  each  vifit ;  and  taught 
his  Ibvereign  an  important  leflbn,  that  he  miglit  command  the  obe- 
dience of  a  fubje<rt,  hut  that  he  muft  deferve  the  attachment  of  a 
friend.  The  fophifts  of  every  or^o,  dcfpifing,  or  affedkinj';  to  diTpifc,.

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C  H  A  p.  for  the  fuperior  qualities  of  the  mind,  with  which  they  themfelvet 
^.  »^  are  W  pleatifully  endowed.  Julian  might  dilUaln  tlic  acclamations 
of  a  venal  court,  who  adored  the  Imperial  |  -nqile  ;  but  he  was  deeplf 
flattered  by  tlie  praife,  the  admonition,  the  freedom,  and  the  envy 
of  an  independent  philofopher,  who  rcfufed  his  iavours,  loved  hit 
perfon,  celebrated  his  fame,  and  protcQcd  his  memory.  The  v<riu- 
minous  writings  of  Libanius  ftiJl  exift ;  for  the  mo{\  part,  they  are 
the  vain  and  idle  compofitions  of  an  orator,  who  cultivated  the  icience 
of  words ;  the  produdUons  of  a  reclufe  iludent,  whofe  mind,  regard^ 
lefs  of  his  contemporaries,  vns  incefTantly  hxed  on  the  Trojan  war, 
and  the  Athenian  commonwealA.  Yet  the  fophift  of  Antioch  fome- 
times  defcended  firom.  this  imaginary  elevation ;  he  entertained  a 
various  and  elaborate  correfpondence  " ;  he  praifed  the  virtues  of  his 
own  times;  he  boldly  airaigned  the  abufes  of  public  and  private 
life ;  and  he  eloquently  {beaded  the  caufe  of  Antioch  agunft  the  jnft 
refentment  of  Julian  and  Theodofius.  It  is  the  common  calamity 
of  old  age  to  lofe  whatever  might  have  rendered  it  defirable;  but 
Libanius  experienced  the  peculiar  nusfortune  of  furviving  the  reli- 
gion and  the  iciences,  to  which  he  had  confeciated  his  genius.  Tlie 
friend  of  Julian  was  an  indignant  fpedator  of  the  triumph  of  Chrii^ 
tianity  $  and  his  bigotry,  which  darkened  the  pro^e£k  of  the  vifible 
world,  did  not  infpire  Libanius  with  any  lively  hopes  <^  celeftial 
glory  and  happinefs  **•

reproach,  the  fenate  of  Antiocli,  who  accompanied  the  emperor 
beyond  the  limits  of  their  own  terrltorv,  to  wliich  lie  was  rcl'o'vcd  i  upinaici, 
never  to  retnrn.  After  a  Liborioiis  march  of  two  days*',  he  hailed  Mirchj. 
on  the  third,  at  Ber:x:a,  or  Aleppo,  where  he  had  tlie  mortilication  of 
finding  a  fenate  al mo H:  entirely  Chrillian  ;  who  received  wiili  cold 
and  formal  dcmonflrations  of  refpecl,  the  eloquent  fermon  of  the 
apoftlc  of  paganifm.  The  fon  of  one  of  the  moft  i!!u(\riou3  citi- 
zens of  Bcra'a,  wlio  had  emhraced,  either  from  intcrcfl  or  confciencc, 
the  religion  of  the  emperor,  was  diilnhcrited  by  his  angry  pa- 
rent. T!ie  fatlicr  and  tlie  fon  were  invited  to  the  Imperial  table, 
Julian,  placing  hiinfclf  between  them,  attempted,  without  fuccefs^ 
to  inculcate  the  leffon  and  example  of  toleration;  fupported,  with  af- 
fcclcd  calmnefs,  t!ie  indifcreet  zeal  of  the  aged  Chrirtian,  who  fecmcd 
to  forget  the  fentimcnts  of  nature,  and  the  duty  of  a  fubjcd  ;  and,,

<  ^  offended  by  the  tumult  of  their  appUufe  ;  and  he  too  clearly  diA* 
cemed,  diat  the  fmoke  wluch  arofe  from  their  altars  was  the  incenfe 
of  flattery,  rather  than  of  devotion.  The  ancient  and  magnincent 
temple,  which  had  iandHficd,  for  fo  many  ages,  the  city  of  Hiera- 
polis  no  longer  fubfifted ;  and  the  confecrated  wealth,  which  af- 
forded  a  liberal  maintenance  to  more  than  three  hundred  pHefts, 
might  haften  its  down&ll.  Yet  Julian  enjoyed  the  fatlsfa^tion  q£ 
embracing  a  philosopher  and  a  fHend,  whofe  religious  firmnefs  had 
withftood  the  prefling  and  repeated  foKcitations  of  Conftantius 
and  Gallus,  as  often  as  thofe  princes  lodged  at  his  houfe,  in 
their  paflage  through  I£erapolis.  In  the  hurry  of  military  pre- 
paration, and  the  carelefs  confidence  of  a  familiar  correipondence^ 
the  zeal -of  Jbllan  appears  to  have  been  lively  and  uniform.  He  bad 
now  undertaken  an  Important  and  difficult  war  i  and  the  anxiety  (tf 
the  event  rendered  him  ftiU  more  attentive  to  obferve  and  regifter  the 
taxA  trifling  prefages,  from  which,  according  to  the  rules  of  divina- 
tion, any  knowledge  of  futurity  could  be  derived  **.  He  informed 
Libanius  of  his  progrefs  as  far  as  Hierapolis,  by  an  elegant  epiftle 
which  difplays  the  facility  of  his  genius,  and  his  tender  friendfliip  for 
die  fophift  of  Antioch.

But  as  the  warlike  emperor,  inftead  of  Con- 
ftantius,  had  chofen  Alexander  for  hu  modd,  he  advanced  with* 
out  delay  to  CSarrhat",  a  very  ancient  city  of  Mefopotamia, 
at  the  diftance  of  foinrlcore  mila  from  Hierapolis.  The  temple 
of  the  Moon  attraded  the  devotion  of  Julian;  but  the  halt  of 
a  few  days  was  principally  employed  in  completing  the  immenie 
preparations  of  the  Perlian  war.  The  fecret  of  the  expedition  had 
lutherto  remuned  in  his  own  breaft ;  but  as  Carrhae  b  the  point  of 
ieparation  of  the  two  great  roads,  he  could  no  longer  conceal,  whe- 
ther it  was  his  defign  to  attack  the  dominions  of  Sapor  on  the  fide 
of  the  Tigris,  or  on  that  of  the  Euphrates.  The  emperor  detached 
an  army  <^  thirty  thouiand  men,  under  the  command  of  his  kinfman 
Procopius,  and  of  Sebaftian,  who  had  been  duke  of  HjgjfL  They 
were  ordered  to  dired  thdr  march  towards  Nifibis,  and  to  iecure  • 
the  fipontier  from  the  defultory  incurfions  c£  the  enemy,  before  diey 
attempted  the  pafliige  of  the  Tigris.  Their  fubfequent  operadont 
were  left  to  the  difcretion  of  the  generals ;  Init  Julian  expeAed,  that 
ate  wafting  with  fire  and  fwmd  the  fertile  diftrids  of  Media 
and  Adiabene,  they  might  axf(ve  under  the  walls  of  Gtefiphon  about 
the  &nut  time,  that  he  himielf,  advandi^if  "mih  equal  fteps  along  *^ 
the  banks  of  the  Euphrates,  fliould  befiege  the  cafntal  of  the  Perfian 
monarchy.  The  fuccefs  of  this  well-concerted  plan  depended,  in  DirafeAio» 
a  great  meafure^  on  the  powerful  and  ready  affiflance     the  king  of

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^xxiv^*  Anneiua,  who,  without  expofing  the  (afety  of  his  own  domiiuoiu, 
w  -J  might  detach  an  army  of  four  thouland  horie,  and  twenty  thouiand 
foot,  to  the  aiBftance  of  the  Romans".  But  the  feeble  Aiiaces- 
Hianus  Idi^  of  Armenia,  had  d^nerated  ftill  more  fluunefully 
than  his  firther  Ghofroeo,  fit>m  the  manly  virtues  of  the  great  H- 
ridates ;  and  as  the  pufillanimous  monarch  was  aTcrie  to  any  enter- 
prize  of  danger  and  g^ory,  he  could  diiguiie  his  timid  indolence 
by  the  more  decent  excules  of  religion  and  gratitude.  He  ex- 
prefled  a  pious  attachment  to  the  memory  of  Conftantius,  firom 
whofe  hands  he  had  received  in  marriage  Olympias,  the  daugh- 
ter of  the  praefed  Ablavius ;  and  die  alliance  of  a  female,  who  had 
been  educated  as  the  deftined  wife  of  the  emperor  Ctmftans,  exalted 
die  dignity  of  a  Barbarian  kii^'%  Uranus  profefled  the  Chriitian 
xdigton  ;  he  rdgned  over  a  nation  of  Chriffians ;  and  he  was  re- 
fl^ained,  by  every  prindf^e  vS.  confcience  and  intereft,  from  contri- 
buting to  the  viAory,  which  would,  confummate  the  ruin  of  the 
church.  The  alienated  mind  cf  Tiranus  was  execrated  by  the 
indiicreticn  of  Julian,  who  treated  the  king  of  Armenia  as  kM 
flave,  and  as  the  enemy  of  the  gods.  The  haughty  and  threatening 
ftyle  of  the  Imperial  mandates  *°  awakened  the  fecret  indignation  of  a 
prince,  who,  in  the  humiliating  ftate  of  dependence,  was  ftill  con- 
>  -Idous  of  his  royal  delcent  firom  the  Arfacides,  the  lords  of  the  Eaft, 
aAd  the  rivab  <tf  the  Roman  power.

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The  mlUtary  di^Hdont  of  Julian  were  Ikilfully  contrived  to  ^  "j^y^* 
deceive  the  fpies,  and  to  divert  the  attention,  of  Sapor.  The  legions  <w.^.^^ . 
appeared  to  direct  their  march  towards  Nifibis^and  the  Tigris.  On  prndraif^ 
a  fudden  they  wheeled  to  the  right ;  traver^  the  level  and  naked 
pkun  of  Carrhae ;  and  reached,  on  the  third  day,  the  banks  of  the 
Euphrates,  where  the  ftrong  town  of  Nicq>horium,  or  QdUnicum, 
had  been  founded  by  the  Macedonian  kings.  From  thence  the  emt 
peror  purfued  his  march,  above  ninety  miles,  along  the  winding 
ftream  of  the  Euphrates,  till,  at  length,  about  <me  month  aiter  Ids 
departure  from  Antioch,  he  diicovered  the  towers  of  Qrcefium,  the 
extreme  limit  of  the  Roman  dominions.  The  aimy  o£  Julian,  the 
moft  numerous  that  any  of  the  Gaeiars  had  ever  led  againft  Perlia,  .  . 
confifted  of  fixty-^ve  thouiand  efie&ve  and  well-difciplined  fddiers. 
The  veteran  bands  of  cavalry  and  iniantry,  of  Romans  and  Bari>a- 
tians,  had  been  feleded  firom  the  different  provinces }  and  a  jtrft  pre- 
eminence  of  loyalty  and  valour  was  claimed  by  the  hardy  Gauls, 
who  guarded  the  throne  and  peribn  of  their  beloved  prince.  A 
£mnidable  body  of  Scythian  auxiliaries  had  been  traniported  from 
another  climate,  and  almoft  from  another  worid,  to  invade  a  diftant 
country,  of  whofe  name  and  fituation  they  were  ignorant.  The 
love  of  rapine  and  war  allured  to  the  Imperial  Aandard  feveral  tribes 
of  Saracens,  or  rovin:;  Arabs,  whoie  fervicc  Julian  had  commanded, 
while  he  fternly  rcfufed  the  payment  of  the  accuftomed  lubfidics. 
The  broad  channel  of  the  Euphrates**  was  crowded  by  a  fleet  of 
deven  hundred  (hips,  defUoed  to  attend  the  motions,  and  to  fatisfy 
the  wants,  of  the  Roman  army.  The  military  (Irength  of  the  fleet 
was  cbmpo^  of  fifty  armed  galties ;  and  thefe  were  accompanied

c  mit^  mj  be  connefled  into  the  form  of  temporary  bridges.    The  reft  of  the 
ihips,  partly  conftni^ed  of  timber,  and  partly  covered  with  raw- 
hides, were  laden  with  an  almoft  inexhauftiUe  fupply  of  arms  and 
en^nes,  of  utenfils  and  provificms.   The  vi^nt  humanity  of  Ju'^ 
lian  bad  embarked  a  very  large  magazine  <^  vinegar  and  M&uit  for 
the  ufe  of  the  foldiers,  but  he  prohibited  the  indulgence  of  wine  $ 
and  rigoraufly  ftopped  a  long  ftring  of  fuperfluous  cameb  that  at- 
tempted to  follow  the  rear  of  the  army.   The  river  Chaboraa  fidla 
juiim  (inters  mto  the  Euphratcs  at  Circefium^;  and  as  foon  as  the  trumpet 
tenitariH»    gave  the  iignal  of  march,  the  Romans  pafled  the  little  ftream  wluch 
ApilzOi*    Separated  two  mighty  and  hoftile  empires.   The  cuftom  of  ancient 
dif^Gne  required  a  military  oration;  and  Julian  embraced  every 
opportunity  of  difplaying  hb  eloquence.  He  ammattd  the  impatient 
and  attentive  lemons  by  the  example  of  the  inflexible  courage  and 
glorious  triumi^  of  their  anceftors.   He  excited  thdr  refentment  by 
a  Uvdy  pidute  df  the  infolence  of  the  Perfians ;  and  he  exhorted 
them  to  imitate  his  firm  refolution,  rither  to  extirpate  diat  perfi- 
dious nation,  or  to  devote  his  life  in  the  caufe  of  the  repubKc.  The 
eloquence  of  Julian  was  enforced  by  a  donative  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty  pieces  of  (Ihrer  to  every  fotdier ;  and  the  bridge  of  the- 
Ghaboras  was  inftandy  cut  away,  to  convince  the  troops  that  they 
muft  place  their  hopes  of  iaiety  in  the  fuecds  of  th^  arms.  Yet 
the  prudence  of  the  emperor  induced  him  to  iecure  a  remote  fitmtier, 
perpetually  expofed  to  the  inroads  of  the  hoftile  Arabs.  A  detachment 
of  fburthoufand  men  was  left  at  QroeHum,  which  completed,  to  the 
number  of  ten  thoufand^  the  regular  garrifon  of  that  important 
fiurtreis

difpofed  in  three  columns  The  ftrength  of  the  infantry,  and  con-  (jvlt  ihr  de- 
fequendy  of  the  whole  army,  was  pkiced  in  the  centre,  under  the 
peculiar  command  of  their  nu^er-g^eral  Vidor.  On  the  ii|^t, 
the  brave  Nevitta  led  a  column  of  feveral  legions  along  the  banks  of 
the  Euphrates,  and  almoft  always  in  (ight  of  the  fleet.  1  he  Icfl 
flank  of  the  army  was  protefted  by  the  column  of  cavalry.  Hor- 
mifdas  and  Arinthseus  were  appointed  generals  of  the  horfe;  and  the 
fingular  adventures  of  Hormifdas  **  are  not  iiiKlcfcrving  of  our  notice* 
He  was  a  Pcrfian  prince,  of  the  royal  race  of  the  SalTanides,  who,  in 
the  troubles  of  the  minority  of  Sapor,  had  efcaped  from  prifon  to  the 
holpitable  court  of  the  great  Conftantinc.  Hormifdas,  at  firft,  excited 
,  the  compaflion,  and,  at  length,  acquired  the  elleem,  of  his  new  mailers; 
his  valour  and  fideUty  raifed  him  to  the  military  honours  of  the 
Roman  fervice  ;  and,  though  a  Chrillian,  he  might  indulge  the  fecret 
fatisfadion  of  convincing  his  ungrateful  country,  that  an  opprcflcd  fub- 
jc<El  may 'prove  the  mod  dangerous  enemy.  Such  was  the  difpo- 
fition  of  the  three  principal  columns.  The  front  and  flanks  of  the 
army  were  covered  by  Lucillianus  with  a  flying  detachment  of  fifteen 
hundred  light-anncd  foldicrs,  whole  adivc  vigilance  obfcrved  the 
moft  dillant  figns,  and  conveyed  the  carlicft  notice,  of  any  hoftile 
approach.

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c  jg^jA  P,  duded  the  troops  of  the  rear-guard;  the  baggage,  fecnrelf,  pro- 
^^-^^  ceeded  in  the  intervals  of  the  columns;  and  the  ranks,  iiom  a 
motive  either  of  ufe  or  oftcntation,  were  formed  in  fuch  open 
order,  that  the  vrhole  line  of  march  extended  almoft  ten  miles. 
The  ordinary  poft  of  Julian  was  at  the  head  of  the  centre  column ; 
but  as  he  preferred  the  duties  of  a  general  to  the  ftate  of  a  monarch, 
he  rapidly  moved,  vnth  a  fmall  efcort  of  light  cavalry,  to  the  front, 
the  rear,  the  flanks,  wherever  his  prefence  could  animate  or  prote^ 
the  march  of  the  Roman  army.  The  country  which  they  traveifed 
from  the  Chabonis,  to  the  cultivated  lands  of  Ailyria,  may  "be  con- 
Hdered  as  a  part  of  the  defert  of  Arabia,  a  dry  and  barren  wafte, 
which  could  never  be  improved  by  the  moft  powerful  am  of  hu- 
man induflry,  Julian  marched  over  the  iame  ground  which  had 
been  trod  above  feven  hundred  years  before  by  the  fbotfteps  of  the 
younger  Cyrus,  and  which  is  defcribed  by  one  of  the  companions  of 
his  expedition,  the  (age  and  heroic  Xenophon  **  The  country 
**  was  a  plain  throug^out^  as  even  as  the  iea,  and  full  of  worm- 
**  wood ;  and  if  any  other  kind  of  fhrubs  or  reeds  grew  diere,  they 
**  had  all  an  aromatic  fmell ;  but  no  trees  could  be  feen.  Buftards 
**  and  oftriches,  antelopes  and  -mid  ailes  ^,  appeared  to  be  the  only 
**  inhabitants  of  the  defert ;  and  the  fatigues  of  the  march  were  al- 
leviated  by  the  amufements  of  the  chace.**  '  The  loofe  fand  of  the 
defert  was  frequently  raifcd  by  the  wind  into  clouds  of  duft :  and  a 
great  number  of  the  fdldters  of  Julian,  with  their  tents,  were  fud- 
denly  thrown  to  the  ground  by  the  violence  of  an  unexpected 
hurricane.

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The  ikndy  plains  of  Mefopotamia  were  abandoned  to  the  ante-  ^  Jl,,^  ^* 
lopcs  and  wild  afles  of  the  defert ;  but  a  variety  of  populous  towns 
and  villages  were  pleafimtly  fituated  on  the  banks  of  the  Euphrates^ 
and  in  the  iflands  whkh  are  occafionally  formed  by  that  river.  The 

city  of  Aiiii  ih,  or  Anatho  **,  the  adiual  refidence  of  an  Arabian  Emir, 
is  compofcd  of  tvtro  long  Areets,  which  indofe  within  a  natural  forti- 
fication, a  fmall  ifland  in  the  midfl,  and  two  fruitful  ipots  on  either 
fide,  of  the  Euphrates.  The  warlike  inhabitants  of  Anatho  fhewcd 
a  difpofition  to  (iop  t!;e  i:iiirch  of  a  Roman  tinpcror  ;  till  ihcv  were 
diverted  from  fiicri  fuud  prcfumption  by  tlic  mild  exhoriations  of 
prince  llorniiiUas,  and  the  approacliing  terrors  of  the  fleet  and  army. 
They  implored,  and  experienced,  the  clemency  of  Julian ;  who 
tranfplantcd  the  people  to  an  advantageous  fettiement,  near  Chalcis  in 
Syria,  and  admitted  Pufacus,  the  governor,  to  an  honourable  rank 
in  his  fervice  and  friendihip.  But  the  impregnable  fortrefs  of  Thi- 
lutha  could  fcom  the  menace  a*  fiegc ;  and  the  emperor  was 
obliged  to  content  him&lf  with  an  infuhing  promife,  that  when  he 
had  fubdued  the  interior  provinces  of  Pcrfia,  Thilutha  would  no 
longer  rdiife  to  grace  the  triumph  of  the  conqueror.  The  inhabitants 
of  the  open  towns,  unable  to  refill  and  unwilling  to  yield,  fled  with 
precipitation;  and  their  houfes,  filled  with  ^il  and  provifions, 
were  occupied  by  the  foldiers  of  Julian,  who  maflacred,  without 
remorfe,  and  without  j^umfliment,  fbme  defencdels  women.  During 
the  march,  the  Siurenas,  or  Perfian  general,  and  Maiek  Rodofacea, 
the  renowned  Emir  of  the  tribe  of  Gaflan'^  incellantly  hovered

'i.  M  '  attacked ;  and  the  valiant  HcHrmifdas  efcaped  with  fome  difficulty  from 
their  hands.  But  the  Barbarians 'were  finally  repulfed:  the  country 
became  every  day  iels  favourable  to  the.  operations  of  cavalry  ;  and 
when  the  Romans  arrived  at  Maceprada,  they  perceived  the  ruins  of 
the  wall,  which  had  been  conftrufted  by  the  ancient  Idngs  of  Aflyria, 
to  fecuie  their  donunions  from  the  incurfions  of  the  Medes.  Thefe 
pietiminaries  of  the  expedition  of  Julian  appear  to  have  employed 
about  fifteen  days }  and  we  may  compute  near  three  hundred  miles 
£fom  the  fortrefs  of  Qrcefium  to  die  wall  of  Macepra^  ' 

The  fertile  province  of  Aflyria'*,  which  ftretched  beyond  the 
Tigris,  as  far  as  the  mountains  of  Media  extended  about  four 
hundred  miles  from  the  ancient  wall  of  Maceprafta  to  the  terri- 
tory of  Bafra,  where  the  united  ftrcams  of  the  Euphrates  and 
Tigi  is  difcharge  thcmfclvcs  into  the  Perfian  Gulf  **.  The  whole 
country  might  have  claimed  the  peculiar  name  of  Mefopotamia ;  as 
the  two  rivers,  whicli  .nc  never  more  diftant  than  fifty,  approach, 
between  Bagdad  and  Babylon,  within  twenty-five,  miles  of  each

Aflyria,  which  comprehended  Ninas  (Ni- 
nivch )  and  Arbela,  had  aflumed  the  more  re- 
cent and  pccul  ar  appellation  of  Adiabcne: 
and  he  fcems  to  fix  Tcredon,  Vologefii,  and 
Apollonia,  as  the  tKtnm  cities  of  the  aftnal 
province  of  Aflvria. 

»♦  The  two  rivers  unite  at  Apamra,  or 
Corna  (one  hundred  miles  from  the  Perfiu 
Gulf),  into  the  broad  flream  of  the  Pa{icigri>, 
or  Shat-ul'Arab.

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other.  A  muldtude  o£  ardficial  canab,  dug  without  modh  labdor  ^ 
in  a  foft  and  pdding  fdU,  conneQed  the  rivers,  and  ioterieded  the 
plain,  of  AiTyrta.  The  ufea  of  thefe  artifidal  caiuk  were  variooi 
and  important.  They  ferved  to  dtfchaige  the  fuperfiudua  waters 
from  one  river  into  the  other,  at  the  fealbn  of  didr  refpe^ve  inun* 
dations.  Subdividing  themlelves  into  iinaller  and  fmaller  branches» 
they  refrelhed  the  dry  lands,  and  fupplied  the  defidency  of  rain< 
They  fiidlitated  the  inlefooiirfe  of  peace  and  commerce ;  and,  at 
the  dama  could  be  i|>eedily  broke  down,  they  armed  die  dei^Mur  of 
the  Aflyriana  with  the  means  of  oj^fiog  a  fiadden  dduge  to  the 
progreis  of  an  invading  army.  To  the  foil  and  climate  of  Aflyria, 
nature  had  denied  fome  of  her  cholceft  gifts,  the  vine,  the  oUve, 
and  the  fig-tree  j  but  the  food  which  fupports  the  life  of  man,  and 
particularly  wheat  and  barley,  were  produced  with  inexhauftible  fer- 
dli^  I  and  the  hulbandman,  who  committed  his  feed  to  the  tetth; 
was  £tequentiy  rewarded  mth  an  encreafe  of  two^  or  even  of  three, 
hundred.  The  fiice  of  the  coimby  was  interfperied  with  groves  of 
innumerable  palm-trees";  and  the  diligent  natives  cdebrated,  dthet 
in  verfe  or  pcofe,  the  three  hundred  and  fixty  u&t  to  which  ' die 
trunk,  the  branches,  the  leaves,  the  juice,  and  the  fruit,  were  ikil-' 
fully  applied.  Several  manti&Chires,  especially  thofe  of  leadiet 
and  Uneii,  employed  th^  induftry  of  a  immcfotts  peojde^  and  af* 
forded  valuable  materials  for  foreign  trade ;  which  appears,  however^ 
to  have  been  conduced  by  the  hands  of  ftrangers.  Babylon  had 
been  converted  into  a  royal  park ;  but  near  the  ruins  of  the  ancient 
capital,  new  cities  had  fuccenively  arifen,  and  the  populoufneft  of 
the  country  was  difplayed  in  the  nrvultitiicle  of  towns  and  villages, 
which  were  built  of  bricks,  dried  in  the  fun,  and  ftrongly  cemented

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^700^  ^^^^  bitumen ;  the  natural  and  peculiar  produdion  of  the  Baby- 
<iiiv— »  Ionian  foil.  While  the  fuecefTors  of  Cyrus  reigned  over  Afia,  the 
pfOTince  of  AflyrU  alone  maintained,  during  a  third  part  of  the 
year,  die  luxurious  plenQr  of  the  uUe  and  houfehold  of  the  Great 
Kti^»  Four  coniiderable  villages  were  affigned  for  the  fiibfiftenoe 
of  hia  Indian  dogs ;  hundred  ftalUons,  and  fixteen  thonfand 
mares,  were  conftantly  kept,  at  die  expence  of  die  country,  for  the 
xoyal  ftaUea :  and  as  die  daily  tribute,  idudi  was  paid  to  die  iattap^ 
amounted  to  one  Eng^iih  1iu0iel  of  iilver^  we  may  compute  the  annual 
revenue  of  Aflyria  at  more  than  twdve  hundred  diouJand  pounda 
ilerling*'. 

invafion  of  -  The  fields  of  Aflyria  ."virere  devoted  by  Julian  to  the  calamidea 
iLD^' 363  ^  *  the  phSofbpher  retaliated  on  a  guUdefi  peofJe  the 
Uaj,  ads  of  rapine  and  cnidty,  which  had  been  eommitted  by  thdr 
hau^ty  matter  in  die  Roman  provinces.  The  trembling  Affyriana 
itunmoned  the  rivers  to  their  afliftance;  and  completed,  with  their 
own  hands,  the  ruin  of  their  country.  The  roads  were  lendeied 
impradicable  ;  a  flood  of  waters  was  poured  into  the  camp ;  and^ 
during  feveral  days,  the  troops  of  Julian  were  obliged  to  contend 
with  the  moft  difcourag^ng  hardfhips.  But  every  obftade  was  fur> 
mounted  by  the  perfevcrance  of  the  legionaries,  who  were  i in: red 
to  toil  as  well  as  to  danger,  and  who  fielt  therofelves  aipmated  by 
the  fpirit  of  their  leader.  The  damage  was  graclually  repaired  ;  the 
waters  were  reftored  to  their  proper  channels ;  whole,  groves  of

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|uJffl*>trees  were  tut  down,  aad  placed  along  the  broken  partt  d£  die 
road ;  and  the  army  pafled  ovtsr  die-  broad  and  deeper  canals,  oa  i„  ^ 
bridges  of  floating  rafts  which  were  fupported  by  tke  kelp  of  Uaddezs* 
Two  cities  of  Al])iria  prefumed  to  retift  the  arms  of  a  Roman  em- 
peror: and  they  both  paid  the  feVert  penalty  of  their  rafhnefs.  At 
the  diftlinoe  of  tifty  miles  frc»n  (he  royal  refidcnce  of  Ctefiphoni  ' 
Perifabor^  or  Anbar,  held  (lie  fecond  rank  in  the  province  :  a  city, 
large,  populous,  and  well  fortified,  furrounded  with  a  double  wall, 
almofl:  encompaded  by  a  branch  of  the  Euphxates,  and  defended 
by  the  valour  of  a  numerous  garrtfcm.  The  exhortations  of 
Hormifdas  were  repulfed  with  contempt  j  and  the  ears  of  the  Per-* 
fian  prince  were  wounded  by  a  juft  xiqMDoach,  that,  unmindful 
of  his  royal  birth,  he  condudied  an  army  of  flrangers  againft  hi< 
king  and  country.  The  Aflyrians  maintained  their  loyalty  by  a 
fkilfiil,  as  well  as  vigorous,  defence;  till  the  lucky  (Iroke  of  a 
batteriag-ntm,  having  opened  a  large  breach,  by  (battering  one  of 
the  angles  of  the  wall,  they  haftily  retired  into  the  fortifications  of 
the  interior  citadel.  The  foldiers  of  Julian  ruihed  Unpetuouily  into 
the  town,  and,  after  the  full  gratification  of  every  military  appetite* 
Perifabor  was  reduced  to  afhes  ;  and  the  engines  which  aflaulted  th9 
citadel  were  planted  on  the  ruins  of  the  imoking  houfes.  The 
conteft  was  continued  by  an  inceflant  and  mutual  difcharge  of 
nuffile  weapons  ;  and  the  fuperiority  which  the  Romans  might  derive 
from  the  mechanical  powers  of  their  balifiae  and  catapultx  was  coun* 
terbalanced  by  the  advantage  of  the  ground  on  the  fide  of  the  be 
fieged.  But  as  foon  as  an  HeUpoIis  had  been  ccmftruded,  which 
cov.UI  engage  on  equal  terms  with  the  loftied  ramparts;  the  tre- 
mendous afped  of  ^a  monng  turret,  that  would  leave  no  hope  ol  ' 
refiflance  or  of  mercy,  terrified  the  defenders  of  the  citadel  into  an 
humble  fubmiflionj  and  the  place  was  furrcndered  only  two  daya 
after  Julian  &x&  appeared  under  the  walls  of  Perifabor.  Two

at  the  diftance'of  elcren  miles,  as  the  i^iegiiard  of  the  capital  of  Perfuu.

ill  hn  refor,.  immediatdy  femed  die  fi^  of  Maogamahrha ;  and 
the  Roman  army  was  diftributed,  £k  that  pnrpofe,  into  three  di- 
leifions.  Viftor,  at  the  head  of  the  cavalry,  and  of  a  detachment 
of  heavy-armed  foot,  vrss  ordered  to  dear  the  country,.^  as  fiur.aa. 
the  banks  of  the  Hgris,  and.  the  fiibuifas  of.  QelqAoo^  The  0Qn-> 
duiGt  of  the  attack  wa&  aflhmed.  by  Juhaa  himld^  viho  feemedl 
tQ.  plaQ»  hift  whole  dqiendence-  in.  tibe  oiifitary  engines  wluch  he^ 
ereOed.i^^ft  the  walls ;  wlule  he  fecretly  oontriwed  a.  mote  effica*^ 
dous  method  <tf^  introducing  his  troops-  into  the  heart*  of  the  dty^ 
Under  the  dinediont  of  Nevitta  and  Dagalaiphus,.  the  trenches,  were 
Qpened*at  a  confiderable  diftance,  and  gradually  pn>longed  as  fer  at 
the  edge  of  the  ditch.  The  ditch  was. fpeedily  filled,  with  earth;, 
and,  by  the  incefliint  labour  of  tli^  troq;>s,.  a  mine  was  carried  under 
the  foundation^  of  the  walls,  and  fuftained,  atfuffident  intervals,  by 
props  of  timber.  Three  chofen  cohortv  advancing  in  a  fingle  file^ 
iilently  explored  the  dark  and  dangeooqspaflage;  till  dieir  intrqndr 
leader  whifpored  back:  the  intelligence,,  that  he  was  ready  to  iflue 
from  his.  confinement  into  the  ftreets  of  the  ho^e  city*  JuUaa 
checked  their  ardpur,  that  he  mi^t  enfure  their  fucceis;  andim-^ 

oediatelj;. 
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mediately  diverted  the  attention  of  the  ganifbn,  hj  the  tumult  and  ^^jy  ^' 
damour  of  a  general  aflault.  The  Berfians,  from  their  walls,  * 
cotttemptuouily  beheld  the  progrefi  of  an  impotent  attack,  celebrated, 
wi^  fongs  of  triumph,  the  g^orjr  of  Sap<»' ;  and  ventured  to  ^Eire 
the  emperor,  diat  he  might  aicend  the  ftany  maniion  of  QrmufH',. 
before  he  could  hope  to  uke  the  tmpregnaUe  asj  of  Maogamalcha. 
The  city  was  already  taken,  Hiftory  has  recorded  the  name  of  a 
private  (bldier,  the  firft  who  afcended  from  the  mine  into  a  deferted 
tower.  The  paflage  was  ^dened  by  his  companions,  who  {Nrefled 
forwards  with  impatient  valour.  Fifteen  hundred  enemies  were  al- 
ready in  the  midft  of  the  city»  The  aftoniflied  garrifon  abandoned 
the  wallsr  and  their  only  hope  of  fafiety ;  the  gatks  were  ihftantly 
burft  open ;  and  the  revenge  of 'the  foldier,  tmleft  it  were  fuQiended 
by  luft  or  avarice,  vras  latiated  by  an  undiftinguilhing  maflacre; 
Itie  governor,  who  had  yielded  on- a  promife  of  mercy,  was  burnt 
Ulive,  a  few  days  afterwards,  on  a  diaige  of  having  uttered 
fome  difrelpeOful  words  agatnft'  the  honour  of  Prince  Hormifilas. 
The  fortifications  were  razed  to  the  ground;  and  not  a  veftige  was 
left,  that  the  city  of  Maogamalcha  had  ever  exifted.  The  neigh- 
bourhood of  the  capital  of  Perlia  was  adorned  with  three  ftately  pa- 
laces, laborioufly  enriched  with  every  produ^on  that  could  gratify 
the  luxury  and  pride  of  an  Eaftem  monarch.  The  pleafant  (ituation 
of  the  gardens  dong  the  banks  of  -  the  Tigris,  was  improved^;  ac» 
cording,  to  the  Perfian  tafte,  hy  the  fymmetry  of  flowers,.  ft>untain8,. 
and  ihady  walks :  and-  ^acious  parks  were  indoled  ft)r  the  reception . 
of  the  bear8»  lions,,  and  wild  boars,,  which  were  maintained,  at  a 
confiderable  expence  for  the  pleafure  of  the  royal  chace/  'The  park- 
walls  were  broke  down,  the  iavage  game  was  abandoned  to  Uie  darts 
of  the  foldiers,.  and  the  palaces  c£  Sapcnr  were  reduced  to  aflies,  by 
the  command  of  the  Roman  emperor.  Julian,  on  this  oocafion^ 
ibewed  bimfdf  ignorant,  or  carelefiy  of  the  Uws  of  civility,  which

fhe  prudence  and  refinement  of  poliihed  agei  have  eftabtifhed  be* 
tween  holBle  princes.  Yet  diele  wanton  lovagea  need  not  exdte 
in  our  breafts  any  vdiement  emotions  of  pity  or  refentment.  A 
fimpk,  naked,  ftatue,  iiniihed  by  the  hand  of  a  GredaA  ardft,  as  of 
•more  genuine  value  dian  all  thefe  rude  and  ooftly  monument  c$ 
Barbaric  labour :  and,  if  we  are  more  deeply  afieded  by  the  ruin  of 
a  palace,  than  by  the  conflagration  <^  a  cottage,  our  humamty  muft 
have  formed  a  .  very  erroneous  eftimate  of  the  miferies  of  husian 
life". 

Julian  was  an  objed  of  terror  and  hatred  to  the  Peilians:  and  the 
painters  of  that  nation  repidented  dierinvader  of  didr.  country  under 
the  emblem  of  a  furious  Uon,  who  Yomlted  fiom  his  mouth  a  con-* 
funung  fire**.  To  his  fiiends  and  Ibldiera,  the  philoibphie  hero 
appeared  in  a  more  amiable  Ught ;  and  his  virtues  were  nerer  moee 
confpicuoujdy  £^layed,  diaa  in  the  laft,  aod'su^  active,  period  of 
his  life.  He  pradiied,  without  efibrt,  and  almt^  without  merit, 
the  halMtual  qualities  of  ten^peranra  and  ibbriety.  According  to  the 
didates  of  that  artificial  wifdom,  whidi  afliunes  an  abl<dute  dominion 
over  the  mind  and  body,  he  flemly  refuied  himfetf  the  indulgence 
of  the  moft  natural  appetites*'.  In  the  warm  climate  of  Aii^xia, 
which  foUcited  a  luxurious  people  to  the  gratification  of  every  ien- 
fual  defire**,  a  youthful  conqueror  preferved  his  chaftity  pure  and 
inviolate :  nor  was  Julian  ever  tempted,  even  by  a  motive  of  cuiio>

cf  icfifting  his  power,  would  hxte  di4>uted  with  each  other  the  u  » 
honour  of  hit  embraces.   With  the  iame  firmnels  that  he  f^fted 
die  alhiiemcnts  of  love,  he  iuftaiaed  the  haidlhips  of  war.  When 
die  Romans  marched  through  the  flat  and  flooded  country,  di«r 
fiyrereign,  on  foot,  at  die  head  of  his  legions,  ihared  ^eir  fatigues,, 
and  animated  their  diligence.   In  every  ufeful  labour,  the  hand  of 
JulisM  was  prompt  and  ftrenuous;  and  the  Imperial  purple  was- 
wtt  and  dirty,  as  the  coarfe  garment  of  the  meaneft  fi»l(Uer.  The 
two  fieges  allowed  hUn  ibme  remarkable  opportunities  of  fignal* 
iiing  his  pcrfonal  valour,  which,  in  die  improved  ftate  of  the 
military  art,  can  iUdom  be  exerted  by  a  prudent  general  The 
emperor  flood  before  the  dtadel  of  Perifabor,  infeniible  of  his  ex- 
treme danger,  and  encouraged  his' troops  to  burft  open  the  gates  <^ 
iron,  dU  he  was  ahnoft  overwfaehned  under  a  doud  of  miffile  wea- 
pons, and  huge  Hones,  that  were  direded  ag^unft  his  perfon.  As. 
he  exafmned  die  exterior  fiordficadona  of  Maogamalcha,  two 
iiaaS)  devoting  themfdves  for  didr  country,  fuddenly  ruflied  upon 
htm  vnth  drawn  icimitars  i  die  en^ieror  dexteroufly  received  thdr 
Mows  on  his  uplifted  fliidd  $  and,  with  a  fteady  and  wdl-aimed 
dirufl;,  kdd  one  of  his  adveriaries  dead  at  his  feet.   The  efteem  of  a:

and  wretchednefi ;  fince  our  princes  have  bcoi  perfua4cd,  by  weak 
and  interefted  minifters,  lo  pnrchale  with  gdd  the  tranquillity  of 
the  Barbarians*    The  revenue  is  exhauAed ;  the  cities-  are  ruined  ; 
the  pnmnces  are  dilpeopled.>  For  myfelf,  die  only  inheritance 
that  I  have  received  firom  my  royal  anceftors,  is  a  foul  inciqiable 
**  dT  fear ;  and  as  long  as  I  am  convinced  that  every  real  advantage 
**  is  feated  in  the  mind,  I  ihall  not  blulh  to  acbkowle^  an  ho- 
nourable  poverty,  which,  in  the  days  <^  andeot  inrtue,  was  con- 
•*  iidered  as  the  glory  of  Fabridus.   That  gl<H7,  and  that  virtue, 
^  may  be  your  own,  if  you  will  liften  to  die  v<nce  of  Heaven,  and 
**  of  your  leader.   But  if  you  will  raOily  perfift,  if  you  are  deter- 
**  nuned  to  renew  the  fhamefol  and  mifchievons  examples  of  old 
fetUtions,  proceed-— Aa  it  becomes  an  cfnperor  who  has  filled,  the 
"  firft  rank  among  men,  I  am  prepared  to  die,  ftanding }  and  to  de- 
**  Ipife  a  precarious  life,  which,  every  hour,  may  depend  on  an 
accidental  fe\'er.  If  I  have  been  found  unworthy  of  the  command, 
'*  there  are  now  among  you  (I  fpeak  it  with  pride  and  pleafiire),

apprd&enfion,  tothe  obicurity  of  apxivateftationV  The  modeft 
lefolution  of  Julian  was  anfwered  by  thie  Uttaoimoua  aj^laufe  and 
cheerful  obe^ence  of  the  Romans }  who  dedared  their  confidence 
-viOory,  while  they  fought  under  the  banners  of  didr  heroic  prince. 
Thdr  courage  was  kindled  by  his  firequent  and  familiar  afleverations 
{Sot  fuch  wiihes  were  the  oaths  of  Julian),  So  may  I  reduce  the 
<*  Perfians  under  the  yokel**  **  Thus  may  I  reftore  the  fhength 
**  and  ^lendour  of  the  republic  !**  The  love  of  fame  was  die  ardait 
paffion  of  his  foul :  but  it  was  not  before  he  trampled  on  the  ruins 
■of  Maogamalcha,  that  he  allowed  himfelf  to  fay,  *'  We  have  now 

provided  fome  materials  for  the  fqphift  of  Antioch  '^•** 

The  fucceisful  valour  of  JuUan  had  triumphed  over  all  the  ob-  Hetranfpom 
fiacles  that  qppofed  his  march  to  the  gates  of  Ctefiphon.    But  the  Wiflettftow 
redudlion,  or  even  the  fiege>  of  the  capital  of  Periia,  was  dill  at  a  to  to  the

1     .  '  r  appellation  of  Coche.    Coche  was  fituate  on  the  wedern  fide  of  the 
Tigris ;  but  it  was  naturally  confidered  as  a  fuburb  of  Cteliphon,  with- 

which  we  may  fiqipofc  If  to  have  been  conneded  by  a  permanent 
bridge  of  boats.    The  united  parts  contributed  to  form  the  common 
epithet  of  Al  Modain,  the  cities,  which  the  Orientals  have  be- 
llowed on  the  winter  refidence  of  tlie  Saffanides ;  and  the  whole  cir-> 
cumference  of  the  Pedian  capital  was  ftiongly  fortified  by  the  waters-, 
of  the  river,  by  lofty  walls,  and  by  impradicable  raorafles.  Near 
the  ruins  of  Sdeucia,  the  camp  of  Julian  was  fixed;  and.fecured,  b]r> 
-    a  ditch  and  rampart,  againfl:  the  fallies  of  the  numerous  and  enters 
pnfing  g^urifon  of  Coche.    In  this  fruitfuLand  pleafant  country,  the 
Romans  were  plentifully  fupplied  with  water  and  forage  :  and  feverat 
forts,  wliich  might  have  embarraifed  the  motions  of  the  arm} ,  iub-> 
mitted,  after  fome  refi fiance,  to  the  efforts  of  their  valour..  The 
fleet  paflcd  from  the  Euphrates  into  an  artificial  derivation  of  that 
river,  which  pours  a  copious  and  navigable  ftream  into  the  Tigris,, 
at  a  fmall  diftance  Mow  the  great  city.    If  they  had  followed  this 
royal  canal,  which  bore  the  name  of  Nahar-Nlalcha     the  interme- 
diate fituation  of  Coche  would  have  feparatcd  the  fleet  and  army  oF 
Julian  ;  and  the  ralh  attempt  of  (leering  againll  the  current  of  the 
Tigris,  and  forcing  their  way  through  the  midft  of  a  hoftile  capital,, 
muft  have  been  attended  with  tlie  total  dcftrudlion  of  the  Roman 
navy.    The  prudence  of  the  emperor  forclaw  the  danger,  and  pro- 
vided tlic  reuicdy.    As  he  had  minutely  fludicd  the  operations  of. 
Trajan  in  the  i;ime  country,  he  i'oon  recollected,  that  his  waj'likc 
prcdcccfior  had  dug  a  new  and  navigable  canal,  which,  leaving  Coche 
on  the  right-hand,,  conveyed  tlie  waters  of  the  Nahar-Maicha  into.

fbmuidon  of  the  peafants,  Julian  afcertained  the  veftiges  of  dus  an*  Ui  -m-  —> 
dent  woric,  vvhich  were  almoft  obliterated  by  defign  or  accident. 
By  the  indefatigable  labour  of  the  fdldiers,  a  broad  and  deq>  channel 
was  i'pccdily  prepared  for  the  reception  of  the  Euphrates.  A  ftrong 
dike  was  conftru€ted  to  interrupt  the  ordinary  current  of  the  Nahar-  ' 
Malcha :  a  flood  of  waters  nilhed  impetuoufly  into  their  new  bed ; 
and  the  Roman  fleet,  fteering  their  triumphant  courfe  into  the  Hgris, 
derided  the  vdn  and  inefiedual  barriers  which  the  Periians  of  Cte- 
fiphon  had  erefted  to  oppofe  their  paflage. 

As  it  became  neceflary  to  tranfpcMt  the  Roman  army  over  the  p^^^^^ 
Tigris,  another  labour  prefented  itfelf,  of  lefs  toil,  but  of  more  dan-  J,5|,j^^*^ 
gcr,  than  the  preceding  expedition.    The  ftream  was  broad  and  oftiwRo- 
rapid ;  the  afcent  fteep  and  difficult ;  and  the  intrenchments  which  "*^* 
had  been  formed  on  the  ridge  of  the  oppbHte  bank,  were  lined  with 
a  numerous  army  of  heavy  cuirafliers,  dexterous  archers,  and  huge 
elephants ;  who  (according  to  the  extravagant  hyperbole  of  Libanius) 
could  trample,  with  the  iame  eaie,  a  field  of  corn,  or  a  legion  of 
Romans".   In  the  prefence  of  Aich  an  enemy,  the  conflrudion  of 
a  bridge  was  impraflicable ;  and  the  intrepid  prince,  who  inftantly 
feized  the  only  pofllble  expedient,  concealed  his  defign,  till  the  mo- 
ment of  execution,  from  the  knowledge  of  the  Barbarians,  of  his 
own  troops,  and  even  of  his  generals  themfelves.    Ujider  the  Ipe- 
cious  pretence  of  examining  the  ftate  of  t!ie  magazines,  fouricoro 
velTels  were  gradually  unladen ;  and  a  feledt  detachment,  apparently 
deftined  for  fome  fccret  expedition,  was  orderwi  to  ftand  to  their 
arms  on  the  firfl  fignal.  Julian  difguifedthe  filent  anxiety  of  lus  own 
mind  with  fmilcs  of  confidence  and  joy;  and  amufed  the  hoftile 
nations  with  the  ^^de  of  military  games,  which  he  inAiltingly

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P.  celebrated  under  the  walls  of  Coche.  The  day  was  con&ctated  to* 
v—^  pteafure  $  but,  as  foon  as  the  hour  of  dipper  was  paft,  the  emperor 
iummoned  the  generals  to  his  tent ;  and  acquainted  them,  that  he 
had  fixed  that  night  for  the  pafTage  of  the  llgris.  Thef  flood  in 
filent  and  reQ)e€tful  aftoniihment;  but,  when  the  yenerableSalluft 
afliimed  the  privilege  of  his  age  and  experience,  the  reft  the  diiefi. 
fupported  with  freedom  the  weight  of  his  prudent  remonftrances 
Julian  contented  himfdf  with  oUerving,.  that  conqueft  and  fafety 
depended  on  the  attempt ;  that,  inftead  <^  dimioiflung,  the  number 
of  their  enemies  would  be  increafed,  by  fucceffiye  Minibrcements;. 
and  diat  a  longer  delay  would  neither  contiaA  the  breadth  of  the 
ftream,  nor  levd  the  hd^  of  the  bank.  The  fignal  was  inftantly 
given,  and  obeyed :  the  moft  impatient  of  the  legionaries  leaped  into 
five  vefiels  that  lay  neareft  to  the  bank ;  and,  as  they  plied  dietr  oars 
with  intrqnd  diligence,  diey  were  loft,  after  a  few  moments,  in  the- 
darfcnefs  of  the  mght.  A  flame  arofe  on  die  oppofite  fide ;  and  Ju- 
lian, who  too  deariy  undetftood  that  his  fiiremoft  veflels,  in  attempt- 
ing to  land,  had  been  fired  by  ilie  enony,  dexteroully  converted, 
didr  extreme  danger  into  a  prefage  of  viOory.  Our  fidlew«lbl- 
diers,**  he  eageriy  exclaimed,  are  already  mafters  of  the  bank 
fee — they  make  the  appmnted  fignal :  Vet  us  haften  to  emulate  and 
aifift  their  courage.**  The  united  and  rapid  motion  a  great  fleet 
broke  the  violence  of  the  current,  and  they  reached  the  eaftem  fliore 
of  the  Hgris  urith  fuffident  ipeed  to  extinguilh  die  flames,  and  refcue 
their  adventurous  companions.  The  difliculties  of  a  flxep  and 
lofty  afcent  wero-  increaied  by  the  weight  of  armour,  and  the 
^darknds  o(  the  ni^it.  A  fliower  of  ftones,  dArts,  and  fire,  was  in- 
ceflantly  difdiarged  on  die  heads  of  die  aflailants ;  who,  after  an 
arduous  ftrug^  climbed  the  bank^.  and  ftood  vidorious  upon  the

fampnt   As  foon  as  tb/eypoSklSed  a  more  equal  fidd,  Julian,  who, 
inth  lus  Ught-infiuntry,  had  led  die  attack",  darted  through  the  .7—^ 
ranks  a  lUlful  and  experienced  eye :  his  braveft  foldiers,  according 
to  the  ^psteepiB  of  Homer were  diftribnted  in  the  front  and  rear;, 
and  aU  the  trumpets  of  the  Imperial  army  founded  to  battle^  The 
Romans,  after  fending  up  a  military  fiiout,  advanced  In  meafured 
fteps  to  the  animating  notes  o£  martial  mulic ;  kunched  their  for— 
nudable  javelins;  and  rulhed  forwards  with  drawn  fwords,  to  de- 
prive the  Barbarians,  by  a  defer  onfet,  of  the  advantage  of  thdr 
mifiile  weapons.   The  whole  engagement  lafted  above  twelve  hours ; 
till  the  g^ual  retreat  of  the  Periians  was  changed  into  a  difi«derly 
flight,  of  which  the  fliamcful  example  was  given  by  the  principal 
leaders,  and  the  Surenas  himielf.   They  were  purfued  to  die  gates 
of  Gtefiphon ;  and  die  conqiierors  mig^t  have  entered  the  diimayed 
city     if  thoc  general  Vidor,  who  was  dangeroufly  wounded  with 
aa  arrow,  had  not  conjured  them  to  defift  from  a  nSh  attempt,  which 
muft  be  fittsl,  if  it  were  not  fiiccelaful.   On  ibeir  fide,  the.Romans 
acknowled^^  die  loft  of  only  feventy-five.men ;  while  diey  affirmed,, 
^t  the  Barbarians  had  left  on  the  fidd  of  batde  two  theu&nd  five: 
hundred,,  or  even  fix  thoufimd,  of  thdr  bravdl  foldiers.   The  fycSX. 
was  filch  as  mi{^  be  expefled  from  the  riches  and  luxury  of  an 
-Oriental  camp ;  large  quantities  of  filver  and  gold,  fplendid  arms 
and  trappings,  and  beds.and.taUes  of  mafiy  fUver.    The  vidorious 
emperor  diftributed,  as  the  rewards  of  valour,  fome  honourable  gifts, 
dvic,.and  mural,  and  naval,  crowns ;  which  he,  and  perhaps  h'e  alone, ,

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and  penudous  undertakiJig.   It  is  not  eafy  for  us  to  conceive,  hy  ^  ^^iv^' 
what  arts  oC  finttfication,  a  city  thrice  befieged  and  taken  by  the  v- 
fredeceflbrs  of  Julian,  could  be-  rendered  impregnable  againft  an. 
army  of  ijxty  Uiouland  Romans,  commanded  by  a  brave  and  expe- 
rienced general,^  and  abundantly  ii  pplied  with  fhips,  prorifions^  bat- 
tering engines,  and  military  llores.    But  we  may  reft  afliired,  from. 
the  lore  of  glory,  and  contempt  of  danger,  which  formed  the  cha— 
sader  of  Julian,  that  he  was  not  difcouraged  by  any  trivial  or  imaF- 
ginary  obftades      At  the  very  time  when  he-  declined  the  Hege  of 
Ctefiphon,  he  rejeded,  with  obftinacy  and.  difdain,  the  moft  flat- 
tering offen.  of  a  negociation  of  peace.   Sapor,,  who  had  been  fo- 
Icmg.  accuftomed  to  the  tardy  ofientation  of  Conftantius^was  fuzprifed^ 
by  the  intcepid  diligence  of  his  fucceflbr.   As  &r  as  the  confines  of  ' 
India  and  Scy thia,  the  latraps  of  the.  diftant  provinces  were  ordered' 
to  aflemble  thdr  troops,  and  to  march,  without  delay,  to  the  aflSftance" 
«f  their  monarch.   But  theur  preparadons  were  diUtory,.  didr  mo- 
tions flow ;  and  before  Sapor  could  lead' an  army  into  the  field,  he* 
Kceived  the  melancholy  intelligence  of  the  devaftation  of  Ailyria,.. 
the  ruin  of  his  palaces,  and  the  flaughter  of  his  Iwaveft  trbqps,  who  ' 
defended  the  paflage  of  the  Hgris.   The  pride  of  royalty  was. 
humbled  in  the  dufi ;  he  took  his  rqxifts-  on  the  ground  ;  and 
die  diibrder  of  his  hair  exprefled  the  grief  and  anxiety  of  his  mind«- 
Perhaps  he  would  not-  have  refilled  to  purchafe,.  vrith  one  half  of 
his  Idngdom,  the  lafety  of  the  remainder     and  he  would' 
have  gbdly  fubicribed  himfelf,.  in  a  treaty  of  -  peace,  the  futh— 
fiiLand  dependent  ally. of  the  Roman  conqueror..  Under  the  pre^ 
tence  of  private  bufinds,  a  minifter  of  rank  and>  confidence  was:

*  ,  >  *queft,  in  die  language  of  a  fuppliant,  that  he  might  be  introduced 
into  the  prefence  of  the  emperor.  The  Saflanian  prince,  whether  he 
Jiftened  to  the  voice  of  pride  or  humamty,  whether  he  confulted  the 
lendmentB  of  his  birth,  or  the  duties  of  his  fituation,  was  equally 
inclined  to  promote  a  ialutary  meafure,  which  would  terminate  the 
calamities  of  Perfia,  and  fecure  the  triumph  of  Rome.  He  was  afto* 
nifhed  by  the  inflexible  firmneft  of  a  hero,  who  remembered,  moft  un- 
fortunately for  himfdf^  and  for  his  country,  that  Alexander  had  uni- 
Ibfmlyreje^d  the  propofitibns  of  Darius.  But  as  Julian  was  fenfiUe, 
dut  die  hope  of  a  iafe  and  honourable  peace  might  cool  the  ardour  of 
his  troops ;  he  eameftly  requefted,  that  Hormifdas  would  privatdy 
■difmifi  the  minifter  of  Sapor,  and  conceal  this  dangerous  tempta- 
tion from  the  knowledge  of  the  camp  ^\ 
Hebunnbii  •  The  honour,  as  well  as  intercft,  of  Julian,  forbade  him  to  confume 
his  dme  under  the  impregnable  walls  of  Ctefiphon;  and  as  often  as 
he  defied  die  Barbarians,  who  defended  the  city,  to  meet  him  cm-  die 
open  plttn,  they  prudently  rejdied,  that  if  he  defined  to  exodfe  his 
•valour,  he  might  feek  the  army  of  the  Great  Ring.  He  felt  the 
infult,  and  he  accepted  the  advice.  Inflead  of  confining  his  fervile 
march  to  the  banks  of  the  Euphrates  and  Tigris,  he  refolved  to  imi- 
tate tlic  adventurous  fplrit  of  Alexander,  and  boldly  to  advance  into 
die  inland  provinces,  till  he  forced  his  rival  to  contend  with  him, 
perhaps  in  the  plains  of  Arhcla,  for  the  empire  of  Afia.  The  mi^ 
nanimity  of  Julian  was  applauded  and  betrayed,  by  the  arts  of  a  noble 
Periian,  who,  in  the  cauleof  liis  country,  had  generoufly  fubmittcd 
to  ad  a  part  full  of  danger,  of  falfehood,  and  of  ihame       With  a

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train  of  faithful  followers,  he  deferted  to  the  Imperial  camp;  cx-  *'^jy^* 

pofed,  in  a  fpecious  talc,  the  injuries  which  he  had  iuilalned  ;  cxag-  »  — ^ 

geratcd  the  cruelty  of  Sapor,  the  dilcontent  of  the  people,  and  the 
weaknefs  of  the  monarchy,  and  confidently  offered  himfelf  as  the 
lioftage  and  guide  of  die  Ronum  march.  The  moft  rational  growids 
of  iu^nctoa  were  urged,  without  efied,  by  the  wiidom  and  e:qpe- 
lienoe  of  Kocmifflu  $  and  the  credulous  Julian,  recdving  the  traitor 
Into  lus  hofoniy  was  perfuaded  to  iflue  an  hafty  order,  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  mankind,  appeared  to  arraign  lys  prudence,  and  to  en- 
danger his  fk&tf.  He  deftroyed,  in  a  fingle  hour,  the  whole  navy, 
which  had  been  tranfported  above  Bve  hundred  miles,  at  fo  great  an 
«iqpence  of  teal,  of  treafure,  and  of  blood.  Twelve,  or,  at  the  moft, 
twenty-two,  (mall  veflels  were  iaved,  to  accompany,  on  carriages, 
the  march  of  the  aimy,  and  to  form  oceafional  bridges  for  the 
padage  of  die  rivers.  A  fiipply  of  twenty  days  provifions  was  re* 
ierved  Iwtheufe  of  the  foldiers ;  anddiereft  of  the  ma^zines,  with 
a  fleet  of  elevea  hundred  veflels,  which  rode  at  andior  in  the  Tigris, 
were  abiandoned  to  the  flames,  by  the.abfolute  command  of  the 
emperor.  The  Chriftian  biihops,  Gnqfory  and  Auguftin,  mfult  the 
madnefs  of  the  apoftate,  who  executed,  with  his  own.  hands,  the 
ftntence  of  ^Bvine  juftice.  Their  authority,  of  le&  wd^t,  perhaps, 
in  a  military  quefBon,  is  cc»kfirmed  by  fkt  cool  judgment  of  an  ex- 
perienced ibldier,  who  was  himlelf  i^iedator  of  the  conflagration» 
and  who  could  not  difiipfnove  the  rehi&ant  murmurs  of  die  troops

Hie  navigation' 
of  the  Euphrates  never  alcended  above  Babylon,  nor  that  of  the 
Tigris  above  Opis**.  The  diftance  of  the  laft-mentioned  dty  from 
the  Roman  camp  was  not  very  condderable ;  and  Julian  muft  Toon 
have  renounced  die  vain  and  impraAicable  attempt  of  fordng  up~ 
wards  a  great  fleet  againft  the  ftream  of  a  rapid  river**,  which  in 
feveral  places  was  embarrafled  by  natural  or  artificial  catarads**. 
The  power  <^  fails  und  oars  was  infuffident ;  it  became  neceflary 
to  tow  the  Ihips  againft  the  current  of  the  river ;  the  ftrength  of 
twenty  thouland  foAdiers  was  exhaufted  in  this  tedious  and  fervile 
labour ;  and  if  the  Romans  continued  to  march  along  the  banks  dT 
the  Tigris,  they  could  only  exped  to  return  home  without  atchiev- 
tng  any  enterpiize  wordiy  of  the  genius  or  fortune  of  thdr  leader. 
If,  on  the  contrary,  it  was  advisable  to  advance'  into  die  inland 
country,  the  delfarudion  of  the  fleet  and  magazines  was  the  only 
meafuic  which  could  lave  that  valuable  prize  from  die  hands  of  the 
numerous  and  adtve  troops  which  might  fuddenly  be  poured  from 
the  gates  of  Gtefiphon.  Had  the  arms  of  Julian  been  vidorious,  we 
{hould  now  admire  die  condu^  as  well  as  the  courage,  of  a  hero, 
who,  by  depriving  his  foldiers  of  the  hopes  of  a  retreat^  left  thelti 
only  the  alternative  of  death  or  conqueft  *%

Tet,  in  every  age,  the  fiibfifteiice  of  ^^^^  ^* 
iizty  tKoufiod  men  muft  have  been  oot  of  ^  moft  imp<Htant  cam  \i*v—  irf 
of  a  prudent  general;  and  that  fubiiftence  could  only  be  drawn 
firom  his  own  or  firom  the  enemy's  country.   Had  it  been  poflible 
for  Julian  to  maintain  a  bridge  of  communication  on  the  Hgria, 
and  to  preferve  the  conquered  places  of  Aflfyria,  a  defolated'  province 
could  not  afford  any  large  or  regular  ft^plies,  in  a  (eafon  of  the  year 
when  the  lands  were  covered  by  the  inundation  of  the  Euphrates  *% 
and  the  unwholelbme  id'r  was  darkened  with  fwarms  of  innumerable 
inleds".   The  appearance  of  the  hoftile  country  was  far  more  in* 
viting.  -The  extenfive  region  that  lies  between  the  river  Hgris  and 
the  mountains  of  Media,  was  filled  with  villages  and  towns;  and 
the  fertile  foil,  for  the  moft  part,  was  in  a  very  improved  ftate  of 
cultivation.   Julian  might  exped,  that  a  conqueror,  who  poflefled 
the  two  forcible  inftruments  of  perfuafion,  fteel  and  gold,  would  eafily 
procure  a  plentiful  fubfiftence  from  the  fears  or  avarice  of  tiie  na^^  , 
tives.   But,  on  the  approach  of  the  Romans,  tikis  rich  and  fbiiling  ' 
profped  was  inftantly  blafted.  Wherever  tiiey  moved,  the  inhabit- 
•ttts  deferted  the  open  villages,  and  took  Ihelter  in  the  fortified 
towns;'  the  cattie  was  driven  away;  the  graft  and  ripe  corn  vrere 
eonfumed  witii  fire ;  and,  as  loon  as  die  fiames  had  fubfided  which 
interrupted  the  march  of  JuUan,  he  ^behdd  the  ntelancholy  face

On  tiie  prefent 
occafion,-  the  zeal  and  obedience  of  the  Perfiana  feconded  the  com- 
mands of  Sapor  i  and  die  emperor  was  ibon  reduced  to  die  (canty 
ftock  of  provifionsy  wUch  cimtinually  wafted  in  lus  hands.  Before 
they  were  entirely  confumed,  he  might  f^l  hare  reached  die  wealdiy 
and  unwarlike  cities  of  Ecbatana,  or  Sula,  1^  die  effint  of  a  rapid 
and  well-dire£ked  march  ** ;  but  he  was  deprived  of  diis  laft  refource 
by  his  ignorance  of  the  roads,  and  by  the  perfidy  of  his  guides; 
The  Romans  wandered  feveral  days  in  the  country  to  the  eaftward  of 
Bagdad :  die  Perfian  deierter,  who  had  artfully  led  dien  into  die 
fiiare,  efeaped  from  thdr  refentment ;  and  his-  followers,  as  foon  as 
they  were  put  to  the  torture,  confisfled  the  lecret  of  the  conspiracy. 
The  vifionary  ocmquefts  of  Hyicania  and  India,  whidi  had  fi>  long 
anuifed,.  now  tormented^  the  ntind  of  Julian.  Confiaous  that 
his  own  imprudence  was  the  caufe  of  the  public  diftrefi,  he 
anxioufly  balanced  the  hopes  of  iafety  or  fuccefs,  without  obtuning 
a  fatis&dlory  aniwer  eidier  from  gods  or  men.  At  length,  as  the 
only  pradicable  meafure^  he  embraced  die  refolution  of  direding  his 
fteps  towards  the  banks  of  the  Hgris,  with  the  defign  of  faving  the 
army  by  a  hafty  march  to  the  confines  of  Corduene  a  fertile  and 
firiendly  province,  which  acknowledged  die  ibverdgnty  of  Rome.  The 
de^pon^ng  troops  obeyed  die  fignal  of  die  retreat,,  only  feventj;

of  Perliau  cavalry  ;  who  (hewmg  themlelyes,  fometimes  m  loofe,  and  diiiref*  of  the 
ibmetimes  in  clofer,  order,  faintly  fkirmiflied  with  the  advanced' 
guards.  Thefc  detachments  were,  however,  fupportcd  by  a  much 
greater  force ;  and  the  heads  of  tfie  oolumnB  were  no  fooner  pointed 
towards  the  Tigris,  than  a.  cbud  of  duft  aroie  on  the  pkin»  The 
Romans,  who  now  a^ired  only  to  the  permiflion  of  a  fafe  and 
fpeedy  retreat,  endeaTOtued  to  perfuade  themfelves,  that  this  formi- 
dable appearance  was  occaiioned  by  a  troop  of  wild  affes,  or  perhaps 
by  the  approach  of  fome  friendly  Arabs.    Tliey  haired,  pitched 
their  tents,  fortified  their  camp,  paiFed  the  whole  night  in  continual 
Joanna;  and  difcovered,  at  the-  dawn*  of  day,  that  tiiey  were  fur— 
rounded  by  an  army  of  Perfians.    This  army,  which  might  be 
oonfidered  only  as  the  van  of  theBarbuxani^  waa  loon  followed  by 
the  main  body  of  cuiiaiOere,  axchers,  and  dephantt,  ocnnmanded  by 
Meranes,  a  general  of  rank  and  reputadon.   He  was  accompanied' 
by  two  of  the  king*s  fons,  and  many  of  the  principal  fatraps ;  and^ 
feme  and  expectation  exaggerated  the  ftrength  of  the  remaining 
powers,  which  flowly  advanced  under  the  condudl:  of  Sapor  himfclf. 
As  the  Romans  continued  their  march,  their  long  array,  which  was 
fiorced  to  bend  or  divide,  according  to  the  varieties  of  the  ground,  af- 
forded Trciiucnt  aiid  hivourable  opportunities  to  their  vigilant  enemies. 
The  Perfians  repeatedly  charged  with  fury;  they  were  repeatedly  re- 
pulfcd  with  firmnefs;  and  the  action  at Maronga,  which  almoll  dcfcrved 
the  name  of  a  b.iule,  was  marked  by  a  confiderable  lofs  of  fatraps  and 
elephants,  perhaps  of  equal  value  in  tlic  eyes  of  their  monarch.

,  poffible  dire^lion  the  cavalry  Perfia  was  never  more  fbmudaUe 
than  in  the  moment  of  a  rapid  and  diibrdedy  flight.  But  the  moft 
certain  and  irreparable  Io(s  of  the  Romans,  was  that  of  time  The 
hardy  veterans,  aocuftomed  to  the  cold  climate  of  Gaul  and  Ger- 
many, funted  under  the  iiiltry  heat  of  an  Aflyrian  fummcr ;  their 
-vigour  was  exhaufted  by  the  inceflant  repetition  of  mardi  and  com« 
hat ;  and  the  progrefs  of- the  army  was  fu^pended  by  the  precautions 

.  of  a  flow  and  dangerous  retreat,  in  the  prefenoe  of  an  adive  enemy. 
Every  day,  every  hour,  as  the  fiipply  diminifhed,  the  value  and 
price  of  fubfiftence  increafed  in  the  Roman  camp  **.  Julian,  who 
always  contented  himielf  widi  fudi  £ood  as  a  hungry  ibidier  would 
have  dildained,  dldributed,  for  the  ufe  of  the  troops,  the  provifions 
of  the  Imperial  houfehold,  and  whatever  could  be  fyutd  from  the 
fumpter-horfes  of  the  tribunes  and  generals.  But  this  feeble 
relief  fcrved  only  to  aggravate  the  fenfe  of  the  pabHc  diftreis ; 
and  the  Romans  began  to  entertain  the  moft  gloomy  appre-

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While  Julian  ftrugglcd  ^vi^}^  the  almoil  iiifuperable  difficulties  of  Jj'^|^"„y 
his  fituation,  the  filcnt  hours  of  the  ni:;ht  were  ftill  devoted  to  ftudy  wounded, 
and  contemplation.  Whenever  he  clofed  his  eyes  in  Ihort  and  in- 
tcrnipted  flumbcrs,  his  mind  was  agitated  with  painful  anxiety  ;  nor 
can  it  be  thought  fuq>rifmg»  that  the  Genius  of  the  empire  (hould 
once  more  appear  before  him,covering  with  a  funereal  veil,  his  head, 
and  his  horn  of  abundance,  and  flowly  rctiriiiji;  from  the  Imperial 
tent.  Tlic  monarcli  ftartcd  from  his  coutjh,  and  Itcpjiint^  forth,  to 
rcfrclh  lu^  wearied  fpirit^;  wiih  the  coolncfs  of  the  midniglit  air,  he 
beheld  a  fiery  meteor,  whieh  fliot  atlnvart  tlic  Iky,  and  fuddenly 
vaniihed.  Julian  was  convinced  lluit  he  hid  fccn  the  menacing 
countenance  of  the  gcd  of  war'";  the  coimeil  v>hieh  he  fummoncd, 
of  Tufcan  Harufpiccs**,  unanimoufiy  pronounced  that  lie  flioukl 
ahll.iin  frc;m  aclicm  :  but  on  this  occafioa,  ncceffity  and  reafon  were 
more  prevalent  than  fuperttitiou  ;  and  Ac  trumpets  founded  at  the 
break  cf  day.

Julian  led 
the  van,  with  the  fkill  and  attention  of  a  confummate  gene- 
ral ;  he  was  alarmed  by  the  intelligence  that  his  rear  was  fud- 
denly attacked.  The  heat  of  the  weather  had  tempted  him  to  lay 
afide  his  eoirafs ;  but  he  hatched  a  (hield  firom  one  cf  hjs  attend^ 
ants,  and  haftened,  -vfbUti  a  fijfficient'  reinforcement,  to  the  relief  of

A  (imilar  danger  ncaUed  the  intrepid  prince  to  the 
f  defence  of  the  fccmt  $  and,  as  he  ^Ilaped  between  the  column^ 

the  cmtre  of  die  kfi  was  attacked,  and  aknoft  oyeipoweied,  by  a 
ierious  chaiige  of  the  Perfian  cavalry  and  elephants.  Hiis  huge  body 
was  fbon  defeated,  by  die  wellp-dmed  evoludon  of  the  light-iniantiy, 
who  aimed  didr  weapons,  with  dexterity  and  efieA,  againft  the  bada 
of  the  horfemen,  and  die  of  die  dephants.  The  Barbarians  fled ; 
and  Jiifian,who  was  fosremoft  in  every  danger,  animated  the  pinfnit 
with  his  voice  and  geftuxes.  Hb  trembling  guards,  fcattered  and  op- 
prefled  by  die  diforderly  dirong  of  friends  and  enemies,  reminded  dieir 
fearlefs  fovereign  that  he  was  without  armour  ;  and  conjured  him  to 
decline  the  fell  of  die  impending  ruin.  As  they  exclaimed  a  cloud 
of  darts  and  arrows  was  difchargi^d  from  the  flying  iquadrons  j  and  a 
javelin,  after  razing  die' ikin  of  his  arm,  tranfpieroed  the  ribs,  and 
£xed  in  the  inferior  part  of  the  liver.  Julian  attempted  to  draw  the 
deadly  weapon  from  his  fide  ;  but  his  fingers  were  cut  by  the  ihafp- 
aeft  of  tlie  fleel,  and  he  fell  fenfeleis  from  his  horfe.  His  guards 
Slew  to  his  relief^  and  the  wounded  emperor  was  gently  raifed  feom 
the  g^round,  and  conveyed  out -of  the  tumult  of  the  battle  into  an  ad* 
jacent  tent.  The  report  of  the  mela«choly  event  pafled  firom  rank 
HO  rank  j  but  the  grief  of  the  Romans  infpired  them  with  in^nnctUe 
valour,  and  the  defu-e  of  revenge.  The  bloody  and  obflinate  con- 
BIOl  was  maintained  by  the  two  armies  till  they  were  fqpartted  hf 
(he  total  darkneft  of  the  night.  The  Perfiana  derived  fome  honoer 
from  die  advantage  whidi  diey  obtained  agsiinfl:  die  left  wing^  where 
Anatofius,  mafler  of  die  offices,  was  flaln,  and  the  i»«fe£fc  StXhA 
ytxy  narrowly  efcaped.  But  die  event  of  dhe  day  was  advetfe  to 
die  Bariniians.  They  abandoned  the  field;  dieir  two  generals.  Me-

and  conjured  them  not  to  difi^race,  l)y  uamaniy  tears,  the  fate  of 

a  prince,  "who  in  a  few  moinents  would  be  united  with  heaven,  and 

with  the  ftars       The  fjiedators  were  fdent ;  and  Julian  entered 

into  a  mctaphylical  argument  with  the  philofophers  Priicus  and 

Maximus,  on  the  nature  of  the  foul.    The  efforts  which  he  made, 

of  mind,  as  well  as  body,  moft  probably  haftcned  his  death.  Hii 

wound  begun  to  bleed  with  frclh  violence  ;  his  refpiratlon  was  em- 

barralfed  by  the  fwelling  of  the  veins :  he  called  for  a  ch  a-ight  of  cold 

water,  and,  as  loon  as  he  had  drank  it,  expired  without  pain,  about 

the  hour  of  midnight.

1_  -u-Lf  royal  race  of  Conftantius  ChJf)rus  was  reduced  to  his  own  perfon  ; 

axid  if  he  entertained  any  fcrious  thoughts  of  iuvefting  with  the 
purple  the  moft  worthy  among  the  Romans,  he  was  diverted  from 
his  refolution  by  the  difficulty  of  the  choice,  the  jealoufy  of  power, 
the  fear  of  ingratitude,  and  tlie  natural  prefumption  of  health,  of 
youth„  and  of  profperity.    His  uncxpcQed  death  left  the  empire 
without  a  maftcr,  and  without  an  heir,  in  a  flate  of  perplexity  and 
danger,  which,  in  the  fpace  of  fourfcore  years,  had  never  been  ex- 
perienced, fmce  the  eledion  of  Diocletian.    In  a  government,  which. 
Lad  almoin  forgotten  the  diftind:ion  of  pure  and  noble  blocd,  the 
fuperiority  of  birth  was  of  little  moment ;  the  claims  of  ofhciol  rank 
were  acclJentul  and  precarious ;  and  the  candidates,  who  mlglit 
alplrc  tn  afcend  tlic  vacant  throne,  could  be  fiipported  only  by  the 
confcioufnefs  of  perfonal  merit,  or  by  the  hopes  of  popular  favour. 
But  the  fituation  of  a  famin^ed  army,  cncompafled  on  all  fides  bv  an 
hoft  of  Barl)arians,  fhortencd  the  moments  of  grief  and  delibcratioo. 
In  this  Iccne  of  terror  and  dillrcls,  the  body  of  the  dcccafcd  prince> 
according  to  his  own  dire<Slions,  was  decently  embalmed    and,  at 
the  dawn  of  day,  tlic  generals  convened  a  military  fcnate,  at  which 
•    the  comir.aTitlcrs  of  thejcgions,  and  the  ollicers,  both  of  cavalry  and 
infantry,  were  invited  to  afllft.    Three  or  four  hours  of  the  night 
had  not  pafTed  away  without  feme  fccrct  cabals  ;  and  when  tlie 
cleiflion  of  an  emperor  was  propofcd,  the  fpirit  of  fadion  began  to 
agitate  the  afi'crnbly.    Vt(fl:or  and  Arintlixiis  coiledled  tlie  remains 
of  the  court  of  Conftantius  ;  the  friends  of  julian  attached  them- 
felves  to  the  Gallic  chiefs,  Dagalaiphus  and  Ncvitta  ;  and  the  moft 
fatal  confccpicnccs  mij^ht  be  apprehended  from  the  difcord  of  two 
frKftion*;,  io  oppoiitc  in  their  diarai'^lcr  and  iniereft,  in  that  maxims 
of  govcmraerrt,  and  perhaps  in  th^ir  religious  principles.    The  fii- 
jperior  virtues  of  Salluft  could  aloac  reconcile  their  divillons,  and

have  been  declared  the  fuccertbr  of  Julian,  ifhchimfdf,  with  fmcerc  * 
and  modcd  firmners,  had  not  alleged  his  age  and  infirmities,  ib  un^ 
equal  to  the  weight  of  the  diadem,    I'he  generals,  who  were  fur- 
prifed  and  perplexed  by  his  refufal,  fhewed  fome  difpofition  to  adopt 
the  lalutary  advice  of  an  inferior  officer      that  they  fliould  aO.  aSi 
they  would  have  aded  in  the  ah&acc  of  the  emperor ;  that  they 
jfhoul  J  exert  their  abitities  to  extricate  the  army  from  the  prefent 
diilrefs  j  and,  if  they  were  fortunate  enough  to  reach  the  coofiaes  of 
Mefopotamia,  they  ihould  proceed  with  united  and  deliberate- coua-> 
fels  in  the  eledlion  of  ahwfttl  fovereign*  While  they  debated,  a  few 
voices  fuluted  Jovian,  who  was  no  more  than  Jlrfi    of  the  dome* 
ftics,  with  Uie  names  of  Emperor  and  Auguftus*    The  tumultuary 
acclamadon  was  inftantly  repeated  by  the  guards  who  furrounded 
the  tent,  and  paiFed,  in  a  few  minutes,  to  the  extremities  of  the  liaci 
The  new  prince,  aftoiuihed  with  lus  own  fortune,  was  hafUIy  In- 
vefted  with  the  Imperial  omamcnta,  and  received  an  oath  of  fidelity 
from  the  generals,  whofe  &vonr  and  {nrotedion  he  lb  lately  ibli- 
cited.   The  ftrongeft  recommendation  of  Jovian  was  the  merit  of 
his  father.

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C  HA  P.  foldier.  Without  being  confpicuous  for  any  of  die  ambitious  qua- 
liBcattons  'w  hich  exchc  the  admiration  and  envy  of  mankind,  the 
comely  perfnn  of  Jovian,  his  cheerful  temper,  and  fiunifiarwit,  had 
gained  the  affedion  of  his  fellow-foldiers ;  and  the  generals  of  both 
parties  acquiefced  in  a  popular  elcdion,  which  had  not  been  con- 
du£led  by  the  arts  of  their  enemies.  The  pride  of  this  unexpeded 
elevadon  was  moderated  by  the  juft  apprelienfion,  diat  the  iame 
day  might  terminate  the  life  and  reign  of  the  new  emperor. 
The  prcfTing  voice  of  neceflity  was  obeyed  without  delay ;  and  the 
Jirft  orders  iifued  by  Jovian,  a  few  hours  after  his  predecelFor  had

their 
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tlieir  fijidlers.  The  batrie  was  at  length  reftored  by  the  peifevering  C  H  A  P.. 
▼alour  of  the  Romans;  the  Perfians  were  rep\iHed  with  a  great  ^ 
flaughter  of  men  and  elephants ;  and  the  army,  after  inarching  and 
fighting  a  long  fummer's  day,  arrived,  in  the  evening,  at  Samara  oa 
the  banks  of  the  Tigris,  about  one  hundred  miles  above  Ctef^phon  '"^ 
On  the  enfuing  day,  the  Barbarians,  inftcad  of  harafling  the 
march,  attacked  the  camp,  of  Jovian  ;  which  had  been  fcated  in  a 
deep  and  feqiieflcred  vallev.  From  the  hills,  the  archers  of  Pcriia 
infulted  and  annoyed  tlie  wearied  legionaries  ;  nnd  a  hody  of  cavalry, 
which  had  penetrated  witli  deiperate  courage  through  the  Praetorian 
gate,  was  cut  in  pieces,  after  a  doubtful  conflicl,  near  the  Imperial 
tent.  In  the  fuccceding  night,  the  camp  of  Carehe  was  protc<fled 
by  the  lofty  dykes  of  the  river ;  and  the  Roman  army,  though  in- 
cefl'antly  expoled  to  the  vexatious  purfuit  of  the  Saracens,  pitched 
tlieir  tents  near  the  city  of  Dura  four  days  after  the  death  of  Julian. 
The  Tigris  was  iVdl  on  their  left ;  their  hopes  and  provifions  were 
almoft  confuined  ;  and  the  impatient  foldier?;,  who  hud  fondly  per* 
fuaded  thcmfelves,  that  the  frontiers  of  the  empire  were  not  far 
diftant,  requefted  their  new  fovereign,  that  they  might  be  permitted 
to  hazard  the  pafllige  of  the  river.  With  the  a/iiilance  of  hi-j  wifeft 
officers,  Jovian  endeavoured  to  check  their  rafhncfs  ;  by  reprefent- 
ing,  that  if  they  pofFcflcd  fufneicnt  (kill  and  vigour  to  ftem  the 
torrent  of  a  deep  and  rapid  Ibeam,  they  would  only  deliver  them-  * 
felves  naked  and  defencclefs  to  the  Barbarians,  who  had  occupied.  * 
■  the  oppofite  banks.    Yielding  at  length  to  their  clamorous  impor-t

Gennans,  aocuftomed  from  their  infancy  to  the  waten.of  the  Rhine 
and  Danube,  (hould  attempt  the  hdd  adventure,  which  might  Cent 
dther  as  an  eoebmagemen^  or  as  a  warning,  for  the  reft  of  tibe 
army.  In  the  iilence  of  the  night,  tbey  fwam  the  Tigris,  fur- 
piiied  an  unguarded  j>oft  of  the  enemy,  and  difplayed  at  the  dawn 
of  day  the  Hgnal  of  their  refidntion  and  fiirtnne.  The  fucceft  of 
this  trial  difpofed  the  emperor  to  liften  to  the  promifa  of  his  arcfai- 
teds,  who  propofed  to  conftni£b  a  floating  bridge  of  the  inflated 
ikins  of  (heep,  oxen,  and  goats,  covered  with  a  floor  of  eadh  and

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companied  by  another  fatrap,  appeared  ta  the  camp  of  Jo^aa  ; 
«hd  declared,  that  the  clemency  of  his  fovereign  was  not  avcrfe  to 
fignify  the  conditions,  on  which  he  would  confent  to  fpare  and  to 
difmifs  the  Cxfar,  with  the  relics^  of  his  captive  army.  The  hopes 
of  iafety  fubdued  the  firmncl)  'of  the  Romans ;  the  emperor  was 
vompdled,  by  the  advice  of  his  council,  and  the  cries  of  the  foldiers, 
to  embrace  the  offer  of  peace  ;  and  the  prajfcft  Salluft  was  imme* 
diately  fent,  with  the  general  Arinthxus,  to  underftand  the  pleafurc 
■of  the  Great  King.  The  crafty  Pediaii  delayed,  isndcr  various  pre- 
tences, the  conclufion  of  the  agreement ;  ftartc<l  dilTiculties,  recjuired 
•explanations,  fuggcftcd  expedients,  receded  frun\  his  conceflions* 
cncrealed  his  demands,  and  wafted  four  days  in  the  arts  of  negoci- 
ation,  till  he  had  confiimcd  the  flock  of  provifions  which  yet  re- 
mained in  the  camp  of  the  RtJinans.  liad  Jovian  been  capable  of 
executing  a  bold  and  prudent  meafure,  he  would  have  continued  his 
march  with  unremitting  diligence;  the  progrcfs  of  the  treaty  wovdd 
have  fufpended  tlie  attacks  of  the  Barbarians ;  and,  before  the  ex- 
piration cif.thc  fourth  day,  he  might  have  fafely  reached  the  fruitful 
province  of  Corducnc,  at  the  diftancc  only  of  one  hundred  miles  "*. 
The  irrefolute  emperor,  inftead  of  breaking  through  the  tolls  of  the 
enemy,  expe<5led  his  fate  with  patient  relignation  ;  and  accepted  the 
humiliating  conditions  of  peace,  which  it  was  no  longer  in  his 
power  to  refiafe.  The  five  provinces  beyond  the  T  igris,  which 
had  been  ceded  by  the  grandfather  of  Sapor,  were  rcftorcd  to  the 
Perfian  monarchy.  He  acquired,  by  a  fmgle  article,  tbe  impregnable 
city  of  Nifibis  \  which  had  fuibuned,  in  three  fucccHive  fieges,  the

It  was  confidered  as  an  indulgence^  that  the  inha- 
bitants of  thoTe  fortxefles  were  penoittcd  to  retire  widi  dieir  effeds;  | 
but  the  conqueror  rigoroufly  infiftecF;  that  the  Romans  (hould  for  I 
ever  abandon  the  king  and  kingdom  of  Armenia.   A  peace,  orira-  - 
ther  a  long  truce,  of  thirty  years^  was  ftipulated  between  die  hofUle 
nations ;  the  &ith  of  the  treaty  was  ratified  bj  folemn  oaths,,  and 
religious  ceremonies ;  and  hoftages  of  diftingniihed  rank  were  reci- 
procally delivered  to  fecure  the  performance  of  the  conditions  *".

ing in  the  court  of  Jovian  to  convince  the  tiinlj  monarcli,  tliat  Ills 
remaining  provinces  would  ftill  afford  the  moft  ample  gratiiicaticns 
of  power  and  luxury  "\    WithuuL  adopthig  in  Its  full  force  this 
malicious  infinuation,  we  muft  acknowledge,  that  the  conclufion  of 
■    fo  ignominious  a  treaty  was  facilitakd  by  the  private  ambition  of 
Jovian.    The  obfcure  domeflic,  exalted  to  the  tlu-one  by  fortune, 
rather  than  l>y  merit,  was  impatient  to  cfcaj  e  from  the  hands  of 
the  Perfians  j  that  he  nught  prevent  the  dcligns  of  Procopius,  wh«

of  the  hafty  and  tumultuous  choice  of  the  camp  beyond  the  Tigris 
In  the  neighbourhood  of  the  fame  river,  at  no  tery  Gonfiderable 
diftance  from  the  &tal  ftation  of  Dura  the  ten  thouiand  Greeks, 
without  generals,  or  guides,  or  provifions,  were  abandoned,  above 
twdve  hundred  miles  from  their  native  country,  to  the  rcfentment 
of  a  viflorious  monarch.  The  difference  of  /beir  condudi  and  fuc- 
cds  depended  much  more  on  their  charafler  than  on  their  fituation. 
Inftead  of  tamely  refigning  themfelvcs  to  the  fecret  deliberations  and 
private  views  of  a  fmgle  perfon,  the  united  councils  of  the  Greeks 
■were  infpircd  by  the  generous  enthufiafm  of  a  popular  affembly : 
where  the  mind  of  each  citizen  is  filled  with  the  love  of  glory,  the 
pride  of  freedom,  and  the  contempt  of  death.  Confcious  of  their 
fuperiority  over  tlie  Barbarians  in  arms  and  difcipllne,  they  difdaincd 
to  yield,  they  rcfufed  to  capitulate  ;  every  obftacic  was  furmounted 
by  their  patience,  courage,  and  milirary  fklll ;  and  the  memorable 
retreat  of  the  ten  thoufand  cxpofcd  and  infultcd  the  wcaknefs  of  the 
Perfian  monarchy  "'. 

As  the  price  of  his  difgraceful  conceflions,  the  emperor  might  H<r  continue* 
perhaps  have  ftipulated,  that  the  camp  of  the  hungry  Romans  fhould  NilibU.

But,  if  Jovian  prefumed  to  foUdt  thofe  equitable  ternwy 
theywere  ftemly  re£ti£ed  by  the  haughty  tyrant  of  the  Eaft^  whole 
clemency  had  .  pardoned  the  tnvaden  of  his  iM>untry.  The  Saraceni: 
ibmetimes  intercepted  the  ftragglers  of  the  finarch ;  but  the  generals  and 
troops  of  Sapor  icijpedcd  the  ceflation  of  arms ;  and  Jovian  vras  fufiiavd 
to  explore  the  moft  convenient  pkice  for  the  pafl*age  of  the  river.  The 
iinall  veflek,  which  had  been  laved  firom  the  conflagration  of  the  fleet» 
poformed  the  moft  efiential  fervice.  They  firft  conveyed  the  em- 
peror and  his  favourites;  and  afterwards  tranfported,.  in  many 
lucceflive  voyages,  a  great  part  of  the  army.  Bnt,  as  every  man 
was  anxious  for  his  perfonal  iafety,  ,and  apprehcnlive  ef  bong  left 
on  the  holtile  ihore,  "die  foldiersr  who  were  too  impadentto  wait -the 
flow  retuitts  of  the  boats^  boldly  ventured  thcmfelves  on  light  hurdles, 
«r  inflated  ikins ;  aqd,  drawing  after  diem  their  horfes,  attempted^ 
'With  various  Aiccefs,  to  fwim  acroTs  the  river.  Many  ef  thefe 
daring  adventurers  were  fwallowed  by  the  waves ;  many  othen, 
who  were  carried  along  by  the  violence  of  die  ftream,  felt  an  eafy 
prey  to  the  avarice,  or  crudty,  of  die  wild  Arabs:  and  dijs  Ic^ 
which  the  army  fuftained  in  the  paflage  of  the  Tigris,  was  not  in- 
ferior to  the  carnage  of  a  day  of  batde»  As  loon  as  the  Romans  hail 
landed  on  the  weftem  bank,  diey  were  delivered,  fiom  the  hoftilc 
puxfuit  of  the  Barbarians ;  but,  in  a  laborious  march  of  two  hundred 
miles  over  the  phuns  of  Mefopotamia,  they  endured  the  taft  extre- 
duties  of  thiril  and  hnnger.  They  were  dbUged  to.  tnkvccle  a.  Andy

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^xLiv'*  governed  by  the  hwB  and  mag^ftntes  of  Rome ;  that  the  Barbaiiant 
c  ^  wonid  adopt  die  drefs,  and  manners,  and  language,  of  their  con* 
.  queron;  and  that  the  youth  of  Echatana  and  Sula  would  ftudf 
the  art  of  dietoric  under  Grecian  mafters  The  progrels  of  the 
arma  of  Julian  intemqpted  hia  communication  with  die  empire; 
and,  from  the  moment  that  he  pafled  the  Tigris,  his  afie6tionate 
fuhjeds  were  ignorant  of  the  bxt  and  fortunes  of  their  prince.  Their 
contemplation  cf  fiuded  triumphs  was  cBfturbed  hj  the  mdandiolf 
nimour  of  his  death}  and  they  periifted  to  doubt,  after  they -could 
no  longer  deny,  the  troth  of  that  fatal  event  '**.  The  meflengeis  of 
Jovian  pnunulgated  die  Qiedous  tale  <^  a  prudent  and  neceflary  peace: 
die  voice  of  £une,  louder  and  more  fincere,  revealed  the  dUgnoe 
of  the  emperor,  and  the  condidons  of  the  ignominious  treaty.  The 
minds  of  the  people  were  filled  with  aftoniihment  and  grie^  with 
indigtiadon  and  terror,  when  they  were  informed,  that  die  unwerdiy 
fucoeflbr  of  Julian  relinquiihed  the  five  provinces,  which  had  been 
acquired  by  the  victory  of  Galerius  i  and  that  he  ihamefiilly  fur- 
rendered  to  the  Barbarians  the  important  dty  of  Nifibis,  the  firmeft 
bulwark  of  the  provinces  of  the  Eaft  The  deep  and  dangerous 
queAion,  how  far  the,  public  faith  ihould  be  obierved,  when  it  be- 
comes incompadUe  with  the  pilUic  fafety,  Was  fireely  ^tated  in  po- 
.  pular  converfiition ;  and  fome  hopes  were  entertained,  diat  the 
emperor'  would  redeem  his  pufiUanimous  behaviour  by  a  ^lendid

from  the  diftiels  of  her  captive  armies;  and,  if  it  were  neceflary  to 
iatisfy  the  national  honour,  by  delivering  the  guilty  genera!  into  the 
hands  of  the  Barbarians,  the  greateft  part  of  the  fubjeds  of  Jovian 
would  have  cheeifully  acquieiced  in  the  precedent  of  ancient 
limes'*'. 

But  the  emperor,  whatever  might  be  the  limits  of  his  con-  J<>v'*"J^5- 
^tutional  authority,  was  the  abfolute  mailer  of  the  laws  and  arms  K*i  m  re. 
of  the  ftate ;  and  the  fime  motives  whidi  had  fenced  lum  to  fubicribe,  ^^non 
now  prefled  him  to  execute,  the  treaty  of  peace*  He  was  impatient  ^ 
to  fecure  an  empire  at  the  esqience  of  a  lew  provinces ;  and  the  re-  ^^t^ 
4>e£table  names  oS  rel^on  and  honour  concealed  the  perfonal  fears 
and  the  ambition  of  Jovian.    Notwithftanding  the  dutiful  folicita- 
tions  of  die  inhabitants,  decency,  as  well  as  prudence,  forbade  tiie 
emperor  to  lodge  in  the  palace  of  Nifibis  ;  but,  the  next  morning 
after  his  arrival,  Binefes,  the  ambaflador  of  Perfia,  entered  the  place, 
dilpkyed  from  the  citadel  the  ftandard  of  the  Great  King,  and 
proclaimed,  in  his  name,  the  cruel  alternative  of  exile  or  fervitude. 
The  principal  citizens  of  Nifibis,  who,  till  that  fatal  moment,  had 
confided  in  the  proteftion  of  their  fovereign,  threw  themfelves  at 
his  feet.  They  conjured  him  not  to  abandon,  or,  at  leaft,  not  to  de- 
liver, a  faithful  colony  to  the  rage  of  a  Barbarian  tyrant,  exafperated 
by  the  three  Aicceflive  defeats,  which  he  had  experienced  under  the 
walls  of  Niilbis.    They  ftill  poflefled  arms  and  courage  to  repel  the 
invaders  of  their  countiy :  they  rcquefted  only  the  permilfion  of 
ufing  them  in  their  own  defence  j  and,  as  foon  as  they  had  aflcrted 
their  independence,  they  fhould  implore  the  favour  of  being  agaia

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admitted  into  the  rank  of  his  fubjeds.   Their  aiguments,  th^  elo« 

qucncc,  their  tears  were  ineffeflual.  Jovian  alleged,  with  fome 
confufion,  the  landity  of  oaths ;  and,  as  the  reludbuice  with  which 
he  accepted  the  prefcnt  of  a  crown  of  gold,  convinced  the  citi- 
zens of  their  hopcleis  condition,  the  advocate  Sylvanus  \vas  pro- 
voked to  exclaim,  "  O  Emperor!  may  you  thus  be  crowned  by 
*'  all  the  cities  of  your  dominions  !"  Jovian,  who,  in  a  few  weeks 
had  afllimed  the  habits  of  a  prince"*,  was  difplcafcd  with  ficcdom, 
and  offended  with  truth  :  and  as  he  rcafonably  fuppofcd,  that  the 
difcontent  of  the  people  might  incline  them  to  lubmit  to  the  Pcrfian 
government,  he  publilhcd  an  cdidl,  under  pain  of  death,  that  they 
ihould  leave  the  city  within  the  term  of  three  days.  Ammlanus  has 
delineated  in  lively  colours  the  fcene  of  univerfal  dcfpair  which  he 
fcems  to  have  viewed  ^vith  an  eye  of  compallioa  The  martial 
youth  deferted,  with  indignant  grief,  the  walls  wliich  they  had  fo 
glorioudy  defended  :  the  difconfolate  mourner  dropt  a  lafl  tear  over 
the  tomb  of  a  fon  or  hufband,  which  muft  foon  be  profaned  by  the 
rude  hand  of  a  Barbarian  mafter ;  and  the  aged  citizen  kiflcd  the 
thrclhold,  and  clung  to  the  doors,  of  the  houfe,  where  he  had  palfed 
the  cheerful  and  carelcfs  hours  of  infancy.  The  highways  were  crowded 
with  a  trembling  multitude:  the  diftindions  of  rank,  and  fcx,  and  age, 
were  loft  in  the  general  calamity.  Every  one  ftrovx  to  bear  away 
fome  fragment  from  the  wreck  of  his  fortunes ;  and  as  they  could 
not  command  the  inimcdiate  fervice  of  an  adequate  number  of 
horfes  or  waggons,  they  were  obliged  to  leave  behind  them  the 
greateft  part  of  their  valuable  eficds.  The  favage  infenfibility  of 
Jovian  appears  to  have  aggravated  the  hardlhips  of  thefe  unhappy 
fugitives.    They  were  feated,  however,  in  a  new-built  quarter  of

fiderablc  colony,  foon  recovered  its  former  fplendour,  and  became  ^— v-<-^ 
the  capital  of  Mclbpotamia  Similar  orders  ^vcre  dil'patched  by 
the  emperor  for  the  evacuation  of  Singara  and  the  caftle  of  the  Moors ; 
and  for  the  reditutlon  of  tlie  five  provinces  beyond  the  Tigris.  Saj)or 
enjoyed  the  glory  and  the  fruit?  of  his  vidlory  ;  and  this  ignomi- 
nious peace  has  jnftly  been  confidered  as  a  n^emorable  a-ra  in  tlic 
d^dinc  and  fall  of  the  Roman  empire.  The  jn  cdecefTors  of  Jovian 
had  fomctimes  rclinciuiihcd  the  dominion  of  diilant  and  unprolitahlc 
provinces :  but,  fmcc  the  foundation  of  the  city,  the  genius  of 
Rome,  the  god  Terminus,  who  guarded  the  boundaries  of  the  re-!* 
public,  had  never  retired  Ik  tore  the  fword  of  a  viclorious  enemy  "^

ins  people  might  have  tempted  him  to  violate,  he  hallened  awavfrom 

the  I'ceue  of  his  dilgrace,  and  proceeded  with  his  whole  court  to  enjoy 
the  luxury'  of  Amloch  Without  conlulting  the  didatcs  of  religious 
zeal,  he  was  prompted  by  humanity  and  gratitude,  to  beftow  the 
laft  honours  on  the  remains  of  his  deccafcd  fovereign  and  Proco- 
pius,  who  fmcerely  bewailed  the  lofs  of  his  kinfman,  was  removed 
from  the  command  of  the  army,  under  the  decent  pretence  of  con- 
dueling  the  funeral.  The  corpfe  of  Julian  was  tranfported  from 
Nilibis  to  Tarfus,  in  a  flow  march  of  fifteen  days ;  and,  as  it  pailed 
through  the  cities  of  the  Eaft,  was  faluted  by  the  hoftile  fadions, 
with  mournful  lamentations  and  clam.orou8  infults.

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^xxiv  ^  '^^^^  placed  their  bdored  hmo  fn  die  rank  of  thole  gods  whofe  ^ 
w-v-w  ihip  he  had  reftored ;  while  the  iuvedrireft  of  the  Chriftiuu  pnifued 
the  foul  of  the  i^ioftate  to  hell,  and  his  body  to  the  grave  One 
party  lamented  the  approaching  ruin  of  their  altars ;  the  other  ce- 
lebrated the  marvellous  deliverance  of  the  church.  The  ChriAians 
applauded,  in  Ipfty  and  ambiguous  ftrauns,  the  ftroke  of  divine 
vengeance,  which  had  been  ib  long  fufpen&d  over  the  guilty  head 
of  Julian.  They  acknowledged,  that  the  death  of  the  tyrant,  at 
the  inftant  he  expired  beyond  the  Tigris,  was  revealed  to  tlie 
faints  of  Fgypt,  Syria,  and  Cappadocia  *' ;  and,  inftead  of  fuffcring 
him  to  fall  by  the  Perfian  darts,  their  indifcretion  afcribed  the 
heroic  deed  to  ilie  obfcure  hand  of  fome  mortal  or  immortal 
champion  of  the  faith  "\  Such  imprudent  declarations  were 
eagerly  adopted  by  the  malice,  or  credulity,  of  their  adverfaries  ; 
■who  darkly  infmuated,  or  confidently  aflertcd,  that  the  go- 
vernors of  the  church  had  inftigatcd  and  dircdcd  the  fanaticifm 
of  a  domeftic  affaffin  "*.  Above  fixtecn  years  after  the  death  of

It  was  an  ancient  cuftom  in  the  funerals,  as  well  as  in  the  triumphs,  and  fiineral 
of  the  Romans,  that  the  voice  of  praife  fliould  be  corrcded  by  that  of  "^J**^* 
fitire  and  ridicule;  and,  that  in  the  midft  of  the  fplcndid  pageants^ 
which  difplayed  the  glory  of  the  living  or  of  the  dead,  their  imper-  ' 
fe^^ons  Ihould  not  be  concealed  from  the  eyes  of  the  world  Thi» 
cui^om  was  pradUiied  ia  the  funeral  of  Julian.    The  comedians,  who 
relented  his  contempt  and  averfion  for  the  theatre,  exhibited,  with 
the  applaufe  of  a  Chriitian  audience,   the  lively  and  exaggerated 
reprefentation  of  the  faults  and  follies  of  the  deceafed  emperor. 
various  charader  and  fmgular  maimers  afforded  an  ample  fcope  for 
pleafantry  and  ridicule In  the  exercife  of  his  uncommon  talentSi 
he  often  defcended  below  the  majefty  of  his  raoL   Alexander  was 
transformed  into  Diogenes;  the  philofopher  was  degraded  into  a 
prieft.    The  purity  of  his  Tirtoe  was  fullied  by  exceflive  vani^  |  hit 
fuperitidon  difturbed  the  peace,  and  endangered  the  fafety,  of  a  mighty 
empire ;  and  his  irregular  ialUes  were  the  lefi  intitled  to  indulgaic^ 
as  they  appeared  to  be  the  bboriolu  efforts  of  art,  or  even  of  a£^ 
tatioo.

TH  K  Jeath  of  Julian  had  left  the  public  affairs  of  the  empire  c  ri  a  P.. 
in  a  very  doubtful  and  dangerous  fituation.     The  Roman  .  • 
army  was  favcd  by  an  inglorious,  perhaps  a  ncccffary,  treaty' ;  and  ^"^^'^ 
the  firft  moments  of  peace  were  confccratcd  by  the  pious  Jovian  A.I>.  jfij,. 
to  reftore  the  domeftic  tranquillity  of  the  church  and  ftate.  The 
indifcretion  of  his  "prcdcceffor,  inftcad  of  reconciling,  had  artfully 
fomented  the  religious  war :  and  the  balance  which  he  affcClcd  to 
preferve  between  the  hoftile  fadlions,  ierved  only  to  peq)etuare  the 
contcft,  by  the  vicillitudes  of  hope  and  fear,  by  the  rival  claims  of 
ancient  poffefTion  and  avftual  favour.    The  Chrillians  had  forgotten 
the  Ipirit  of  the  Gofpcl ;  and  the  Pagans  had  imbibed  the  Ipirit  of 
the  church.    In  private  families,  the  fentimcnts  of  nature  were  exr  ^ 
tinguilhcd  by  the  blind  fury  of  zeal  and  revenge  :  the  majclly  of 
the  laws  was  violated  or  abufed  ;  the  cities  of  the  Eaft  were  llaincd 
with  blood;  and  the  moll  implacable  enemies  of  the  Romans  were

in  tlie  hofom  of  their  country.    Jovian  wm  educated  m  the  pro- 

feflion  of  Chriilianity ;  and  as  he  marched  from  Nifibis  to  Antioch, 
the  banner  of  the  Crofs,  the  LAB.^RUM  of  Conftantinc,  which  \vas 
■again  dilplaycd  at  the  head  of  the  legions,  announced  to  the  people 
the  faith  of  their  new  emperor.  As  foon  as  he  afcendcd  tlie  throne, 
he  tranfmitted  a  circular  cpiftle  to  all  the  governors  of  provinces: 
in  which  he  confcfled  the  divine  truth,  and  Iccured  the  legal  efta- 
•blilhment,  of  the  Chriftian  religion.  The  infidious  edids  of  Julian 
were  abolifhed ;  the  ecclefiaftical  immunities  were  rcflorcd  and 
enlarged;  and  Jovian  condefcended  to  lament,  that  ilic  diilrcfs  of 
ihe  times  obliged  him  to  diminilh  the  mcafurc  of  charitable  diflii- 
butions  \  The  Chriilians  were  unanimous  in  the  loud  and  fincere 
applauie  which  they  beftowed  on  the  pious  fucceflbr  of  Julian.  But 
they  were  fiill  ignorant,  what  creed,  or  what  fynod,  he  w^ould  chufe 
for  the  llandard  of  orthodoxy  ;  and  the  peace  of  the  church  imme- 
diately revived  thofe  eager  diiputes  which  had  been  fufpended  during 
the  feafon  of  perfecution.  The  epifcopal  leaders  of  the  contending 
feils,  convinced,  from  experience,  how  much  their  fate  would  depend 
on  the  earlicft  imprcflions  that  were  made  on  the  mind  of  an  untutored 
foldier,  haflened  to  the  court  of  Edcfla,  or  Antioch.  The  highways 
of  the  Eaft  were  crowded  with  Homooufian,  and  Arian,  and  Scmi- 
Arian,  and  F.imomian  bifhops,  who  ftruggled  to  out-ftrip  each 
other  in  the  holy  race:  the  apartments  of  the  palace  refounded  with 
their  clamours ;  and  the  ears  of  the  prince  were  aflaulted,  and  per- 
liaps  afloniflicd,  by  the  fingular  mixture  of  metaphyfical  argument 
and  paffionatc  invediive The  moderation  of  Jovian,  who  recom-

but  his  attacfament  to  die  Ntcene  creed  was  at  length  dlfeovered  and 
dedared,  by  the  reverence  which  he  exprefled  for  the  cak/fial* 
virtnes  of  die  great  Adianafiiis.  The  intrepid  T^»ran  die  f^ith^ 
at  the  age  of  feyenty,  had  iffiied  bom.  his  retreat  on  the  firft  intdli^ 
gence  of  the  tyrant's  death.  The  acclamations  of  the  people  feated 
him  once  more  on  the  arcluc|Micopal  throne;  and  he  wifely  ac:  ^pted> 
or  anticipated,  the  invitadon  of  Jovian.  The  ▼enerable  figure  of 
Athanaflus,  his  calm  conrage,  and  infinnating  eloquence,  fuilained 
die  tepulatioa  which  he  had  akeady  acquired  in  the  eourts  of  ftur 
fttcoeffire  princes'*  As  fodn  as  lie  had  gained  tlie  donlidencr,  and 
ftcured  die  fidth,  of  the  Cbriftian  emperor,  he  returned  in  trtumpb 
to  hn  diooefe,  and  continued,  widi  mature  counfels,  and  undimi- 
nilbed  vigour,  to  dire£t,  ten  years  longer  \  die  eodefiaftical  govern^ 
ment  of  Alexandria,  Egypt,  and  tht  Catholic  church.  Before  his 
departure  from  Antioch,  he  afTured  Jovian  that  his  orfliodox  devo- 
tion would  be  rewarded  with  a  long  and  peaceful  rei^n.  Athanafius 
had  reaCon  to  hope,  that  he  fhould  be  allowed  cither  the  merit  of  a 
fticccfsfnl  precUclion,  or  the  cxcuie  of  a  grateful,  though  iucilcdual, , 
prayer.  ^

'  — /  tural  defcent  of  its  obje£k,  operates  with  tnefifiible  .wd^ ;  and 
chVmt  unt  Jovisn  Had  the  good  fortune  to  embrace  the  religious  opinions  vrhich 
rrriftn."*^  ureie  fupported  by  the  ipirit  of  the  times,  and  the  zeal  and  numbers 
of  the  moft  powerful  k&  \  Under  his  reign,  Chriftianity  obtained 
an  eafy  and  lafting  yn&ory ;  and  as  foon  as  the  finile  of  royal  pa^ 
trom^  was  withdrawn,  the  genius  of  paganiiin,  which  had  been 
.fondly  raifed  and  cherifhed  by  the  arts  of  Julian,  funk  irrecoverably 
in  the  dull.  In  many  dties,  the  temples  were  ihut  or  deierted ;  the 
|>hUofophers,  who  had  abufed  thdr  tranfient  fiivour,  thought  it  pni- 
.  dent  to  jhave  their  beards,  and  di%uife  ifadr  profeflion;  and  the 
Chriftians  njmced,  that  they  were  now  in  a  condition  to  forgave,  or 
to  revenge,  the  injuries  which  they  had  differed  under  the  pieced' 
4ng  leign  *.  .  The  conftemation  of  the  Pagan  worid  was  diipelled  by 
«  wife  and  gracious  e<fi£k  of  toleradon;  in  whidi  Jo^an  eacpUdtly 
decUucd,  dut  although  he  ihould  feverely  punifh  the  iacrilqjjioiis  rites 
of  magic,  his  fubjeds  might  exerdfe,  vrith  freedom  and  iafisty,  the 
ceremonies  of  the  ancient  worflup.  The  memoiy  of  dus  law  has 
been  preferved  by  the  orator  Themiftius,  who  was  dqmted  by  the 
fenate  of  Gonftantinople  to  exprefi  their  loyal  devodon  for  the  new 
tmperor.  Themiftius  expatiates  on^  the  demency  of  the  Divine 
Nature,  the  facility  of  human  error,  the  rights  of  confeience,  and 
the  independence  df  the  mind';  and,  with  fome  doqiiebce,  inculcates 
the  prindples  of  philofophical  toleratimi;  whofe  aid  Superfiition

jiiftly  obfcrvcs,  that  in  the  rectut  chaiige.%  both  religions  had  been  ^ 
alternately  difgraccd  by  the  feeming  acquifition  of  worthlcfs  profe- 
lytes,  of  thofe  votaries  of  the  reigning  purple,  who  could  pals,

In  the  fpace  of  fevcn  month?,  the  Roman  troops,  who  were  now  Hi$  prom6 
returned  to  Antioch,  had  pcrfonncd  a  march  of  fifteen  Inindrcd  miles;  J^h^ 
in  which  thcv  had  endured  all  the  hardlhips  of  war,  of  fiminc,  and  oart««** 
of  climate.    Notwithfl:;nding  their  I'crxiccs,  their  fatigues,  and  the 
approach  of  winter,  the  timid  and  impatient  Jovian  allowed  only,  to 
the  men  and  horfes,  a  rcfpitc  of  fix  weeks.    The  emperor  could 
not  fuftain  the  indifcreet  and  malicious  raillery  of  the  people  of  An- 
tioch      He  wa8  impatient  to  pofTcfs  the  palace  of  Conftantinople ; 
and  to  prc\'ent  the  amhif.ion  of  fomc  competitor,  who  might  occupy 
the  vacant  allegiance  of  Europe.    But  he  foon  received  the  grateful 
intelligence,  that  his  authority  was  acknowledged  from  the  Thracian  . 
Bofphorus  to  the  Atlantic  ocean.    By  the  firft  letters  which  he  dif- 
patched  from  the  camp  of  Mefopotamia,  he  had  delegated  the  mi- 
litary command  of  Gaul  and  lllyricum  to  Malarich,  a  brave  and 
£lithlul  officer  of  the  nation  of  the  Franks ;  and  to  his  fetheivin-Iaw, 
count  Lucillian,  who  had  formerly  diftinguiflied  his  courage  and 
conduct  in  the  ticfcncc  of  Nifibis.    Malarich  had  declined  an  office 
to  which  he  thought  himfeif  unequal ;  ^and  LucUltan  was  maflacred

But' 
the  moderation  of  Jovinus,'niafteiygeneral  of  the  cavafary,  who  for-' 
^Te  the  intention  dF  his  diigrace»  foon  appealed,  die  tmnolt,  and 
confirmed  the  uncertidn  minds  of  the  foldiers.    The  oath  of  fidelity 
was  adminiftered,  and  taken,  with  loyal  acclamations ;  and  the  de- 
puties of  the  Weftem  armies  **  ialuted  their  new  foverdgn  as  he 
defeended  fiom  Mount  Taurus  to  the  city  of  Tyana,  in  Gappadoda. 
From  Tyana  he  condnued  lus  hafty  march  to  Ancyia,  caj^tal  of 
the  province  o£  Galatia;  where  Jovian  aiTumed,  with  his  infimt  fi>n, 
the  name  and  enfigns  of  die  confulfiiip      Dadaftana",  an  obfinire 
town,  almoft  at  an  equal  diftance  hetween  Ancyn  and  Nice,  was 
marked  for  the  firtal  term  of  his  journey  and  his  \a&.  .After  indulg- 
ing himlelf  mth  a  plendful,  perhaps  an  intemperate  fiipper,  he 
retired  to  reft ;  and  the  next  morning  the  emperor  Jowi  was  fi>und. 
dead  in  his  bed.   The  caufe  of  this  fudden  death  was  varioufly. 
underftood.   By  fome  it  was  aicribed  to  the  confequoices  of  an  in&^ 
^ftion,  occafioned  either  by  the  quantity  of  the  .wine,  or  the  qua- 
lity of  the  mufiirooms,  which  he  had  fwallowed  .in  the  evening.

ptdLirved  his  own,  and  the  public,  dleem.  The  avocations  of  a 
ihintary  life  had  dtrerted  his  youth  from  the  elegant  purfuits  of 
liteiature;  he  was  ignoiant  of  the  Greek  language,  and  the  arts 
«if  ihecoric ;  hot  as  the  mtnd  of  the  orator  was  never  difconcerted 
"bj  tiinid  perplexity;  he  was  able,  as  often  as  the  occaiiion  pfompted 
him,  to  delivier  his  dedded  feni^ents  with  bdld  and  ready  elocu- 
tion. Th^  laws  ci  nurrtial  difidjdtae  were  the  only  laws  that  he  had 
ftudied ;  and  he  was  ibon  diftinguiflie^  by  the  labonous  diligence, 
abd  infl^ble  feverity*  with  which  he  di&hai^ed  and  inforced  die 
duties  of  the  camp.  In'  tlie  time  of  Julian  he  provoked  thie  danger  or 
difgrace,  by  the  contempt  which  he  publicly  eicprefled  £or  the  reigning 
leligion  ** ;  and  it  fliould  feem,  from  his  fubfequent  conduct,  that  the 
Indifcreet  and  unfeaibnable  freeddm  ofV alentinian  was  the  efied  <of  mi-^ 
Ctary  fpirit,  rather  than  of  Chriftian  zeal.  He  was  pardoned,  however,, 
and  ftill  employed  by  a  prince  who  efteemed  his  merit":  and  in  the 
various  events  of  th^  Perfian  war,  he  improved  the  reputation  wluch 
he  had  already  acquired  on  the  banks  of  the  ^une.  The  celerity- 
and  fuccefs  with  which  he  executed  an  important  c<»nmiffion,  recom- 
mended him  to  the  favour  of  Jovian ;  and  to  the  honourable  com- 
mand of  the  fecond Jcboolf  or  company,  of  Targetteers,  of  the  domeftic 
guards.'  In  the  march  from  Antioch,  he  had  reached  his  quarters  ar 
Ancyra,  when  he  was  unexpededly  fummoned,  without  guilt,  and 
without  intrigue,  to  afliimej  in  the  forty-third  year  of  his  age,  the: 
abfolttte  government  d  the  Roman  empire.

The 
kaowiedged  4^d  Sallud,  ^vho  had  long  obferved  the  irregular  fladuations  of 
SuDfjS"/*  popular  aflemblies,  propofed,  under  pain  of  death,  that  none  of 
fcbcauy  j6.  ^ofe  pcrfons,  whofe  rank  in  the  fen'ice  might  excite  a  party  in  their 
iavour,  Hiould  appear  in  public,  on  the  day  of  the  inauguration. 
Yet  fuch  was  the  prevalence  of  ancient  fuperftidon,  that  a  whole 
day  was  voluntarily  added  to  this  dangerous  interval,  becaufe  it  hap- 
pened tobe  the  intercalation  of  the  BiiTextlle  '\    At  length,  when  the 
hour  -WM  fuppofed  to  be  propitious,  Valentinian  fhewed  himfdf 
from  a  lofty  tribunal :  the  judicious  choice  was  applauded  ;  and  the 
.new  prince  was  folemnly  invefted  with  the  diadem  and  the  purple, 
amidft  the  acclamations  of  the  troops,  who  were  difpoled  in  martial 
order  round  the  tribunal.    But  when  he  flretched  forth  his  lumd  to 
addrefs  the  armed  multitude,  a  biify  whifper  was  accidentally  darted 
in  the  ranks,  and  infcnlibly  fwelied  into  a  loud  and  imperious  da* 
mour,  that  he  ihould  name,  witliout  deky,  a  colleague  in  the  em- - 
pirc.    The  intrepid  calmnefs  of  Valentinian  obtained  i'lience,  and 
commanded  refped:  and  he  thus  addrelTed  the  alTembly ;     A  few 
•*  minutes  fince  it  was  in  y^yur  power,  fdlow-foldiers,  to  have  left

named  him  as  the  fucceflbr  of  a  prince  who  was  deftitute  of  natural 
heirs;  and  a  vain  rumour  was  propa^ted  by  his  friends,  or  his 
enemies,  that  Julian,  before  the  altar  of  the  Moon,  at  Carrha^  had 
privately  invefted  Procopius  indth  thfe  Imperial  purple  He  en- 
deavoured', by  his  dutilnl  and  fubmiflive  behaviour,  to  diiarm  the 
jealoufy  of  Jovian  ;  reflgned^  widiout  a  conteft,  his  military  com^ 
mand ;  and  retired,  with  his  wife  and  family,  to  cultivate  the  ample 
patrimony  which  he  poflefled  in  the  province  of  Cappadocia.  Thefe 
uiefiil  and  innocent  occupations  were  interrupted  by  the  4>pearance 
of  an  officer,  with  a  band-  of  i<Mer^  who,  in  ^  name  o£  his 
new  ibvereigns,.  Valentinian  and  Valens,  was  di^tched  to  condudi 
the  unfortunate  Frocopius,  either  to  a  peq)etual  prifbn,  or  'aa.igno» 
nunious  death*  His  prefence  of  mind  peobured  him  a-  longer  re- 
i^ite,  and  a  more  ^lendid  fate,  l^thout  preTuming  to  dilute  the 
xoyal  mandate,  he  requefted  the  indulgence  of  a  few  moments,  to 
embrace  his  weepuig  family ;  and,  while  the  vigilance  of  his  guards 
was  xebxed  by  a  plentiful  entertainment,  he  de^cteroufly  efcaped  to 
the  fea-Goaft  of.  the  £wcine»  ^m.whencsi  he  paflod  over  to  the 
country  of  Boiphcwus.  In  that  fequeltered  region  he  remained  man)i 
months,.  expofed/tcrithehaidfUps  (tf  exile,  of  folitude,  and  <^  want ; 
Us  mdancholy  temper  brooding  over  his  misfortunes,  ,and  his  mind 
agitated. by  die  juft.apprehenfion,  that,  if  any  accident  fliould  difco* 
Ter  his  name,.thct  ^ithtels  Barbarians  would  violate,,  without  much 
fcruple,  the  laws  of  holpitality.  In  a  moment  of  impadence  and 
deQKur,  Piroc<^ius  embarked  in  a  merchant  vellel,'  which  made  fail

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bccaufe  he  was  not  rJiowed  to  enjoy  the  fccurlty  of  a  fubjeft.  At  ^  ^* 
hvft  he  kirkctl  in  the  villages  of  Bithynia,  continually  changing  his  -y- 
habitation,  and  his  difguile  By  degrees  he  ventured  into  the  ca- 
pital, truftcd  his  life  and  fortune  to  the  lidcHiy  of  two  friends,  a 
fenator  and  an  eunuch, and  conceived  fome  hopes  of  fucceis,  from  the 
intelligence  whicli  he  ol)tained  of  the  aiflual  (late  of  public  affairs. 
The  body  of  the  people  was  infcdcd  with  a  I'pirit  of  difcontent :  they 
regretted  the  jullice  and  the  ablHtles  of  Salluft,  who  had  been  im- 
prudently difmlffed  from  the  pra:fedure  of  tlie  Eaft.  They  defpifed 
the  charafler  of  Valens,  which  was  rude  without  vigour,  and  feeble 
without  niildnefs.  They  dreaded  the  influence  of  his  father-in-law, 
the  Patrician  Petronius,  a  cruel  and  rapacious  minifter,  who  ri- 
goroufly  exacted  all  the  arrears  of  tribute,  that  might  remain  im- 
paid  fmce  the  reign  of  the  emperor  Aurelian,  The  circumftan- 
ccs  were  propitious  to  the  defigns  of  an  ufurper.  Tlie  hoflile 
meafurcs  of  the  Perfians  recjuired  the  prefence  of  Valens  in 
Syria :  from  the  Danube  to  the  Euphrates  the  troops  were  in  mo- 
tion ;  and  the  capital  was  occafionally  filled  with  the  foldicrs  who 
paffed,  or  rcpaffed,  thcThracian  Bolphorus.  Two  cohorts  of  Gauls 
were  pcrfuaded  to  li(\cn  to  the  fecret  propofals  of  the  confpirators ; 
which  were  recommended  by  the  promife  of  a  liberal  donative  ;  and, 
as  they  ftill  revered  the  memory  of  Julian,  they  eafily  confcntcd  to 
fupport  the  hereditary  claim  of  his  profcribed  kinfnian.  At  the 
dawn  of  day  they  were  drawn  up  near  the  baths  of  Anaflaiia  ;  and 
Procopius,  clothed  in  a  purple  garment,  more  fuitahlc  to  a  player 
than  to  a  monarch,  appeared,  as  if  he  rofe  from  the  dead,  in  the 
midil  of  Con^lantinople.

The  ufiuper  improved  tUs  unexpeded  fiicce(s  with 
ibme  degree  df  courage  and  dexterity.   He  artfully  propagated 
the  mmoias  and  opimons  the  moft  IkTourable  to  his  intereft; 
wUle  he  dduded  the  populace  by  pving  audience  to  the  frequent, 
but  imaginary,  ambailadors  of  diftant  nations.   The"  huge  bodies 
of  troops  ftatkmed  in  the  dties  of  Thrace,  and  the  fintrcfles  of  the 
Lower  Danube^  were  gradually  invotved  in  the  giult  of  rebdiion : 
and  ihe  Gothic  prmces  conftnted  to  fupply  die  ioTere^n  of  Con- 
ftantinople  with  the  formidabte  firength  of  feveral  thoofand  aunli- 
aries.   His  generals  palTed  the  BofphcMrus,  and  fubdued,  without  an 
cflkr^-thc  unarmed,  but  wealthy,  provmces  <^  Bithynia  and  Afia. 
After  an  honourable  defence,  the  dty  and  illand  of  Gyzicns  yielded 
to  his  power ;  the  renowned  legions  of  the  Jorians  and  Herculians 
embraced  the  caufe  of  the  ufuiper,  whom  they  were  ordered  fo 
eruflic;  and,  as  the  veterans  were  .continually  augmented  with  new 
5  leviei^ 
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lefies,  he  fooQ  appcMcd  at  die  h«d  of  w  amy,  yrhofe  Tdour^  ^xxv/' 

a»  nianbefs,  "were  not  unequal  to  the  grcatncft  of  the  conceft.  - 
The  (on  of  Hormifiiaa  a  youth  of  fpirit  and  ability,  condefcended 
to  draw  his  fword  agunft  the  Utwful  emperor  cf  the  EaA ;  and  the 
Perfian  prince  WW  immediately  inyefted  with  the  ancient  and  extra- 
ordinary powers  of  a  Roman  FtoconfuL  The  alliance  of  Fauftina, 
the  widow  of  the  emperor  Gonftantius,  who  entrufted  herfelf,  and 
her  daughter,  to  the  hands  of  the  ufufper,  added  dignity  and  repu- 
tation to  his  caufe.  The  princeft  ODnftantia,  who  was  then  about 
five  years  of  age,  accompanied,  in  a  Utter,  the  march  of  the  army. 
She  was  fiiewn  to  the  multitude  in  the  arms  of  her  adopted  fether ; 
and,  as  often  as  flie  paffed  through  the  ranks,  the  tendemefi  of  the 
Ibldiers  was  inflamed  into  martial  fury :  they  recollcaed  the  glories 
of  the  houfc  of  Conftantine^  and  tliey  dcdarcd,  with  loyal  accla- 
mation, that  they  would  fhed  the  laft  drop  of  their  Wood  in  the  de- 
fence of  the  royal  infant  *. 

In  the  mean  while,  Valentinian  was  ahrmed  and  perplexed,  by  His  drf^ at 
the  doubtfiil  intelKgencc  of  the  revolt  of  the  Eaft  The  difficulties  of  a,  d  "36^ 
a  Gennan  war  forced  him  to  conHne  his  immediate  care  to  the 
fafety  of  his  own  donunions ;  and,  as  every  channel  of  communi- 
cation was  ftopt  or  corrupted,  he  liftened,  with  doubtful  ansdety, 
to  the  rumours  which  were  induftrioufly  fpread  j  that  the  defeat  and 
death  of  Valens  had  left  Procopius  fole  mafter  of  the  eafteni  pro-

u  »j  he  received  at  Gaeiarea,  he  baftlf  despaired  of  lus  life  and  fortune  $ 
propoled  to  negpdate  with  the  ufurper,  and  diTcovered  hit  fecret 
inclination  to  ab^cate  the  Imperial  purple.  The  dmid  monarch  was 
iaved  from  diTgrace  and  ruin  by  die  firmnels  of  lus  minifters,  and 
their  abilides  foon  dedded  in  hu  favour  the  event  of  the  dvil  war. 
In  a  feafon  of  tranquillity,  Salluft  had  refigned  without  a  murmur; 
but  as  foon  as  the  public  lafety  was  attacked,  he  ambidoufly  foliated 
the  pre-eminence  of  toil  and  danger;  and  the  reftoradon  of  that  vir- 
tuous minifter  to  the  prte&dure  of  the  Eaft,  was  the  firil  ftq>  which 
indicated  the  repentance  of  Valens,  and  ladsfied  the  aunds  of  the 
people.  The  reign  of  Procopius  was  aj^arendy  fu{qported  by  power- 
ful amues,  and  obedient  provinces.  But  many  of  the  prin^tal 
officers,  military  as  well  as  civil,  had  been  ui^ged,  either  by  modves 
of  duty  or  intereft,  to  withdraw  themfelves  from  the  guilty  feene; 
or  to  watch  the  moment  of  betraying,  and  deferdng,  the  cade 
.  of  the  ufurper.  Lupicinus  advanced  by  hafty  marches,  to  bring 
the  lemons  of  Syria  to  the  sad  of  Valens.  Arintheus,  who,  in 
ftrength,  beauty,  and  valour,  excelled  all  the  heroes  of  the  ag^ 
attacked  mhh.  a  fmall  troop  a  fuperior  body  of  the  rebels.  When 
he  beheld  the  faces  of  the  fokliers  who  had  ferved  under  his 
banner,  he  commanded  them,  with  a  loud  voice,  to  feize  and  deliver 
up  their  pretended  leader ;  and  fuch  was  the  afcendant  of  his  genius, 
that  this  extraordinary  order  was  inftandy  obeyed^.  Arberio, a 
refpedable  veteran  of  the  great  Gonflandne,  who  had  been  difttn- 
guiflied  by  the  honours  of  the  confullhip,  was  perfuaded  to  leave

In  the  heat  of  adion,  cahnly  taking  ofl'  his  hchnet,  he  fhcwcd  liis  '  v— ' 

grey  hairs,  and  venerable  countenance ;  falutcd  the  foldicrs  of  Pro- 
copius  by  Ac  endearing  names  of  children  and  companions,  and  ex- 
horted them,  no  longer  to  lupport  the  defpcrate  cauie  of  a  contcmi  r- 
ible  tyrant;  but  to  follow  their  old  commander,  who  had  fo  often  led 
them  to  honour  and  vi£t6ry.  In  the  two  engaeMuonts  of  Thyatira*' 
and  Nacofia,  the  unfortunate  Proco}  lus  \vas  Uclci  ted  l)y  his  troops, 
who  were  feduced  hy  the  inllrudions  and  cx.itn]>Ic  of  tlscir  perfidious 
officers.  After  wandering  Ionic  time  among  the  wood;,  and  moun- 
tains of  Plirygia,  he  was  l)etrayed  by  his  dcfponding  followers,, 
conduded  to  tlic  Imperial  camp,  and  immediately  beheaded. 
He  fuffered  the  ordinary  fate  of  an  unfucccfsful  ufnrper ;  but 
the  ads  of  cruelty  which  were  exercifcd  by  tlie  conqueror,  under 
the  f(;rms  of  lega^  juilicc,  excited  the:  pity  and  indignation  of  man-f 
kind  *\.

The  nations,  and  die  ieds,  of 
die  Roman  world,  admitted  widi  equal  credulity,  and  itnular  abhor* 
lence,  the  reality  qf  that  infernal  art**,  which  ^  able  to  controul 
Che  eternal  order  of  the  planets,  and  the  voluntary  opendons  of  the 
human  mind.  They  dreaded  the  myfterious  power  of  ipdls  and 
ineantatioM,  of  potmt  herbs,  and  execrable  rites;  whidi  conld 
extinguilh  or  recall  life,  inflame  .the  paifions  of  the  foul,  bUft  the 
works  of  Creadon,  and  extort  from  die  rdudant  daemons  the  (ecreti 
of  futurity.  The2j>elieved,  with  the  wildeft  inconfiftency,  diat  thii 
pnetematural  dominion  of  the  air,  of  earth,  and  hcU,  was  exer- 
cifed,  from  the  vtIc/H  modves  of  malice  or  gain,  by  fome  wrinkkd 
hags,  aud  idnerant  fbicerers,  who  pafled  their  obfcure  liVes  in  pe- 
nury and  contempt  The  arts  of  magic  were  equally  condemned 
by  die  public  opinion,  and  by  the  Uws  of  Rome ;  but  as  they 
tended  to  gradfy  the  moft  imperious  paflions  of  the  heart  of  man, 
they  were  continually  profcribed,  and  continually  pradifed  **.  An 
imaginary  caufe  is  capable  of  producing  the  moft  ferious  nnd  mil- 
chievous  cilccls.

hopes  of  ambition,  and  to  diflblve  the  ties  of  fidelity ;  and  the  in- 
tentional guilt  of  magic  was  aggravated  by  the  aOual  crimes  of 
treaibn  and  iacrilege  ^.  Such  vain  tenon  diftaibed  the  peace  of 
fodety,  and  the  happineft  of  individuals ;  and  die  harmleft  flame 
which  infenfibly  mdted  a  waxen  image,  might  derive  a  powerM 
and  pernicious  eneigy  from  the  affi^hted  &ncy  of  the  perfon  whom 
it  was  malicioufly  ddigned  to  rqnrefent**.  Frmn  the  infufion  of 
thqfe  herbs,  which  were  fui^poied  to  poflefi  a  fiipematural  influence, 
it  was  an  eafy  fbej^  to  the  ufe  of  more  fubftantial  poifon ;  and  the 
folly  of  mankind  (bmetimes  became  the  inftniment,  and  the  malk, 
of  the  moft  atrocious  crimes.  As  foon  as  the  zeal  of  infiwmers 
was  encoiHaged  by  the  miniften  of  Valens  and  Valentiidan,  ihsf 
could  not  refufe  to  liften  to  another  charge,  too  frequently  mingled 
in  the  frenes  of  domelHc  guile ;  a  charge  of  a  foftcr  and  left  ma- 
lignant nature,  for  which  the  pious,  though  exceffive,  rigour  of 
Ck>nftantine  had  recently  decreed  the  punilhment  of  death'*.  This 
deadly  and  incoherent  mixture  of  treafon  and  magic,  of  poifon  and 
adultery,  afforded  infinite  gradatiuiis  of  guilt,  and  innocence,  of  ex- 
cufe  and  aggravation,  which  in  thefe  proceedings  appear  to  liave 
been  confounded  by  the  angry  or  corrupt  paflions  of  the  judges.

The  co;irfe  and  undiftinguifhing  pencil  of  Ammianus  has  delineated 
his  bloody  fii^tircs  with  tedious  and  difgufting  accuracy.    But  at> 
our  attention  is  no  longer  engaged  by  the  contrafl  of  freedom  and 
fervltude,  of  recent  greatneis  and  of  actual  mifery,  we  Ihould  turn 
with  horror  from  the  freijuent  executions,  which  difgraced,  both 
at  Rome  and  Antloch,  the  reign  of  the  two  brothers  Valcns 
was  of  a  timid  **,  and  Valentinian  of  a  choleric,  difpofition  ".  An 
anxious  regard  to  his  perfonal  fafety  w^as  the  ruling  principle  of 
the  adminiftration  of  Valcns.    In  the  condition  of  a  fubjci^t,  he  ' 
had  kilTed,  with  trembling  awe,  the  hand  of  the  opprcflbr  :  and 
when  he  afcendcd  the  throne,  he  rL-afonal)!y  cxpecled,  that  the  fame 
fear«!,  which  had  fubdued  his  own  mind,  would  fecure  the  patient 
fubmiflion  of  his  people.    The  favourites  of  Valcns  obtained,  by 
the  privilege  of  rapine  and  confifcation,  the  wealth  w-hich  his  oeco- 
nomy  would  have  rcfufcd         They  urged,  with  perfuafive  elo- 
quence, thiit^  in  all  calcs  of  treafl^n,  fufpicion  is  ecpiivalent  to  proof;

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of  his  favereign.  The  judgment  of  Valentinian  was  (bmetimes  de- 
ceived, and  his  confidence  abufed ;  but  be  would  have  filenced  the 
informers  widi  a  contemptuous  finile,  had  they  prefumed  to  alarm 
'  hb  fortitude  by  the  found  of  danger.  They  praifed  his  inflexible  lore 
of  juftice  ;  and,  in  the  purfiut  of  juilice,  the  emperor  was  cafily 
tempted  to  conHder  clemency  as  a  weaknefs^  and  paffion  as  a  Tirtue. 
As  long  as  he  wreftliid  with  his  equals,  in  the  bdd  competition  of  aiv 
adive  and  ambitious  life,  Valentinian  was  feidoin  injured,  and  never 
infultcd,  with  impunity  :  if  his  prudence  was  arraigned,  his  fpirit 
was  applauded  j  and  the  proudeft  and  moft  powerful  generals  were 
apprehenfive  of  provoking  the  refcntmcnt  of  a  fearlefs  foldicr.  After 
he  became  maftcr  of  the  world,  he  unfortunately  forgot,  that  where 
no  rcfiftance  can  lie  made,  no  courage  can  be  exerted  ;  and  inflcad 
of  confulting  the  dictates  of  rcafon  and  magnanimltv,  he  indulged 
the  furious  emotions  of  Ids  temper,  at  a  time  when  they  were  dil- 
graceful  Ui  himfcif,  and  fatal  lo  the  dcfencekfs  objed:s  of  liis  difpica- 
fure.  In  the  government  of  his  houfchold,  or  of  his  empire,  flight, 
or  even  imaginary,  offences;  a  hafty  word,  a  cafual  omlfllon,  an 
involuntary  delay,  were  chaflifed  by  a  fentence  of  immediate  death. 
Tlie  exprelTioas  which  ilfued  the  mofl  readily  from  the  mouth  of 
the  emperor  of  the  Weft  were,  "  Strike  off  his  head  "  burn  him 
*'  alive  "  let  him  be  beaten  with  clubs  till  lie  expires  "  and 
his  moft  favoured  minifters  foon  underftood,  that,  by  a  rafh  atTempf^ 
to  difputc,  or  fulpend,  the  execution  of  his  fanguinary  commands, 
they  might  involve  thcmfclvcs  in  the  guilt  and  jninillmient  of  difobe- 
diencc.  The  repeated  gratification  of  this  favagc  juftice  h:u-dencd 
the  mind  of  Valentinian  againft  pity  and  remode ;  and  the  fuliiea

The  merit  of  Maximin, 

who  had  flaughtered  the  nobleft  £imilies  €£  Rome,  was  rewarded 

with  the  royal  approbation,  and  diepraefe&ure  of  GauL    Two  fierce 

and  enormous  bears,  dillinguiihed  by  the  appdlation^  of  Jnnocenct 

and  hlRca  Aurta^  could  alone  deferve  to  (hare  the  fiiYOur  of  Max* 

imin*  Hie  cages  of  thofe  trufty  guards  were  always  placed  near  the* 

bed-chamber  of  Valentinian,  who  frequently  amufed  his  eyes  with 

the  grateful  fpedaclc  of  feeing  them  tear  and  devour  the  bleeding 

limbs  of  the  malefactors,  who  were  abandoned  to  their  rage.  Their 

diet  and  excrcifes  were  carefully  infpedled  by  the  Roman  emperor ; 

and  when  Innocence  had  earned  her  difcharge,  by  a  long  courfe  of 

meritorious  fervice,  the  faithful  animal  was  again  reftored  to  the  free* 

dom  of  her  native  woods 

But  in  the  calmer  moments  of  refledion,  when  the  mind  of  Va-  Their  Uwt 
lens  was  not  agitated  by  fear,  or  that  of  Valentinian  by  rage,  the  ^"^u*****"^ 
tyrant  refumcd  the  fentiments,  or  at  leaft  the  condu^,  of  the  father 
of  his  country'.  The  difpaflionate  judgment  of  the  Weftern  em- 
peror could  clearly  perceive,  and  accurately  purfue,  his  own  and  the 
public  intercft  ;  and  the  fovereign  of  ihc  Eaft,  who  imitated  with 
equal  docility  the  various  examples  which  he  received  from  his 
cider  brother,  was  fomctimes  guided  by  ihc  wifdoni  and  virtue  of 
the  praefect  Salluft.  Both  princes  invariably  retained,  in  the  purple,.

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^  V  V  V  ^*  chafte  and  temperate  fimpUdty  which  had  adorned  llieir  ptmit 
Vi  m^mmmj  Hfc  J  and,  uudcf  their  reign,  the  plcafures  of  the  court  never,  coft 
the  people  a  blufh  or  a  figh.  They  tjradually  reformed  many  of 
the  abufes  of  the  times  of  Conftantius  j  juJicioufly  adopted  and  im- 
proved the  dcfsgiis  of  Julian  and  hi8  fucceflbr  ;  and  difplayed  a  ftylc 
and  fpirit  of  legiflation  which  might  infpire  pofterity  with  the  moft 
favourable  oj^inion  of  their  character  and  government.  It  is  not 
from  iJiL'  mailer  of  Innocence^  tliai  we  fhould  e\'pe(fl  the  tender  re- 
gard for  the  welfare  of  his  rulijcLls,  which  prcni^  rcd  Valentinian  to 
condemn  the  expofition  oi  uew-born  infants ;  and  to  eftablilh 
fourteen  fkilful  phyficians,  with  ftipends  and  privileges,  in  the 
fourteen  quarters  of  Rome.  The  good  fcnfe  of  an  illiterate  fol- 
dier  founded  an  uleful  and  lihL-ral  iiiftitution  for  the  educa- 
tion of  youth,  and  the  fupport  of  declining  Icience  It  was  his 
intention,  that  the  arts  of  rhetoric  and  grammar  fhould  be  taiipht, 
in  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages,  in  the  metropolis  of  every  pro- 
vince ;  and  as  the  fize  and  diguit}'  of  the  fchool  was  ufually  j^rojMir- 
tioned  to  the  importance  of  the  city,  the  academics  of  Rome  and 
Conflantinople  claimed  a  juft  and  lingular  pre-eminence.  Tiie  frag- 
ments of  the  literary  edidls  of  Valentinian  imperfcclly  reprefent  the 
fclu>ol  oi  Coni\anilnople,  v.!ileh  was  j.':adually  improved  by  fubfe- 
queiit  regulations.  That  il  hool  confilled  of  thirty-one  profefTors  in 
iliillicat  branches  of  learnlr.g.  One  i-hilofupher,  and  two  lavs-vers; 
five  fophilis,  and  ten  granujuiians  iW  the  Greelc,  and  three  orators,

•F,  as  they  were  dien  ftyled,  antiquarians,  whofe  laborious  pens  fup-' 
plied  die  public  library  with  fair  and  corre^  copies  of  the  daffifr 
miterst    The  rule  of  condud,  which  ^vas  prefcribed  to  the  ftudents, 
is -the  more  curious,  asiit  afibrds  the  firft  outlines  <if  the  form  andi  . 
discipline- of  a  modem  univeritty.    It  wa»  required,  that  they  ihould' 
bring  proper  certificates  from  the  magiftrates  of  th«r  native  pK>vince/ 
Tbor  names;  prolelfions,  and- places  of  abode,  were  regularly  entered^ 
in  a  public  regiftor.   The  ftudipue  youth  were  feverdy  prohibited*  . 
from  wa{Hng  thdr  time  in  feafts,  or  in  the  theatre ;  and  the  term> 
•f  their  education  was  limited  to-  the  age  of  twenty..    The  piraefedr 
of  the  city  was  empowered  to  chaftiie  the  idle  and  T^ba&orff  by 
fttipes  or  expuldon  ;  and  he  was  direded-to  maktf  an  annual  mpatt 
to  die  mafter-  of  the  oflSces,  that  the  knowledge  and  abiflities.  of  tho* 
ftfaolars  might  be  ufefully  applied  to  the  public  fervicc  The  inftitu— 
tions  of  Valentinian  contributed  to  lecure  the  benefits  of  peace  and 
plenty :  and  the  cities  were  guarded  by  the  eftaUllhment  of  the 
X)£^^r/ freely  eleded  as-the  tribunes  and  advocates  of  the  people,, 
to  fiipport  their  rights,  and  to  expofe  their  grievances,  before  the  tri- 
bunals of  the  civil-  magillrates,  or  even  at  die  foot  of  the.  Imperial- 
throne.   The  finances  were  diligendy  adminiftered  by  two  princes,. 
who  had  been  fb  long  accuflomed  to  the  rigid  ceconmny  of  a  pri- 
vate fortune ;  but  in  the  receipt  and  ai^plication  of  the  revenue,  a 
difceming  eye  might  obfmre  fome  difference  between  the  go\  cni- 
ment  of  the  Eaft  and  of  the  Weft.    Valens  was  perfuaded,  that 
royal  liberality  can  be  fupplied  only  by  public  oppreflion.  and  his 
ambition  never  afpired  to  fecure,  by  their  adual  diftrefs,  the  future- 
flrength  and  proiperity*  of  his  people.     Inftead  of  increafing  the 
Tvcight  of  taxes,  which,  in  the  ijpace  of  forty  years,  had  beea^

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C  HLA  P.  gradually  doubled,  he  reduced,  in  the  firft  years  of  his  Tei|^ 
*■  w  ■»  one-fourth  of  the  tribute  of  the  Eaft  Valentinian  appears  to 
have  been  lefs  attentive  and  lefs  anxious  to  relieve  the  burthens 
cf  his  people.  He  might  reform  the  ahufcs  of  the  fiical  adnuni* 
ftration ;  but  he  exaded,  without  fcruplc,  a  very  lai^  fluve 
of  the  private  property ;  as  he  was  convinced,  that  the  revenuiCi 
which  fv^iported  the  luxury  of  Individuals,  would  be  much  more 
advantageoufly  employed  for  the  defence  and  improvement  of  the 
ftate.  The  fubjeds  of  the  Eaft,  who  enjoyed  the  prefent  benefit, 
applauded  the  indulgence  of  dieir  prince.  The  folid,buc  lefs  ^lendid, 
merit  of  Valentiiuan  was  fdc  and  admowledged  by  the  fubfequent 
generation 

v«ient;ni.nn      But  the  moft  honourable  drcumftance  of  the  charader  of  Valen- 

nuntsuns  the 

religious  to-  tinian,  is  the  firm  and  temperate  impartiality  which  he  uniformly 
preferved  in  an  age  of  religious  contention.    His  ftrong  fenie,  un- 

37S'  enlightened,  but  uncorrupted,  by  ftudy,  declined,  with  re^iedfiil 
indiflference,  the  fubtle  queltions  of  theological  debate.  The  go- 
vernment of  the  Eartb  daimed  his  vigilance,  and  fatisfied  his  ambidtm; 
and  while  he  remembered,  that  he  was  the  diiciple  of  the  church, 
he  never  fcngot  that  he  was  the  fovereign  of  the  deigy.  Under  the 
rdgn  of  an  apoftate,  he  had  iignalized  his  zeal  for  the  .honour  of 
Chriftianity :  he  allowed  to  his  -fubjeds  the  privilege  which  he  had 
alfumed  for  himfelf ;  and  they  might  accept,  with  gratitude  and  con- 
fidence, the  general  toleration  which  was  granted  by  a  prince,  addidcd

-trith  the  COitftnt  of  tlie  moft  rationul  Pagans,  the  liceniee  of  noc- 
turnal facrifices ;  'bUC  he  immedkitely  admitted  the  petition  of  Prae- 
textfttus,  procohful  of  Achaia,  ivho  reprefented,  that  the  life  of  the 
Greeks  would  become  dreary  and  cotnfortl^fe,  if  they  were  deprired 
.  of  the  invaluable  blcffing  of  tlie  Elcufmian  myfteries.  Philofophy 
alone  can  boaft  (and  perhaps  it  is  no  more  than  the  boaft  of  philo- 
fophy), that  her  gentle  hind  is  able  to  eradicate  from  the 'human 
mind  the  latent  and  deadly  principle  of  fauatlcifm.  But  this  truce  of 
twelve  years,  which  was  enforced  by  the  wife  and  vigorous  govern- 
ment of  Valentinian,  by  fufpending  the  repetition  of  mutual  in*- 
juries,  contributed  to  foften  the  numners,  and  abate  the  prejudices, 
of  the  religious  fadions. 

The'friend  of  toieration  was  unfortunately  placed  at  a- diftance  frbm  ^^j" 
the  fcene  of  the  fierceft  controverfies.   As  foon  as  the  ChrifBans  of  inn,  and  paw 
the  Weft  had  extricated  themfehres  from  the  fnares  of  the  creed  of  catholics/ 
Rimini,  they  happily  relapfed  into  the  flumber  of  orthodoxy  ;  and  A.D.  3O7  — 
the  fmall  remains  of  the  Arian  party,  that  ftill  fubfifted  at  Sirmium

the  extremity  of  Thebais,  the  ftrengdi  and  numbers  of  the  hoftile 
£i^ons  were  more  equally  balanced  |  and  thu  equality,  inftead  gf 
recommending  die  connfels  of  peace,  fenred  only  to  pefpetuate  the 
horrors  of  religious  war.-  The  monks  and  Ufhops.  fupported  thdr 
arguments  by  invedives;  and  their  invectives  were  fometimes  Al- 
lowed by  Uows.  Athanafius  ftill  reigned  at  Alexandria ;  -the  thrones 
of  Conftantinople  and  Antioch  were  occupied  by  Arian  prdatctv 
and  every  qii&opal  vacancy  was  the  occafion  of  a  popular  tumnk. 
•The  HomoouHans  were  fimified  by  the  recondliadon  of  fifty>> 
■nine  Macedonian,  or  Semi^Arian,  bUhops  $  but  thdr  Secret  re- 
-  'ludance  to  emhnoe  the'  divinity  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  clouded  die 
.^lendour  of  the  triumph:  and  the  declaradon  of  Valens,  who^ 
in  the  firft  years  of  his  r^;n,  had  imitated  the  impartial  condud 
-of  his  brother,  was  an  important  vidory  on  the  fide  of  Arianp 
ifm.  The  two  brothers  had  pafled  their  private  life  in  the  condidoft 
of  catechumens ;  but  the  piety  of  Valens  prompted  him  to  folicit 
the  fitcramcnt  6f  baptifin,  before  he  expofed  his  perftm  to  the  dan^ 
•of  a  Gothic  war.  He  naturally  addrefled  himfelf  to  Eudoxus", 
Inftiop  of  the  Imperial  city ;  and  if  the  ignorant  monarch  was  m- 
'  ftruded  by  that  Arian  paftor  in  the  principles  of  heterodox  theology. 
Ids  misfortune,  radier  than  his  guilt,  was  the  inevitable  confequence 
of  his  erroneous  choice.  Whatever  had  been  the  determinadon  of 
the  emperor,  he  muft  have  offended  a  numerous  party  of  his 
ChrHtian  fubjeds ;  as^he  leaders  bodi  die  Homoonfians  and  of  the 
Arians  believed,  that,  if  they  were* not  fti£^d  to  reign,  they  wene 
moft  cruelly  injured  and  opprefled.

Ceived  with  fimpllcity  and  refpc^t  the  tenets  of  Eudoxusr,  Valens 
refigncd  liis  conicicncc  to  the  dlreQion  of  his  ccclefiaflical  guides, 
and  proinotcd,  by  tlic  influence  of  his  authority,  the  rc-uniou  of 
the  jllhjfhifum  bcrrlics  to  the  body  of  the  catholic  chtirch.  At  fuft, 
he  pitied  their  blindncfs ;  by  degrees  he  was  provoked  at  their  obfti- 
nacy  :  and  he  infenfiblv  hated  thofe  fedlaries  to  whom  he  was  an 
o!)jecT:  of  hatred''.  The  feeble  mind  of  Valens  was  always  fwayed 
by  the  pcrfons  with  whom  he  familiarly  converfcd  ;  and  the  exile 
or  imprifonment  of  a  private  citizen  arc  the  favours  the  moft  readily 
granted  in  a  dcfpotic  court.  Such  punifhments  were  frequently  in- 
flided  on  the  leaders  of  the  Homoouiian  party ;  and  the  misfortune 
of  fouricorc  ecclcfiallics  of  Conftantinople,  who,  perhaps  accidentally, 
were  burnt  on  llilp-board,  was  imputed  to  the  cruel  and  premeditated 
malice  of  tlie  emperor,  andhisArian  rninillers.  In  every  conteft,  the/' 
catholics  (if  we  may  anticipate  that  name)  were  obliged  to  pay  the 
penalty  of  their  own  faults,  and  of  thofe  of  their  adverfaries.  In 
every  eleftion,  the  claims  of  the  Avian  candidate  obtained  the  pre- 
ference ;  and  if  they  were  oppofed  by  the  majority  of  the  people,* 
he  was  ufually  fupported  by  the  authority  of  the  civil  mngiftrate,  or' 
even  by  the  terrors  of  a  military  force.  The  enemies  of  Athanafms 
attempted  to  dillurb  the  laft  years  of  his  venerable  age ;  and  his 
temporary  retreat  to  his  father's  fepulchre  has  been  celebrated  as 
a  fifth  exile.  But  the  zeal  of  a  great  people,  who  inftantly  flew 
to  arms,  intimidated  the  prxfedl ;  and  the  archbifhop  was  permitted 
to  end  his  life  in  peace  and  in  glory,  after  a  reign  of  for^-ieven

As  the  gpar^n  of  don^c  happi- 
nefs  and  virtue,  Valentiiuan  applied  ^is  fevere  remedy  to  the  grow- 
ing eviL  In  the  capital  of  the  empire,  the  females  of  noble  and 
opulent- houfes  poflefled  a  very  ample  ihare  of  independent  property : 
and  many  of  thofe  devout  females  had  embraced  the  dodrines 
ChrifBanity,  not  only  with  the  coU  aflent  of  the  underftanding,  but 
with  the  warmth  of  affedion,  and  perhaps  with-  the  eagemefs  of 
fiiOiion.  They  facrificed  the  pleafures  of  drefs  and  luxury  $  and  re- 
nounced, for  the  prufe  of  chaftity,  the  foft  endearments  of  conjugal 
ibciety.  Some  ecclefiaftic,  of  real  or  apparent  fan^SUty,  waswchofeo- 
to  dired  their  timorous  conrdence^  and  to  amufe*  the  vacant  ten- 
demefi  of  thor  heart  s  and  the  vnbcniaded  confidence,  which  diey 
haftily  l^cftowed,  was  often  dmftd  by  knaves  and  enthufiafts ;  who' 
haftened  fi-om  the  extremities  of  the  Eaft,  to  enjoy,  on  a  fplendid 
•theatre,  the  prUileges  of  the  monaftic  profeflion»  By  their  contempt 
of  the  world,  they  infenfibly  ac(|uired  its  meft  defirable  advantages ; 
the  lively  attachment,  perhaps,  of  a  young  and  beautiful  woman,  the 
delicate  plenty  of  an  opulent  houfehold^  and  the  refpedful  homage, 
.of  the  flaves,^  the  fireedmen,  and  the  clients  of  a  ienatorial  family. 
The  immenfe  fortunes  of  the  Roman  ladies  were  gradually  con- 
fumed,  in  laviih  alms  and  expenfive  pilgrimages ;  and  the  artful  monk, 
''who  had  afligned  himfelf  the  firft,  or  pofTibly  the  fole  place,  in  the- 
•teftament  of  lus  ipiritual  daughter,  ftill  prdiimed  to  dedkre,.  with 
the  fmooth  face  of  hypocriiy,  that  be  was  only  the  inftrument  of 
charity,  and  the  fteward  of  die  poor.  The  lucrative,  but  difgraceful,.

Fraetextatus  was  a  philo&phic  Pagan,  a  man  of 
learning,  of  tafte,  and  potiteneft ;  who  di%uifed  a  reproach  in  the 
form  of  a  jed,  when  he  afliurcd  Damafus,  that  if  he  could  obtain 
the  bifliopric  of  Rome,  he  himfidf  would  immediately  embrace  the 
GhriMan  religion  This  lively  pidure  of  the  wealth  and  luxury 
of  the. popes  in  tiie  finirth  century,  becomes  the  more  curious,  as  k 
reprefents  the  intermediate  degree,  b^weeathe  humble  poverty  of  the 
apoftolic  fiflierman,  and  the  royal  ftate  of  a  temporal  prince,  whde 
dominions  extend  from  the  confines  -of  Naples  to  the  banks  o£die.

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fertion  in  arms,   his  militar)'-  fkill  and  experience,  and  his  rigid  ^^^v^ 

attachment  to  the  forms,  as  well  as  fpirit,  of  ancient  difcipline,  were  ■» 

tlic  principal  motives  of  tlicir  judicious  choice.    The  eagcrnefs  of 

the  troops  who  prcflld  him  to  nominate  his  colleague,  was  juftified 

by  the  dangerous  fituation  of  public  affairs;  and  Valentinian  himfelf 

was  confcious,  that  the  abilities  of  the  moft  a£live  mind  were  unequal 

to  tlie  defence  of  the  diftant  flontlci:s  of  an  invaded  monarchy.  As 

foon  as  the  death  of  julian  liad  relieved  the  Barbarians  from  the  terror 

of  his  name,  the  moft  laiiguine  hopes  ui  rapine  and  conqueft  excited 

the  nations  of  llie  Eafl:,  of  the  North,  and  of  the  South,    Their  in-  A.D.  364— • 

roads  were  often  vexatious,  and  fomctimes  formidable  ;  but,  during 

the  twelve  years  of  the  reign  of  Valentinian,  his  firmncfs  and  vigilance 

protected  his  own  dominions ;  and  his  powcrfid  genius  feemed  to 

infpire  and  dirctft  the  feeble  counfels  of  his  brother.    Perhaps  the 

method  of  annals  would  more  forcibly  cxprcfs  the  urgent  and  divided 

cares  of  the  two  emperors  ;  but  the  attention  of  the  reader,  likcwife, 

would  be  diftra(fl;ed  by  a  tedious  and  defultory  narrative.    A  feparate 

view  of  the  five  great  theatres  of  war:  I.  Germany;  II.  Britain; 

III.  Africa;    lY.  Ihc  Kail;  aiul,  V.  Tlie  Danube;  will  imprefs 

a  more  diftind  image  of  the  niiiitary  llatc  of  the  empire  under  the 

reigns  of  Valentinian  and  Valens. 

I.  The  ambafladors  of  the  Alemanni  had  been  ofTendcd  by  the  j.  Giuma- 
h  a  rill  and  haughty  behaviour  of  Urfacius,  matter  of  the  offices";  "he  Ale- 
who,  by  an  ad\  of  unfcafonable  parHmonv,  had  diminiflied  the  value,

as  well  as  the  cpiantity,  of  the  prcfents,  to  which  they  were  entitled,  A.  D.  565, 
cither  from  cuftoni  or  treaty,  on  the  accclfion  of  a  new  emperor. 
They  cxpreOed,  and  they  communicated  to  their  countrs-men,  their 
ftrong  ienle  of  the  national  affront.  The  irafcible  minds  of  the  chiefs 
were  exalperated  by  the  fufpicion  of  contempt;  and  the  martial 
youth  crowded  to  their  ftandard.    Before  Valentinian  could  pafs  the

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C  H  A  P.  Alps,  the  villages  of  Gaul  were  in  flames ;  before  hi*  genenl  Ba^ 

l.iiphus  coulii  encounter  the  Alemanni,  they  had  feciired  the  captives 
A.  D.  366.  tl^e  i'l^oil  in  the  forefts  of  Germany.    In  the  beginning  of  the 

jaaaaiy.  cnluing  year,  the  niilicary  force  of  the  whole  nation,  in  deep  and  Iblid 
columns,  broke  through  the  barrier  of  the  Rhine,  during  the  feverity 
of  a  northern  winter.  Two  Roman  counts  were  defeated  and  mor- 
tally wounded;  and  the  llandard  of  the  Heruli  and  Batavians  fell 
into  the  hands  of  the  concjuerors,  who  dil'played,  with  infulting 
llioiits  and  menaces,  the  trophy  of  their  vidory.  The  (landard  was 
recovered  ;  but  the  Batavians  had  not  redeemed  the  fhame  of  thdr 
difgrace  and  flight  in  the  eyes  of  their  fevcre  judge.  It  was 
the  opinion  of  Valentinian,  that  his  foldiers  muft  learn  to  fear 
their  commander,  before  tliey  could  ceafe  to  fear  the  enemy.  TTie 
troops  were  lolemnly  aflembled:  and  the  trembling  Batavians  were 
inclofed  within  the  circle  of  the  Imperial  army.  Valentinian  then 
afcended  his  tribunal  :  and,  as  if  he  difdained  to  punifli  cowardice 
with  death,  he  inflided  a  ftain  of  indelible  ignominy  on  the  officers, 
whofe  mifcondudl  and  pufillanimity  were  found  to  be  the  firfl  occa- 
fion  of  the  defeat.  The  Batavians  were  degraded  from  their  rank, 
Gripped  of  their  arms,  and  condemned  to  be  fold  for  flares  to  the 
higheft  bidder.  At  this  irementlous  fentence  the  troops  fell  proftratc 
on  the  ground ;  deprecated  the  indignation  of  their  fovereign ;  and 
protclled,  that,  if  he  would  indulge  them  in  another  trial,  they  would 
approve  themfelves  not  unworthy  of  the  name  of  Romans,  and  of 
his  foldiers.  Valentinian,  with  affeded  reludance,  yielded  to  their 
entreaties:  the  Batavians  refumed  their  arms;  and  with  their  arm<;, 
tlie  invincible  rcfolutlon  of  wiping  away  their  difgrace  in  the  blood 
of  the  Alemaoni ".    The  principal  command  was  declined  by  Da*

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galaiplms;  and  that  experienced  general,  ivho  had  reprefented,  per-  ^  ^' 
haps  with  too  much  prudence,  tlie  extreme  diHicuhies  of  the  under-  *—   »  * 
taking,  had  the  mortification,  before  the  end  of  the  campaign,  of 
feeing  his  rival  jovinus  convert  thole  difncultics  Into  a  decifive  ad- 
vantage over  the  fcattered  forces  of  the  Barbarians.    At  the  head  of  a  Their  defeti. 
well-difciplined  .army  of  cavalry,  infantry,  and  light  troops,  Jovinus 
advanced,  with  cautious  and  rapid  fteps,  to  Scaqioinia       in  the 
territory  of  Metz,  where  he  furj)rifed  a  large  divilion  of  the  Ale- 
manni,  before  they  had  time  to  rim  to  their  arms  ;  and  Huflied  his 
ibidiers  with  the  confidence  of  an  eafy  and  bloodlefs  vidlory.  An- 
other divifion,  or  rather  army,  of  the  enemy,  after  the  cruel  and 
wanton  devaftation  of  the  adjacent  country,  rejK^lcd  themfclves  on 
the  lhady  banks  of  the  Mofelle.     Jovinusi,  who  had  viewed  the 
ground  with  the  eye  of  a  general,  made  his  filent  approach  through 
a  deep  and  woody  vale,  till  he  could  diftindlly  perceive  the  indolent 
fecurity  of  the  Germans.    Some  were  bathing  their  huge  limbs  in 
the  river ;  others  were  combing  their  long  and  flaxen  hair ;  others 
again  were  fwallowing  large  draughts  of  rich  and  delicious  wine. 
On  a  fudden  they  heard  the  found  of  the  Roman  trumpet ;  they  faw 
the  enemy  in  then*  camp.    Aflonilhment  produced  diforder ;  difor- 
dcr  was  followed  by  flight  and  difmay ;  and  the  confufed  muhitude 
of  the  braveft  warriors  was  pierced  by  the  fwords  and  javehns  of  the 
legionaries  and  auxiliaries.  The  fugitives  efcaped  to  the  third,  and 
raoft  confiderable,  camp,  in  the  Catalaunian  plain?,  near  Chalons  in 
Champagne  :  the  draggling  detachments  were  haftlly  recalled  to  their 
(landard  ;  and  the  Barbarian  chiefs,  alarmed  and  admonifhed  by  the 
fate  of  their  companions,  prepared  to  encounter,  in  a  decifive  battle, 
the  viftorious  forces  of  tlie  lieutenant  of  Valentinian.    The  bloody 
and  obdinate  conflict  laftcd  a  whole  fummer's  day,  with  equal  va-

lour,  and  with  akcrnare  fucccf^.  The  Romans  at  length  prevailed, 
with  t\e  lofs  of  about  twelve  hundred  men.  Six  thoufand  of  the 
Alemanni  were  flain,  four  tVoufand  were  wounded;  and  the  brave 
Jovinui,  after  ehacing  the  fl)  ir;g  remnant  of  their  hoft  as  far  as  the 
banks  of  the  Rhine,  returned  to  I'nris,  to  receive  the  apphiufc  of  his 
fovereign,  and  the  cnfigus  of  the  eonl'ulfhip  for  the  cnluing  year**. 
The  triumph  of  the  Romans  was  indeed  lullied  by  their  treatment  of 
the  captive  king,  whom  they  hung  on  a  gibbet,  without  the  know- 
ledge of  their  indignant  general.  This  difgraccful  adl  of  cruelty, 
which  might  he  imputed  to  the  iwvy  of  the  troops,  was  followed  by 
tJie  deliberate  murder  of  Withicah,  the  fon  ofVadomair;  a  German 
prince,  of  a  weak  and  fiekly  conllltution,  hut  of  a  daring  and  form- 
idable fpirit.  The  doincftic  alTafrm  was  inl\is.';:'.tcd  and  protcdcd  by 
the  Romans  ;  and  the  violation  of  the  laws  of  hun^anlty  and  juftice 
betrayed  their  fecret  npprehenfion  of  the  wcaknefs  of  the  declining 
empire.  The  ufe  of  the  dagger  is  feldom  adopted  in  public  coundUi 
as  long  as  they  retain  any  confidence  in  the  power  of  the  fword. 

While  the  Alcmanni  appeared  to  be  humbled  by  their  recent  cala- 
mities, the  pride  of  Valcntinian  was  mortified  by  the  unexpeded 
furprifal  of  Mogimtiacum,  or  Mentz,  the  principal  city  of  the  Upper 
Germany.  In  the  imfufpicious  moment  of  a  Chriftian  feftival, 
Rando,  a  bold  and  artful  chieftain,  who  had  long  meditated  his  at- 
tempt, fuddenly  paffed  the  Rhine  ;  entered  the  defencelefs  town,  and 
retired  with  a  multitude  of  captives  of  cither  fex.  Valentinian  re- 
folvcd  to  execute  fevere  vengeance  on  the  whole  body  of  the  nation. 
Count  Sebaftian,  with  the  bands  of  Italy  and  Illyricum,  was  ordered 
to  invade  their  country,  moft  probably  on  the  fide  of  Rhxtia.  The 
emperor  in  perfon,  accompanied  by  his  fon  Grattan,  palled  the

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Rhine  at  the  head  of  a  fonnidable  army,  whidi  was  fupported  on  C 
both  flanks  hy  Jorinus  and  Sevenu,  the  two  mafters-general  of  the 
cavalry  and  infantry  of  the  Weft.   The  Alemanni,  unable  to  prevent 
the  devafiation  of  thdr  villages,  fixed  their  camp  on  a  lofty,  and 
almoft  inacceflible,  mountain,  m  die  modem  duchy  of  Wiitem-' 
berg,  and  xefol^tely  expeded  the  approach  of  die  Romans.  The 
life  of  Valentiman  was  ezpofed  to  imminent  danger,  by  the  intrepid 
ciiriodty  with  whidi  he  perfifted  to  ei^lore  fome  fecret  and  un- 
guarded path.   A  troop  <^  Barbarians  fuddenly  rofe  firom  their  am* 
.  buTcade :  and  the  emperor,  who  vigoroufly  furred  his  horie  down 
a  fteep  and  flippery  delcent,  was  obliged  to  leave  belund  him  his 
armour-bearer,  and  his  helmet,  magmficendy  eniiched  with  gold  and 
predous  ftones.   At  the  fignal  of  the  general  aflault,  the  Roman 
troops'  encompafled  and  alcended  the  mounteiin  of  Solidnium  on  duree 
different  fides.  Every  ft^  which  they  gained,  increafed  thdr  ardoiit,. 
and  abated  the  refiftance  of  die  enemy :  and  after  their  united  ftnces 
had  occupied  the  fiimmit  of  the  hill,  they  impetuoufly  urged  the 
Barbarians  down  the  ncwdiem  defcent,  where  count  Sebaftian  was 
pofted  to  intercept  their  retreat   After  this  fignal  vidory,  Valenti^ 
nian  returned  to  his  winter-quarters  at  Treves ;  where  he  indulged 
the  pt^c  joyby  the  exhibition  of  ^leadid  and  triumphal  games". 
But  the  wife  monarch,  inftcad  of  alpiring  to  the  conqueft  of  Ger- 
many, confined  hb  attention  to  the  important  and  laborious  defence 
of  the  Gallic  frontier,  againft  an  enemy,  whofe  ftrength  was  re- 
newed by  a  ftream  of  daring  volunteers,  which  inceflandy  flowed 
from  the  moft  diftant  tribes  of  tlie  North  *\   The  banks  of  the

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Rhtne^  fiom  its  fotiice  to  the  ftrdghts  of  tlie  ooMn,  were  daktf 
pluted  widi  ftron^  caftles  and  'Goaveoient  towers  $  new  wodi^  and 
new  ttini,  were  mvenled  by  the  ingentii^  of  «  jninoe  who  wai 
Ikilled  in  the  mechanical  arts ;  and  his  numerous  levies  of  Roman  and 
Barbarian  youth  were  (everely  tnuned  in  all  the  eseidJes  cf  war. 
The  progreft  of  the  woik,  which  was  ibmetimes  oppofisd  by  modeft 
reprelentatiottSy  and  fometimes  by  hoftile  attempts,  fecurad  die  tran^ 
quillity  of  Gaul  during  the  niiit  fiiblbquent  yean  of  the  adminiftn- 
tionofValendnian**. 

That  prudent  emperor,  who  diligently  pia^Ufed  the  wife  maadim 
of  IModcdan,  was  ftudious  to  foment  and  excite  the  inteftine  dtvi^ 
lions  of  the  tribes  of  Germany.  About  the  middle  of  the  fourth 
century,  the  countries,  perhaps  of  Lulace  and  Thuringia,  on  athsr 
fide  of  the  Elbe,  were  occupied  by  the  vague  domhiioa  of  the  Bui- 
OVMOLAKS;  a  wartike  and  nuoierous  people,  of  the  Vandal  nee", 

'  whofe  obfcure  name  inftnfibly  fwelled  into  a  powesful  kingdom^  and 
has  finally  fettled  on  a  flourifliing  province.  The  moft  remarkaUe 
drcumflince  in  the  andent  of  theBurgundians,  appmn  lo 

have  been  the  diflierence  of  their  dvil  and  ecdefiaftiGal  conftitutiflii. 
Thei^pclIadooofJ^e^fiMr  was  given  to  the  icing  or  general,  andtfae 
dde  of  S^liiEr  to  the  hi^i-prieft,  of  the  nation.  Thepedbnof  the 
prieft  was  fiMoed,  and  his  dignity  perpetual;  but  the  teo^ond  go- 
vernment was  hdd  by  a  tciy  precarious  tenure.   If  the  events  «f 

■  war  acenfed  the  courage  or  GonduA  of  die  king,  he  wasiramediatdy 
depofed;  aad  die  iijuAioe  of  his  fubjefib  madehim  rd^Kmfible  for 
die  ferdltty  of  die  eaith,  and  dw  xegulaiity  of  the  leaibna,  which 
ieemcd  to  fidi  more  properly  wldiin  the  iacerdotal  department**.

and  the  Burgundiana  in  firequent  contefts:  die  latter  were  eauly  >  * 
tempted,  by  the  iecret  fididtations,  and  liberal  ofien,  of  the  empe* 
ror;  and  their  fabulous  defcent  from  the  Roman  foldiers,  who  had 
formerly  been  left  to  garrilbn  the  ftnrtrefles  of  Drufus,  was  admitted 
with  mutual  credulity,  as  it  was  conducive  to  mutual  intereft  An 
army  €£  ioxukast  thou&nd  Burgundians  Ibon  appeared  on  the 
bonks  of  the  Rhine;  and  impatiently  required  the  (uppcnt  and 
fubfidies  which  Valentiiuan  had  promifed:  but  they  were  amufed 
with  excufes  and  debys,  till  at  length,  after  a  firuitlefi  expec' 
tation,  they  were  compelled  U>  retire.  The  arms  and  fortifi- 
cations of  the  Gallic  fircmtier  checked  the  fury  of  their  juft  refent- 
ment;  and  didr  maflacre  of  the  captives  ferved  to  embitter  the 
here^tary  liettd  of  the  Bui^gundians  and  the  Alemanni.  The  incon- 
ftaney  of  a  wife  prince  may,  perhaps,  be  explained  by  fome  altera- 
tion of  dicumfbuices;  and,  peihaps,  it  was  die  original  defign  of 
Valcntinian  to  intimidate,  rather  than  to  deftroy ;  as  the  balance  of 
power  would  luve  been  equally  oratumed  by  the  extirpation  of 
either  of  die  German  nadons.  Among  the  pnnces  of  the  Alemanni, 
Macrianus,  who,  with  a  Roman  name^  had  afliimed  the  arts  of  a 
ibidier  and  a  fUtefinan,  deferved.his  hatred  and  efteem.  The  em- 
peror Idmidf,  with  a  lig^t  and  unincumbered  band,  condeicended 
to  pafs  the  Rhine,  mardied  fif^  miles  into  the  country,  and  would 

travellers  of  improving  extraordinary  *«  Jam  inde  temporibu^  pnkis  fobolein 

into  grneral   laws.    Ammianus  afcribes  a  cfle  Romanam  Burgundii  fciunt :  and  the 

fimilar  cuOom  to  Egjrpt  i  ud  tbe  Chinefe  vagoe  tndtdon  gradtnlljr  affumed  a  mare  re- 

lmveitnpntedittelteTttfiB,arltoBaa«m«  galarfbrm  (Orof.

crianus  was  afterwards  admitted  to  the  honour  of  a  perfonal  con-

vn»  Snmii.  The  land  was  covered  by  the  fortifications  olT  Vakntinian  ;  but 
the  fea-coaft  of  Gaul  and  Britain  was  expofed  to  the  depredations  of 
the  Saxons.  That  celebrated  name,  in  which  we  have  a  dear  and 
domeftic  intcrcft,  efcaped  the  notice  of  Tacitus  j  and  in  tlie  maps  of 
Ptolemy,  it  £untly  marks  the  narrow  neck  of  the  Gmbric  penin- 
fula,  and  three  iinall  iiQanda  towaids  die  niiaotli  of  the  Elbe***.  Tlw 
contxaded  territory,  die  preient  Duc^y  Slefwig,  or  perhaps  of 
Holft^,  was  incapable  of  pouring  forth  the  ineschaQftible  fwaiins 
oi  Saxons  who  reigned  over  the  ocean,  who  Killed  th'e'Kifi^fli  illsnd 
with  their  language,  their  laws,  and  their  colonies ;  and  who  fo  long 
de&i^d  the  fiberty  of  the  North  againft  the  arms  of  Charlemagne 
'  The  iolution  of  this  difliculty  is  eafily  derived  from  the  fimilar 

manners,  and  loofe  coriftitution,  of  the  tribes  of  Ccrmany  ;  which 
were  Mended  with  each  other  by  the  flighteft  accidents  of  war  or 
firiendlhip.  The  iituation  of  the  native  Saxons  difpofed  them  to 
embrace  die  hazardous  profefltons  of  ififiiermen  and  pirates :  and  the 
fuccefs  of  their  firft  adventures  would  naturally  excite  the  emula-

folitude  of  their  woods  and  mounCaihs.  Every  tide  might  float  down 
the  Elbe  whole  fleets  of  canoes,  filled  with  hardy  and  intrepid  •  '  - 
aflbciates,  who  afpired  to  behold  the  unbounded  profped  of  the 
ooean,  and  to  tafte  the  wealth  and  luxury  of  unknown  worlds.  It  • 
ihould  ieeni  probable,  however,  that  the  moft  numerous  auxiliaries 
of  the;  Sazona  were  fumiflied  by  the  nations  who  dwelt  along  the 
flionw  of  the  jPdltic.  ,They  poflTeflfed  astn$  and  fhips,  the  art  of  na- 
.vigadott,  and'this  hab|ts  of  naval  war ;  but  the  di/Hculty  of  iflfuin^ 
.through  the  northern  columns  of  Hercules**'  (whieh,  durihg.lisveral 
mcmths  of  the  year,  are  oUlrud»d  with  ice)  confined  their  fldU  anyd 
courage  within  the  .U|nits  of  a  Qiadous  lak&  The  nimoot  of  tl)c 
fiiocefifiil  armaments  wluch  tailed  from  the  mouth  of  the  Elbe, 
would  foon  provpte  them  to  croA  the  narrow  (fthmus  oTSleiVng^ 
and  to  launch  thdr  Teflds  on  the  great  lea.  The  Taiions  troops  cS 
pirates  and  adventurns,  who  fought  tmder  die  fame  ftandard,  were 
infenlibly  united  in  a  permanent  Ibdety,  at  firft  of  lafMne,  and  af- 
.terwards,  <^  government.  A  mi^ary  confederation  was  gradually 
moulded  into  a  national  body,  by  the  gentle  operadon  of  marriage 
and  confangwnity ;  and  the  adjacent  tnbes,  who  fofidted  the  alli- 
ance, accepted  the  name  and  Uws,  of  the  Saxons.  If  the  &&  were 
not  eiUbUflied  by  die  moft  unqueftionable  evidence,  we  iboiild  ap- 
pear to  abttfis  die  credulity  of  Our  readers,  hy  the  ddctipdon  of  the 
veflfels  in  which  the  Saxon  purates  ventured  to  Ijport  in  Ae  waves 
of  die  German  Ocean,  the  Bndflt  Cauumel,  and  thfe  Ba^  of  Bifcay^

*C»  ^— ii/  with  a  covering  of  ftrong  hides  In  the  courfe  of  their  flow  and 
diftant  navigations,  tliey  miifl  always  have  been  expoled  to  the  dan- 
ger, and  very  frecjuenily  to  the  misfortune,  of  (hipwreck  ;  and  the 
naval  annals  of  the  Saxons  were  undoubtedly  filled  with  the  ac- 
counts of  the  lodes,  wliich  they  fuftained  on  the  coafts  of  Britain  and 
Gaul.  But  the  daiing  fpirit  of  the  pirates  braved  the  perils,  both  of 
the  fca,  and  of  the  fhore  :  their  fkill  was  conhrmcd  by  the  habits 
of  enterprize  ;  the  mcaneft  of  their  mariners  was  a^ike  capable^  of 
handling  an  car,  of  rearing  a  fail,  or  of  conducting  a  veffel  i  and 
the  Saxons  rejoiced  in  the  appearance  of  a  temped,  which  concealed 
their  dcfign,  and  diiperfed  the  fleets  of  the  enemy  After  they 
had  acquired  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  maritime  provinces  of 
the  Weft,  they  extended  the  fcene  of  their  depredations,  and  the 
moft  fcqucftercd  places  had  no  reafon  to  prcfume  on  their  fecurity. 
The  Saxon  boats  drew  fo  little  water,  that  they  could  eafily  proceed 
fourfcorc  or  an  hundred  miles  up  the  great  rivers  ;  their  weight  was 
fo  inconliderable,  that  they  were  traniported  on  waggons  from  one 
river  to  another;  and  the  pirates  who  had  entered  the  mouth  of 
the  Seine,  or  of  the  Rhine,  might  defcend,  with  the  rapid  ilream  of

Armorican  limit ;  and  tliat  officer,  who  found  his  flrength,  or  his  ^  xxv'* 
•iMlities,  unequal  to  the  taflc,  implored  the  ailiftance  of  Severus,  u.  » 
mafteiygeoeral  of  the  infimtry.   The  Saxons,  furrounded  and  out- 
numbered, were  forced  to  rdinquifh  their  fpoil,  and  to  yield  a 
fdeBt  band  of  their  tall  and  robuft  youth  to  kr\  c  in  the  Imperial 
'amies.  They  ftipulated  only  a  fafe  and  honourable  retreat :  and  the 
condition  was  readily  granted  by  the  Roman  general^  who  meditated 
an  ad  of  pcrlidy imprudent  as  it  was  inhuman,  while  a  Saxon 
ftmained  allre,and  in  arms,  to  revenge  thefateof  his  countrymen.  The 
premature  cagemefs  of  the  infantry,  who  were  fecretly  polled  in  a 
deep  valley,  betrayed  the- ambliicade ;  and  they  would  perhaps  have 
fallen  the  vi£tims  of  riieir  own  txeachery,  if  a  large  body  of  cuiraf- 
iien,  alarmed  by  the  noife  of  the  combat,,  had  not  hoAily  advanced 
to  extricate  their  companions,  and-  to  overwhelm  the  undaunted  va- 
Ibur  of  the  Saxons.    Some  of  the  prifoners  were  favcd  from  the- 
'  edge  of  the  fword,.  ta  flied  their  blood  in  the  amphitheatre :  and  the 
curator  Syjnin:ichus  complains,  that  twenty-nine  of  thofe  defpe— 
rate  favages,  by  ibrangling  themfelves  with  their  own  hands,  had.  . 
difappointed  the  amufement  of  thc  public.    Yet  the  polite  and  phi— 
iofophic  citizens  of  Rome  were  imprcired  with  the  deepcll  horror,> 
when  they  were  informed,^  that  the  Saxons  confecratcd-  to  the  gods-

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nity  of  an  independent  kingdom,  have  multiplied,  by  an  equal  and 
voluntary  union,  the  honours  of  the  Englifli  name.  The  hand  of 
nature  had  contributed  to  mark  the  ancient  diftin<ftion  of  the  Scots 
and  Pidts.  The  former  were  the  men  of  the  hills,  and  the  latter 
thofe  of  the  plain.  ITie  eaftern  coall  of  Caledonia  may  be  confi- 
dered  as  a  level  and  fertile  country,  which,  even  in  a  rude  Hate  of 
tillage,  was  capable  of  producing  a  confiderable  quantity  of  corn : 
and  the  epithet  of  cruitnicb,  or  wheat-eaters,  exprefled  the  contempt, 
or  envy,  of  the  camivorous  highlander.  The  cultiTation  of  the 
'earth  might  introduce  a  more  aocurate  feparaticni  of  property,  and 
the  habite  of  a  fedentary  life ;  but  the  love  of  arms  and  rapine  was 
fHll  the  ruling  paffion  of  the  Fids :  and  didr  warriors,  who  flripped 
themfelTes  for  a  day  of  battle,  were  ^Kftii^;niihed,  m  the  eyes  of 
the  Romkns,  by  the.ftrange  fafhion  of  painting  their  naked  bodies, 
with  gaudy  colours  and  fantaftic  figures.  The  weftern  part  of  Ca- 
ledonia irregularly  rifes  into  wild  and  barren  hills,  which  fcarcely 
repay  the  toil  of  the  hufbandman,  and  are  moll  profitably  ufed  for 
the  pafture  of  cattle.  The  highlanders  were  condemned  to  the  oc- 
cupations of  fhepherds  and  hunters ;  and,  as  they  feldom  were  fixed 
to  any  permanent  habitation,  they  acquired  the  expreffive  name  of 
Scots,  which,  in  the  Celtic  tongue,  is  faid  to  be  equivalent  to  that 
of  loanderers^  or  vagrants.  The  inhabitants  of  a  barren  land  were 
urged  to  feck  a  frefli  fupply  of  food  in  the  w^-^ters.  The  deep  lakes 
and  bays  which  intcrfe^l  their  country',  are  plentifully  ftored  with 
filh  ;  and  they  gradually  ventured  to  caft  their  nets  in  the  waves  of 
the  ocean.  The  vicinity  of  the  Hebrides,  fo  profufely  fcattered  along 
the  wellern  coaft  of  Scotland,  tempted  their  curiofity,  and  improved 
their  ftil! ;  and  they  acquired,  by  flow  degrees,  the  art,  or  rather 
die  habit,  of  managing  their  boats  in  a  tempeduous  fea,  and  of  fieer- 
ing  their  nodumal  courfe  by  thje  light  of  the  well-known  flars. 
The  two  bold  faeadbnds  of  Caledonia  almoft  toudi  the  (hores  of  a 
Q  fpacious

fpacious  ifland,  which  obtainetl,  from  its  luxuriant  vegetation,  the 
epithet  of  Green  ;  and  has  prcfervcd,  with  a  flight  alteration,  the 
name  of  Erin,  or  lerne,  or  Ireland.    It  is  prababic^  that  in  fomc 
remote  period  of  antiquity,  the  fertile  plains  of  Ulfter  received  a 
colony  c)f  hungry  Scots ;  and  that  the  ftrangers  of  the  North,  who 
had  dared  to  encounter  the  arms  of  the  legions,  fpread  their  con- 
quefts  over  the  favage  and  unwarlike  natives  of  a  foUtary  iiland.  It 
is  certain^  that,  in  the  declining  age  of  the  Roman  empire,  Caledo- 
nb,  Ireland,  and  the  Ifle  of  Man,  were  inhabited  by  the  Scots ;  and 
that  the  kindred  tribes,  who  were  often  alTociated  in  military  en- 
terprize,  were  deeply  afiedled  by  the  various  accidents  of  their  mu- 
tual fortunes.    They  lung  cherifhed  the  lively  tradition  of  thdr 
common  name  and  origin :  and  the  miffionaries  of  the  Ifle  of  Saints, 
who  difiufed  the  light  of  Chriftiani^  over  North  Britain,  eftabliflied 
the  vain  opinion,  that  their  Irifli  eountrymen  were  the  natural,  as 
wen  as  fphitual,  £ithers  of  the  Scotdfli  laoe.   The  kxife  and  obfcuxe 
tradition  has  been  prderved  by  the  venenble  Bede,  who  Icati^ied 
ibme  rays  of  light  over  the  darknefi  of  ^e  eighth  century.  On 
this  flight  foundation,  an  huge  fuperftni€hire  <^  faUe  was  gradually 
reared,  by  the  bards,  and  the  monks;  two  orders  of  men,  who 
equally  abttfed  the  privily  of  fidion.   The  Scotdfli  nation,  widi 
miftaken  pride,  adopted  their  Irifli  genealogy:  and  die  annals  erf"  a 
loi^  line  of  imaginary  kings  have  been  adorned  by  the  fancy  of 
Boethius,  tfnd  the  daflic  elegance  of  Buchanan

Every  meflengcr  who  efcaped  acrofi  Hbe  Britifli  channel,  conveyed  Rfftoration 
the  moft  melancholy  and  alarming  tidings  to  the  ears  of  Valenti-  Theoldofiu*!^ 
nian  ;  and  the  emperor  was  foon  informed,  that  the  two  military  S*?"" 
commanders  of  the  provifise  had  been  (iiipijfed  and  cut  off  by  the 
Barbarians.    Severus,  count  of  the  dodldticti  WW  baftily  difpatched,  , 
and  2^  fuddenly  recalled,  by  ti|e  oOjort  of  TVerca.    The  reprefenta- 
tknu  of  Jovious  ^ffve4  only  to  indica|e  the  greatntis  of  the  evil ;  and, 
after  a  long  aad  ffaous  i;oo|i2ltati(m,  t!iK  d^fimqa^  or  rather  the  re-- 
cover), of  Biitaip,  was  eatrufted  ta^e  nbMities  of  the  brave  Theo- 
dofius.    The  exploits  of  that  general,  the  fiither  of  a  line  of  empe- 
rors, have  been  celebrated,  with  peculiar  complacency,  by  the 
writers  of  the  age:  but  his  real  merit  dclerved  their  applaufe;  and 
his  nomination  was  received,  by  the  army  and  province,  as  a 
fure  prcfage  of  approaching  vidory.     He   feized   the  favour- 
able moment  of  navigation,  and  lecurely  landed  the  numerous  and 
veteran  bands  of  the  Heruli  and  Batavians,  the  Jovians  and  the 
Vidlors.    In  his  march  from  Sandwich  to  London,  Theodofius  de» 
feated  feveral  parties  of  the  Barbarians,  releafed  a  multitude  of  cap- 
tives, and,  after  diflributing  to  his  foidiers  a  fmall  portion  of  the

•London,  who  had  almoft  defpaired  of  their  iafety,  threw  open  thdr 
gates }  and  as  foon  as  Theodolaus  had  obtuned  from  the  court  of 
Treves  the  important  aid  of  a  miCtary  lieutenant,  and  a  civil  g(H 
vemor,  he  executed,  with  wifdom  and  vigour,  the  laborious  tdk  of 
Uie  deliverance  of  Britain.  The  vagrant  foldien  were  recalled  to 
tiidr  ftandard ;  an  edi£k  of  amnefty  difpelled  the  public  appreheniions  j 
and  Ins  dieerfot  example  alleriated  die  rigour  of  maidal  diicipline. 
"The  (cattered  and  defidtory  warfare  of  the  Barbarians,  who  infefled 
the  land  and  fea,  deprived  hint  of  the  glory  of  a  fignal  vi^ory ; 
but  the  pmdent  fpirit,  and  confummate  art,  of  the  Roman  geneni, 
jg  D  368  ^"^"^  difpbyed  in  the  operations  <^  two  campaigns,  which  AicceP- 
mAi^g..  ilvely  refcued  every  part  of  the  province  from  the  hands  of  a  cmd 
and  rapacious  enemy.  The  fpiendor  of  the  cities,  and  the  fecurity 
of  the  fortifications,  were  diligently  reilored,  by  the  paternal  care  of 
Theodofius-:  who  with  a  ftrong  hand  confined  the  trembling  Cale- 
donians to  the  northern  angle  of  the  ifland  ;  and  perpetuated,  by 
the  name  and  fettlement  of  the  new  province  of  Vtikntia^  the  glories 
of  the  reign  of  Valentinian  "V  The  voice  of  poetry  and  panegy- 
ric may  add,  perhaps  vvirli  lonie  degree  of  tnith,  that  the  unknown 
regions  of  Thu!e  were  flaincJ  with  tlic  hlood  of  the  Piils;  that  the 
oars  of  Theodoiius  d.ilhed  the  waves  of  the  Hypcrhorean  ocean ; 
and  that  thediftant  Orkneys  were  the  fcene  of  his  naval  vi<flc>i-v  over 
the  Saxon  pirates  "'•    He  left  the  province  with  a  fair^  as  well  as

of  mafter-general  of  the  cavalry,  by  a  piincc,  who  could  applaud,  v- 
without  envy,  the  merit  of  his  fervants.    In  the  important  ftation 
of  the  upper  Danube,  the  conqueror  of  Britain  checked  and  defeated 
the  armies  (tf  the  Alemanni,  before-  he  was  chofen  to  fupprefi  the 
revolt  of  Africa. 

III.  The  prince  who  refiifes  to  be  the  judge,  inftniAs  his  people 
to  conHder  him  as  the  accomplice,  of  his  minifters.  The  military  R«  i.  ;mis 
command  of  Africa  had  been  long  exerdied  by  Count  Romanus,  u^' 
and  his  alettes  were  not  inadequate  to  his- ftation:  but  as  ibrdid 
intereft  was  die  fole  motive  <^  bis  condufl,  he  aded,  on  moft  occa- 
(ions,  as  if  he  had  been  the  enemy  of  the  province;  and  the  friend - 
of  the  Barbarians  of  the  delert.    The  three  flourifliing  cities  of> 
Oea,  Leptis,  and  Sabrata,  which,  under  the  name  of  Tripoli,  had 
long  conffitttted  a  fcederal  union     were  obliged,  for  die  iirft  time,, 
to  Ihut  theiir  gates  againft  a  hoftile  invalion ;  feveral  of  their  moft . 
honourable  citizens  were  furprifed  and  maflacred ;  the  villages,  and 
even  the  fuburbs,  were  i)ill.iged  ;  and  the  vines  and  fruit-trees  of" 
that  rich  territory  were  extirpated  by  the  malicious  iiivages  of  Ge— 
tulia.    The  unhappy  provincials  implored  the  protedion  of  Rbma-- 
nus ;  but  they  foou  found' that  their  military  governor  was  not  lefe- 
cruel  and  rapacious  tlian  the  Barbarians.    As  they  were  incapable  <rf' 
furnifhing  the  four  thoufand  camels,  and  the  exorbitant  preient^, 
which  he  required,  l>ef6rc  he  would  march  to  the  afliflance  of  Tri- 
poli ;  his  demand  was  equivalent  to  a  refufal,  and  He  might  juftly

^  '^mt  iembly  of  the  three  cities,  they  nonunated  two  dqnitiei,  to  lay  it 
the  feet  .of  Valentinian  the  cuftomary  offering  of  a  gold  vifUvy; 
and  to  accompany  this  tribute,  of  duty,  rather  than  of  gratitude, 
with  their  humUe  complaint,  that  they  were  n4ncd  by  the  enemy, 
and  betrayed  by  their  governor.    If  the  fererity  of  ValcntiDiaa  * 
had  been  rightly  direded,  it  would  have  fallen  on  the  guilty 
head  of  Rcnnanus.   But  the  Count,  long  exercifed  in  the  artt  of  . 
corruption,  had  dilpatdied  a  fwift  and  tni%'  meflcnger  to  iiecuie 
the  venal  firiendihip  oif  Remigius,  mafler  of  the  offices.   The  wifdom 
of  the  Imperial  council  was  deceived  by  artifice ;  and  thdr  hoosft 
indignation  was  cooled  by  delay.   At  length,  when  the  repetition 
of  complaint  had  been  juftified  by  the  repetition  of  public  misfiicw 
.tunes,  the  notary  Palladium  was  feat  from  the  court  of  Treve^  to 
examine  the  ^bte  of  Africa,  and  tbe  cooduA  of  Romanus.  The 
rig^d  impartiality  of  Palladius  was  eafily  difarmed  f  he  was  tempted 
to  referve  for  lumielf  a  part  of  the  public  treafure,  which  he  broug^ 
with  him  for  the  payment  of  the  troops;  and  from  the  moment 
that  he  was  confidous  of  his  own  guilt,  he  could  no  longer  refufe  to 
atteft  the  innocence  and  merit  of  the  Count.   The  chaige  of  the 
Tripolitans  was  declared  to  be  Me  and  frivolous;  and  Palladiui 
himfelf  was  Csnt  back  from  Treves  to  Africa,  with  a  ipedal  com>* 
miflion,  to  diicover  and  piDfecutt  the  authors  of  tlus  impious  coor 
fpiracy  againft  the  reprefentatives  of  the  fovereign.   His  enquiries 
were  managed  with  fo  much  dexterity  and  fucoefs,  that  he  com- 
pelled the  citizens  of  L^tis,  who  had  fuftsuned  a  recent  (iege  of 
eight  days,  to  contradid  die  trudi  of  their  own  deq;;pe8,  and  to  cen^ 
fure  the  behaviour  of  thrir  own  deputies.   A  bloody  foitence  was 
pronouncied,  without  hefitation,  by  the  lafh  and  headftroQg  cruelty 
of  Valentinian.   The  piefident  of  Tripoli,  who  had  prefumed  to 
pity  the  diftrefs  of  the  province,  was  publicly  executed  at  Uttca  i

His  &ther  Nabal  was  one  of  the  richeft  and  mod  powerful  of  the  Rerolt  of 
^oorifh  princes,  who  acknowledged  the  fupremacy  of  Rome.  But 
as  he  left,  cither  by  his  ufrives  or  conculnnes,  a  very  numerous  ^*  ^' 
poftetity,  the  wealthy  inheritance  was  eagerly  difputed  ;  and  2^mma, 
•ne  <^  hts  fo^  was  flain  in  a  docheftic  qortfrd  by  his  brother  FirmuSk 
Hie  implacable  zeal,  with  which  RomanUs  prdfecuted  the  legal  re- 
venge of  this  murder,  could  be  aferibed  only  to  a  modve  of  avarice, 
or  pei-fonal  hatred :  but,  on  this  occafion,  his  claims  were  j  ufl ;  hb  in* 
fluence  was  weighty ;  and  Firmus,  dearly  uHderftood,  that  he  muft 
either  prefent  his  neck  to  the  executioner^  or  aj^iieal  from  the  fen- 
fence  of  the  Imperial  confiilory,  to  hu  fword,  and  to  the  people 
He  was  recaved  as  the  deliverer  of  his  country ;  and,  as  foon  as 
k  appeared,  ihaX  Romanus  was  formidable  only  to  a  fubmiflive  pro- 
vince, the  tyrant. Africa  became  the  obje£fc  of  univerfal  con- 
tempt. Hw  ruin  of  Caefarea,  which  was  plundered  and  burnt  by 
the  tioentious  Barbarians,  convinced  the  refraAory  cities  of  the 
danger  of  refiftance  ;  the  power  of  Firmus  was  eftablifhed,  at  leaft 
in  the  {Mrovinces  of  Mauritania  and  Numidia ;  and  it  ieemed  to  be 
his  only  doubt,  whether  he  fliould  alTume  the  diadem  of  a  Moorilfh

jA,JX.  573.  coaft;  and  the  timid  ufurpcr  funk  under  the  afcendant  of  virtue  and 
military  genius.  Though  Firmus  poflelTed  arms  and  trcafures,  his 
dd|Mdr  of  vidory  immediately  reduced  iiim  to  the  ufe  of  thofe  aits, 
whkh,  in  the  lame  country,  and  in  a  iimilar  fituation,  had  formerly 
been  pradifed  by  the  crafty  Jugurtha.  He  attempted  to  decdfe, 
by  an  apparent  fubmiflion,  the  vigilance  of  the  Roman  general ;  to 
ieduce  the  -fidelity  of  his  troops  and  to  protract  the  duration  of  the 
war,  by  fucceflively  en^g^ng  the  independent  tribes  of  Afirica  to 
efpoufe  lus  quarrel,  or  to  protei^  his  ffig^t.  Theodofius  imitated 
ihe  example,  and  obtained  the  fucceis,  of  his  predeceflbr  Metellus. 
When  Firmus,  in  the  charadtor  of  a  fupfdlantj  accufed  his  own  rafli- 
ne&,  and  humbly  folicited  the  clemency  of  the  emperor,  the  lieu- 
tenant of  Valentinian  received  and  difmifled  him  with  a  friendly  em- 
brace; but  he  diligently  required  the  ufeful  and  fubftantial  pledges 
of  a  fmcere  repentance ;  nor  could  he  be  perfuaded,  by  the  afllirances 
of  peace,  to  fufpcnd,  foraninftant,  the  operations  of  an  adive  war. 
A  dark  confpiracy  was  deteded  by  the  penetration  of  Theodofius ;  and 
he  fatisfied,  without  much  reludanoe,  the  public  indignation,  wh ich  he 
bad  fecretly  exdted.  Several  of  the  guilty  accomplices  of  Firmus  were 
abandoned,  according  to  ancient  cuftom,  to  die  tumult  of  a  military 
execution ;  many  more,  by  the  amputation  of  both  their  hands,  con- 
tinued to  exhibit  an  inftrudtive  fpe^cle  of  horror ;  the  hatred  of  the 
rebels  was  accompanied  with  fear;  and  the  fear  of  the  Roman  fol- 
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dltfs  was  mingled  ^nth  ttfyeOM  aibiindoii.  Anidft  tlie  boundlefs  c  h^a  p. 
^pluns  of  GetuUt,  and  die  innumerable  Tallies  of  Mount  Atlas,  it  ^ 
Was  inqK>ffiUe  to  pr^ent  the  t&ape  of  Rrmxis :  and  if  tlie  uiiuper 
could  hare  tired  die  fMUience  d  his  antagonift,  he  would  have  fe- 
cuicd  lus  perfim  in  the  depdi  of  fimie  remote  (blitude,  and  expeded 
the  hopes  of  a  future  revolution*  He  was  fubdued  by  the  perfe- 
verance  of 'Hieodofius ;  who  had  formed  an  inflexible  determination^ 
that  the  war  fliould  end  only  by  the  death  of  the  tyrant,  and  that 
every  nation  of  Africa,  which  prcfumed  to  fupport  his  caufe,  fliould 
be  involved  in  his  ruin.  At  the  head  of  a  fmall  body  of  troops,  which 
leldom  exceeded  three  thoufand  five  hundred  men,  the  Roman  ge- 
neral advanced,  with  a  fteady  prudence,  devoid  of  rallinefs,  or  of 
fear,  into  the  heart  of  a  country,  where  he  was  fometimes  attacked 
by  armies  of  twenty  thoufand  Moors.  The  boldnefs  of  his  charge 
difmayed  the  irregular  Barbarians;  they  were  difconcerted  by  his 
feafonable  and  orderly  retreats;  they  were  coiuinually  baffled  by  the 
unknown  rcfources  of  the  military  art;  and  they  felt  and  confclfed  the 
juft  fupcricrity,  which  was  afTumed  by  the  leader  of  a  civililed 
nation.  When  Thcodofius  entered  the  extenfivc  dominions  of  Igma- 
zen,  king  of  the  Ifaflenfes,  the  haughty  favage  required,  in  words 
of  defiance,  his  name,  and  the  objedb  of  his  expedition.  "  I  am, 
*•  replied  the  ftern  and  difdainful  count,  I  am  the  general  of  Valen- 
*•  tinian,  the  lord  of  the  world  ;  who  has  lent  me  hither  to  purfue 
'  •*  and  punifh  a  defperate  robber.  Deliver  hira  inftantiy  into  my 
*•  hands  ;  and  be  affurcd,  that  if  thou  doll  not  obey  the  commands 
*•  of  my  invincible  fovereign,  thou,  and  the  people  over  whom  thou 
?*  rcigneft,  fliall  be  utterly  extirpated."  As  foon  as  Igmazen  was 
fatisfied,  that  his  enemy  had  ftrength  and  refolution  to  execute  the 
fatal  menace,  he  confcnted  to  purchafe  a  neceflaiy  peace  by  the  la- 
crifice  of  a  guilty  fugitive.  Tlie  guards  that  were  placed  to  fccure 
•the  perfon  of  f  irmus,  deprived  him  of  the  hopes  of  efcapc ;  and 
Vol.  II.

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ii  M-  appointed  the  iniiilting  triumph  of  the  Romans,  by  ftrangling  lumftf 
in  the  night.  His  dead  body,  the  only  prefent  which  Igmazen  could 
offer  to  die  conqueror,  was  caidefsly  thrown  upon  a  camd :  and 
Theodofius,  leading  back  his  yidkorious  troops  to  Sidfi,  was  fainted 
by  the  wanneft  acdamations  of  joy  and  loyalty

Huge,  the  virtues  of  Theodofius :  and  our  curiofity  may  be  ufcfully  dureded 
A.  D.  $76,  to  the  inquiry  of  the  refpedive  treatment,  which  the  two  generals 
seceived  Bnm.  the  Imperial  court.  The  authority  of  count  Romanut 
had  been  fu^nded  by  the  mafter^neral  of  the  cavalry ;  and  he 
was  committed  to  fafe  and  honourable  cuftody  till  die  end  of  the 
war.  His  crimes  were  {nroved  by  the  moft  audientic  evidence ;  and 
the  public  expeded,  with  fome  impatience,  the  decree  of  fevere  jufHce. 
But  the  pardal  and  powerful  fxmmt  of  MellobaudcM  encouraged  hia 
to  challenge  his  legal  judges,  to  obtiun  repeated  delays  for  the  pui^oii! 
of  procuring  a  crowd  ni  friendly  witoefles,  and,  finally,  to  cover  his 
guilty  condud,  by  the  additional  guilt  of  fraud'  and  forger}'.  About 
the  fame  time,  the  reftorer  of  Britdn  and  Africa,  on  a  vague  fufpi- 
cion,  that  his  name  and  fervices  were  fuperior  to  the  rank  of  a  fubje^ 
was  ignominioufly  beheaded  at  Carthage.  Valentinian  no  longer 
reigned;  and  the  death  of  Thcodoljus,  as  well  as  the  impunity  of 
Romanus,  may  juftly  be  imputed  to  the  arts  of  the  minifters  who 
abuied  the  confidence,  and  deceived  ttic  inexperienced  youth,  of  his 
fons

tercfting  tribes  of  Africa  may  be  reduced  to  the  general  remark,  that  i  .-  '_f 
they  were  all  of  the  fwarthy  race  of  the  Moors;  that  they  inhabited, 
the  back  fcttlcments  of  the  Mauritanian  and  Numidian  provinces, 
the  country,  as  they  have  fince  been  termed  by  the  Arabs,  of  dates 
and  of  locufts  ;  and,  that,  as  the  Roman  power  declined  in  Africa, 
the  boundary  of  civilifed  manners  and  cultivated  land  was  infenfibly 
COntra£lcd.  Beyond  the  utmoft  limits  of  the  Moors,  the  vafl  and 
inhofpltable  defert  of  the  South  extends  above  a  thoufund  miles  to 
the  banks  of  the  Niger.  Tlie  ancients,  who  had  a  very  faint  and 
imperfect  knowledge  of  the  great  peninfula  of  Africa,  w^ere  fomctimes 
tempted  to  believe,  that  the  torrid  zone  mull  ever  remain  dcftltutc 
of  inhabitants  :  and  they  fometimes  amufed  their  fancy  by  filling 
the  vacant  fpacc  with  headlefs  men,  or  rather  monftcrs  ;  v/ith 
horned  and  cloven-footed  fatyrs with  fabulous  centaurs"*;  and  with 
human  pygmies,  who  waged  a  bold  and  doubtful  warfare  againd  the 
cranes       Carthage  would  have  trembied  at  the  ffarange  intelligence,

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that  the  countiies,  oa  either  fide  qf  the  equator,  were  filled  vith 
innumerable  nations,  who  difiiaced  only  in  their  colour  from  the  or- 
£nary  appearance  of  the  human  fpedes ;  and  the  fiibjeQe  of  the 
Rf^nan  empire  might  have  anzioufly  expeded,  that  the  fwarnu  of 
Barboxianti,  wMch  iHited  firom  the  North,  would  foon  be  encountered 
fi-om  the  South,  by  new  (warms  of  Barbarians,  equally  fierce,  and 
equally  formidable.  Thefe  gloomy  tenors  would  indeed  ha^e  been 
difpelied  by  a  more  indmate  acquaintance  with  iheduuaAer  ofthdr 
African  enemies.  The  tnaOion  of  the  negroes  does  not  feem  to  be 
the  effedb,  either  of  thdr  virtue,  or  of  thdr  pufillanimity.  *  Hiey 
indulge,  like  the  reft  of  manVind,  fhdr  pafikms  and  appetites; 
and  'the  adjacent  tribes  are  engaged  in  frequent  ads  of  hoflifity*". 
But  dieir  rude  ignorance  ha»  never  invented  any  efieftual  wei^pons 
of  jbfence,  or  of  deftmdion  j  tibey  appear  incapable  of  forming  aay 
extenfive  plans  of  government,  or  conqueft ;  and  the  obvious  infe- 
riority of  their  mental  faculties  has  been  difcovered  and  abided  by  the  j 
nations  of  the  temperate  zone.  Sixty  thoufand  blacks  are  annually 
embarked  from  the  coaft  of  Guinea,  never  to  return  to  their  native 
country  ;  but  they  are  embarked  in  chains :  and  this  conftant 
emigration,  which,  in  the  fpace  of  two  centuries,  might  have  fur- 
nifhed  armies  to  over-run  the  globe,  accufes  the  guilt  of  Europe,  and 
the  weaknefs  of  Africa. 

IV.  The  ignominious  treaty,  which  faved  the  army  of  Jovian,  had

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to  the  arnis  of  the  Pecfian  monarch  *'*«  Sapor  entered  the  Anneidan 
territories  at  the  head  of  a  fomudable  hoft  of  cuirafliersy  of  arcfaen, 
and  of  mercenary  foot ;  but  k  was  the  invariable  prance  of  Sapor 
to  mix  war  and  negociation,  and  to  confidcr  faliehood  and  perjury 
as  the  moft  powerful  inftniments  of  regal  policy.   He  afie^ed  ta 
IMrtftiTe  die  prudent  and  moderate  conduct  <^  the  Idi^  of  Armenia  |t 
and  the  unfu^ieious  Uranus  was  pcrfuaded,  by  the  repeated  afliiiances: 
of  inOdious  firiendflup,  to  deliver  his  peribn  into  the  hands  of  a  faiths 
lefi  and  cnid  enemy.   In  the  midft  of  a  fplendid  entertainment,  he 
was  bound  in  chains  of  filver,  as  an  honour  due  to  the  Uood  of 
the  Axiaddes ;  and,  after  a  ihort  confinement  in  the  Tower  of  Obli- 
vion at  Ecbatana,  he  was  releaied  fiom  the  miieries  of  life,  either 
^by  Ins  own  dagger,  or  by  that  of  an  aliffin*   The  kingdom  of  Ar- 
menia was  reduced  to  die  fiate  of  a  Perfian  provinces  the- adminl- 
firation  was  fliared  between  a  diftinguiflied  iatrap  and  a  fivourite 
eunuch ;  and  Sapor  mMrbed,  without  delay,  to  fubdue  the  martial 
^iritof  th^  Iberians.   Samtnnaces,  who  reigned  in  that  country  by 
the  permiilion  of  the  emperors,* was  expelled  by  a  fuperior  force ; 
and,  as  an  infult  on  die  majefty  of  Rome,  the  King  of  kings  placed 
a  diadem  on  the  head  of  his  abjed  yaflal  A^curas.   The  city  of 
Artogera0a  "*  was  the  only  place  of  Armenia,  which  prefnmed  to 
refift  the  effort  of  his  arms.    The  treafure  depoilted  in  that  ftrong 
fortrefs  tempted  the  avarice  of  Sapor  j  but  the  danger  of  Olympias, 
the  wife,  or  widow,  of  the  Armenian  king,  excited  the  public 
compaffion,  and  animated  the  defperate  valour*  of  her  fubjeds  and 
foldiers.    The  Perfians  were  furpiifed  apd  repulfed  under  the  wails

t--v-'.^  But  the  fofces  of  Sapor  were  ctmtmuany  renewed  and  increafed ; 

the  hopdeft  courage  of  the  ^rrilbn  was  exhaufted ;  the  Arength  of 
the  walb  yielded  to  the  aflault;  and  the  proud  conqueror,  afiet 
wafting  tlie  rebellious  dty  with  6re  and  fword,  led  away  csqn 
thre  an  unfortunate  queen;  who,  in  a  more  aui|»dou8  hour,  had 
been  the  deftined  bride  of  the  Ion  of  Conftandne  Yet  if  Sapor 
already  triumphed  in  the  eaiy  conqueft  of  two  d^endent  Idngdomi, 
he  foon  felt,  that  a  country  n  unfubdued,  as  long  as  the  minds  of 
the  people  are  aduated  by  an  hoAile  and  contumadous  {fmt.  The 
fittraps,  "Whom  he  was  obliged  to  tnift,  embraced  die  GrSt  opporm-  - 
nity  of  regumng  die  aflSsffion  of  thdr  countrymen,  and  of  figna* 
lifing  thdr  ipimortal  hatred  to  the  Perfian  name,  ^nce  die  dm- 
▼erficm  of  the  Armemans  and  Iberians,  thofe  nati<ms  coofidered 
die  QirifUans  as  the  fiiTOurites,  and  the  Mag^ans  as  die  ad^eria- 
ries,  of  die  Supreme  Bdng;  die  influence  of  the  dergy,  over  a 
fiiperftidous  people,  was  uniformly  exerted  in  the  caufe  of  Rome; 
and  as  long  as  the  fucceflbrs  of  Conftantine  di^pixted  ^th  diofe  of 
Artaxoxes  the  foverdgnty  of  the  intermediate  provinces,  die  reli- 
gious connexion  always  threw  a  dedfive  advantage  into  the  icale  of 
the  empire.  A  numerous  and  adive  party  acknowledged  Pan,  the 
•  Ion  of  Uranus,  as  the  lawful  Ibverdgn  d  Armenia ;  and  his  dt]e  K» 
the  throne  was  deq)ly  rooted  in  the  hereditary  fucoeflion  of  five 
hundred  years.  By  the  unanimous  con(ent  of  the  Iberians,  the 
country  was  equally  divided  between  the  rival  princes ;  and  Afpa- 
curas,  who  owed  his  diadem  to  the  choice  of  Sapor,  was  obliged  to 
dedare,  that  his  regard  for  lus  children,  who  were  detained  as  hoftages 
by  the  tyrant,  was  the  only  confideradon,  which  prevented  him  £rom 
openly  renoundng  the  alliance  of  Perfia.  The  emperor  Vakns,  who

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refpeded  the  obligations  of  the  treaty,  and  who  was  apprehcnfivc  C  ^  A  P. 
of  involving  the  Eaft  in  a  dangerous  war,  ventured,  with  flow  and  ^  — » 
cautious  meafurcs,  to  fupport  the  Roman  party  in  the  kingdoms 
of  Iberia  and  Armenia.    Twelve  legions  eftabliflied  the  auiiiority 
of  Sauromaces   ou    the  banks  of  the   Cyrus.     The  Euphrates 
was  protedlcd  by  the  valour  of  Arinthcus.     A  powerful  army, 
.under  the  command  of  count  Trajan,  and  of  Vadomair,.  king  of 
the  Alemanni,  fixed  their  cao^  oa.  the  confines  of  Armenia.  But 
they  were  ilridly  enjoined,  not  to  commit  the  firil  hoililities,  which 
might  be  undorftood  as  a  breach  of  the  treaty :  and  focfa  was  the 
implidt  obedience  <^  the  Roman  general,  that  they  retreated,  widi> 
cxempbry  patience,,  under  a  Ihower  of  Perfian  arrows,  tiO  diey  had 
dearly  acquired  a  juft  title  to  an  hohourablie  and  Intimate  vidory. 
Yet  thefe  appearances  of  war  infenfiKly  fiibfided  in  a  vain  and  tedious 
negpdadon»  The  contending  parties  fiqiported  their  daims  by  mu- 
tual reproaches  of  perfidy  and  ambition ;  and  it  flunild  (eem,  that 
the  original  treaty  was  exprefled  in  very  obfcure  terms,  fince  they 
were  reduced  to  the  neceflity  of  making  their  inconchiiive  appeal  to 
the  partial  teftimony  of  the  generals  of  the  two  nations,  who  had 
affifted  at  the  negoeiations        The  invafion  of  the  Goths  and  Huns, 
which  foon  afterwards  fliook  the  foundations  of  the  Roman  empire,, 
cxpofed  the  provinces  of  Alia  to  the  arms  of  Sapor.    But  the  de- 
clining age,  and  perhaps  the  infirmities,  of  the  monarch,  fuggcfted 
new  maxims  of  tranquillity  and  modcratit)n.    His  death,  which  A.  D.  390^ 
happenedin  the  full  maturity  of  a  reign  of  fevcniy  years,,  changed 
in  a  moment  the  court  and  councils  of  Pcrfia  ;  and  their  attention 
was  moft.  probably  engaged  by  domeilic.  troubles,  and  the  diiiant

In  the 
firft  years  of  the  reign  of  Tlicodofius,  a  Pcrfian  ambafly  arrived  at 
Conftantinoplc;  to  cxcufe  the  unjuftifial)]e  meafures  of  the  former 
reign  ;  and  to  offer,  as  the  tribute  of  friendiliip,  or  even  of  reiped, 
a  fplendld  prefent  of  gems,  of  filk,  and  of  Indian  elephants"'. 
AdTenturcj        In  the  general  pidure  of  the  affairs  of  the  Eafl  under  the  reign  of 
jf/SSeSf  Valcns,  the  adventures  of  Para  form  one  of  the  mod  ftriking  and  fm- 
gular  objeds.    The  noble  youth,  by  the  perfuafion  of  his  modicr 
Olympias,  had  efcaped  through  the  Pcrfian  hoft  that  bcfieged  Arto- 
geraffa,  and  implored  the  protedion  of  the  emperor  of  the  Eail 
By  his  timid  councils,  Para  was  alternately  fupported,  and  recalled, 
and  reftored,  and  betrayed.    Tlie  hopes  of  the  Armenians  were 
fometimcs  raifed  by  the  prefence  of  their  natural  foverelgn  ;  and 
the  mlnifters  of  Valens  were  fatisfied,  that  they  prefer\xd  the  inte- 
grity of  the  public  faith.  If  their  vaffal  was  not  fuffered  to  affume 
the  diadem  and  title  of  King.    But  they  foon  repented  of  their  own 
,  rafhnefs.  They  were  confounded  by  the  reproaches  and  threats  of  the 

Pcrfian  monarch.  They  found  reafon  to  diftruft  the  cruel  and  incoa- 
ftant  temper  of  Para  himfelf :  who  facrificed,  to  the  flighteft  fui- 
picions,  the  lives  of  his  moft  fiiilhful  fervants  ;  and  held  a  fecret  and 
difgraccful  corrcfpondence  with  the  affaffni  of  his  father,  and  the 
enemy  of  his  country.

tion  of  a  perfidious  court  The  long  of  Armenia,  for  fuch.  he  ap- 
'peared  in  -his  own  eyes,  and  in  thofe  of  his  nadon,  was  received  with 
due  honours  by  the  governors  of  the  provinces  through  which  he 
paiTed  ;  but  when  he  arrived  at  Tarfus  in  Qlida,  his  progrefs  was 
flopped  under  various  pretences ;  hb  motions  were  watched  with 
re^eOful  ingikuice ;  and  he  gradually  difcovered,  that  he  was  a  pri- 
foner  in  the  hands  c£  the  Romans.  Para  fuppxefied  iiis  indignation, 
diflembled  hisfinurs,  and,  after  fecretly  preparing  his  efcape,  mounted 
on  horfeback  with  three  hundred  of  his  &ithftil  foUowers.  The 
officer  ftationed  at  the  door  of  his  apartment  immediately  com- 
municated his  flight  to  the  confular  of  Glida,  who  overtook  him  in 
the  fuburbs,  and  endeavoured,  without  fuccefi,  to  difiliade  him  firom 
proiecuting  his  ralh  and  dangerous  defign.  A  legion  was  ordered 
to  purfue  die  royal  furtive;  but  die  purfuit  of  infantry  could 
not  be  very  alarming  to  a  body  of  lig^t  cavalry;  and  upon  the 
firft  cloud  of  arrows  that  was  diicharged  into  the  air,  they  re- 
treated with  precipitation  to  the  gates  of  Tarfus.  After  an  in- 
ceflant  march  of  two  days  and  two  nights,  Fara  and  hia  Arme- 
nians reached  the  banks  of  the  Euphrates ;  but  the  paflage  of  die 
river,  which  they  were  obliged  to  fwim,  was  attended  widi  fome 
delay  and  fome  lofs.  The  country  vras  alarmed;  and  the  two 
roads,  which  were  only  feparated  by  an  intervad  of  three  miles,  had 
been  occupied  by  a  thoufand  archers  on  horieback,  under  die  com- 
mand of  a  count  and  a  tribune.  Para  muft  have  yielded  to  fiiperior 
force,  if  the  acddental  arrival  of  a  friendly  traveller  had  not  revealed 
the  danger,  and  the  means  of  efcape.  A  dark  and  almoft  imperrious 
path  fecurely  conveyed  the  Armenian  troop  through  the  thicket ;  and 
Para  had  left  behind  him  the  count  and  the  tribune,  while  they  pa- 
tently expected  his  approach  along  the  public  highways.  They  re-

ikilful  ma^ciany  had  transformed  himfelf  and  Ms  foUowefB,  and 
pafled  before  thdr  eyes  under*  a  borrowed  ihape.    After  his  return 
to  his  native  kingdom,  Fkra  ftiU  condnued  to  pn^efs  himletf  the  fiieod 
and  ally  of  the  Romans;  but  the  Romans  had  injured  ium  too  de^y 
ever  to  forgave,  and  the  6cret  fentence  of  his  death  was  iigned  in 
the  council  of  Valens.   The  execution  of  the  bloody  deed  was  com- 
mitted to  the  fubtlr  prudence  of  Count  Trajan  i  and  he  had  die 
merit  of  initnuatihg  hunfdf  into  the  confidence  of  the  credulous 
prince,  that  he  might  find  an  opportunity  of  ftabbing  lum  to  the 
fieart.    Para  was  invited  to  a  Roman  baiK^uer^  which  had  been  pre- 
pared with  all  the  pomp  and  fenfuality  of  the  Eaft:  the  hall  re- 
funded vdth  cheerful  mulic,.  and  the  company  was  already  heated 
with  wine ;  when  the  count  redred  for  an  i'nfCant,  drew  his  fwoid, 
and  gave  the  fignal  of  the  murder.  A  robuft  and  defjperate  Barbarian

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«nd  the  moft  noble  itf  die  nee  Hof  tile  Ainali,^  have  been  eoB^  ^xxv^' 
the  enthufiafm  of  his  couttirynien,  to  die  eqiloits  of  Alexander:  with  w  .^^^ 
this  fingnlar,  and  almoft  incredihle^  difieience»  that  the  maitial  fpirit  of 
theGothic  hero,  inftead  of  beng fiqipofted  by  the  vigour  youdi, 
was  delayed  vrith  glory  and  fuoceft  in  die  extreme  period  of  human 
life ;  between  the  s^  of  fowrlcofe  and  one  hundred  and  ten  years.  Hie 
independent  tribes  were  petfuaded,  or  oompelled,  to  acknowledge 
the  Hng  of  die  Oftrogoths  as  the  fovereign  of  the  Goduc  nation : 
the  chieft  of  the  YiligotliSi  or  Thervingi,  renouficed  the  royal  title^ 
and  aflamed  the  more  humble  appellarion.  of  Judges ,  and,  among 
thofe  judges,  Athanaric,  Fritigcm,  and  Alavivus,  were  the  moftil* 
luftrious,  by  their  perfiMul  merit,  as  well  as  by  tiMir  vidbuty  to  the 
Roman  provinces.  Thefe  domefHc  eoi^uefts,  indiidi  increaled  the 
military  power  of  Hermanric,  enlarged  his  ambitious  defigns.  He 
Invaded  die  adjaeent  conntries  of  the  North ;  and  twelve  condderable 
nadons,  whofe  names  and  limits  cannot  be  accurately  defined,  fuc- 
ceffively  yielded  to  the  fuperioiity  of  die  Godiic  arms  The  He^ 
Tuli,  who  inhabited  die  marihy  lands  near  the  lake  Ma>otis,  were 
renowned  Ibr  thdr  ftrength  and  agility ;  and  the  afTillance  of  their 
lig^t-in&ntry  was  eagerly  folicited,  and  highly  efteemed,  in  all  ihe 
wars  of  the  Barbarians.  But  the  adlive  fpirit  of  the  Hcruli  was  fub- 
ducd  by  the  flow  and  fteady  perfeverance  of  the  Goths  ;  and,  after 
a  bloody  aftion,  in  which  the  king  was  flain,  the  remains  of  that 
warlike  tribe  became  an  ufcful  accclfion  to  the  camp  of  Hermanric*

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^«  Heathen  marched  agalnft  the  Venedi ;  unfkilled  in  the  ufe  of  amu^ 
\,  mm^m,  ^  and  fonnidable  only  by  their  numbers,  which  filied  the  wide  extent 
of  the  plains  of  modem  Poland.  The  vittorioiss  Goths,  who  wen 
not  inferior  in  numbers,  prevailed  in  the  contefl,  by  the  dedfivc 
advantages  of  ezerdfe  and  difdpline.  After  the  fubau0ion  of  the 
Venedi,  the  conqueror  advanced,  without  refiftance,  as  £ir  as  the 
confines  of  the  iEftii  '** ;  an  ancient  people,  whofc  name  is  (till  pre- 
ierved  in  the  prodnee  of  Edhonia.  Thofe  diflant  iahalntants  of  the 
BaMcGOaft  were  fupported  by  the  kbours  of  agricultuce,  enriched  bj 
the  trade  of  amber,  and  confecrated  by  the  peculiar  worihip  of  the 
Mother  of  the  Gods.  But  the  fcardty  of  iron  obliged  the  MStim 
warriors  to  content  themfelves  with  wooden  dul» ;  and  the  redudioa 
of  that  wealthy  country  is  afcribed  to  the  prudence,  rather  than  to 
the  arms,  of  Hermanric;  His  dominions,  which  eactended  from  the 
Danube  to  the  Baltic,  included  the  native  feats,  and  the  recent  ac- 
qmfitionst  of  the  Goths and  he  reigned  over  the  greateft  part  c£ 
Germany  and  Scythia  with,  the  authority  of  a  conqueror,  and  ibme' 
times  with  the.  cruelty  of  a  tyrant.  But  he  reigned  over  at  paix  of 
the  globe  incapable  of  perpetuating  and  adonung  the  g^ory  of  its 
heroes. '  The  name  of  Hermanric  is  almoft  buried  in  oblivion ;  his 
exploits  are  imperfi^dly  known ;  and  die  Romans  themfelves  ap^ 
peared  unconfdous  of  die  progreis  of  an  alpiring  power,  which 
threatened  the  liberty  of  the  North,  and  the  peace  of  the  empire'*^.

Ipirit  of  the  Barbarian  youth.  Their  contempt  for  two  new  and 
obfcure  princes,  w!io  had  hccn  raifed  to  the  throne  by  a  popular 
election,  iufpircd  tlic  Goths  with  bolder  hopes ;  and,  while  they 
agitated  fomc  dcfigii  of  marching  their  confederate  force  under  the 
national  ftandard they  were  cafily  tempted  to  embrace  the  party 
of  Procoplus ;  and  to  foment,  by  their  dangerous  aid,  the  civil  dii^ 
cord  of  the  Romans.  The  j>ul)lic  treaty  might  ftipulate  no  more 
than  ten  thoufand  auxiliaries :  but  the  deiign  was  i'o  zcaUniny  adopted 
by  the  chiefs  of  the  Vifigoths,  that  the  army  which  pafTed  the  Da- 
nube amounted  to  the  number  of  thirty  thoufand  men  They 
marched  with  the  proud  conlideocer  that  their  invincible  valour 
would  decide  the  fate  of  the  Roman  empire ;  and  the  provinces  of 
Thrace  groaned  under  the  weight  of  the  Barbarians,  who  difplayed 
the  infolence  of  maflers,  and  the  licentioufneli  of  enemies.  But  the 
intemperance  whicli  gratified  their  appetites,  retarded  their  progrefs; 
and  before  the  Gciths  could  receive  any  certain  intelligence  of  the 
defeat  and  death  of  Procoplus,  they  perceived,  by  the  hoUile  flatt 
of  the  country,  that  the  civil  and  military  powers  were  refumed  by 
his  fuccellf.il  rival.  A  diain  of  pods  and  fortifications,  (kilfully  dil- 
pofed  by  Valens,  or  the  generals  of  Valens,  refifted  their  march,, 
prevented  their  rctrcsrt,  and  intercepted  their  fubfiflence.  The  fierce- 
nefs  of  the  Barbarians  was  tamed  and  fuipended  by  hunger :  they 
indii:n:.;.tly  threw  dcAvn  their  arms  at  thefi:et  of  the  conqueror,  whot 
offered  them  food  and  chains :  the  numerous  captives  were  diftri— 
buted  in  all  the  cities  of  the  £ail  i  and  the  provincials,  who  weic

.and  cxaiperated  bj  this  national  calamity.    His  ambafladors  loudly 
complained,  at  the  court  of  Valens,  of  the  infradion  of  the  ancient 
.and  iblemn  alliance,  which  hkd  fo  long  fubHfted  between  die  Romans 
and  the  Goths.  They  alleged,  that  they  had  fulfilled  the  duty  of 
allies,  by  ailifting  the  Idnfman  and  fucceflbr     the  emperor  Julian; 
they  required  the  immediate  reftitution  of  the  noble  captives ;  and 
they  urged  a  very  fingular  claim,  that  the  Gothic  generals,  mardung 
in  arms,  and  in  hoftile  array,  were  endtled  to  the  iacred  charaOer 
and  privileges  of  ambaiTadors.   The  decent,  but  peremptory,  re- 
fuial  of  thefe  extravagant  demands,  was  Signified  to  the  Barbarians 
by  Vi&or,  mafter-general  of  the  cavahy;  who  exprefled,  witfa 
fofce  and  diguty,  die.juft  complaints  of  the  Emperor  of  the 
Eaft***.    The  negociation  was  interrupted;  and  the  manly  ex-

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nnbe,  or  even  to  the  gates  of  Conftantinoplc,  the  aged  monarch  of  ^ 
tl^e  Goths  rengned  to  the  Drare  Athanaric  the  danger  and  glory  of  a  u  ^- 
ddenlive  war,  ag.iinft  an  enemy,  who  widded  with  a  feeble  hand  the 
powers  irf  a  mighty  ftate.  A  bridge  of  boats  was  eftablifhed  upon  the  , 
Danube ;  the  prefence  of  Valens  animated  his  troops ;  and  his  ig- 
norance of  the  art  of  war  was  compenfated  by  perfonal  bravery,  and 
a  wife  deference  to  the  advice  of  Vidlor  and  Arintheus,  his  mafters- 
geaenl  of  die  cavahy  and  inj^iTtry.    The  operations  of  the  campaign 
w«re  condufled  by  their  ikill  and  experience ;  but  they  found  il  hn- 
poffible  to  drive  the  ViHgoths  from  didr  ftrong  pofts  m  tlifi  moon- 
tains  t  and  die  devaftation  of  die  plains  obliged  the  Romans  them- 
felvcs  to  rcpafs  the  Danube*  on  the  approach  of  winter.   The  tncei^- 
fimt  rains,  which  fwdled  the  waters  of  die  river,  produced  a  tacit' 
ibipenfion  of  arms,  and  confined  the  emperor  Valens,  during  the  whole  ^ 
courfe  of  the  enfuing  fummer,  to  his  camp  of  Marcianapolis.  The 
third  year  of  the  war  was  more  favourable  to  the  Romans,  and  more 
pernicious  to  the  Goths.    The  interruption  of  trade  deprived  the 
Barbarians  of  the  objeds  of  luxury,  which  they  already  confounded 
with  the  necefllaries  of  life ;  and  the  defolation  of  a  very  extenfive 
•  trad  of  country  threatened  them  with  the  horrors  of  famine.    Atha-  - 
naric  was  provoked,  or  compelled,  to  riik  a  battle,  which  he  loft,  in 
the  plains ;  and  the  purfuit  was  rendered  more  bloody  by  the  cruel 
precaution  of  the  vi6mous  generals,  who  had  pronuied  a  large  re- 
ward for  the  head  of  every  Goth,  that  was  brought  into  die  Imperial . 
camp.    The  fubmifllon  of  the  Barbarians  appealed  the  refentment  of 
Valens  and  his  council ;  the  emperor  lifteoed  with  iatisfii^on  to  the 
flattering  and  eloquent  remonftrance  of  the  &nate  of  Gonftandaople, , 
which  aflumed,  for  thefirft  time,  a  {hare  in  die  pMie  deliberations ; . 
and  the  £une  generals,  Vidor  and  Arintheus,  who  had  fucce(sfully 
directed  die  condiiQ  of  die  war,  were  empowered  to  regulate  the : 
con^dmis  of  peace.   Tbe.fieedom.of  txade,  wUdi  die.Godis  hadi 
2-  hidierto-^ 
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^vvv  JiitJ^crto  enjoyed,  was  reflrided  to  two  cities  on  the  Danube;  the 
u  ^  raOinefs  of  their  leaders  was  feverely  punifhed  by  the  fupprelEoa  of 
their  pendons  and  fubfidies ;  and  the  exception,  which  wu  ftipu* 
lated  in  £ivour  of  Athanaric  alone,  was  more  advantageous  than 
honourable  to  the  Judge  of  the  Vifigoths.  Athanaric,  who,  on  this 
occaHon,  appears  to  have  coniulted  his  private  intereft,  urithout 
peeling  the  orders  of  his  ibvereign,  fupported  his  own  dignity,  and 
diat  of  his  tribe,  iu  the  perfimal  interview  which  was  propofed  by 
the  miniflers  of  Valens.  He  periifted  in  his  declaration,  that  it  was 
impoflible  for  him,  without  incurring  the  guih  of  perjury,  ever  to 
fet  his  foot  on  the  territory  of  the  empire ;  and  it  is  more  tlian  pro- 
bable, that  his  regard  for  the  lan£fcity  of  an  oath  was  confirmed  by 
the  recent  and  fatal  examples  of  Roman  treachery.  The  Danube, 
which  feparated  the  dominions  of  the  two  independent  nations,  was 
chofen  for  the  fcene  of  the  coiilerence.  The  Emperor  of  the  Eail, 
and  the  J  udge  of  the  Vifigoths,  accompanied  by  an  equal  number 
of  armed  followers,  advanced  in  didr  refpedive  bai^pes  to  the  middle 
of  the  ftream.  After  the  ratification  of  the  treaty,  and  the  delivery 
of  hoAages,  Valens  returned  in  trinmph  to  Conftantinople ;  and  the 
Goths  remained  in  a  date  of  tranquillity  about  fix  )  ears ;  till  they 
were  violently  impelled  againft  the  Roman  empire,  by  an  inau« 
merable  boft  of  Scythians,  who  appeared  to  ifliie  from  the  fiozen 
regions  of  the  North  '**, 
War  of  the  Tlic  Empefor  of  the  Weft,  who  had  refigued  to  his  brother  the 
s^maduM.  command  of  the  Lower  Danube,  referved  for  hb  immediate  care  the 
A.  D.  374.  ^fencc  of  the  Rh^ptian  and  lUyrian  provinces,  which  Ipread  fo  many 
hundred  miles  along  the  greateft  of  the  European  rivers.   The  adive

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policy  of  Vdbitiirfia  wu  coiMiauftlly  emplojecl  in  addbg  new  foh*  ^  ^* 
tificatkmt  to  &e  fiscuricy  of  the  frontier :  but  the  abufe  of  this  policy  <-i-v^  -» 
protoked  the  juft  refentment  of  die  Barbariaaa.  The  Quadi  com- 
plained, that  the  ground  for  an  intended  fbrtreis  had  been  maiked 
out  on  their  terri^es ;  and  thor  comj^nts  were  urged  with  f6 
much  leafon  and  moderation,  that  Equitiua,  mafter-general  of  Iliy- 
ticum,  coofented  to  fu^pend  the  proliecution  of  the  work,  till  he 
ihould  be  more  dearly  informed  of  the  will  of  his  ibfvereign.  Thii 
&ir  occafion  of  injuring  a  rival,  and  of  advanelng  the  fortune  of  hit 
fim,  was  eagerly  embiaeed  by  the  inhuman  Maxsmin,  the  pnefeO* 
or  lather  tyrant,  of  GauL  The  paffioms  of  Vakntinian  were  imp» 
tient  of  eontroulj  and  he  creduloufly  lifiened  to  the  afluranoea  of  hit 
£rrottrite|  that  if  the  government  of  Valeiia,  and  the  Predion  of 
die  work,  were  entrufted  to  the  zeal  of  his  ion  Maroellinua,  the 
empert^  fiwuld  no  longer  be  importuned  widi  tibe  audadom  icmon- 
ftranccs  of  the  Baibaiians.  The  fiitgeda  dP  Rome,  and  ihe  nadvei( 
of  Germany,  were  infulted  by  the  anoganee  of  a  young  and  worth- 
lela minifter,  whoconfideied  his  rapid  elevation  as  the  proof  and  re* 
ward  of  lus  fuperror  merit.  He  afie^Ud,  however,  to  recdve  die 
modeft  application  of  Gabinius,  king  of  the  Quadi,  with  Tome  at- 
tention and  regard:  but  this  artful  civility  concealed  a  dark  and 
bloody  defign,  and  the  credulous  prince  was  perfuaded  to  accept  the 
prefling  invitation  of  Marcelltnus.  I  am  at  a  lofs  how  to  vary  the 
narrative  of  fimilar  crimes ;  or  how  to  relate,  that,  in  the  courfe  of  the 
fame  year,  but  in  remote  parts  of  the  empire,  the  inhofpitable  table 
of  two  Imperial  generals  was  ftained  with  die  royal  blood  of  two 
guefls  and  allies,  inhumanly  murdered  by  thdr  order,  and  in  their 
prefence.  Hie  fate  of  Gabinius,  and  of  Para,  was  the  £une :  but 
the  cruel  deatli  their  fovereign  was  refented  In  a  very  di& 
ferent  manner  by  the  ftrv3e  temper  of  die  Armenians,  and  die 
free  and  daring  fpirit  of  tlie  Gemums.  The  QiukK  were  much  de* 
Vol.  IL  4  B  dined 
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c  dined  from  that  formidable  power,  which,  in  the  time  of  Marcnr 

<  ■  Antoniniu,  had  ^nead  terror  to  the  gates  of  Rome.   But  they  ftill 

pofiefled  arms  and  courage ;  their  courage  was  animated  by  defpair, 
and  they  obtained  the  ufual  reinforcement  of  the  cavidry  of  their 
Sarmatian  allies.   So  improvident  was  the  aflaflin  Marcellinus,  that 
he  chofe  the  moment  when  the  braveft  veterans  had  been  drawn  away, 
to  fuppreis  the  revolt  of  Firmus  $  and  the  whole  province  was  ex- 
pofed,  with  a  very  feeble  defence,  to  the  rage  of  the  exa^>eiated 
Barbarians.   They  invaded  Pannonia  in  the  feafon  of  harveft ;  un- 
mercifully deftrc^ed  every  object  of  plunder  which  they  could  not 
eafily  tran^ort ;  and  either  difregarded,  or  demoUihed,  the  empty 
fortifications.   The  princels  Conftantia,  the  daughter  of  the  em- 
peror Conftantius,  and  the  grand-daughter  of  the  great  Conftantine, 
very  narrowly  efcaped.   That  royal  maid,  who  had  innooendy 
luppMted  die  revolt  of  Procojuus,  was  now  the  deftined  wife  of  the 
hdr  of  the  Weftem  empire.    She  traverled  the  peaceful  inovinoe 
with  a  Ijplendid  and  unarmed  train.    Her  perlbn  was  fiived  from 
danger,  and  die  republic  from  dilgrace,  by  the  adive  zeal  of  Mef- 
lalla,  governor  of  die  provinces.    As  ibon  as  he  was  informed  that 
die  village,  where  flie  ftoj^ped  only  to  dine,  was  ahnoft  encompaOed 
by  the  Barbarians,  he  hailily  placed  her  in  his  own  chariot,  and 
drove  full  fpeed  till  he  reached  the  gates  of  Sirmium,  which  were 
at  the  diftance  of  lix  and  twenty  miles.     Even  Sirnuum  migiit 
not  have  been  fecure,  if  die  Qiuidi  and  Sarmatians  Bad  diligently 
advanced  during  the  general  conftematicm'  of  the  mag^ftrates 
and  people.   Their  delay  allowed  Probus,  the  Prsetorian  pxaefed, 
fuffldent  time  to  recover  his  own  ^pints,  and  to  revive  the  courage 
of  die  cidzeitt.   He  fkilfiilly  direded  their  ftremxous  efforts  to  re- 
pair and  fbrengthen  the  decayed  fortificadons;  and  procured  the 
leafonable  and  effedhial  ailiftance  of  a  company  of  archers,  to  pro- 
teOL  the  cajMtal  of  the  Illyrian  provinces.   Difappointed  in  their  at- 
tempts 
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tempts  againft  the  walk  of  Sirmium,  the  indtgnant  Barbarians  turned  c  A  P. 
thdr  arms  agunft  the  mafter^general  of  the  frontier,  to  whom  they  .> 
unjuaiy  attributed  the  murder  of  their  Idng.  Eqiutius  could  bring 
into  the  field  no  more  than  two  legions;  but  they  contained 
the  veteran  ftrength  of  the  Msdian  and  Pannonian  bands.  The 
obftinacy  with  which  they  difputed  the  vain  honours  of  rank 
and  precedency,  was  the  caufe  of  th^  deftru^on ;  and,  while 
they  adted  with  feparate  forces  and  divided  coundls,  they  were 
fuTpri£ed  and  flaughtered  by  the  aftive  vigour  of  the  Sarmatian 
horfe.  The  fucceis  of  diis  invafion  provoked  the  emulation  of 
the  bordering  tribes ;  and  the  province  of  Maelia  would  infal- 
libly have  been  loft,  if  young  Theodofius,  the  duke,  or  military 
commander,  of  the  frontier,  had  not  fignalifed,  in  the  defeat  of  the 
public  enemy,  an  intrepid  genius,  worthy  of  his  illuftripus  &ther, 
and  of  his  future  greatnefs 

The  mind  of  Valendnian,  who  then  refided  at  Treves,  was  deeply  Hie  ajtii- 
affeGttd  by  the  calamities  of  lUyricum ;  but  the  latenels  of  the  feafon 
fufpended  the  execution  of  his  deligns  till  the  enfuing  ^ring.  He  A.D.  $7$' 
marched  in  perfoo,  with  a  confiderable  part  of  the  forces  of  Gaul, 
from  the  banks  of  the  Mofelle :  and  to  the  fuppliant  ambafladors  of 
the  Sarmatians,  who  met  him  on  the  way,  he  returned  a  doubtful 
anfwer,  that,  as  foon  as  he  reached  the  fcene  of  adion,  he  fliould 
exanune,  and  pronounce.  When  he  arrived  at  Sirmium,  he  gave 
audience  to  the  deputies  of  the  Ulyrian  provinces ;  who  loudly  con- 
gratulated their  own  felicity  under  the  auTpicious  government  of  Pro- 
bus,  his  Praet«manprsefeA  '*'•  Valentinian,  who  was  flattered  by  theie 

demonftrations

and  groans  am  I  fent  (relied  Iphides)  by  a  rduAant  people." 
The  emperor  pauled :  but  the  in^wuty  6f  his  miniftere  eftabUihed 
the  pemidoiu  maxim,  that  they  might  opprefs  his  fubjeds,  without 
injuring  his  iervice.  A  ttnBt  inquiry  into  tlieir  conduA  would  have 
fdieved  the  public  dilcontenL  The  ferere  condemnation  ts£  the 
murder  of  Gabtnius,  was  the  only  mealure  which  could  refiore  the 
confidence  of  the  Germans,  and  vindicate  the  honour  cf  the  Roman 
aame.  But  the  haughty  monarch  was  incapaUe  of  die  magnanimity 
which  dares  to  acknowledge  a  fault.  He  focgot  the  pxoTocadon» 
remembered  only  die  injury,  and  adTsnced  into  die  country  of  the 
Quadi  with  an  inladate  durft  of  blood  and  revenge.  The  extreme 
devaftadon,  and  promifcuous  maflacre,  of  a  favage  w^r,  were  jufH- 
fied,  in  the  eyes  of  die  emperor,  and  perhaps  in  diofe  of  the  worid, 
«  by  the  cruel  equity  of  retafiadon    :  and  iuch  was  the  difeipline  of 

die  Romans,  and  die  conftemalion  <£  the  enemy,  that  Valentiniatt 
repafled  the  Danube  without  the  lofs  of  a  fingle  man.  As  he  had 
lefolved  to  complete  the  deftrudion  of  the  Quadi  by  a  fecond  cam- 
paign, he  fixed  hb  wtnter-quarten  at  Bregetio,  on  the  Danube^  near 
the  Hungarian  dty  of  Freflnirgh.  While  the  opoadons  of  war  were 
fuTpended  by  the  feverity  of  the  weather,  the  Quadi  made  an  humble 
attempt  to  deprecate  the  wrath  <^  their  conqueror }  and,  at  die  ear-

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neft  perfiufioB  of  Equitius,  didr  ambdladon  were  mtxoduoed  into 
the  Imperial  couodL    They  approached  the  throne  with  bended  \-  ^-  \j 
bodies,  wd  dejeded  countenances ;  and,  wichont  daring  to  complain 
of  the  murder  of  their  king,  they  affirmed,  irith  folemn  oaths,  d»t 
the  late  invafion  waa  the  crime  of  fi>me  irregular  robbers,  which  the 
phblic  coundl  of  the  nation  condemned  and  abhorred.   The  anfwer 
of  the  cn^eror  left  them  but  little  to  hope  firom  his  clemency  or 
compaiDon.    He  reviled,  in  the  moft  intemperate  language,  thdr 
bafenefs,  thdr  ingratitude,  thdr  infolence.— His  eyes,  his  voice,  his 
colour,  his  geftures,  exprefled  the  violence  of  his  ungovemed  fury  %  ' 
and,  while  his  whole  frame  was  agitated  with  convullive  pafficm,  a 
large  biood>velfel  fuddenly  burft  in  his  body ;  and  Valentinian  fell 
^peechlels  into  the  arms  of  his  attendants.   Their  pious  care  imme- 
diately concealed  his  iltuadon  from  the  crowd :  but,  in  a  few  mi- 
nutes, the  Emperor  of  the  Weft  expired  in  an  agony  of  pain,  re-  and  death,  of 
taining  his  fenfes  till  the  laft;  and  ftruggling,  without  iiiccds,  to  ' 
declare  his  intentions  to  the  generals  and  mimfters,  who  furronnded  a.  d.  175, 
the  royal  couch.   Valemiman  was  about  fifty-four  years  of  age ;  JJj*^*  ' 
and  he  wanted  only  one  hundred  days  to  accomplifh  the  twdve  years 
of  his  reign  "*.

^  XXV  ^'  "  Italian  governor :  her  admiiation  of  thofc  naked  charms^ 

%m  rn^m,'^  which  fiic  had  often  feen  in  the  bath,  i)rat  exprefled  with  fuch 
'<*  lavifli  and  imprudent  praife,  that  the  emperor  was  tempted  to 
**  introduce  a  fecond  wife  into  his  bed;  and  his  public  edi€t  ex- 
tended  to  all  the  fubjefb  of  the  empire,  the  fame  domeftic  privi- 
leg^,  which  he  had  aflumed  for  himfelf."  But  we  may  be  afliired, 
from  the  eiradence  of  reafon,  as  wdl  as  hiftory,  that  the  two  mani* 
ages  of  Valentinian,  with  Serera,  and  with  Juftina,  were  JwxefioAj 
contraded ;  and  that  he  ufed  the  ancient  permiflion  of  divorce,  wUdi 
was  iHll  allowed  by  the  laws,  though  it  was  condemned  by  the  chunih. 
Serera  was  the  mother  of  Gratian,  who  ieemed  to  unite  every  dum 
which  could  entitle  him  to  die  undoubted  fucceflion  of  the  Weftem 
jempire.  He  was  the  eldeft  fon  of  a  monarch,  whofe  glorious 
Mgn  had  confirmed  the  firee  and  honourable  choice  of  his  fellow- 
foldiera.  Before  he  had  attained  the  ninth  year  of  his  age,  the 
royal  youth  received  from  the  hands  of  his  indulgent  £ither  the 
purple  robe  and  diadem,  \nth  the  title  of  Auguftus :  the  eledion 
was  folemnly  ratified  by  the  confent  and  applaule  of  die  armies  of 
Gaul  J  and  the  name  of  Gratian  was  added  to  the  names  of  Va- 
lendnian  and  Valens,  in  all  the  legal  tranladions  of  die  Roman  go- 
vernment. By  his  marriage  with  the  grand-daughter  of  Conftan- 
tine,  the  fon  of  Valentinian  acquired  all  the  hereditary  rights  of  die 
FUvian  fiunily}  wUdi,  in  a  ieries  of  three  Imperial  generadons, 
were  fan^fied  by  dme,  religion,  and  the  reverence  of  the  people. 
At  the  death  of  his  £dier,  the  royal  youth  was  in  the  feventeendi 
year  of  his  age ;  and  his  virtues  already  juftified  the  favourable  opi- 
luon  tS.  the  army  and  people.  But  Gratian  refided,  widiout  ap[»e- 
heniton,  in  the  palace  of  Treves ;  whilft,  at  the  diftance  of  many

hundred 
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Inuidred  miles,  Valentmian  fuddenly  expired  in  the  canip  of  Brege-  ^  ^* 
tio.  The  palEons,  which  had  been  fo  long  fuppreflTed  by  the  pre«  < ,  y 
fence  of  a  mafter,  immediately  revived  in  the  Imperial  council ;  and 
the  ambitious  defign  reigning  in  the  name  of  an  infant,  was  art- 
fully executed  by  Mellobaudes  and  Equitius,  who  commanded  the 
attachment  of  the  Illyrian  and  Italian  bands.  They  contrived  die 
moft  honourable  pretences  to  remove  the  popular  leaders,  and  the 
troops  df  Gaul,  who  might  have  aflerted  the  claims  of  the  lawful 
fucceflbr :  they  fuggefted  the  neceflity  of  extinguifliing  the  hopts  of 
foragn  and  dome(Hc  enemies,  by  a  bold  and  decilive  meafure.  The 
empreis  Jultina,  who  had  been  left  in  a  palace  about  one  hundred  miles 
from  Bregetio,  was  refpeSftilly  invited  to  appear  in  the  camp,  with 
the  Ton  of  the  deceaicd  emperor.  On  the  fixth  day  after  the  death 
of  Vatentinian,  the  infant  prince  of  the  fame  name,  who  was  only 
four  years  old,  was  fhewn,  in  the  arms  of  his  mother,  to  the  lemons; 
and  folemnly  invefted,  by  military  acclamation,  with  the  titles  and 
enfigns  of  fupreme  power.  The  impending  dangers  of  a  civil  war 
were  feafqnably  prevented  by  the  wife  and  moderate  conduft  of  the 
emperor  Gratian.  He  cheerfully  accepted  the  choice  of  the  army ; 
dedared,  that  he  (hould  alwap  confider  the  ion  of  JufBna  as  a 
brotho:,  not  as  a  rival ;  and  advifed  the  emprefs,  with  her  fon  Va- 
lentinian,  to  fix  their  relidence  at  Milan,  in  the  £ur  and  peaceful 
province  of  Italy ;  while  he  afliimed  the  more  arduous  command  oT 
the  countries  beyond  the  Alps.

and  diough  he  uniforndy  bdiaved  witb  tendemels  and  regard  to  his 
infant  colleague,  he  gradually  confounded,  in  the  adnunifbation  of' 
the  Wcftem  empire,  the  office  of  a  guardian  with  the  audiorhy  of  a 
ibverdgiu  The  government  of  the  Roman  world  was  exercifed  in 
the  united  names  <^  Valens  and  his  two  nephews  $  but  the  feeble

N  the  feconJ  year  of  the  reign  of  Valentiiuan  and  Valcns,  on   ^  vvvi^' 
the  morning  of  the  twcnty-firft  day  of  July,  the  grcatcfl:  part  *  ■  ^/ 
of  the  Roman  world  was  fhaken  by  a  violent  and  dcftrudive  earth-  quakes, 
quake.    The  imprefiioa  was  communicated  to  the  waters ;   the  fa^'ttl^' 
fhores  of  the  Mediterranean  were  left  dry,  by  the  fudden  retreat  of 
the  fca  ;  great  quantities  of  fifli  were  caught  with  the  !iand;  large 
vefleh  were  llrandcd  on  the  mud  ;  and  a  curious  IpedLutor '  amufed 
his  eye,  or  rather  his  fancy,  by  contemplating  the  rarious  appearance 
•of  vallies  and  mountains,  which  had  never,  fince  tlic  formation  of 
the  globe,  been  expoied  to  the  fun.    But  the  tide  foon  returned^ 
with  the  weight  of  an  immenfe  and  irrellftible  deluge,  which  was 
ieverely  £dt  on  the  coafis  of  Sicily,  of  Dalmatia,  of  Greece,  and  of 
Egypt :  lafge  boats  w^ere  tranfported,  and  lodged  on  tlie  roofs  of 
haaSeif  or  at  the  diftance  of  two  miles  from  the  ihore  s  the  people*

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^  XXVl'  habitations,  were*  (wept  away  by  tbe  waters  s  and  tbe 

city  of  jd^ezandria  annually  commemoraled  the  fittal  day,  on  wluch 
fifty  diouland  perfons  had  loft  didr  lives  in  die  inundation.  This- 
calamity,  the  rqport  of  which  was  magnified  finom  one  province  to 
another,  aftonifhed  and  terrified  the  fiibjeds  of  Rome and  dieir 
afirighted  imagination  enlarged  the  real  extent  of  a.momentary  evil 
They  recolteded  the  preceding  earthquakes,  which  had  fiibverted  the 
cities  of  Fakftine  and  Bithynia  :  they  confidered  thefe  alarming 
ftrolus  as  the  prelude  only  of  ftffl  more  dreadful  calamities,  and  didr 
fearfiil  vanity  was  difpofed  to  confound  the  fymptoms  of  a  declining 
empire,  and  a  finking  worid  \  It  was  the  fidhion  of  the  dmcs,  to 
attribute  every  remarkable  event  to  the  particular  will  of  the  Deity  v 
die  iterations  of  nature  were  conne£ked,  by  an  invifible  chain,  with 
the  moral  and  metaphyfical  opinions  of  the  human  mind;  and 
dte  moft  fiigactous  divines  could  diftinguilh,  according  tO'  the  c<rioar 
of  didr  f^;»e£Uve  prejudices,  ihat  die  eftablifliment  (rf'herefytendei 
to  prodnre  an  eardiquake  $  or  that  a  deluge  was  the  inevitable  con- 
lequence  of  the  progrels  of  fin  and  error.  Without  prcfum- 
ing  lo  di&ufi  the  truth  or  propriety  of  thefe  lofty  fpeculationst 
the  hiftorian  may  content  himielf  with  an  obfervation,  whidi 
leems  to  be  juftified  by  eiperience^  that  man  has  much  more 
to  fear  firom  the  paiTions  of  his  fellow-creatures,  than  from  the 
GOBVutfions  €£  the  elements*..  The  mifchievou»  eSeCts  of  an 
eaidiquake^  or  deluge,,  a  hurricane,  or  die  eruption  of  a  volcano,.

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bear  a  very  inconiiderable  propordon  to  the  ordinary  calamities  ^JLA^' 
of  war  i  a»  they  are  now  moderated  by  the  prudence  or. humanity  ii  ■/ 
of  the  princes  of  Europe,  who  amufe  their  own  Idfure,  and  exercife 
the  courage  of  dieir  fubjedb,  in  the  pra£Uce  c£  the  military  art. 
But  the  laws  and  manners  of  modern  nations  protedl  the  fa&cy  and 
freedom  of  the  vanquiflied  foldier;  and  the  peacefiil  citizen  has 
feldom  reafon  to  compkin,  that  his  life,  or  even  his  fortune,  is  ex- 
poled  to  the  rage  of  war.   In  the  difaftrous  period  of  the  fall  of  the 
Roman  empire,  which  may  jufUy  be  dated  from  the  rdgn  of  Valens, 
the  hap{nneft  and  fecurity  of  each  indiiradual  were  perfbnally  at- 
tacked ;  and  the  arts  and  labours  of  ages  were  ruddy  defaced  by  the 
Barbarians  of  Scythia  and  Germany.   The  invaiion  of  the  Huns  The  Hon* 
precipitated  on  the  provinces  of  the  Weft  the  Gothic  nation,  which  A^D.^iTS. 
advanced,  in  le&  than  fcnty  years,  from  the  Danube  to  the  At- 
lantic, and  opened  a  way,  by  the  fuccels  of  thdur  arms,  to  the  in- 
roads of  fb  many  hoftile  tribes,  more  favage  than  themfdves.  The 
original  prindple  of  motion  was  concealed  in  die  remote  icountries  of 
the  North;  and  the  curious  oUervation  of  the  paftoial  life  of  the 
Scythians  %  or  Tartars  *,  will  illuftrate  the  latent  caufe  of  thefe  de- 
ilni^ve  emigrations. 

The  different  characters  that  mark  die  civilized  nadons  of  die  Tbe  pafiorai 
globe,  may  be  afcribed  to  die  ufe,  and  the  abufe,  of  reafon;  which  dttsc^kUnH 
fo  varioufly  lhapes,  and  fo  artificially  compofes,  the  manners  and  ^"^"^ 
o^nions  of  ^n  European,  or  a  Chinefe.    But  die  operatson  of

Reduced  to  a  fimilar  fituation,  their  wants»  thdir 
de&es^  their  enjoyments*  ftill  continue  the  lame :  and  the  influence, 
of  food  or  cKmate,  which,  in  a  more  improred  ftate  of  ibdety,  i» 
liiipendedy  ot  fubdned,  by  fi>  many  moml  caufcs^  moft  powerfnlly 
coittribiites  tx>  fi>mi^  and  to  maintain^  the  natioaat  chancer  of  Bar- 
barians.  In  every  age»  the  immenfe  plains  of  Scythia,  or  Tartaiy,. 
'  Iiave  been  ibbabfted  by  Tagrant  tribes  of  hunters  and  ihepherds,. 
whole  indolence  refufes  ta  cultivate  tlie  earth,  and.  whole  reflk& 
fjplrit  difdaias  the  ciHifiacment  of  a  frdentary  life..  In  every 
age^  tfaeScytfauuis,  and  IWtars^  have  been  renowned  for  their  in- 
-vindbfe  courage^  and  rapid  conqisefts.  The  tfaxona  of  Afia  have 
been  rq»eaficdly  overturned  by  the  ihephcrds  «tthe  Nesth;  and  their 
arms  have  Qnread  terror  and  devaft^on  over  moft  fertile  and 
warlike  countries  of  Europe  *•  On  this  oecafion»  as  well  as  oik 
many  others,  the  ^ber  hiftorlaa  U  forcib^  awakened  from  a  pleaf- 
ing  yxCwn ;  and  is  compelled^  vrith  fome  rehiduKe,  to  confiefi,  diat. 
the  paftorat  manners,,  which  hare  been  adMrned  wfith  the  fidreft  at- 
tiibutca  of  peace  and  innocence,  are  mudi  better  adapted  to  the 
fierce  and  cruel  habits  of.  a  military  life.  To  illuftrate  th»  obfcrva- 
tion,  1  ihall  now  proceed  to  confider  a  nation  of  fliepher^  and  of 
warriors,,  in  the  three ita^ortant  arddes  of»  LThetrdiet;  IL  Thdr  ha->

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^XX.'nJ'  ^  liorrid  objedts  which  are  difguifed  by  the  arts  of  European  r^• 
finement,  are  exhibited  in  their  naked  and  moft  difguRing  {unpU<« 
city,  in  the  tent  of  a  Tartarian  fhephcnl.    The  ox,  or  the  flieep,  an 
ilaughtered  by  the  fame  hand  from  which  they  were  accuftomed  to 
Ttodve  their  daily  foodj  and  the  bleeding  limbs  are  ferved,  with 
very  little  preparation,  on  the  table  of  their  unfeeling  murderer. 
In  the  military  profefllon,  and  efpccially  in  the  condu^l  of  a  nu- 
merous  army,  the  exclufive  uic  of  animal  food  appears  to  be  pro- 
4u^ve  of  the  mofl  folid  advantages.    Cnrn  h  a  bulky  and  perifhable 
commodity  ;  and  the  large  raagazined,  which  arc  indifpenfably  neccf- 
f»ry  for  the  fubfiftence  of  our  troops,  muft  be  flowly  tranfported  by 
the  labour  of  men,  or  liorfes.    But  the  flocks  and  herds,  which 
accompany  the  march  of  the  Tartars,  afford  a  fure  and  encreafing 
fupply  of  flcih  and  milk  :  in  the  far  greater  part  of  the  uncultivated 
wafte,  the  v^tadon  of  the  grafs  is  quick  and  luxuriant }  and  there 
are  few  places  fo  extremely  barren,  that  the  hardy  cattle  of  the 
North  cannot  find  fome  tolerable  paflure.     The  Gipgij  U  mul- 
tiplied and  prolonged,  by  the  undiflinguifliing  appetite,  and  pa- 
tient abftinence,  of  the  Tartars.    They  indifferently  feed  on  the 
fleih  of  thofe  animals  that  have  been  killed  for  the  table,  or  have 
died  of  difeafe.    Horfe-flcfh,  which  in  every  age  and  country  has 
been  profciibed  by  the  civilifed  nations  of  Europe  and  Alia,  diey 
devour  mth  peculiar  greedineis;  and  this  Angular  tafte  &dlitates 
the  fuccefs  of  their  nulitary  operations.   The  active  cavalry  of 
Scythia  is  always  followed,  in  theu:  moft  diftant  and  rapid  incur- 
lions,  by  an  adequate  number  of  Ipare  horles,  who  may  be  occar 
iionalty  ufed,  either  to  redouble  the  ijpeed,  or  to  fatisfy  the  hunger, 
of  the  Barbarians.    Many  are  the  refources  of  courage  and  poverty. 
When  the  forage  round  a  camp  of  Tartars  is  almoft  confumed,  they 
ilftughter  the  greateft  part  of  thdr  catti^  and  preferve  the  fleih, 
cither  fmoked»  or  dried  in  the  (tin.  On  the  fudden  emergency  of 
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a  hafty  march,  they  provide  thcmfelves  with  a  fufhcicnt  c\iar.tity  of  ^ ^y^y^^' 
little  balls  of  chcel'e,  or  rather  of  hard  curd,  which  they  cccullrn-  <- — « — -* 
ally  diilblve  in  water;  and  this  unfubftantial  diet  will  fuj-.port,  ioF 
many  dav^;,  the  Hfe,  and  even  the  {j^)irit9,  of  the  patient  wairior. 
But  this  extraordinary  abflinence,  which  the  Stole  would  approve, 
and  the  hermit  might  envy,  is  commonly  fucceeded  by  the  moft 
voracious  indulgence  of  appetite.  The  wines  of  a  happier  climate 
are  the  moft  grateful  prefent,  or  the  moft  valuable  commodity,  that 
can  be  offered  to  the  Tartars ;  and  the  only  example  of  their  in- 
duftry  i'eems  to  condft  in  tlie  art  of  extradling  from  mare's  milk  a* 
fermented  liquor,  which  pofleftcs  a  very  ftrong  power  of  intoxica- 
tion. Like  the  animals  of  jn-ey,  the  favages,  both  of  the  old  and- 
new  world,  experience  the  alternate  vicillltudes  of  famine  and  plen- 
ty ;  and  their  llomach  is  inured  to  fuftain,  without  much  inconve- 
nience, the  nppohte  extremes  of  hunger  and  of  intemperance. 

II.  In  the  ages  of  ruftic  and  martial  fimplicity,  a  people  of  foldiers  H^t**"*- 
and  hufbandmen  arc  dilperfed  over  the  face  of  an  extcnfive  and  cul— 
tivated  country  ;  and  fomc  time  muft  clapfe  before  the  warlike 
youth  of  Greece  or  Italy  could  be  afTembled  under  the  fame  ftan- 
dard,  either  to  defend  their  own  confines,  or  to  invade  the  territo- 
ries of  the  adjacent  tribes.    The  progrefs  of  maiuifadures  and  com- 
merce infenfibly  colleifls  a  large  multitude  within  the  walls  of  a 
city:  but  thefe  citizens  are  no  longer  foldiers;  and  the  arts  which- 
adorn  and  improve  the  ftate  of  civil  fociety,  corrupt  the  habits  of^ 
the  military  life,    llie  paftoral  manners  of  the  Scythians  fcem  to 
unite  the  different  advantages  of  fimplicity  and  refinement.  The 
individuals  of  the  fame  tribe  are  coirftantly  afl'embled,  but  they  are- 
aflemblcd  in  a  camp;  and  the  native  fpirit  of  thefe- dauntlefs  Ihep-  * 
h-erds  is  animated  by  mutual  iupjiort  and  emulation.    The  houfes  of* 
the  Tartars  are  no  more  than  finall  tents,  of  an  oval  form,  w'hich 
a^brd  a  cold  and  dirty  habitation,  for  the  ^romiicuous  youth  of  both-. 
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^&VL^'  'fexes.   The  pftlaces  of  the  rich  confift  of  woodea  huts,  of  fii^i 
K    M'  >J  iize  that  they  may  be  oonYeniendy  fixed  oa  latge  ynggoott  and 
^rawn  by  a  team  {lediaps  of  twenty  or  diirty  oxen.   The  flodbi 
and  herds,  after  grazing  all  day  in  die  adjacent  paftinres,  letiie,  on 
the  approach  of  night,  within  the  prote£kio9  of  die  camp.  The 
neceflity  of  preventing  the  moft  mifchievoua  coofufion,  in  fuch  a 
perpetual  concourfe  of  men  and  animala,  muft  gradually  intioduee, 
In  the  diibibntion,  the  order,  and  the  guard,  of  the  encampment, 
the  rudiments  of  the  military  art.   As  fbon  as  die  forage  of  a  certun 
diftrift  is  confumed,  the  tribe,  or  ladier  army,  of  ihepherds,  mahi 
a  regular  march  to  feme  finefli  paftures ;  and  thus  acquires,  in  the  or^ 
dinary  oociq>adons  of  the  paftcnal  life,  die  pndical  knowledge  of 
one  of  the  moft  important  and  difficult  operatatms  of  war.  The 
choice  of  ftadons  is  reguhted  liy  the  difl^rence  of  Ae  leaibns:  intbe 
fuAmer,  the  Tartars  advance  towards  the  North*  and  pitch  their 
•  tents  on  the  banks  of  a  river,  or,  at  leaft,  ia  the  neighbouHiood  of. 
a  nmning  ftreanu   But  in  die  winter  they  return  to  die  &Nidi, 
and  (belter  thdr  camp,  behind  feme  convenient  eouoence,  againft  die 
fmadM^  which  aae  chilled  In  their  paflage  «ver  the  bleak  and  icy  re- 
gions of  Siberia.  Hiefe  manners  are  admirably  adapted  to  £flRift^ 
among  die  wandering  tribes  die  ip^^  pf  emigcadon  and  conqaeft. 
The  conne£&on  between  die  people  and  their  territory  is  of  fe  ftul 
a,  texture,  that  H  may  be  broken  by  the  ili^teft  accident  The 
camp,  and  not  the  foil,  is  the  native  coimuy  of  the  genuine  Tartar. 
'Within  the  precinds  of  that  camp,  lua  femily,  his  companions,  his 
property  are  always  included.;  and,  in  die  moft  diftantmaichcs,  he 
is  itiU  furreunded  by  the  objeds  •whidi  are  dear,  or  valuable,  or  ft- 
•BMliaritt  Inseyes.   The  thirft  of  rapine,  the  fear,  or  the  liefentment 
•of  injury,  the  impatieoee  «f  fervimde,  have,  in  every  age,  been 
fufBcient  caufes  .to  :uige  tiie  Hibes  of  Scythia  boldly  to  advance  into 
icme  nokpoisii  cQ^ntoe8,  labat  they  m^gjlit  hope  to  find  a  Aiore 
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plenfifiit  fabliftence,  or  a  leTs  formidable  enemy*  The  revolti^otts  ^j^y^^'* 
•of  the  North  hare  frequently  determined  the  &te  o£  the  South;  — ^ 
and  hi  the  eonffift  of  hoftile  nations,  the  victor  and  die  vanquished 
have  alternately  drove,  and  been  driven,  from  the  confines  of  China 
'to  thofe  of  Germany",  Thefe  great  emigrations,  which  have  been 
.(b&itftimes  executed  widi  almoft  inceedible  diligence,  v^ere  rendered 
morie  eafy  the  peculiar  mture  of  the  dimate.  It  is  well  known, 
ihat  the  cold  of  Tartary  Is  much  more  fevere  than  in  the  midil  of 
the  temperate  sane  might  reafonably  be  "expe^ed :  flus  uncommon 
Tigour  ia  attributed  to  the  height  of  the  plains,  whidi  rife,  e^eciaUy 
towards  the  Eaft,  more  dian  half  a  mite  above  the  levd  of  the  feas 
and  to  the  quantity  of  falt-petre,  with  which  the  foil  is  deeply 
impregnated  In  the  winter-feafon,  tlie  broad  and  rapid  rivers, 
that  difcharge  their  waters  into  the  Euxine,  the  Cafj/ian,  or  the  Icy 
Sea,  arc  ftrongly  frozen ;  the  ikuls  are  covered  with  a  bed  of  fnow; 
and  the  fugitive,  or  vidorious,  tribes  may  fecurely  traverfe,  with 
their  families,  their  waggons,  and  their  cattle,  the  fmooth  and  hard 
Turfacc  of  an  immcnfe  plain. 

III.  The  paftoral  life,  compared  with  the  laboin'S  of  agriculture  Exeidfit. 
and  manufadures,  is  undoubtedly  a  life  of  idlenefs ;  and  as  the 
mod  honourable  ftiepherds  of  the  Tartar  race  devolve  on  their  cap- 
tives the  domeilic  management  of  the  cattle,  their  own  leilure  is 
feldom  difturbed  by  any  fervUe  and  affidaous  cafes.  Bat  diis  leifure, 
inRcad  of  being  devoted  to  the  foft  enjoyments  of  love  and  haiw 
jnony,  is  iiiefiilly  fpentlathe  violent  and  Xanguinary  exercife  cf  the

\,:m,^m  \^  brised  of  horles,  which  an  eafily  trained  for  the  purpofes  of  war  and 
hunting.  The  Scythians  of  every  have  been  celebrated  as  bold 
and  fkilful  riders :  and  cooftant  practice  had  feated  them  fo  firmly 
-  on  horfeback,  that  they  were  fuppofed  by  ftrangers  to  perform  the 
ordinary  duties  of  civil  life,  to  eat,  to  drink,  and  even  to  fleep, 
without  difinoundng  from  their  deeds.  They  excel  in  the  dex- 
terous management  of  the  knee;  the  long  Tartar  bow  is  drawn 
with  a  nervous  arm ;  and  the  weighty  arrow  is  direded  to  its  ob- 
jeft  with  unerring  aim,  and  irrefiftible  force.  Thefe  arrows  are  often 
pointed  againft  the  harmlefs  animals  of  the  dcfert,  which  increafe 
«nd  multiply  in  the  abfence  of  their  moft  formidable  enemy ;  the 
liare,  the  goat,  the  roebuck,  the  fallow-deer,  the  flag,  the  elk,  and 
the  antelope.  The  vigour  and  patience  both  of  the  men  and  horfes 
are  continually  exercifed  by  the  fatigues  of  the  chace  j  and  the  plen- 
tiful fupply  of  game  contributes  to  the  fubfiftence,  and  even  luxury^ 
of  a  Tartar  camp.  But  tlie  exploits  of  the  hunters  of  Scythia  are 
not  confined  to  the  deftrudion  of  timid  or  innoxious  beaib ;  they 
boldly  encounter  the  angry  wild-boar,  when  he  turns  againil  his 
purfuers,  excite  the  fluggifh  courage  of  the  bear,  and  provoke  the 
fury  of  the  tyger,  as  he  flumbers  in  the  thicket.  Where  there  » 
danger  there  may  be  glory  :  and  the  mode  of  hiuiting,  which  opens 
the  faireft  field  to  the  exertions  of  valour,  may  juftly  be  confidered 
as  the  image,  and  as  the  fchool,  of  war.  The  general  hunting- 
matches,  the  pride  and  delight  of  the  Tartar  princes,  compofe 
an  in(lru£tivc  cxerdfe  for  their  numerous  cavalry.  A  circle  is 
drawn,  of  many  miles  in  circumference,  to  encompafs  (I>e  game 
of  an  extenfive  diflrift ;  and  the  troops  that  fiarm  the  circle  le- 
gularly  advance  towards  ft  common  centre  ;  where  the  captive 
animals,  furrounded  on  every  fide,  are  abandoned  to  the  darts  of  the 
hunteis.   In  this  march,  which  frequently  continues  many  daysy  the 
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cavalry  arc  obliged  to  climb  the  hills,  to  fwim  the  rivers,  and  to  ^ 


wind  through  the  'vallics,  without  iaterrupting  the  prefcribed  order 
of  their  gradual  progrefe.  They  accjuire  the  habit  of  dire^ng 
their  eye,  and  their  fteps,  to  a  remote  objed ;  of  preferving  their 
intenrais;  of  fufpending,  or  accelerating,  their  pace,  according  to  the 
motions  of  the  troops  on  their  right  and  left ;  and  of  watching  aii4 
repeating  the  fignals  of  their  leaders*  Their  leaders  (ludy,  ia  this 
I«ai£lical  fchool,  the  moft  important  lefibn  of  the  military  art>  the 
prompt  and  accurate  judgment  of  ground,  of  diftanoe»  and  of  timcb 
To  employ  againft  a  human  enemy  the  fame  patience  and  valour, 


the  fame  ikill  and  difcipline,  is  ihe  only  alteration-which  is  required 
in  real  war ;  and  the  amufements  of  the  chace  fenre  as  a  prdude  to 
the  conqueft  of  an  empire 
Hie  political  ibciety  of  the  ancient  Germans  has  the  appearance  Govenmest.- 
a  voluntary  alliance  of  Independent  warriors.  The  tribes  of  Scy- 
thia,  diflinguiflied  bj  die  modem  appelladon  of  Hordi^  afllime  the 
form  of  a  numerous  and  increafing  fiunily ;  which,  in  the  courfe  of 
fuccefllve  generations,  has  been  propagated  from  the  lame  original 
ftock.  The  meaneft,  and  moft  ignorant,  of  the  Tartars,  preferve, 
with  confcious  pride,  the  ineftimable  treafure  of  their  genealogy; 
nnd  whatever  diftinflions  of  rank  may  have  been  introduced,  by  the 
unequal  diftribution  of  paftoral  wealth,  they  mutually  refpeft  them- 
f.'lves,  and  each  other,  as  the  defcendants  of  the  firft  founder  of  the 
tribe.  The  cuftom,  which  ftill  prevails,  of  adopting  the  braveft,  and 
tnoft  faithful,  of  the  captives,  may  countenance  die  very  probable

y     '  the  lanQion  bf  time  and  opinion,  produces  the  eneds  ot  truth  ;  the 
hauglity  Barbarians  yield  a  cheerful  and  vuluntary  obedience  to  the 
head  of  their  blood ;  and  their  chief,  or  mm jli^  as  tlie  rcprefentativc  of 
,    their  great  father,  exercifes  the  authority  of  a  judge,  in  peace,  and  of  a 
leader,  in  war.  In  tlic  original  ftatc  of  the  pailoral  world,  each  of  the 
vturfiis  (if  we  may  continue  to  ufe  a  modern  appellation)  adled  as  the 
independent  chief  of  a  large  and  fcparate  family;  and  the  limitj  uf 
their  peculiar  territories  were  gradually  fixed,  by  fuperior  force,  or 
mutual  confent.     But  tlie  conllant  operation  of  various  and  penna-' 
ncnt  caufes  contributed  to  unite  the  vagrant  Hords  into  national 
communities,  under  the  command  of  a  luprcme  head.    The  weak 
were  delirous  of  fupport,  and  the  ftrong  were  ambitious  of  domi- 
nion ;  the  power,  which  is  the  rcl  ult  of  union,  opprelTed  and  coilecled 
the  divided  forces  of  the  adjacent  tribes ;  and,  as  the  vanquiihed 
were  freely  admitted  to  lhare  the  advantages  of  vidloi"V',  tile  moli 
valiant  chiefs  haftened  to  range  themfelves,  and  their  followers,  un- 
der the  formidable  ftandard  of  a  confederate  nation.     The  moft 
fucccfsful  of  the  Tartar  princes  affumcil  the  military  command,  to 
which  he  was  entitled  by  the  fupcrioritv,  either  of  merit,  or  of 
power.    He  was  raifcd  to  rhc  throne  by  the  acclamations  of  his 
equals;  and  the  title  of  Khan  cxprcfTes,  in  the  language  of  the 
North  of  Afia,  the  full  extent  of  the  regal  dignity.    The  riglit  of  he- 
reditary fucceHlon  was  long  confined  to  the  blood  of  the  fouiidar 
of  the  monarchy;   and  at  this  moment  all  the   Khans,  who 
reign   from  Crimea  to   the  wall  of  Chipa,   are  the  lineal  de- 
fcendants  of  the  renowned  Zingis       But,  as  it  is  the  indifpeniable

fword  and  fccptrc  of  his.  prcdccelfor.    Two  diilincl  and  R!L;ular  taxes 
arc  levied  on  die  tiibca,  to  fuppnrt  tl>e  cjigi^ify  of  their  national 
monarch,  and  of  their  pccidi.ir  chief ;  auid  each  of  thole  contribu- 
tions amounts  to  tlic  tythc,  both  of  their  property,  and  of  their 
fpoil.    A  Tartar  fovcrcijrn  enjoys  the  tenth  part  of  the  wealth  of 
his  people ;   and  as  liis  own  domeliic  riclics  of  flocks  and  herds- 
increafe  in  a  mucli  larger  pntjXHtion,  he  is  able  plentifully  to  main- 
tain the  ruftic  fplcndor  of  hh  court,  to  reward  the  rnoll  dclcrving,, 
or  fhe  mod  favoured,  of  his  IbHoweri,  and  to  obtain,  from  tlie 
gentle  inilucncc  ot  ccjn  iijulon,  the  obedience  which  might  be  fomc- 
times  refufed  to  the  iKru  niautlatcs  of  autliorlty.    The  manners  of 
liis  fubje(!is,  acculloiucd,  like  himfLlf,  to  blood  and  rapine,  raiglit 
cxcufe,  in  their  eyc3,  fuch  partial  atLs  of  tyranny,  as  would  excite 
the  horror  of  a  civililt  d  people  ;  but  the  power  of  a  defpot  has  never 
been  acknowledged  In  the  dcrc^rti  of  Scythia.    The  immediate  jurif- 
dii^ion  of  the  Ivhan  if?  cooiincd  wltJiiu  the  limits  of  his  own  tribe  ;  and 
the  exercise  ©f  his  royal'  prcrogatix  e  has  been  nvadcratcd  by  the  an- 
cient inftitution  of  a.  national  council.    The  Coroultai'*,  or  Diet,  of 
the  Tart3.r^,  was  regularly  held  in  tlie  fpring  and  autumn,  in  the  midfl: 
of  a  plain  ;  where  the  princes  of  the  reigning  family,  and  the  murfas 
ef  the  refpedlive  tribes,  may  conveniently  alfcmble  on  horfeback,, 
with  their  m;irtial  and  numerous  trains ;  and  the  ambitious  monarch,

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peiual  confli£t  of  thofc  hoftile  nations  has  fometimes  terminated 
»-  — »  in  the  cftablifhment  of  a  powerful  and  defpotic  empire.  The  vidor, 
enriched  by  the  tribute,  and  fortified  by  the  arms,  of  dependent 
kings,  has  fpread  his  conquefts  over  Europe  or  Afia :  the  fuccefsful 
fhepherds  of  the  North  have  fubmitted  to  the  confinement  of  arts, 
of  la-ws,  and  of  cities  ;  and  the  introduction  of  luxury,  after  de- 
ftroying  the  freedom  of  the  people,  has  undermined  the  foundation* 
of  the  throne  ". 

Uituation  The  memory  of  paft  events  cannot  long  be  prcferved,  in  the 
ScytUiIflr*^^  frequent  and  remote  emigrations  of  illiterate  Barbarians.    The  mo- 


dcrn  Tartars  are  ignorant  of  the  conquefts  of  their  anceftors  '*; 
and  our  knowledge  of  the  hiftory  of  the  Scythians  is  derived 
from  their  intercourfe  with  the  learned  and  civilifed  nations  of  the 
South,  the  Greeks,  the  Perfians,  and  the  Chinefe.  The  Greeks, 
who  navigated  the  Euxinc,  and  planted  their  colonies  alonp; 
the  fea-coaft,  made  the  gradual  and  imperfect  difcovery  of 
Scythia ;  from  jhe  Danube,  and  the  confines  of  Thrace,  as 
far  as  the  frozen  Maeotis,  the  feat  of  eternal  vnnter,  and  Mount 
Caucafus,  which,  in  the  language  of  poetry,  was  defcribed  as  the 
iitmoft  boundary  of  the  earth.  They  celebrated,  with  fimple  cre- 
dulity, the  virtues  of  the  paftoral  life  " :  TTiey  entertained  a  more

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Tartar  caaip,  the  finoke  which  ifliies  firom  the  earth,  or  radier  £tom  ^^^J' 
the  fnow,  betrays  the  iubterraneoua  dweUings  of  the  Tongoufes,  and  \mm^^ 
the  Samoiedes :  the  waat  of  horfes  and  oxen  is  impcrfcdly  fupplied 
by  the  life  of  r^nleer,  and  of  large  dogs ;  and  the  conquerors  of 
die  earth  uienfibly  degenerate  into  a  race  of  deformed  and  dimi- 
nudve  lavages,  who  tremble  at  the  (bund  of  arms  **. 

The  Huns,  who  under  the  rdgn  of  Valens  threatened  the  empire  original  feit 
of  Rome,  had  been  formidable,  in  a  much  earUer  period,  tt>  the 
empire  of  China*'.  Thar  ancient,  periiaps  thdr  original,  feat,  was 
an  extenfive,  though  dry  and  barren,  tn&  of  country,  immediately 
on  the  nor^  fide  of  die  great  waU.  Their  place  u  at  prefent  oc- 
cupied by  the  forty-nine  Hords  or  Banners  of  the  Mongous,  a  paf- 
toral  nation,  whidi  coniifts  of  about  two  hundred  thouiand  fami- 
lies **.  But  the  valour  of  the  Huns  had  extended  the  narrow  limits 
of  their  domimons ;  and  thor  ruffic  chiefs,  who  aflSimed  the  appd-  y^^^j. 
lation  of  TanJoK,  gradually  became  die  conquerors,  and  the  fovereigBS, 
of  a  formidable  empire.  Towards  the  Eail,  their  vidoxious  arms 
were  ftopped  only  by  die  ocean ;  and  the  tribes,  which  are  thinly 
icattered  between  the  Amoor  and  die  extreme  peninfuU  of  Corea, 
adhered,  widi  relufUnce,  to  die  ftandard  of  the  Huns.  On  the  Wel^ 
near  the  head  of  the  Irtifh,  and  in  the  vallies  of  Imaus,  diey  found 
a  more  ample  i^Nwe,  and  more  numerous  enemies.

ihe  matchleft  dexterity  with  wfaidi  diey  maiu^ed  dietr  bowa  and 
dielr  horfes ;  by  their  hardy  patience  in  fuppurting  the  inclemency 
of  the  weather;  and  by  the  incredible  ^peed  of  thdr  maidi,  whidi 
was  ieldom  checked  by  torrents,  or  precipices,  by  die  deepeft  riverii 
or  by  the  moft  lofty  mountahu.  They  fpread  themiel^  at  once  Tkeimttt 
over  the  face  of  the  countiy;  and  their  rapid  impetucf  i)  furprifed,  chfrlJiT, 
aftontflied,  and  difconcerted  the  grave  and  ekborate  taOios  of  a  Qu- 
neTe  army.  The  emperor  Raoti  **;  a  fiildier  of  Ibrtune,  whofe  per- 
fonal  merit  had  raifed  him  to  the  throne,  maidied  againft  the  Huna 
with  thofe  veteran  troops  which  had  been  trained  in  the  civil  wars 
of  China.  But  he  was  foon  furrounded  by  the  BaTbarian* ;  and, 
after  a  fiege  of  feven  days,  the  monarch,  hqielefs  of  relief,  was 
reduced  to  purchafe  his  deliverance  by  an  ignomhdoiis  cqiitiiladoQ. 
The  fuecedbra  of  Kaod,  whole  lives  were  dedicated  to  die  aits  of 
peace,  or  the  hixury  of  the  palace,  fubmitted  to  a  more  permanent 
difgracft  They  too  hallily  confefled  the  infuflidency  of  arms  and 
fortlficadons.  They  were  too  eafilyconvinoed,  that  while  die  Mazing 
fignals  announced  on  every  fide  the  approadi  of  die  Hons,  the  Chi* 
nefe  troops,  who  (lept  with  the  hdmet  on  thdr  head,  and  die  cuirafs 
on  diehr  bade,  were  deftroycd  by  die  inceflant  hboor  of  inefleaual 
oaxchet**.

Rome.  But  there  ftilltemained  a  more  di^raceful  article  of  tribute, 
which  ^olated  the  (acred  feelings  of  humanity  and  nature.  The 
hardihips  of  the  &Tage  fife,  which  deftroy  in  tbdr  infency  the 
children  who  are  bom  with  a  leis  healthy  and  robuft  confBtution,  in- 
troduce a  remarkable  difpropordon  between  the  numbers  of  the  two 
fexes.  The  Tartars  are  an  ugly,  and  even' deformed  race;  and» 
while  they  conlider  thdr  own  women  as  the  inftruments  domefiic 
Id>our,  thor  defires,  or  rather  didr  appetites,  are  directed  to  the  en- 
joyment of  more  elegant  beauty.  A  feledt  band  of  die  feirefr 
maddens  of  Cluna  was  annually  devoted  to  the  rude  embraces  of  the 
Huns^i  and  the  altiance  of  the  haughty  Tanjous  was  fecuxed  by 
thdr  marriage  with  die  genuine  or  adopted,  ^ug^itera  of  the  Impe* 
rial  femUy,  which  vainly  attempted  to  efeape  the  ftcril^ous  polhi- 
don*  The  fituadon  efthefe  unhappy  victims  is  dcferibed  in  thevcriea 
of  a  Qunefe  priacels,  who  laments  that  flie  had  been  condemned  by 
her  parents  to  a  dlftant  exile,  under  a  Bariiarian.huiband ;  who  com- 
plains that  four  milk  was  her  cmly  drink,  raw  flefli  her  only  food,  a 
tent  her  only  palace;  and  whoexprefl^  in  a  ftrun  of  padietic  fim* 
pHdty,  die  natural  wifh,  that  ihe  were  tranafenned.into  a  bird,  to 
flyback  to  her  dear  country;  the  objed  of  her  tender  and  perpetual 
regret".

The  Senpt  **,  a  tribe  of 
Oriental  Tartan,  retaKated  the  injuries  which  diey  had  formerly 
fuftained;  aiid  the  power  of  the  Tanjous,  after  a  rdgn  of  thirteen  j^d^ 
hundred  years,  was  utterly  dcftroycd  before  the  end  of  the  firft  cen- 
tnry  of  the  Qiriftian  era**. 

The  fete  of  the  vanqoiihed  Huns  was  ^Tcrfified  by  the  vaiion*  Theiren^ 
influence  of  diarader  and  fituati«A*\   Above  one  hundred  thooiand  a?d?i'oo» 
perfbns,  die  pooiefl,  indeed;  and  die  moft  pufiHanimcus,  of  the 
people,  were  contented  to  remain  in  thdr  nidve  country,  to  re- 
nounce their  peculiar  name  and  origin,  and  to  mingle  with  the  ** 
viOorious  nation  of  the  Sienpi.    Fifty-eight  hords,  about  two  hun- 
dred thoufand  men,  ambitious  of  a  more  honourable  fervitude, 
retired  towards  the  South  ;  implored  the  proteclion  of  the  emperors 
of  China  ;  and  were  permitted  to  inhabit,  and  to  guard,  the  extreme 
frontiers  of  the  province  of  Chanfi  and  the  territory  of  Ortous. 
But  the  moft  warCke  and  powerful  tribes  of  the  Huns  maintsdned,, 
in  their  adverfe  fortune,  the  undaunted  fpirit  of  their  anceftors.  The 
weftern  world  was  open  to  their  valour  j  and  they  refolved,  under*

The  courfe  of  their  emigration 
ibon  carried  them  beyond  the  mountains  of  Imaus,  and  the  limits  of 
the  Chincfe  geography;  but  we  are  able  to  diftinguilh  the  two  great 
divifions  of  thefe  formidable  exiles,  which  direded  their  march  to- 
The  white  wards  the  Oxus,  and  towards  tl\c  Volga.  Tlie  firft  of  thefe  colo- 
Huoiof^og-  eftabliflied  their  dominion  in  the  fruitful  and  extendve  plains  of 
Sogdiana,  on  the  Eaftern  fide  of  tlie  Cafpian ;  where  they  prefcrvcd 
the  name  of  Huns,  with  the  epithet  of  Euthalttes,  or  Nepthalites. 
Their  manners  were  foftcncd,  and  even  their  features  were  infenfibly 
improved,  by  the  mildnefs  of  the  climate,  and  their  long  reiidence  in 
a  flouriihing  province  ^,  which  might  iUll  retain  a  faint  impreilion  of 
the  arts  of  Greece  *'.  The  while  Huns,  a  name  which  they  derived 
from  the  change  of  their  complexions,  foon  abandoned  the  padocai 
life  of  Scythia.  Gorgo;  which,  under  the  appellation  of  Carizme, 
has  (ince  enjoyed  a  temporary  fplendour,  was  the  refidence  of  the 
king,  who  exercifed  a  legal  authority  over  an  obedient  people.  Their 
luxury  was  maintained  by  the  lab«ur  of  the  Sogdians ;  and  the  only 
veftige  of  their  ancient  barbariim,  was  the  cuftom  which  obliged  all 
the  companions,  perhaps  to  the  number  of  twenty,  who  had  ihaied 
the  liberality  of  a  wealthy  lord,  to  be  buried  alive  in  the  lame  grave  ^.

IjLl  die  Huns  of  the  Volga  were  loft  in  the  eyes  of  die  Chinefe;  and 
before  they  Ihewed  tfaemfdves  to  thoie  (tf  die  Romans  tliere  is 
ibme  reafon,  however,  to  apprehend,  that  theiame  force  which  had 
driven  them  firom  their  nadve  feats,  ftill  oontimied  to  imp^ 
didr  march  towards  the  frontiers  of  Europe^  The  power  of  the  Si" 
enpi,  didr  implacable  enemies,  whidi  extended  above  three  thoa(and 
miles  from  Eafl  'to  Weffc**,  mnft  have  gradoally  opprefled  them  by 
the  weight  and  terror  of  a  fimnidabk  ndghbourhood :  and  the  flight 
of'  die  tribes  df  Scydua  would  inevitably  tend  to  increafe  the 
fbength,  or  to  contrad  the  territories,  of  die  Huns.  The  harfh  and 
obfcuie  appellations  of  thofe  tribes  would  oflfend  the  ear,  widiout  in- 
fisnuttg  the  underftanding,  of  the  reader;  but  I  cannot  fupprefsthe 
very  natural  fufpicion,  tlnU  the  Huns  of  die  North  derived  a  ccmfi- 
derable-  reinforcement  front  the  ruin  of  the  dynafly  of  die  South, 
whidi,  in  the  courfe  of  die  third  century,  iiibmitted  to  die  dominion 
of  China;  tba  the  braveft  warri<n8  marched  away  in  learch  of  thdr 
free  and  adventurous  countrymen ;  andxhdX^  as  they  had  been  divided 
by  profperity,  they  were  eafily  re-united  by  the  common  hardflMpi  of 
dieiradverfe  fortune      The  Huns,  with  dietr  flocks  and  herds,  their

the  Weft  of  the  Volga:  and  they  boldly  advanced  to  invade  the  ^-  ->r—r 
country  of  the  Alani,  a  paftoral  people  who  occupied,  or  wafted,  an 
cxtcnlive  tract  of  the  defeits  of  Scythia.  The  plains  between  the 
Volga  and  the  Tanais  were  covered  with  the  tents  of  the  Alani,  but 
their  name  and  manners  were  diffrifed  over  the  wide  extent  of  their 
conqucfts;  and  ti)c  painted  tribes  of  the  Agathyrfi  and  Geloni  were 
confounded  among  their  vaflals.  Towards  the  North,  they  pene- 
trated into  the  frozen  regions  of  Siberia,  among  die  lavages  who  were 
accuftomed,  ia  thor  rage  or  hunger,  to  the  tafte  of  human  fleih :  and 
dieir  Southern  uiroads  were  pufhed  as  far  as  the  confines  of  Perfia 
and  India.  The  mixture  of  Sarmatic  and  German  blood  had  conr- 
tributed  to  improve  the  featiires  of  the  Alani,  to  whiten  their  fwarthy 
complexions,  and  to  tinge  thdr  hair  with  t  yellowifli  caft,  which  is 
ieldom  found- in  the  Tartar  xaoe.  They  were  Ids  defbcmed  in  th^ir 
perfons,  kis  brutiOi  in  thdr  manners,  than  die  Huns ;  but  they  did 
not  yield  to  thcrfe  &niudable  Barbarians  in  their  nuiitial  and  inde> 
pendent  fpirit ;  in  the  love  of  fireedom,  whidi  rgeAed  even  the  ule 
of  domelHc  (laves;  and  in  the  love  of  arsis*  which  confidered  war 
and  rapine  as  the  pleafureandthe  glory  oi  mankind.  A  naked  feyme^ 
tar,  fixed  in  the  ground,  was  the  only  obje<5fc  of  their  religious  woi;- 
ihip  {  the  fca^  of  thdr  enemies  /ormed  the  coftly  trappings  of 
their  hories;  and  they  viewed,  with  pity  and  contempt,  the  pu- 
fiUanhnous  warriors,  who  patiently  expected  the  infirmities  of  age,

each  other  with  equal  valour,  but  with  unequal  luccefs.  The  Huns 
prevailed  in  the  bloody  conteft  :  the  king  of  the  Alani  v.  as  (lain ; 
and  the  remains  of  the  vanquifhed  nation  were  difpcricd  by  the  or- 
dinary akemative  of  flight  or  fubmiflion  A  colony  of  exiled  found 
a  fecure  refuge  in  the  mountains  of  Caucafus,  between  the  Euxinc 
and  the  Cafpian  ;  where  they  ftill  prelerve  their  name  and  their  inde- 
pendence. Another  colony  advanced,  with  more  intrepid  courage,  to- 
wards the  fhores  of  tlie  Baltic  ;  afibciated  thcmfclvcs  with  the  Northern 
tribes  of  Germany;  and  fhared  the  fpoil  of  the  Roman  provinces  of 
Gaul  and  Spain.  But  the  grcatcft  part  of  the  nation  of  the  Alani 
embraced  the  ofiers  of  an  honourable  and  advantageous  union:  and 
the  Huns,  who  cfteemed  the  valour  of  their  Icfs  fortunate  enemies, 
proceeded,  with  an  incrcafe  of  numbers  and  confidence,  to  invade 
the  limits  of  tlie  Gothic  empire. 

The  great  Hermanric,  whofe  dominions  extended  from  the  Baltic 
to  the  Euxine,  enjoyed,  in  the  full  maturity  of  age  and  reputation, 
the  fruit  of  his  vidiories,  when  he  was  alarmed  by  the  formidable 
approach  of  an  hoft  of  unknown  enemies  on  whom  his  barbarous 
fijbjefts  might,  without  injufticc,  beftow  the  epithet  of  Barbarians, 
The  numbers,  the  ftrength,  the  rapid  motions,  and  the  implacable 
cruelty  of  the  Huns,  were  felt,  and  dreaded,  and  magniiied,  by 
the  aftonifhcd  Goths;  who  beheld  their  fields  and  villages  confumed 
with  flames,  and  deluged  with  indifcriminate  flaughter.  To  thcfe 
real  terrors  they  added,  the  furprife  and  abhorrence  which  were  ex- 
cited by  the  ihriU  roice,  the  uncouth  geftures^  and  the  ilrange  de-

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formky  of  the  Huns.  Thefe  favages  of  Scythia  were  compared  ^^yj'* 
(and  the  picture  had  feme  refemWance)  to  the  animals  who  walk 
very  aukwardly  on  two  legs  ;  and  to  the  inif-fhapen  figures,  the  T'er*' 
mitiiy  which  were  often  placed  on  the  bridges  of  antiquity.  They 
■were  diftinguifhed  from  the  reft  of  the  human  fpecies  by  their  broad 
fhoulders,  flat  nofes,  and  fmall  black  eyes,  deeply  buried  in  the 
head  ;  and  as  they  were  almoft  deftitute  of  beards,  they  never  en- 
joyed cither  the  manly  graces  of  youth,  or  the  venerable  afpcdl  of 
age".  A  fabulous  origin  was  afligned,  worthy  of  their  form  and 
manners;  that  the  witches  of  Scythia,  who,  for  their  foul  and 
deadly  pradlices,  had  been  driven  from  fociety,  had  copulated  in  the 
defert  with  infernal  fpirits  ;  and  that  the  Huns  were  the  offspring  of 
this  execrable  conjunftion".  The  talc,  fo  full  of  Iiorror  and  ab- 
furdity,  was  greedily  embraced  by  the  credulous  hatred  of  the 
Goths ;  but,  while  it  gratified  their  hatred,  it  encreafed  their  fear; 
fince  the  poftcrity  of  daemons  and  witches  might  be  fuppofed  to  in- 
herit fome  fhare  of  the  praetematural  powers,  as  well  as  of  the  ma- 
lignant temper,  of  their  parents.  Againft  thefe  enemies,  Hermanric 
prepared  to  exert  the  united  forces  of  the  Gotliic  ftatc  ;  but  he  foon 
difcovcred  that  his  vafTal  tribes,  provoked  by  opprefTion,  were  much 
more  inclined  to  fecond,  than  to  repel,  the  invafion  of  the  Huns. 
One  of  the  chiefs  of  the  Roxolani  "  had  formerly  deferted  the 
ftandard  of  Hermanric,  and  the  cruel  tyrant  had  condemned  the

The  Oftrogodbs  fubmitted  to  their  £ite :  and  the  royal  race  of  the  Amali 
will  hereafter  be  found  amoi^  the  fubje&s  of  the  haughty  Atdla. 
But  the  perfoD  of  Witheric,  the  in&nt  king,  was  iaved  by  die  dili- 
gence of  Alatheus  and  Saphrax  j  two  wairiors  of  appnwed  valour  and 
fidelity;  who,  by  caudous  marches,  conduded  the  independent  x»- 
mains  of  die  nadon  of  the  Qftrogoths  towards  die  Danaftus^  or 
Niefter;  a  confiderable  river,  which  now  (eparates  the  Turkiib  do- 
minions from  the  empire  of  Ruilia.  On  the  banks  of  the  Nieftec, 
die  prudent  Athanaric,  more  attentive  to  lus  own  than  to  die  general 
fafety,  had  fixed  the  camp  of  the  Wigotfas;  widi  the  firm  refoludon 
of  opppfmg  the  vidorious  Barbarians,  whom  he  thought  it  left  ad- 
visable to  provoke.  The  ordinary  fpeed  of  the  Huns  was  checked 
by  the  weight  of  baggage,  and  the  incumbrance  of  capdvesj  but 
didr  military  ikill  deceived,  and  almoft-deAxoyed,  the  army  Atha- 
-  naric.  While  the  judge  of  the  Vifigoths  defended  die  banks  of  the 
tfiefter,  he  was  encompafled  and  attacked  by  a  numerous  detach- 
ment of  cavalry,  who,  by  the  Ught  of  the  moon,  had  pafled  the 
fiver  in  a  fordable  place;  and,  it  was  not  without  the  qtmoft  efibrts 
of  coun^  and  condud,  that  he  was  able  to  efieQ  Im  retreat  towards 
the  hilly  country.   The  undaunted  general  had  already  formed  a 
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new  and  judicious  plan  of  defenfive  war;  and  the  ftrong  lines,  ^ 

which  he  was  preparing  to  conftrudl  between  the  mountains,  the  '  „  * 

Pruih  and  the  Danube,  would  have  fecurcd  the  extenlivc  and  fertile 
territory  that  bears  the  modern  name  of  Walachia,  from  the  deftruc- 
tive  inroads  of  the  Huns  But  the  hopes  and  mcafures  of  the 
judge  of  the  Vifigoths  were  foon  difappointed,  by  the  trembling  im- 
patience of  his  dil'mayed  countrymen ;  who  were  perfuadcd  by  their 
fears,  that  the  interpofition  of  the  Danube  was  the  only  barrier  that 
could  fave  them  from  the  rapid  purfuit,  and  invincible  valour,  of 
the  Barbarians  of  Scythia.  Under  the  command  t&  Fritigem  and 
Alavrras",  tlie  body  of  liie  nadon  Jiaftily  advanced  to  tbe'  buiks  of 
tbe  great  river,  and  implored  th^  pioteftioii  of  the  Roman  emperor 
of  the  Eaft.  Athanaric  lumielf^  ftill  anxious  to  avoid  the  guilt  of 
perjury,  retired,  with  a  band  of  faitbful  foUovKers,  into  die  momi-' 
tainous  country  of  Caucaland;  vriiidi  appears  to  have  beea  guarded,, 
and  almoft  concealed,  by  the  impenettaUe  finefts  of  Titd^vanu 

After  Valens'  had  tcnninated  die  Gothic  war  widk  Ibme  q)pearaince  Tlie  Oodb 
of  glory  and  fuccef^,  he  made  a  progrefs  through  his  dominions  of  mS^^r 
Af»,  and  at  length  6zed  his  refidence  in  the  tepital  of  Syria.   The  a!d!  37^ 
five  years  **  which  he  fpeot  at  Antioch  were  employed  to  watch, 
fifom  a  £ecure  diftance,  the  jhd|ile  defigns  of  the  Perfian  monardx.;  to

^  by  the  promircuous  execution  of  the  innocent  and  the  guilty.  But 
the  attentioA  of  the  emperor  wag  moft  ferioufly  engaged,  by  the  im« 
portant  intdUgence  which  he  received  from  the  civil  and  miUtary 
ofliceis  who  were  entnifted  with  the  defence  of  the  Danube.  He 
was  infbnnedt  that  the  North  wat  agitated  by  a  furioua  tem-  « 
p^;  that  the  irruption  of  die  Hunt,  m  unknown  and  num-' 
ftrous  raee  c£  iaTagea,  had  fubverted  the  power  of  tibe  Godu ; 
and  diat  die  fiif^Uant  multitudes  of  that  wazlike  nation,  whole  pride 
waa  now  humUed  in  the  duft^  covered  a  i^oe  of  many  miles  aloi^ 
die  banks  <tf  die  xiver.  With  outftretched  arms,  and  pathedc  h^ 
mentadons,  they  loudly  defdoDed  dieu:  paft  mis£brtunes  and  their  pre- 
lent  danger;  acknowledged,  diat  thdr  only  hope  of  iafety  was  in  the 
demencf  cf  ^  Roman  government;  and  moftfqlemnly  protefled, 
that  if  the  gracious  liberality  of  die  emperor  would  permit  diem  to 
4uldvatie  the  wafte  lands  of  Tbraee,  dieyihould  ever  hold  themfdyes 
bound,  by  the  ftrongeft  obligadons  of  duty  ^nd  gratitude,  tt»  ob^ 
the  lawi^  and  to  guard  the  limitt,  of  die  republic.  Thele  affiiranoss 
were  confirmed  by  die  ambafladors  of  the  Goths,  who  in^padeotly 
cipeded,  fiom  •the  month  of  Valens,  an  anfwer  that  muft  finally 
determine  the  fiue  of  thebr  unhappy  countrymen.  The  emperor  of 
the  £aft  was  no  longer  guided  by  the  wifdom  and  authority  of  ids 
A.D.s75<  elder  . broker j  whole  death  happened  towards  the  end  of  thepie- 
<^  ceding  year :  and  as  the  diftrefsful  fituadon  of  the  Goths  required  an 
inftant  and  peremptory  dedfion,  he  was  deprived  of  thefitvonrite 
refburce  o£  feeble  and  timid  minds  j  who  confider  the  ule  of  dila- 
tory and  ambiguous  meafures,  as  the  mod  admirable  efforts  of  con* 
finunato  prudence.  As  long  as  the  fame  pafliona  and  interefta 
filbfift  among  mankind,  the  queftions  of  war  and  peace,  of  juftice 
and  policy,  which  wfrejdebated  in  the  councils  of  anuquity,  wiU 
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-fiwqiiendj  pvefimt  themietves  at  the  fubjedl  of  modem  deUbeiatioa. 
But  tbe  moft  experienced  ftatefinan  of  Europe,  lias  never  been  fiuoi- 
mened  to  confider  the  propriety,  or  the  danger,  of  admitting,  or  nge^ 
log,  an  inmunerable  mnldtude  of  Baibaiians,  who  are  driven  by  despair 
and  hupger  to  (olidt  a  fettlcment  on  die  territones  of  a  civilized 
nation.  When  that  important  propofition,  ib  eflentially  eonneded 
vridi  die  public  iafety,  was  lefened  to  the  minifters  of  Valeoa,  diey 
were  perplexed  and  divided;  btat  they  ibon  aoqiuefbed  in  the  flat- 
tering lentiment  which  feemed  the  m<^  favourable  to  the  pride,  the 
indolence,  and  die  avarice  of  dicirfeverdgn*  The  flaves,  who  were 
deo(»ated  vrith  die  ddea  of  pne&ds  and  generals,  diflemUed  or  dii^ 
regarded  die  terrors  of  tlus  national  emigradon }  fo  extremdy  dif- 
ferent from  the  partial  and  acddental  <»lonies,  which  had  been 
lecoved  on  the  extreme  limits  of  the  empire.  But  they  appfaiuded 
die  libenfity  of  fortune,  which  had  ocmdnded,  from  the  moft 
diftant  countries  of  the  gk^>  a  numerous  and  invincible  army 
of  ftrangers,  to  defend  die  throne  of  Valens;  who  might  now 
add  to  the  royal  treafiires,  the  immenfe  fruns  of  gold  fupplied 
by  the  pnmncials  tp  compenlate  dieir  annual  propoidon  of 
recruits.  The  prayers  of  the  Goths  vi^e  granted,  and  their 
Hovice  was  accepted  by  the  Imperial  court :  and  orders  were  imme^ 
diately  difpatchod  to  the  civil  and  military  governors  of  the  Thradan 
diocefe,  40  make  the  neceflary  preparations  for  the  paflage  and  (iib- 
Mtnee  of  a  great  people,  till  a  proper  and  fuffident  territory  could 
be  allotted  for  thdr  ibture  xefidmiBe.  The  IU>erality  of  the  emperor 
was  accompanied,  however,  widi  two  harfli  and  rigorous  conditions, 
which  prudence  might  juftify' on  die  fide  of  the  Romans ;  but  which 
diftrefs  alone  could  extort  from  the  indignant  Goths.  Before  they 
pafled  the  Danube,  they  were  required  to  deliver  their  arms :  and  it 
was  infifted,  that  their  children  {hould  be  taken  from  them,  and 
dilperfcd  through  the  provinces  of  Alia  j  where  they  might  be  civi-

The;,  ire        During  this  fulpenfe  of  a  doufatfid  and  diftant  negociation,  die 
Invr  theDa-  impatient  Goths  made  feme  rafli  attempts  to  pafi  the  Ilaiiube, 
Romia'ei^  witkoat  the  permiffioil  c£  the  gpTerament,  whofe  prote^m 
they  had  implored.   Theif  modoos  were  firifUy  oMerved  by  the 
vigilance  of  the  troops  which  wertf  ftationed  along  the  river;  and 
their  foremoft  detachments  were  defeated  with  confiderable  flanglkters 
yet  fiich  were  the  dmid  councils  of  the  reign  of  Valens,  dut  die 
brave  facers  who  had  ierved  then:  country  in  the  execudoa  of  thdr 
duty,  were  puni(hed  by  the  lois  of  their  employments,  and  nar- 
rowly eicaped  the  lo6  of  their  heads.   The  Imperial  mandate  was  at 
length  received  for  tranrporting  over  the  Danube  the  whole  body  of 
the  Gothic  nadon  " ;  but  the  execndon  <^  this  order  was  a  taflc  <tf 
labour  and  difficulty.    The  ftream  of  the  Danube,  which  in  thole 
parts  is  above  a  mile  broad    had  been  fweiled  by  inceflant  rains ;  and. 
In  diis  tumultuous  paQagc,  many  were  iwept  away,  and  drowned; 
by  die  rapid  vidence  of  the  current.   A  large  fieet  of  veflels,  of 
boats,  and  of  canoes,  was  provided:  many  days  and  ni^ts  diey 
pafled  and  repafled  with  indefatigable  toil ;  and  the  moft  (benuous 
diligence  was  exerted  by  the  officers  of  Valens,  that  not  a  fingle  Bar- 
barian, of  thofe  who  were  reierved  to  iiibvert  the  fbundadons  of 
Rome,  fliould  be  left  on  the  oppofite  fliorc.    It  was  thought  expe- 
dient that  an  accurate  account  fhould  be  taken  of  their  numbers  ;  but 
the  perfons  who  were  employed  foon  dcfiftedj^  with  amazement  and

OF  THE  ROMAN  EMPIRE. 


^Uhuty,  from  the  profecadon  of  the  endlefs  and  impradicable  ^  "^J.^- 
.taflc":  and  the  principal  hiftorian  of  the  age  moft  ferioufly  aflirms,  >—  -J 
that  the  prodigious  armies  of  Darius  and  Xerxes,  which  had  fo  long 
been  confidered  as  the  fables  of  vain  and  credulous  antiquity,  were 
noiw  juftified,  in  the  eyes  of  mankind,  by  the  evidence  of  fa£t 
and  experience.  A  probable  teftimony  has  fixed  the  number 
of  llie  GolUc  warriors  at  two  hundred  ^ouiand  men ;  and  if 
we  can  venture  to  add  the  juft  proportion  of  women,  of  chil- 
dren, and  of  fkves,  tfie  whole  maft  of  people  which  compofed  this 
formidable  emigration,  muft  have  amounted  to  near  a  million  of 
perfons  of  both  fexes,  and  of  all  ages.  The  duldren  of  the  Gothst 
thofe  at  leaft  of  a  (Uftingiiilhed  rank,  were  lirpaiated  firom  the  multi- 
tude. They  were  conduced,  without  dday,  to  the  diftant  (cats 
affigned  for  their  refidence  and  education ;  and  as  the  numerous  train 
of  hoftages  or  captives  pafTed  through  the  cities,  their  gay  and  fplen- 
did  apparel,  their  roboft  and  martial  figure,  excited  tlie  furprifc  and 
envy  of  the  Provincials.  But  the  ftipulation,  the  moft  offenlive  to 
the  Goths,  and  the  moft  important  to  the  Romans,  was  fhamcfully 
eluded.  The  Barbarians,  who  confidered  tlieir  arms  as  Uic  cnligns 
of  honour,  and  the  pledges  of  fafety,  were  difpofed  to  offer  a  price, 
which  the  luft  or  avarice  of  the  Imperial  officers  was  eafily  tempted 
to  accept.  To  preferve  their  arms,  the  haughty  warriors  confcnted, 
with  fome  reludlance,  to  proftitute  their  wives  or  their  daughters  ; 
the  charms  of  a  beauteous  maid,  or  a  comely  boy,  fecured  the  con- 
nivance of  the  infpe£lors ;  who  fometimes  caft  an  eye  of  covetouf-

arms  in  their  hands,  were  permitted  to  enter  the  boats ;  and,  wheH 
their  ftreagth  was  colleded  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river,  the  im- 
jnenfe  camp  which  was  fpread  over  the  plains  and  the  hills  of  the 

Lower  Mjtfia,  afTuined  a  threatening  and  even  hoftile  afpe£t.  The 
leaders  of  the  Oftrogoths,  Alatheus  and  Saphrax,  the  guardians  of 
their  infant  king,  appeared  foon  afterwards  on  the  Northern  banks  oi 
the  Danube ;  and  immediately  difpatched  their  ambafladors  to  the 
court  of  Antloch,  to  folicit,  with  the  fame  profeflions  of  allegiance 
and  gratitude,  the  fame  favour  which  had  been  granted  to  the  fup- 
pliant  Vifigoths.  The  abfolute  refufal  of  Valens  fufpended  their 
progrcfs,  and  difcovercd  the  repentance,  the  fuipicions,  and  the 
fears,  of  the  Imperial  council. 
Thdr^f-  An  undifcipiined  and  unfettled  nation  of  Barbarians  required 
2^^^J^t,  the  finncft  temper,  and  the  moft  dexterous  management.  Tlie 
daily  fubfidence  of  near  a  million  of  extraordinary  fubjeds 
could  be  fupplied  only  by  conflant  and  fkilful  diligence,  and 
might  continually  be  interrupted  by  miftake  or  accident.  The  in- 
folence,  or  the  indignation,  of  the  Goths,  if  they  conceived  them- 
fclves  to  be  the  objetfts,  either  of  fear,  or,  of  contempt,  might  urge 
them  to  the  moft  defperate  extremities ;  and  the  fortune  of  the  ftate 
fecmcd  to  depend  on  the  prudence,  as  well  as  the  integrity,  of  the 
generals  of  Valens.  At  this  important  criiis,  the  military  govern- 
ment of  Thrace  was  exercifed  by  Lupicinus  and  Maximus,  in  whofe 
venal  minds  the  flighteft  hope  of  private  emolument  outweighed  every 
confideration  of  public  advantage ;  and  whofe  guilt  was  only  alle-

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viated  by  their  incapacity  of  diicerning  the  pernicious  ^SeGU  of  their 
raflx  and  criniinal  adminiftration.  Indead  of  obeying  the  orders  of 
their  fovercign,  and  iatisfying,  with  decent  liberality,  tlie  demands 
-of  the  Goths,  they  levied  an  ungenerous  and  oppreflive  tax  on  the 
WSnts  of  the  hungry  Barbarians.  The  vileft-foed  was  fold  at  an  ex- 
travagant price  ;  and,  in  the  room  cf  wholfbine  and  fabftantial  pro- 
▼ifions,  the  markets  were  filled  with  the  fiefti  of  dogs,  and  of  unclean 
animals,  who  had  died  of  difeafe.  To  obtain  the  vnhiable  acquifi- 
lion  of  a  pound  of  bread,  the  Goths  refigned  the  polIcfTion  of  an  ex- 
penfive,  though  ferviceable,  flave ;  and  a  fmali  quantity  of  meat  was 
greedily  purchafed  with  ten  pounds  of  a  precious,  but  ufeiefs, 
metal  **.  When  their  property  was  exhauftcd,  they  continued  this 
neceffary  traiRc  by  the  fale  of  their  fons  and  d  iutrhtewj  and  not- 
withdanding  the  love  of  freedom,  which  animated  every  Gotiuo 
breaft,  they  fubmitted  to  the  humiliating  maxim,  that  it  was  better 
for  their  children  to  be  maintained  in  a  fervile  condition,  than  to 
perifli  in  a  ftate  of  wretched  and  helplds  indq>endencc.  The  moft 
lively  refentment  is  excited  by  the  tyranny  of  pretended  benefiidon, 
who  fternly  exa^  the  debt  of  gratitude  which  they  have  cancel- 
led by  fubfequent  injuries  :  a  fpirit  of  difcontent  infcnfibly  aroie  in 
the  camp  of  the  Barbarians,  who  pleaded,  without  fuccefs,  the  merit 
of  their  patient  and  dutiful  behaviour ;  and  loudly  complained  of  the 
znhofpitablc  treatment  which  they  had  received  from  their  new  allies. 
They  beheld  around  them  the  wealth  and  plenty  of  a  fertile  pro- 
vince, in  the  midft  of  which  they  fuflfered  thcintolerable  haidihips  of 
artificial  fiunine.   But  the  means  of  relief,  and  even  of  revenge,

The  da- 
ipours  of  a  muMtudei  untaught  to  <di%uilb>thdr  ientimenti^  announced 
the  firft  fymptoma  of  lefiftancc,  and  alarmed  the  timid  and  guilty 
nunds  of  Li^idnua  and  Maadmus.  Thole  crafty  miniften,  ^ho 
fubftituted  the  cunning  of  tempomy  eaqpedienta  to  the  wiie  and 
ialtttary  counfels  of  general  pdicy,  attempted  to  remove  the 
Goths  ftom  their  dangerous  ftation  on  the  fixmtieri  of  the  em- 
jnre ;  and  to  iafyaCt  diem^  in  Iqiaiate  quartets  of  cantonment 
through  die  interior  pnmncea.  As  they  were  oooloous  how  ill  diey 
had  delerved  the  re^;>ea,  or  confidence,  of  the  Barbarians,  they  dif 
ligently  cdleAed,  from  every  fide,  a  mUttary  fince,  that  m^it  uige 
the  tardy  and  rdudant  march  of  a  people,  who  had  not  yet  renounced 
the  tide,  or  the  duties,  of  Roman  fubjedts.  But  the  generals  of 
Valens,  while  thdr  attention  was  Iblely  cfireded  to  the  difcontenied 
Viligoths,  imprudently  diiarmed  die  ihips  and  die  fortificatioiu, 
'  which  cooftituted  the  defence  of  the  Danube.  The  &tal  overfig^t 
was  obferved,  and  improved,  by  Aladieus  and  Saphxax,  whoanxioufly 
watched  the  favourable  moment  of  efcaping  from  the  pmiiiit  of  the 
Hiins.  By  the  help  of  fuch  rafts  and  veflek  as  could  be  haftily  pn^ 
cured,  the  leaders  of  the  Oftrogoths  tranfponed,  without  (^pofidon, 
their  king  and  thdr  army  j  and  boldly  fixed  an  hoAile  and  inde- 
pendent camp  on  the  tenritories  of  the  empire  **• 
Revolt  of  the  Under  the  name  of  judges,  Alavivus  and  Fritigem  were  die 
Masfia.  and  leadcTB  of  thc  Vtfigoths  tn  peace  and  war ;  and  the  authority  which 
they  derived  firom  their  birth,  was  ratified  by  die  free  confent  ci  die 
nation.  In  a  feafon  of  tranquillity,  thdr  power  might  have  been 
equal,  as  well  as  thdr  rank ;  but,  as  ibon  as  thdr  coimtxymen  were 
exafperated  by  hunger  and  oppreffion,  the  fiqierior  aUlides  of 
Fritigem  aflumed  the  nuUtary  command,  which  he  was  qualified  to

exercife  for  the  public  welfare.  Hereftrainedtheiinpadentfpmtofthe  ^^^l^ 
Vifigoths,  till  the  injuries  and  the  infults  of  dieir  tyrants  ihouldjnftify 
thdr  refiftance  in  the  opinion  of  mankind :  but  he  uras  not  di^oled 
to  lacrifice  any  folid  advantages  for  the  empty  pra3e  of  juftice  and 
modeiatioii.   Senfible  of  the  benefits  which  would  refult  from  the 
union  of  the  Gothic  powers  under  the  fame  ftandard,  he  fecretly 
cnltiyated  the  IHendihip  of  the  Oftrogoths ;  and  while  he  profefled 
an  implicit  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  Roman  generals,  he  pro- 
ceeded by  flow  marches  towards  MardanopoHs,  the  capital  of  ihe 
Lower  Maefia,  about  (erenty  miles  from  the  banb  of  the  Danube.  On 
duit  fetal  fpot,  die  flames  of  £icofd  and  mutual  hatred  brarft  feith 
into  a  dreadful  conflagration.    Lupidnus  had  invited  the  GotUc 
chiefe  to  a  4>lendid  entertunment ;  and  dieir  martial  train  remained 
iinder  arms  at  the  entrance  of  the  palace.   But  the  gates  of  the  dty 
were  ftridUy  guarded ;  and  the  Barbarians  were  ftemly  exduded  from 
the  ufe  of  a  plentiful  market,  to. which  they  aflerted  dieir  equal 
daim  of  fubjeds  and  allies.   Hieir  humble  prayers  were  rejeded 
with  infolence  and  derifion ;  and  as  their  padenoe  was  now  ex- 
haufted,  the  townfinen,  the  foldiers,  and  the  Goths,  were  Axm  in^ 
▼olTed  in  a  conflid  of  paffionate  altercadon  and  angry  nproadus. 
A  blow  was  imprudently  given }  a  fword  was  hafBly  drawn ;  add 
the  fiift  blood  that  was  fpilt  in  this  accidental  quand,  became  die 
fignal  of  a  longanddeftrudiTe  war.  In  the  midft  of  nmfe  and  bnMal 
intemperance,  Lupidnus  was  informed,  by  a  fecret  meflenger,  that 
many  of  his  fiildiers  were  flun,  and  deQioiled  of  thdr  arms ;  and  as 
as  he  was  abeady  iioflamed  by  wine,  and  opprefled  by  fleep,  he 
iflued  a  raih  command,  diat  thdr  death  fliould  be  revenged  by 
the  maflacre  of  the  guards  of  Fridgem  and  Alavivus.  The 
damofous  fliouts  and  dying  groans  iq»prifed  Fridgem  of  his 
extreme  das^;^ :  and,  as  he  poflefled  the  calm  and  intrepid  Ipiiit  oT 
«  hero^  he  ikw  dutt  he  wm  loft  if  he  allowed  a  moment  of  ddibc-

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^XXVl  ^*  ^^^^^  ^°  deeply  injured  him.    "  A  trifling  dif- 

S  ■!  **  pute,  ikid  the  Gothic  leader,  with  a  firm  but  gentle  tone  of  voice, 
"  appean  to  have  anien  betweea  the  two  natioas.  s  but  it  may  be 
"  produftive  of  the  moft  dangerous  confequences,  unlefs  the  tumult 
**  is  immediately  pacified  by  the  aiTurance  of  our  fafety,  and  the 
audimity  of  our  prefence."  At  thefe  words,  Fritigem  and  hia 
companions  drew  their  fword?,  opened  their  paflfage  through  the 
unrefifting  crowd,  wliich  filled  the  palace,  the  ftreets,  and  the  gates, 
of  Marcianopolis,  and,  mounting  thdr  hories,  haftily  vaniihed  from 
the  eyes  of  the  aftoniflied  Romans.  The  generals  of  the  Gothi 
were  faluted  by  the  fierce  and  joyful  acdamationa  of  the  camp :  war 
waa  inftantly  refolved,  and  the  refolution  was  executed  without  de« 
lay:  the  banners  of  the  nation  were  difplayed  according  to  the  cuftom 
of  their  anceftors  ;  and  the  air  xefiMinded  with  the  harfh  and  mourn* 
fid  mnfic  of  the  Baxbaiian  tnmqpet".  The  weak  and  guilty  Liqpi> 
cmm,  who  had  dared  to  provolee,  who  had  ncg^eded  to  deftroy,  and 
ikho  ftill  preiomed  to  de^ife,  his  fimnidable  enemy,  mardied  agunft 
ihe  Gotfaa,  at  the  head,  of  fuch  a  military  fiarce  as  couM  be  coUeded 
on  this  fudden  emexgency;  The  Barbaiians  txpeCked  his  i^iproadi 
about  nine  miles  fipom  Mardanopolis  $  and  on  this  occaiion  the  talents 
of  the  goicral  were  found  to  be  of  more 

pievaiUng  efficacy  than  the 
weapons  and  (Bfdpline  of  the  troops.  The  valour  of  the  Goths  was 
fo  ably  direded  by  the  genhis  of  Fritigem,  that  they  broke,  by  a 
clofe  and  Tigoroua  attack,  the  ranks  of  the  Roman  legions.  Liipi-

**  of  die  RonuuM :  from  that  day,  the  Gk>diB,  lenoundng  the  pee- 

carious  condition  of  ftraagen  and  exiles,  aflbmed  the  chanute 
"  €£  dtizeas  and  maftets,  claimed  an  abfiilote  dannnion  over  tite 

pdleflbn  of  land,  and  held,  in  thdur  own  ri|^  the  notthem  pio». 

vinces  of  the  empire,  which  are  bounded  bj  the  Danube.*'  Sudi 
are  die  words  of  the  Gothic  fciifiarian**,  who  celehiatea,  widi  rude 
eloquence,  the  ^ory  c£  his  oounttymen.  But  die  dominion  Of  the 
Barbarians  wascaceDciied  ctify  for  the  purpoies  of  rapine  and  deAtue* 
don.  As  they  liad  been  deprived,  by  the  jninifters  of  the  emperor, 
of  the  common  benefits  of  nature,  and  the  fiur  intercouiie  of  ibdal 
life,  they  retaliated  die  injulHce  on  the  fiilgeAs  of  the  entire ;  a&d.tfae  Thcfpeos* 
crimesdf  Li^ictnuswcfeea^iatedbytliendnofthepeaoefulhui^^  yS^'* 
men  of  Thrace,  the  conflagradon  of  their  TiUages,  and  the  nuifliuve, 
or  capUvhy,  of  tfacirinnocieBtfiimilies.  The  repect of  the  Oethic  vic- 
tory was  feon  cKi!uied  ov6r  die  adjacent  country  j  and  while  it  filled 
thendnds  of  the  Romans  vrith  feiror  and  difinay,  thdrownluyfty 
imjmidence  contributed  to  inaeaie  the  foioes  of  Fritigern,  and  dm 
calamities  of  the  proviiice.  Some  dme  before  the  great  emigration,  a 
numerous  body  of  Goths,  undar  the  command  of  Suerid  and  Colias^ 
had  been  received  into  the  protedion  and  iervke  oi  the  emjnre". 
They  were  encamped  under  the  walls  Hadrianople :  but  the  mi« 
nifters  of  Valenswereansrious  to  remove  than  beyond  the  Hellefpont, 
at  a  diftance  firom  the  dangerous  temptation  which  might  fb  eafily  be

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commudcated  by  the  ncighbomliood,  and  die  fuccefe,  of  their  coun* 
trymen.  The  zefpeOfiil  fiikniflion  vnth  which  they  yielded  to  the 
order  of  their  march,  might  be  confidered  as  a  proof  <^  their  fide- 
lity ;  and  thdr  moderate  lequeft  of  a  fuffident  attowance  of  provi- 
(ions,  and  of  a  delay  of  only  two  days,  was  eaq>refied'  in  the  moft 
dtttifol. terms.  But  die  firft  magiftrate  of  Hadrianople,  incenfed  by 
fbme  difordeiB  which  had  been  committed  at  his  country-faoufe,  re-- 
fufed  this  indulgence  $  and  anning  a^nft  them  die  inhabitants  and 
maiMifii€hiiers  of  a  populous  dty,  he  urged,  with  hoftile  threats, 
their  xoftant  departure^  The  Barbarians  ftood  fileut  and  ama2cd, 
dO:  diey  were  exaiQierated  fay  the  infiilting  damours,.  and  miffile 
wcxpoDBf  of  die  populace :  but  When  padence  or  contempt  was 
dgued,  they  cnifliAd  die  undifciplined  muldtude,  inflided  many  s 
ihamefiil  wound  on  the  hades  of  thdr  flying  enemies,  and  del^oaled 
them  of  the  fplendid  armoiir  \  Whick  tiie^  were  unworthy  to  bear. 
The  refemblance  of  thdr  fufieiings  and  dtcir  actions  fiibn  united  dus 
viAonous  detachment  toitfae  nation  of  the  VUigoths  ;  the  troops  of 
Golias  and  Suerid  expeded  the  approach  of  the  great  Fritigem^ 
ranged  themfdves  under  his  ftandaid;  and  fignalifed  their  asdouc  in 
the  iiegeof  Hadrianqple.  •  But  the  refiftance  of  the  garrifon  informed 
the  Barbarians,  that,  in  the  attadt  of  regular  fettificadonsj  theeflSirts 
of  iinflcilful  courage  are  feldom  effectual.  Their  general  acknow- 
ledged his  error,  raifed  the  fiegc,  declared  that,  "  he  was  at  peace  with 
**  ftone  walls  ^nd  revenged  his  difappointment  on  the  adjacent 
country.  He  accepted,  with  plcafure,  the  ufeful-  reinforcement  of 
hardy  workmen,  who  laboured  in  the  gold  mines  of  Thrace  for

theie  new  afTociates  conduded  the  Barbarians,  through  the  fccrct  ,# 

paths,  to  the  moft  fequeftered  places,  yrhaidi  had  been  choien  to  fe- 

cure  the  inhabitants,  the  cattle,  and  the  magazines  of  com.  With 

the  afliftance  of  fuch  guides,  nothing  could  remain  impenrtous,  or 

inacceflible :  refiftance  was  fetal ;  ffight  was  impfadicable ;  and  die 

patient  fubmiflion  of  helplefs  innocence  feldom  found  mercy  from 

the  Barbarian  conqueror.  In  the  courfe  of  thefe  depredations,  a  great 

number  of  the  children  of  the  Goths,  who  had  been  fold  into  capti- 

yitj,  were  reftored  to  the  embraces  of  their  aflSded  parents ;  but 

diefe  tender  interviews,  which  might  have  revived  and  cherilhed  in 

their  minds  (bme  iendments  of  humanity,  tended  only  to  ftimulate 

their  native  fiercencfs  by  the  deHre  of  revenge.    They  liftened, 

with  eager  attention,  to  the  complaints  of  thdr  captive  children,  who 

had  fuffered  die  mdt  crud  indigrdties  from  the  luftfril  or  angry  paf- 

iions  of  their  mafters ;  and  the  fame  crueldes,  the  (ame  indignides, 

vrcrc  feverely  retaliated  on  the  fons  and  daughters  of  the  Romans  '*. 

The  hnprudcnce  of  Vjlcns  and  his  minifters  had  introduced  into  Operatiomof

the  heart  of  the  empire  a  nation  of  enemies  ;  but  the  Vifigoths  might  war. 
even  yet  have  been  reconciled,  by  the  manly  confefllon  of  pad  errors,  ^'  ^'  ^* 
and  the  fmcere  performance  of  former  engagements.

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^&vi^'  ^'^^  brave ;  and  hi*  unfeafoiuible  bravery  was  6tal  to  Hmlelf 
^  Bitm^  and  to  his  fubjeds.  He  declared  his  intentioa  of  mazdung  firou 
Antiodi  to  Conftantiaople,  to  fubdue  this  dangerous  rebellion ;  and» 
as  he  was  not  ignorant  of  the  difficulties  of  the  enterprife»  he  fi)lidted 
the  aiRftance  of  his  nephew,  the  emperor  Gratian^  who  commanded- 
all  the  foiccs  of  the  Weft.  The  veteran  troops  were  haftily  lecaUed 
firom  die  defence  of  Armenia;  Aat  in^rtant  frontier  was  abandoned 
to  the  £icredon  of  Sapor ;  and  the  immediate  condud  of  the  Goduc 
war  was  entrufted,  during  the  abfence  Valens,  to  his  tieutenants- 
Tiajaa  and  IVofuturus,  two  generals  who  indulged  theraielvcs  in  a 
very  fi](e  and  &vourable  opinion  of  their  own  d>ilities»  On  their 
arrival  in  Thrace,  they  were  joined  by  Richomer,  count  of  the  do* 
mefticB ;  and  die  auxiliaries  of  the  Weft,  that  marched  under  hia 
banner,  were  compofed  of  the  Gallic  l^ons,  reduced  indeed  hj 
a  ^irit  of  delertion  to  the  vain  a^qpearances  of  ftrength  and  num* 
bers.  In  a  councQ  of  war,  whidi  was  influenced  hj  pride,  rather 
dian  by  reafon,  it  was  relblved  to  ieek,  and  to  encounter,  the  Bar- 
barians ;  who  lay  encamped  in  the  ^padous  and  fertile  meadows^ 
near  die  moft  fouthem  of  the  fix  mouths  of  the  Danube  Tbdr 
.  camp  was  fiirrounded  by  die  ufual  fordfication  of  waggons*" ;  and 
die  Barbarians,  fecure  wtdiin  die  vaft  circle  of  the  indofnre,  en- 
joyed the  fruits  of  their  valour,  and  the  ipoils  of  the  province.  In 
die  midft  of  riotous  intemperance,  the  watchful  Fridgera  obferved  the 
modons,  and  penetrated  the  deiigns,  of  the  Romans.*  He  perceived, 
that  the  numbers  of  the  enemy  were  condnually  increafing;  and,  as 
he  underftood  their  intendon  of  attacking  his  rear,  as  foon  as  the  fear-

country. ,  As  foon  as  they  defcried  the  flaming  beacons they, 
obeyed,  unth  incredible  fyeedf  the  iignal  of  their  leader ;  the  camp 
was  filled  with  the  martial  crowd  <^  Barbarians  j  their  impatient 
clamoun  demanded  the  battle,  and  thdr  tumultuous  zeal  was  ap-. 
proved  and  animated  by  the  i^urit  of  their  cliie&  The  evening  waa 
already  far  advanced ;  and  the  two  armies  prepared  themielves  for 
the  appioadiii^  combat,  which  was  deferred  only  till  the  dawn  of 
day.  While  the  trumpets  founded  to  arms,  the  undaunted  courage 
of  the  Ooths  was  confirmed  by  the  mutual  obUgadon  of  a  felemik 
oath;  and  as  they  advanced  to  meet  the  enemy,  the  rude  fongs» 
which  celebrated  the  glory  of  their  fbrefitthers,  were  mingfed  with, 
their  fieree  and  diflbnant  outcries;  and  oppoied  to  the  artificial  hai> 
Biony  of  the  Roman  fhout.  Some  military  ikill  was  diQ)hiyecl 
by  Fritigem  to  gain  the  advantage  <^  a  commanding  eminence  $ 
but  the  bloody  ccmflid,  whidi  began  and  ended  mth  the  light,  was 
maintained,  on  dther  fide,  by  the  peribnal  and  obftinate  efforts  of. 
ifarength,  valour,  and  agility.  The  legions  of  Armenia  fupported 
their  fiune  in  arms;  but  they  were  opprefTcd  by  theirrefiftible  wd|^t 
of  die  hc^e  muldtude :  the  left  wing  of  the  Rcmians  vras  thrown 
into  diforder,  and  the  field  was  ftrewed  with  their  manned  csaoiffet*  . 
This  pardal  defeat  was  balanced,  however,  by  partial  fuccefs;  and 
when  the  two  armies,  at  a  hte  hour  of  the  evening,  retreated 
to  thttr  reQ)edive  camps,  neither  of  them  couki  claim  the  ho-. 
Hours,  or  the  efiedfat,  of  a  decifive  viaory.  The  real  lofs  was  moie. 
feverely  felt  by  the  Rmnans,  in  propcstion  to  the  finallnefs  of  their 
numbers;  but  the  Goths  were  fo  deeply  confounded  and  difinayed  b7 

Statim  tt«  accenfi  malleoli.    Ihaveured    turgid  m;  taphors,  ihofe  falfc  ornaments,  thtt" 
tke  literal  fcnre  of  real  torciics  or  bracuni:   pcrf«tuall/ dufigurethe  Iljleof  Ajnmianus. 
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^xxvi  ^  vigorous,  and  perhaps  unexpeded,  reHftance,  that  they  remuned 
{even  days  within  the  drcle  of  their  fortifications.  Such  funeral 
ntes,  as  the  drcumftances  of  dme  and  place  would  admit,  were 
pioufly  difcharged  to  fome  officers  of  diMnguiflied  rank ;  but  the  in- 
difcriminate  vulgar  was  left  unburied  on  the  plain.  Their  flefli  was 
greedily  devoured  by  the  birds  of  prey,  who,  in  that  age,'  enjoyed 
very  frequent  and  delicious  feafts ;  and  feveral  years  afterwards  the 
white  and  naked  bones,  which  covered  the  wide  extent  of  the  fields, 
prefented  to  the  eyes  <^  Ammiaaus,  a  dreadful  monument  of  die 
batde  of  Salices 

x^n.on  of  the  progre&  of  the  Goths  had  been  checked  by  the  doubtful  event 

tnr  iiuns,  of  that  bloody  day;  and  the  Imperial  generals,  whole  army  would 
have  been  confumed  by  the  repetition  of  fuch  a  oonteft,  embraced 
the  more  rational  plan,  of  deftroying  the  Baxbarians,  by  the  wants  and 
preffiure  of  thdr  own  multitudes.  They  jarepared  to  confine  the 
Vifigoths  in  the  narrow  angle  of  land,  between  the  Danube,  the 
defert  of  Scythia,  and  the  mountains  of  Haemus,  till  their  ftrength 
and  fpirit  fhould  be  infenfibly  wafted  by  the  inevitable  operadon  of 
famine.  The  defign  was  proiecuted  widi  ibme  condud  and  fucceJs ; 
the  Barbarians  had  almoft  exhaufted  their  own  magazines,  and  the 
harvefts  of  the  country ;  and  the  diligence  of  Satununus,  the  mafter- 
general  of-  the  cavalry,  was  employed  to  improve  the  fiiength,  and 
to  contract  the  extent,  of  the  Roman  fbrdfications.  His  labours 
were  interrupted  by  the  alarming  intelligence,  that  new  fwarms  of 
Barbarians  had  pafled  die  unguarded  Danube,  ather  to  fupport  the 
caule,  or  to  imitate  the  example,  of  Fritigern.  The  jud  apprehen- 
fioQ,  that  he  himfelf  might  be  fiurounded,  and  overwhelmed,  by

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the  arms  of  hoftilc  and  unknown  nations,  compelled  Saturninns  to  CHAP.

relinquilh  the  fiege  of  the  Gothic  camp  :  and  the  indignant  Vifi-  1  — u— 'j* 
goths,  breaking  from  their  confinement,  fatiatcd  their  hunger  and 
revenge,  by  the  repeated  devaftation  of  the  fruitful  countrj',  which 
•extends  above  three  hundred  miles  from  the  banks  of  the  Danube  to 
the  ibdghts  of  the  HeUe^nt".  The  iagacicnis  Fritigem  had  Cuc^ 
ct&kaiy  appealed  to  the  paffioos,  as  well  as  to  the  intereft,  of  his 
Baibarian  allies  }  and  the  love  <^  rapine,  and  the  hatred  of  Rome, 
jfeconded,.  or  even  prevented^  the  eloquenee  of  hh  ambd&dott.  He 
ceaiented  a  ftrid  and  u&ful  alliance  with  the  great  body  of  his  coun- 
trymen, who  obeyed  iUatheus  and  Saphiax  as  the  guardians  of  th^ 
.ufant  king :.  the  long  amnu^ty  of  ^ival  tribes  was  fufpended  by  the 
ienfe  of  their  common  intereft-j  the  indi^cadoit  part  vi  the  nation 
was  aflbdated  under  one  ftandard  ;  and  the  chiefit  of;  the  Oftrogoths  • 
appear  to  have  yidded  to  die  fuperior  genius  <^tiie  general  of  the 
VlHgoths*-  He  obtained  the  formidable  aid  of  the  Taifalx,  whofe 
military  renown  was  dtfgraced  and  polluted  by  the  public  infamy  of 
their  domeftic  manners.  Every  youth,  on  his  entrance  into  the 
world,  was  united  hy  die  tics  of  honourable  fricndfliip,  and  brutal 
love,  to  fomc  warrior  of  the  tribe ^  nor  could  he  hope  to  he  rclcalcd 
from  this  unnatural  conncdion,  till  he  had  approved  his  manhood, 
by  flaying,  in  fmglc  combat,  a  huge  bear,  or  a  wild  boar  of  the 
forcft  But  the  moft  powerful  auxiliaries  of  the  Goths  were  drawn 
from  the  camp  of  thofe  enemies  who  had  expellcJ  them  from  their ' 
native,  feats.   The  loofe  fubordination,  and  extenfive  pofl'elfions,  of

Several  of  the  hords  were 
alluied  hy  the  liberal  pcomifes  of  Fritigem ;  and  the  xapid  cavaliy 
of  Scythia,  added  weight  and  energy  to  the  fieady  and  ftrenuons 
efibrts  of  the  Gothic  infimtry.  The  Sarmatians,  who  could/ierer 
forgave  die  fucceflor  of  Valentiman,  enjoyed  and  «ncreaied  the  gene- 
ral confiifion ;  and  a  feafonable  irruption  of  the  Alemanni,  into  the 
provinces  of  Gaul,  engaged  die  attention,  and  diverted  the  fbaxes,  of 
the  emperof  of  the  Weft".

viebory  of  One  die  moft  dangerooc  Ineonveniendea  of  die  introdu^on  of 
^7Tim^'  die  Barbarians  into  die  aimy  and  the  palace,  was  fenl3>ly  ftlt  in  didr 
j^g,  CMrei^ndence  with  their  hdlile  eountrymeh  f  to  whom  they  impru- 
dendy,  or  maUdoufly,  revealed  the  weakneft  of  the  Roman  empire^ 
A  IblcUer,  of  the  life-guards  of  Gratian,  was  of  die  nadon  of  die 
Aknunni,  and  of  the  tribe  of  the  Lendenies,  who  dwdt  beyond  the 
lake  of  Gonftancft  Some  domeffic  bufinels  obliged  Um  to  veqneft  a 
leave  of  abience  In  a  ihoit  vifit  to  his  fiunily  and  friends,  he  wm 
expo£€d  to  didr  curious  inquuies;  and  the  vanity  o£  the  loqoadovs 
Ibldier  tempted  him  to  dilplay  lus  intimate  acquaintance  with  the 
leciefs  of  the  ftate,  and  the  defigns  of  his  mafbr.  The  intelligence, 
that  Gradan  was  preparing  to  lead  the  military  force  of  Gaul,  and  of 
the  Weft,  to  the  afliftance  of  his  uncle  Valens,  pointed  out  to  the 
rcftlefs  fpirit  of  the  Alemanni,  the  moment,  and  the  mode,  of  a 
fuccefsful  invafion.  The  enterprife  of  iome  light  detachments,  who. 
In  the  month  of  February,  pafTcd  the  Rhine  upon  the  ice,  was  the 
prelude  of  a  more  important  war.  The  boldeft  hopes  of  rapine, 
perhaps  of  conqucft,  outweighed  tiic  coafidcrations  of  timid  pru- 
dence, or  national  faith.    Every  foreft,  and  every  village,  poured

forth  a  band  of  hardj  adTcnturera ;  and  die  great  anny  <^  the  Ale- 
manoi,  which,  on  their  approach,  was  eftimated  at  forty  thou(and 
men  by  the  fean  of  the  people,  was  afterwards  magnified  to  the 
number  of  ieventy  thouland,  by  the  vain  and  credulous  flattery  of 
the  Imperial  court  The  legions,  which  had  been  ordered  to  mardi 
into  Pannonia,  were  immediately  recalled,  or  detained,  for  the  de- 
fence of  Gaul ;  the  nulitary  command  was  divided  between  Nanienus 
and  Mellobaudes ;  and  the  youthful  emperor,  though  he  refpeOed 
the  long  eiq>erience  and  fober  wifiiom  of  the  former,  was  much  more 
inclined  to  admire,  and  to  follow,  the  martial  ardour  of  his  colleague ; 
who  was  allowed  to  unite  the  incompatible  charaders  of  count  of  the 
domefUcs,  and  of  king  of  the  Franks.  Hb  rival  Priarius,  king  of  the 
'  Alemanni,  was  guided,  or  rather  impelled,  by  the  fame  headftrong 
valour ;  and  as  their  troops  were  animated  by  the  ipiiit  of  their 
leaders,  they  met,  diey  iaw,  they  encountered,  each  other,  near  die 
town  of  Argentaria,  or  Colmar  **,  in  die  plains  of  Alface.  The 
glory  of  the  day  was  juftly  aferibed  to  the  miflile  weq>ons^  and  wcll- 
pradtfed  evolutions,  of  the  Roman  foldiers:  the  Alemanni,  who 
long  maintuned  thdr  ground,  were  flaug^tered  with  unrdenting 
fury :  five  thoufand  only  of  the  Barbarians  efbaped  to  the  woods  and 
mountains ;  and  die  glorious  death  of  their  king  on  the  field  of  batde, 
iaved  lum  firom  the  reproaches  of  the  people,  who  are  always  difpofed 
to  aocttfe  the  justice,  or  policy,  of  im  unAiccefifiil  vrar.  After  this 
fignal  victory,  whidi  fecured  die  peace  of  Gaul,  and  aflerted  the 
honour  dfdie  Roman  arms,  the  emperor  Gratian  appeared  to  jnoceed 
without  delay  on  his  Eaftem  expedition ;  but  as  he  approadied 
the  confines  of  die  Alemanni,  he  fuddenly  inclined  to  the  left,

pofed  to  his  progress  the  obftaclies  of  nature  and  of  eowage  f  and  ftilL 
continued  to  retreat,,  from  one  hiU  to  another,  tiU  they  were  iati^ 
fied,  by  rq>eated  trials,  of  the  power  and  perfeveranee  of  their  enemies^ 
Hidr  fUbmiffion  wfw  accepted,  as  a  prool^  not  indeed  of  tfidr  fineere 
repentance,^  but  of  dieir  snQtval  diftrefi ;  and  a  MeSt  number  of  tfaor- 
brave  and  robuft  youth  waa  escaded  from  the  fidtldefi  nation,  as  the 
mc^  fubftandal  pledge  of  their  future  moderation.   The  fubjeds  of 
die  empire,,  who  had  fi>  often  experienced,,  that  die  Alemanni  could 
nodier  be  fubdued  by  arms,  nor  reftrained  by  treaties,  might  not 
promife  themfelves  any  foHd  or  kiting  tranquHHty:  bnt  they  dif* 
covered,  in  the  vinuea  of  dieir  young  fovereign,,  the  proved  of  a. 
k>ng  and  au^idous  reign.   When  the  legions  dimbed  tSte  moun-> 
tsuns,  and  icaled  the  fortifications,  of  the  Barbarians,  die  valour  of 
Gradan  was  diftinguiflied  in  the  fisremall  ranks  i  *aS  dke  g^t  and 
variegated  armour  of  his  gnaida  vras  jnerced  and  fliattered  by  the 
blows,  which  they  had  received  in  their  conftant  attachmest  to  the 
perfon  of  thdr  ibvereign.    At  the  ^  of  nineteen,  the  foa  of  V»- 
leptii^an  filmed  to  poflfeft  die  tidents  of  peace  and  war  $  and  his-per* 
(imal  iiicoefs  i^nft  die  Alemanni  was  inteipeced  as-  a  fine  prefage 
of  his  Gothic  triumphs 
Vaknt  WhUe  Gratian  deferved  and  enjoyed  the  applaufe  of  lus  fubjedb, 

^jnadie    the  emperor  Valens,  who^  at  length,  had  removed  his  court  aad 
a:  d.'  37S.  army  from  Andodi,  was  recdved  by  the  people  of  Gmflandaople  as 
jiaeiilhr  theauthopof  die  pubHc  eahmity.   Before  he  had  lepdedhimfetf  ten 
days  in  the  coital,  he  .was- urged,  by  the  Hcoitieiis  clamours  of  the 
Hippodrome,  to  march  againft  the  Barbarians,  whom  he  had  invited 

The  full  and  impartial  n«m^«  of  Chronicle  of  Jerom,  nnd  the  Hiftory  of  Oro- 
Ammianus  (xx».  10  )  may  derive  lbineaddi«  6)u  (1.  vii.  c.  jj.  p.  5^2.  edit.  Havercamp.}. 
tioul  light  fioa  the  Bpiioiii*  of  Yidor,  dw 
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into  his  dominions  :  and  the  citizens,  who  are  ahvays  brave  at  a  ^XX¥1^' 
diftance  from  any  real  dang;cr,  declared,  with  confidence,  that,  if 
they  \vere  fupplied  with  arms,  tbty  alone  would  undertake  to  deliver 
tiic  province  from  the  ravages  of  an  infulting  foe  **.  The  vain  re- 
proaches of  an  ignorant  multitude  haftencd  the  downfal  of  the  Ro- 
man empire ;  they  provoked  the  defperate  ralhncfs  of  Valens ; 
who  did  not  fnul,  cither  in  his  reputation,  or  in  hts  mind,  any 
motives  to  fupport  witli  firmnefs  the  puhlic  contempt.  He  was 
foon  perfuadcd,  by  the  luccefsful  atchievetnents  of  his  lieutenants, 
to  defpife  the  power  of  the  Goths,  who,  by  tiie  diligence  of  Fritigem, 
were  now  collcdcd  in  the  neighhourhood  of  Hadrianople.  The 
march  of  the  Taifalx  had  hcen  intercepted  by  the  valiant  Frigerid  ; 
the  king  of  thofc  licentious  Barbarians  was  flain  in  battle  ;  and  the 
fuppliant  captives  wcrc  fent  into  diilant  exile  to  cultivate  the  lands 
■of  Italy,  ^vbich  were  afligncd  for  their  fcttlement,  in  the  vacant 
territories  of  Modena  and  Parma The  exploits  of  Sebaftian  % 
who  was  recently  ei^^aged  in  the  fervice  of  Valens,  and  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  mafter-general  of  the  infantry,  were  ftill  more  honour* 
tible  to  himfclf,  and  ufeful  to  the  republic.  He  obtained  the  per- 
roilTion  of  felecling  three  hundred  foldiers  from  each  of  the  legions  ; 
and  this  feparate  detachment  foon  acquired  the^iritof  difcif^ine,  and 
4he  exercife  of  anus,  which  were  almoft  foigotten  under  the  reign  of

.  GodM  was fiir[Hnfediti  didr  camp:  and  the  immenfe  fpoil,  wludi  was* 

recovered  from  thdr  hands,  filled  the  city  of  Hadrianoplc,  and  the  ad- 
jacent plain.  Theiplendid  namtiTes,  whidi  the  general  tranfmitted  <£ 
his  own  exploits,  alarmed  Hut  Imperial  court  by  the  appearance  of  fti- 
perior  merit ;  and  though  he  cautioufly  infifted  on  the  difficulties  of 
tihe.  Godiie  yrar,  his  Talour  was  praiied,  his  advice  was  rejeded  \ 
and  Valens,  who  liftened  with  pride  and  pleafure  to  the  flattering 
fuggeftions  <^  the  eunuchs  of  the  palace,  was  impatient  to  fdze  the 
glory  of  an  eafy  and  aflTured  conqueft.  His  anny  was  ftrengthened. 
by  a  niuiefous  rdnfincement  of  veterans ;  and  his  maidi  from  Con- 
fiantittople  to  Hadrianople  was  coaduQed  with  fi>  mudi  aulitary  ikil]» 
diat  he  prevented  the  activity  of  the  Barbarians,  who  defigned  ta 
occupy  the  intermediate  defiles,  and  to  intercept  other  the  troops 
themfdves,.  or  didr  ccmvoys  of  provifions.  The  camp  of  Valens, 
which  he  pitched  under  die  walls  of  Hadrianople,  was  f<Mtified,  ac- 
cording to  the  pradice  of  the  Romans,  with  a  ditch  and  rampart  ^ 
and  a  moft  important  council  was  fiimmoned,  to  dedde  die  fate  of  the 
emperor  and  of  the  empire.  The  party  of  reaibn  and  of  dday  was. 
ftrenuoufly  maintained  by  Vidor,  who  had  coire^ed,  by  the  Ie£RMis 
of  experience,  the  native  fierceneft  d  the  Sarmatian  charader^ 
while  Sebaftian,  with  the  flexible  and  oblequious  doquence  of  a 
courtier,  reprefented  every  precaution,  and  every  mcafure,  that  im- 
plied a  doubt  of  immediate  viilory,  as  unworthy  of  the  courage 
and  majefty  of  their  invincible  monarch.  The  ruin  of  Valcin 
was  precipitated  by  the  deceitful  arts  of  Fritigern,  and  the  prudent 
admonitions  of  the  emperor  of  the  Weft.  The  advantages  cf  ncgo-  - 
ciating  in  the  midft  of  war,  were  perfc<ixly  underilood  by  the  general 
of  the  Barbarians ;  and  a  Chriftian  ccclefiaftic  was  difpatched,  as  the 
holy  minifter  of  peace,  to  penetrate,  and  to  perplex,  the  councils  of 
the  enemy.    The  misfortunes,  as  well  as  the  provocatiom,  of  the 
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Gothic  nadon,^  were  forcibly  and  truly  defcribed  by  thdr  ambaf->  ^JLjL^* 


fador ;  who  protefted,  in  the-  name  of  Fritigcm,  that  he  was  ftill  w 
-  difjpofed  to  hy  down  his  arms,  or  to  employ  them  only  in  the  de- 
fence of  the  empire  ;  if  he  could  fecure,  for  his  wandering  country- 
men, a  tranquil  fettlement  on  the  waftc  lands  of  Thrace,  and  a 
Aifiicient  allowance  of  com  and  cattle.    But  he  added,  in  awhi^>er 
<^  confidential  fricndihip,  that  the  exaljperated  Barbarians  were  averfc 
to  thefe  reafonable  conditions ;  and,  that  Fritigem  'was  doubtful 
whether  he  could  accompliih  the  conclufion  of  the  treaty,  unlefs  he 
found  himfelf  fupported  by  the  prefence,  and  tenors,  of  an  Imperial 
army.    About  the  fame  time.  Count  Richomer  returned  from  the- 
Weft,  to  announce,  the  defeat  and  fubmiflion  of  the  Alcmanni,  to- 
inform  Valensj  that  his  nephew  advanced  by  rapid  marches  at  the* 
head  of  the  veteran  and  \d€toriou^  legions  of  Gaul  ;  and  to  re^iiei^. 
in  the  name  of  Gratian,  and  of  the  republic,  that  every  dangerous 
and  deciiive  meafurc  might  be  fufpcnded,  till  the  jun^on  of  the 
two'  emperors  {hould  enfure  the  fuccefs  of  the  Gothic  war.    But  the 
feeble  fovereign  of  the  Eaft  was  aduated  only  by  the  fatal  illufion* 
of  pride  and  jealoufy.    He  difdained  the  importunate  advice;  he 
rejected  the  humiUatiag  aid ;  he  fecretly  compared  the  ignominious,, 
at  leaft  the  inglorious,  period  of  his  own  reign,  with,  the  fame  of  a 
beardlefs  youth  ;  and  Valens  ruihed  into  the  field,^  to  ere^  his  ima^ 
ginary  trophy,  before  the  diligence  of  his  colleague  could  ufuip  any 
lhare  of  the  triumphs  of  the  day. 

On  the  ninth  of  Auguft,  a  day  which  has  deferved  to  be  marked  Battle  of 
among  the  moft  inaufpicious  of  the  Roman  Calendar the  emperor  ^'^'*"*'P^'» 
A  Valens,  leaving,  under  a  ftrong  guard,  his  baggage  and  military 
treafure^  marched  from  Hadrianople  to  attack  the  Goths,,  who.

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^  vifvi  ^'  encamped  about  twelve  miles  from  the  city  *\  By  fomc  miiiake 
tiii^^i/  of  the  orders,  or  fome  ignorance  of  the  ground,  the  right  wing,  or 
column  of  cavalry,  arrived  in  fight  of  the  enemy,  whilft  the  left  wai 
ilill  at  a  confiderabie  diftance ;  the  foldiers  were  compelled,  in  the 
fultry  heat  of  fummer,  to  precipitate  their  pace ;  and  the  line  of 
battle  wa»  fonned  with  tedious  confufion,  and  irregular  o^Iay.  The 
Gothic  csnlry  had  been  detached  to  forage  in  the  adjacent  country; 
and  Fritigern  ftill  continued  to  prailifc  his  cuftcmary  arts.  He  dii- 
patched  meflengers  of  peace,  made  propofals,  required  hoftages,  and 
'wafted  the  hours,  till  the  Romans,  expofed  without  ihelter  to  the 
burning  rays  of  the  fun,  were  exhauftcd  by  thirft,  hunger,  and  in- 
tolerable fatigue.  The  emperor  w  as  perfuaded  to  fend  an  ambaifador 
to  Uic  Gothic  camp  ;  the  zeal  of  Richomer,  who  alone  had  courage 
tp  accept  the  daqgerous  commifllon,  was  applauded :  and  the  count 
of  the  domeftica>  adomed  with  the  fplcndid  enfigns  of  his  digiuty, 
had  proceeded  fome  way  in  the  fpace  between  the  two  armies,  whea 
he  was  fuddenly  recalled  by  the  alarm  of  battle*  The  h»&y  and  ioi- 
prudcnt  attack  was  made  by  Bacurius  the  Iberian,  who  commanded  a 
body  of  archers  and  targetteers ;  and  as  they  advanced  with  xaihneia» 
they  retreated  with  lofs  and  difgrace*  In  the  fame  moment,  the 
flying  fquadrons  of  Alatheus  and  Saphrax,  whofe  return  was  anziouflj 
expeded  by  the  general  of  the  Goths,  defcended  like  a  whtriwiad 
from  the  hills,  fwept  acrofs  the  plain,  and  added  new  tenotB  to  die 
tumultuous,  but  irrefiftiblc,  chargfe  of  the  Barbariaa  h<^  Theercflt 
of  the  battle  of  Hadrianople,  fo  fatal  to  \^alcn8  and  to  the  empire^ 
TkeddeMof  may  be  defcribed  in  a  few  words  :  the  Roman  cavalry  fled :  the  in- 
fantry  was  abandoned,  furrounded,  and  cut  in  pieces.  Themoftflcilfid  * 
evolutions,  the  firmeft  courage,  are  fcaroely  fufficient  to  extricate  a  bodj

fwofdsandjaveKns.   In  tlie  .midft  of  tttmalt,  of  ikng^ter,  and  of 
£finay,  the  emperor,  deferted  by  his  guards,  and  wounded,-  as  it 
was  fnppoied,  with  an  arrow,  fonght  proteAion  among  the  Lanceaiii 
and  the  Mattiarii,  who  ftill  maintained  thdr  ground  with  fcnne 
pearance  of  order  and  firmne&   Kb  faithful  generals,  Trajan  and 
Vi&or,  who  perceived  his  danger,  loudly  excUumed,  that  all  was  loft, 
tmlefi  the  pcrfon  of  the  empenv  could  be  firred.   Some  tnx^  ani- 
mated by  tlwir  exhortation,  advanced  to  his  xdief :  they  found*  oiAj 
9,  bloody  ^pot»  covtred  with  a  heap  of  broken  amis^  and  mangled 
bodies,  without  being  able  to  diicover  their  unfiutonate  prince,  cither 
among  the  living,  or  die  dead*   Thdr  iearch  could  not  indeed  be 
iiiocelsfui^  if^there  is  any  tnidi  in  the  dicDmftancieB,  with  wlndi 
£mie  htftorians  have  related  the  death  of  the  emperor.       -the  caw 
of  hb  attendants,  Vakas  was  removed  fiom  the  field  of  batde  to  a  lou. 
neighbouring  cottage»  where  tibey  attempted  to  dre6  his  wotmd,  and 
to  provide  Ibr  hu  future  fiifety.  But  this  humfele  retreat  was  inftandy 
ionounded  by  the  enemy;  they  tried  to  Ibfce  the  door;  they  were  pro- 
voked by  a  di&huge  of  arrows  from  the  roof ;  till  at  length,  impa- 
ttenc  of  delay,  they  ftcftre  to  a  pile        faggots,  and*  conliuneddie 
cottage,  vnth  the  Roman  emperor  and  his  train.  Valens  perifli- 
ed  in  the  flames;  and  a  youth  who  dropt  from  the  window,  alofte 
efcaped,  to  attseft  the  melancholy  tale,  and  to  inform  the  Goths  of  the 
ineftunable  prize  which  they  had  loft  by  their  own  ralhnefs.  A  great 
number  of  brave  and  diftingiuihed  offioeit  perifiied  in  die  battle  of 
Hadtianopk,  which  equadkd^  in  the  aCboal  loft,  and-  ftr  fiupaffiMl,  ta 
due  fiital  ccmfequences,  the  miafivtune  wlddk  Rome  had  formerly 
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"^xxv/  ^  CaniME**.    Two  mafter-genenis  of  die 

cavalry  and  tn&ntry,  two  great  officers  of  the  palace,  and  thiity^five 
tribunes,  were  found  among  the  flain ;  and  the  death  of  Sehaftian 
might  fatisfy  the  world,  that  he  was  the  viaim,  as  well  as  the  au- 
thor, of  die  public  calamity.   Above  two-thirds  of  the  Roman  army 
were  deftroyed :  and  the  darkneft  of  the  mght  was  efkeemed  a  very 
lavourable  circumftance  $  as  it  ferved  to  conceal  the  fl^it  of  the 
multitude,  and  to  protect  the  more  wderly  retreat  c£  Vi&or  and 
Richomer,  who  alone,  amidft  the  general  conftemadon,  maintained 
the  advants^  of  calm  courage,  and  regular  difcipUne**. 
Funeral  or»>     While  the  impreffions  of  grief  and  terror  were  fiill  recent  in  the 
fens  and  bis  iiunds  of  men,  the  moft-  cdelnrated  rhetorician  of  the  age  compofel 
the  fimeral  oration  of  a  vanquilhed  army,  and  of  an  unpopular 
ivinoe,  whole  throne  was  already  occupied  by  a  ftrai^^.  There 
**  are  not  wandng,*'  fays  the  candid  Libanius,  **  thofe  who  arraign 
"  the  prudence  of  the  emperor,  or  who  impute  the  pubiic  misfortune 
.to  the  want  jE^  courage  and  difcipline  in  the  troops.    For  my  own 
•*  part,  I  reverence  the  memory  of  their  former  exploits :  I  reverence 
"  the  glorious  deadi,  which  they  bravely  received,  ftanding,  and 
•*  fighting  in  their  ranks :  I  reverence  the  field  of  battle,  Gained  widi 
**  their  blood,  and  the  blood  of  the  Barbarians.   Thofe  honourable 
«  marks  have  been  ahready  waflied  away  by  the  runs ;  but  the  lofty 
M  monuments  of  their  bones,  die  bones  c£  generals,  c£  centurions,

**  His  attendants  prefented  him  wteh  die  fleeteft  horfes  of  the  Impe- 
"  rial  ftabie,  that  would  foon  have  carried  Mm  beyond  die  puifnit 
**  of  the  enemy.  Thef  Tatnly  prefled  him  to  referve  his  important 
*  life  for  the  fatne  (etvice  of  the  repablie.  He  ftili  declared,  that 
'*  he  wu  wiwoithy  to  fwnAn  lb  vKOkf  of  ilte  faraveft  and  moft  £uth- 

fill  iif  Ids  fubjcds ;  and  die  tnoaaich  was  bdbly  baiied  under  a 
^  moiintaia  of  die  flain.  Let  sone^  t^sat£ox^  prdimie  to  afcribe 
***  the  vidlory  of  tfae  Barbasrians  to  the  ftar»  the  weaknefs,  or  the 

unptudenee^  of  die  Rooett  troo|ia.  The  chiefs  and  die  Ibldiers 
^  wen  animated  by  the  virtne  of  iMr  anceftors^  whom  they  equal* 
**  led  in  difcipline,  and  the  arts  of  war.  Their  generous  emulation 
*•  was  fupportcd  by  the  love  of  glory,  which  prompted  them  to  con- 
'*  tend  at  the  &me  time  with  heat  and  diirft,  with  fire  and  the  fword ; 
**  and  checTftilly  to  embrace  an  honourable  death,  as  their  refuge 
"  againft  flight  and  infamy.  The  indignation  of  the  gods  has  been 
**  the  only  caufe  of  the  fuccefs  of  our  enemies.**  The  truth  of  hif- 
^ory  may  difclaim  fomc  parts  cf  this  panegyric,  which  cannot  ftridly 
be  re<iofidled  with  the  chafa€ter  of  Valens,  or  the  circumftances  of 
the  battle :  but  the  faireft  commendation  Is  due  to  the  eloquence, 
«nd  ftill  more  to  the  generofity,  of  the  fophift  of  Andoch  "•. 

The  pride  of  the  Codas  was  elated  by  this  memorable  vidory;  TheGothi 
but  their  avarice  was  ddappomted  by  the  mortifying  dilcovery,  that  driaiMi|>le. 
the  richeft  part  of  the  Imperial  fpoil  had  been  within  the  walls  of 
Hadrianoplc.  They  haftened  to  pofTefs  the  reward  of  their  valour  ; 
but  they  were  encountered  by  the  remains  of  a  vanquifhed  army, 
with  an  intrepid  refolution,  which  was  the  efied  of  their  dcfpair, 
And  the  only  hope  of  their  fafety.    The  walls  of  the  city,  and  the 
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^xxvj  ^*  ''^P^  ^  adjacent  camp,  were  lined  with  ndlitary  engines, 
<  w  '  .that  threw  ftonea  of  an  enormoiia  weight ;  and  aftoniflied  the  igno- 
rant Barbarians  by  the  noife,  and  Telocity,  (till  more  than  by  the 
real  efl&db,  of  die  diicharge.  The  foldiers,  the  cidzens,  the  pco- 
vindalB,  the  domeftics  of  the  palace,  were  united  in  the  danger,  and 
in  the  defence :  the  furious  al&ult  of  the  Gotha  was  repuUed ;  their 
fecret  arts  of  treachery  and  treaibn  were  dilcoyered ;  and,  after  an 
obftinate  MmfliA  of  many  hours,  they  retired  to  dieir  tents ;  con- 
vinced, by  eiqporience,  that  it  would  be  far  more  advifeaUe  to  ob- 
fenre  die  treaty,  wMch  dieir  fagacious  leader  had  tacidy  ftipulated 
with  die  ferdfications  of  great  and  populous  cides. .  After  the  hafty 
and  impolitic  maflacre  of  three  hundred  deferters,  an  aA  of  juftiee 
extremely  ufeful  to  the  difcipline  of  die  Roman  armies,  the  Goths 
.indignandy  raifed  the  (iege  of  Hadrianople.  The  Icene  of  war  snd 
tumult  was  inftandy  conyerted  into  a  fitent  folitude :  the  multttnde 
fuddenly  diiappeared ;  the  (ecret  paths  of  the  woods  and  mountains 
were  marked  with  die  ft)otfteps  of  the  trembling  fugidves,  who 
.  fought  a  refuge  in  die  diftant  cities  of  niyricum  and  Macedonia :  and 
die  faithful  officers  of  the  houfehold,  and  the  tresfury,  caudoufly 
proceeded  in  learch  of  the  emperor,  of  whoTe  deadi  diey  were  ftiH 
ignorant.  The  dde  of  die  Gothic  inundation  rolled  from  the  walls 
of  Hadrianople  to  the  fuburbs  of  Conftandnople.  The  Barbarians 
were  furpriied  with  the  fplendid  appearance  of  die  capital  <^  the 
EaA,  the  height  and  extent  of  die  walls,  die  myriads  of  wealthy  and 
affiiglited  dtizens  who  crowded  the  ramparts,  and  the  Tarious  pro- 
fyeSt  of  die  fea  and  land.  While  they  gazed  widi  hopeleft  defire  on 
the  inacceffible  beauties  of  Gonftantinopl^  a  ially  was  made  firom 
one  of  the  g^tes  by  a  party  of  Saracens**,  yfrbo  had  been  fisrtunatdy

to  yield  to  the  admirable  fwiftncfs  and  fpirit  of  the  Arabian  liorfcs :  v,— v~  ■> 
their  riders  were  {killed  in  the  evolutions  of  irregular  war ;  and  the 
Northern  Baibarians  were  aftonUhed,  and  difmayed^  by  the  inhu- 
man ferocity  of  the  Barbarians  of  the  South.  A  Gothic  foldier  was 
llain  hj  the  dagger  of  an  Arab ;  and  the  hairy,  naked  favagc,  ap- 
plying his  lips  to  the  wound,  expidlied  a  horrid  delight,  while  he 
fucked  the  Uood  of  his  vanquUhed  enemy*'.  The  army  of  the 
Goths,  hulen  mth  the  ^oUs  of  the  wealdiy  fubuxhs,  and  the  adja- 
cent territory,  ibwly  moved,  from- the  Bc^hofus,  to  the  'moun- 
tuns  which  form  the  wdlem  boundary  cf  Tbiacci  .  Hie  im- 
portant pafi  of  Sued  was  betrayed  by  dw  fear,  or  the  miiconduA, 
of  Maums;  and  the  Barbarians,  who  no  longer  had  any  refiftance  to 
^prebend  firom  the  icattered  and  Tanqnifhed  troops  of  the  Eaft, 
^l^ead  themielTes  over  the  fine  of  a  fertile  and  culdvated  country, 
as  far  as  the  confines  of  Italy,  and  die  Hadriadc  Sea**.

M  '*  ftation  of  raaflrer-general  of  the  troops,  with  a  high  rqpuudon  of  di- 
ligence and  ability;  thought  it  his  duty  to  confult  the  fenate  of  Con- 
ftantinople ;  which  he  confideied,  duting  the  vacancy  of  the  throne, 
as  the  reprefentative  coundl  of  the  nation.  As  foon  as  he  had  d>- 
tained  the  difcretionary  power  of  adiing  as  he  Ihould  judge  moft 
expedient  for  the  good  of  the  republic,  he  aflembled  the  prindpal 
'  officers ;  and  privately  concerted  efie€tttal  meafures  for  the  execution 
.  of  his  bloody  defign.  An  order  was  immedtatdy  promulgated,  that, 
on  a  ftated  day,  the  Gothic  youth  ihould  aflemble  in  the  capital  cities 
of  their  refpedive  provinces  j  and,  as  a  report  was  induftrioufly 
circdated,' diat  they  were  fummoned  to  reoetve  alHsersl  of  lands 
and  moiwy,  the'  pleafing  hope  allayed  die  fury  d[  their  refentment, 
and  perhaps  fu^pended  the  motions  of  the  coni^iracy.  On  the  ap* 
pcnnted  day,  die  unarmed  crowd  of  the  Gothic  youdi  was  caxcfiilly 
colleAed  in  the  (quare,  or  Fonim :  die  ftreets  and  avenues  were  oc- 
cupied by  die  Roman  tronps ;  and  die  roo&  of  die  houles  were 
covered  with  ardiers  and  dingers.  Ac  the  fame  hour,  in  all  the 
eides  of  the  Eaft,  the  fignal  was  gtven  of  indiicriminate  daughter; 
and  the  provinces  of  Afia  were  delivered,  by  the  crud  prudence  of 
Julius,  firom  a  domeftlc  enemy,  who,  in  a  few  months,  might  have 
carried  fire  and  fword  from  die  HelleQiont  to  the  Euphrates  The 
urgent  confiden^oa  of  the  public  lafety  may  undoubtedly  authoriie 
the  violation  of  every  pofitive  law.  How  far,  that,  or  any  other,  con- 
fideradon,  may  opoite,  to  difiblve  die  natural' tbligsdotti  of  huma- 
nity and  juldce,  is  a  -dodriae,  -of  which  I  fiSli  defirc  'to  remun

pluns  of  Hadrianople,  when  he  was  Informed,  at  firft  by  the  con-  \. 


ittfed  voice  of  fime,  and  afterwards  hy  the  more  accurate  reports  of  Gr.nian'ln'^'^ 
Vidor  and  Richomer>  that  his  impatient  colleague  had  been  fkin  in  ^^nus^whh 
battle,  and  that  two-thirds  of  the  Roman  *army  were  exterminated 
by  the  fword  of  the  vi&arious  Goths*  Whatever  refentment  the  a.  d.  179, 
lalh  and  jealous  vanity  of  his  uncle  might  deferve^.  the  relentment 
of  a  generous  mind  is  eaiily  fiibdued  by  the  fofter  emotions  of  grief 
and  compaifion :  and  even  the  ienfe  of  pity  was  fiion  loft  in  the  fe- 
nous  and  akmung  confideration  of  the  ftate  of  the  republic.  Gratian 
was  too  late  to  affift,.  he  was  too  weak  to  revenge,,  his  unfortunate 
ccdleague ;  and  the  valiant  and  medeft  youth  felt>himi^  unequal  to 
the  fupport  of  a  finkii^  world*   A  formidable  tempeft  of  the  Bar* 
baiians<^  Germany  ieemed  ready  to  burft  over  the  provinces  of  Gaul{ 
and  the  mind  of  Gratian  was  opprefled,  -.and  diftra&ed,  by  die  ad-  . 
nuniftradon  of  the  Weftem  Empire.   In  this  important,  ciiiis,  .the 
gpvemment  of  the  Eaft,  and  the.  conduct  of  the  Gothic  .war,  .re- 
quired the  undivided  attention  of  a  hero  and  a  ftatefman.  A 
fubjeA  inycfted  vrith  fudi  ample-  command^  would,  not  long  have 
pieferved  his  fidelity  to  a  diftant  benefidor;  and  the  Imperial  council 
embraced  the  wife  and  manly  refoliiti<m,  of  conferring  an  obligation, 
rather  than  of  yidding  to  an  infult;   It^was  the  wifli  of  Gratian  to 
beftow  the  purple  as  the  reward  of  Yotuc ;  but,  at  the  age  of  nine- 
teen, it  is'  not  eafy  fiw  a  prince,  educated  in  the  fuprane  rank,  to 
undeiftand  the  true  chara^rs  of  his  minifters  and  generals.  He 
attempted  to  weig^  with  an  impartial  hand,  their  various  merits  and 
defe£b ;  and,  whilft  he  checked  the  raih  confidence  of  ambition,  he 
diftrufled  the  caudous  wifiiom,  which  deQnired  of  the  republic.  As 
each  moment  of  delay  diminiihcd  fometiiing  of  the  power  and  re- 
fouKces  of  the  future  foveragn  of  the  Eaft,  the  fituadon  of  the  times 
would  not  allow  a  tedious  debate. .  The  choice  of  Gratian  was  ibon

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of  Rome***.  They  emerged  from  the  obfcurity  of  municipal  ho-  ^j^yj^* 
nours  by  the  a«flive  fpirit  of  the  elder  Theodofius,  a  general,  whnfe  v—  m^m,  .j 
exploits  in  Britain  and  Africa  have  formed  one  of  the  nioft  Iplcndid 
parts  of  the  annals  of  Valentinian.  The  fon  of  that  general,  who 
likcwife  bore  the  name  of  Thcodofuis,  was  educated,  by  fkilful  pre- 
ceptors, in  the  liberal  ftudies  of  youth ;  but  he  was  inflrudled  in  the 
art  of  war  by  the  tender  care  and  fevere  difciplinc  of  his  fatber 
Under  the  ftandard  of  fuch  a  leader,  young  Thcodc^iius  fought  glory 
and  knowledge,  in  the  moft  diftant  fcenes  of  military  adlion  ;  iiuircd 
his  conilitution  to  the  difference  of  fcafons  and  climates  ;  dillinguilhed 
his  valour  by  fea  and  land  ;  and  obfcrved  the  various  warfire  of  the 
Scots,  the  Saxons,  and  tlie  Moors.  His  own  merit,  and  the  re- 
commendation of  the  conqueror  of  Africa,  foon  ralfed  him  to  a  iic- 
parate  command  :  and,  in  the  flation  of  Duke  of  Masfia,  he  var- 
quiflied  an  army  of  Sarmatians ;  faved  the  province  j  deferved  tire 
love  of  the  foldlers ;  and  provoked  the  envy  of  the  court  "°.  His 
fifing  fortunes  were  foon  blafted  by  the  difgrace  and  execution  of  his 
illullrious  father ;  and  Thcodofius  obtained,  as  a  favour,  the  per- 
jnifhon  of  retiring  to  a  private  life,  in  his  native  province  of  Spr.in. 
He  difplaycd  a  fnin  and  temperate  characfler  in  the  eafe  with  which 
he  adapted  himfclf  to  this  new  firuatioti.  His  time  was  almofl

fhecp  "\  From  the  irtnOcent,  but  humble,  labours  of  his  farm, 
Thcodofius  was  tranfported,  In  Icfs  than  four  months,  to  the  throne 
of  the  Eaftcrn  empire :  arid  tlie  whole  period  of  the  hiftory  of  the 
world  will  not  perhaps  afford  a  funilar  example,  of  an  elevation,  at 
the  fame  time,  fb  pure,  and  f")  honour.ihlc.  The  princes  who 
peaceably  inherit  the  fceptrc  of  their  fathers,  claim  and  enjoy  a  legal 
right,  the  more  fecure,  as  it  is  abfolutely  diftin<fl  from  the  merits  of 
their  perfonal  characters,  llic  fubjcdls,  who,  in  a  monarcliy,  or  a 
popular  ftate,  acquire  the  ponifllon  of  fuprcmc  power,  may  have 
raifed  tlicmfclve'^,  by  the  I'upcriority  cither  of  genius  or  \'irtue,  above 
the  heads  of  their  equals:  but  their  virtue  i^.  icklom  exen)pt  from 
'  ambition  ;  and  the  caufe  of  the  fuccefsful  candidate  is  frequently 
ftained  by  the  guilt  of  confpiracy,  or  civil  war.  Even  in  thofe  go- 
vernments which  allow  the  reigning  monarch  to  declare  a  colleague, 
or  a  fuccclfor,  his  partial  choice,  which  may  be  influenced  by  the 
blindeft  pafTions,  is  often  directed  to  an  unworthy  object.  But  the 
mod  rufj)icious  malignity  caiuiot  afcribe  to  Theodolius,  in  his  obfcure 
folitude  of  Caucha,  the  arts,  the  defires,  or  even  the  hopes,  of  an 
ambitious  flatefman  ;  and  the  name  of  ilie  Exile  would  long  lince 
have  been  forgotten,  if  his  genuine  and  diflinguilhcd  virtues  had  not 
left  a  deep  imprcfTion  in  the  imperial  court.  During;  the  feafon  of 
profperity,  he  had  been  negleCled  ;  but,  in  the  public  diflrefs,  hia 
fuperior  merit  was  univerfally  felt  and  acknowledged.  What  con- 
fidence mud  have  been  repofed  in  his  integrity,  fmce  Gratiaa  could

of  his  abilities,  to  encourage  the  hcpc,  that  a  Tingle  man  could  iave^ 
andreftore^  the  empire  of  the  Eaft !  Theodolius  was  invefted  with 
the  purple  in  the  thirty-third  year  of  his  age.   The  vulgar  gazed 
with  admiration  on  the  manly  beauty  of  his  &oe,  and  die  graceful 
majefty  of  his  perfon,  which  they  were  pteafed  to  compare  with  the 
pidures  and  medals  of  the  emperor  Trajan  1  whilft  intelligent  db^ 
(enrerB  difisovered,  in  the  qualities  of  his  heart  and  underftanding, 
a  more  important  re&mblance  to  the  beft  and  greateft  of  the  Roman  - 
princes. 

It  is  not  without  the  moft  fmcere  regrec,  that  I  muft  now  take  hi,  pn,dent 
leave  of  an  accurate  and  faithfii!  guide,  who  has  compofed  the  hif-  f^f/^l^^^^ 
U>ry  of  his  own  times,  \rithout  indulging  the  prejudices  and  paifions,  o  iheGochie 
yvhich  ufually  aSk€t  the  mind  of  a  contemporary.   Ammianus  Mar-  a.  d,  329— 
cellinus,  who  terminates  his  uleful  work  with  the  defeat  and'  death 
p£  Valens^  recommends  the  more  gloi?u>us  fubje^  of  the  enfuing 
reign  to  the  youthlul  vigour  and  eloquoice  of  the  riiing  genera*  • 
tion**'.   The  riiing  generation  was  not  diijpofed  to.  accept  his  ad- 
vice, or  to  imitate  hjis  ewifnpic    ;  and,  in  the  ftudy  of  die  reign  of

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fiftajuce  of  the  ecddiaftical  mken,  who,  in  the  heat  of  reli^oia 
fa^lkm,  are  apt  to  defpife  the  profane  virtues  of  iuicerity  and  modera- 
tion. ConTdous  of  theTe  dUkdvantages,  which  inll  contmue  to  involve 
a  coofiderable  pwtion  of  the  dedine  and  fall  of  the  Roman  empire,  I 
ihall  proceed  unth  doubtfol  and  timorotu  fteps.   Yet  I  may  boldly 
pronounce,  that  the  battle  of  Hadrianople  was  never  revenged  hj 
any  fignal  or  decifive  vidory  ci  Theodofius  over  the  Barbarians ;  and 
the  expreflive  filence  of  his  venal  orators  may  be  confirmed  by  the 
obfervation  of  the  condition  and  drcumftances  of  the  times.  The 
&bric  of  a  mighty  fiate^  wluch  has  been  reared  by  the  labours  of 
fucceffive  ages,  could  not  be  overturned  by  the  nusfbttune  of  a 
iing^c  day,  if  the  &tal  power  of  the  ima^nation  did  not  exaggerate 
the  real  meafure  of  the  cakmify.    The  lols  of  forty  thou- 
(and  Romans,  who  fell  in  the  plains  of  Hadrianople,  might  have 
been  ibon  recruited  in  the  populous  provinces  of  the  Eaft,  whida 
contained  ib  many  millions  of  inhalntants.  The  cour^«e  of  a  ibidier 
is  found  to  be  the  cheapeft,  .and  moft  common,  quality  of  human 
nature ;  and  fuffident  (kill  to  encounter  an  undifdpUned  foe,  mig^t 
have  been  ipeedUy  taught  by  the  care  of  die  furviving  centurions. 
If  the  Baibariana  were  mounted  on  the  lunies,  and  equipped  wktt 
die  armour,  of  dieir  vanquiihed  enemies,  the  numerous  ftuds  of 
Cappadoda  and  Spain  would  have  fupplied  new  iquadrons  of  ea* 
valry ;  the  thirtylbur  arfenals  of  the  emphe  were  plentifully  ftoied 
with  magazines  of  offeniive  and  defeniive  arms ;  and  the  wealth  oT 
Alia  might  ftill  have  yidded  an  an^Ie  fond  for  the  oq^ces  of  the 
war.   But  the  efieds  wluch  were  produced  by  the  batde  of  H*' 
drianople  on  the  minds  of  the  Barbarians,  and  of  the.  Romans,  ex- 
tended the  victory  of  die  former,  and  the  defeat  of 'the  latter,  fiir 
beyond  die  limits  of  a  fingle  day.   A  Gotluc  chief  was  heard  to.  de- 
clare, widi  infoknt  moderation,,  that,  for  his  own  part,  he  was 
tigued  with  flaughter   but  that  he  was  aftonUliied  how  a^ people,  who- 

fled- 
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fled  before  him  like  a  ficek  of  fliecp,  could  ftill  prefume  to  difpute  ^ '?J?r'^* 
the  polTeliion  of  their  rreafures  and  provinces  *".    The  fame  terrors,  "w 
x^liich  the  name  of  the  Huns  had  Iprcad  among  the  Gothic  tribes^ 
Were  infpired,  by  tlie  formidable  name  of  the  Gotlis,  among  the 
fubjeds  and  foldiers  of  the  Roman  empire  "*.    If  Theodoiius,  haflily 
collecting  his  fcattcrcd  forces,  had  led  them  into  the  field  to  encoun- 
ter a  vicloriuus  enemy,  his  army  would  have  been  vanqnilhcd  by 
their  own  fears ;  and  his  raflincfs  could  not  have  been  excufcd  by 
the  chance  of  fuccefs.    But  the  ^ij^r<?^?/ Theodoiui?,  an  epithet  which* 
he  honourably  dclerved  on  this  momentous  occafion,  condu(flcd  him- 
felf  as  the  imn  and  faithful  guardian  of  the  republic.    He  fixed  his 
head-quarters  at  Theflalonica,  the  capital  of  the  Macedonian  die- 
cefe'";  from  whence  he  could  watch  the  irregular  motions  of  the 
Barbarians,  and  dired:  the  operations  of  his  lieutenants,  from  the 
gates  of  Conftantinople  to  the  fliores  of  the  Hadriatic.    The  fortifi- 
cations and  garrifons  of  the  cities  were  ftrengthened  ;  and  the  troops, 
among  whom  a  fenfe  of  order  and  difcipline  was  revived,  were  in- 
fenfibly  emboldened  by  the  confidence  of  their  own  fafcty.  From- 
thefe  fecure  Rations,  they  were  encouraged  to  make  frequent  fallies 
on  the  Barbarians,  who  infefted  the  adjacent  country  ;  and,  as  they 
were  feldom  allowed  to  engage,  without  fome  dccilivc  fvipcriority, 
either  of  ground  or  of  numbers,  their  enterprifes  were,  for  the  moft 
part,  fuccefsful ;  and  they  were  foon  convinced,  by  their  own  ex^ 
perience,  of  the  polTibility  of  vanquiQiing  their  invincible  enemies. 
The  detachments  of  thefe  fcparate  garrifons  were  gradually  united 
into  finall  armies ;  the  fame  cautious  mealures  were  purfued,  ac- 
cording to  an  extenfive  and  well-concerted  plan  of  operations;  the

£ibje£b.  If^  inftead  of.  this  &int  and  imperle€k  outline,  we  could 
accurate!/  repref^nt  the  counfels'  and  adttons  of  Theodofius,  in  four 
fiuceffive  campaigna,  there  is  reafim  to  hdieve,  that  his  oonfummaie 
ikill  would  dderre  the  applaufe  of  ever/  military  reader.  The  re- 
public had  formerly  betii  laved  by  the  delays  of  Fabius :  and,  wiiile 
the  fplendid  trophies  of  Scipio,  in  the  field-  of  Zama,  attratS  the  eyes ' 
of  pofterity,  the  camps  and  mardMS  of  die  IKdator  among  die  hills 
of  Campania,  may  claim  a  jufter  proportion  of  die  iofid  and  inde- 
pendent fiune,  which  the  general  is  not  compdled  to  fliare,  either 
widi  £3rtune.  or  with,  his  troops.  Such  was  lilnwilie  the  mieiit  of 
Theodofius;  md  the  infinmdes  of  his.hod}!^  wiudi moft  anfrafon" 
ably  languiihed.  under  a  l<mg  9p4  ducfgffnw  dileaie,  could  not  op- 
prefs  the  vigour  of  Us  mind,  or  difvert  hi4  ttleatioa  firom  die  piAKe 
fcrvice"!.  . 
DiviHons,  The  deliverance  and  peac«  c^.  the.  RdOin  ppmoces"'  wis  the

epaqneft-^  a  great  empire*  The  deadi  'of  duit  hero,  the  predeceflbr 
and  oaafter  of .  the  renowned  Afauoci  lelieved  *jm  impatient  muldtude

liniform,  or  coofiftent.   An  army  of  conquerors  Wad  broken  into 
itiany  diforde^Iy  bonds  vf  iavii^  robbers ;  and  their  blind  and  irre- 
^lar  fury  tras  not  lels  paniciotn  to  themfelVeis,'  than  tb  their  ene^ 
mies.   Theie  inllHiieyoiis  difpofition  was  Ihetm  in  (he  ^deftrii^oii  of 
mry  6bje£^  trfakh  -diey  tvioited  ftrength  to  reftidre,  or  taftie  to, 
enjoy ;  nid  Hxef  dften  conihiAed,  with  improvident  1^,  the  harvefts, 
or  the  grsitarhn,  Which  £xm  afterwatds  became  n^cefliary  for  fhdr 
own  fttbfiftence.   A  i^nrit  bf  dUcord  aitffe  amoiig  the  independent 
tribes  and  mttiditt,  Sffhich  liad  been  united  only  "by  the  bands  of  a 
loofe  and  vdluntary  alliance.    iThe  troops  of  fh^  Huns  and  the 
Atani  would  naturally  upbriad  the  flight  of  the  Goths  $  who  were  not 
dl^fed  to  yiSs  with  moderadoA  the  advantages  6f  their  fortune  :  the 
ancient  jealouiy  of  the  Oftrogoths  ^nd  the  Vifigotbs  could  not  long 
he  fufpended  $  and  the  liaUghty  duds  ftill  feniembered  the  iniults- 
and  ioguries,  Which  tliey  had  redinocally  offered^  or  fuftained,  while 
die  nation  was  feated  in  the  countries  beyoiid  the  Danube.  Th<» 
progrefs  of  d^nieflic  fadlion  abated  die  mcAie  difiutive  fentiment  of 
national  animbfity  $  and  die  olBcexV  bf  l^odbfius  were  inftniOeid  to 
pmthafe,  with  liberal        and  prbmifes^  the  retreat,  or  fervice,  of  . 
t3ie  discontented  party;   The  acquifition  of  Modar^a  prince  .of  the- 
roya^  blc>od  of  the  Amali,  gave  a  bold  .and  &ithfiil  cham|non  to  th? 
cauie  of  Rome.   The  illufirious  deferter  loon,  obtained  the  ranlc  qf' 
maftet'-general^  with  an  inip(»tant  conunand ;  fiupriied  an  amy  of 
his  countrymen,  who  woe  immeded  in  wine  and  flieep ;  and,  after 
a  cruel  flau^ter  <^  the  aftonilhed  Goths,  returned  with  an  immenle 
fpcalf  and  four  dioufind  waggons,,  to  the  Imperial  camp  ***•   In ' the-

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liands  of  a  (kilful  politician,  the  moft  different  means  may  be  fuccefs- 
fully  applied  to  the  fame  ends :  and  tlie  peace  of  the  empire,  which 
had  been  forwarded  by  the  divilion.^,  was  accompli fhed  by  the  re- 
union, of  tlic  Gotliic  nation.    Atlianaric,  who  had  been  a  patient 
Ipectator  oY  thefc  extraordinary  events,  v/as  at  length  driven,  by  the 
■chance  of  arms,  from  the  dark  recefles  of  the  woods  of  Caucaland. 
He  no  longer  hefitated  to  pals  the  Danube  ;  and  a  very  confiderablc 
part  of  the  fubjedls  of  Fritigern,  who  already  felt  the  inconvcniencies 
of  anarchy,  were  cafily  perfuadcd  to  acknowledge  for  their  king,  a 
Gothic  Judge,  wliofe  birth  tliey  rcfpofled,  and  whofc  abilities  they 
Jhad  frequently  experienced.    But  age  had  chilled  the  daring  fpirit  of 
Athanaric ;   and,  inflead  of  leading  his  people  to  the  field  of  batde 
and  vidtory,  he  wifely  liftened  to  the  fair  propofal  of  an  honourable 
and  advantageous  treaty.    Tlieodolius,  who  was  acquainted  with  tlie 
merit  and  power  of  his  new  ally,  condefcended  to  meet  liim  at  U\c 
diflance  of  feveral  miles  from  Conftantinople ;  and  entertained  him 
in  the  Imperial  city,  with  the  confidence  of  a  friend,  and  the  mag- 
nificence of  a  monarch.     "  The  Barbarian  prince  obrer\'ed,  with 
*•  curious  attention,  the  variety  of  objedls  which  attraded  liis  notice, 
**  and  at  laft  broke  out  into  a  finccrc  and  pafTionate  exclamation  of 
wonder.     I  now  behold,  faid  he,  what  I  never  could  believe, 
the  glories  of  this  ftupendous  capital !  and  as  he  caft  his  eyes 
around,  he  viewed,  and  he  admired,  the  commanding  fituation 
of  the  city,  the  ftrcngth  and  beauty  of  the  walls  and  public  edifices, 
the  capacious  harbour,  crowded  with  innumerable  vcficls,  the 
•*  perpetual  coucourle  of  diftant  nations,  and  the  arms  and  dilclpline 
•*  of  the  troops.     Indeed,   continued  Athanaric,   the  emperor  of 
•*  the  Romans  is  a  god  upon  earth  ;  and  the  prefumptuous  man,  who 
dares  to  lift  his  hand  againfl  him,  is  guilty  of  Ids  own  blood

The  reader  will  not  be  difplcafcd  to  fee    thor  whom  he  tranfcribcd.    Reglam  urbem 
the  ongtoal  words  of  jonuadcs,  or  the  ais«   ingrcffiu  eft ;  auranf^ae,  £o,  u^uic,  ceroo 
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The  Gothic  king  did  not  long  enjoy  this  fplendid  and  honoufabfe  ^ 
xeoeption ;  and,  as  temperance  was  not  the  virtue  of  his  nation,  it       w  » 
may  juIUy  be  fufpcded,  that  his  mortal  difcafe  was  contraded  amidft 
the  pleafures  of  the  Imperial  banquets.    But  the  policy  of  Theodoiiua 
tlerived  more  folid  benefit  from  the  death,  than  he  could  have  ex- 
pelled from  the  moft  faithful  fervices,  of  his  ally.    The  funeral  of 
Athanaric  was  peifbcmed  with  folemn  rite*  in  the  capital  of  the  Eaft; 
A  ftately  monument  was  eredted  to  his  memory;  and  his  whole, 
army,  won  by  the  liberal  courtely,  and  decent  grief,  of  Theodofius, 
enlifted  under  the  ftandard  of  the  Roman  empire        The  fubmiflioa 
of  fo  great  a  body  of  the  Viitgpths  was  produdive  of  the  moft  iiUu-  • 
taiy  coniequences ;  and  the  mixed  influence  of  force,  of  reafon,  and 
of  corruption,  became  every  day  more  powerful,  and  more  exteofive. 
Each  independent  chieftain  haftencd  to  obtain  a  feparate  treaty,  from 
'die  ai^nrehenfion  that  an  obilinate  delay  might  expofe  Am,  aldhe 
and  unproteded,  to  the  revenge,  or  juftice,  of  the  conqueror.  The 
general,  or  rather  the  final,  capitulation  of  the  Goths,  may  be  dated 
four  years,  one  month,  and  twenty-five  day^  after  the  defeat  and  A.  D.  jSs, 
death  of  the  emperor  Valens

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^JUtVl'*  ^^"'^'^       pointed  towards  the  Weft;  but  we  muft  be  (atlsfied  with 
a  very  obfcure  and  iinpcrfe<f^  knowledge  of  their  various  adventures. 
The  Oftrogoths  impelled  iVveral  of  the  German  tribes  on  the  pro- 
vinces of  Gaul ;  concluded,  and  foon  violated,  a  treaty  with  the 
emperor  Gratlan  ;   advanced  into  the  unknown  countries  of  the 
Nortli ;   and,  after  an  interval  of  more  than  four  years,  returned,, 
with  accumulated  force,  to  the  banks  of  the  Lower  Danube.  Their 
troops  were  recruited  with  tlie  fierceft  warriors  of  Germany  and 
Scythia ;  and  the  luldicrs,  or  at  leaft  the  hiftorians,  of  the  empire, 
no  longer  recognifed  the  name  and  countenances  of  tlicir  former 
enemies        The  general,  who  commanded  the  military  and  naval 
powers  of  the  Thraeian  frontier,  foon  perceived  that  his  fuperiority 
would  be  diladvantageous  to  the  public  fervice ;  and  that  the  Bar- 
barians, awed  by  the  prefeuce  of  his  fleet  and  legions,  would  pro- 
bably defer  the  paffage  of  the  river  till  the  approaching  winter.  The 
dexterity  of  the  fpies,  whom  he  fcnt  into  the  Gothic  camp,  allured 
the  Barbarians  into  a  fatal  fnare.    They  were  perfuaded,  that,  by  a 
bold  attempt,  they  might  furprifc,  in  the  fdence  and  darknefs  of  the 
night,  the  fleeping  army  of  the  Romans ;  and  the  whole  multitude 
was  haftily  embarked  in  a  fleet  of  three  thoufand  canoes  The 
braveft  of  the  Ortrogotlis  led  the  van ;  the  main  body  confifted  of 
the  remainder  of  their  fubjefts  and  foldiers ;  and  the  women  and 
children  fecurely  followed  in  the  rear.    One  of  the  nights  without  a 
moon  had  been  fcledlcd  for  the  execution  of  their  dcfign  ;  and  they 
had  almoft  reached  the  fouthern  bank  of  the  Danube,  in  the  firm 
confidence  that  they  ihould  find  an  eafy  landing,  and  an  unguaxdedi

an  unexpeQed  obftaclc ;   a  triple  line  of  veirels,  llrongly  coiincdlt  d       -m-  -j 

•with  each  other,  and  which  formed  an  impenetrable  chain  of  two 

miles  and  a  half  along  the  river.    While  they  llniggled  to  force  tlieir 

way  in  the  unequal  conflict,  their  right  flank  was  ovcrwhtlnKd  by 

the  irrefiftible  attack  of  a  fleet  of  gallies,  which  were  urged  down  the 

ftream  by  the  united  impulfe  of  oars  and  of  the  tide.    The  weight 

and  velocity  of  thofe  flaips  of  war  broke,  and  funk,  and  diipcrled, 

the  rude  and  feeble  canoes  of  the  Barbarians:  their  valour  was  in- 

efFedual ;   and  Alatheus,  the  king,  or  general,  of  the  Oftrogoths, 

perifhed,  with  his  braveft  troops,  either  by  the  fword  of  the  Romans, 

or  in  the  waves  of  the  Danube,    The  la  ft  divifion  of  this  unfnrtiniarc 

fleet  might  regain  the  oppofitc  fliore :  but  the  diftrefs  and  dilbrder  of 

the  multitude  rendered  them  alike  incapable,  either  of  action  or 

counfcl ;  and  they  foon  implored  the  clemency  of  the  vicTiorious 

enemy.    On  this  occafion,  as  well  as  on  many  others,  it  is  a  difli- 

cult  tafk  to  reconcile  the  paffions  and  prejudices  of  the  writers  of  the 

age  of  Theodofius.    Tlic  partial  and  malignant  hiftorian,  who  mif- 

reprefents  every  a£lion  of  his  reign,  afl'irms,  that  the  emperor  did 

not  appear  in  the  field  of  battle  till  the  Barbarians  had  been  van- 

quiflied  by  the  valour  and  conduct  of  his  lieutenant  Pronintus 

The  flattering  poet,  who  celebrated,  in  the  court  of  Ilonorius,  the 

glory  of  the  father  and  of  the  fon,  afcriljes  the  vitlory  to  the  per- 

foiial  prowefs  of  Theodofuts  ;  and  almoft  infmuatcs,  that  the  king  of 

the  Ollrogotlxs  wm  llaia  by  the  hand  of  the  emperor        The  truth 

"*  Zofmia?,  1.  ir.  p.  25J— 255.

A.  D.  38^—  trate  the  hiftory  of  Theodofms  and  his  fucccflbrs.  The  feries  ot 
their  hiftory  has  imperfcQiIy  preferved  the  fpirit  and  fubftance  of 
this  fmgular  agreement  The  ravages  of  war  and  tyranny  liad 
provided  many  large  tra^s  of  fertile,  but  uncultivated  land,  for  the 
ufe  of  thofe  Barbarians,  who  miglu  not  dii'dain  the  pradlice  of  agri- 
culture. A  numerous  colony  of  the  Yiiigoths  was  feated  in  Thrace  r 
the  remains  of  the  Oftrogoth*  were  planted  in  Phrygia  and  Lydia; 
their  immediate  wants  were  fuppUed  by  a  diftributlon  of  com  and 
cattle;  and  their  future  induftry  was  encouraged  by  an  exemption 
from  tribute,  during  a  certain  term  of  years.  Tlie  Barbarians  wouli 
have  deferved  to  feel  the  cruel  and  perfidious  policy  of  the  Imperial 
court,  if  they  had  fuficred  therafclves  to  he  difperfed  througfi  the 
provinces.  They  required,  and  they  obtained,  the  fole  pofleflion  of 
the  villagtis  and  dilliids  affigncd  for  their  refulencc;  they  ftill  chc- 
rifhed  and  propagated  their  native  manners  and  language  ;  aifcrted^ 
in  the  bofom  of  defpotifm,  the  freedom  of  their  domeftic  govern- 
ment; and  acknowledged  the  fovereignty  of  the  eraperor,.  without 
iubmitting  to  the  inferior  jurrldi(^lion  of  the  laws  and  magiftratcs  of 
Rome.  The  hereditary  chiefs  of  the  tribes  and  families  were  iViil 
permitted  to  command  their  followers  tn  peace  and  war;  but  the 
joyal  dignity,  was  abolifhed;  and  the  generals  of  the  Goths  were  ap- 
pointed and  remOTed  at  the  plcafure  of  the  emperor.  An  army  of 
forty  thoufand  Goths  was  maintained^ for  the  perpetual  fervice  of  the 
empire  of  thcEitfl.;  and  thofe  haughty  troops,,  who  affumed  the  title.

Their  native  courage  was  improved  i,  — j 
by  the  ufc  of  arms,  and  the  knowledge  of  dilbipline;  and,  while  the 
republic  was  guarded,  or  threatened,  by  the  doubtful  fword  of  the 
Barbarians,  the  lafi  iparks  of  the  military  flame  were  finally  cxtin- 
guilhcd  in  the  minds  of  the  Romans  Theodofius  had  the  addrefs 
to  pci  luade  his  allies,  that  the  conditions  of  peace  which  had  been 
extorted  from  hitu  by  prudence  and  ixcccffity,  were  the  voluntary' 
exprefllons  of  his  iincere  friendfliip  for  the  Gothic  nation"".  A  dif-r 
fercnt  mode  of  vindication  or  apology  was  oppofed  to  the  complaints 
of  the  people;  who  loudly  ccnfured  thefe  (liamcful  and  dangerous 
conceffions  The  calamities  of  the  war  were  painted  in  the  moft 
lively  colours;  and  the  firft  fymptoms  of  the  return  of  order,  o£ 
plenty,  and  Iccurlly,,  were  diligently  exaggerated.  The  advocates  o£ 
Theodofius  could  affirm,,  with  fome  appearance  of  truth  and  reafon^ 
that  it  was  impofllhle  to  extirpate  fo  many  warlike  tribes,  who  were 
rendered  defperate  by  the  lofs  of  their  native  country;,  and  that  the 
exliaufted  provinces  would  be  revived  by  a  frefli  fupply  of  foldiers 
and  huibandmcn.  The  Barbarians  flill  wore  an  angry  and  hoftile 
afped;  but  the  experience  of  paft  times  might  encourage  the  hope,, 
that  they  would  acquire  the  habits  of  induftry  and  obedience ;  that 
their  manners  would  be  ]goli£bed  by  time,  education,  and  the  influ-

Their  hoftile  Notwithftanding  thelc  Ipculous  arguments,  and  thefe  fanguine  ex- 
AatunMO.  p^Q^jtions,  it  was  apparent  to  every  difcerning  eye,  that  the  Goths 
would  long  remain  the  enemies,  and  might  loon  become  the  conquer- 
ors, of  the  Roman  empire.  Their  rude  and  infolent  behaviour  ex- 
preiTcd  their  contempt  of  the  citizens  and  provincials,  whom  they 
infulted  with  impunity To  the  ^eal  and  valour  of  the  Barbarians, 
Tlteodofius  was  indebted  for  the  fucccfs  of  his  arms  ;  but  their  af- 
fiftance  was  precarious ;  and  they  were  fometimes  feduced,  by  a 
treacherous  and  iiKoiiftant  difpofition,  to  abandon  his  ftandard,  at 
the  moment  wlicn  their  fervice  was  the  moft  eflential.  During  the 
civil  war  agaitift  Maximns,  a  great  number  of  Gothic  deferters  re- 
tired into  the  moraffcs  of  Macedonia,  wafted  the  adjacent  province^ 
and  obliged  the  intrepid  monarch  to  expofe  his  perfon,  and  exert  his 
power,  to  lupprefs  the  rifmg  flame  of  rebellion  The  public  ap- 
prehenlions  were  fortified  by  the  ftrong  fufplcion,  that  thefe  tumults 
Avcre  not  the  efFcdl  of  accidental  paftion,  but  the  refuk  of  deep  and 
premeditated  defign.  It  was  generally  behevcd,  that  the  Goths  had 
Hgned  the  treaty  of  peace  with  an  hoftile  and  iniidious  fpirit ;  aiul 
that  their  chiefs  had  previoufly  bound  thcmfelves,  by  a  folcnin  and 
fccrct  oath,  never  to  keep  faith  with  the  Romans;  to  maintain  the 
faired  ihew  of  loyalty  and  triendfliip,  and  to  watch  the  favourable

iDBoment  of  rapine,  of  conqucfl,  and  of  revenge*    But,  as  the  minds 
of  the  Barbarians  were  not  infenfible  to  the  power  of  gratitude,  feve- 
Ind  erf"  the  Gothic  leaders  fincerely  devoted  themfelves  to  the  fervice 
of  the  empire,  or,  at  Icaft,  of  the  emperor :  the  whole  nation  was  tn^ 
ienlibly  divided  into  two  oppofite  &^ion8,  and  much  fophiiby  was 
employed  tn  converfation  and  dii|Kite,  to  comi»ie  the  obligations  of 
didr  firft,  and  fecond,  engagements.   Hie  Goths,  who  confidered 
lihemlHves  as  the  friends  dT  peace,  of  juftioe,  and  of  Rome,  were  di« 
leded  by  the  authority  of  Fravitta,  a  valiant  and  honourable  youth, 
diftinguilhed  above  thexeft  of  his' countrymen,  by  the  poUtenefi  of 
£is  mariners,  the  liberality  of  his  lentiments,  and  the  mild  virtues  of 
fi>cial  life.   But  the  m<»e  numerous  £i^on  adhered  to  the  fierce 
and  fiuthlefi  Priulf,  who  inflamed  the  paflions,  and  afl^ed  the  in««. 
dependence,  of  his  warlike  followers.  On  one  of  the  ibiemn  feftivals,. 
when  the  chiefe  of  both  parties  were  invited  to  the  Imperial  table, 
diey  were  inienfibly  heated     vrine,  till  they  f<»got  the  ufual  re« 
ftraints  of  <fifaretion  and  reiped ;  and  betrayed,  in  the  prelence  of 
Theodoiius,  the  fittal  fecret  of  their  domeftic  diQ>utes.   The  em* 
peror,  who  had  been  the  reludant  witneis  of  tUs  extraordinary 
eontroverfy,  diflemUed  his  fears  and  refentment,  and  foon  difmifled 
die  tumultuous  aflembly.    Fravitta,  alarmed  and  exa^ierated  by  die 
infolence  of  his  rival,  whofe  departure  from  the  palace  mig^t  have 
been  the  fignai  of  a  civil  war,  boldly  followed  him ;  and,  drawing 
bis  fword,  laid  Priulf  dead  at  his  feet.    Their  companions  flew  to 
arms ;  and  the  faithful  champion  of  Rome  would  have  been  op- 
preifcd  by  fuperior  numbers,  if  he  had  not  been  proteQed  by  the 
leaibnable  interpofidon  of  die  Imperial  guards       Such  were  tfae-
